SPECIAL   MEETING. 


Providexce,  ]\I;irch  2,  1875. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  8  o'clock,  Vice  Presi- 
dent Allen  in  the  chair. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved. 

■  Hon.  Thomas  C.  Amory,  of  Boston,  read  a  paper  on  the 
military  movements  in  Rhode  Island  during  the  year  1778, 
with  the  special  object  of  vindicating  the  character  of  Major- 
General  Sullivan  from  imputations  made  by  a  distinguished 
American  historian,  Mr.  Amory  descril)ed  the  localities, 
personages,  and  prominent  incidents  of  the  campaign,  and 
proved  that  if  the  French  fleet  had  returned  as  requested  on 
the  20th  of  August,  Newport  might  have  surrendered.  In 
the  short  space  of  three  weeks,  Sidlivan,  with  two  brigades 
from  the  regular  army,  had  gathered  a  force  of  9,000  men. 
There  were  at  least  half  that  number  on  the  fleet  available  for 
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land  operations;  and  tho  British  garrison,  not  more  than 
7,000,  was  not  in  condition  for  prolonging'  rcbistancc.  Fail- 
ing in  receiving  the  needed  co-operation  of  the  French  fleet 
under  D'Estaign,  which  had  sailed  for  Boston,  and  a  rc-en- 
forccnient  of  the  enemy  from  New  York  being  momentarily 
expected,  Snllivan  witlulrcw  his  forces  from  the  island.  Glen- 
era!  Lafayette  pronounced  the  battle  at  Butt's  Hill  to  bo  the 
best  fought  battle  of  the  war.  Though  the  speaker  occupied 
nearly  two  hours,  he  held  the  undivided  attention  of  the  large 
audience  during  tho  entire  time. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  Seth  Padelford,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  tlumk^:  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  lion.  Thomas  C. 
Anion'  for  his  valualjlc  and  schohirlj-  i^aper. 

Pending  the  vote,  Vice  Pj'csident  Allen  oflered  some  per- 
tinent remarks  in  honor  of  the  commander  of  the  French 
squadron  who  was  censured  at  the  time  for  not  remaining  to 

cooperate  with  Snllivan.

!Mr.  George  T.  Paine  exhibited  three  medals  that  have 
special  rcterence  to  this  part  of  American  histor}'. 

The  Secretary'  gave  notice  that  Mr.  Willian^  J.  ^Miller,  of 
Bristol,  would  I'cad  a  paper  on  Philip  of  Pokanoket,  and  the 
Wampanoags,  on  the  IGlli  of  March.

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SPECIAL  .AIEETING. 


PnoviDEXCE,  ]\Iarch  IG,  1875. 

A  meeting  held  this  evening'  was  called  to  order  by  Vice 
President  Allen,  at  a  quarter  before  8  o'clock.  After  hear- 
ing the  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  niectinii',  ]Nfr.  AVil- 
liaiii  J.  ^liller,  of  Bristol,  rend  1)efore  the  Society  his  second 
paper  on  Philip  of  Pokanoket,  and  the  Wampanoags.  Mr. 
^Miller  gave  a  racy  dcscri[)tiun  of  the  various  persons,  cir- 
cumstances and  events  that  helped  bring  on  the  rragic 
scenes  belonging  to  King  Philip's  war,  which  will  constitute 
the  subject  of  his  thiid  paper,  reserved  for  another  evening's 
entertainment.  The  paper  gave  great  satisfaction  to  the 
audience,  which  was  large,  despite  the  rain  and  bad  walking. 

On  motion  of.  Mr.  AVilliam  A.  iNIowry,  the  thanks  of  the 
Society  were  voted  to  Mr.  ]\Iiller  for  his  interesting  and  val- 
uable paper,  and  a  copy  was  requested  for  the  archives  of  the 
Society.  While  this  resolution  was  pending,  critical  and 
complimentary  remarks  we're  otl'ered  by  Messrs.  ]Mowry, 
Allen  and  Perry. 

Vice  President  Allen  referred  to  the  ruinous  condition  of 
Slate  Rock,  and  suggested  that  a  connnittee  be  appointed  to 
take  measures  to  prevent  the  obliteration  of  this  remai'kablo 
landmark  of  our  State.  lie  was  in  turn  reminded  that  he 
>vas  already  one  of  a  committee  appointed  for  this  express 
object,  and  the  committee  were  requested  to  report  forth- 
with. Dr.  Grosvenor  supported  this  motion  with  pertinent 
and  spirited  remarks. 

Mr.  Frank  Butts  was  announced  to  read  an  account  of  the 
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loss  of  the   first  Monitor,  at  the  next  meeting,  on   the  first 
Tuesda}'  in  April.

QUARTERLY  MEETIXG. 


Providence,  April  6,  1875. 

The  quarterly  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  7i  o'clock, 
Vice  President  Allen  in  Ihe  chair. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  announced  donations, 
and  stated  that  twelve  hundred  had  been  received  during  the 
last  quarter. 

Mr.  Allen  made  a  partial  report  in  behalf  of  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Society  to  co-operate  in  securing  as  a  public 
square,  Shite  Rock  and  the  land  immediately  about  it.  A 
carefull}'  prepared  plan  of  the  proposed  Slate  Rock  Square 
will  soon  be  completed  and  laid  before  the  Society. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
on  the  nomination  of  new  members,  the  following  persons 
were  elected :

l\Ir.  Frunk  B.  Butts  read  ii  paper  giving  a  vivid  descrip- 
tion of  the  battle  between  the  ]Merriinack  and  the  Monitor, 
and  the  loss  of  the  hitter  vessel  off  Cape  liattcras  in  1862. 
The  account  coming  from  one  who  took  an  active  part  in  the 
scenes  which  he  depicted,  was  listened  to  with  breathless  in- 
terest. At  the  conclusion  of  the  i)aper,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
B.  F.  Pabodie,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  teudercd  to  Mr.  Butts  for  his 
graphic  and  thrilling  account  of  the  battle  of  the  Jlonitor,  and  its  founder- 
ing off  Cape  Ilatteras,  and  that  a  copy  be  requested  for  the  Society. 

While  the  above  resolution  was  pending,  Eev.  E.  M, 
Stone  and  Vice  President  Allen  made  some  pertinent  remarks 
on  the  wonderful  mechanical  skill  displayed  during  the  war, 
calling  attention  to  some  providential  circumstances  on  which 
apparently  depended  tiie  life  of  the  nation. 

Dr.  Parsons  made  a  verbal  report  in  behalf  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  institute  measures  for  the  observance  of 
the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  King  Philip's  war.  He 
said  arrangements  are  being  made  for  an  excursion  to  ]Mount 
Hope  about  the  20th  of  June,  and  another  to  Kingston  during 
the  summer. 

The  Secretary  read  a  paper  prepared  by  Richard  M.  Sher- 
man, Esq.,  narrating  certain  events  that  occurred  about  his 
(^Ir.  Sherman's)  grandfathers  house  in  connection  with  the 
battle  of  Phode  Island  in  1778, 

It  was  announced  that  Hon.  Abraham  Payne  will  give  at 
the  next  meeting  his  recollections  of  certain  deceased  mem- 
bers of  the  Ehode  Island  Bar.  The  meeting  Avas  adjourned 
till  Tuesday  evening,  the  13th  inst.

The  adjournoil  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock, 
Vice  Tresidcnt  Allen  in  the  chair.  After  the  reading  of  the 
record  of  the  last  meeting,  on  motion,  it  Avas

Vice  President  Allen  read  a  paper  commemorative  of  the 
life  and  services  of  James  Durrill,  the  jurist  and  senator,  ar.d 
concluded  his  sketch  by  giving,  in  reply  to  enquiries  made  by 
members  of  the  Society,  several  anecdotes  illustrative  of  'Siv. 
Burrill's  chai-acter. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  ]Mr.  AVanton  E.  Hazard, 
of  New  York,  suggesting  that  an  effort  be  made  to  procure 
the  "  General  and  llegimcntal  Order  Book  of  Major-General 
Sullivan's  military  operations  in  Rhode  Island  in  1778." 

The  Sccictary  al:^o  read  a  biographical  sketch  of  the  late 
Governor  William  Jones,  written  by  Governor  Jones'  grand- 
son, Mr.  William  J.  Iloppin,  of  New  York. 

Also,  a  sketch  of  the  life  and  services  of  Dr.  Peter  Turner, 
who  was  a  surgeon  in  the  revolutionary  army,  written  by  his 
grandson.  Dr.  Ilenr}  E.  Turner,  of  Newpoit.  The  papers 
here  follow  : 

MEMOIK   OF   JAMES   BUinULL,  Esq. 

[JJY   IIOX.    ZACIIAUIAII   AI.I-EN.] 

I  auticipatcd  enjoying  with  you,  this  eveuin*:,  tlie  pleasure  of  listeuinir 
to  the  graphic  recollections  of  distinguished  llhodc  Island  jurists,  's\hieh 
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Abraham  Payne,  Esq.,  promised  to  give  us.  We  are  xiiifortunatcl}'  disap- 
pointed ])y  liis  une.\pected  detention  in  AVasliington.  To  avoid  postpon- 
ing tlie  ]necting  I  have  been  reqnestcd  to  give  a  biograpliical  sketch  of 
some  members  of  the  Rhode  Iskmd  Bar,  who  tlourished  and  passed  away 
before  Mr.  Payne's  time;  for  having  Ijccn  a  huv  stndeut,  and  admitted  to 
practice  in  the  j-ear  1815,  I  believe  my  name  now  stands  at  the  liead  of  the 
list  as  the  oldest  lawyer  of  the  Rhode  Lsland  Bar.  I  studied  law  in  the  ollice 
of  James  Burrill,  Esq.,  who  was  at  that  time  an  eminent  jurist,  remarka- 
ble for  his  intelligence  and  .social  intluence.  As  no  biographical  record  of 
his  life  has  ever  been  published,  I  feel  it  a  duty  to  ofier  a  jnt.t  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  a  man  who  once  stood  peerless  in  his  native  State  as  a  jurist 
and  statesnuin.  I  have  oljtaincd  from  ^Ir.  Charles  Danforth  some  notes 
relating  to  the  life  of  James  Burrill,  that  were  written  by  his  fatlicr,  the 
late  Walter  11.  Danforth,  who  was  also  a  student  in  the  same  ollice,  and 
was  wont  to  call  ]Mr.  Burrill  his  instructor  and  friend.  Sharing  these  sen- 
timents of  respect  and  honor,  I  have  hastily  comljined  some  of  Mr.  Dan- 
forth's  data  with  mj'  own  recollections  in  "  A  Mk.muiual  of  xnr:  Live  of 
James  Bukiull." 

The  subject  of  this  memoir  was  born  in  Providence,  in  the  year  1772, 
and  graduated  at  Brown  Universil}'  in  17S8.  At  the  early  age  of  nineteen 
he  was  admitted  to  practice  law  in  tlvc  State  Courts,  where  he  obtained 
eminent  distinction  for  his  ability.  lie  was  soon  elected  bj-  the  people 
Attorney  General,  and  continued  to  be  reelected  to  this  otlicc  through  all 
the  vicissitudes  of  parties,  until  his  failing  health  impelled  him  to  with- 
draw in  May,  1813.  The  legislature,  on  receiving  his  resignation,  unani- 
mously passed  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  faithful  services,  with  expressions 
of  esteem  for  his  individual  character.  In  the  same  year  ;Mr.  Burrill  was 
elected  by  the  people  a  llepresentative  in  the  General  Assembly,  over 
M-hich  he  was  chosen  to  preside  as  Speaker.  In  ISIG  he  received  the  ap- 
pointment of  Circuit  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  IJhodc  Island,  and  in 
1817  lie  was  elected  Senator  in  Congress.  In  this  ollice  he  did  honor  to 
himself  and  to  Ids  native  State. 

The  residence  of  Mr.  Burrill  was  a  large  house,  standing  on  the  spot 
now  occupied  by  the  Butler  Exchange.  In  the  same  building  was  his  law 
oflice.  Here  many  students  plumed  their  wings,  before  they  took  flight  in 
the  misty  atmosphere  of  the  law.  At  that  time  the  rear  Mindow  of  the 
ollice  opened  ui>on  a  vegetable  garden  and  the  placid  waters  of  the  cove, 
where  now  stand  the  towering  pinnacles  of  the  north  front  of  the  Butler 
Exchange. 

My  earliest  impression  of  the  importance  of  an  exact  use  of  colloquial, 
as  well  as  legal  terms,  was  instructively  obtained  from  a  garden  scene 
that  here  occurred.  On  a  pleasant  morning,  when  the  vernal  sunshine 
caused  the  buds  and  blossoms  to  spring  forth,  Mr.  Burrill  ordered  his  ser- 
vant to  put  the  gardeu  in  order,  and  "dig  up  the  asparagus  bed,"  on  which 
he  relied  for  a  sui)ply  of  his  most  favorite  vegetable.  Visiting  the  garden 
Ju  the  afternoon,  he  was  astonished  to  find  all  the  roots  taken  up  and  piled 
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in  a  heap  in  the  middle  of  the  bed.  Calling-  his  servant  to  account  for  dc- 
stroyinii;  this  h)nir  cherished  phmtation,  tlieman  replied,  "You  ordered  nie 
to  (?(V/  ??y)  the  bed,  and-I  did  it.  If  you  wished  to  have  the  bed  dug  orf-r, 
whj'  did  you  not  say  so?"'  The  astute  lawyer  yielded  to  the  defendant's 
plea,  and  submitted  without  a  replication.  This  was  the  only  instance  I 
reuieniber  of  the  disturbance  of  his  usual  equanimity. 

In  rcviewiuir  the  life  of  James  Bnrrill  as  a  jurist,  it  appears  that  no  man 
of  the  Khode  Island  Bar  ever  ro.sc  so  rapidly  to  eminence,  and  so  speedily 
obtained  controlliny- inrtuonce  over  courts  and- juries  by  no  other  means 
than  liis  candid  fairness  in  arijument  and  his  direct  appeals  to  reason.  He 
possessed  a  remarkably  retentive  memory,  and  all  ho  read  was  treasured 
up  for  ready  nse  in  extemporaneous  speakini^.  AVith  a  refined  literary 
taste  he  took  jjreat  deligiit  in  the  charms  of  poetry.  The  poems  of  "  the 
great  unknown,"  as  the  writer  of  "  Marmion,"  the  "  Lady  of  the  Lake," 
and  of  the  "Minstrel,"  was  called,  were  favorites  of  his  leisure  moments, 
and  the  dull  routine  of  a  laborious  life  was  often  cheered  by  the  writings 
of  the  old  novelists.  Fielding,  SmoUet,  r,ichardson,  IJadcliHe,  Barney  Dar- 
blay,  and  others.  To  economize  time  he  avoided  a  devotion  to  works  of 
fancy,  as  indulged  in  by  many,  who  pove  over  the  leaves  of  fascinating 
novels.  He  rapidly  culled  the  flowers,  which  he  retained  in  vivid  fresh- 
ness, and  was  ever  ready  to  furnish,  for  the  gratification  of  others,  boucpiets 
from  the  beautiful  ]>arterres  he  had  traversed.  He  would  rise  from  the 
perusal  of  humorous  sketches  of  character  and  graphically  rehearse  the 
most  pointed  incidents,  accompanied  by  his  peculiarly  hearty  and  nmsical 
laugh,  which  never  failed  to  be  contagions,  exciting  in  all  around  him  re- 
sponsive good  humor.  His  happiness  appeared  to  consist  in  making 
others  hapi\v.  The  popularity  resulting  from  his  colloquial  powers  added 
to  his  fame,  and  was  ever  sustained  by  his  classically  chaste  use  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  words.  Even  minute  exactitude  Avas  always  observed  in  rightly 
using  the  articles  a  or  an,  with  a  marked  aversion  to  the  Yorkshire  dialect, 
in  which  these  articles  are  perversely  interchanged. 

Though  a  well  read  lawyer,  ;Mr.  Bnrrill  did  not  rely  entirely  on  i)recc- 
dents.  He  steadily  kept  in  view,  to  guide  his  course,  the  standard  princi- 
ples of  legal  science  and  of  equity.  He  was  kind  in  liis  domestic  relations  ; 
attentive  to  professional  business,  and  careful  in  all  his  linancial  concerns. 

Though  eminently  distinguished  as  an  elegant  and  powerful  speaker,  yet 
as  a  writer  he  was  little  known.  No  Fourth  of  July  orations  or  adtlresses 
on  public  occasions  appear  in  print,  and  as  the  ready  art  of  stenography 
■was  then  unknown,  his  eloquence  vanished  in  the  thin  air  he  l)reathed,  or 
now  survives  only  in  the  memory  of  the  few  who  heard  him.  The  only 
publication  extant  of  his  writings  appears  in  the  preface  to  a  volume  of 
poems  by  Lyden  Arnold. 

Mr.  Burrill  had  a  frail  physical  organization.  Soon  after  commencing 
the  practice  of  law,  he  became  so  extremely  reduced  (as  he  himself  stated) 
that  he  was  comi>elled  for  a  time  to  withdraw  from  his  professional  pur- 
suits for  relief  hy  change  of  climate  and  traveling.     By  strict  attention, 
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however,  to  sanitary  rules,  he  acquired  the  health  and  vigor  which  sus- 
t-iiucd  liis  active  career  as  an  eminent  lawyer,  judge,  and  senator,  and 
•\vhich  enabled  him  to  energetically  display  the  intellectual  powers  that 
threw  around  him  a  halo  of  splendor  in  all  the  ollices  he  sustained.  lu 
the  later  years  of  his  liie  Mr.  ]5urrill  indulged  his  taste  for  agricultural  im- 
provements; and,  combining  protit  with  pleasure,  gave  some  attention  to 
the  iusenious  operations  of  cotton  manufactures. 

Mr.  BurrlU  was  employed  by  the  cotton  manufticturers  of  llhodc  Island 
to'present  their  Memorial  to  Congress  for  the  protection  of  the  domestic 
uidustry  which  had  vigorously  sprung  into  existence  during  the  embargo 
and  non-intercourse  laws,  and  the  war  with  Great  Britain. 

In  obtaining  the  TaritY  for  the  protection  of  domestic  manufactures,  Mr. 
Burrill  stated^o  me  tiuit  he  was  most  etlicicntly  aided  by  the  distinguished 
statesman,  John  C.  Calhoun,  of  South  Carolina,  who  manifested  patriotic 
"zeal  for  rendering  his  country  indci)endent  of  foreign  nations  for  the  sup- 
ply of  necessary  clotliing;  for  the  country  had  sullered  great  privations 

during  the  war. 

llis^iid  was  all  important;  for  the  merchants  of  Boston  and  othcrcities 
were  strenuously  in  favor  of  free  trade.  lint  after  being  invited  to  visit  . 
AValthani,  to  witness  the  success  of  the  manufactures  he  had  aided  in 
encouraging,  Mr.  Calhoun  suddenly  comprehended  the  prosperity  and 
wealth  which  New  England  would  gain  from  combining  manufactures  with 
commerce,  and  auticipated  the  conse^iuent  political  power  in  controlling  the 
Federal  Government  adversely  to  the  peculiar  southern  institution  of 
slavery,  rrom  that  time  he  opposed  all  tariff  laws,  and  inaugurated  a 
systematic  opposition  to  northern  supremacy.  He  then  connnenced  train- 
iiig  the  youthful  politicians  who  finally  attempted  to  dissolve  the  confed- 
eracy which  they  could  not  control. 

In  after  times  Mr.  Burrill  had  occasion  to  resist  the  aggressive  assaults 
of  southern  politicians,  and  only  a-few  ilays  lx>fore  his  sudden  death,  he 
fearlessly  said  to  his  threatening  opponents  :  "  1  fear  no  ominous  warnings 
in  maintaining  the  cause  of  justice." 

The  appreciation  of  Mr.  Burrill's  services  as  a  national  statesman  was 
manifested  by  the  extraordinary  marks  of  respect  manifested  by  announc- 
ing his  deatli"  from  the  pulpits  of  most  of  the  churches  in  AVashington, 
tUu-ing  the  morning  service,  and  by  tlie  tolling  of  the  bells  from  the  close 
of  the  morning  service  to  a  late  hour  in  the  evening;  and  even  by  tlie dis- 
play of  the  Hags  at  half  mast  at  the  Alarm  Posts. 

In  describing  his  senatorial  career,  Mr.  Walsh,  the  editor  of  the  National 
(!<i:ol(e,  stated:  "He  approached  his  public  duty  with  a  feeling  of  religious 
obligation  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  it  l)y  unwearied  industry  and  per- 
fect candor.  No  man  has  appeared  in  Congress  of  a  more  upright,  amiable 
and  intelligent  character.  During  Ids  career  in  the  Senate  he  made  hini- 
si'lf  master  of  tlie  national  domestic  economy,  and  of  tlie  foreign  interests, 
in  all  their  details.  His  elocution  may  be  described  as  clear,  manly  and 
vigorous  in  an  uncommon  degree.    Allectation,  artifice,  and  ambitious  dis- 
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play  Avere  never  manifest  in  lii?  conduct.  A  more  natural  and  unexcep- 
tionable st\le  of  speaking  and  of  action,  could  not  be  conceived." 

"He  was  a  man  without  guile;  whose  amiable  qualities  disarmed  his 
political  opponents  of  all  animosity." 

In  his  native  town,  on  announcing  tlie  death  of  ^Ir.  15urrill,  the  public 
journals  wei-e  bordered  with  l^lack,  as  a  token  of  mourning.  The  Presi- 
dent of  tlie  Providence  County  Bar,  Sanuiel  W.  IJridgham,  Es(|.,  in  an- 
nouncing to  the  court  the  demise  of  Mr.  P>urrill,  said  :  "  A  great  man  has 
fallen.  His  native  town  and  State,  and  the  country  at  large,  are  sensibly 
affected,  and  deeply  deplore  his  early  e.xit.  At  home  and  abroad,  in  private 
and  in  public  life,  his  usefulness  was  appreciated." 

In  reply  the  presiding  judge  is  reported  to  have  said  :  "  I  realize  that  a 
great  man  has  fallen,  who  has  been  a  blessiug  to  the  State  and  nation." 

Among  his  descendants,  representing  the  forensic  powers  of  his  ances- 
tor, is  George  William  Curtis,  of  Xew  York.  The  estimable  families  of 
William  Fearing,  and  of  our  present  Judge  Burges,  in  Khode  Island,  are 
descendants  of  Mr.  Burrill. 

As  a  recognition  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Burrill  in  securing  a  division  of 
the  town  of  Glocestcr,  the  inhabitants  of  the  new  township  in  the  north- 
Avest  corner  of  the  State,  gave  it  the  name  of  Burrilh  ille ;  wliich  will  per- 
petuate his  name.  iMr.  Burrill  died  on  Christmas  day,  in  the  year  1820, 
during  his  term  of  service  as  Senator  in  Washington.  In  conformity  with 
the  custom  of  showing  respect  to  those  who  thus  die  in  the  service  of  their 
country,  lie  was  honored  with  a  public  funeral,  and  his  ashes  now  peace- 
fully rest  under  a  monument  in  tlie  Congressional  Cemetery. 

MR.  HAZARD'S    LETTER. 

New  Yoi:k,  March  30th,  1875. 
Hox.  Amo.s  PEiiP.Y :  Dear  Sir. — In  conversation  with  a  friend  of  mine, 
Josiah  Elctcher,  Esq.,  Attorney  at  Law,  229  Broadwaj',  about  the  early 
history  of  Rliodc  Island,  he  incidentally  remarked  that  he  had  in  his  pos- 
session the  Orhjinal  General  and  Itcfjiraental  Qrder  Book  of  Major-Geueral 
Sullivan's  military  operations  in  Rhode  Island,  left  to  him  by  one  of  his 
ancestors,  who  was  an  ollicer  in  the  army  of  General  Sullivan  in  his 
attempt  to  recapture  Xe^vport  from  the  Britisli  forces,  then  in  their  posses- 
sion, but  which  resulted  in  his  repulse  and  retreat  to  Tiverton,  and  then  to 
Providence  as  his  head(iuarters,  the  army  being  stationed  at  different  posts 
between  those  two  places.  I  borroweil  it  for  perusal,  and  tind  on  reading 
that  the  Preuch  licet  then  lay  in  the  harl)or  of  Newport,  but  left  before  the- 
battle,  wiiich  causeil  some  depression  in  the  feeling  of  the  army,  but  Gen- 
eral Lafayette  remained  and  commanded  the  left  wing.  Order  of  Battle 
which  took  place  August  29,  1778,  was  as  follows,  viz.  :  Brigadier-General 
Varnnm  counnanded  the  right  wing  of  the  lirst  line.  Brigadier-tieneral 
Glover  the  left  wing  of  the  tirst  line.  Hon.  Major-Geueral  Hancock,  the 
second  line,  and  Colonel  West  the  reserves. 
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Major-Gciieral  Greene  coniniamled  tlic  right  wing  of  tlic  wliolc  army,  and 
Major-General  tlie  Marquis  Do  Lafayette  llie  left  wing  of  the  whole  army; 
and  ^lajor-Gcneral  John  Sulli-van,  Commander-in-Chief.  A  number  of 
familiar  names,  as  Brigadier-Generals  and  Colonels,  with  their  commands 
and  posts,  arc  mentioned,  all  of  which  must  be  very  interesting  to  those 
who  arc  familiar  with  the  early  history  of  rvhode  Island  and  the  promi- 
nent men  of  that  period;  and  especially  so,  some  of  General  Sullivan's 
orders  of  the  day  arc  very  eloquent  and  patriotic,  as  is  also  interesting 
the  records  of  the  courts-martial  and  executions.  Now  it  occurred  to  me 
tliat  this  book  might  be  a  link  in  the  chain  of  the  history  of  Uhode  Island 
important  to  be  secured  for  the  Historical  Society,  if  it  is  not  already  in 
their  possession,  and  I  know  of  no  one  so  likely  to  be  informed  on  that 
subject  as  yourself.  Should  you  find  it  so,  and  wish  the  loan  of  the  book, 
you  can  atUlress  Mr.  Fletcher  on  the  subject.  It  is,  of  course,  in  writing, 
and  in  a  good  state  of  preservation  for  a  book  that  went  through  the  Avar, 
and  kept  to  this  time,  now  nearly  one  hundred  years;  and  I  suggest  the 
idea  of  a  celebration  of  the  centennial  anniversary  of  the  battle  on  that 
29th  day  of  August,  1S7S. 

ricasc  excuse  the  liberty  I  take  in  addressing  you  on  the  subject,  and 
all  imperfections  in  this  hasty  sketch.

IIox.  Amos  FEin-.Y,  Prov.,  11.  I. 
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William  .Jones  was  born  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  on  the  8th  day  of 
October,  ll't'S.  His  grandfather,  Thomas  Jones,  came  from  Wales,  and 
his  father,  after  whom  he  ^vas  named,  like  many  other  Rhode  Islanders  of 
that  day,  entered  into  the  privateering  service  in  the  war  against  France, 
and  died  in  1759,  First  Lieutenant  of  a  famous  vessel,  the  Duke  of  ^Nlarl- 
borongh.  His  mother  was  left  a  widow  at  tlie  age  of  thirty-one,  with  live 
children,  of  whom  the  subject  of  this  notice  was  the  fourth.  Rut  little  is 
known  respecting  his  early  life,  but  it  is  evident  that  lie  received  a  fair 
education  and  bore  a  good  character,  because  in  January,  177(5,  when  he 
was  only  23  years  old,  he  obtained  a  commission  as  Lieutenant  in  Bab- 
cock's  (afterwards  Lippitt's)  regiment,  which  had  just  been  raised  by  the 
•  ieneral  .Vssembly,  for  the  War  of  Independence.  It  is  said  by  one  who 
knew  the  facts,  that  young  Jones  "  might  have  had  a  company,  but  diffi- 
dent of  his  own  qualifications,  as  he  had  never  seen  any  military  service, 
lie  declined  a  Captain's  commission."  This,  however,  was  given  to  him  in 
^^eptembcr  of  the  same  year,  at  the  time  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  join. 
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the  main  army.  It  was  issuotl  In-  the  Dolc^atcs  of  tlie  Uuitecl  Colonics, 
and  signed  by  John  Hancock,  rre.sidont,  and  Cliarles  Tliompson,  Seci'etary. 
It  constituted  its  recipient  "  Captain  of  tlie  second  company  in  tlie  second 
regiment  of  the  brigade  raised  by  tlie  State  of  llhode  Island,  >.<:o.,  and 
which  hath  been  taken  into  continental  pay,  and  is  now  part  of  the  army 
of  the  United  Colonies,  raised  for  the  defence  of  American  liberty  and  for 
repelling  any  hostile  invasion  thereof"  This  connnission,  as  well  as  the 
others  given  to  Mr.  Jones,  were  kept  by  him  in  a  small  silk  case,  which  he 
wore  under  his  clothing,  suspended  to  his  neck,  and  they  are  now  in  the 
possession  of  his  grandson.  IJenjaniin  Iloppin,  whose  son  wa.s  afterwards 
to  marry  William  Jones'  daughter,  was  the  Captain  of  the  fourth  company 
in  the  same  regiment.  Of  Jones'  company  Gilbert  liichmond  was  Lieu- 
tenant, Amos  Jilson,  Ensign,  "Walter  ^'igncw,  Samuel  IJeade,  Jere.  Scott, 
and  liobert  "Webb,  Sergeants,  and  Solomon  Drowne,  Peter  Thresher,  and 
Oliver  "Whitewell,  Corporals. 

Lippitt'.s  regiment  marched  from  llhode  Island  on  the  1-1  th  .and  loth  of 
September,  177(3,  and  joined  General  "Washington's  army  at  Harlem 
Heights  about  the  .jth  of  October.  On  the  Uth  of  October  it  was  incor- 
porated with  McDougall's  brigade.  On  the  15th,  this  brigade,  together 
Avith  Nixon's  and  Glover's,  were  united  in  one.  division,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major-Gcncral  Lee.  From  this  time  until  the  13th  of  Deceml^er, 
it  was  attached  to  Lee's  corps,  and  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Whiteplaius, 
and  in  all  the  operations  which  preceded  the  retreat  into  New  Jersey. 
When  Lee  was  taken  prisoner.  General  Sullivan  h:istened  the  movement  to 
join  Washington,  which  had  been  susijiciously  retarded  by  Lee.  IMean- 
while  the  Khode  Island  troops  had  been  brigaded  together  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Hitchcock,  and  were  posted  in  the  place  of  honor,  the 
right  of  the  column  in  the  order  of  march.  Their  sufferings  in  Xew  Jer- 
sey during  this  winter  of  unexampled  severity  are  a  part  of  the  history  of 
the  country,  and  have  been  .particularly  described  by  ;Mr.  John  Howland, 
the  late  Proiilent  of  the  Historical  Society,  in  his  contribution  to  ^Ir. 
Cowell's  book,  "  Khode  Island  in  "7G."  The  term  of  Lippitt's  regiment 
was  to  expire  on  the  ISth  of  January,  1777,  but  on  tlie  31st  of  December, 
preceding,  uotwith.btanding  their  terrible  experience,  the  meu  volunteered, 
at  the  reiiuest  of  General  Washington,- for  another  month.  On  tlie  2d  of 
January  the  Rhode  Island  troops  took  part  in  the  gallant  repulse  of  the 
IJritish  at  the  bridge  of  Assanpinck,  the  success  of  winch  was  chietly 
owing  to  their  good  conduct.  Tlieir  bravery  was  also  conspicuous  at  the 
battle  of  Princeton,  where  "  Washington  on  the  battle  ground  took  Hitch- 
cock by  the  hand  and  before  this  army  thanked  him  for  his  service." 
In  February,  the  time  of  tlie  regiment  having  expired.  Captain  Jones  re- 
turned to  llhode  Lsland. 

He  remained  with  his  family  until  February,  1778,  Avhen  he  accepted  a 
commission  as  eaiitain  of  Marines  on  board  of  the  I'rovidencc,  t^ventv- 
eight  guns,  which  wa.s  oue  of  the  two  frigates  ordered  by  the  Naval  Com- 
mittee in  Philadelphia  to  be  built  in  PJiode  Island.     The  Providence  was 
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coiiiniamled  by  Abraliiiin  Wliipple.  Jonathan  I'itclier  -was  Tirst  Lieuten- 
ant, one  Deval,  Second  Lieutenant,  and  Patrick  Fletclier,  Third  Lieuten- 
ant. Benjamin  Paire  Avas  also,  an  officer,  John  F.  Rodlofl",  the  Surgeon. 
Richards  was  tlie  Purser,  and  Goodwin  tlie  sailing  master.  The  frigate 
had  been  built  under  the  direction  of  Sylvester  P.oweu,  master  carpenter, 
and  launched  on  the  24th  of  May,  177G.  Ever  since  that  time  she  had 
been  lying  inactive  down  the  river  just  l)elow  Field's  Point.  On  the  21st 
of  April,  1778,  the  news  arrived  at  Providence  of  the  conclusion  of  the 
Treaty  with  France,  and  a  national  salute  was  tired  by  the  frigate  in  honor 
of  this  most  auspicious  event.  It  was  necessary  that  Congress  should 
send  dispatches  immediately  to  our  Commissioners  in  Paris,  and  the  Provi- 
dence was  ordered  to  sea  at  once,  although  owing  to  the  diHicuby  of  tlie 
times  she  was  but  imperfectly  titted,  and  had  for  a  crew  only  one  hundred 
and  lifty-three  men  and  boys,  many  of  whom  were  without  experience. 
She  sailed  ou  the  30th  of  April.  Just  below  Warwick  Xeck  the  P>rilish 
frigate  Lark,  of  thirty-two  guns,  and  still  farther  down  the  bay  the  Juno, 
another  large  frigate,  were  stationed  to  intercept  her.  She  fought  her  way 
very  gallantly  through  these  vessels,  giving  the  Lark  a  broadside  which 
killed  three  and  wounded  seventeen  of  her  crew.  Ou  the  30tli  of  :May  the 
Providence  arrived  at  Pamboeut,  near  Xautes,  aud  Captain  Whipple  im- 
mediately sent  Captain  Jones  to  Paris  with  his  dispatches  for  the  Ameri- 
can Commissioners.  On  the  1st  of  June,  in  company  with  a  nephew  of 
Arthur  Lee,  he  left  Nantes  in  ii  Post  Chaise,  and  on  the  3d  arrived  at  the 
capital,  and  engaged,  as  he  says  in  his  journal,  "a  chamber  at  sixty-tive 
livres  a  month,  aud  a  servant  for  an  interpreter,"  at  the  Hotel  St.  Thomas 
de  Louvre.  He  remained  in  Paris  until  the  11th  of  June,  during  which 
time  he  dined  with  Mr.  Adams,  Mr.  Lee,  and  Dr.  Franklin,  saw  the  great 
procession  of  Louis  X^'I.,  :N[arie  Antoinette  aud  the  Court  to  the  Chapel 
at  Versailles,  and  visited  the  theatres  and  the  public  gardens,  of  all  of 
which  he  gives  entertaining  descriptions  in  his  journal. 

It  is  stated  on  his  tombstone  that  he  was  the  lirst  officer  that  wore  the 
-Viiierican  uniform  in  Paris.  Paul  Jones,  and  other  naval  officers,  of 
course,  had  been  there  before  him,  but  probably  until  the  ratification  ot 
tlie  treaty  it  would  have  been  indecorous  for  them  to  wear  the  uniform, 
and  lie  was  probably  the  earliest  to  arrive  in  Paris  after  that  event. 

The  Providence  went  from  Xaiites  to  Brest,  aud  remained  there  until 
the  20th  of  August,  receiving  in  the  meantime  a  visit  from  the  French 
Admiral  D'Orvilliers.  She  then  sailed  for  America  in  company  with  the 
Boston  and  the  Hanger,  and  on  the  1.5th  of  October  arrived  at  Portsmouth. 
The  next  year,  177t),  on  the  17th  of  June,  in  company  with  the  Kauger  and 
the  (iiiecn  of  France,  she  sailed  from  Boston  on  a  cruise  off  the  banks  of 
Newfoundland.  This  was  the  most  successful  enterprise  of  the  war.  The 
tlcct  cai)tured  nine  ships  and  one  brig  bound  from  Jamaica  to  England,  aud 
returned  to  Boston  on  the  21st  of  August  with  eight  of  the  prizes.  On 
the  24th  of  November  the  Providence  again  left  Boston  in  company  Mith 
•  lie  frigates  Boston,  Hanger,  and  tiiieen  of  France   for  Charleston,  South 
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Carolina,  where  tliey  did  not  arrive  until  the  10th  of  ])cceiulK'r.  In  thi- 
spring  of  the  succeediny  year,  the  British  having  sent  a  lleet  with  a  laiirc 
force  for  the  reduction  of  Charleston,  Commodore  Wliipple  did  imi 
choose  to  risk  an  engagement,  and  it  was  determined  to  put  the  crews  and 
guns  of  all  his  ships,  except  the  Kanger,  on  shore,  to  reinforce  the  bat- 
teries. On  the  12Lh  of  May,  1780,  General  Lincoln  surrendered  the  town 
and  the  garrison.  Captain  Jones  l:)ecame  a  prisoner  of  war  with  liis  com- 
panions, but  was  released  on  parole  and  returned  to  Rhode  Island  early  in 
the  summer.  He  remained  a  prisoner  on  parole  through  the  remainder  (if 
the  war,  and  being  tluis  incapacitated  for  active  service  he  went  into 
mercantile  business  at  rrovideuce,  to  which  place  his  family  had  now  re- 
moved, lie  was  at  first  associated  with  his  brothers,  but  afterwards 
carried  on  a  hardware  business  (m  his  own  account  in  which  he  continued 
until  his  death. 

In  February,  1787,  he  married  tliedaughtcr  of  Samuel  Drowue.  In  17S8 
he  was  admitted  as  a  freeman.  Being  a  man  of  strict  integrity,  of  good 
common  sense,  of  high  religious  principle,  and  large  acquaintance  witli 
the  people  of  the  town,  owing  to  his  occupation  as  a  merchant  and  his 
office  of  Justice  of  tlie  Peace,  he  was,  in  1807,  elected  one  of  the  four  mem- 
bers of  tlie  General  Assembly  from  Providence,  his  associates  being  James 
B.  Mason,  Richard  Jackson,  Jr.,  and  Samuel  W.  Brhigliam.  He  hold  this 
olfice  at  each  election  al'lerwards  until  1811,  and  from  INIay,  1800,  acted  as 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly.  At  the  February  session  in  1811  he  was  nomi- 
nated as  the  candidate  of  the  Federal  party  for  Governor,  and  in  April  was 
elected  by  a  majority  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  over  the  Republican 
candidate,  Mr.  Feancr.  He  was  chosen  successively  to  this  ollice  until  the 
year  1817,  when  he  was  defeated  by  Nehemiah  K.  Knight,  by  a  small 
majority.  His  administration  extended  over  the  whole  period  of  the  last 
war  with  Great  Britain,  and  his  position  was  very  dillicult  and  trying. 
Although  by  political  principle  he  was  opposed  to  the  war,  he  devoted  his 
time  and  abilities  to  sustain  the  lionor  of  the  State  and  country.  Rhode 
Island  was  peculiarly  exposed  to  attacks  from  the  enemj',  and  although  it 
fortunately  escaped  invasion,  this  fact  added  materially  to  the  anxieties  of 
his  office. 

In  1817  he  retired  from  public  life  and  devoted  himself  to  duties  con- 
nected with  his  family  and  the  church  organization  (Rev.  Mr.  Wilson's) 
with  which  he  belonged  He  was  one  of  the  Fellows  of  Brown  Univer- 
sity, a  Frcsident  of  the  Peace  Society,  and  of  the  Rhode  Island  Bible 
Societj'.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Cincinnati  from  the  beginning,  and 
his  diploma,  signed  by  Washington  and  Knox,  is  still  preserved.  He  was 
succeeded  in  his  membership  by  his  son-in-law  in  pursuance  of  a  special 
resolution  of  the  Society. 

Governor  Jones  died  on  the  22d  day  of  April,  1822,  leaving  surviving 
him  his  w  idow,  and  an  only  child,  the  wife  of  the  late  Thomas  C.  Iloppin. 
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SKETCH   OF   DK.   PETER  TURNER. 

[by   dr.    IIEXRY   C.    TURXEIt.] 

Doctor  Peter  Turner,  of  East  Grecinvicli,  R.  I.,  Avas  the  fourth  and 
youngest  son  of  Doctor  William  Turner,  of  Newark,  New  Jersc}',  whose 
father  was  Captain  William  Turner,  of  Swanzey,  ]Mass.,  originally,  but 
who  lived  at  Newport,  and  died  there,  October  4,  1709,  aged  TG  years.  He 
was  the  grandson  of  Captain  William  Turner,  who  commanded  the  expe- 
dition against  the  Intlians  at  Connecticut  Great  Palls,  now  Turner's  Palls, 
and  was  slain  there,  May  19th,  IG'G. 

Doctor  Peter  Turner  was  boru  at  Newark,  September  2,  1751.  His 
father  died  February  15,  1754,  aged  42  years.  His  mother  removed  to 
Morristown,  where  her  eldest  son.  Doctor  Jabez  Campiield,  resided,  and 
his  childhood  and  youth  were  passed  at  that  place.  He  studied  his  profes- 
sion with  Dr.  Camptield,  and  was  licensed  to  practice  medicine  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  New  Jersey.  The  habits  and  opinions  of  Dr.  Campfleld 
were  of  that  severe  and  unbending  character,  which,  operating  on  a  genial 
disposition  and  sanguine  temperament,  made  Doctor  Turner  what  he  was, 
an  energetic,  industrious,  systematic  man,  and  strict  disciplinarian,  and  at 
the  same  time  most  gentle,  amiable  and  indulgent  father,  and  agreeable 
and  interesting  companion.  Before  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolution  he 
came  to  Warren,  R.  I.,  where  he  became  acquainted  with  his  future  wife, 
Eliza,  daughter  of  Cromwell  Child,  and  sister  of  Mrs.  General  Yarnum, 
and  of  Mrs.  Bourne,  wife  of  Hon.  Benjamin  Bourne,  of  Bristol. 

Doctor  Turner  practised  medicine  in  Warren  from  Januarj-,  1774,  until 
he  became  Surgeon  of  Colonel  Greene's  Battalion,  Continental  Army,  in 
May,  1777.  After  his  retirement  frohi  the  army  he  resumed  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  East  GreeuMich,  where  he  died  Februarj'  14,  1822,  aged  70 
years.  He  was  at  the  battle  of  Red  Bank,  October  22,  1777,  where  Colonel 
Christoplier  Greene,  with  a  garrison  of  four  hundred  Rhode  Island  troops, 
killed  and  took  prisoners  a  larger  number  of  Hessians  than  his  own  num- 
ber. Doctor  Turner  had  charge  of  Colonel  Count  Donop,  who  was  mor- 
tally wounded,  and  whose  spurs,  given  him  by  tlie  Count,  are  in  posses- 
sion of  his  grandson  at  Newport.  He  was  Avith  the  army  in  the  pursuit  of 
Sir  Henry  Clinton,  on  his  retreat  through  New  Jersej',  and  was  present  at 
the  action  at  Monmouth  in  1778,  having  passed  the  winter  of  1777-8  at 
Valley  Forge,  and  was  in  Camp  at  the  seige  of  Newport,  under  General 
Sullivan,  August,  1778.  He  was  quite  noted  for  the  graphic  and  dra- 
matic manner  in  which,  in  after  days,  he  narrated  the  incidents  con- 
nected with  the  battle  of  Red  Bank,  wliich  was,  without  question,  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  exploits  of  the  war.  His  brother  Daniel  was  the 
father  of  Commodore  Daniel  Turner,  who  connnaudcd  the  Caledonia  at 
the  battle  of  Lake  Erie,  September  10,  1813.

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Despite  sleet,  wind  and  slush,  about  tweiit}'  members  were 
in  attendance,  manifesting  a  marked  interest  in  the  papers 
and  discussions  of  the  evening.

Providence,  ^lay  11,  1875. 

A  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at  8  r.  m.,  Vice  Presi- 
dent Allen  in  the  chair. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  announced  numerous 
donations. 

The  following  resolution  ofl'ered  by  Mr.  Everett  was  hiid 
on  the  table,  to  be  called  up  at  some  futuic  time  : 

Hesolvcd,  That  Messrs.  be  a  committee  -with 

authority  to  engage  a  suitable  person  to  prosecute  the  work  of  classifying, 
arranging  and  cataloguing  the  books  and  otlier  articles  of  which  tlie  Soci- 
ety is  owner  or  custodian,  it  being  understood  that  the  person  so  engaged 
sliall  receive  as  his  annual  salary  the  one  thousand  dollars  granted  by  the 
State,  and  shall  devote  himself  to  this  specific  work  at  the  cabinet,  at  least 
three  hours  a  day,  holidays  and  the  month  of  August  excepted,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  committee  may  deem  expedient. 

The  following  report,  submitted  by  Dr.  Parsons,  was 
accepted,  and  the  Committee  were  instructed  to  carry  out  the 
plans  proposed  ; 
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REPORT. 

Tlie  Committee  appointed  to  make  airangemcuts  for  a  commemoration 
of  tlie  second  centennial  anniversar}'  of  tlie  outbreak  of  Philip's  war,  re- 
spectfully report : 

They  have  midertakeu,  if  the  Societj-  approve,  to  have  an  excursion 
under  the  Society's  auspices,  to  the  shore  near  ]Mount  Hope,  ■with  a  shore 
dinner,  or  clam  bake,  and  a  visit  to  the  Mount  and  the  most  interesting 
localities  near  the  old  seat  of  Philip's  power,  and  the  scene  of  his  death. 
They  propose  for  this  excursion,  Monday,  June  21st;  the  war  broke  out 
on  June  20th,  1C75,  which  then,  as  now,  fell  on  a  Sunday.  They  have 
planned  to  engage  a  steamboat  for  the  puri)Ose  to  go  and  return,  and  to 
sell  tickets  for  the  excursion  and  distinct  tickets  for  the  dinner;  ladies, 
and  all  interested,  being  invited  to  attend.  To  meet  the  expenses  they  do 
not  propose  to  ask  any  appropriation,  but  must  appeal  to  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Society  to  buy  tickets  early  and  lil)erally ;  and  also  to  be  ready 
to  ineet  a  deliciency  if  there  is  one.  They  invite  any  persons  to  become 
guarantors  up  to  the  auiount  of  .*.">. 00  each,  to  meet  such  deficiency. 

They  propose  inviting  the  President  of  the  Society  to  preside  at  the 
table,  and  have  already  a  ]n-oniise  of  the  presence  and  aid  of  a  few  speak- 
ers from  our  own  State  and  abroad,  who  will,  it  is  hoped,  give  the  occa- 
sion interest  aud  dignity. 

Respectfully  submitted. 

Hon.  Abraham  Payiio  was  introduced  and  gave  an  extended 
address,  reciting  to  the  gratification  of  the  audience,  personal 
recollections  of  some  late  members  of  tlie  legal  profession, 
most  of  whom  were  members  of  the  Rhode  Island  Bar.

The  quarterly  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  8  o'clock. 
Vice  President  Allen  in  the  chair. 

Allen,  Erust,  Everett,  Howland,  Jcucks,  Perry, 
Southwick,  Stone  and  Williams. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved. 

The  CabinetKceper  reported  numerous  documents,  received 
since  the  last  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Building  made  a  verbal 
report.  It  is  deemed  advisable  to  defer  building  the  fence 
till  another  j^ear. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  for 
prosecuting  the  work  of  classifying,  arranging  and  catalogu- 
ing the  manuscripts,  pamphlets  and  other  articles,  made  a. 
verbal  report,  which  was  discussed  without  definite  action. 
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A  communication  wns  read  by  the  Secretary  from  Governor 
Lippitt,  enclosing  a  document  from  the  INIlssouri  Historical 
Society  in  relation  to  holding  a  convention  in  Philadelphia  in 
187G,  composed  of  delegates  from  all  the  Historical  Societies 
of  the  countr}'.

SPECIAL  :meeting. 


Providence,  November  9,  1875. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  this  evening  at  7^^  o'clock 
by  Yice  President  Allen. 

The  report  of  the  last  meeting  was  read   by  the  Secretary. 

The  Cabinet  Keeper  announced  numerous  don-ations  made 
to  the  Society  since  the  last  meeting. 

Rev.  E.  M.  Stone  read  a  i)ai)er  prepared  by  Col.  John 
AVard,  of  New  York,  commemorative  of  the  life  and  services 
of  Col.  Samuel  Ward,  Avho  was  an  officer  in  the  revolution- 
ary arm}'.  Beautiful  steel  engravings  of  the  subject  of  this 
memoir  were  exhibited  and  a  copy  was  presented   to   each 
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niem1)cr  present,  thiough  the  iiistrumentality  of  Henry  T. 
Drowne,  Esq.,  of  New  York.  The  p;iper  received  the  undl- 
vidcd  attention  of  the  iindicnee.  At  its  conclusion,  a  vote 
■was  passed  instructing  the  Secretary  to  conimunicate  the 
thanks  of  the  ScK-iety  to  Col.  John  Ward,  for  his  courtesy  in 
lending  his  manuscript,  and  to  Henry  T.  Drownc,  Esq.,  for 
liis  instrumentality  in  securing  the   evening's   entertainment. 

The  following  is  a  s^nojisis  of  the  papei  : 

Saimicl  Wurtl,  second  son  of  Governor  IJicluinl  Ward,  of  Eliodc  Island, 
■was  boni  at  Newport  in  that  Colony,  ilaj'  27,  1"2j,  and  received  a  very 
careful  and  thorough  education.  He  rei)reseuted  Westerly,  R.  I.,  in  the 
General  Assembly  from  175G-1759.  lu  1758  lie  -was  one  of  two  delegates 
from  the  Colony  to  the  convention  called  at  Hartford  by  the  Earl  of  Lou- 
doun, to  settle  the  quotas  of  Xe^w  England  troojis  in  the  Erench  -war.  In 
17G1  he  was  appointed  Chief  Justice  of  tlie  Colony,  and  -while  holding  this 
oftice  ^vas  elected  Governor,  in  Ma}',  17C2.  During  his  lirst  term  he  -was 
much  interested  in  the  founding  of  Brown  University,  and  his  sou,  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Samuel  Ward,  was  graduated  with  high  honors  iu  one  of 
its  earliest  classes.  He  was  again  elected  Governor  in  1705,  and,  upon  the 
passage  of  the  infamous  Stamp  Act  by  Parliament,  immediately  took  a 
strong  stand  against  its  enforcement.  The  Governors  of  all  the  Colonies 
but  one  took  the  oath  to  sustain  this  odious  measure;  Samuel  Ward,  "  the 
(Joveruor  of  Rhode  Island,  stood  alone  iu  his  patriotic  refusal,"'  says  the 
historian  Bancrofc.  Mr.  Ward  was  reelected  in  176G,  living  at  Newport 
while  in  oUlce.  During  a  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  June  15,  1774, 
Samuel  Ward  and  Stephen  Hopkins  were  elected  the  tirst  delegates  from 
any  Colony  to  the  Continental  Congress,  which  met  at  riiiladelphia,  Sep- 
tember 5,  1774.,  Governor  Ward's  private  diary  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
and  the  subsequent  Congress  is  still  preserved.  On  both  occasions  he 
jourueyed  to  riiiladelphia  ou  horseback.  In  the  journals  of  Congress  he 
appears  as  one  of  the  most  prominent  members.  Much  of  tlie  business 
was  prejiared  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  as  chairman  of  that  body 
he  presided  during  a  verj'  momentous  part  of  the  sittings,  from  May,  1775, 
to  March,  177G,  the  president,  John  Hancock,  culling  him  to  the  chair  on 
such  occasions.  On  the  15th  of  June,  1775,  Governor  Ward  reported  from 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  in  favor  of  electing  a  General  for  the  Conti- 
nental forces,  the  unanimous  choice  of  Congress  falling  upon  Colonel 
(ieorge  Washington,  then  a  delegate  from  Virginia.  Governor  Ward  was 
on  very  intimate  terms  with  Washiugton,  and  subsequently  corresponded 
with  him.  The  Governor's  value  as  a  conscientious,  able  member  of  Cou- 
irress  caused  his  aiiiiointment  upon  so  many  committees  as  to  seriously 
injure  his  health,  and  he  finallv  succumbed  to  an   attack  of  small  ])0x, 
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March  20,  177'!.  A  inoniiiiiciit  was  erected  to  liis  memory  b.v  the  State  of 
Eliodo  Island;  the  inscription  hcinjj  \vritteu  hj-  tlie  celebrated  John  Jay, 
and  his  remains  now  lie  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Newport,  11.  I.  A  strikin;; 
feature  of  Governor  Ward's  character  was  his  remarkable  grasp  of  mind 
and  statesmanlike  breadth  of  view.  His  letters  show  an  appreciation  of 
the  critical  situation  of  the  Colonies  before  it  had  fairly  dawned  upon  the 
minds  of  any  i)ersons  except  a  ver}-  few  statesmen  like  himself.  As  the 
crisis  approaelicd  he  rose  to  the  situation,  and  evinced  an  unalterable  de- 
sire for  national  independence,  which  was  intensified  as  the  strngiile  pro 
cceded.  The  noble  career  of  his  sou,  Lieutenant-Colonel  (then  Captain) 
Samuel  "Ward  in  the  Ucvolutiouarj'  army  equalled  his  expectations,  and 
ftinued  his  love  of  country  to  a  still  holier  flame.  The  letters  he  addressed 
to  his  fiivoriie  sou  breathe  a  religious  spirit  and  a  devout  trust  iu  Provi- 
dence, accompanying  and  enhancing  his  intense  patriotism.  Governor 
AVard's  religious  character  was  remarkably  developed,  and  a  lofty  spiritu- 
ality pervades  his  writings,  apparently  stimulating  his  courage  and  earnest- 
uess  ia  the  great  national  work  in  which  he  was  engaged.  So  thoroughly 
unselfish  was  he,  and  so  regardful  of  his  duty  to  his  country,  that  while 
aware  of  the  danger  he  was  running  of  taking  the  fatal  disease  of  Avhich 
he  died,  he  felt  that  he  could  not  spare  time  from  his  patriotic  labors  to  be 
innoculated,  and  thus  fell  a  victim  to  a  conscientious  discharge  of  his  pub- 
lic duties.  America  could  ill  afford  to  lose  so  noble  an  example  of  the  best 
virtues  of  that  greatest  period  in  our  national  history,  the  American  Rev- 
olution.

SPECIAL   MEETING. 


Pkovidexce,  December  21,  1875. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  7i  o'clock,  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair. 

The  Cabinet  Keeper  announced  numerous  donations  re- 
ceived since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Henry  C.  Dorr,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  read  a  carefull}^  pre- 
pared papc)',  containing  many  extracts  from  the  records  of 
the  ancient  Town  Councils  of  Providence,  with  comments 
and  criticibms  that  were  highly  appreciated.  The  following 
is  a  brief  abstract : 

"The  chronicler  of  Providence  Plantations  Avill  give  the  honor  to  its  An- 
cient Council,  the  '  Worshipful  Council,'  as  it  was  sometimes  called, 
especially  by  those  who  sought  any  favors  fi-om  it.  There  were  many 
such  unhappy  persons,  for  more  than  anj'  other  political  body  the  Council 
dealt  with  the  interests  of  private  life.  Its  records  Avere  well  kept,  and 
are  full  of  illustrations  of  the  spirit  of  successive  generations.  AVith  per- 
haps a  brief  interval  during  Philip's  war,  its  sessions  were  uninterrupted 
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during  a  period  of  one  Inmdred  and  eighty  years.  It  first  conies  to  view, 
as  au  already  established  institution  Avitli  legal  powers,  under  the  Earl  of 
Warwick's  charter,  granted  in  1044.  The  acts  of  the  Council  before  the 
charter  of  1G44  could  have  had  uo  coercive  force. 

"  In  the  first  code  of  laws,(:May,  1C47,)  while  the  original  voluntary  asso- 
ciation of  Providence  continued,  the  Town  Council  is  recognized  as  an 
existing  institution,  two  years  Ijefore  the  incorporation  of  Providence,  in 
1G49,  and  by  the  same  code  was  invested  with  certain  powers  iu  matters  of 
probate.  The  previous  discharge  of  duties  of  this  sort,  by  au  assemblage 
of  the  whole  people,  must  have  convinced  the  settlers  of  the  inadequacy 
of  their  sclieme  of  the  whole  people  exercising  all  the  powers  of  the  gov- 
ernment. From  similar  reasons  the  Council  soon  acquired  authority  over 
the  disorderly  and  the  poor,  which  two  characters  -were  neither  then,  nor 
now,  always  united  in  the  same  persons.  The  members  of  the  Council, 
in  the  days  of  entire  equality  of  fortune,  no  public  property,  little  taxation 
and  dilliculty  of  traveling,  did  not  object  to  brief  service  and  frequent 
change. 

"In  later  thnes,  when  social  habits  had  l)ecome  fixed,  and  disparity  of 
wealth  and  experience  became  greatest,  the  ollice  of  Councilman  was 
almost  exclusively  appropriated  to  a  few  prominent  citizens,  Avho  seem  to 
have  been  left  in  umiisturbed  possession,  so  long  as  they  were  willing  to 
serve.  The  Town  Council  shared  with  the  town  meeting  in  the  disturb- 
ances, tumults  and  interruptions  which  sometimes  embarrassed  the  public 
business.  The  records  of  these  proceedings  give  ns  as  clear  a  view  as  we 
can  now  obtain,  of  the  life,  manners  and  growth  of  the  old  town." 

The  writer,  after  this  general  introduction  of  his  subject,  described  the 
manner  of  keeping  the  ancient  records  on  separate  sheets  and  handing 
them  down  from  one  generation  of  Towu  Clerks  to  another,  nntil  late  iu 
the  eighteenth  century,  when  record  books  were  first  used,  and  from  these 
ancient  records  he  then  read  copious'  extracts,  with  interesting  comments, 
showing  the  arljitrarj'  and  almost  despotic  powers  which  the  Council  ex- 
ercised upon  the  subjects  of  the  police,  the  poor,  probates  and  highways. 
The  jurisdiction  exercised  over  the  "Plantations"  was  shown  by  the  fol- 
lowing order  of  the  Council  in  its  second  year : 

"Item— that  none  shall  sell  his  field  or  his  lot,  granted  iu  our  liberties, 
to  any  person  but  an  inhabitant,  without  consent  of  the  town."  Unwel- 
come strangers  was  one  of  the  greatest  troubles  of  those  times,  so  much 
so  that  complaints  of  persons  as  "  presumptiously  inhabiting,"  or  "  pre- 
sumptiously residing  without  leave  "  in  the  town,  were  frequently  found  iu 
the  records  for  nearly  a  centurj'. 

March  2G,  1G87,  the  Council  passed  the  following  order:  "Whereas, 
Gideon  Crawford  hath  desired  of  ye  towue  to  reside  amongst  them,  and 
liere  to  follow  his  way  of  dealing  in  goods,  ye  towne  hath  granted  him  lib- 
erty so  to  doe."  :Mr.  Crawford  afterwards  l)ecame  a  substantial  citizen 
and  paid  the  largest  tax  iu  Providence  in  his  time.  Over  emigrants  and 
the  poor  the  Council  were  at  once  prosecutors,  witnesses,  and  judges,  as 
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mimoroiTs  instances  cited  from  the  records  showed.  Tlie  peculiarity  of 
the  first  public  Avatch,  established  November  11th,  1775,  was  described  at 
lenj^tli  as  the  laughing  stock  of  two  generations,  and  compared  to  that 
"  ancient  and  most  quiet  watchman,"  "Dogberr}',"  whose  character  they 
might  have  acted  at  the  Old  Providence  Theatre,  without  previous  rc- 
liearsal.  The  several  matters  of  tlic  obstruction  of  highways,  galloping 
through  them  by  the  "  fast  j'oung  men  "  of  the  times,  the  troubles  of  dogs, 
prohibition  and  license,  protection  of  the  common  oj-stcr  beds,  for  sup- 
port of  the  poor,  care  of  the  insane  and  sick  poor  people,  probate  courts 
and  making  of  wills,  (l^efore  death  In  some  instances,)  by  the  Council,  and 
its  manner  of  dealing  with  all  these  troublesome  questions,  were  presented 
at  some  length,  with  interesting  extracts  from  the  records. 

The  closing  pages  of  this  very  interesting  paper  were  devoted  to  the 
sanitary  regulations  of  the  Council  acting  as  a  Board  of  Health,  and  more 
particularly  in  reference  to  the  ravages  of  tlie  small  pox  in  the  town,  at 
various  times  from  1757  to  177(5;  the  modes  of  isolating  those  sick  Mitli 
the  disease  in  miserable  pest  houses,  llrst  at  Tockwotten,  and  afterwards 
in  Cranston  and  North  Pi'ovidence,  and  the  peculiar  ways  of  preparing 
those  that  died  with  small  pox  for  burial,  and  conducting  their  funerals  so 
as  to  prevent  the  contagion  from  spreading,  which  sounds  strangely 
enough  in  these  days  of  vaccination,  lie  closed  his  paper  with  a  brief 
summary  of  the  last  days  of  the  "Ancient  Town  Council  of  Providence," 
to  its  last  meeting,  Monday,  June  4,  1832,  when,  after  the  usual  routine  of 
business,- adjourned,  and  immediately  after  met  at  the  Court  House,  pursu- 
ant to  au  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  "  for  the  purpose  of  inducting  the 
Ma5-or  and  Aldermen  elect,  of  the  city  of  Providence  into  office,"  when 
the  oath  or  afllrmatiou  prescribed  by  law  was  administered  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council,  which  act  terminated  the  existence  of  the  old  Council, 

"Their  final  meeting  was  marked  by  no  resolution  or  expression  of  sen- 
timent or  regret  for  an  age  that  had  passed  away.  The  evils  then  borne 
with  patience  Avould  be  now  well  nigh  intolerable.  The  '  pavements 
fanged  with  murderous  stones,'  made  old  Providence,  in  one  respect,  at 
least,  a  rival  of  Cologne.  The  open  sewers  at  its  wharves  have  not  yet 
passed  from  recollection.  Those  who  participated  in  the  old  Town  Govern- 
ment have  become  few;  yet  in  conqyaring  the  watch,  the  stenches  and  dis- 
orders of  the  old  town  with  the  taxes  and  assessments  of  the  new,  some  of 
them  find  it  difllcult  to  determine  whether  to  give  the  preference  to  old 
evils  or  to  new  ones." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Ihc  reading,  on  motion  of  lion.  John 
R.  Bartlett,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  ]Mr.  Henry  C. 
Dorr,  for  his  valuable  and  instructive  paper,  and  that  a  copy  be  requested 
for  the  archives  of  the  Society. 
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Vice  Picsidcnt  Allen,  who   was   a  member  of  the  Town 
Council  for  several  years,  oflered  some  pertinent  remarks. 

The   meeting,  which  was  unnsiially   large,   was   then  ad- 
journed.

SPECIAL  INIEETIXG. 


Providence,  January  11,  187G. 

A  meeting  was  hekl  at  7i  o'clock,  r.  M.,  to  hear  a  paper 
read,  entitled  "Ecminiscenccs  of  lilujde  Island  Lawyers." 

After  reading  the  records  of  the  last  meeting  by  the  Sec- 
retary, and  the  announcement  of  donations  bj' the  Librarian. 
President  Arnold  introduced  Hon.  Abraham  Pa^ne,  Avho 
said  : 

That  he  did  not  consider  the  desultory  remarks  lie  proposed  to  make 
entitled  to  the  dignity  of  bcinir  styled  a  "  paper,"  "  uhich  was  something 
he  never  Avrote  iu  his  life,"  his  paper  being  notes  he  had  made  to  prevent  his 
speaking  now  of  those  he  had  spoken  of  on  the  previous  occasion.  lie 
connncnced  his  reminiscences  Avitli  a  fcAV  remarks  upon  the  late  Nathaniel 
Scark'j.a  very  distinguished  member  of  the  Ear  of  this  State,  in  the  last  gene- 
ration, and  of  the  prominent  traits  of  his  character  as  a  lawyer  and  advocate. 
lie  then  said  that  he  had  recently  read  the  celebrated  "  Greville  Memoirs," 
and  criticisms  upon  them  in  the  reviews,  and  was  aware  that  it  was  still  a 
ilelicate  question  that  would  probably  never  be  settled,  how  far  the  private 
lives  and  peculiarities  of  public  men  could  be  made  pul)lic  gossip  \vitliout 
injustice  to  their  memories  anil  their  surviving  friends,  and  an  olfence  to 
the  amenities  of  good  society,  but  that  in  his  remarks  lie  would  only  say 
what  was  creditable  to  those  of  whom  he  should  speak.  Yet  he  would 
strive  to  have  his  descriptions  truthful  as  far  as  tliey  went,  and  not  like 
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the  ordiiiiuy  oltitiuiries,  Miiicli  \vc  all  uiKlcrstaiul  do  not  mean  anythinLr. 
but  ^vlticll,  like  funerals,  everybody  tries  to  have  the  best  they  can  get  fur 
their  decased  relatives  and  friends. 

Mr.  Payne  then  spoke  of  the  changes  in  the  stjie  of  the  practice  of  tlic 
law  in  the  courts  of  this  State  during  twenty-five  years  past  since  he  was 
admitted  to  the  bar,  describing  the  methods  that  then  prevailed,  with  two 
lawyers  on  each  side  of  every  important  case,  and  Judge  and  counsel  all 
making  their  own  notes  of  the  evidence;  but  modern  phonographic  re- 
porting had  changed  all  that,  and  the  public  interest  in  trials  is  greatly 
lessened.  lie  spoke  also  of  other  marked  changes,  attributing  them 
largely  to  Hon.  Thomas  A.  Jcuckcs,  the  distinguished  member  of  the 
Ehode  Island  Bar,  lately  deceased. 

Benjamin  Franklin  Latham,  of  whom  IMr.  Payne  spoke  first  last  evening, 
Avas  a  man  of  many  marked  and  peculiar  traits  of  character.  lie  came 
from  Triptown,  in  this  State,  and  with  Charles  Congdon  and  Walter  Up- 
dike Avas  a  follow  law  student  of  his  in  the  ofllce  of  General  Carpenter. 
He  was  a  raw,  green  country  boy,  but  with  wonderful  i)owers  of  concen- 
tration and  absorbing  knowledge  from  books  and  reading,  andstuck  to  hi^ 
law  books  when  in  the  ollice  from  morning  to  night,  never  being  disturbed 
or  distracted  by  anything  that  was  said  or  done  -by  anybody  in  the  ollice, 
and  paying  no  attention  to  the  practical  jokes  of  his  fellow-students.  His 
ignorance  of  books  and  literature  generally,  -when  he  came,  was  surpris- 
ing; he  had  never  heard  of  Shakspcare  or  Milton,  and  said  there  never 
Avas  but  one  poem  Avritten,  Avhich  Avas  Walter  Scott's  "  Lady  of  the  Lake," 
and  that  he  could  repeat  entire  from  memory.  A  copy  of  Shakspeare  Avas 
loaned  him,  Avhich  ho  took  and  read  nights,  after  poring  over  his  law  books 
all  day,  until  he  mastered  and  could  repeat  every  one  of  the  plays.  He 
said  he  Avas  going  to  Avrite  a  Avork  on  :Moral  Philosophy,  a  subject  upon 
Avhich  no  book  had  been  Avritten,  and  Avhon  Ave  presented  him  Avith  Dr. 
Wayland's  Moral  Philosophy,  he  was  greatly  surprised,  and  could  Inid  no 
expression  for  his  astonishment.  He  Avas  very  poor,  but  very  self-reliant, 
and  after  completing  his  studies  Avith  General  Carpenter,  he  Avent  to  the 
Cambridge  LaAv  School  and  contrived  to  pay  his  Avay  through,  and  made 
his  mark  there,  Judge  story  being  attracted  by  his  marvellous  powers  of 
reading  everything  and  retaining  it  all  in  his  memory,  and  pronounced  him 
a  very  rennirkable  and  promising  laAv  student,  Avith  bright  promise  of  a 
brdliant  career  as  a  lawyer. 

On  leaving  Cambridge  he  Avent  to  Germany  to  perfect  himself  in  civil 
law,  at  Heitlelborg,  contriving  somehow  to  raise  funds  to  pay  his  Avay;  in 
IS'ew  York  he  carried  his  trunk  on  his  back  from  the  steamer  to  the  Ger 
man  ship  on  Avhich  he  had  taken  passage,  in  order  to  learn  the  language 
during  the  voyage,  Avhich  he  accomplished  so  avcU  that  he  could  speak 
Germaji  on  his  arrival  After  several  years  of  study  in  Germany,  he 
graduated  Avith  high  honors,  and  Avith  certificates  from  the  German  pro- 
fessors of  his  remarkable  jjroficiency,  and  then  nnide  something  of  a  tour 
of   Europe,    calling   on  the  Pope,  Avhile  in  Konie.     Before  sailing  from 
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Loiuloii,  on  liis  return,  lie  iKidliis  professional  curds  printed,  so  that  lie 
conld  set  np  business  without  any  delay  on  arrivini;;  here.  He  arrived  here 
in  the  niorniny,  called  on  Mr.  Payne  immediately,  and  wanted  a  meeting 
of  the  bar  called  at  once  to  admit  him  to  practice ;  he  was  told  there  was 
not  time  to  call  a  meeting  that  day,  as  live  members  of  the  bar  nuist  sign 
the  call,  and  the  Secretary  issue  a  notice;  he  said  he  woidd  fix  all  that, 
and  got  the  five  lawyers  to  sign  and  tlie  Secretary  to  call  the  meeting  that 
day  at  12  o'clock,  whicli  was  held,  and  he  passed  an  excellent  examination. 
He  came  home  wearing  a  full  Ijeard,  an  unusual  sight  in  those  days,  and 
when  he  anxiously  inquired  if  he  v,  as  admitted,  was  told  that  the  bar 
objected  to  admitting  an  Esau  with  such  a  hairy  face,  and  that  he  must 
shave  to  get  in;  half  an  hour  afterwards  he  came  into  the  otfice  with  his 
face  as  smooth  as  when  he  was  born,  lie  was  sworn  in  that  afternoon, 
opened  his  olfice  here  next  morning,  and  soon  had  a  large  and  lucrative  . 
practice.  One  of  his  cases  here,  not  long  after,  created  much  amusement ; 
it  was  a  horse  case.  An  Irishman  had  been  arrested  for  stealing  n  horse, 
and  Latham  defended  him  ;  his  old  teacher,  Gen.  Carpenter,  who  had  then 
recently  united  with  the  Catholic  Churcli,  1)eing  his  opposing  counsel.  In 
his  plea  before  the  jiiry^  Latham  astonh^hed  the  court  and  bar,  but  partic- 
ularly Gen.  Carpenter,  by  lecturing  him  very  allusively  and  bitterly  for  the 
folly  of  announcing  his  belief  in  the  sui)erstitions  and  joining  the  Catholic 
Church,  and  with  such  ellect  that  thougli  there  was  hardly  a  doubt  of  his 
client's  guilt,  the  jury  acquitted  him,  and  Latliam  won  his  case.  At  New- 
port, some.years  before  he  died,  he  told  :\lr.  Payne  that  he  had  accom- 
plished all  he  had  attempted  so  far;  that  iu  ten  years  he  could  get  as  high 
as  any  man  conld  go  i\\  the  lihode  Island  Bar,  and  then  he  was  going  to 
Xew  York  and  take  the  lead  there,  lie  was  one  of  the  most  remarkable- 
men  the  speaker  had  ever  known. 

]\Ir.  Payne  spoke  brielly  oJ|  George  IJivers,  as  a  man  who,  in  modern 
phrase,  "antagonized"  Latham,  who  had  not  the  slightest  sense  of  the 
humorous,  while  Kivers  was  the  most  brilliant  wit  of  the  Bar.  C)n  one 
occasion  when  Bivers  was  ridiculing  Latliam's  peculiarities  in  court,  lie 
walked  over  to  him  and  said,  and  meant  what  he  said:  "  Bivers,  your'e 
making  fun  of  me;  if  you  don't  stop  it  I'll  knock  you  down,"  and  he 
stopped.  Bivers  was  a  vital  man;  one  of  the  brightest  ornaments  of  the 
Bur,  with  all  the  attributes  of  a  great  lawyer,  l)nt  nok  stupid  enough  to 
succeed. 

Mr.  Payne  tlicn  dwelt  at  some  length  upon  the  leading  traits  of  Dexter 
Baudall,  famous  at  the  Bar  for  liis  peculiarites  and  original  character, 
thirty  years  ago;  Attorney-General  Greene,  and  Judge  Bichard  W.  Greene, 
all  di-tinguished  members  of  the  Bhotlc  Island  Bar;  describing  their  most 
prominent  traits,  and  speaking  of  them  in  the  highest  terms,  to  which  we 
can  only  make  this  brief  allusion.  Mr.  I'ayne  closed  with  the  following 
tribute  to  the  Hon.  Thomas  A.  Jeuckes  : 

"  I  listened  with  pleasure  to  much  that  was  said  about  'Mr.  Jenckes,  but 
what  was  said  of  his  memory,  his  learning,  his  intellectual  resources,  did 
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not  impress  mo.  In  all  these  respects  he  was  great,  but  there  were  •xn-.w 
men  before  Agamemnon.  ]\Ir.  Jenckcs  anil  I  were  young  togetlier,  hi;; 
never  intimate.  Profjcssionally  wc  were  not  very  much  associatcil,  ai,'! 
not  often  opponents.  I  -witnessed  his  prosperity  without  envy,  and  h;« 
reverses  with  regret.  I  took  no  part  in  the  eulogies  wliich  followed  hi- 
death,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  myself,  lie  rose  to  great,  to  uuexaui- 
plcd  professioual  eminence.  lie  made  a  name  among  the  statesmen  of  tin 
nation.  He  had  a  right  to  look  forward  to  a  great  career.  But  God  dis- 
poses. He  lost  his  fortune.  His  opportunity  to  add  to  his  fame  in  tli.' 
service  of  his  couutrv  was  taken  awav.  Death  entered  again  and  ni::\\i\ 
his  family  circle.  His  health  failed.  Hut  he  did  not  complain.  He  diii 
not  grow  cynical.  He  did  not  faint  in  theday  of  adversity,  forhis  strcuglli 
was  not  snnill.  This  was  what  attracted  me  to  jMr.  Jenckes  in  his  lali  r 
days,  and  it  is  this  wlilcli  I  shall  always  have  in  mind  when  I  think  of  him. 
Of  him  as  truly  as  of  any  nmn  who  has  heard  of  it  may  be  said  '  ho  wa.- 
tried  by  both  extremes  and  never  disturbed  by  eitlier.'  Under  his  portrait, 
if  under  that  of  any  man,  might  be  justly  written  7iieu!<  acqua  in  ardiiis." 

Mr.  Payne  also  read  the  following  extract,  written  by  the  venerable 
Judge  Howell,  at  the  close  of  liis  remarks  as  appropriate  to  the  occasion  : 

Extract  from  ]\Ir.  Howell's  address  to  the  jury  on  the  trial  of  the  Gor- 
dons for  the  n)urder  of  Amasa  Sprague  : 

"  I  camiot  but  feel,  as  1  grow  ohler,  gentlemen,  that  all  my  comfort  and 
happiness  and  prosperity  depends,  in  a  great  measure,  upon  the  protection 
which  the  law  throws  around  mc.  xV.s  we  become  advanced  in  life  and 
grow  less  strong  of  body  and  stout  of  heart;  as  the  ties  of  family  and 
kindred  multiply  around  us  and  we  become  fathers  of  Itunilies,  avo  can  but 
feel  that  the  law  is  our  only  safety,  and  if  the  law  fail  to  punish  those  wlm 
destroy  our  property,  defame  our  characters,  or  make  attacks  upon  oiu' 
lives,  we  sliould  be  worse  off  than  the  wild  beasts  of  the  forest." 

Mr.  Piiyiio  indicated  in  the  course  of  his  address  that  he 
woidd  l)e  road}'  to  continue  these  sketches,  and  also  to  engage 
the  attention  of  tlic  Societ}-  for  an  evening  on  tiie  tuliject  of 
the  Dorr  War. 


On  motion  of  Dr.  G.  L.  Collins,  the  thanks  of  the  Society 
were  voted  to  ]\lr.  Payne  for  his  interesting  address,  and  alter 
ji  few  remarks  I)y  Mr.  Perry,  in  honor  of  (jcnjaniin  F. 
Latham,  whose  career  was  sketched  by  ]Mr.  Payne,  the  Soci- 
ety udjonrned.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7}  o'clock,  by  the 
President. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read,  and  then  the 
record  of  the  last  annual  meeting  ;  and  donations  were  an- 
nounced by  the  Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  given  and  ordered  on  file. 

The  reports  of  tlie  Cabinet  Keepers  were  rea-dand  referred 
to  the  Connnittec  on  Publication. 

Verbal  reports  were  given  by  ]Mr.  Southwick,  in  behalf  of 
the  Coninnttee  on  Binding  and  Cataloguing,  and  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Building  and  Grounds. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Perry,  it  was 

Voted,  That  a  Comiuittee,  to  be  iiaiiiecl  by  the  President,  be  appointed 
to  sceure  proper  action  on  tlie  part  of  the  State  and  of  the  Society  in  col- 
lecting and  putting  in  order  for  reference,  the  material  for  genealogical 
records  that  is  to  be  found  in  town  clerks'  ofliccs,  church  records,  ceme- 
teries and  in  the  Colonial  Eecords  of  the  State. 

Messrs.  Turner,  Allen  and  Perry  were  named  as  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Remarks  were  made  on  this  resolution  by  Messrs.  Allen, 
Stone,  Paine,  Doyle  and  Channing,  and  the  last  named  gen- 
tleman gave  notice  that  he  should  move  at  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  such  change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  as 
would  require  a  Standing  Committee  on  Genealogical  Records. 
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On  motion  of  ]Mi-.  Bcckwith,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  ofl'cr  uuide  by  a  niciiil)cr  of  the  Societj',  and  coiiniuini- 
cated  bj"  tlic  Secretary,  to  print  live  hundred  copies  of  the  papers  read  liy 
Henry  C.  Dorr,  Esq.,  on  the  history  of  Providence,  be  accepted,  witli  tli(> 
usual  understanding  that  the  Society  does  not  hold  itself  responsible  for 
the  ideas  advanced  by  the  authors  of  any  of  the  papers  that  are  read  at  its 
meetings. 

On  motion  of  ]Mr.  Howland,  it  was 

Voted,  That  a  tax  of  three  dollars  be  assessed  on  each  resident  member 
of  the  Society  to  defray  the  current  ex])enscs  of  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  of  Mv.  Doyle,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Connnittee  on  Building  and  Grounds  be  instructed  to 
have  the  inside  double  doors  moved  back,  thus  enlarging  the  audience 
room,  and  diuiiuisliing  the  size  of  the  vestibule.

During  tlic  ye:\r  just  dosed  tlio  lihoilc  Inland  Ili.slorical  Society  lias 
shown  au  activity  not  surpassed  in  any  previous  year  of  its  history.  The 
Coniniittce  liaving  tlie  matter  in  cliargt,  have  provided  much  needed  addi- 
tional shelf  room,  and  made  other  desirable  improvements.  The  Commit- 
tee on  Lectures  and  thelicadiug  of  Tapers  have  been  diligent  and  success- 
ful in  securing  attractions  in  their  department,  and  the  subjects  discussed 
by  gcntlen\en  who  responded  to  their  invitations,  were  listened  to  by  large 
and  interested  audiences.

KELICS.— WKYEOS.'^ET   BIIIDGE. 

Among  the  relies  already  referred  to  arc  ninety-three  specimens  of  llim 
implements  and  fossil  bones  from  the  bone  caves  of  .Alentone,  in  the  sonth 
of  Prance,  collected  there  by  Silas  BonllLs,  Esq.,  and  presented  bv  him  to 
the  Society  throngh  Scott  A.  Smith,  Esq.,  of  this  city.  As  connected 
Avitli  pre-historic  times,  they  possess  peculiar  interest. 

From  Mr.  Joseph  H.  Atwater,  of  tlii.  city,  a  relic  of  curious  interest 
has  been  received.  It  is  a  neatly  turned  cone  manufactured  from  a  piece 
of  Avhite  oak  timber,  declared  to  have  been  used  in  building  the  first  Wey- 
bosset  Bridge,  by  B„gcr  Williams  and  his  friends  in  IGGO.  The  timber  was 
unearthed  in  1871,  uhile  men  were  laying  a  public  scMcr  opposite  Xo.  11 
jSfarkct  Square. 

That  a  bridge  was  in  evistencc  at  the  date  above  named  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that  the  to\vn  in  petitioning  the  General  Assembly  that  year  to  be 
released  from  an  assessment  of  £30  towards  building  a  prison  in  Xewport, 
pleaded  in  bar  that  they  had  just  expended  £130  in  building  a  bridge.  In' 
1CG2  the  town  ordered  a  bridge  to  be  built  over  the  .Afoshassuck  river. 
"by  Thomas  Olney's  house,"  the  site  now  occupied  by  Bower's  Block,  on 
Xorth  ilain  street,  and  which  at  that  time  was  but  a  few  rods  from  the 
eastern  sliore  of  the  Cove.  It  is  not  probable,  however,  that  the  brid-e 
Avas  built  at  that  place.  The  late  venerable  President  of  this  Society 
thought,  that  if  built,  it  "must  have  been  further  up  the  river,  either  the 
Mosha>suek  or  the  M'oouasquatucket,"  for  the  purpose  of  getting  to  the 
natural  meadows  at  the  head  of  the  Cove.     This  is  prol)abkC 

In  1C03,  George  Sheppard  gave  to  the  town  all  his  land  west  of  "  the 
seven  mile  line,"  for  the  support  of  Weybosset  Bridge.  This,  I  presume, 
Avas  the  structure  erected  about  ICGO,  before  referred  to.  It  was  natural  that 
a  bridge  should  be  built  at  this  place.  Here,  at  the  entrance  of  a  highway 
to  Connecticut,  a  ferry  had  previously  been  e.^tablishcd,  and  an  increasing 
town  population,  as  well  as  an  increasing  travel  from  abroad  through  the 
town,  demanded  a  uiore  convenient  method  of  crossing.  Assuming, 
without  evidence  to  the  contrary,  that  the  bridge  of  IGGO  was  the  origiu.U 
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AVcybos>;et,  the  waj'  is  clear  foi-  tlic  statement  of  aiiotlicr  cousccutivo 
fact,  xiz. :  that  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  the  bridge  fell  into  decay,  and 
re<inired  to  be  repaired.  To  this  end,  ou  tlie  Gth  day  of  February,  IfiG-t-Co, 
Thomas  Harris  and  Vadentiue  AVhitnian  emiiloyed  John  Wliipjile,  senior, 
Thomas  lloberts,  and  Ixcsolvcd  Waterman,  •'  to  mend  up  and  build  up  the 
bridjre  at  Providence,"  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  as  minutely  described  in 
the  articles  of  ay'reement,  "  an<l  for  t'.ieir  pains  and  labor  al^out  the  prem- 
ises," they  Avere  to  receive  fourteen  pounds  and  ten  shilling-s,  in  "wheat  at 
live  shillini^s  per  bushel,  peas  at  four  shilling's  per  bushel,  and  Indian  corn 
at  three  shillings  per  bushel,  and  Avhat  pcage  was  to  be  ])aid  Avas  to  be 
valued  at  sixteen  to  the  penny  for  white,  and  eight  to  tlie  penny  for  black. 
The  wituesses  to  this  agreement  v.ere  Thomas  Olney,  senior.  Discovered 
OIney,  and  James  Olney.  From  the  amount  and  variety  of  repairs  re- 
quired it  is  evident  that  the  contractors  did  not  entertain  extravagant 
ideas  of  the  value  of  their  labor. 

In  the  course  of  a  few  years  the  bridge  again  needed  repairs  whicli  the 
state  of  the  town  treasury  did  not  authorize  the  public  authorities  to  make. 
Shadrach  ^lauton  and  Nathaniel  'Waterman  ])roposed  to  raise  money  for 
the  purpose  by  i)rivatc  subscription,  but  soon  aliandoned  tlie  plan  as  hope- 
less. Yet  the  bridge  must  be  put  in  condition  for  safe  travel,  or  public 
convenience  Mould  snlfer.  At  this  juncture  IJoger  AVilliams  came  to  the 
front.  He  notified  the  town  that  if  they  would  permit  him  to  receive  "  a 
moderate  toll  of  strangers  of  all  sorts,"  he  would  take  the  bridge  under 
his  care  and  maintain  it  as  long  as  it  pleased  God  that  he  should  live  in 
Providence.  As  au  equivalent  for  the  use  of  the  bridge  by  his  townsmen, 
he  required  one  day's  Avork  of  a  man  each  year  for  every  family.  Those 
having  teams  and  using  the  bridge  jnuch,  were  to  give  him  one  day's  work 
of  a  man  and  team,  and  those  using  it  less  were  to  give  half  a  day's  work. 
He  further  agreed  that  should  he  by  this  undertaking,  "gain  meadoAv 
equal  to  the  town's  yearly  help,"  he  would  relin(iuish  his  claim  for  labor; 
in  other  words,  make  tlie  bridge  free  to  all  the  inhabitants.  These  tcj-ms 
were  accepted,  and  for  five  years  he  kept  his  contract  inviolable,  thus 
securing  to  Weybossct  side  "a  settled  "way  "  of  great  importance,  inde- 
pendent of  its  advantage  to  the  town.  In  1C72,  the  grant  to  ;Mr.  "Wil- 
liams was  repealed,  and  tiienceforward  the  responsibility  of  keeping  up 
the  bridge  devolved  upon  the  public^iuthorities. 

MAxrscinrTS,  roitxiiAiTs,  ktc. 
The  manuscripts  before  mentioned,  Avere  intercepted  while  destined  to 
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the  paper  niill.  Tlicy  consist  of  coniiiicreial  letters,  iinoicc^,  and  other 
papers  rehithiu-  to  several  vessels  owned  in  this  city,  before  and  since  the 
American  Jlevolution,  that  were  in  the  South  American,  Clnna  and  domes- 
tic trades.  These  papers,  together  Avilh  thirty-three  account  liooks,  saved 
at  the  same  time,  some  of  which  date  back  to  1740,  will  be  found  of  great 
value  in  illustrating  the  history  of  the  trade  and  commerce  of  Providence 
at  an  early  day.  It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  so  nmcli  material,  inval- 
uable for  historical  purposes,  is  thoughtlessly  disposed  of  to  collectors  of 
paper  stock,  instead  of  being  deposited  where  it  could  be  made  subsidiary 
to  local  and  general  history. 

Among  the  engraved  portraits  added  to  our  collections  during  the  year 
is  a  fine  one  of  the  late  Ecv.  David  Benedict,  1).  1).,  of  TawtucJ^et,  pre- 
sented by  his  daughter,  :\iiss  Maria  :M.  Benedict,  and  one  in  Buttie's  best 
style  of  art,  of  Colonel  .Samuel  "\\'ard,  a  distinguished  son  of  JHiode 
Island,  a  valuable  memoir  of  whcnn,  prepared  by  his  grandson,  Colonel 
John  AVard,  of  New  York,  was  recently  read  before  this  Society.  The 
portrait  was  engraved  from  a  miniature  i)ainted  by  "Miss  Anne  Hall,  of  that 
city,  and  presented  Ijy  Henry  Thayer  Drowne,  Esq  ,  who  at  the  same  time 
placed  thirty  additional  copies  in  my  hands,  which,  by  his  request,  were 
distributed  to  members  of  the  Society  present  on  the  evening  the  memoir 
of  Colonel  \Yard  was  read.  ]Mr.  ])rowne,  as  a  native  of  this  State,  has 
shown  an  unvarying  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  our  Society,  and  de- 
serves, as  is  cordially  tendered  to  him,  our  warmest  thanks  for  his  services 
in  promoting  it. 

Dr.  Samuel  A.  Green,  Librarkui  of  the  ^lassachusetts  Historical  Society, 
still  coutiniies  to  be  one  of  the  largest  contriljutors  to  our  collections,  and 
omits  no  op^jortunity  to  increase  their  value. 

THE   society's   WOUK   I'UOGUESSIXG. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  ap]iointed  for  the  purpose,  the 
work  of  arranging  the  collections  of  the  Society  has  been  steadily  going 
forward.  Within  the  year  three  thousand  lihode  Island  pamphlets,  his- 
torical, political,  judicial,  military,  financial,  scicntilic,  medical,  educa- 
tional, and  upon  various  other  topics,  have  been  collated,  classified,  and 
bound;  making  about  two  hundred  voknnes,  in  an  accessible  form.  Seven 
thousand  manuscripts  have  also  been  examined,  arranged  in  chronoU)gical 
order,  and  mounted  for  bhiding,  making  upwards  of  twenty  folio  volumes. 
These  are  in  the  hands  of  the  binder. 
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No  more  important  work  lias  been  undertaken  since  the  Society  was 
fonnded,  and  these  manuscripts  in  tliis  available  form,  and  which  will  be  of 
incalculable  advantage  to  the  student  of  llhode  Island  history,  for  the  light 
they  throw  upon  business  and  social  life  among  us,  will  be  -welconied  as  a 
first  iiistallnient  of  still  more  numerous  treasures  yet  to  be  brought  to  light 
from  the  archives  of  our  Society. 

A    RA1?K    PAMPIILKT    15Y    IlOGr.U    WILLIAMS. 

There  has  recently  come  to  light  a  rare  publication,  which,  so  far  as  I 
can  learn,  has  escaped  the  notice  of  bibliographers.  It  is  a  pamphlet  of  ten 
pages,  written  and  published  by  IJoger  Williams,  entitled  "  An  xVXSWEIl 
to  A  LETTER,  Sent  from  Mr.  Coddington  0/ Kode-Islaud,  to  Governoiir 
Leveret  of  J>oston  in  what  concerns  //.  W.  of  rrovidencc."  This  "  An- 
swer," afac-similie  copy  of  whicli  is  reproduced  in  this  report,  explains  the 
occasion  of  its  being  written  and  piinted.  Governor  Coddington,  who 
took  exceptions  to  the  course  pursued  l)y  Mr.  Williams  in  his  controversy 
with  George  Fox  and  las  followers,  addressed  a  letter  to  Governor  Lev- 
erett,  of  Boston,  complaining  of  the  countenance  he  had  given  to  Mr. 
Williams  in  this  matter.  To  this  Governor  Lcverett  wrote  a  reply,  but, 
before  forwarding  it  to  his  Newport  compeer,  he  sent  both  Governor  Cod- 
dington's  letter  and  his  reply  to  Mr.  Williams,  at  Trovidence,  for  his 
perusal.  Whereujion  came  forth  the  "Answer  "just  referred  to.  An  attempt 
to  recover  the  Coddington  and  Lcverett  letters  has  proved  fruitless.  Long 
and  careful  research  has  furnished  probable  evidence  of  their  having 
"gone  to  the  receptacle  for  things  lost  on  eai'th,"  and  what  constituted  the 
"  bitter  charge  on  Governor  Leveret,"  or  iu  what  sense  "the  Governor's 
a\iswer  was  truly  christian,"  will  never  be  known. 

The  pamphlet  of  which  I  am  speaking  came  into  my  hands  in  a  dilapi- 
dated condition.  The  title  page  is  missing,  but  from  the  half  title  intro- 
ductory to  the  letter,  a  title  page  has  been  constructed,  such  as  may  have 
appeared  on  the  original,  with  the  addition  of  an  imprint.  On  the  margin 
of  the  first  page  is  written  the  name  of  John  Foster,  and  there  is  satisfac- 
tory evidence  that  this  publication  was  issued  from  his  printing-house  in 
lioston,  subse(]uently  to  the  biirning  of  Providence,  in  lCnC>.  Of  the  merits 
of  the  controversy  to  which  the  "  Answer  "  of  Mr.  Williams  refers,  it  is 
unnecessary  here  to  speak.  The  style  and  spirit  of  controversial  writings 
of  that  period  took  form  and  complexion  from  the  positive  tempcraincut 
of  their  authors;  and  it  must  be  confessed,  that  while  the  style  was  not 
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always  graceful,  the  spirit  .soinctimrs  trausceiuled  tlic  law  of  coiirtoy.  I; 
vroukl  sccin  from  the  tenor  of  r^Ir.  WiHiams's  "  Answer,"  that  Goveriiui 
CocUlingtoirs  letter  must  have  been  severe. 

JOIIX    FOSTKi:, 

wliose  name  is  thus  linked  Avitli  that  of  IJoger  Williams,  was  born  in  Dor- 
chester, :Mass.  He  was  a  son  of  Ilopestill  and  Elizabeth  (Giles)  Fuster, 
and  grandson  of  Ilopestill  Foster,  who  settled  in  Dorchester  in  1034,  or 
earlier.  He  was  graduated  at  Harvard  I'niversity  in  IGOT.  lie  was  per- 
'  niitted  by  the  colonial  government  to  set  np  a  printing-house  in  Boston, 
being  the  lirst  established  in  that  town,  and  was  an  authorized  "  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Tress  "  In  107G  he  printed  lloger  Williams's  famous  controver- 
sial work,  e:ititlod  "  George  Fox  Digg"d  out  of  Ills  Lurrovves,"  &c.,  and 
this  "  Answer  "  to  Governor  Coddiugtou  was  probably  printed  between 
1G7S  and  IGSO.  In  ICSU  he  printed  "A  Confession  of  Faith  owned  and 
consented  uuto  by  the  Elders  and  ^lessengcrs  of  the  CInirches  assembled 
at  Boston  in  New  England,  May  12,  1080,"  and  also  "Ariatforinof  Churcli 
Discipline  Gathered  out  of  The  Word  of  God,"  etc.,  known  as  "  Tlie 
Cambriilge  Platform."  lie  likewise  printed  a  number  of  small  tracts  on 
his  own  account.  :Mr.  Foster  was  a  skillful  mathematician,  and  calculated 
and  published  Almanacs.  Thomas  says  that  "  to  his  Almanac  for  IGSl  he 
annexed  an  ingenious  dissertation  on  comets  as  seen  at  Boston,  in  Xovem- 
bor  and  December,  IGSO."  Savage  says  he  designed  the  Arms  for  tiie 
Colony  of  Massachusetts,  lie  died  at  Dorchester,  .September  !»,  lOSl, 
aged  33  years.  Two  poems  on  his  death  were  printed,  one  written  by 
Thomas  Tilestone,  of  Dorchester,  and  the  other  by  Joseph  Capeu.  Mr. 
Foster  was  succeeded  in  bu->iness  in  Boston,  by  Samuel  Sewall,  who  be- 
came a  bookseller  and  publisher. 
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KXPEIIIKXCK    OF    TIIK    YEAH. 

The  experience  of  another.  ye;ir  aflbrds  agreeable  evidence  that  the 
objects  of  tliis  Society  are  becoming  more  and  more  appreciated  by  the 
public.  The  rooms  continue  to  be  frequently  visited  by  authors  and  otlier 
persons  seeking  historical  information  not  elsewlicre  to  be  obtained,  -while 
our  newspaper  volumes  are  not  less  frequently  consulted  for  legal  pur- 
poses. 

We  now  stand  at  the  entrance  of  the  Centennial  year,  the  very  name  of 
which  brings  fi-esh  to  memory  martial  and  civic  achievements  of  llhode 
Island  patriots,  of  which  their  posterity  may  be  justly  prond.  The  stories 
of  our  own  .State,  from  the  burning  of  the  Gaspee  until  the  adoption  of 
the  Constitution,  when  the  State  became  an  integral  part  of  a  noble  union, 
and  the  stories  of  Trenton,  Ilcd  Bank,  Yorktown,  and  otlier  fields  on 
which  lihode  Island  prowess  was  witnessed,  may  properly  be  repeated  now, 
that  the  young  may  become  imbued  witli  the  spirit  of  sevent3--six,  and 
grow  up  devoted  to  the  fundamental  principles  which  underlie  and  give 
permanency  and  prosperity  to  aKepublic.  Wliatever  contribution  our  So- 
ciety can  make  to  the  history  of  the  birth  and  progress  of  this  great 
Xatiou,  in  iiiflncuce  among  the  Nations  of  the  eartli,  in  material  pros- 
perity, in  social  and  intellectual  improvement,  and  in  moral  and  chris- 
tian wort'j,  will  be  a  step  in  tlie  right  direction,  and  still  more  increase  its 
usefulness.

He  Letter  it  felf  was   kindly  fent  to  me  from  the  Gover- 
nour  Leveret,  as  alfo  his  Anfsver  to   it,  which  was    truly 
Chrillian,  that   is  friendly  and   heavenly;   So  that  I   had 
^^  thoughts   to    acquiefce   and   reft,    l^c.      But   confidering 

that  I  was  the  principal  Mr.  Coddington  gave  fire  upon,  (both  for 
diCputing  and  printing,)  and  Governour  Leveret  but  as  Acceffbry 
for  furthering  publifliing,  l^c. 

2.  That  ihe  Governour  acquainted  me  with  it. 

3.  That  we  are  commanded  (not  only  to  work  but)  to  ohoiaid  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord.,  as  not  knowing  which  pall  pro/per,  &c.  and  as 
knowing  that  our  lahour JJjall  not  he  in  vain  in  the  Lord:  These  confi- 
derations  moved  me  to  put  my  weak  aged  Brains  and  fingers  to  this 
unpleafing  Task  :  pleafing  it  is  not  in  this  fenfe  that  Pagans,  Turks, 
Jews,  and  Papills  laugh  and  llumble  at  the  Controverfies  of  Prote- 
Ilants,  (who  protell  and  witnefs  againft  them  all:)  Partly,  as  Mr. 
Coddington  is  my  ancient  friend  at  Bojion,  {Old  and  New')  and  my 
long,  kind  friend,  and  Neighbour  on  Rhode  IJland.  But  what  then  ? 
to  a  true  Child  of  God  All  things,  our  goods,  our  good  works  and 
Names,  our  Friends  and  lives  will  be  but  drofs  and  dung  when  once  we 
fee  them  Competitours  with  the  true  Lord  Jefus  ChrilL 

8  A  On 
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On  thefe  two  Hinges  turns  Mr.  Coddingtons  Letter,  first  in  anger- 
ly  chiding  the  Governour  Leveret  for  his  dealing  with  the 
people  called  Quakers  at  Bojlon  moft  unjuflly,  moll  ungratefully, 
for  New-England  and  Old  too  knows,  (I  know  it)  how  great  an 
Advocate  the  Governour  Leveret  (and  others)  living  and 
dead  have  been  to  plead  for  Moderation  toward  diflenting  Confci- 
ences  of  Jews  and  Gentiles,  andyet  declare,  that  he  and  all  Gover- 
nours  ought  (moderately)  to  banifh  Incivilities,  with  which  the  peo- 
ple called  Quakers  (or  Foxians)  are  defiled,  as  much  as  moll  that 
profefs  the   Chriliian  Name  and  worfliip. 

The  fecond  hinge  on  which  Mr.  Coddingtons  Letter  turns,  is  a  bit- 
ter charge  on  Governour  Leveret  for  his  furthering  the  publica- 
tion of  my  poor  Narrative  of  transactions  between  tlie  Quakers  and 
my  felf. 

The  Governours  Anfwer  was  truly  Chriftian,  to  this  efi^eft,  viz. that 
the  Narrative  contcined  a  vindication  of  many  excellent  Truths  of 
Chrill  Jefus;  and  ti^erefore,  the  particulars  concern  my  felf,  to 
which  I  humbly  (before  God  Angels  and  men)  fay  as  followeth. 

First,  Mr.  Coddington  goes  on  in  the  fame  bruitifli  Tract  that  Fox 
and  moll  of  them  run  in,  viz  a  fimple  kind  of  reviling,  viz.  Lyes  Lyes, 
Slaunders,  Slaunders,  (like  poor  Children  and  Scolds  ^r:)  Thus 
moft  notorioufly,  doth  G.  Fox  conclude  molt  of  his  Anfvvers  to 
fo  many  heavenly  Pens  in  his  Folio  books,  viz.  [And  as  to  the  reft 
of  thy  Lyes  and  Slanders  they  are  not  worth  the  mentioning]  And 
thus  deals  Mr.  Coddington  (childiflily  and  clamoroufly)  againll  me 
thus  clamoring,  viz.  a  moft  flanderous  lying  book,  a  bundle  of 
lyes,  a  book  full  of  lyes  :  horrible  impudence  !  to  invent  fo  many 
lyes  and  prefent  them  to  the  K.  ot  England,  (good  manners  would 
have  taught  him  to  have  faid  at  leaft  our  Royal  Soveraign,  ^r.) 
And  except  he  had  fold  himfelf  to  do  wickedly  he  had  never  uttered 
fo  many  abominable  lyes. 

.To  thefe  in  general  I  Anfwer,  what  fober  foul  (not  intoxicate  with 
the  bloody  Cup  of  the  Whore  of  Rome  who  is  drunk  with  the  blood 
of  Saints)  but  will  proclaim  that  oftentimes  the  whore  like  Potipbars 
wife  cryes  out  whore  first  !  though  the  accufed  'Joseph  will  be  found 
heavenly  chaft,  from  thefe  whorifti  Lights  and  worfhip,  which  will 
be  found  (with  their  worftiippers)  all  the  world  over  in  Gods  moft 
holy  feafon  but  Children  of  the  Father  of  lyes  the  Devil. 

But  to  particulars,  he  faith  it  is  a  lye,  that  1  faid  that  G.  F.  flily 
departed,  when  faith  he,  he  was  never   prefent,  I  fay,   who  ever  reads 
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this,  will  see  (efpecially  in  my  Narrative)  that  G.  F.  by  Letters,  by 
Relations,  by  Copies  of  inv  fourteen  propolals,  knew  all  matters  per- 
feflly,  and  they  kept  my- Letters  lent  to  the  Dep.  Governour  Cran- 
fton,  (in  which  Letters  my  fourteen  Propofals  to  G.  F.  were)  as 
the  Deputy  openly  tcflified,  until  G.  F.  was  two  or  three  hours  under 
Sail,  that  it  might  be  faid,  that  G.  F.  never  faw  the  paper  I  fent  of 
my  fourteen  Propoials  to  him.  This  buhnefs  of  G.  F.  being  per- 
fedly  informed  of  my  offer  of  dilpute  on  thofe  fourteen  Propofals, 
and  of  his  deliberate  withdrawing  (or  running)  is  fo  apparent  (as 
is  made  clear  in  my  Narrative)  that  he  that  fhall  deny  it,  mud  de- 
ny that  he  himfelf  hath  any  breath  or  life,  or  is  a  man. 

2.  Mr.  Coddington  faith  that  the  firil  day  of  our  difpute  at  Isazu- 
pori  was  fpent  in  examining  whether  any  would  fubfcribe  to  my  four- 
teen Pofitions,  but  they  were  found  fo  grofs  that  none  would  fub- 
fcribe to  them.  ' 

But  why  doth  Mr.  Coddington  forget  thefe  two  things,  Firft,  that 
the  firfl  day  was  fpent  (mainly  and  chiefly  after  fome  preparations) 
in  the  examination  of  a  true  and  falfe  Quaker. as  appears  in  my  Nar- 
rative. 2.  (and  confequently)  that  many  fpakc  as  my  brother  Rc- 
bert  Williams,  Thumas  iVard,  Richard  Bailew,  William  Hichcock,  a- 
gainfl  the  monopolizing  of  Civil  and  Chriilian  Liberty,  viz.  that 
none  fhould  fpcak  to  any  point  except  they  would  fubfcribe  to  my 
fourteen  propofitions. 

Mr.  Coddington  faith  that  thefe  propofitions  were  fo  grofs  that 
none  would  fubfcribe  to  them. 

Anfzv.  What  then  ?  if  I  neyer  offered  them  to  any  one  Soul 
to  fubfcribe  to  them  ? 

2.  If  they  were  lb  fudden,  fo  flrange,  and  high,  and  unexpcdled, 
that  my  brother  (as  it  is  in  print)  thought  I  charged  too  deep,  Ij^c. 

But  3.  What  were  my  charges  to  this  that  Spanilli  Inquifition  that 
none  mufl  fpeak  or  objcdl,  or  query,  except  he  fubfcribe  to  my  pro- 
pofals.'  doth  not  this  julfifie  the  PopiJJ:?,  znd  JEp ifcopa I  fuhCcript'ions, 
and  proclaim  that  the  Papills  and  Foxians  are  all  one  in  their  fnares 
and  Engines  of  fubfcription,  which  my  brother  Robert  Williams  in  his 
Letter  proves  from  fome  propofitions  of  the  Bifhops  at  L^imbeth, 
fhewing  more  moderation  then    pretended    Quakers  at    Rhode  IJland. 

The  third  Lye  Mr.  Coddington  fartcns  on  me  is  that  I  fli  ould  ac- 
knowledge that  "John  Burnet  fpake  (in  his  publick  fpeech  or  Sermon) 
many  excellent  Truths    of  God,  and  that  afterwards   I    denyed    them. 

This  Charge  hath  reference  (or    may)  to  twelve   diflinft   times   and 
A  2  paffages. 
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Firfl,  to  a  former  coming  of  mine  to  their  General  Aflembly  were 
to  fpakc  folemnly  that  John  Burnet  had  fpoke  many  holy  Truths  of 
God  but  yet  alfo  propofed  many  Queries  whether  their  Spirit  was 
the  true  Spirit  of  God  by  which  they  Ipalce  then?  and  whether  their 
Chrift  was  the  true  Lord  Jcfus  Chrift  ?  which  fliews  my  approbation 
of  general  Truths,  but  alfo  my  witnefs  againft  their  falfe  application 
of  them,  and  I  had  gone  on  in  prefling  thofe  Queries  had  not  the  pray- 
ers of  the  Governours  wife,  and  the  finging  of  Henr;^  Nichols,  and 
the  fuddcn  prayer  and  diflblving  of  the  meeting  by  John  Burnet, 
ftopt  my  intended  proceedings. 

Upon  this  turning  me  off  from  their  general  meeting  I  resolved  (by 
Gods  help)  to  affault  this  Camp  of  Anti-Chriftians  to  wit  by 
offering  to  G.  F.  and  all  their  ApolUes  a  folemn  difpute  upon  four- 
teen propofals.  In  this  difpute  IFil/iam  Edrnundfon  fell  upon  (con- 
trary to  the  order  of  an  equal  difpute)  a  large  Sermon  or  fpeech  to 
the  people,  of  about  an  hour  long.  John  Stubs  followed  Jiim  a^nd 
afterward  John  Burnet^  who  fpake  bell  as  to  Repentance,  in  general, 
and  turning  unto  God,  and  yet  I  faid,  although  he  had  delivered  ma- 
ny heavenly  general  Truths  :  yet  he  had  faid  no  more  then  he  might 
have  faid  before  the  Pope  and  the  Cardinals  in  the  Popes  Chappel 
at  Rome,  whereas  if  matters  come  to  be  examined  what  true  Repenr 
tance  and  Faith  is,  it  will  then  be  seen  what  the  holy  Truth  of  God  is, 
and  what  the  deftroying  juglings  and  Lyes  of  Satan  are. 

4.  Mr.  Coddlngtons  fourth  particular  Charge  againil  me  is,  that 
I  lyed  in  faying  that  the  first  day  of  our  difpute  at  "Nezupori  was  an 
Eclipfe  of  the  Sun  which  I  applied  to  the  Foxians  Eclipfing  the  Sun 
of  Righteoufnefs,  and  to  his  glorious  breaking  forth  in  his  primitive 
and  Eternal  Truth  at  laft,  I  know  not  the  meaning  or  fenfe  of  this 
Lye  charged  on  me,  for  he  confefleth  there  was  an  Eclipfe)  as  I  af- 
firm) only  he  faith  there  was  a  Thunder  before  it  (which  who  dc- 
nyes?)  Only  Mr.  Coddlngtons  Application  (in  oppofition  to  mine) 
Let  every  Soul  judge  in  the  prefence  of  Jehovah,  who  hath  and  will 
decide  the  Difference  to  Eternity. 

A  hfth  Lye  charged  on  me  is,  that  as  I  abused  G.  F.  fo  I  abuled 
the  Original  which  John  Stubs  (in  effect)  reproved  me  in,  and  1  ac- 
knowledged my  errour. 

Anfzu.  I  do  not  think  that  John  Stubs  (I  hear  gone  to  the  pit  of 
Rottennes  and  I  am  going)  would  have  faid  fo  much  :  For  the  ninth 
of  Jfiii.  which  he  quoted  to  prove  that  Chrifl  was  God,  (which  I  nor 
no  true  Proteilant    denies)  I    perceived    was    quoted   in    derogation  to 

his 
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his  true  Manhood,  (which  was  then  in  Agitation:)  and  therefor 
though  I  granted  that  Chrill  Jclus  was  an  Evcrlafing  Father  (as  he 
was  God)  yet  I  alleadged  the  thoughts  of  many  excellent,  holy, 
and  learned  men,  that  the  word  E-jerlajling  Father  being  in  the  He- 
brew \^Ah,  aad'\  did  bui  fignifie  Pater  fcctili  the  Father  of  an  Age 
or  Ages  fignifying  the  propagation  of  and  Succeflion  of  true  Belie- 
vers or  followers  of  Jefus  to  the  worlds  end. 

Joh?i  Stubs  only  faid  that  fome  faid  it  fignified  Pater  Eternhatis  Fa- 
ther of  Eternity,  which  I  .denied  not  (as  to  the  Godhead  of  the 
Lord  Jefus)  but  that  it  fignified  not  fo  in  this  place,  and  that  it  did 
not  exclude   his  Humanity,  as   the  poor    Souls    the    Quakers  aimed  at. 

My  fixth  Lye  is,  that  I  dcnyed  that  Mnfcs  trembled,  until  "John 
Stubs  produced  Heb.  12. 

I  fay  it  is  not  rational,  that  I  fliould  deny  Mofes,  or  David^  or  Ha- 
bakkuks,  or  Daniels  trembling  only  I  denyed  that  the  Quakers  trem- 
bling now  in  quellion  is  fuch  a  Quaking  as  theirs  was,  but  is  only  an 
external  and  notorioufly  cheating,  Quaking,  inllcad  of  true  Chrifli- 
an  trembling. 

Unto  thefe  he  addeth  a  Story,  that  Jnthony  Cook  came  to  Provi- 
dence to  difpute  with  me  but  that  I  waved  him  and  faid,  come  let  us 
gather  Apples;  The  truth  is,  it  is  a  filly  and  ridiculous  paflage,  for  it 
pleafing  God  to  burn  and  break  to  pieces  Mr.  Scots  houfe  and  Fence, 
(who  was  the  great  entertainer  of  the  Quakers  againft  his  wives 
Confcicnce,  no  fmall  persecution,  though  one  of  them  formerly  and 
a  fufferer)  my  Lot  being  next,  was  open  to  all  fpoyle'  by  Rca- 
fon  of  Mr.  Scots  de.k&.  :  the  Governour  Clerk  in  Mr.  Scots  n?.me  a- 
greed  with  me  to  make  up  all  the  Fences,  and  look  to  the  Orchard, 
and  gather  the  fruit,  and  to  have  the  half,  I  did  fo,  and  the  Gover- 
nour coming  to  Town  with  Mr.  Joh/i  Eajlon,  ChriJJopher  Holdszcorth, 
Mr.  Joseph  Briar,  zv\d  others  coming  into  the  Orchard  and  gather- 
ing wliat  they  plcafed  :  My  feif  and  my  Indian  were  intent  and  care- 
ful to  gather  Apples  (what  I  could  in  haft)  for  Governour  Clerk 
(who  requefted  me  i^c.)  going  away  fpeedily,  amongfl  others 
whom  I  knew,  a  ftranger  (it  feems  one  Arthur  Cook)  asked  me  why 
I  would  write  a  book  againft  innocent  people  called  Quakers,  I  re- 
member 1  faid  to  this  purpofe  that  every  body  was  a  Chriftian,  eve- 
ry body  was  Innocent  in  their  own  eyes,  and  it  is  polfible  I  might 
fay  to  my  Indian,  let  us  gather,  or  make  hafte  but  that  I  fhould  avoid 
difpute  with  Arthur  Cook,  or  all  of  them  (in  feafon  or  out  of  fea- 
lon)  is  not  to  be  imagined,  confidering  what  ■  I  have  done  already, 
9  A3  and 
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and  what  (through  the  help  of   the    true    Lord  Jefus)  I  rcfolve  to    do 

while  I  have  breath  to  draw  or  a  pen  and  hand  to  handle    it. 

2.  Mr.  Coddington  faith  Roger  WiWiams  his  hands  are  bound,  but 
he  perfecutcs  with  his  Tongue,  l^c. 

I  Aniwer,  it  is  true,  there  is  a  perfccution  with  the  Tongue,  the 
Tongue  \%  Jijarp  Arrcivs^  a  Sword,  a  Viper,  a  fire  from  Hell,  &e.  but 
is  there  not  alfo  a  just  Reproof?  Rebuke  them  fijarply^  Tit.  i.  Arfi-^cer 
a  fool  according  to  his  foll^^  he.  Only  we  mud  be  fure  that  our  lips  be 
opened,  and  our  pens  employed  by  the  Father  of  Lights,  and  not  by 
the  dream  of  a  Light  within  our  felves,  which  will  end  in  Eternal 
darknefs. 

3.  Mr,  Coddington  '[■A\i\\  \.\\^.K  he  hath  the  Word  of  two  Majors  in 
this  Country  the  one  of  Major  IFinflow  now  Governour  of  Plymouth 
Colony,  who  faith,  Mr.  Coddington  after  he  had  heard  John  Burnet 
fpeak  at  or  about  Marsfield^  he  faid,  he  had  never  heard  fo  much  ot 
the  Gofpel  in  all  his  life:  the  fccond  is  of  Majof  Cranfon  Dep.  Go- 
vernour of  Rhode  Ifland,  he.  who  faid  after  our  difpatations  (as 
Mr.  Coddington  faith)  that  he  was  glad  he  heard  'io  nuicli,  and  he 
was  fatisfied  :  To  which  I  fay,  what  is  this  to  the  Truth  ?  if  all  the 
Majors  and  Governours,  Princes,  Kings  and  Emperors  of  the  world 
agree  upon  an  Opinion,  Verdift,  Sentence,  or  Decree,  may  not  Peter 
a  poor  Fiflierman,  and  Paul  a  poor  Tent-maker  overturn  them  all  ? 
yea,  a  poor  lad  or  Handmaid  bringing  one  holy  Scripture  tor  evi- 
dence ^ 

But  2.  I  have  many  Arguments  to  perfwade  me  that  both  the  Go- 
vernour Winfozv  &  Dep.  Governour  Cranfon  are  far  from  approv- 
ing their  Impieties  &  Incivilities  efpecially  that  monllrous  praftice  of 
their  Womeiis  and  maidens  ftark  nakednel's,  which  might  make  each 
religious  or  fober  Spirit  to  abhor  that  Spirit  which  didlates  and 
guides  thefe  Unchrillian,  Inhumane,  Unwonianly  and  loathfome 
praftices. 

I  have  humbly  (in  the  prefence  of  the  Eternal,  All-feeing«Eyc) 
prefented  my  Apology  for  my  fe!f  againft  Mr.  Coddingtons  charges 
of  Lyes,  Lyes,  Slaunders,  l^c.  I  end  with  a  few  quellions  friendly  pro- 
pounded to  Mr.  Coddington. 

I.  Will  he  deny  what  his  Eyes  and  Ears  have  feen  and  heard  in 
this  bufincfs?  Hath  he  not  feen  me  (I  know  by  the  power  of  Chrill 
Icfus  whose  is  all  power  in  Heaven  and  Earth)  a  poor  old  Creature 
ftand  up  alone  againll  them  all  together  in  the  flourifhing  of  their 
Teachers  and  Frofcffions  of  Earthly  power  about  them,  If^c. 

2.  Hath 
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2.  Hath  he  not  heard  me  abufcd  with  the  Terms  of  tv^u  OU  man. 
Old  man^  till   for  Hiame  they  left  it  ? 

3.  Hath  he  not  heard  me  fay  that  one  Woman  as  well  as  another, 
and  all  the  Women  in  that  Aflembly  might  flrip  themfelves  naked 
at  noon  day  to  the  horror  of  all  mankind  if  fuch  a  perfwafion  come 
upon  them  ? 

4.  Was  there  not  liberty  for  IVHliam  Harris,  U'tUiam  /))'^r  y  and 
others  to  fpeak  freely  for  the  Quakers,  but  not  my  brother,  nor  Mr. 
Hitchcock.,  nor  Mr.  IFcird,  dr-'c.  might  have  the  same  liberty,  but 
fome  were  threatned  with  the  Conllable,  dT^r? 

5.  Hath  not  his  Ears  heard  that  when  I  produced  a  great  many  of 
G.  Foxes  words,  and  defired  to  apply,  that  all  of  them  and  efpccial- 
ly  lf\  Edmundfon  llopt  my  mouth  with  [Let  G.  Fox  his  words  alone, 
d^r.]  and  fo  bruitiflily  ftopt  all  my  proofs,  which  can  not  be  llopt, 
though   Heaven  and  Earth  perifli. 

6.  Did  not  Mr.  Coddimjton's  Ears  hear  me  and  others  often  com- 
plain of  Interruptions,  when  lohn  Stubs  profefl'cd  thrice  I  had  not 
interrupted  them,  though  fome  had  :  and  that  when  ]J\  Edmundson 
began  his  firfl.  Sermon,  and  the  reft  followed,  and  I  defired  to  fpeak 
after  tlieir  long  fpeeches  or  Sermons:  yet  then  I  was  flopt,  and  fome- 
times  fo  grofslv  bv  W.  Edmundfon  that  Major  Cranjhn  was  forced 
to  fay  (out  of  the  Gallery)  let  the  man  fpeak,  let  him  have  liberty 
to  make  out  his  matter?   tS^r. 

7.  Did  not  Mr.  Coddington  fenfibly  (to  all  mens  view)  rejoice 
when  I  offered  to  difpatch  the  five  remaining  points  [remaining  at 
Newport'^  in  five  quarters  of  an  hour,  which  I  had  performed  exact- 
ly had  not  the  impatiences  of  my  oppofites  interrupted  me,  and  yet 
I  was  not  much  above  mv  time,  though  if  I  had,  my  Oppofites  inter- 
pofings  only  were  the  caufe  of  it  ? 

8.  Did  not  Mr.  Coddingtons  Eyes  fee  and  Ears  hear  that  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  three  dayes  difpute  at  Newport  I  never  gave 
them  a  reviling,  paffionate,  or  reproachful  word,  but  drew  them 
gently  on  to  debate  the  Matters  incumbent  and  proper  to  us,  with 
meekneis  and  patience.  Did  not  Mr.  Coddingtons  Ears  hear  in 
the  clofe  of  the  three  daves  at  Nc-wport  a  woman  [^//z.  Williams 
now  with  God  in  Heaven]  fay  aloud,  \_l'be  man  hath  made  good 
what  he  undertook  againJI  you,  and  the  words  that  he  hath  fpoken  pail 
judge  you  at  the  last  day  ? 

More  I  might  infcrr  to  Mr.  Coddingtons  very  fence,  but  I  pafs  on 
to  another  queftion,  What  fliould  be   the  Reafon   that    [i    loh.  2.  13.] 

A  4  Gods 
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Gods  Spirit  fliould  lay,  If  any  man  love  this  zvorld,  or  the  things  in  t'.i, 

world,  the  love  of  the  Father  is  not  in  him. 

Doth  Mr.  CoJiiington  think  to  be  fo  high  a  Saint  [above  the  D.- 
fiiops,  above  the  Presbyters,  above  the  Independants,  above  the  Bj; - 
tifts]  and  yet  in  mens  account  loves  the  World  exceedingly,  a;i.! 
the  things  of  this  world  and  prefent  life,  ever  fince  he  came  to  Nc:i- 
Eng'and'i  a  found  hath  come  after  Mr.  Qoiidington  he  is  an  hard  man, 
a  worldly  minded  man,  and  at  Rhode  Ifland  how  many  Inflances  conu- 
there  in  [which  I  have  ready  by  me  of  Mr.  Codding,  a  worldly  man,,i 
lelf  fecking  man,  nothing  for  publick,  but  all  for  himfelf  and   private. 

J  will  not  mention  particulars  at  Portsmouth  Sc  Newport,  of  which 
I  have  told  him  as  I  had  opportunity,  but  I  will  only  remember  hini 
of  fome  Covetous  and  Unchriilian  paffages  during  the  late  blooJy 
ftorms  amongil  us,  and  his  high  profeffion  of  a  Quaker. 

I.  A  confiderable  company  of  Providence  people  fled  to  Rh:d: 
If  and,  their  Houfcs  here,  their  Forts,  their  Fences  burnt  up,  and 
much  if  not  moft  of  their  Cattcl  deftroyed;  they  obteined  leave  o! 
the  Government  at  Newport  to  inclofe  a  piece  of  the  Common  to 
get  Corn,  l^c  They  inclofed  and  fent  two  men  (thoughtto  be  ac- 
ceptable with  Mr.  Coddington)to  pray  his  favour  to  make  ufe  off  mc 
of  his  windfall  Trees(which  lay  by  them)for  two  gates. (^that  all  might 
pafs  through,  ^r.)  But  Mr.  Qoddington  (who  had  never  had  a  foot 
on  Rhode  Ifland  but  by  one  man  of  Providence  his  means)  now  a- 
bounding  with  Land  and  Trees,  turns  thele  poor  Providence  di'x^Mi- 
fed  Souls  off  with  a  dcnyal,  viz  except  they  would  gratify  his  world- 
ly feliifh  ends  and  conditions,  which  their  grieved  Souls  (cofidcr. 
ing  the  moll  unfeafonable  Covetoufnefs  of  them)  turned  away  with 
grief,  and  made    fome    other    fliifts  which    God    provided    for    them : 

2. Again,  when  Providence  men  had  broken  up  the  Land, and  planted 
the  firll  year,  and  hoped  to  reap  a  fecond  Crop  [which  we  all  know- 
to  be  the  better]  Mr.  Qoddington  for  his  own  private  end  fliewcd 
himfelf  a  Mole-rooting  in  the  Earth,  and  would  not  give  way  to  it. 

3.  I  could  name  many  Inllances  of  elder  and  later  date:  One  I 
will  further  particularize  :  A  poor  man  came  to  Vix .  Q.oddingt',n  \n 
thcfe  late  bloody  diftrcffes,  and  offers  to  buy  a  Buf-el  of  Corn  for  his 
poor  Wife  and  Children  in  great  want,  ifjc.  Mr.  Qoddington  though 
abounding,  <5^c.  would  not  let  this  poor  Soul  have  a  Bufel,  except 
he  would  pay  him  a  weeks  work  for  it,  which  it  is  faid  the  poor  m.in 
was  forced  to  give  him.  Alas  what  doth  the  Pope,  Cardinals,  je- 
fuits,  Bifliops,    Doctors,    Presbyters,   Independants,    Baptills,   Foxian.s 

prate 
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prate  of  the  Chriftian  name,  and  new  and  o\i\-E7is_/and  talk  of 
Religion?  How  many  thoufands  will  this  holy  Scripture  uncafe,  un- 
mask &  difcover  ?  Love  not  this  zvorld^  nor  the  things  that  are  in  this 
World,  if  any  man  love  this  World,  the  love  of  the  father  is  ?wt  iii  him. 
How  doth  rau!{h)-  the  true  Spirit  of  God)  tell  us  that  Covetoufnefs 
is  Idolatry,  and  of  fuch  a  llinking  nature  that  it  is  not  to  be  once  named 
among  the  Saints. 

Doth  not  the  fame  Spirit  of  God  hy  James  cry  out,  Te  Adulte- 
re?-s  and  Adultcreffes  do  ye  not  know  :hat  the  fricndfhip  of  this  7i'orld  is 
Enmity  with  God,  7vhofocvcr  therefore  will  he  a  friend  to  this  world  is  an 
Enemy  to  Cod :  J'ew  among  thoufands  will  grant  they  are  Idolaters, 
Adulterers  Enemies  to  God,  but  our  worldlinefs  will  difcover  it  lelf 
at  lail  (what  e're  our  pretences  be)  to  our  own  Souls  and  the  Souls 
and  Confcicnccs  of  all  men  :  Oh  let  not  Mr.  Coddington  forget  the 
perfecution  ol"  the  Tongue,  with  which  his  whole  Letter  is  Icaven'd 
and  four'd,  while  he  imputes  it  only  to  R.  W.  and  let  him  not 
forget  his  cutting  Letter  to  Mr.  Bellingham,  and  his  damning  of  him 
Body  and  Soul  (after  his  Soul  was  I  hope  in  Abrahams  bofome,  and 
his  Body  at  refl  in  his  grave.  I  would  dare  Mr.  Coddingioji  to  bring 
forth  ihofe  printed  Letters  which  were  printed  at  London  for  him,

for  the  deAruction  of  their  fins  only,  but  the  falvation  of  their  preci- 
ous Souls, and  Bodies  alfo  :  Let  it  be  feen  whether  I  damn  all  the- 
Saints  that  ever  were,  are,  or  fliall  be  that  are  not  of  my  opinion, 
as  G.  F.  and  moft  ot    them  that  fpeak  and  write   for  their  opinion  do  ?

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I  Now  call  to  mind  one  paflage  more  in  Mr.  Coddingfons  Letter, 
viz.  that  not  a  third  part  of  the  book  was  fpoken  I  have  laid  it 
more  then  once  in  the  Narrative,  viz..  that  to  the  utmofl  of  my 
memory  in  the  holy  prefence  of  God  I  have  not  omitted  anything  1 
could  remember. 

2.  I  am  confident  that  no  subflantial  matter  is  omitted. 

3.  That  I  have  not  fallened  any  Tittle  on  my  Oppofites  to  the  ut- 
moR  of   my  memory  which  they  fpalcc  not. 

4.  Where  any  Quotations  out  of  G.  F.  and  my  Anfwcrs  are  ad- 
ded. I  tell  the  Reader  of  it :  fo  al-fo  of  any  enlargement  which  I  in- 
tended to  deliver,  but  could  not  becaufe  of  their  Interruptions,  and 
Reflriiflioiis. 

I  have  not  Mr.  Coddiugtons  Letter  (to  the  Governour  Leveret') 
by  me,  I  returned  it  immediately  back  :  poflibly  I  may  omit  fomc- 
thing,  but  ]  judge  none  of  his  material  exceptions,  objections  or 
charges  againll  the  Narrative,  I  know  (as  the  Papiils  do)  fo  do 
the  Quakers,  and  all  Sefts,  they  judge  their  Oppofites  Lvars,  Lvar:;, 
under  ftrong  delufions,  prejudices,  falfc  principles,  dj^r.  To  whicli

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lion.  CiiAKLKS  Jacksox,  oldest  son  of  lion,  llicliard  and  Xabby  (Wlica- 
ton)  Jackson,  Avas  born  in  I'rovideuce  Marcli  4lh,  170S,  and  died  January 
21,  187G,  aged  77  years,  10  months  and  14  days.  lie  was  prepared  for 
college  in  the  University  Grammar  School,  was  gradnated  at  Brown  Fni- 
vcrsity  in  the  class  of  1817,  studied  law  with  Hon.  James  Dun  ill,  Jr.,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Ear  in  1820.  After  three  years' practice  he  left  the 
profession,  and  engaged  in  cotton  manufacture  in  Jacksonville,  Scituate. 
In  1839  he  removed  to  Providence,  where  he  coutiuucd  to  reside  until  his 
decease.  He  took  an  active  part  in  public  affairs,  and  was  for  several 
years  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  lSll-2  he  was  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives.  In  1843  he  was  a  member  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  and  in  1845  was  elected  Governor  of  the  State.  He 
was  twice  married,  first  to  Kallierine,  daughter  of  Samuel  Dexter,  uf 
Providence,  and  second  to  Phebe  Tisdale,  of  Scituate.  Two  sons  and  a 
daughter  snrvive  him.  It  has  truly  been  said  of  Governor  Jackson  that 
he  "was  a  great  deal  more  than  a  mere  business  man.  He  was  a  man  of 
very  large  intelligence,  of  very  wide  and  general  information  upon  a  great 
variety  of  subjects, — few,  if  any  men,  more  so  in  our  community."  Gov- 
ernor Jackson  was  an  original  member  of  this  Society,  and  the  last  sur- 
vivor of  the  thirteen  named  in  tlic  charter. 

lloiJKUT  Hale  Ives,  second  son  of  Thonnis  Poynton  and  Hope  (Brown) 
Ives,  was  born  iu  Providence  September  ICth,  1798,  and  died  July  0th, 
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1875,  aged  7G  years,  9  months  and  20  days,  lie  was  prepared  for  college 
at  the  University  Grammar  School,  and  %Ya.s  graduated  at  Ijrowu  Univer- 
sity in  tlie  class  of  ISIG.  Soon  after  graduating  he  turned  his  attention 
to  mercantile  aflairs  and  took  his  earliest  lessons  in  the  house  of  Drown  & 
Ives,  lu  1824  he  made  a  visit  to  Europe  and  remained  abroad  two  years, 
filling  the  time  with  travel  and  instructive  observation.  On  his  return  in 
182G  he  renewed  his  connection  with  the  aforenamed  firm,  and  in  1832 
became  a  partner  in  the  house  comprising  Nicholas  Brown,  Tliomas  V. 
Ives,  Moses  B.  Ives,  John  Carter  Brown,  and  himself — a  firm  of  which  in 
later  years  he  became  a  leading  partner,  and  Mas  the  last  survivor.  It 
need  hardly  be  said  that  the  wisdom,  energy  and  industry  of  his  business 
life  was  crowned  with  eminent  success. 

The  culture  and  tastes  of  Mr.*  Ives  were  illustrated  bj^  the  practical 
character  of  many  institutions  he  liberally  fostered,  and  w  hieh  have  be- 
come the  ornaments  of  our  city.  The  Providence  Athcnamm,  the  Provi- 
dence Dispensary,  the  Butler  Hospital,  and  the  Khodc  Island  Hospital, 
received,  from  time  to  time,  his  benefactions.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
first  Public  School  Committee,  after  the  adoption  of  the  city  charter  in 
1832,  and  for  several  years  its  Secretary.  He  was  for  many  years  Treas- 
urer of  the  Lonsdale  ^Mainifacturing  Company.  He  was  fortj'-flve  years 
Trustee  and  nine  years  Treasurer  of  Brown  University.  He  early  became 
a  communicant  in  St.  John's  Church,  in  Providence,  and  took  an  active 
interest  in  the  educational  and  missionary  enterprises  connected  with  the 
Episcopal  body.  He  took  a  broad  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  all'airs  of 
the  State  and  the  nation.  During  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  he  gave  a 
hearty  support  to  the  Union  cause.  At  the  battle  of  Antietam  in  1802,  his 
only  son,  an  ofllcer  on  the  staff  of  General  IJodman,  fell  mortally  wounded 
— a  sorrow  which  cast  a  shadow  upon  his  I'emaining  years.  In  October, 
1827,  he  married  Harriet  Bowen,  daughter  of  Thomas  Amory,  of  Boston, 
by  whom  he  had  three  children,  only  one  of  whom  survives.  ]Mr.  Rns 
became  a  member  of  this  Society  July  19,  1825,  and  was  a  contributor  to 
the  fund  raised  for  erecting  our  historical  building. 

Hon.  Joiix  11.  Ci-iKKOiiD  was  born  in  Providence,  January  IG,  1809. 
He  received  his  classical  education  in  Brown  University,  and  graduated 
in  the  class  of  1827.  He  chose  the  law  for  his  profession,  in  which  he 
rose  to  eminence.  In  1835  he  represented  New  Bedford  in  the  Massachu- 
setts legislature.  In  18C2  he  was  President  of  the  Senate.  In  1849  he 
11 
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^vas  appointed  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  and  in  1853  was  elected 
Governor  of  the  Comnionucalth.  The  same  year  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  Avas  conferred  upon  hhu  b}'  Amlierst  College  and  by  llar\aid 
University.  In  1854  he  was  again  appointed  Attorney  General,  and  lieM 
the  oflicc  four  years.  lu  18G7  he  retired  from  his  profession  and  w:is 
chosen  Trcsident  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Eailroad  Couipany.  Tlie 
same  year  ho  was  selected  by  George  Peabodj-  to  be  one  of  the  Eoard  of 
Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Educational  Fund,  a  trust  which  he  held  unli! 
his  deatli,  whicli  occurred  January  2, 1S7C.  lie  was  elected  a  Correspond- 
ing Member  of  our  Society  July  19,  1837. 

It  has  justly  been  said  that  "any  sketch  of  Govca-nor  Clifford,  however 
otherwise  complete,  would  do  him  great  injustice  which  should  fail  to 
notice  the  patriotic  course  pursued  by  liim  during  the  late  war.  From  the 
moment  of  the  attack  on  Fort  Sumter  to  the  close  of  the  contest,  he  gave 
his  whole  energies  to  the  support  of  the  Administration.  His  voice  and 
his  pen  w"ere  given  with  his  whole  heart  to  the  ser\ice  of  his  country. 
From  the  very  first  he  never  doubted  an  instant  as  to  what  was  his  duty, 
nor  hesitated  in  performing  it.  President  Lincoln  had  no  truer  friend, 
and  he  knew  it ;  and  General  Grant  no  more  earnest  supporter  in  the  work 
of  reconstruction.  Last  year  General  Grant,  in  grateful  recognition  of 
his  patriotism  as  Avell  as  with  a  desire  to  secure  his  services  in  the  diplo- 
matic department  of  the  government,  tendered  to  Governor  Clifford  the 
mission  to  Russia,  and  afterwards  to  Turkey,  both  of  which  he  was 
obliged  to  decline. 

"But  it  was  as  a  man,  as  a  private  citizen,  as  a  neighbor,  as  a  friend, 
that  those  who  knew  him  will  prefer  to  remember  him.  lie  possessed 
such  traits  of  character  that  all  who  knew  him  respected  him,  and  those 
who  knew  him  best  loved  hira  the  most." 

Hon.  Tiio>r.vs  II.  "Wyxxk,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Librarian  of 
the  Virginia  Historical  Society,  died  in  llichmoud,  Va.,  February  24th, 
1875.  He  was  boru  in  that  city  Januarj^  22d,  1820,  and  though  deprived  of 
high  literary  advantages  iu  early  life,  so  improved  his  opportunities  as  to 
qualify  himself  for  places  of  honor  and  trust,  to  many  of  winch,  at  dilVer- 
eut  times,  he  was  called.  lie  was  early  inspired  with  antiquarian  tastes, 
and  devoted  much  of  the  strength  of  liis  life  to  historical  investigations. 
He  was,  at  successive  periods,  Librarian  of  the  ^Mercantile  Library  Asso- 
ciation, of  Richmond,   Superintendent  of  the  City  Gas  Works,  Snperin- 
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teudent  and  President  of  tlic  irichmond  and  rutcrsburg  Eailroad,  member 
of  the  Common  Conncil  of  rjiclimond,  President  of  tlie  Westlium  Iron 
Works,  member  of  tlie  Ilonse  of  Delegates,  and  Senator  of  Virginia, 
being  one  of  tlircc  to  represent  Eiclimond  and  Henrico  county.  He  Avas 
at  one  time  editor  of  tlie  Itichmond  Examiner,  and  also  brouglit  out  a 
series  of  valnable  historical  documents.  As  a  Corresponding  Member  of 
our  Society  he  made  several  very  acceptable  contributions  to  its  collec- 
tions.    Mr.  "Wynne  died  as  he  had  lived,  "  a  devotee  to  heartfelt  duty." 

IxCHEASE  Ali.f.x  Lapiiam,  LL.  D.,  was  born  in  Palmyra,  N.  Y.,  March 
7,  1811,  and  died  suddenly  at  Milwaukee,  'Wisconsin,  September  14th, 
1875.  He  was  elected  a  Corresponding  ^Member  of  onr  Society  April  4th, 
1871.  lie  was  a  man  of  imusual  natural  entlownients,  and  his  scientific 
studies  qualified  him  to  fill  with  honor,  both  in  his  native  State,  and  in 
Ohio,  Kentucky  and  Wisconsin,  the  positions  of  civil  engineer  in  the  con- 
struction of  canals,  and  of  State  Geologist  His  writings  were  numerous, 
and  in  the  topography,  Geology  and  Mineralogy  of  Wisconsin,  he  was  an 
undoubted  authority.  In  18G0  the  honorary  degTce  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
was  conferred  upon  him  by  Amherst  College.  The  knowledge  he  acquired 
by  study  and  observation  he  freely  imparted  to  others.  The  services  he 
rendered  to  the  Storm  Signal  Bureau  at  Washington,  were  odicially  rec- 
ognized. Prof.  Agassiz  and  Prof.  Wood  both  acknowledged  their  indebt- 
edness to  him  for  valuable  contributions  to  their  respective  departments  of 
Natural  Science.  Dr.  Lapham  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Wisconsin 
Historical  Society,  and  for  several  years  to  the  time  of  his  decease,  its 
President.  He  will  long  be  remembered  with  respect  by  all  who  knew  him 
for  the  virtues  whicli  adorned  his  life. 

Hon.  CiiAKLKS  W.  Upiiam  was  born  in  the  city  of  St.  Johns,  New 
Brunswick,  May  4,  1S02,  and  died  in  Salem,  :Mass.,  June  15,  1S7G.  His 
father,  Joshua  Upham,  removed  from  Brookfleld,  Massachusetts,  to  Xew 
Brunswick,  and  was  made  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  a  member  of 
the  Council.  The  subject  of  this  notice  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity in  the  class  of  1821,  and  took  high  rank  for  scholarly  attainments. 
Choosing  the  ministry  for  his  profession  he  pursued  the  customary  course 
in  the  Divinity  School,  and  was  afterwards  settled  as  colleague  pastor 
with  Ilev.  John  Prince,  D.  D.,  over  the  First  Churcli  in  Salem,  where  he 
maiutained  a  successful  pastorate  as  one  of  the  leading  cleigymeu  of  the 
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place,  until  near  the  close  of  1S41,  when  an  aflcction  of  llic  vocal  oiirauv 
corapcllod  him  to  retire  from  clerical  life. 

Jlr.  Upliam  became  aetivel}''  interested  in  public  afl'airs,  and  in  181s 
advocated  the  election  of  General  Taylor  to  the  Presidency.  In  IS'>'2  liu 
was  elected  Mayor  of  Salem.  Subsequent]}- he' was  Representative  and 
afterwards  Senator  in  tlie  General  Court,  presiding'  two  years  over  thf 
Senate.  lie  served  in  the  Thirly-tliird  Congress  of  the  National  llorise  nf 
Representatives.  In  1853  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. He  also  held  other  public  positions  indicative  of  the  respect  in 
which  he  was  held.  Ilis  tastes  strongly  inclined  him  to  literature  and  to 
historic  rescarcli.  lie  was  a  careful  student  of  tlie  early  history  of  Salem, 
and  of  the  neighboring  towns.  His  "  Salem  Witchcraft,"  in  two  volumes, 
published  in  1.S07,  is  an  honorable  testimonial  to  tlie  thoroughness  with 
Avhich  he  pni'sned  his  in\estigations,  \\hilc  numerous  other  productions 
illustrate  the  versatility  of  his  pen.  ^Iv.  Upham  was  of  a  genial  temjiera- 
nient,  and  his  varied  knowledge  imparted  a  speci;d  ciiarm  to  his  con\ersa- 
tion.  Ills  name  appears  among  tlie  carlj'  elected  Honorary  Members  of 
our  Societ}-,  the  connection  having  been  formed  July  10,  1833.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


Providence,  February  1,  1876. 

The  meeting  held  this  evenhig  was  called  to  order  at  7  J 
o'clock,  b}^  the  President. 

The  Cabinet  Keeper  announced  donations  made  to  the 
Society  since  the  last  meeting. 

On  motion  of  jNIr.  Beckwith,  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  passed  : 

liesolved,  That  tlic  offer  made  by  a  member  of  this  Societ}'  and  accepted 
at  our  last  meeting,  to  defray  the  expense  of  printing  Mr.  Dorr's  papers 
on  the  early  history  of  Providence,  be  referred  to  tlie  Committee  on  Pul)- 
lications,  with  power  to  act  therein. 

The  Secretary  read  one  letter  from  Mr.  Phineas  Bates, 
Jr.,  of  Boston,  and  another  from  Mr.  M.  D.  Oilman,  of 
Montpelier,  Vt.,  accepting  Corresponding  Memberships,  and 
thanking  the  Society  for  this  e.\pression  of  appreciation. 
Mr.  Oilman  concluded  his  letter  as  follows  : 
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"I  cannot  let  the  opportunity  pass  witliout  an  allusion  to  the  similaiif, 
of  circumstance's  surrounding  the  earl}'  history  of  the  States  of  IMiO'l.' 
Island  and  Vermont.  Tlie  former  in  its  early  struggle  for  existence  \\;i> 
encompassed  on  all  sides  by  colonies  who  were  ready  to  carve  it  up  [\ir 
division  among  themselves.  Again,  both  States  weie  admitted  into  tht 
Union  the  same  year. 

"  Vermont  never  was  a  Colonj'  in  the  sense  in  which  the  word  is  com- 
nionly  used.  The  settlers  upon  our  lands  early  founded  an  organizalioi: 
for  independent  self-government,  and  continued  a  free  and  independent 
State,  thongli  beset  on  all  sides  by  colonies  who  were  ready  to  divide  our 
territory  and  annex  it  to  their  own.  But  after  a  valiant  struggle  of  ncaiiv 
thirt}-  years  onr  State  was  admitted  into  the  Union.  An  allusion  to  tlie.-c 
reminiscences  seems  aopropriate  to  this  centennial  year.

Re'V.  Carlton  A.  Staples  read  an  interesting  paper  on  the 
late  Rev.  Enos  Hitehcock,  D.  D.,  who  was  a  chaplain  in  the 
revolntionary  arni}^  and  for  about  twenty  years  pastor  of  the 
First  Con2;reoaii(jnal  Church  of  Providence. 


Rev.  Mr.  Hitchcock,  in  August,  1770,  when  a  young  man  of  thirty-one 
years,  colleague  pastor  with  IJcv.  Mr.  Chipman,  of  the  Second  Congrega- 
tional Church  in  Beverly,  Mass  ,  a  native  of  Springfield,  and  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  University,  in  the  class  of  I7G7,  like  most  young  men  of  tliat 
time,  was  an  ardent  patriot,  and  threw  himself  into  the  struggle  witli 
Great  Britain,  with  all  the  enthusiasm  of  his  nature,  and  was  appointed  a 
chaplain  in  the  American  army  under  General  Gates.  From  Chaplain 
Hitchcock's  diary,  Mhich  he  kept  from  the  time  he  entered  the  army  in  tiie 
Fall  of  '7G,  nntil  nearly  the  close  of  the  war,  Jlr.  Staples  read  copious  ex- 
tracts, which  gave  a  graphic  history  of  tlic  daily  incidents  of  the  war  a> 
they  transpired  around  him,  which  were  exceedingly  interesting,  but  to 
which  only  this  brief  reference  can  be  made  in  tliis  report;  except  thi> 
very  interesting  account  from  the  Chaplain's  diary  of  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant events  in  the  war,  the  capture  and  execution  (which  he  saw)  of 
Major  Andre.  After  giving  an  account  of  tlie  capture  of  Andre,  the  Chap- 
lain writes  : 

"September  2Sth,  1780:  Mr.  Andre,  the  British  Adjutant  General, 
and  Mr.  Smith,  brought  down  under  a  proper  guard.  20th  :  A  band  of 
General  ollicers  set  on  the  trial  of  .\ndre— Smith's  case,  (who  took  Bene- 
dict Arnold  to  the  Vulture  on  his  boat.)  referred  to  a  Court  Martial.  oOth  : 
Andre  found  guilty. 

"  October  1st,  Sunday  :  Divine  service  at  10  o'clock  ;  the  execution  of 
Major  .Vndre  appointed  at  5  o'clock,  but  a  little  before  the  time  a  llau 
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arrived  from  Gen  Clinton,  desiring  to  liavc  the  execntion  postponed  till  lie 
conld  send  another  with  some  proposal  for  saving  him.  The  exccntion 
deferred  for  the  present.  October  2nd,  1780:  At  12  o'clock  this  day  Avas 
executed  Major  Andre.  He  received  his  fate  with  greater  apparent  forti- 
tude than  others  saw  it.  lie  appeared  a  most  genteel  young  fellow,  hand- 
somely dressed  in  his  regimentals.  When  he  came  to  the  gallows  he  said 
he  well  knew  his  fate,  but  was  disappointed  in  the  mode.  He  ascended 
the  wagon  cheerfully,  fixed  the  halter  around  his  own  neck,  and  bound 
his  eyes  with  Ids  handkerchief,  and  said,  smiling,  '  a  few  moments  will 
settle  the  whole.'  Was  asked  if  he  had  anything  to  say;  lifting  up  the 
handkerchief  that  covered  his  eyes,  he  said :  'Gentlemen,  you  will  bear 
-witness  that  I  meet  my  fate  like  a  brave  man.'  To  which  the  Chaplain 
adds  :  '  Behold  the  end  of  human  greatness  ;  a  young  fellow  cut  off  in  the 
midst  of  the  brightest  prospects  by  the  hand  of  the  common  hangman !  " 

During  a  furlough  from  the  army  in  1780,  Chaplain  Hitchcock  visited 
his  brother,  David  Hitchcock,  then  living  in  this  city,  and  preached  a  few- 
Sabbaths  for  the  First  Congregational  Church  here,  which  resulted  in  his 
receiving  a  call  from  the  Society  to  become  tlieir  pastor,  which,  after  pro- 
curing a  substitute  for  himself  as  Chaplain  in  the  army,  he  accepted,  and 
was  installed  as  pastor  here,  October  1st,  1783,  Dr.  Cooper,  of  Brattle 
Street  Church,  Boston,  preaching  the  sermon,  and  Deacon  Samuel  Night- 
ingale, Dr.  James  Greene,  and  Mr.  Grindal  Keynolds,  being  the  Commit- 
tee of  Arrangements  in  behalf  of  the  church  and  society. 

j\[r.  Staples  gave  quite  a  full  history  of  the  long  pastorate  of  Dr. 
Hitchcock  in  this  city,  illustrated  with  numerous  further  extracts  from  the. 
diary  he  kept  during  that  period,  with  descriptions  of  the  peculiar  man- 
ners and  customs  of  those  dai's  of  both  pastors  and  people,  which  were 
exceedingly  interesting  and  instructive.  He  was  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  until  his  death,  which  occurred  February  27,  1S03;  a  period  of 
more  than  twenty  years.  The  paper  closes  with  an  account  of  the  works 
lie  published,  and  a  eulogium  of  his  many  public  and  private  labors  for  the 
good  of  all,  and  especially  his  influence  in  fostering  and  establishing  our 
public  schools,  and  his  high  character  as  a  Christian  minister  and  philan- 
thropist, patriotic  citizen  and  noble  man. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  addfcss  i\  motion  was  made  by 
Mr.  Allen,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Stone,  that  the  thanks  of 
the  Society  be  presented  to  the  llev.  Mr.  Staples  for  his 
highly  interesting  discotu'se,  and  that  a  copy  be  requested  for 
the  archives  of  the  Society.  After  critical  and  complimen- 
tary remarks  by  Messrs.  Allen  and  Stone,  the  resolution  was 
unanimously  passed. 

Notice  was  given  that  Mr.  George  C.  Mason,  of  Newport,

at  7^  o'clock  by  Vice  President  Allen. 

After  reading  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  by  the  Secre- 
tary, the  Librarian  announced  donations,  calling  special 
attention  to  an  admirable  likeness  of  the  distinguished  divine 
and  philanthropist,  ^Villiam  Ellery  Channing,  D.  D. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stone,  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were 
unanimously  voted  to  Dr.  "William  F.  Channing,  the  donor 
of  the  portrait. 

Hon.  John  R.  Bartlctt  reported  in  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Binding  and  Cataloguing  the  Works  of  the  Society, 
showing  that  the  appropriation  made  by  the  State  has  been 
judiciously  and  profitably  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  report  was  received,  and  the  same  Committee,  with 
Vice  President  Allen  added,  was  continued  with  instructions 
to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  and  make  application  for 
another  grant,  to  continue  the  work  so  well  begun. 

Mr.   Perry   declining  to  accept  the  appointment  on   the 
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Committee    on    Genealogical    Researches,    ]\Ir.    George    T. 
Paine  was  elected  to  that  place. 

George  C.  Mason,  Esq.,  of  Newport,  was  then  introduced 
l)j  the  Chairman,  and  read  a  highly  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive paper,  containing  an  account  of  a  remarkable  trial  that 
took  place  in  Providence  in  178G,  entitled  ":Nichola3  Easton 
vs.  the  Ciiy  of  Newport." 

A  year  or  two  prior  to  the  aforesaid  date,  Nicliolas  Easton,  Avlio  had 
inherited  the  Easton  farm  in  a  direct  line,  hiid  claim  to  the  pond,  marsh, 
and  beach,  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  land  conveyed  to  the  original  Nicho- 
las by  the  Freemen  of  Newport,  at  a  meeting  held  Febrnary  5,  lfi4  t,  for 
the  distribution  of  the  town  lands  undisposed  of,  and  subsequently  he  for- 
bade the  taking  away  of  sand,  gravel  and  seaweed  from  the  beach  without 
his  knowledge  and  consent.  But  little  attention  was  pajd  to  the  claim  till 
suit  was  brought  by  Easton  against  Gyles  Sanford,  for  trespass.  As  this 
was  to  be  a  test  case,  the  city  of  Newport  agreed  to  defend  it. 

The  city  of  Newport  was  represented  by  Messrs.  Marchant  &  Channing, 
Messrs.  llelme  &  Goodwin  appearing  for  the  plaintiff.  The  question  was 
argued  on  the  third  Monday  in  December,  1785,  in  the  Court  of  Common 
rieas,  and  by  rule  of  tlie  Court  was  sutjmittcd  for  judgment  to  Samuel 
Huntington,  Governor  of  Connecticut;  Eichard  Law,  of  New  London,  and 
Oliver  Ellsworth,  all  of  Connecticut,  who,  during  the  month  of  April  of 
the  same  year,  met,  by  appointment,  the  interested  parties  in  Providence, 
and  for  four  days  heard  the  testimony  in  the  case.  The  resnlt  was  an 
order  of  the  court,  which  is  described  as  follows :  "  By  order  of  the  court 
plat  of  the  beach  was  made,  April  Uth,  1780,  by  Caleb  Harris,  and 
together,  at  the  root  of  the  whole  matter,  it  was  thought  necessary  to  go 
back  to  the  early  distribution  of  laud  at  the  time  that  the  Island  was  first 
settled.  The  spot  where  the  settlement  was  made  was  at  the  east  and 
north  end  of  the  Island.  The  following  spring,  their  numbers  having  in- 
creased materially,  some  of  the  members  removed  to  the  southern  and 
western  side  of  the  Island,  and  formed  a  new  settlement.  Counsel  stated 
that  Nicholas  Easton  planned  the  movement  to  the  southern  end  of  the 
Island.  Some  circumstances  led  the  people  of  Khode  Island  to  elect, 
during  the  year  1G37-S,"  Mr.  Coddington  as  Governor.  In  1C40  the  voters 
decided  that  their  chief  magistrate  should  henceforth  be  styled  Governor. 
The  resolution  providing  that  the  towns  of  Newport  and  Portsmouth  shall 
be  represented  by  a  Governor,  a  Deputy  Governor  and  four  assistants. 
The  land  within  the  township  was  divi<lcd  into  plats,  a  plat  to  each  pro- 
prietor. Nicholas  Easton's  portion  is  described  as  follows,  in  a  paper 
signed  by  Joseph  Perry,  Town  Clerk,  December  5,  1C02:  "Upon  the  5th 
day  of  February,  IGU,  the  old  Freemen  of  the  town  of  Newport  were

called  tojrctlier  for  the  disposition  and  ordering  of  tlio  town  lands  undis- 
posed of,  and  by  conipntation,  tinding  not  above  sixty  acres,  they  jointly 
did  agree  that  in  regard  the  town  was  indebted  to  Nicholas  Easton,  tli;it 
he  should  have  that  parcel  unto  him  and  his  heirs,  in  part  of  satisfaction 
of  the  debt,  at  two  shillings  per  acre,  according  to  cnstoin.  To  Mr. 
Kicholas  Easton  Ave  appoint  his  farm  to  begin  on  the  east  side  of  the  .Mill 
Pond,  in  the  middle  of  the  valley,  and  so,  in  a  straight  line  to  extend  east- 
ward to  the  marked  Tree  at  Stony  Kiver,  and  by  that  river  side  to  tin- 
ftills,  and  from  thence  by  the  verge  of  the  hill  to  the  sea,  to  the  edge  oi' 
the  rocks,  and  so  bounded  by  the  sea  south  and  west  to  the  middle  of  the 
hill,  between  the  issuing  out  of  the  pond  and  the  cart  way,  and  from 
thence  about  by  the  pond  side  to  the  aforesaid  valley. 

"  These  parcels  of  land  were  laid  from  Mr.  Easton's  proposition,  ami 
contain  3G9  acres,  and  were  .so  regulated  until  recently  that  Jlr.  Nichohi- 
Easton  Avas  given  a  farm  beginning  at  the  cast  side  of  the  Mill  Pond,  in 
the  middle  of  the  valley,  and  so,  in  a  straigiit  line  to  extend  eastward  lu 
the  marked  tree  at  Stony  Piver,  and  by  that  river  side  to  the  falls,  an. I 
from  thence  by  the  verge  of  the  hill  to  the  sea,  to  the  edge  of  the  rocks. 
and  so  bounded  by  the  sea  south  and  west  to  the  middle  of  the  hill,  be- 
tween the  issuing  out  of  the  pond  and  the  cart  way,  and  from  thence  abniit 
by  the  pond  side  to  the  aforesaid  valley  ;  likewise  on  the  southwest  side 
of  the  pond,  bounded  by  the  highway  on  the  back  side,  to  over  against  tlif 
Louse,  and  so  by  marked  trees  un(o  a  small  tree  over  against  Mr.  J5nii- 
tou's  line,  and  by  that  line  through  the  swamp  unto  the  verge  of  the  pond, 
a  part  of  Mr.  Brenton's  nnirsh  intervening;  as  also  two  acres  of  pastun' 
and  one  cow-shay  near  Aquidneck  Point,  with  his  house,  etc.,  and  six 
acres  of  upland  and  six  acres  of  fencing  copse,  lying  between  ]\Ir  Bracey'- 
farm  and  Henry  Bull's  meadows;  all  which  parcels  is  laid  forth  for  hi> 
proportion,  309  acres  allowed  by  order,  with  twenty  also  by  order,  allows! 
lor  the  mill,  in  proportion  of acres,  more  or  less,  to  him  appointed." 

Mr.  ilason  made  a  further  and  very  accurate  description  of  the  boundaiy 
Hue  which  was  claimed  by  Mr.  Nicholas  Easton,  the  latter  gentleman  en- 
deavoring to  prove  by  records  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  right  of  way  h< 
what  is  now  known  as  Eastou's  Beach,  producing  a  document  in  the  form 
of  a  will,  dated  December  5,  1GC2,  which  assumed  to  give  to  Mr.  Nicli()la> 
Easton,  and  his  heirs  forever,  the  right  of  way  of  the  properly  in  qucslion. 
It  was  almost  impossible  to  dctine  the  strict  intentions  of  the  Eastons  in 
making  wills  between  the  dates  of  ICDO  and  17(38,  which,  Mr.  Mason,  how- 
ever, convinces  his  hearers,  could  be  construed  into  the  idea  of  the  town 
being  justified  in  opposing  a  claim  of  an  individual  of  a  specilic  right  "i 
Avay.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  whole  argument  for  the  city  of  Newpoit 
was  favorable  to  itself,  as  the  following  atlidavit  will  prove : 

"  Samuel  Dyre,  of  Newport,  in  the  county  of  Newport,  Esq.,  aged  ''■■ 
years,  being  duly  sworn,  on  his  oath  said,  that  in  the  lifetime  of  his  hii'- 
uncle,  Samuel  Dyre,  deceased,  he  was  oftentimes  sent  by  his  said  iiml''. 
with  whom  he  lived,  for  sand,  but  was  always  ordered  by  him  to  ask  !i!'- 
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crty  of  Nicholas  Easton,  Esq.,  uncle  to  the  present  Nicholas  Easton,  who 
gave  it  upon  request.  The  clcp'ouent  also  saith  that  since  the  decease  of 
his  said  uncle,  Samuel  Dyre,  he  hath  oftentimes  carted  sand  from  the 
beach  called  Easton's  beach  to  his  own  farm,  but  ever  asked  liberty.  That 
for  about  thirty-five  years  past  he  hiith  known  and  been  familiarly  ac- 
quainted mth  the  farm  called  Easton's  farm  in  Newport,  now  in  the  tenure 
and  occupation  of  the  present  Nicholas  Easton,  of  Newport,  together  with 
the  pond,  beach  and  marsh  thereto  adjoining:,  while  the  same  were  sever- 
ally in  the  tenure,  occupation  and  improvement  of  Nicholas  Easton,  the 
uncle  of  the  present  Nicholas  Eastou,  and  the  now  Nicholas,  and  that,  as 
well  as  the  beach,  marsh  aud  the  uplaml,  were  included  within  the  same 
enclosure  aud  under  the  immediate  improvement  as  well  of  the  said  Nicho- 
las, the  uncle,  as  the  present  Nicholas,  and  that  the  deponent's  uncle, 
Samuel  Dyre,  deceased,  was  born  in  the  year  1GS8,  as  this  deponent  hath 
seen  registered  in  a  family  Bible,  and  now  stands  engraved  on  his  tomb- 
stone. (Signed)  Samukl  Dvuk." 

Mr.  "^lason  also  introduced  the  name  of  :Mr.  James  Coggeshall,  who  is 
designated  as  "  one  of  the  people  called  Quakers,"  who  testified  that  a  gate 
was  placed  for  travelers  at  each  end  of  the  beach,  and  that  afterwards 
and  during  the  life  of  Nicholas  Eastou  it  was  kept  there  aud  intended  to 
be  a  private  mark  of  right  of  May. 

The  case  was  finally  left  to  three  referees,  viz.  :  Samuel  Huntington, 
Richard  Law,  and  Oliver  Ellsworth;  that  although  "the  said  Nicholas 
Easton  and  those  whose  right  hath,"  have  from  time  to  time  claimed  an 
exclusive  right  in  fee  to  the  said  premises,  they  "have  not  had  such  exclu- 
sive and  adverse  possession  as  to  disseize  said  town  or  city,  or  gain  a  title ; 
therefore  they  decide  that  the  said  disputed  premises  with  all  the  privileges 
thereof,  ought  to  l)e  and  shall  be  and  remain  to  the  said  city  of  Newport, 
for  their  common  use  forever.  And  we  further  award  that  the  taxable 
costs  be  paid  equally  by  the  parties."  As  the  city  had  gained  its  point,  it 
then  conceded  to  the  plaintitf  that  all  their  claims  should  be  limited  to  the 
beach,  thus  giving  him  the  pond,  marsh,  etc.  He  did  not  quietly  abide  by 
this,  but  called  the  decision  of  the  referees  in  question,  because  of  an  error 
hi  placing  of  one  word,  so  the  decision  was  given  again,  this  time  clearly 
debarring  him  from  beach,  marsh,  and  pond,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  frcc- 
meu  holden  October  8,  1787,  the  town  appointed  a  committee  to  support 
this  right  in  any  way  they  should  judge  lit.  This  committee  finally 
arranged  a  compromise,  viz.  :  the  city  of  Newport  relinquished  to  said 
Easton  aud  his  heirs  forever,  all  the  right  to  the  "kelp,  coral,  rockweed,'' 
aud  all  of  everything  of  this  kind,  cast  on  the  beach,  aud  to  give  up  all 
right  and  title  to  the  "  beach  and  marsh  laud,  together  with  the  pond  adja- 
cent, to  the  said  town  of  Newport  forever." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  utldrcss,  pertinent  and  interesting 
remarks  were  made  by  the  Chairman,  who  elicited  from  Hon, 
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William  P.  Sheffield   and    Dr.  William  F.  Channing,  soinr 
■  highly  appreciated  explanations  of  the  principles  involved  in 
the  case  set  forth  by  Mr.  Mason. 

On  motion  of  Ex-Governor  Padelford,  the  thanks  of  the 
Society  were  voted  to  Mr.  Mason  for  his  valuable  and  in- 
structive paper,  and  a  copy  was  requested  for  the  archives  of 
the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  Genealogical  Kcsearches  leported, 
through  Mr.  Allen,  explaining  the  object  in  view,  and  recom- 
mending a  definite  plan  of  action. 

On  motion  of  iMr.  Stone,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the 
Committee  was  instructed  to  brin<rthc  mattef  to  the  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly,  asking  for  such  cooperative  action 
ns  shall  effect  the  desired  object. 

Hon.  "William  P.  Sheffield  was  announced  to  read  the  next 
paper  on  the  2yth  instant. 

Adjourned.

SPECIAL   MEETING. 


Providence,  February  29th,  1876. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  both  Vice  Presidents, 
Hon.  Seth  Padelford  was  chosen  Chairman  of  the  meeting. 

After  the   reading  of  the   record  of  the  last  meeting,  the 
Librarian  announced  donations  made  to  the  Society. 
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Hon.  AVillinm  P.  Shofficld,  of  Newport,  then  read  a  care- 
full}'  prepared  paper,  whicli  was  listened  to  with  lively  inter- 
est, on  the  history  of  Block  Island. 

After  alliicliiig  briefly  to  tlie  earlier  accounts  and  traditions  of  this 
island,  from  the  first  known  visit  of  the  white  man  to  its  shores,  and  to  its 
takinij  its  name  from  the  earl^-  naviirator,  Captain  Adrian  Block,  he  gave 
an  account  of  the  meeting  of  nine  persons  in  IJoxl.niry  in  IGGO,  to  confer 
about  the  purchase  of  the  island,  the  subsequent  building  of  a  bark  to 
transpor-t  cattle,  etc.,  to  the  island,  and  a  shallop  to  convey  the  passengers, 
of  the  visit  of  a  portion  of  the  purchasers  in  IGGl,  saying  that  of  the  per- 
sons engaged  in  that  trajisaction,  the  name  of  Eose,  the  master  of  this 
bark,  is  the  only  one  now  extant  on  the  island  In  1C05,  the  people  %vho 
liked  the  idea  of  belonging  to  Rliode  Island,  elected  Thomas  Terry  and 
James  Sands  to  represent  them  in  theGeneral  Assembly,  and  the  Assembly 
decided  to  admit  them.  Soon  after  tliat  a  commission  was  appointed  to 
visit  the  island  and  see  if  there  were  any  facilities  for  a  harbor,  a  matter 
which  lias  been  used  for  electioneering  purposes  from  that  lime  until 
nearly  to  the  present.  The  Gcnei-al  Assembly,  in  October,  1072,  granted 
the  town  a  charter  under  the  name  of  New  Shoreham,  probably  from 
Shoreham  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  England.  In  speaking  of  the  dillicul- 
ties  of  the  early  settlers,  he  read  extracts  to  show  that  it  was  not  at  first 
the  intention  of  the  Narragansetts  to  join  in  King  Philip's  war.  In  lG8f>, 
the  French,  who  were  at  that  time  in  a  quasi  war  with  England,  visited  the 
island  and  committed  some  depredations,  taking  away  one  of  the  inhabit- 
ants. Three  times  the  French  visited  the  island,  and  committed  great 
cruelties  to  the  people.  In  1G90  the  General  Assembly  voted  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  Captains  Paine  and  Godfrey,  in  their  expedition  against  the 
enemy  at  Block  Island.  In  170S,  in  answer  to  a  petition  from  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  island,  the  General  Assembly  sent  fifteen  men,  English  and 
Indians,  as  a  garrison  for  the  island,  together  with  ammunition,  and  pre- 
parations -were  made  fur  defence,  the  garrison  to  remain  there  as  long  as 
the  authorities  of  tiie  island  deemed  necessary. 

Mr.  Shefiield  then  gave  an  account  of  the  early  settlers,  their  modes  of 
life,  their  peculiarities,  their  manners  and  customs.  For  years  much  time 
was  taken  up  in  preparations  for  defence,  procuring  arms  and  ammunition, 
arranging  modes  of  alarm  and  modes  of  action  when  an  alarm  was  given. 
During  the  eight  years  of  the  Kevolutiou  the  inhabitants  of  this  island 
suflered  many  privations  and  hardships. 

Mr.  Sheflield  also  gave  an  account  of  the  "Palatine  or  Phantom  Sliip," 
without  which,  he  said,  no  history  of  Block  Island  would  be  complete. 
There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  tliis  ship  sailed  from  Holland  in  1720, 
laden  with  emigrants,  who  were  fleeing  from  persecutions  in  the  Lower 
Palatinate,  in  Germany,  bound  for  Philadelphia;  that  while  most  of  them 
were  poor,  they  were  not  all  so ;  that  during  the  passage  the  passengers 
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■were  nearly  starved  ;  that  tlie  ship  lingered  about  Block  Island  for  snnif 
time,  and  that  finally  all  the  passengers  Avith  the  exception  of  one  lady  ni 
great  wealth  who  refused  to  leave  the  ship,  landed  on  the  shore,  and  wen- 
taken  care  of  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Ray,  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  orijrinal 
settlers,  but  so  emaciated  and  exhausted  were  they  that  they  over-ate,  ami 
all  died  but  three  women,  who  settled  on  the  island,  and  had  descendants  -. 
and  that  the  oflicers  abandoned  the  ship  for  the  purpose  of  gettinir  their 
eflects.  There  were  until  very  recently  on  the  island  clusters  of  gi-avo^ 
which  were  known  as  the  "Palatine  graves."  These  facts  have  been 
woven  into  fiction,  and  thc'storyis  told  by  various  authors.  Mr.  SlieflioM 
read  vivid  descrijitions  of  the  "  phantom  or  fire  ship,"  whicli  was  visible 
near  where  the  ship  landed,  at  times  from  that  date  until  1>S32,  written  by 
those  who  Imd  seen  it  more  tlian  once. 

Mr.  Shcincld  closed  witli  an  eloquent  description  of  the  topograpliy  of 
Block  Island  and  its  natural  scenery. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  Rev.  E.  M.  Stone,  nftor 
some  critical  remarks,  oirercd  the  following  resolution,  wliicli 
was  unanimously  })assed  ; 

licsolvcd,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  are  hereby  tendered  to  ttie 
Hon.  William  P.  Sheflield,  for  his  very  interesting  and  valuable  paper  on 
Block  Island,  read  this  evening,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  deposit  a  coiiy 
in  our  archives. 

The  meeting  was  numerously  atteiulcd  and  its  interest  wa^ 
sustained  to  the  close. 


"William  J.  Hoppin,  Esq.,  of  New   York,  was   announced 
to  read  a  paper  on  the  evening  of  the  14th  of  ]March.

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SPECIAL  ]MEETIXG. 


Providence,  March  14,  J876. 

A  mimcrously  altcntletl  meeting  was  held  this  evening, 
Vice  President  Allen  in  the  chair. 

The  Cabinet  Keeper  announced  the  donations  received 
since  the  last  meeting,  notabl}'  among  which  was  a  block  of 
Slate  Kock,  presented  by  the  Messrs.  Tingle}'  Brothers. 
Upon  this  is  tastefully  carved  an  explanation  of  its  origin  and 
its  associations  with  the  founder  of  this  colony. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman,  ]\Ir.  Stone  explained  the 
ivay  in  which  the  money  appropriated  by  the  State  has  been 
expended,  pointing  to  the  full  shelves  of  the  lihode  Island 
alcove  as  an  illustration  of  all  he  would  say. 

AVilliam  Jones  Iloppin,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  was  then  in- 
troduced and  road  an  interesting  and  valuable  pa[)cr,  giving 
a  very  full  account  of  "the  Continental  Frigate  Providence, 
with  extracts  from  the  journal  of  one  of  her  ofliceis." 

The  "Frigate  Providence"  was  the  first  Continental  naval  vessel  built 
liere  and  launched  in  lUiode  Island  waters,  and  commanded  by  a  native  of 
this  State.  She  was  built  at  or  near  Fox  Point  and  launched  :May  24th, 
177G,  and  was«onc  of  thirteen  war  ships  ordei'ed  by  an  act  of  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  the  preceding  winter,  two  of  which  were  ordered  con- 
structed in  Khode  Island,  the  other  being  the  "  Warren,''  built  at  Warren, 
and  launched  a  few  days  after  the  Providence,  which  Avas  a  2S-gun  ship, 
her  first  captain  being  Samuel  Tompkins;  but  before  her  trial  trip  in  the 
following  October,  Captain  Abraham  Whipple  (afterwards  Commodore) 
was  i)laccd  in  connnand.  John  Pitcher  Avas  First  Lieutenant;  Daniel 
Daboll,  Second  Lieutenant,  Sylvester  Bowers  was  Master  Builder  of  the 
Providence. 

"William  Jones,  grandfather  of  Mr.  Tloppin,  was.Captain  of  Marines  in 
the  Providence,  and  after  giving  a  brief  biographical  sketch  of  him  he  read 
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extracts  froin  tlic  diary  kept  by  Captain  Jones,  commencing  with  an  ac- 
count of  her  escape  from  rrovideuce  river  by  running  the  gauntlet  of  the 
British  fleet  stationed  ofl'  Pa\ytuxet,  "Warwick  Neck  and  Toint  Jiuiitli,  to 
intercept  her,  on  the  night  of  April  30th,  1778;  and  continued  with  an  ac- 
count of  her  voj-age  to  Nantes,  France,  as  bearer  of  important  dispatelies 
in  relation  to  tlie  recently  formed  treaty  of  alliance  with  France,  to  John 
Adams  and  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Arthur  Lee,  the  American  Commis- 
sioners at  Paris  at  that  time.  Extracts  giving  the  very  interesting  expe- 
riences of  Captain  Jones  at  Paris  and  other  French  cities,  were  also  read 
from  the  diary. 

These  extracts,  with  the  connecting  links  written  by  Mr.  lloppin,  gave 
a  full  history  of  the  Ehode-Island-man-of-war  "Providence"  during  her 
short  but  eventful  career  of  four  years,— from  the  time  she  was  launched, 
the  actions  in  which  she  was  engaged,  the  number  of  prizes  she  captured, 
of  her  commander.  Commodore  Whipple,  Admiral  Esek  Hopkins,  and 
others  of  the  early  naval  heroes  of  our  State,  Avho  gave  our  little  navy  its 
world  M'ide  fame, — until  she  was  suri'endered,  with  several  other  govern- 
ment vessels,  to  the  British  fleet  that  captured  Charleston  in  the  spring 
of  1780.  The  paper,  of  which  we  give  only  this  briefest  of  abstracts,  was 
exceedingly  well  written  and  read,  very  interesting  and  instructive,  and  at 
its  close  Mr.  lloppin  was  warmly  applauded  by  his  audience,  which  nearly 
filled  the  Cabinet,  and  was  one  of  the  largest  companies  of  hearers  ever 
present  at  these  meetings  of  the  Society. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  ]M.  Stone,  it  was  iintmimously 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  are  hereby  tendered  to  AVilliam 
J.  lloppin,  Esq.,  for  the  very  interesting  and  instructive  paper  to  which  we 
have  this  evening  listened;  — a  paper  setting  forth  in  their  true  light  the 
services  rendered  by  the  Continental  ship  Providence,  and  by  the  patriotic 
citizens  of  Rhode  Island, — and  that  a  copy  of  this  paper  be  solicited  for 
"the  archives  of  the  Society. 

The  piiper  was  listened  to  '.villi  marked  interest  from  be- 
ginning to  end,  and  was  followed  with  critical  find  compli- 
mentary remarks  liy  ^lessrs.  Stone,  Allen  and  Perry. 

Mr.  lloppin.  who  has  in  his  possession  all  the  origiiutl 
papers  of  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  of  the  Cincinnati,  was 
invited  to  produce,  in  the  course  of  this  ceiitennitd  year, 
a  memorial  of  this  extinct  veteran  band. 

The  Society  adjourned  to  the  28th   instant,  to  listen  to  the 
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lliird  :iik1   coucliicliiig  paper   of  "William  J.  jMiller,  Etq.,  on 
the  AVainpaiioag  Indians'.

Peoyidence,  March  28,  187G. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  a  quarter  before  ciglit 
o'clock,  l)y  Vice  President  Allen,  when  the  Cabinet  Keeper 
announced  donations  received  since  the  last  meeting,  from 
Captain  A.  ]\r.  Hairison,  of  U.  S.  Coast  Survey,  Henry  T. 
Drowne,  of  New  York,  John  C.  Thompson,  John  A.  IIow- 
land,  and  Edwin  ^I.  Stone,  of  Providence. 

"William  J.  jNIiller,  Esq.,  of  Bristol,  then  read  his  third 
paper  on  the  A\'ampanoag  Indians. 

It  coiUinned  the  history  of  the  Indian  Avar  in  this  State,  Connecticut 
and  Massacliusetts,  and  particularly  tlic  part  taken  in  it  by  the  Wanipanoags 
and  their  great  chief,  "King  Philip,"  from  June,  1G75,  at  -which  point  the 
narrative  closed  iu  liis  second  paper,  until  the  death  of  Philip  at  Mount 
Hope,  August  12tli,  IGTG,  old  style. 

jMr.  Miller's  paper,  after  describing  some  of  the  most  important  events 
that  preceded  it,  gave  a  very  graphic  and  interesting  account  of  the 
"Great  Swamp  Fight,"  in  Kingston,  at  which  some  historians  claim  that 
Philip  was  present  but  escaped  v.ith  other  Indians  when  their  stronghold 
was  carried  by  the  English  and  friendly  Indians,  traced  his  subsequent 
career,  Avith  his  warriors,  through  their  massacres  and  devastations  iu  the 
towns  of  western  Massachusetts,  and  in  llehobotli  and  the  town  of  Provi- 
dence, during  the  spring  and  summer  months  of  1G7G,  until  he  was  driven 
back  to  his  home  at  Mount  Hope,  in  Bristol,  by  Captain  Cluirch  and  his 
soldiers,  where  they  attacked  and  killed  him,  August  12th,  1C7G,  cutting 
oft"  his  head  and  sending  it  to  Plymouth  as  a  great  trophy,  cutting  his  body 
into  four  quarters  and  gibbeting  his  remains  upon  the  trees  of  Mouut 
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Hope,  where  traces  of  tlicm  were  to  be  seen  years  afterward.  Tlic  ii:i|h  r 
closed  with  a  pathetic  allusion  to  the  wife  and  son  of  Philip,  mIio  wei.- 
sold  into  slavery  after  his  death. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reuding,  Dr.  Charles  W.  Parsons-, 
after  oflering  a  few  critical  and  complimentar}'  remarks,  [pro- 
posed the  following  resolution,  which  Avas  iinanimon,>ly 
passed  : 

liesolved.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  William  ,1. 
Miller,  Esq.,  for  his  valuable  and  intcrestini;-  paper  read  to  us  this  eveuinu'. 
and  tliat  a  copy  of  the  same  be  requested  for  the  archives  of  the  Society. 

The  meeting  was  fully  attended,  and  after  the  announeo- 
mcnt  that  the  quarterly  meeting  Avonld  take  place  Tuesday 
evening,  April  dth,  was  adjourned.

The  Coinmittce  on  Grounds  and  Building  made  a  report, 
recommending  that  the  order  made  at  the  annual  meeting  to 
remove  the  double  inside  doors  be  reconsidered,  and  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Howhuid,  seconded  by  ]Mr.  Jenks,  the  reso- 
lution referred  to  was  reconsidered,  and  then  laid  upon  the 
table. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Channing,  who  gave  formal  notice 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  a  proposed  change  of  the  constitu- 
tion, requiring  the  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  on 
genealogical  researches,  action  on  this  subject  was  deferred 
to  the  adjourned  meeting. 

The  Secretar}'^,  ]Mr.  Perr}',  read  a  brief  paper  upon  the 
History  of  the  Providence  INIarine  Societ}'-,  consisting  of  some 
of  the  prominent  events  in  its  history,  and  statistics  com- 
piled from  its  records,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract : 

Tlie  Proviflcnce  Marine  Society,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  estimable 
cliaritable  institnlious  of  our  city,  was  established  more  than  three  quar- 
ters of  a  century  ago,  when  commerce  was  a  leading  branch  of  business 
here,  its  act  of  incorporation  declaring  it  to  be  "  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting maritime  l^uowlcdge,  and  alleviating  the  necessities  of  marine  cap- 
tains and  their  families." 

The  preliminary  meeting  for  organizing  the  Society  Avas  held  at  the 
"  CofVee  House,"  on  ^larlcct  Square,  ^lay  2d,  1798,  when  the  following 
named  persons  Avere  appointed  a  commit  tee  to  draft  a  charter  and  by-laws  : 
JolinUpdil^c,  Moses  Lippitt,  JonatlianTreadwell,  Samuel  Godfrey,  Thomas 
Bring,  William  F.  McGee,  Samuel  Allen,  and  Seth  Wheaton..  This  com- 
mittee reported  a  charter  and  by-laws  at  a  general  meeting  held  at  the 
Coflee  House,  i\Iay  22d,  which  were  adopted,  and  olhcers  chosen  to  serve 
until  the  annual  meeting  in  the  following  July.  At  the  June  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  170S,  the  Societ}' was  duly  incorporated,  and  officers 
were  elected,  under  the  act,  ou  the  4th  of  July  following. 

The  following  named  original  corporators  have  long  since  passed  awaj', 
some  leaving  representatives  who  worthily  represent  them,  while  of  others 
all  trace  is  lost,  and  even  their  names  have  a  foreign  sound  :

The  Society  was  authorized  to  use  a  seal,  which  it  early  secured,  and  to 
hold  property  to  the  amount  of  840,000,  and  adopted  a  rule  that  any  per- 
son serving  as  Secretary  for  one  year  should  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
and  benelits,  althongh  he  liad  not  been  a  shipmaster. 

The  Providence  Marine  Corps  of  Artillery  originated  with  the  Marine 
Society,  as  shown  by  its  records.  At  a  special  meeting,  held  at  Rea's, 
October  20th,  1801,  it  was  voted  to  present  a  petition  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  a  charter  for  the  "Independent  Company  of  :Marine  Artil- 
lery;" also  voted  that  the  President  and  Secretary  draft  the  petition,  and 
that  the  following  officers  be  chosen  for  the  company:  1st  oflicer,  Captaui 
Seth  Wheaton;  2d,  Amos  M.  Atwcll ;  3d,  Charles  Sheldon;  4th,  Benjamin 
E.  Gorton ;  oth,  Samuel  Allen. 

The  committee  reported,  October  2Gth ;  the  form  of  petition  was 
approved  and  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  by  James 
Burrill,  Jr.,  Esq. 

After  briefly  reviewing  the  laudable  work  of  charity  in  which  the  Society 
had  extended  its  usefulness  and  benetits  through  so  many  years,  Mr.  Perry 
closed  his  paper  with  the  following  list  of  its  ollicers  from  the  beginning, 
with  the  term  of  service  of  each,  in  the  order  of  their  election,  as  follows:

It  was  expected  that  some  of  the  honored  and  venerable 
memhers  of  the  Marine  Societj^  would  be  present  to  address 
the  meeting,  after  the  reading  of  the  paper,  but  the  severity 
of  the  storm  prevented  their  attendance. 

The  Secretary  gave  notice  that  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
would  be  held  at  the  Cabinet  on  Monday  evening  next,  10th 
inst.,  at  7 J  o'clock,  in  commemoration  of  the  burning  of  the 
town  of  Providence  by  the  Indians,  the  two  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  whicli  event  occurs  on  that  day ;  that  Vice  Presi- 
dent Allen  would  read  a  paper  on  the  sul)ject,  and  that  a  large 
and  valuable  collection  of  the  warlike  and  peaceful  imple- 
ments of  the  Indian  tribes  that  formerly  possessed  these 
plantations,  would  also  be  exhibited. 


The  meeting  was   adjourned  to   the   10th  inst,  at   quarter 
before  eight  o'clock.

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ANNIVERSARY  MEETING. 


Peovidence,  April  10,  187G. 

It  being  llip,  two  luinclrcdlh  anniversary  of  the  Ijurning  of 
Providence  by  the  Indians  in  1G7G,  a  meeting  Avas  held  this. 
evening,  with  exercises  having  special  reference  to  the  occa- 
sion. 

At  a  qnarter  before  eiiiht  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  b}-  Vice  Pi'csidcnt  Allen. 

Rev.  jNIr.  Stone,  Librarian  announced  the  following  con- 
tributions to  the  Society  : 

From  F.  B  Iliiydcn,  geologist,  second  volunic  of  the  Report  of  tlie 
United  Stales  Geological  Survej' of  the  United  States  Territories:  from 
Miss  Elizabeth  Andrews,  of  Providence,  portrait  of  Commodore  Wliipplc, 
one  of  the  first  Commodores  of  the  United  States  Xuvj-  from  this  State,  a 
cabinet  photograph,  colored,  full  lengtli ;  from  Pliebc  and  Mary  S.  Mason, 
bj'  Albert  llolbrook,  of  Providence,  some  burned  Indian  corn  _^taken  from 
ruins  of  Deertield,  burned  by  the  Indians  iu  ICT"),  and  handed  down  in  tlie 
Mason  family;  from  E.  "W.  Clarke,  Thanksgiving  anniversary  sermon, 
preaclied  iu  November,  1798,  by  Eev.  Jonas  French,  pastor  of  South 
Church,  Andovcr,  ]Mass. 

Mr.  Cliarles  Gorton,  of  Providence,  a  lineal  descendant  of  Samuel  Gor- 
ton, one  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  State  and  friend  of  the  Indians,  exhib- 
ited a  very  large  collection  of  Indian  relics,  comprising  spear  and  arrow 
heads,  axes,  pestles,  scrapers,  pipes,  wampum,  etc.,  including  one  stone 
ma^sk,  representing  a  human  face,  which  was  found  near  Field's  Point  a 
few  years  since,  and  in  connection  with  the  collection  read  a  very  inter- 
esting paper  on  the  habits  and  customs  of  the  Indians,  and  described  their 
mode  of  making  and  using  these  stone  implements.  Mr.  Gorton  is  an 
enthusiast  on  tlie  subject  of  Indian  history  and  relics,  and  his  collection, 
of  which  he  has  four  or  five  hundred  specimens,  which  were  exhibited  at  this 
meeting,  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  largest  and  most  perfect  private  col- 
lections iu  the  couutrv. 
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Vice  President  Allen  then  read  a  paper  on  Indian  history,  in  Avhich  he 
made  a  review  of  the  treatment  of  the  Indians  by  the  first  settlers  of  IMas- 
sachnsetts  and  Khode  Island,  from  the  time  of  the  landing  of  the  pilgrims 
until  the  burning  of  the  town  of  Providence  by  the  Indians,  April  lOlh, 
.  1C76,  and  subsequently  claiming  that  Indian  war  of  extermination  grew 
out  of  the  flagrant  wrongs  and  injustice  inllicted  upon  them  by  the  Ply- 
mouth Colonists,  who  would  not  tolerate  either  red  or  white  men  who  dif- 
fered from  them  in  belief,  and  tJierefore  drove  Ptoger  Williams  into  exile 
among  these  savages  in  the  wilderness  here,  wliere  he  founded  the  city 
and  State.  Mr.  Allen  said  the  object  of  his  paper  was  to  contrast  the 
Jewish  ecclesiastical  policy  with  which  the  colonists  attempted  to  subdue 
and  govern  the  Indians  they  found  here  in  possession  of  the  lands  they 
took  from  them,  with  the  policy  of  "peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  all 
men,"  and  freedom  to  worsliip  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  conscience, 
which  was  tlic  Christian  principle  on  which  Poger  Williams  founded  a 
State  here— the  first  ever  founded  ou  absolute  civil  and  religious  freedom, 
and  which  has  been  maintained  and  spread  through  all  our  land. 

On  motioji  of  lion.  John  R.  Bartlett,  seconded  h}  Rev.  E. 
M.  Stone,  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were  voted  to  Mr.  Gor- 
ton for  tlie  exhibition  and  explanation  of  his  choice  collection 
of  Indian  relics  ;  and  to  \'ice  President  xVllen  for  his  eloquent 
and  appropriate  address  in  defence  of  Roger  Williams'  doc- 
trine of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  and  of  his  humane  and 
Christian  treatment  of  the  aboriginal  proprietors  of  this  land. 

At  this  stage  in  the  meeting,  all  present  were  invited  by 
the  chairman  to  take  part  in  discussing  any  points  suggested 
by  the  papers  that  had  been  read.  In  response  to  calls, 
:\Iessrs.  William  J.  Miller,  Samuel  II.  Vwdes,  John  R.  Bart- 
lett, Rev.  C.  A.  Staples,  Dr.  C.  W.  Parsons,  and  :\Ir.  Wil- 
liam P.  Upham,vof  Salem,  Mass.,  made  brief  and  spirited 
addresses. 

The  meeting  was  numerously  attended  and  the  interest  was 
sustained  till  the  close,  when  many  remained  examining  the 
Indian  relics  and  discussing  the  topics  of  the  evening  till  a 
late  hour.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  :it  7i  o'clock,  r.  m.,  l)y 
Vice  President  Allen. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Eev.  E.  M.  Stone  rrad 
the  records  of  the  last  meeting,  and  letters  from  Rev.  Dr. 
Howe,  and  lion.  John  S.  Bmyton,  thanking  the  Society  for 
the  honor  of  their  election  as  corresponding  members ;  ho 
also  read  a  letter  from  Thomas  ^Y.  lligginson,  Esq.,  express- 
ing interest  in  the  ol)jects  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  B.  F.  Pabodic  was  elected  Secretary,  pro  tempore. 

The  Librarian  announced  the  donations  received  since  the 
last  meeting. 

Mr.  William  A.  Mowry  read  a  very  interesting  paper  upon  the  Ili-tory 
of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  dwelling  particularly  U))ou  the  evidences  of  uveal 
meutal  ability  uhich  is  sometimes  found  among  the  Indians,  and  the  un- 
christian treatment  which  this  tribe  luis  received,  aud  the  humiliation  oi 
the  United  States  government  in  this  counection.  lie  commenced  %vitli 
the  condition  of  the  tribe,  then  located  in  Georgia,  at  the  time  of  the  fir>t 
efforts  of  the  missionaries  ^vith  them.  When  the  missionaries  weri' 
cudeavoring  to  invent  an  alphabet  for  their  language,  an  untutored  .-avagi- 
iu  the  interior  of  Georgia,  named  Sequoyah,  or  George  Guess,  ^vho  could 
not  speak  English,  and  who  had  no  connection  with  the  missionarie-;,  but 
who  had  seen  an  English  spelling  book  and  had  beeu  told  that  it  was  tlie 
"  talking  leaf  of  the  white  man,"  after  thinking  the  matter  over,  con- 
cluded that  the  Indian  language  could  be  put  into  form,  and,  alone  and 
unaided,  went  to  work,  and  at  last  succeeded  in  making  a  perfect  syllabic 
alphabet  of  eighty-six  characters,  each  representing  a  syllable  ami  all  rej)- 
rcseutiug  all  the  syllables  in  the  Cherokee  language,  lie  used  most  of  the 
letters  of  the  English  alphabet  for  his  characters,  and  inventeil  some  ol 
his  own.  As  each  character  was  a  syllable  it  re<iuired  no  knowledire 
of  spelling,  and  it  was  only  necessary  to  once  learn  the  characters  to  be 
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able  to  read  and  write  easily,  requiriug  but  three  daj-s  stud}'.  This  is  the 
onl}' perfect  syllabic- alphabet  in  the  world  and  was  at  once  adopted  by 
the  missionaries.  Guess  also  invented  a  perfect  system  of  numbers, 
was  a  skilled  silversmith,  and  a  wise  diplomatist.  In  1824,  three  years 
after  the  invention  of  this  alphabet,  the  condition  of  this  tribe  was  encour- 
aging. They  had  made  great  progress  in  the  arts  of  civilization.  Nearly 
all  the  adult  population  and  more  than  half  the  whole  tribe  could  read  and 
write.  There  had  been  a  wonderful  improvement  iu  their  modes  of  dress 
and  ol  living.  One  of  their  number  liad  been  sent  away  and  educated,  and 
had  translated  the  New  Testament  into  their  language,  which  was  printed 
in  their  language.  Their  government  had  set  up  a  printing  press  and 
established  a  newspaper.  In  short,  the  people  were  the  most  ci\ilizcd  of 
anj'  Indian  nation,  and  more  so  than  the  white  people  living  around.  I'nt 
a  change  came  over  all  this.  Tlie  people  of  Georgia  wanted  their  laud, 
tuul  began  to  take  steps  to  secure  it;  steps,  which  by  the  refusal  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  enforce  an  order  of  the  Sujireme  Court, 
and  by  the  perlidy  and  treachery  of  olhcials,  were,  in  the  end,  successful, 
resulting  in  the  removal  of  the  Indians  west  of  the  Mississippi  in  1838, 
and  in  thus  destroying  their  habits  of  temperance,'  morality,  industrj', 
thoroughly  demoralizing  and  deteriorating  them.  The  details  of  these 
transactions  were  given  in  full,  and  were  loudly  denounced.  He  also 
touched  lightly  upon  the  history  of  this  tribe  since  their  removal. 

Tlie  paper  was  listened  to  with  marked  attention,  and  at 
the  conclnsion,  on  motion  of  Rev.  E.  M.  Stone,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  Mr.  AYilliam  A. 
Mowry  for  his  valual:)le  and  interesting  paper,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same 
be  requested  for  the  archives  of  the  Society. 

Critical  and  complimcntar}' remarks  were  offeied  by  Messrs. 
Allen,  Stone,  N.  J.  Arnold,  and  Taylor;  and  by  request, 
Mr.  Mowry  elucidated  many  points  referred  to  in  his  paper. 

The  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Building,  through  their 
chairman,  ^Nlr.  Southwick,  made  a  partial  report  in  regard 
to  the  fence  on  Waterman  sti'eet. 

After  remarks  by  Messrs.  Southwick,  Allen  and  Stone,  it 
was 

Voted,  To  adjourn  to  the  call  of  the  Secretary. 

B.  F.  Pabodie,  Sec')/ pro  tern. 
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The  meeting  was  called  for  the  transaction  of  business  to 
be  brought  forward  by  the  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Build- 
ing, and  was  presided  over  by  Vice  President  Allen. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  by  the  Secretary, 
and  the  donations  made  since  the  last  meeting  were  announced 
by  the  Librarian. 

The  committee  reported  in  favor  of  a  style  of  fence  to  cost 
about  $500. 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted,  and  the  committee 
was  authorized  to  contract  for  the  fence  as  soon  as  the 
money  shall  be  raised  by  subscription. 

Messrs.  Allen,  Bcckwith  and  Perry  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  raise  the  money.

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  to  hear  a  paper  read  by 
Rev.  J.  Lewis  Diman,  D.  D.,  the  President  in  the  chair. 
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After  the  rcuding  of  the  record  of  tlic  last  meeting  and  the 
announcement  of  donations. made  to  the  Societ}-,  Dr.  Diman 
read  a  carefully  prepared  paper  on  "  The  lielation  of  the 
Ol toman  Empire  t(;  European  Politics.'' 

Tlio  Eastern  qiiostiou,  which  tlie  recent  revolt  of  the  Christian  subjects 
of  the  Sultun  has  forcctl  again  on  tlie  attention  of  Europe,  is  not  a  new 
one,  and  the  complicated  problems  which  it  involves  can  onlj'  be  under- 
stood in  the  light  of  the  whole  relation  of  the  Ottoman  power  to  European 
politics.  That  relation  constitutes  one  of  the  most  striking  chapters  in 
the  history  of  modern  public  law.  Theoretically  regarded  for  many  years 
as  a  sovereign  State,  but  actually  subject  to  a  degree  of  interference  in- 
consistent with  the  ideas  of  perfect  sovereignty,  cherished  as  an  essential 
makeweiglit,  but  hated  as  an  alien  race,  the  definition  of  the  true  posi- 
tion of  Turkey  has  been  a  fruitful  source  of  controversy  and  war. 

It  has  been  common  to  date  the  political  connection  of  the  Ottoman 
Empire  with  Europe  from  the  conquest  of  Constantinople,  14.3:3,  but  the 
Turks  invaded  Europe  a  hundred  years  before  this  memorable  event,  and 
the  capture  of  the  capital  of  the  Byzantine  Csesars  made  no  real  addition 
to  their  power.  For  three-quarters  of  a  century  longer  they  remained, 
essentially,  an  Asiatic  power,  alfecting  Europe  only  through  a  series  of 
unimportant  wars  with  minor  States  ou  the  Mediterranean.  They  had 
only  an  external  relation  to  the  course  of  European  aflairs,  forming  no 
part  of  the  European  system. 

The  Ottoman  Empire  is  au  Empire  dating  from  the  reign  of  Solyman, 
the  magnificent,  the  first  Sultan  who  thoroughly  comprehended  European 
politics.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  his  repeated  invasions  of  Hungary 
determined  the  course  of  the  Reformation.  The  Protestants  owed  their  first 
legal  recognition  to  the  dread  inspired  by  his  arms.  Solyman  was  brought 
into  the  European  system  by  Francis  1st,  the  Catholic  King  of  France,  but 
the  position  of  Turkey  was  assured  by  subsequent  diidomatic  relations 
with  Austria.  The  Ottoman  Empire  was  first  recognized  by  England  in 
the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  It  is  remarkable  that  until  the  treaty  of  Sitvatorak, 
ICOG,  the  Sultan  uniformly  assumed  towards  the  Christian  powers  of 
Europe  the  tone  of  a  superior,  giving  marked  expression  to  this  feeling 
by  uuiformly  selecting  men  of  low  rank  to  conduct  his  negotiations. 

The  turning  point  in  the  relations  of  the  Ottoman  Emuire  with  Europe 
was  the  treaty  of  Carlowitz,  lOOS,  which  marked  the  limit  at  which  she 
ceased  to  be  au  aggressive  power,  and  an  object  of  terror  to  the  rest  of 
Europe.  The  treaty  was  also  memorable  as  marking  the  first  admission 
both  of  Turkey  and  liussia  to  a  European  Cougrcss.  Up  to  this  time  the 
foremost  opponent  of  the  Turks  had  beeu  Austria;  now  begins  the  antag- 
onism between  Turkey  and  llussia,  the  full  results  of  which  are  not  yet 
developed. 

The  recent  revolt  presents  no  new  poiut  of  public  law,  but   strikingly 
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displays  the  clian.Kes  in  Europe.  The  fate  of  Tiirke.v,  once  in  tlie  IkuhN 
of  France  and  England,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  lUissia  and  Germany.  Ii, 
all  the  interventions  thus  far,  IJnssia  has  been  the  greatest  gainer,  and  -!u 
must  continue  to  be  so.  The  Berlin  nieniorandum  -was  wholly  hor  work. 
and  also  the  present  armistice.  The  Servian  revolt  has  been  nursed  by 
hor  sympathy  and  aid.  Whatever  the  result  of  the  present  negoliatioii-. 
in  efl'ecting  a  temporary  arrangement,  they  can  only  create  a  pause  in  thf 
steady  march  of  the  :\Iuscovile  to  the  Golden  Horn. 

The  paper  was  received  with  mtiikcd  favor  by  an  audience 
occii[)ying  all  the  available  space  in  the  Cabinet.  Dr.  Diman 
received  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Society,  moved  by  Vice 
President  Allen  and  seconded  by  the  Secretary.  1  he  fornu  r 
offei'cd  some  complimentaiy  and  critical  remarks,  relatinir 
some  amusing  incidents  which  he  had  witnessed  in  the  East.

The  meetiiiij  was  called  to  order  this  evening  at  7i  o'clock 
by  the  President. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved, 
and  the  donations  made  to  the  Society  during  the  last  two 
Aveeks  were  announced. 

Hon.  S.  G.  Arnold  then  read  "  A  Sketch  of  the  History 
of  "Middletown,  R.  I.,"  occupying  about  an  hour  in  setting 
forth  important  events  connected  with  that  township  to  the 
high  satisfaction  of  the  numerously  attended  meeting. 
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The  speaker  prefaced  tlio  reading  -with  the  remark  that  tlie  paper  was 
■vvrittcu  at  the  request  of  the  Town  Council  of  Middletown,  in  response 
to  the  resolution  of  Congress  requesting  all  the  towns  in  the  country  to 
prepare  town  histories,  to  be  read  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  of  the  centennial 
3'ear,  and  placed  in  the  town  archives  for  preservation,  of  which  he  should 
read  but  a  ijortion  at  this  time.  The  paper  commenced  with  a  brief  allu- 
sion to  the  political  and  religious  strife  in  the  colony  of  Massachusetts, 
which  resulted  in  the  settlement  of  Ifhode  Island  by  I'oger  AVilliams  and 
his  associates,  and  subsequently  of  Middletowu  by  "William  Codclington 
and  John  Clarke,  and  gave  a  succinct  political,  social,  civil,  and  military 
history  of  that  town  through  the  old  French  and  Indian  and  IJevolutionary 
wars,  the  war  of  1812,  and  the  late  IvcbcUion ;  illustrated  with  frecinent 
extracts  from  the  town  records  in  relation  to  the  most  prominent  and  im- 
portant events  in  the  history  of  the  town. 

At  tliG  conclusion  of  the  reading,  an  ofl\)i't  on  the  part  of 
the  President  to  cflect  an  immediate  adjourniiient  avus  coun- 
teracted, and  with  Vice  President  Allen  in  the  chair,  resolu- 
tions of  thanks  to  the  President  for  his  scholarly,  interesting 
and  instructive  address,  Avere  moved  by  Pi  of.  Diman, 
seconded  by  Samuel  IT,  Wales,  Esq.,  and  after  a  spirited 
discussion  in  regard  to  certain  historical  matters  referred  to 
in  the  address,  were  unanimously  passed. 

Col.  John  "Ward,  of  New  York,  v.-as  tmnounced  lo  read  the 
next  paper  on  the  evening  of  December  19th.

A  special  meeting   of  the   Society  was   held  this   evening. 
President  Arnold  in  the  chair. 
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Contributions  were  announced  l:)y  the  Librarian. 

Col.  John  Ward,  of  Now  York,  was  then  introduced  !  . 
the  audience  as  the  great-grandson  of  Gt»vernor  Sanun  1 
AVard,  -who  took  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  measures  whirl. 
led  to  the  severance  of  the  American  Colonies  from  \hr 
Mother  Country,  and  the  establishing  of  an  Independent 
Nation. 

Colonel  Ward  read  an  exceedingly  interesting  hiograplilcal  and  liisinii- 
cal  sketcli  of  the  life  and  public  scrvi'-es  ()f  his  distinguished  ancestor, 
^vho  was  born  at  Xcwport,  1!.  I.,  INIay  L'7,  1725,  and  died  in  riiiladeli>li;.i. 
INIarcli  25,  1775,  of  small  pox,  Avhile  attending  the  Continental  Congress,  ;i> 
a  delegate  from  Ehode  Island.  He  was  an  ardent  patriot,  and  never  fallen  .1 
in  his  faith  in  the  ultimate  freedom  of  this  country  fmni  liiitish  tliraklciLi. 
He  Avas  first  elected  Governin-  of  this  Colony  in  May,  17G2,  and  afcurwan!- 
reelected  to  that  ollice  for  several  succeeding  terms,  and  was  the  only  Co^- 
ernor  of  the  thirteen  colonics  who  refused  to  comply  with  the  terms  c'' 
the  odious  "Stamp  Act."  He  was  also  elected,  in  17G-i,  one  of  the  lii>' 
trustees  of  Brown  University.  Colonel  "Ward's  paper  gave  a  grapliir 
sketch  of  Governor  Ward  as  a  patriot,  statesman  and  public  spirited  man  ; 
of  Jiis  prominence  and  great  inlluence  in  tlie  tlrst  and  second  sessions  of 
the  Continental  Congress,  and  of  his  self-sacrificing  devotion  in  promoting' 
the  liberty  and  independence  of  his  country,  illustrated  witli  intcreslin- 
extracts  from  his  correspondence  with  Washington,  Franklin,  Adani<. 
and  other  distinguished  men  of  Revolutionary  days,  showing  that  he  ^\•M- 
greatly  esteemed  by  all  as  an  ardent  Christian  patriot,  and  one  of  the  nm^ 
inllucntial  counsellors  in  forming  and  organizing  the  then  new  nationnl 
government. 

The  paper  received  the  undivided  atteiiticm  of  a  largo 
audience. 

At  the,  close  of  the  meeting,  Professor  Gamraell  oflVred  a 
resolution  of  thanks  to  Col.  Ward,  for  the  enjoyment  he  had 
afibrded  the  Society,  and  requesting  a  copy  of  the  paper  lor 
its  archives,  preceded  by  interesting  reminiscences  of  Gov- 
ernor Ward,  and  an  explanation  of  the  causes  which  led  to 
what  is  known  as  the  Ward  and  Hopkins  controversy.  The 
resolution  was  seconded  by  Professor  J.  L.  Lincoln,  and 
iHUinimously  adopted. 

Adjourned,  to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Secretary.

To  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  at  Washington  special  thanks  are  due,  not  only  for  its  own 
valuable  publications,  but  also  for  the  service  it  is  constantly  rendering 
by  acting  as  the  medium  of  transmission  between  our  Society  and  soci- 
ties  in  foreign  countries. 

From  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society  about  five  hundi:ed  pamph- 
lets have  been  received,  comprising  addresses,  reports,  biographical 
sketches  and  essays,  which  will  be  serviceable  in  rendering  more  com- 
plete the  several  classes  of  fugitive  literature  to  which  they  j^ropcrly 
belong. 

Dr.  Samuel  A.  Green,  the  accomplished  Librarian  of  the  IMassachusetts 
Historical  Societi*,  still  manifests  his  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  our 
Society,  and  permits  no  opportunit}-  to  increase  our  collections  to  pass 
unimproved.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  several  largo  and  desirable 
contributions  during  the  past  j^car. 

Among  the  relics  referred  to  is  a  Banner  of  the  Providence  Marine 
Society,  received  through  Jlr.  Perry,  and  a  trunk  which  did  good  service 
in  the  family  of  Governor  Jenckes,  of  Khode  Island,  as  early  as  1703,  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Xoah  J.  Arnold.  From  Tingley  Brothers,  has  been  received 
a  large  fragment  of  ""What  Cheer  Kock,"  appropriately  inscribed,  which 
will  ever  be  a  pleasant  reminder  of  the  founder  of  the  State,  and  of  the 
cordial  %velcome  he  received  from  the  al)original  owners  of  the  soil  he 
purcliased  from  them,  and  in  the  possession  of  which  he  made  his  com- 
panions coeqnals.  Among  the  portraits  added  to  our  collection  is  an 
admirable  photographic  copy  of  Gambadella's  portrait  of  Kev.  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Ellery  Channing,  presented  by  his  son.  Dr.  William  F.  Channing, 
and  a  finely  engraved  portrait  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  Browne,  presented  by 
-Mr.  A.  Y.  Jenks. 

Of  Ivcvolutionary  mementoes  is  the  Orderlj'  Book  of  Col.  Sylvauus 
Reed,  1778,  obtained  from  Mrs.  Caroline  G.  Reed,  through  the  ageucj'  of 
Hon.  Z.  Allen.  As  a  fragmentary  contribution  to  the  liistory  of  the  form- 
fttivc  period  of  our  nation,  it  possesses  special  interest  and  value. 

From  Col.  Joseph  L.  Chester,  President  of  the  London  Historical  Soci- 
ety, and  a  corresponding  member  of  our  own,  has  been  received  a  volume 
comprising  the  Registers  of  Marriages  and  Burials  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  It  is  a  work  of  immense  labor,  and  the  explanatory  notes  and 
biographical  sketches  annexed  show  an  amount  of  research  which  onlj'  an 
fulhusiastic  autiijuary   would    give    to  his' subject.    To   many  iu   this 
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country  who  desire  to  trace  their  ancestry  to  its  English,  Scotch,  or  IrNli 
origin,  the  work  will  possess  uncommon  value. 

From  Col.  George  II.  Smith,  formerly  of  this  city,  and  for  several 
years  past  Superintendent  of  the  London  Tramway  Company,  several  val- 
uable coutribiitions  have  been  received.  The  most  important  of  those  i- 
a  largo  and  finely  printed  octavo  volume  of  775  pages,  entitled,  "^lunici- 
pal  Loudon;  or,  London  Government  as  it  is,  and  London  under  a  ^luni- 
cipal  Council,"  by  Joseph  F.  B.  Firth,  LL.  B., — a  work  which  leaves  la) 
topic  untouched  that  opeus  to  view  the  distinguishing  features  of  th<- 
British  metropolis. 

From  Cliarles  E  Boon,  Esq.,  of  Providence,  has  been  received  a  "  Mai! 
Coach  Half  Penny,"  struck  iu  England  iu  honor  of  John  Palmer,  the  tir.-t 
projector  of  mail  coaches  iu  that  kingdom.  The  gift  was  accompanied 
with  the  following  explanatorj-  note  : 

"Several  years  since,  while  on  a  visit  to  the  mother  country,  in  tlir 
course  of  au  interesting  interview  with  an  English  gentleman  relative  to 
various  modes  of  travelling,  and  especially  iu  regard  to  what  constitutes 
iu  the  minds  of  men  at  dilferent  periods  of  the  world,  easy,  speedy,  sail- 
and  economical  modes  of  conveyance,  I  received  a  vivid  account  of  the 
origin  and  establishment  of  mail  coaches  in  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  con- 
test that  arose  iu  consequence  of  this  inroad  into  the  established  customs 
of  that  counti-y.  The  enterprising  projector  of  mail  coaches  was  by  some 
persons  hailed  as  a  benefiictor,  Avhile  by  others  he  was  frowned  upon  as 
au  innovator,  disturbing  good  order,  aud  doing  harm  to  societj'.  When, 
however,  his  experimeut  had  beeu  fairly  tested,  and  permanent  benelits 
were  witnessed,  his  good  services  were  recognized.  At  this  time,  lar,:,'c 
uumbers  of  copper  medals  of  a  peculiar  die,  were  struck  olf  in  his  honor. 
This  medal  was  of  the  size  and  value  of  au  Euglish  half  penny,  about  tlic 
same  as  an  old  fashioned  American  cent.  Such  was  the  denuuid  for  it 
during  a  brief  period  tliat  it  virtually  served  as  a  part  of  the  currency  <'l" 
the  country.  My  lOnglish  friend  concluded  this  uarration  by  presoutinu' 
nic  M-ith  the  iUclosed  '  Mail  Coach  Half  Penny,'  which  I  suppose  to  be  a 
rare  coin  and  dillicult  to  tind.  On  oue  side  of  it,  near  the  upper  edge,  an' 
the  words 


Immediately  under  these  words  is  engraved  an  old  fashioned  mail  coach, 
on  the  rear  of  which  stands  the  guard  in  full  armor,  and  in  front  >its  the 
driver  with  tighteued  reins  aud  upraised  whip  to  guide  aud  urge  on   lour 
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steeds  tliat  are  apparently  moviiiir  at  full  speed.  Under  the  figure  of  the 
coach  is  the  motto,  engraved  in  large  letters, 

•To  Traile  Expeflition, 
Anil  to  I'roporty  I'lcteetion.' 

Around  the  lower  edge  of  the  coin  are  the  words  'Payable  in  London.' 
Clear  around  the  edge  of  the  other  side  of  the  medal  is  a  tasteful  vignette, 
enclosing  the  following  inscription  : 


Applcton's  Cyolopa.'dia  of  Biography  contains  the  following  sketch  of 
the  '  J.  Palmer,  Esq.,'  Avhosc  name  is  upon  this  medal : 

'John  Palmer,  the  first  projector  of  mail  coaches,  was  a  native  of  Bath, 
where  he  was  brought  up  as  a  brewer,  but  subsequently  solicited  and 
obtained  a  patent  for  a  Theatre  in  his  native  city,  which  concern  proved 
eminently  successful  under  his  management.  Being  much  in  the  habit  of 
travelling  from  place  to  place  for  the  purpose  of  securing  rising  perform- 
ers, the  idea  occurred  to  Inm  that  a  better  mode  of  conveying  the  mails 
was  most  desirable,  and  he  accordingly  matured  the  plan  of  transmitting 
letters  by  coaches  with  guards,  now  superseded  by  the  railway.  lie  suc- 
ceeded in  his  object,  though  not  without  great  opposition;  but  tlie  utility 
of  the  plan  soon  became  manifest  and  he  was  made  comptroller  general  of 
the  post  office,  with  a  salary  of  £1,500  a  year.  Some  dispute,  however, 
occurring,  he  lost  the  situation  in  1702,  and  though  he  afterwards, 
through  petitions,  was  reimbursed  by  parliament,  the  compensation  was 
very  inadequate  to  the  percentage  he  was  to  have  received  in  case  his  plan 
succeeded.     Died  in  ISIS.' 

"With  the  view  of  having  this  relic  of  olden  times  preserved,  in  connec- 
tion with  its  interesting  history,  as  well  as  with  the  desire  of  manifesting, 
in  a  slight  degree,  my  interest  in  a  worthy  association,  I  enclose  to  you 
the  medal,  and  trust  it  may  find  a  place  among  your  curious  and  intercst- 
hig  collections." 

To  "\V.  Elliot  Woodward,  I^sq.,  of  Boston,  our  Society  is  indebted  for  a 
set   of  historical   volumes  known  as  "'Woodward's   Historical   Series." 
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The  edition  of  tliis  scries  was  small,  and  the  volumes  at  the  present  tiiin' 
uot  easy  to  be  obtained.  Perhaps  I  cannot  give  a  better  idea  of  them  than 
by  presentini,'  an  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  Mr.  Woodward,  addrc>-e.l 
to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Perry,  announcing  the  donation.     He  says  : 

"  Some  years  ago  I  published  a  number  of  volumes  which  I  strum; 
together  and  called  them  Woodward's  Historical  Series.  On  receipt  of 
your  fiwor  of  January  IStli,  it  occurred  to  me  that  your  Society  Mould 
value  the  books  enough  to  give  them  shelf  room,  and  that  it  would  be  a 
pleasant  thing  for  me  to  present  a  set.  Xow,  unfortunately  for  my  pur- 
pose, though  in  a  business  view  very  fortunate  for  me,  it  happens  that 
volumes  1  and  2  were  so  much  sought  for  when  issued  that  they  immedi- 
ately commanded  an  enormous  price,  .§40  for  the  small  paper,  and  .SL'nO 
for  the  large  paper.  They  have  since  found  their  level,  and  may  occa- 
sionally be  picked  up  at  auction  sales  for  a  reasonable  price.  Volumes  :5 
and  -I  of  the  small  size,  are  likewise  out  of  print. 

I  have  delaj-ed,  hoping  to  get  hold  of  the  missing  volumes,  but  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  the  first  two  has  not  occurred,  and  feeling  that  I 
cannot  decently  defer  for  another  day  a  reply  to-  your  favor.  I  send  six- 
volumes  of  the  series  which  I  beg  you  will  do  me  the  favor  to  present  to 
the  Society  in  my  name." 

KING  PHILIP'S   i)AY. 

On  the  24th  of  Augnst  last,  the  Society  commemorated  the  two  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  death  of  King  Philip  of  Pokanoket,  by  planting  a 
memorial  tree  on  the  summit  of  Mount  Hope.  The  Committee  of 
Arrangements  consisted  of  Drs.  Charles  W.  Parsons  and  George  L.  Col- 
lins, of  Providence;  Hon.  w'illiam  J.  MiUev,  of  Bristol;  Hon.  Francis 
Brinley,  of  Newport,  and  John  G.  Clarke,  Esq.,  of  Kingston,  whose  duties 
were  successfully  and  satisfactorily  discharged.  A  numerous  company  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen  was  in  attendance  from  Providence,  Newport,  Bris- 
tol, and  from  other  towns,  including  also  representatives  of  the  Old  Colony 
Historical  Society,  and  distinguished  gentlemen  from  several  States. 
There  were  likewise  present  two  lineal  descendants  of  Massasoit's  daugh- 
ter, viz. :  Mc-linda  and  Charlotte  :Mitchell,  of  Abingtou,  ^Massachusetts, 
who  disposed  of  many  neatly  constructed  Indian  baskets,  as  mementos  of 
their  great  ancestor.  A  large  kettle  used  by  King  Philip  for  culinary  pur- 
poses, a  belt  worn  by  him,  and  other  relics  were  exhibited  upon  the 
ground. 

The  day  proved  propitious  for  the  gathering,  and  after  the  excavation 
for  tlie  tree  had  been  made,  at  which  several  of  the  guests,  both  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  assisted,  and  the  tree  of  oak,  of  eight  or  ten  years'  growth, 
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taken  from  tlie  neighboring  woods,  had  been  firmly  settled  in  its  position, 
Hon.  Samuel  G.  Arnold,  President  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society, 
called  upon  His  Excellency  Governor  Lippitt  to  dedicate  it 

"to   the  JIEMOHY    OF   JIETACOMKT,    THE   LAST    CHIEF    OF   THE

In  complying  \vith  the  request  the  Governor  spoke  briefly  as  follows  : 

UEMARKS    Ol''   GOVEUXOR  EimTT. 

It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  managers  of  (his  entertainment  to-day  to  have 
anj- speecli-makiiiglieic.  Tliey  have  simply  asked  me  to  say  a  few  words  ami 
dedicate  this  tree,  Mliieh  is  planted,  as  I  am  tohl,  on  the  ^^pot,  as  precisely  as  can 
be  ascortiinfd,  of  one  of  the  wigwams  of  King  Tliilip.  Wlicthi^v  that  is  so  or  not, 
we  know  by  actual  survey  that  this  is  the  ciown  or  highest  summit  of  Mount 
Hope. 

It  is  singular  that  this  nnniversiiry  should  occur  on  the  Centennial  anniversary 
of  our  country.  It  will  of  course  be  tlie  same  at  the  end  of  the  next  hundred 
years,  and  there  will  be  no  danger  hereafter  that  the  memory  of  King  I'hilip  will 
not  be  perpetuated  by  posterity,  and  I  take  it  that  each  successive  century  will 
witness  a  contiimation  of  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  country. 

1  can  only  say  tliat  the  tree  is  of  O!ik-youiig  and  thrifty.  It  is  emblematical  of 
strength,  aud.I  hope  it  will  take  strong  root  in  the  soil  that  our  children  may 
gather  around  it  and  remember  us  here  this  day. 

At  the  close  of  these  services  the  company  repaired  to  "Philip's 
Spring."  at  the  west  base  of  the  Mount,  and  near  which  the  hunted 
Sachem  was  killed,  Mhere  a  clam  chowder  had  been  provided  under  the 
wide-spread  shade  of  a  majestic  oak.  A  blessing  was  craved  by  the  Rev. 
l)r  Shepard,  of  Bristol,  and  after  appeasing  keen  appetites,  the  celebrants 
were  called  to  order  by  Hon.  Samuel  G.  Arnold,  to  listen  (as  they  did 
with  close  attention)  to  farther  exercises,  when  he  spoke  as  follows: 

UEMARKS    OF    IIOX.    SAMUEL   G.    ARNOLD. 

In  behalf  of  the  Uhode  Island  Historical  Society  I  welcome  yon  to  this  tragic 
s-pol-tho  death  scone  of  Philip  of  Pokanoket.  It  is  set  down  on  the  progr.imme 
for  to-day  that  I  should  say  a  word  for  the  Narragausetts.  Well  may  the  sons  of 
Khodo  Island  recall  in  grateful  strains  the  menmry  of  those  faithlul  friends  of 
their  forefathers,  the  wise  Canonicus,  his  high-sonled  neiihew,  the  ill-fated  Mian- 
tononii.  Kternally  bound  up  with  the  name  of  tlie  founder  of  our  State  are 
those  noble  chiefs  who  resisted  the  artful  approaches  of  the  Peqnots  and 
li>tenod  to  Koger  Williams,  when,  at  the  peril  of  his  life,  he  sought  their  wigwams 
und  Inrned  the  tide  in  the  wavering  councils  of  the  Narragansetts.  When,  foi1y 
ye:irs  h.ter.  their  turn  had  come  to  follow  the  Pcquots  in  their  path  of  death,  jus- 
tice requires  that  we  ho)\or  the  heroic  struirgle  of  an  exidring  nation,  and  pre- 
sent a  eiindid  statement  of  the  causes  which  led  to  the  tragedy  two  hundred  years 
ngo  today  enacted  njjon  this  spot.  The  beauty  of  jioetry  and  the  eloquince  of 
history  have  alike  been  perverted  in  our  day  to  blacken  the  memory  of  men,  the 
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sum  of  wliose  ci-inics  lias  been  that  tliey  dicfl  for  their  country.  Too  mnny  of  tho 
sons  of  tlic  Pilgrims  aiiJ  tlie  descendants  of  tlie  I'urirans  liavc  acted  on  the  prin- 
ciple that  in  defence  of  the  concUict,  of  tlicir  sires  all  men,  white  or  red,  who  an- 
tagonized wltli  ilieni  in  the  conflicts  of  the  seventeenth  century,  must  be  hehl  u]) 
to  the  scorn  and  denunciation  of  tlie  nineteenth.  I?nt  the  gratitude  of  mankind 
to  the  genius  who.  "  by  the  greatest  legal  invention  of  modern  times,  eliminated 
religion  from  politics,"  is  not  to  be  cavilled  out  of  existence  by  the  learning,  the 
eloquence,  or  the  sophistry  of  his  detractors.  The  name  of  Williams  will  cIiliI- 
]pnge  the  admiration  of  men  when  his  noble  compeers  are  remembered  only  for 
their  exalted  virtues  and  lor  their  great  deeds  as  tlie  founders  of  New  Ihiglanil, 
and  are  no  longer  reviled  because  they  were  not  like  him,  two  centuries  in  ad- 
vance of  their  age  and  of  tho  community  which  drove  him,  as  on  their  own  prin- 
ciples they  had  a  right  to  do,  from  their  presence.  Nor  has  auy  e^-par/e  statement 
of  the  storj-  of  Indian  wrongs  the  right  to  be  considered  tlie  true  one  in  the  face 
of  evidence  that  can  neither  be  gainsaid  or  set  aside.  I'hilip's  best  defence  is  his 
own.  There  is  not  a  line,  not  a  word  in  that  rem.'irkable  littler  to  John  Borden, 
■which  is  not  strictly  true;  and  being  true,  how  can  he  be  hlanicd  that  he  fought 
for  his  country  to  the  dcatli.  Tlie  Wainpanoags  were  subsidiary  to  thcNarragan- 
setts  till  the  alliance  of  JIassasoit  with  the  English  secured  them  a  brief  but  fatal 
independence.  The  judicial  murder  ot  Miantonomi  in  ItUo,  at  the  instance  of  the 
court  at  Boston,  had  justly  exasperated  the  Xarragansetis.  His  son  Canonchrt 
succeeded  to  the  sachemhood.  His  haughty  i-eply  to  the  English  demsind  that  the 
■women  and  children  placed  under  his  protection  by  Philip  should  be  surrendered 
will  be  remembered  by  all.  "Not  a  Wampanoag  nor  the  paring  of  a  Wampa- 
iioag's  nail  shall  be  delivered  up."  Canonchet  was  captured  at  Pawluckct  in 
April,  and  executed  at  Slonington  with  circumstances  of  barbarous  diplomacy. 
His  last  recoi'ded  M-ords  are  worthy  of  the  last  groat  Sachem  of  the  Narragan- 
setts  :  "1  like  it  well,  I  shall  clic  before  my  heart  is  soft  or  I  have  said  anything 
unworthy  of  myself."  It  is  not  the  fashion,  I  know,  to  speak  well  of  the  Indians, 
but  something  is  due  to  tlie  truth  of  historj-  which  has  been  long  enough  per- 
verteil  in  the  mistaken  idea  that,  right  or  wrong,  the  conduct  of  our  forefathers 
must  be  defended. 

The  President  then  introdticed  ^yilliaI^  J.  Miller,  Esq.,  of  Bristol,  ■who 
had  prepared  a  paper  setting  forth  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the 
death  of  Philip,  ■svhich  he  proceeded  to  read : 

MU.    MILLKK'S   IIISTOniCAI.   NARI{.\TIVE. 

3/r  Preshlent,  and  Ladies  and  Genthmen:~0\\<i  year  ago  last  June  the  Rhode  Island 
Historical  Society  commemorated,  by  fitting  service,  the  opening  of  •'  Philip's 
■war,"  on  tho  other  side  of  the  Mount,  near  what  is  ciilled  "  Philip's  spring."  To- 
day we  meet  on  this  side  of  the  Blount  to  celebrate  the  bicentennial  of  Philip's 
death.  It  seems  proper  that  on  this  occasion  something  of  the  facts  and  inci- 
dents connected  with  this  tragic  event  should  be  given,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
niemb'-'is  of  the  Historical  ^society,  I  have  written  this  paper,  giving  some  ac- 
count of  those  events. 

Captain  Church,  being  now  at  Plymouth  again,  weary  and  worn,  would  have 
gone  home  t-o  his  wife  and  family,  but  the  government  being  solicitous  to  engage 
him  in  the  service  until  Philip  was  slain,  and  promising  him  satisfaction  and  re- 
dress  tor  srme  mistreatment  that  he  had  met  with,  he  fixes  for  another  expedi- 
tion. 

He  liad  soon  sufncient  volunteers  to  make  up  the  comp.any  he  desiren,  and 
marched  through  the  woods  until  he  came  to  Pocassct,  and  not  seeing  or  hearing 
of  any  of  tho  enemy,  they  went  over  the  ferry  to  Uhode  Island,  to  refresh  them- 
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selves.  Tlie  Captfiln,  with  about  lial  fa-dozen  in  liis  company,  took  horses  anil 
rode  about  eight  uiilcs  down  the  island  to  Jlr.  Sanford's,  where  his  wiCe  was 
boarding.  She  no  sooner  saw  him,  but  fainted  with  surprise;  and  by  the  time 
she  was  a  little  revived  they  spied  two  horsemen  coming  at  a  great  pace.  Cai> 
tain  Church  told  his  company  that  those  men,  by  their  riding,  came  with  tidings. 
When  tliey  came  up  they  proved  lobe  Major  Sanford  and  Captain  Golding.  They 
immediately  asked  Captain  Church  what  he  would  give  to  hear  some  news  of 
Philip?  He  replied  that  was  what  he  wanted.  They  told  him  they  had  rode  hard 
with  some  hoi)es  of  overtaking  him,  and  were  now  come  on  purpose  to  inform 
him  that  there  were  just  now  tidings  from  Mount  Hope.  An  hnlian  came  down 
from  thence  (where  Philip's  camp  now  was)  to  Sandy  Point,  over  against  Tripp's, 
and  halloed  and  made  signs  to  be  fetched  over.  And  licing  fetched  over,  he  re- 
ported that  he  was  lied  from  Philij),  "  who,"  said  he,  '-has  killed  my  brother  just 
before  I  came  away,  for  giving  some  advic<;  that  displeased  him."  Hubbard  saj  s 
that  it  was  for  advising  Philip  to  make  peace  with  the  English.  Jle  said  he  fled 
for  fear  of  meeting  tlie  same  fate  his  brother  li;id  met  with.  He  told  them  also, 
that  Philip  was  now  in  Mount  Hope  Neck.  Captain  Clmrch  tliaidu'd  them  lor 
their  good  news,  and  said  ho  hoped  bj- tcmorrow  morning  to  have  tlic  rogue's 
head.  Tlie  horses  that  he  and  his  company  came  on,  standing  at  the  door  (for 
they  had  not  been  unsaddled),  his  wife  must  content  herself  with  a  short  visit 
when  such  game  was  ahead.  They  immediately  mounted  and  set  spurs  to  their 
horses,  the  two  gentlemen  who  brought  the  tidings  accompanying  them.  They 
were  soon  at  Tripp's  Ferry  (with  Church's  entire  companj)  where  the  deserter 
was.  lie  was  a  lellow  of  good  sense  and  told  his  story  handsomely.  He  ollered 
Captain  Church  to  pilot  him  to  Philip  and  to  help  to  kill  him,  that  he  might  re- 
venge  his  brother's  death.  Told  him  that  Philip  was  now  upon  a  little  spot  of 
upland,  that  was  in  the  south  end  of  the  miry  swamp,  just  at  the  foot  of  the 
Mount,  which  was  a  spot  of  ground  that  Captain  Church  was  well  acquainted 
with. 

15y  the  time  they  were  over  tlie  ferry,  and  came  near  the  ground,  half  the  night 
was  spent.  The  Captain  commands  a  halt,  aTul  bringing  the  company  together, 
lie  asked  Major  Sanford's  and  Captain  folding's  advice,  what  metliod  was  best  to 
take  in  making  the  onset,  but  they  declined  giving  him  any  advice,  telling  him 
that  his  great  experience  and  success  forbid  their  taking  upon  them  to  give  ad- 
vice. Then  Captain  Church  offered  Captain  Golding  the  honor  (if  he  wouhl  accept 
it)  to  beat  up  Philip's  headquarters.  He  accepted  the  olfer,  and  had  his  allotted 
number  drawn  out  to  him,  and  the  pilot.  Captain  Church's  instructions  to  hiin 
were  to  be  very  careful  in  his  approach  to  the  enemy,  and  be  sure  not  to  show 
himself  until  by  daylight  they  might  see  and  discern  their  own  men  from  the 
enemy.  He  saicl  that  as  soon  as  the  enemy  discovered  them,  they  would  cry  out, 
and  that  was  the  word  for  his  men  to  lire  and  fall  on.  He  directed  him  that  when 
the  enemy  should  start  and  take  into  the  swamp,  they  should  pursue  with  speed, 
every  man  shouting  and  making  what  noise  he  could,  for  he  would  give  orders 
for  his  ambuscaile  to  lire  on  any  that  should  come  silently. 

Captain  Church,  knowing  that  it  was  Philip's  custom  to  be  foremost  in  the 
flight,  went  down  to  the  swamp,  and  gave  Captain  Williams,  of  Scitnatc,  the  com- 
mand ot  the  right  wing  of  the  ambush,  and  placed  an  Englishman  and  an  Indian 
together  behind  such  shelter  of  trees,  etc.,  as  he  could  find,  and  took  care  to  place 
them  at  such  distance  that  none  might  pass  undiscovered  between  them  ;  charged 
them  to  be  careful  of  themselves,  and  of  hurting  their  friends,  and  to  tire  at  any 
that  should  come  silentlj'  through  the  swamp.  But  it  being  somewhat  farther 
through  the  swamp  than  he  was  aware  of,  he  wanted  men  to  make  up  his  ambus- 
cade. 

Having  placed  what  men  he  had,  he  took  Major  Sanford  by  the  hand,  and  said, 

"  Sir,  I  have  so  placed  them  that  it  is  scarce  possible  Philip  shouM  escape  them." 

The  same  woment  a  shot  whistled  over  their  heads,  and  then  the  noise  of  a  gun. 

towards  Philip's  camp.    Captain  Church,  at  first,  thought  it  might  be  some  gun.

fired  by  acciiloiit,  but  before  he  could  sreak,  a  whole  volley  followed,  which  wa- 
earlier  than  lie  expected. 

One  of  rhilip'sganf,'  going  forth, looked  round  him,  and  Captain  Golding  thought 
the  Indian  looked  right  at  him  (thougli  probably  it  was  but  his  conceit),  soihed 
nthiin;  and  niion  his  firing,  the  whole  company  that  were  with  him  tired  upon 
the  enemy's  slieller,  before  thri  Indians  had  time  to  rise  from  tlieir  sleep,  and  .-o 
overshot  them.  But  their  slielter  was  open  on  that  side  next  the  swamp,  built 
so  on  purpose  for  tlie  convenience  of  flight  on  occasion.  TliCy  were  soon  in  tlic 
swamp,  and  Philip  the  foremost,  who,  starting  at  the  lirst  gun,  threw  his  jittunk 
and  powderdiorn  over  liis  head,  catched  up  his  gun  and  ran  as  fast  as  he  could 
scamper,  without  any  more  clothes  than  his  small  breechos  and  stockings,  and 
ran  directly  ujion  two  of  Captain  Church's  ambush.  They  let  him  come  fair 
within  sliot,  and  the  Knglishinan's  gun  missing  lire,  he  bid  the"  Indian  fire  away, 
and  he  did  so  to  the  purpose;  sent  one  musket  bullet  through  his  heart,  and 
nnother  not  above  two  inches  from  it.  lie  fell  upon  his  face  in  the  nmd  and 
water,  with  his  gun  under  him. 

By  this  time  the  enemy  perceived  they  were  waylaid  on  the  east  side  of  the 
swam])  and  tacked  short  about.  One  of  the  enemy,  who  seemed  to  be  a  great, 
surly  old  fellow,  hallooed  with  aloud  voice,  and  often  called  out:  ".Jootash! 
Jootasli!!"  Captain  Church  called  bis  Iiuliun,  Tetcr,  and  asked  him  who  that 
was  that  called  so?  lie  answered  that  it  was  old  Annawon,  Philip's  'great  Caj). 
tain,  calling  on  his  soldiers  to  stand  to  it  and  light  stoutly.  Now,  the  enemy  liiid- 
ing  tliat  place  of  the  swamp  which  was  not  ambushed,  many  of  them  made  their 
escape  in  the  Enrjlhh  tracks. 

The  man  that  had  shot  down  Philip  ran  with  all  speed  to  Captain  Church  and 
informed  him  of  his  exploit,  who  commanded  him  to  be  silent  about  it,  and  let 
no  man  linow  more  until  they  had  driven  the  swamp  clear.  Cut  when  they  had 
driven  the  swamp  through,  and  found  the  enemy  had  escaped,  or  at  least  the 
most  of  them,  and  the  sun  now  up,  and  so  the  dew  gone  that  they  could  not  easily 
track  them,  the  whole  company  met  together  at  the  place  where  the  enemy's  night 
shelter  was,  and  then  Captain  Church  gave  them  the  news  of  Philip's  death,  upon 
which  the  whole  army  gave  three  loutl  huzzas. 

Captain  Church  ordered  his  body  to  be  pulled  out  of  the  mire  to  the  uplands. 
So  some  of  Captain  Church's  Indians  took  hold  of  him  by  his  stockings  and  some 
by  his  small  breeches,  (being  otherwise  naked,)  and  drew  him  through  the  nnul 
to  the  upland,  and  a  doleful,  great  naked  dirtij  beast  he  looked  like.  Captain  Church 
then  said,  forasmuch  as  he  had  caused  many  an  Knglishman's  body  to  be  unburied 
and  to  rot  above  ground,  tliat  not  one  of  his  bones  should  be  buried,  and  calling 
his  old  Indian  executioner,  bid  him  behead  and  quarter  him.  Accordingly  he 
came  with  his  hatchet  and  stood  over  him;  but  before  he  struck,  he  made  a  small 
speech,  directing  it  to  Philip,  which  was,  that  he  had  been  a  very  great  man,  and 
had  made  many  a  man  afraid  of  him;  but  so  big  as  he  was,  he  wovdd  now  ehop 
him  in  pieces,  and  so  he  went  to  work  and  did  as  he  was  ordered. 

.Pliilip  having  one  very  remarkable  hand,  being  much  scarred,  occasioned  by 
the  splitting  of  a  pistol  in  it  formerly.  Captain  Church  gave  that  hand  to  Alder- 
man, the  Indian  wlio  shot  him,  to  sho\s-  to  such  gentlemen  as  would  bestow  gra. 
luities  upon  him,  and  accordingly  he  got  many  a  penny  by  it. 

This  being  on  the  last  day  of  the  week,  the  Captain  with  his  company  returned 
to  the  island,  and  tarried  there  until  Tuesday;  and  then  went  off  and  ranged 
through  all  the  woods  to  Plymouth,  and  received  their  premium;  which  was 
thirty  shillings  ])er  head,  for  the  enemies  which  they  had  killed  or  taken,  instead 
of  all  wages;  and  Philip's  head  went  at  the  same  jirice.  For  this  mareli  they  le- 
ccivcd/our  shillings  and  sixpence  a  man,  wliich  was  all  the  reward  they  bail,  except 
the  honor  ot  killing  Pliilip. 

And  this  is  the  plain  and  simple  story,  as  told  by  Church  himself,  of  thesurinisc 
and  death  of  Philip,  on  Saturday  morning,  August  l'2th,  1G70,  O.  S.,  the  bi-ccnten- 
nial  of  which  important  event  wc  have  met  hero  to-day  to  conunemorate.

Thus  wc  can  saj-  to-day  that  contemporaneous  history  and  tradition,  the  latter 
very  direct  and  ]iositive,  unitQ  in  fixiiifrthe  spot  -where  Philip  was  encamped, 
and  the  locality  of  where  he  tell.    (Gamoyden.) 

One  of  rhillp's  lianiis.  as  has  been  slated,  was  given  to  the  Indian  who  shot  him. 
The  other  arm  and  hand  were  sent  to  Doston.  Philip's  head  was  sent  to  I'lyniouth 
ns  a  trophy,  where  it  was  stuck  up  on  a  pole. 

Tweiitj-foLir  yeai-s  after,  a  writer  of  the  time  says,  that  on  a  visit  to  Plymoutli, 
lie  saw  the  skull  of  Philip,  ami  lifted  it  from  the  lower  jaw.  The  four  quarters  of 
liis  bodj-  were  idaced  upon  fourtrees  here  at  Mount  Hope  to  bleach  and  decay  by 
the  action  of  the  elements,  and  a  quarter  of  a  century  after,  portions  of  these 
ghastly  remain.^  M'cre  visible  to  shock  the  passcrd)y. 

It  is  sad  to  reflect  that  in  all  the  broad  acres  of  Mount  Hope,  the  home  of  Philip, 
and  that  of  hi<  ancestors,  for  we  know  not  how  inanj'  centuries,  no  little  sjiot  of 
earth— so  narrow  and  so  small— shouhl  be  allotted  forhis  grave;  and  as  he  fell  by 
one  of  liis  own  tribe,  so  also  another  was  his  executioner.  And  this  miserable 
Indian,  not  satisfied  to  perfornr  his  work  in  silence,  must  gloat  over  his  butchery. 

The  cruel  sentence  passed  upon  Philip's  wife,  the  gentle  'Wootonekamu^kc, 
and  her  boy,  who  were  shipped  to  one  of  the  West  India  Islands  and  sold  into 
frlavei-y,  is  in  sad  and  striking  contrast  with  Philip's  treatment  of  Mr.  Kowland- 
son. 

Wherever  kindness  was  shown  it  was  reciprocated. 

Another  instance  is  that  of  thei.eonai-d  family.  Clark, in  his  history  of  Xortou, 
says,  "It  is  well  known  that  Taunton  sutVered  less  than  almost  any  town  from 
the  Indians  during  Philip's  war,"  and  attributes  it  to  Philip's  friendship  for  the 
Leonard  family.  They  had  established  their  iron  works  in  a  portion  of  Taunton 
that  is  now  Uaynham,  and  from  them  Philip  had  received  many  favors,  and  been 
on  terms  of  great  intimacy.  Baylies,  in  his  Memoir  of  Plymouth  Colony,  as 
quoted  by  Clark,  says:  "In  his  (Pliilip's)  excursions,  he  had  made  himself  ac- 
quainted with  the  Leonards.  They  repaired  his  guns  and  supplied  him  with  iron 
and  with  such  tools  ns  are  most  prized  by  savages,  and  uniformly  treated  liim 
with  kindness  and  attention.  He  had  become  more  attached  to  this  family  than 
to  any  of  tlie  Kiiglish,  and  he  gave  his  Indians,  at  tlie  commencement  of  the  war, 
the  strictest  orders  that  they  never  should  injure  a  Leonard.  Ashe  knew  that, 
in  a  general  attack  on  the  town,  this  favorite  family  might  be  exposed  to  dangers 
equal  to  those  of  the  other  inhabitants,  it  becomes,  therefore,  extremely  proba- 
ble that  his  attachment  to  the  Leonards   prevented  the  destruction  of  Taunton." 

Claik.  after  reciting  the  case  of  Hugh  Cole,  comments  as  follows,  (I  quote  from 
his  "  llistorj-  of  Norton,"  p.  55): 

"In  these  instances  we  have  exemidified  one  of  the  noblest  traits  of  character 
belonging  to  civilized  life,  which  clearly  indicates  that  Philip  was  not  so  terrible 
a  monster  as  many  supposed  lie  was.  In  fact,  we  do  not  believe  he  was;  but  we 
regard  him  as  one  of  the  most  patriotic  and  truly  noble  men  that  ever  lived  in. 
any  country.  Had  he  been  nn  Knglishman,  and  manifested  the  same  firm  resi'lve 
nncl  unfaltering  devotion  to  the  interests  of  his  country,  he  would  have  been 
raised  almost  to  the  rank  of  a  demigod." 

Hear  Philip's  catalogue  of  wrongs,  as  told  to  John  Borden,  of  Portsmouth,  (and 
I  quote,  Mr.  President,  from  your  o%in  histoiy,)  who,  being  on  intimate,  friendly 
terms  with  Philip,  visited  him  at  Mount  Hope,  when  the  war  was  about  to  com- 
mence, and  attempted  to  dissuade  him  from  it  by  urging  the  reciprocal  benefits 
that  would  result  from  peace :  "  The  English  who  came  first  to  this  country  were 
but  a  handful  of  people,  forlorn,  poor  and  distressed.  My  father  was  then 
Siichem.  He  relieved  their  distresses  in  the  most  kind  and  hospitable  manner. 
He  gave  them  land  to  build  and  plant  upon.  lie  did  all  in  his  powerto  serve 
them.  Others  of  their  own  countrymen  came  and  joined  them.  Their  numbers 
vapidly  increased.  My  father's  counsellors  became  uneasy  and  alarmed,  lest,  as 
they  were  possessed  of  firearms.which  was  not  the  case  with  the  Indians,  they 
should  finally  undertake  to  give  law  to  the  Indians,  and  take  from  tliem  their 
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countvy.  They  therefore  advised  liim  to  destroy  them  before  they  shonMbceoin.- 
too  strong  and  it  should  lie  too  late.  My  father  was  also  thefather  of  the  i;n-li>h. 
He  ret)rf.sented  to  his  eonnsellors  and  warriors  that  the  English  knew  many 
seiences  whieh  the  Indians  did  not;  thai  they  improved  and  cuUiviited  tliefarili, 
and  raised  cattle  and  fruits,  and  that  there  was  sullicient  room  in  the  country  lor 
both  the  English  and  the  Indiuns.  IJis  advice  prevailed.  It  was  concluded  to 
Rive  victuals  to  the  English.  They  flourislied  and  increased.  Experience  tauirht 
that  tlio  advice  of  n)y  father's  counsellors  was  right.  By  various  means  tliey  gut 
possessed  of  a  great  part  of  his  territory.  Rut  he  still  remained  tlieir  friend  t;ll 
lie  died.  :My  elder  brother  became  Sachem.  They  pretended  to  suspect  him  of 
evil  designs  ag:iinst  them.  lie  was  seized  and  contined,  and  theieby  thrown  into 
sickness  and  died.  Soon  after  1  became  Sachem  they  disarmed  all  my  people. 
Thev  tried  my  people  by  their  own  laws,  and  assessed  damages  against  tlieni 
■which  they  could  not  pay.  Their  lands  were  taken.  At  length  a  line  of  division 
■was  agreed  upon  between  the  English  and  my  people,  and  I  myself  was  to  he  re. 
sponsible.  Sometimes  the  cattle  of  the  English  would  come  into  the  cornfiehls 
of  my  j.cople,  for  they  did  not  make  fences  like  the  English.  I  must  then  be 
seiztd  and  confined  till  I  sold  another  tract  of  my  country  for  satisfaction  of  nil 
danuiges  and  costs.  Thus  tract  after  tract  is  gone.  But  a  small  part  of  the 
dominion  of  my  ancestors  remains.  I  am  determined  not  to  live  until  I  have  no 
country." 

You  well  add,  Sir,  in  comment:  "This  is  the  preamble  to  a  declaration  of  war, 
more  striking  Irom  its  oiigin  and  more  true  in  its  statements,  than  any  with 
•<\hich  we  aic  acquainted.  It  is  the  mournful  summary  of  accumulated  wrongs 
that  cry  aloud  for  battle;  not  for  revenge  alone,  but  for  the  very  existence  of  the 
oppressed.  Jt  is  the  sad  note  of  prepauition,  sounded  by  a  royal  leader,  that 
summons  to  their  last  conflict  the  aboriginal  lords  of  New  England.  It  is  the 
death  song  ot  Metacomet,  chanted  on  the  site  of  his  ancestral  home,  before 
plunging  into  the  fatal  strile  that  was  to  end  only  with  his  life,  aiulto  seal  forever 
the  fortunes  of  his  race." 

While  Mr.  Aniler  Avas  engaged  in  reading  the  above,  he  pointed  out, 
from  time  to  time,  the  localities  of  these  incidents  spoken  of  in  Lis  narra- 
tive, upon  Die  ground  adjacent  to  that  Mhere  the  compauy  -^vere  assem- 
bled, thus  giving  a  peculiar  vividness  to  his  descriptions. 

The  rrc.^i'lnit.—lt  is  fitting  that  an  occasion  like  this  should  have  the 
recognition  of  the  Chief  .Alagi.-trate  of  the  State.  I  therefore  call  upon 
His  Excelleuci'  Governor  Lippitt  to  address  you. 

KEMAI^KS   OF    GOVERXOU   UPPITT. 

LaJies  and  Gentlemen  :—l  am  not  about  to  weary  you  with  ar.y  extended  remarks 
on  the  subject  which  has  been  so  happily  handled  by  my  friend  who  has  just  pre- 
ceded lue.  He  has  told  us  the  simple  tale  of  King  l>hilii)'s  life,  from  the  earliest 
that  i.s  known  of  him  to  the  day  of  his  death.  His  remarks  have  been  verv  inter- 
esting, and  the  particulars  to  which  he  has  referred  must  necessarily  excite  the 
interest  of  every  American  citizen,  certainly  of  every  Xew  Enghinder.  But, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  \\\m\X  has  brought  this  distinguished  company  hero  to-day 
to  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  this  m;in,  savage  as  \\^  was,  who  fell  here  two  hun- 
dred  years  ago?  Is  it  not  the  sentiment,  implanted  in  every  heart,  of  admiration 
of  heroism  and  palriotism.-of  the  willingness  to  die  for  one's  country?  That. in 
my  opinion,  is  the  sentiment  prevailing  here  to-daj-.  That  is  the  cause  whieh 
lias  placed  I'hilip  so  high  in  the  scale  of  greatness,  as  we  arc  accustomed  to  place 
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liini.    Wc  nmst  rcmomber  that  tlio  story  of  this  man's  lifo  Iims  been  told  to  ws  by 
liis  bitterest  foes.    He  liad  no  Iiistorian,  no  poet  of  liis  own  kind  or  kin  to  tell  the 
simple  stoi-y  of  bis  life,  bis  wronjjs,  bis  trials  and  suflVriiiKs,  and  wc  lire  indebted 
for  what  wc  know  of  bini  to  tlic  men  who  were  figliting  him  and  bunting  bini  like 
a  wild  beast  tbrongb  the  forest- 
Let  ine  call  yonr  attention  for  a  few  nion.cnts  to  wbat  might  possibly  have  been 
King  Philip's  feeling  wlien  he  commenced  the  war  which  is  known  by  his  name 
ill  the  history  of  the  colonies.    In  lG-20,  when  the  Pilgrims  landed   at  Plymouth, 
they  found  Massasoit  here,  King  of  the  Wampanoags,  Philip's  father.  They  imme- 
diately made  efforts  to  conciliate  him,  and  they  found  to  their  surprise  that  this 
savage  chieftain,  >[assasoit,  proved  to  be  a  warm  and  fast  friend  of  the  English. 
In  that  bitter  winter  of  lC-20-21,  when  the  whole  colony  came  very  near  starving 
to  death,  a^id  were  but  children  in  the  hands  of  this  iMassasoit,  he  kept  his  Indi- 
ans away  from  thoni  anc'  preserved  the  whole  colony  by  his  good  will  and  works 
towards  the  Knglish.    As  I  said  last  June,  if  Jlassasoit  had   been  diilerent  from 
what  he  was,  some  of  us  would  not  be  hero  to-day,  and  .somebody,  jierhaps,  we 
don't  know  who,  would  be  cclebrutiiig  the  "  IMlgrim  Martyrs"  and  not  the   "Pil- 
grim Fulhers."    Xow  I  say,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  we  are  bound  to  give  this  man 
the  credit  of  having  a  noble  nature,  of  having  a  generous'  soul  within  him.    He 
helped  the  English  through  the  whole  of  that  terrible  winter,  and  for  forty  years 
thereafter,  to  the  death  of  his  father,  he  was  always  the  firm  friend  of  the  English. 
And  when  he  was  approaching  his  end,  the  English  were  very  much  disturbed 
and  they  sent  physicians  to  him  to   trj'  to  prolong  his  life,  so  important  did  they 
consider  his  elTorts  in  their  behalf  to   be.    Ipon   bis   death,  Alexander,  I'hiliiJ's 
elder  brother,  comes  to  the  throne,  rumors  of  war  were  gathering  thick,  and  it 
was  well  understood  by  both  parties  that  it  was  to  be  a  war  to  the  death,  and  that 
one  part  J-  must  go  down.    Of  course  there  had  not  been  any  doubt  that  the  Indi- 
ans would  be  tlie  falling  party  when  it  came  to  the  last  struggle.    Alexander  was 
surrounded,  taken  prisoner,  his  weapons  taken  awaj',  and  be  was  carried  to  Taun- 
ton anil  ))laeed  in  jail,  and  subjected  to  so  many  insults  tliat  his  pruud  spirit  was 
broken,  and  his  followers  begged  that  they  might  take  him  home,  in  order  to  save 
his  life.    That  story  of  Alexander  is  one  of  the  most  piliable  of  all  the  incidents 
of  savage  histi  ry  of  which  1  have  ever  heard  or  road;  that  the  man  should  have 
such  a  proud  spirit,  that  it  should  be  broken,  and  that  he  should  die  from  the 
mere  Indignities  that  he  sufl'ered !    It  shows  that  he  was  a  royal  man  in  his  whole 
disposition  and  character.  Thej-  brought  him  along  towards  bis  home  in  a  canoe, 
and  when  a  little  ways  up  the  river  here,  they  found  he  was  dying,  and  there  his 
wife  held  the  dying  warrior's  bead  as  he  breathed  his  last,  she  sweui-ing  over lier 
deail  husband  eternal  enmity  to  the  English  race.    I'hilip's  wife  was  .'>isterto  this 
woman,  and  of  course  there  was  little  trouble  in  Philip's  bringing  her  warriors 
ill  with  his,  and  in  fact  all  who  lived  on  that  side  of  tlie  baj-.    But  the  Xarragan- 
setis,  a  powerful  tribe  of  New  England,  more  powerful  than  all  the  rest  put  to- 
gether, had  been  the  deadly  enemies  of  the  Wampanoags.    They  had  for  genera- 
lions  been  fighting  each  other,  and  hated  each  other  witli  all  the  savage  ferocity 
of  their  naiure.    Now  what  do  you  think  of  the  ability  of  this  man,  who  had  the 
address  so  to  manage  his  diplomacy  as  to  bring  all  these  tribes  in  with  him  and 
unite  them  in  one  grand  array  against  the  English?    It  was  the  superior  ability 
of  this  man,  Philip,  that  did  it,  and  for  that  he  was  afterwards  respected  and 
looked   up  to  as  leader  all   through  the    war.     lie  not  only  (ought  here  on  this 
little  peninsular,  but  carried  the  war  through  the   settlements  of  Massachusetta 
nnd  up  into  New  llamp.shircand  Vermont,— so  that  all  New  England  was  in  ablaze 
vt  War  from  the  action  of  this  one  man. 

Now  w  hat  did  he  fight  for?  Hadn't  he  a  right  to  fight?  Would  any  of  us  have  had 
him  do  dilTerently?  That  he  must  fail  every  one  felt  assure  1.  And  we  know  that 
lie  dl.l  fail ;  and  of  course  we  tliank  God  that  he  did.  Put  he  had  a  perfect  right 
ti>defeinl  his  home,  his  wife  and  children.  That  is  all  that  he  did  do.  He  was 
here  before  the  English  were  here.    It  had  come  to  a  point  where  either  his  race 
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or  the  English  must  succumb,  and  he  niiturally  said,  !is  all  of  u?  would  li;ivo  -.riM, 
that  his  peo])le  had  a  right  to  su^Uiin  themselves  where  God  had  iilaiiti-d  th>t:i : 
that  they  liad  a  riyiit  to  fight  fortheir  land,  their  liberty,  uiul  cverythiii^'tliat  tlicy 
loved.  It  is  th  it  sentiment  whicli  is  iniplatitod  iu  human  nature,  tlic  prLScni-f  r.f 
which  makes  men  heroes,  and  without  which  we  should  all  be  dull  clods.  ]  litjid 
a  gentleman  say  this  morning  upon  the  hill  above  us,  after  we  had  planted  tin- 
tree,  "No  wonder  that  Philip  fought  for  such  a  glorious  place.  He  would  have 
beeu  les.s  than  human  if  he  had  not  fought  for  it." 

Now  I  am  not  going  to  detain  you  with  any  of  the  particulars  of  the  events  tlial 
happened  here  in  those  days.  They  are  very  fauiiliar  to  most  of  ns  who  h.ivc 
taken  the  pains  to  read  them,  and  they  certainly  form  one  of  the  nio^i  interest- 
ing chapters  of  American  hi.story.  IJut  they  have  gone  by,  and  the  Indians  are 
being  crowded  and  driven  westward  to  the  setting  sun.  The  last  struggle  is  iwr- 
liaps  now  going  on  between  one  of  the  most  powerful  tribes  of  our  western 
country  and  the  white  race,  and  within  a  few  years  the  red  man  will  be  practi- 
cally wiped  out.  We  cannot  help  it.  There  is  no  use  in  wailing  .about  it,  because 
it  is  one  of  the  things  that  arc  inevitable.  It  has  been  proven  many  times  that 
the  two  races  cannot  live  together.  As  I  said  when  I  began,  the  feeling  that 
ouglit  to  pervade  us  is  that  of  admiration  for  heroism  even  in  our  enemiis. 
What  makes  the  schoolboy  read  the  story  of  Leonidas,  and  his  three  Innidred  at 
Tlicrmopyhe,  with  so  much  interest?  What  causes  us  to  weep  over  the  history  of 
AVilliani  Tell,  of  Switzerhuid,  or  that  of  Wallace  or  Uruee?  It  is  our  admiration 
of  that  noble  principle  of  manhood  which  impelled  them  to  say.  "  We  will  pro- 
serve  our  country  or  die  in  attempting  to  preserve  her."  Tliat  is  what  Philip 
said  he  would  do,  and  that  is  what  he  did. 

At  the  close  of  Governor  Lippitt's  adtlre.ss,  at  the  c.tU  of  Presklent 
Aruold,  remarks  were  made  by  Hon.  Samtiel  L.  Crocker,  of  Taunton, 
Mass.;  Kev.  Charles  II.  Erigham,  of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan;  Uoratio  Gates 
Jones,  Esq  ,  of  Pliiladelphia,  and  Eight  Kev.  Mark  Anthonj- D'Wolf  IIowc, 
Bishop  of  tlie  Episcopal  Church  in  Central  Pennsylvania,  all  of  whom 
spoke  discriminatingly  of  the  red  men  of  two  hundred  years  ago,  and  dep- 
recated the  policy  that  had  been  pursued  towards  them.  :Mr.  W.  I).  King, 
of  Newport,  read  an  interesting  letter,  dated  Gth  to  12th  August,  (old 
style),  1G7G,  written  by  William  Harris  to  a  gentleman  in  London,  giving 
a  sad  account  of  the  condition  of  the  colonists  in  New  England  during 
the  Indian  war  which  was  then  ravaging  the  country.  Hon.  Amos  Perry 
read  a  letter  from  Hon.  Zachariah  Allen,  First  Vice  President  of  the  His- 
torical Society,  who  was  unavoidably  detained  from  the  commemoration. 
This  terminated  the  exercises  on  the  ground,  and  the  party  separated  for 
their  respective  homes,  highly  gratified  with  the  entertainments  of  the 
day.  On  board  the  Bradford  Durfoe,  the  uarty  returning  to  Providence, 
organized  a  meeting  in  which  the  character  and  conduct  of  King  Pliilip, 
and  various  Indian  traditions,- were  freely  and  pleasantly  discussed  by  Kev. 
Dr.  Alexis  Caswell,  Hon.  Amos  Perry,  J.  Erastus  Lester,  Esq.,  Bev. 
Charles  II.  Brigham,  and  the  Librarian  of  this  Society.     An  extract  from 
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the  pen  of  the  late  venerable  John  llowlaud,  in  the  following  words,  was 

read : 

"The  character  of  Philip  and  the  cause  in  which  he  contended,  are 
viewed  in  a  diftcrent  light  at  this  time  from  what  they  were  by  those  who 
siitVorod  in  the  war  Avhich  desolated  so  many  of  their  settlements;  and 
nUhough  it  does  not  accord  with  my  views  and  feelings  to  render  honor  to 
any  man  for  possessing  a  warlike  spirit,  or  for  his  military  attainments, 
yet  I  would  hope  that  the  present  generation  may  not  pass  away  before  a 
monument  shall  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  King  Philip,  by  the  govern- 
ment of  Rhode  Island,  on  the  very  spot  where  he  sun-eudered  his  country 
with  his  life,  by  the  stroke  of  one  of  his  traitorous  subjects." 

A  passage  was  also  cited  from  a  Bi-Centennial  Address  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  burning  of  Simsburj',  Coun.,  delivered  in  that  towu  in  March 
last,  by  Lucius  I.  Barber,  M.  D.,  showing  the  author's  estimate  of  the 
Wami)anoag  king.     He  says  : 

"  Such  was  the  career,  and  such  the  cud  of  Philip.  lie  fought  iu  de- 
fence of  the  riglits  of  the  red  man.  He  fought  against  the  usurpations  of 
the  white  man,  whom  his  fiither  had  welcomed  and  cherished  as  a  frieud. 
Ho  fought  for  liberty.  The  same  spirit  which  warmed  the  hearts  of  Hamp- 
den and  Sidney  actuated  hini.  Philip  acted  in  lG7o  what,  a  century  later, 
Chatham,  in  the  British  parliament,  uttered:  'If  1  were  an  American,  as 
I  am  an  Englishman,  while  a  foreign  troop  was  landed  iu  my  country,  I 
would  never  lay  down  my  arms,— never !  never!  never!'  And  what  Pat- 
rick Henry  uttered  and  acted  when  he  exclaimed  in  the  Virginia  House  of 
Burgesses  :  '  Give  me  liberty,  or  give  me  death?  ' 

Tradition  and  history,  so  called,  hand  him  down  to  us  a  monster,  a 
savage  llend  ;  but  the  facts  and  the  deeds,  which  make  up  that  tradition  and 
that  Jiistory,  hand  him  down  to  us  a  hero;  and  such  would  be  his  portrait, 
drawn  by  the  pencil  of  an  Indian  artist,  dipped  in  the  colors  of  truth.  He 
who  wept  at  the  shedding  of  the  wliite  man's  blood  was  not  a  monster. 
Wc  can  aflbrd  to  be  just  to  his  memory." 

OLD   AND   XKW    STYLE. 

Tlie  selection,  hy  our  Committee  of  Arrangements,  of  August  24th, 
1S7C,  as  corresponding  with  August  12th,  1G7(3,  as  the  day  on  which  to 
commemorate  the  death  of  King  Philip,  having  been  criticised  by  a  con- 
tributor to  the  proceedings  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  for  Octo- 
ber 21,  IbsTC,  as  a  "  most  curious  blunder,"  and  the  attention  of  the  Hon. 
William  J.  Miller,  one  of  the  Committee,  having  been  drawn  to  the  sub- 
ject, he  has  jusliticd  the  selection  of  August  24.th  by  the  following  state- 
mcut : 
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"  There  is  uot  a  doubt  but  that  we  were  correct  in  the  date  (Auir^i^t 
2-lth)  of  our  commemoration  of  '  Pliilip's'  death.  Wlicn  the  chanirc  v,;i> 
made  from  tlie  Julian  year  by  Tope  Gregory  XIII.  in  15S2,  he  ordered  Octo- 
ber  5th  to  be  called  the  15th,  adding  ten  days,  ^yllen  the  Gregorian  vcrir 
•was  adopted  by  act  of  parliament  in  Great  Britain,  in  September,  17"_', 
the  3d  of  the  month  was  called  the  14th,  adding  eleven  days,— one  dav 
added  for  the  one  hundred  and  seventy  years  intervening  between  15S2aiul 
1752.  Since  its  adoption  by  Great  Britain  one  liundred  and  twenty-four 
years  have  elapsed,  and  therefore  another  day  should  be  added.  In  the 
year  2000  another  day  must  be  added,  and  that  is  only  one  hundred  auil 
twenty-four  years  away.  You  know  how  we  gain  this  time.  Our  year  is 
three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days  and  six  hours  in  length,  about  elevtu 
minutes  too  much  as  compared  with  the  solar  year.  By  this  we  gain  tiirec 
daj's  in  every  four  hundred  years.  As  I  said  in  the  beginning,  there  is  no 
doubt  about  the  correctness  of  our  position." 

Tlie  following  beautiful  and  appropriate  poem,  from  an  anonymous 
source,  was  written  /or  the  occasion,  but  did  not  reach  the  Committee  of 
Arrangements  in  season  to  be  presented  and  read  "amidst  the  scenes  and 
associations  it  describes."  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  name  of  the  fair 
author  cannot  be  given  : 

KING  niiLir. 

On  Pokanoket's  height 
All  life  is  hushed  beneath  the  summer  heat; 
No  human  step  is  heard  from  morn  to  night, 

And  echo  can  repeat 
Naught  but  the  lonel-y  fish-hawk's  piercing  screams. 

As  swooping  downward  to  the  placid  bay, 
To  touch  the  water's  breast  he  scarcely  seems, 

Then  slow  flies  homeward  with  his  struggling  prey, 
Where  mate  and  clamorous  young  hang  eager  o'er 
Their  nest  upon  the  blasted  sycamore. 

Yon  little  grove  of  trees 

Waves  soundless  iu  the  breeze 

That  wanders  down  the  slope; 
Hushed  by  the  countless  memories 
Which  cluster  round  th\'  crest,  renowned  Mount  Hope. 

How  fair  the  scene  ! 
The  city's  gleaming  spires,  the  clustering  towns, 
The  modest  villages,  half  hid  in  green, 

Soft  hills  and  grassy  downs ; 
The  dark-blue  waters  of  Narragansett  Bay, 
flecked  with  the  snow-flakes  of  an  hundred  sail, 
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Anrl  soutlnvard,  in  the  distance,  cold  and  grey, 
Newport  lies  sleeping  in  her  foggy  veil. 

]5cyond  the  eastern  waves, 

Where  Taunton  river  laves 

The  harbor's  sandy  edges, 
Qneen  of  a  thousand  iron  slaves. 
Fall  Kiver  nestles  in  her  granite  ledges. 

But  not  to  look  on  these— 
Not  for  the  azure  lustres  of  the  bay, 
Not  for  the  beauty  of  the  waving  trees, 

"We  gather  here  to-day. 
Two  centuries  have  strengthened  our  weak  sight. 

And  showed  us  virtues  where  we  saw  but  crimes ; 
Two  centuries  have  thrown  a  clearer  light 
On  the  dark  secrets  of  those  troubled  times. 
Once  blinded,  now  we  see, 
And  to  one  memory 
A  tribute  late  wc  bring. 
And  plant  this  poor  memorial  tree 
To  Metacomet,  warrior,  sachem,  king. 

"When  here  King  Philip  stood, 
Or  rested  in  the  niche  we  call  his  throne. 
He  looked  o'er  hill  and  vale  and  swelling  flood, 

"\\"hich  once  were  all  his  own. 
Before  the  white  man's  footstep,  day  by  day, 

As  the  sea-tides  encroach  upon  the  sand, 
He  saw  his  proud  possessions  melt  away, 
And  found  himself  a  king  without  a  land. 

Constrained  by  unknown  laws, 

Judged  guilty  without  cause. 

Maddened  l)y  treachery, 
What  wonder  that  his  tortured  spirit  rose, 

And  turned  upon  his  foes, 
And  told  his  wrongs  in  words  that  still  we  see 
Recorded  on  the  page  of  history  :— 

"The  English,  when  they  came, 
Were  but  a  handful,  poor,  distressed,  forlorn; 
My  fother,  who  was  Sachem,  gave  them  corn ; 

To  serve  them  was  his  aim. 
He  gave  them  lands  to  build  upon,  and  plant, 
Hospitable  and  kind,  relieved  each  want. 
As  others  came  across  the  seas, 
He  watched  their  feeble  strength  increase. 
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'■  My  father's  couusellors  ■were  wise  and  old; 

They  saw  the  power  the  deadly  firearm  gave ; 
They  saw  the  whites  grow  proud,  and  uncontrolled, 

And  dreaded  lest  the  Indian  be  their  slave. 
As  yet  their  numbers  were  not  groat; 
.    They  said,  destroy  them,  ere  it  be  too  late. 
But  to  my  father's  mood. 
Their  counsel  seemed  not  good; 
Geutlj'  he  answered  them  : 
'  My  country  lias,  in  vale,  and  hill,  and  wood, 
Eoom  for  both  Indians  and  for  Englishmen.' 

"  His  words  prevailed,  althongli  with  ruin  fraught, 

And  so  he  gave  the  English  room,  aud  food ; 
But  as  they  flourished,  soon  experience  taught 

The  wise  men's  words  were  good. 
By  various  means,  I  know  not  how,  each  day 
Some  part  of  our  domain  was  taken  away ; 
But  still  my  father  could  not  see  the  end, 
And  till  he  died,  remained  the  white  mau's  friend. 

"My  elder  brother,  next, 
Wamsutta,  was  the  Sacliem  of  our  race, 

And  on  some  false  pretext, 
Made  captive  even  in  his  dwelling  place. 

With  pistols  at  his  breast. 

Dragged  rudely  from  his  rest 
A  prisoner,  with  a  soldier  on  each  side. 
Fatigued,  enraged,  sore  wounded  in  his  pride. 

What  wonder  that  he  died? 

*'  Xow,  the  last  Sachem  of  our  tribe,  I  see 

Our  strength  and  power  decay. 
My  people  tried  by  laws  they  did  not  make, 
And  forced  to  see  the  cruel  white  man  take 

Their  lauds  for  damages  the}'  cannot  pay. 
Whose  ever  herds  transgress  the  boundary  line, 

I  rudely  am  coufined  and  forced  to  sell 
Tract  after  tract,  to  pay  an  unjust  fine. 
Nought  but  the  whole,  the  white  mau's  greed  can  quell ; 
But  a  small  part  remains  to  give 

Of  the  dominions  of  my  father's  race, 
I  am  dctennidcd  not  to  live 
Until  1  have  no  country  and  no  place." 
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Such  were  King  Philip's  ■wrongs, 
Told  by  himself  to  one  who  plead  for  peace ; 
To  the  ungrateful  white  man's  treacheries 

Surelj'  all  blame  Ijelougs. 

Then  swelled  the  death-song  of  Pometacora, 
Upon  the  site  of  his  ancestral  home, 
Before  he  plunged  into  the  fatal  strife, 
Which  ended  only  with  his  life  : 

Then  the  war-cry  rang  out, 
"With  shriek,  and  yell,  and  hideous  battle  shout. 
The  silent  arrow  hurtled  through  the  air, 

lu  every  copse  there  lurked  a  secret  foe ; 
From  hill  and  valley,  rose  the  smoky  glare 
"Which  told  of  peaceful  villages  laid  low. 
The  mother  clasped  her  babes  in  mute  afl'right, 
And  dreaded,  lest  before  the  coming  uight. 
There  might  be  seen,  where  uow  her  dwelling  stood, 
But  dying  coals  and  embers  quenched  in  blood. 

IIow  many  mourned  the  dead? 

The  tale  has  oft  been  read 

In  stories  and  in  songs. 
How  raged  the  conflict  fierce  and  dread ; 
How  the  roused  Indians  avenged  their  wrongs. 

O'er  hill  and  plain. 
The  years  rolled  ou,  amid  the  cruel  strife; 
One  fought  their  aucient  heritage  to  gain 

One  fought  for  \Kc 
At  first  the  Indians  triumphed;  but  at  last 

The  tide  of  battle  turned;  the  skill  and  strength 
And  numbers  of  the  whites  increased  so  fast 

The  red  men  fell  before  them,  till  at  length 
Pometacom,  subdued  but  undismaj-ed. 

Saw  wife  aud  son  con.signed  to  slavery; 
Saw  the  brave  chiefs  Avho  rallied  to  his  aid. 

Some  lifeless  fall,  some  lost  by  treachery  ; 
Cauonchet,  captured,  vilely  tortured,  burned; 
(Such  savage  treatment,  Indians  would  have  spurned:) 
Awashonks,  queen  of  fiiir  Seaconnet's  shore. 
False  to  her  race,  was  his  ally  no  more ; 
And  one  true  woman,  ever  at  his  side, 
With  grief  enraged,  Wamsutta's  widowed  bride, 
Found  dead  beside  the  river  flow. 

Was  it  a  broken  heart  that  laid  thee  low, 
Pocasset's  warrior  queen,  uuhappy  Wcetamoc? 
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Nearer  and  nearer  came 
The  fatal  end;  thej'  -weaker  grew  each  day. 
Despair,  disease,  starvation  made  their  prej- 

Upon  each  feeble  frame ; 
And  white  men  saw  with  hearts  exulting  high, 
The  haughty  race  of  Wampanoags  fly 
Before  their  gathering  force,  from  swamp  to  fen ; 
Hunted  like  some  wild  beast,  from  den  to  den; 
The  last  weak  remnant  of  the  proud  red  men. 
At  last,  in  yonder  swamp  that  skirts  this  hill, 
Betrayed,  despairing,  but  undaunted  still. 
Circled  by  stealth,  with  hostile  bauds, 
King  Philip  fell  by  traitor  hands, 

Shot  through  the  very  heart. 
He  looked  towa-ds  his  ancestral  throne, 
His  fair  Mount  Hope,  no  more  his  own, 
From  which  he  must  depart. 
His  spirit  fled  to  seek  some  hiMipiei"  place, 
The  last  great  Sachem  of  the  ^Yampanoag  race. 

And  lies  he  here? 
Is  this  tree  planted  o'er  the  chieftain's  breast? 

Did  they,  on  leafy  bier, 
Bear  their  dead  foeman  to  his  peaceful  rest? 
No!  base  insult  and  injury 

Were  lavished  freely  on  him  then; 
While  Indians  stood  aghast,  to  see 

The  tender  mercies  of  the  Englishmen. 
Of  all  the  boundless  lands  he  gave. 
They  could  not  spare  him  even  a  shallow  grave. 
His  remnants  from  four  neighboring  trees  hung  down. 

And  severed  head  and  hands,  oh  !  shameful  story  ! 
Sent  to  far  Plymouth,  and  to  "  Boston  towne," 

As  trophies  to  display  the  conqueror's  glory. 
We  know  not  where  on  earth  his  bones  may  be, 

But  plant  upon  Mount  Hope  King  Philip's  tree, 
Autl  give  this  tribute  to  his  memory  : — 

A  chieftain,  politic  and  wise, 

A  faithful  friend  in  time  of  peace, 
An  enemy  without  disguise. 

Too  proud  to  yield  to  injuries; 
A  leader,  daring  in  the  strife. 

Loving  his  country  more  than  life, 
A  conqueror,  kind  to  gentleness, 

As  all  his  captive  foes  confess; 
Humane  in  battle  as  in  peace, — oh  I  where 
Is  there  a  king  could  better  record  bear? 
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And  so,  to-day,  a  little  baud, 

On  Pokanoket's  lieiglit  we  stand, 
And  look  back  o'er  the  page  of  history, 

On  proud  Ponictacom. 
Perchance  his  spirit  hovers  uigh, 
Come  from  the  "  happy  hunting  grounds  "  to  view 
What  more  the  white  man's  hand  can  do 

To  desecrate  his  home. 
Shade  of  King  Philip !  to  thy  bitter  wrongs, 
This  tribute  of  a  late  regret  belongs. 
No  marl)le  stone,  or  monunieut,  bring  we, 
Nor  polished  shaft  of  granite ;  but,  to  thee. 
Son  of  the  forest,  plant  this  forest-tree ;  • 

Long  may  its  life  perpetuate  thy  name, 
Green  as  thy  memory,  deathless  as  thy  fame. 

THE  SWAMP  riGHT  IN   SOUTH   KINGSTOWN. 

On  the  19th  of  December,  1G75,  a  bloody  battle  known  as  "  The  Swamp 
Fight,"  took  place  in  South  Kingstown,  between  theNarragansett  Indians 
and  the  Massachusetts,  Plymouth  and  Connecticut  forces  under  the  com- 
mand of  General  Josiah  Wiuslow.    The  scene  of  action  was  in  the  centre 
of  an  extensive  swamp  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  J.  G.  Clarke,  Esq.,  and 
which  has  been  in  the  family  for  more  than  a  hundred  years.     A  portion 
of  Mr.  Clarke's  mansion  was  the  dwelling  built  by  the  original  settler 
about  two  hundred  years  ago.     The  swamp  is  about  two  miles  west  of  the 
i;iugstou  depot.     The  dry  ground  upon  which  the  Indian  encampment 
Mas  palisaded,  covers  about  five  or  six  acres,  and  rises  three  or  four  feet 
aliove  the  water  which  usually  surrounds  it.     The  entrance  to  the  fort  was 
near  the  southwest  corner,  and  there  the  fiercest  part  of  the  battle  occurred. 
The  battle  raged  for  three  hours,  and  terminated  in  the  burning  of  six 
hundred  wigwams,  in  and  around  which  three  hundred  old  men,  women 
and.children  perished.     Against  the  inhumanity  of  this  act.  Captain  Beu- 
janiiu  Church,  though  bleeding  from  severe  wounds,  protested.     This  drew 
upon  him  the  ire  of  a  surgeon  present,  who  told  him  that  if  he  gave  such 
advice  as  that  was  he  should  bleed  to  death  like  a  dog,  before  they  would 
endeavor  to  staunch  his  blood. 

The  loss  of  the  Narragansetts  in  this  battle  was  not  less  than  one  thou- 
sand, and  that  of  the  English  has  been  set  down  at  two  hundred  to  four 
hundred.  The  Indians  had  laid  in  a  large  store  of  corn  for  their  winter 
consumption,  which  the  fire  destroyed,  and  great  suflering  for  want  of 
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food  followed.  It  was  a  military  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  English,  ulii 
were  short  of  provisions,  and  in  this  wanton  destruction  cut  tlicniselvis 
off  from  supplies  which,  according  to  Captain  Church,  would  have  betii 
sufficient  to  supply  the  whole  aniiy  until  the  spring  of  the  jear.  The 
night  following  the  fight  a  severe  snow  storm  set  in,  the  cold  became  in- 
tense, and  many  Avonnded  soldiers  died  for  want  of  shelter  and  food. 

The  memories  that  gather  around  this  spot,  well  chosen  for  seclusion  nr 
for  defence,  will  make  it  ever  attractive  to  the  readers  of  Rhode  Island 
historj',  and  on  the  2d  of  last  Sejitember,  a  goodly  company  of  membiri 
of  the  Ehode  Island  Historical  Society  with  others  made  an  excursion  to 
the  locality  for^the  purpose  of  exploration  and  studying  its  topography. 
The  day,  though  forbidding  early  in  the  morning,  proved  to  be  all  that 
could  be  desired.  The  company  met  with  a  cordial  reception  from  ^Ir. 
and  Mrs.  Clarke,  and  were  at  once  conveyed  to  the  ground.  The  long- 
continued  dry  weather  had  dried  up  the  swamp  more  than  had  been  known 
for  several  years,  and  enabled  the  party  to  reach  the  objective  point  with 
entire  ease.  Mr.  Clarke  caused  several  furrows  to  be  ploughed  indiliercnt 
places,  and  the  party  was  soon  diligently  engaged  in  searching  for  mementos 
of  two  centuries  gone  by.  Their  labors  were  rewarded  by  a  few  arrow 
heads  and  remnants  of  the  conflagration  in  the  form  of  charred  wood.  An 
impromptu  picnic  followed  in  a  cool  and  romantic  grove  near  by,  whero 
an  hour  or  more  was  si)ent  in  appeasing  sharp  appetites,  and  in  listening 
to  unstudied  remarks  from  Rev.  E.  E.  Hale,  Gen.  Nelson  Yiall,  J.  G. 
Parkhurst,  Esq.,  and  the  Librarian.  It  seemed  to  be  the  general  convic- 
tion that  the  Narragansetts  were  a  noble  race,  and  deserved  better  treat- 
ment than  they  received  at  the  hands  of  the  English.  Captain  Church  was 
spoken  of  in  terms  of  respect.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  Mr. 
and  I\Irs.  Clarke  for  their  thoughtful  hospitality,  and  the  party  turned 
homeward,  feeling  that  a  delightful  day  had  been  passed.

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OUR   PAMPIILKTS   AXD   MAXUSCniPTS. 

The  most  important  work  of  the  year,  perhaps,  has  been,  to  the  exteut 
tliat  peciiinary  meaus  permitted,  the  classifying,  arrauging  aiid  binding  of 
jiamphlets  relating  to  Rhode  Island,  and  of  manuscripts  whicli  had  been 
accumulating  from  the  date  of  the  Society's  formation.  The  pamphlets 
are  about  tliree  thousand  in  number,  making  three  hundred  volumes, 
treating  of  education,  science,  art,  polite  literature,  biography,  medicine, 
jurisprudence  philanthropy,  politics,  etc.,  and  furnishing  desirable  mate- 
rial, not  easily  elsewhere  to  be  found,  for  writing  up  the  history  of  each 
department. 

The  manuscripts  examined,  collated,  and  arranged  in  the  order  of  their 
dales,  are  comprised  in  seventy-two  folio  volumes,  and  number  nearly 
twenty  thousand  separate  papers.  Tliese  papers  were  handled  five  times  : 
first,  to  unfold,  spread  and  place  under  weight  to  remove  wrinkles; 
second,  to  repair  such  as  had  been  torn  and  otherwise  mutilated;  third, 
to  classify-  according  to  subjects ;  fourlli  to  arrange  according  to  dates ; 
fifth,  to  mount  for  binding, — making  the  handling  equivalent  to  examining 
one  liuudred  thousand  papers.  The  work,  necessarily  slow,  lias  been 
performed  to  the  satisftiction  of  the  Committee  having  it  in  charge. 
From  extensive  inquiries  among  librarians  in  dilferent  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, I  do  not  anywhere  find  that  so  much  similar  work  has  been  accom- 
plished in  so  short  a  time,  at  so  moderate  a  cost.  There  is,  however, 
several  years  of  work  to  be  done,  to  place  our  collections  in  the  condition 
thfv  should  be;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
tlic  convenient  form  in  which  the  manuscripts  are  now  arranged  for 
examination,  will,  at  an  earl}'  day,  lead  to  measures  which  will  secure  for 
the  large  number  of  yet  unfiled  papers  a  similar  protection  from  loss.  In 
closing  this  statement,  I  would  suggest  the  expediency,  before  the  vol- 
umes are  opened  to  public  inspection  and  use,  that  a  case  be  provided  for 
them,  where  they  can  be  safely  kept  under  lock  and  key ;  and  further,  that 
specific  regulations  in  regard  to  examining  them,  and  copying  from  them, 
••e  provided,  such  as  governs  other  historical  societies,  in  similar  cases. 

CKXTEXNIAL    MEMORIES. 

The  year  just  closed  is  rich  in  centennial  memories  honorable  to  Ehode 
I->land  prowess.  The  vigor  with  which  Governor  Cooke  and  the  General 
A-sembly  applied  themselves  to  the  protection  of  the  one  hundred  and 
'hirty  miles  of  exposed  coast  line  of  the  Colony;  the  sailing  of  "  the  Urst 
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Ainericau  Sqnadrou  that  ever  got  to  sea,"  uiider  Comraodore  Ilojikin-. 
and  its  successful  descent  upon  New  Trovideuce;  the  capture  of  V.-.v 
IIa^vke  and  the  repulse  of  the  frigate  Glasgow,  of  2-t  gnus,  and  her  toniirr 
of  eight  guns,  by  the  same  brave  commander;  the  cutting  out  of  iwu 
Britisli  prizes  in  the  harbor  of  Xewjiort,  by  au  expedition  from  Trox  i- 
dence;  the  repeal  of  the  act  of  allegiance  to  the  mother  country;  tli< 
building  and  launching  in  Providence  of  two  of  the  thirteen  frigat^.■^ 
ordered  by  the  Continental  Congress ;  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
of  which  William  Ellcry  and  Stephen  Hopkins  were  signers;  the  bnj.! 
assault  on  the  Hudson  river  upon  the  British  sixty-four  gunship  Asia,  liv 
Capt.  Silas  Talbot,  in  an  old  sloop  converted  into  a  lire-bomb;  tlic  battl. 
of  H.arlaem,  in  which  Rhode  Island  troops  were  distinguished;  the  vi.!- 
nutary  contiimauce  in  service,  at  a  critical  moment,  of  Ilitclicock'.-, 
Yaruum's  and  Lippitt's  regiments,  a  prelude  to  the  defence  of  Trenton 
bridge  and  the  battle  of  Princeton;  these,  and  many  other  events  wliii-li. 
in  the  recital,  stir  patriotic  blood,  identify  Phode  Island  with  "  the  time> 
that  tried  men's  souls,"  while  to  the  recent  Centennial  Exposition  in 
Philadelphia,  she  can  proudly  point  for  illustrations  of  a  hundred  years  ui 
progress  in  Education,  Mechanic  Arts,  Inventions  and  Manufactures. 

The  year  upon  which  we  have  just  entered  is  no  less  affluent  in  recol- 
lections of  Pevolutionary  occurrences,  in  which  Rhode  Island  troops  were 
honorably  conspicuous.  A  prominent  enterprise  deserving  to  be  appro- 
priately' commemorated,  was  the  capture,  by  Colonel  "William  Barton  ami 
a  select  body  of  volunteers,  of  Major-Gencr.al  Ilicliard  Prescott,  at  hi- 
quarters  in  Portsmouth,  on  the  night  of  July  10th,  1777.  It  was  a  "buM 
push,''  as  the  General  appreciativelj- declared,  and  the  celerity  and  success 
with  which  it  was  accomplished  under  the  guns  of  the  enemy's  ships, 
gave  eclat  throughout  the  country  to  Colonel  Barton's  name.  The  battle 
on  Rhode  Island,  August  29th,  1778,  the  evacuation  of  the  Island  by  tlie 
British,  in  October,  1779,  the  arrival  of  the  French  Allies  under  Rochani- 
beau  and  DcTerney,  July  10,  17S0,  and  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
May  29,  1790,  are  events,  as  their  centennaries  shall  occur,  that  will  l>e 
cminentlj'  worthy  of  special  uotice  by  this  Society. 

COXCLUSIOX. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  number  and  value  of  the  papers  re.id 
before  the  Society,  and  the  numerous  attendance  at  the  meetings  ii:i- 
cvinced  a  gratifying  interest  in  the  subjects  presented.     The  improvement 
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of  the  grounds,  aiul  the.  substitution  of  an  iron  fence  upon  a  granite 
foundation,  for  the  original  one  of  wood,  -svill,  -when  completed  according 
to  the  plan  of  the  Coniniittee  having  the  same  in  charge,  give  a  desirable 
symmctj-ical  finish  to  the  entire  enclosure. 

As  in  former  j-ears,  a  large  proportion  of  the  collections  of  the  past 
year  is  the  fruit  of  personal  solicitations  on  the  part  of  the  Librarian. 
The  labor  of  collecting  v.'hat  is  desirable  to  be  secured  for  our  Libraiy 
and  Cabinet,  cither  as  specimens  of  the  early  literature  of  our  State,  or 
as  mementos  of  the  Kevolutionary  period,  or  as  relics  of  aboriginal  life, 
could  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  jiersou  in 
each  town,  interested  in  antiquarian  researches,  to  collect  in  behalf  of 
our  Society,  and  transmit  to  the  Librarian,  materials  of  the  kind  here 
referred  to,  now  to  be  found  (but  rapidly  disappearing)  in  almost  every 
neighborhood.  Old  books,  ancient  manuscripts,  and  modern  fugitive 
literature,  to  Avhicli  the  owners  attach  little  value,  but  of  incalculable 
importance  to  the  genealogist  and  to  the  student  of  Rhode  Island  history, 
might  thus  be  rescued  from  greedy  paper  vats,  whose  devastations  for 
sixteen  years  past  are  saddening  to  contemplate.  lu  default  of  such  an 
arrangement,  will  not  tlie  members  of  tliis  Society  in  every  part  of  the 
Slate  individually  exert  themselves  to  increase  our  treasures?

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Jamks  Y.  Smith  died  at  his  residence  in  the  city  of  Providence,  Marcli 
2G,  187G,  in  the  sixtj'-seventh  year  of  his  age. 

A  little  more  than  a  week  previous  to  his  death,  Governor  Smith,  ^vllil'• 
in  his  accustomed  routine  of  daily  work,  experienced  the  first  syniptom- 
of  paralysis.  lie  was  conscious  of  the  significance  of  the  Avarning,  but 
was  not  intimidated  by  it.  lie  bore  the  prospect  of  the  approachini: 
struggle  with  complacency,  and  maintained  a  brave  cheerfulness  durini; 
all  his  remainiug  hours  of  consciousness.  The  disease,  after  halting  onco 
or  twice  in  its  course,  and  apparently  yielding  to  professional  j-kil!. 
resumed  its  progress  with  increased  violence  which  continued  until  tlir 
end. 

James  Y.  Smith  was  a  true  example  of  the  vigorous  and  self-reliant 
type  of  American  character.  He  belonged  to  the  class  of  men  who,  in  tho 
accident  of  their  spheres,  could,  if  need  be,  found  States,  establish  m\\ 
industries,  and  push  forward  by  sheer  indomitable  will  and  energy  again-t 
all  obstacles  the  material  interests  of  civilization.  Ilis  life  was  the  natu- 
ral evolutiou  of  the  native  forces  within  him.  He  owed  little  to  the  ai'N 
of  adventitious  surroundings,  or  to  any  circumstance  beyond  his  own 
natural  resources. 

James  Y.  Smith  was  born  in  the  town  of  Groton,  Connecticut,  in  the 
year  1809,  and  received  no  other  education  than  that  which  the  country 
schools  of  half  a  century  ago  were  able  to  give.     At  the  age  of  tliirtoo". 
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circumstances  required  liiin  to  support  hiiiiself  in  a  grocery  store  in  New 
I.ontlon,  and  during  the  greater  part  of  the  four  years  that  he  was  so 
employed,  he  was  entrusted  with  the  entire  charge  of  the  business. 

In  the  year  1826,  and  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  he  removed  to  Provi- 
dence and  entered  the  counting-room  of  James  Aborn,  who  was  then 
largely  engaged  in  the  lumber  business.  Here  his  great  energy  and  busi- 
ness sagacity  were  conspicuous,  and  for  several  years  before  his  retire- 
ment from  that  connection  in  1SI3.  he  was  a  partner  in  the  firm.  Many 
of  our  older  citizens  will  remember  with  what  zeal  and  absolute  indilVer- 
ence  to  fatigue  and  unseasonable  hours  he  personally  attended  to  the 
unlading  of  the  cargoes  of  lumber  which  came  to  the  yard  of  Aborn  & 
Smitli. 

In  the  year  1838  he  became  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton 
goods,  and  after  1843  made  it  his  chief  business.  For  a  period  of  over 
thirty-eight  years  he  has  been  recognized  in  this  community  as  one  of  the 
most  intelligent  and  successful  masters  in  that  industry  upon  which  the 
prosperity  of  our  State  so  greatly  depends. 

Possessed  of  a  most  vigorous  constitution,  reenforced  by  the  simplest 
habits  of  life,  he  accomplished  for  years  in  the  prosecution  of  his  business 
as  a  manufacturer  the  severest  labors.  The  greater  as  well  as  the  smaller 
afl'airs  were  subjected  to  his  personal  supervision.  The  details  of  the 
manufacture  at  the  mills  were  kept  constantly  under  his  eye,  no  less  than 
the  business  of  the  counting-room  and  of  the  market.  Before  the  build- 
ing of  the  Hartford  railroad,  he  was  accustomed  to  make  regular  journeys 
to  Willimantic,  a  distance  of  forty-eight  miles,  by  carriage,  at  night,  in 
order  not  to  encroach  by  travelling  upon  the  business  hours  of  the  daj', 
and  in  the  same  manner,  before  the  'Worcester  road  was  built,  he  kept  up 
his  personal  supervision  of  the  mills  in  which  he  was  interested  at  Woon- 
Kockct. 

In  addition  to  his  own  extensive  business,  it  is  doubtful  if  any  man  in 
the  State  has,  during  the  last  twenty-five  years,  been  so  completely  the 
servant  of  the  people  or  been  appealed  to  m5re  generally  to  fill  positions 
of  trust  or  to  give  his  advice  and  time  to  the  private  affairs  of  others. 
The  trust  and  confidence  of  the  public  in  his  personal  integrity  and  sound 
judgment  were  next  to  universal.  While  he  accepted  these  trusts  and  evi- 
dences of  confidence  without  hesitation,  he  was  not  neglectful  of  the  duties 
of  the  least  of  them.  An  oflice  to  him  was  in  no  respect  a  sinecure. 
^^  liether  he  was  called  upon  to  act  as  a  committee  in  building  a  bridge,  a 
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house  for  a  charity,  a  church,  a  school-house,  a  city  hall,  or  to  serve  a>  :i 
referee  iu  a  private  coutroversj',  or  as  an  appraiser  of  an  estate,  each  uimI 
every  duty,  the  smallest  as  Avell  as  the  greatest,  was  conscientiously  prr- 
formed.  No  one  among  his  fellows  remembers  when  his  seat  has  Ihmis 
vacant  at  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Union  Bank,  and  at  the  last  for- 
mal meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Dexter  Donation,  he  was  tli.' 
only  member,  except  the  Maj'or,  Avho  kept  that  almost  obsolete  duly  in 
mind. 

At  the  time  of  his  decease  he  was  tlie  President  of  the  Tnion  Bank,  ami 
of  two  savings  institutions,  and  was  also  tlie  President  of  one,  and  ;i 
director  in  seven  insurance  companies.  For  several  j'cars  he  has  Im'lh 
active  in  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Providence  and  "Worcester  I'ail- 
road,  and  at  his  dealli  he  was  a  valued  member  of  no  less  than  five  com- 
missions under  the  city  government.  To  all  of  these  positions  of  tru^t  lie 
brought  a  sound  judgment,  a  willing  service  and  conscientious  upriglit- 
ness  of  purpose. 

Governor  Smith  served  the  city,  as  its  Mayor,  for  the  years  1S5."  an. I 
185G.  lie  was  elected  as  the  nominee  of  the  citizens,  in  opjjosition  tobotli 
the  recognized  political  parties,  and  was  tendered  the  otlice  fur  a  tliird 
term,  but  declined  a  reelection. 

From  18C3  to  1SG5,  inclusive,  he  served  the  State  with  ability,  fuUlity 
and  patriotism,  as  its  Chief  Magistrate.  The  period  covered  by  tliis  st  r- 
vice  was  a  very  trying  one,  from  the  fact  that  it  was  the  most  gloomy 
period  in  the  history  of  the  civil  war.  The  quota  required  from  this  State, 
under  the  several  calls  for  troops,  amounted  during  Governor  Sniiili'- 
administration,  to  above  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  men.  The  pc.'ple 
of  the  State  were  adverse  to  a  draft,  and  this  whole  number  of  men  wm-^ 
secured  by  voluntary  enlistment,  but  necessarily  at  a  great  cost  in  tlic  way 
of  bounties  and  services  of  recruiting  agents.  In  the  strife  which  politi- 
cal excitement  engenders,  it  is  not  stiange  that  with  so  many  conllictini: 
and  adversary  interests  to  reconcile  or  to  contend  against.  Governor 
Smith  did  not  altogether  escape  the  shafts  of  partizan  censure  and  att.ick, 
but  the  sober  judgment  of  the  people  iu  reviewing  his  administration  wdl 
accord  to  him  an  honest  and  sincere  desire  to  uphold  the  honor  and  patri- 
otism of  the  State. 

It  not  uufrequently  happens  that  those  temperaments  which  ai>pear  to 
the  world  to  be  the  most  persistent  and  uncompromising  have  an  oi'po. 
site  side,  the  most  tender  and  impressionable.  Tliere  are  hundreds  aniou- 
tbe  humble  whose  eyes  will  moisten  as  tliey  learn  that  their  friend  is  diad. 
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The  car  of  James  Y.  Smith  never  refused  to  listen  to  the  story  of  suffer- 
in«r  or  of  want,  ami  liis  hand  Avas  never  closed  to  relieve  it.  It  uas  not 
in  publie  only  that  his  charity  Avas  exercised.  To  many  a  heart  and  home 
has  he  bronght  gladness  and  sympathy  and  help.  There  are  many  rooms 
of  sickness  tliat  will  miss  his  daily  oflerings  of  flowers,  and  many  hearts 
that  will  be  the  sadder  for  the  want  of  his  encouraging  word  and  smile. 
In  tlie  treadmill  of  his  long  life  he  denied  himself  rest  and  refreshment, 
but  he  delighted  as  he  was  hurrying  through  liis  rounds  of  toil,  to  give  a 
lifting  hand  to  those  Avho  were  less  hardy  in  the  race.  lie  illustrated  that 
apothegm  of  Lord  Bacon :  "  Self  reliance  and  self  denial  will  teach  a  man 
to  drink  out  of  his  own  cistern  and  eat  his  own  sweet  bread,  and  to  learn 
and  labor  truly  to  get  his  living  and  carefully  to  expend  tlie  good  things 
committed  to  his  trust." — Providence  Jovrnal. 

Governor  Smith  became  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1857,  and  a  Life 
Member  in  1SV3. 

JosKPH  EoGEHS  Bkowx,  thc  first  child  of  David  and  Patience  Rogers 
Brown,  of  Warren,  E.  I.,  was  born  in  Warren,  11  I.,  January  2G,  1810. 
His  father  was  of  Xorthamptonshire  English  stock,  through  Peter  Brown, 
who  landed  at  Salem,  Mass.,  iu  ICOO.  He  attended  the  district  school 
until  he  was  sixteen.  Having  early  sho%vn  a  marked  mechanical  abilitj', 
he  used  to  assist  his  father  between  school  hours  in  watch  work  and  in  the 
manufacture  of  clocks,  small  jewelry  and  silver-ware.  For  the  next 
eighteen  months  he  worked  regularly  with  his  father. 

In  the  spring  of  1827,  desiring  to  perfect  himself  as  a  machinist,  he 
went  into  the  shop  of  Walcott  &  Harris,  at  Valley  Falls,  where  he  com- 
'nienced  without  any  specific  agreement  as  to  remuneration.  They  put 
him  on  to  rough  work  at  first,  but  soon  finding  that  the  training  received 
in  his  father's  shop  had  fitted  him  to  perform  such  labor  as  was  usually 
given  to  older  workmen,  for  the  next  three  months  they  employed  him  on 
thc  parts  of  cotton  machinery  requiring  accuracy  and  skill. 

His  employers  failing  to  give  him  any  satisfaction  as  to  Avhat  wages  he 
was  to  receive,  he  engaged  himself  to  "William  Field,  whose  shop  was  in 
thc  same  village.  Here  he  was  mainly  employed  in  turning  throstle  spin- 
dles, and  for  his  labor  received  87A  cents  a  day,  doing  thc  same  Avork  in 
luality  and  quantity  as  did  the  men  Avho  were  paid  one  dollar  and  a  half 
per  day.  In  the  following  spring  his  father  moved  his  Avork  to  Pawtuckct, 
and  he  again  entered  his  employ. 
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Their  first  work  was  a  tower  clock  for  the  Congregational  Church  in 
that  phnce  followed  by  othfcrs  for  Tauntou  and  New  Bedford.  On  reach- 
ing his  majority  iu  1831  he  opened  a  shop  of  his  own  for  the  manufacture 
of  small  tools  for  macliinists,  lathes,  etc.  "  In  1833  his  fatlier  proposed  n 
union  of  forces,  and,  as  his  own  venture  did  not  prove  as  succes.sful  a>  In 
wished,  he  acceeded.  They  opened  a  shop  in  Providence  at  No.  CO  South 
Main  street,  and  work  immediately  flowed  in  upon  them. 

In  tlie  winter  of  1837  their  shop  Avith  its  contents  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
The  loss  was  very  heavy  and  the  insurance  amounted  to  but  two  thousiunl 
dollars.  "While  waiting  for  the  shop  to  be  re-built  they  rented  a  small  one 
near  by.  When  the  building  was  finished  the  owners  refused  them  the 
use  of  a  forge  so  they  took  a  portion  of  the  premises  No.  C9  on  the  same 

street. 

In  1841  David  Brown  retired  from  the  firm.  Just  previous  to  this  date 
Joseph  K.  Brown,  thinking  to  engage  iu  the  manufacture  of  watches,  con- 
structed two  as  an  experiment,  one  with  a  lever  escapement  aud  the  otlier 
with  chronometer  escapement. 

In  1818,  requiring  steam  power,  and  needing  more  room  he  removed  to 
No.  115  South  Main  street.  Here  he  continued  a  general  jobbing  depart- 
ment in  connection  with  the  other  business. 

In  1853,  the  financial  part  of  the  business  requiring  more  attention,  he 
associated  with  his  former  apprentice  and  late  employe,  Lucian  Sliarpc 
From  this  time  forward  they  rapidly  acquired  more  floor  room.  About 
this  date  they  constructed  the  illuminated  clock  for  the  front  of  the  State 
House,  Newport,  which  was  the  last  turret  clock  erected  by  them.  Tliey 
however  continued  for  a  short  time  longer  the  construction  of  watch 
clocks. 

In  1858  they  contracted  with  the  Wilcox  &  Gibbs  Sewing  Machine  Com- 
pany for  the  manufocture  of  all  their  machines.  In  1SG3  watch  re]KUiim,' 
was  entirely  given  up  by  them.  In  18G8  they  obtained  a  charter  under  the 
corporate  name  of  Brown  and  Sharpe  Manufacturing  Company. 

Having  purchased  ample  ground  room  on  Promenade  street,  near  Park 
street,  in  1872,  they  erected  their  present  fire-proof  factory  buildings, 
having  a  floor  area  of  sixty  thousand  square  feet. 

The  tools  and  machinery  employed  in  this  establishment  were,  to  a  great 
extent  designed  by  Mr.  Brown. 

In  1852  he  invented  the  Linear  dividing  engine  for  graduated  division."* 
in  scales  of  measurement.  This  was  the  first  automatic  machine  of  this 
kind,  practically  perfect,  put  in  use  ou  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 
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lu  ISCG,  Samuel  Darling  acquired  an  interest  in  this  department  and 
henceforth  this  branch  of  the  business  ^vas  conducted  under  the  style  of 
Darling,  EroTs-u  &  Sliarpe. 

In  18G5  Mr.  Brown  invented  his  Universal  Milling  Machine,  with  gear- 
cutting  attachment,  and  since  then  the  Revolving  Head  Screw  Machine, 
the  Universal  Grinding  Machine,  the  Tapping  Machine,  and  the  Screw 
Slotting  Machine,  etc.,  etc. 

Bj'  over  mental  exertion  his  health  became  impaired  and  in  18G8-G9  he 
passed  eighteen  months  abroad.  He  was  much  benefited  thereby,  but  was 
never  able  to  give  such  undivided  attention  to  business  as  before. 

In  later  years  he  was  in  the  habit  of  passing  the  summer  at  the  Isles  of 
Shoals,  X.  H.,  and  at  Star  Island  on  the  twenty-third  of  Jiilj^,  1S7C,  after  a 
distressing  illness  of  sixteen  hours,  he  died  from  rupture  of  the  left  ven- 
tricle of  the  heart. 

He  was  buried  from  his  late  residence,  110  Congdon  street,  July  27, 
IS7G,  and  his  remains  were  interred  in  his  family  ground  at  Swan  Point 
Cemetery. 

He  was  of  a  most  genial,  happy  disposition,  and  always  had  a  kind  word 
for  all  whom  he  met,  was  greatly  beloved,  especially  by  his  workmen,  who 
felt  that  to  each  of  them  he  was  a  personal  friend. 

lie  had  singularly  high  ideas  of  right  and  justice  in  these  times  of  lax 
morals,  and  carried  them  into  all  transactions  of  every  day  life. 

Among  other  bequests  he  gave  to  his  adopted  city  $10,000  towards  the 
fouudation  of  a  free  public  library,  and  §8,000  for  two  free  beds  in  the 
Khodc  Island  Hospital. 

September  18,  1837,  he  married  Caroline  Bowers  Niles,  daughter  of 
Jonathan  and  Susan  Kiles,  of  this  city,  by  whom  he  had  two  children : 
Walter  Clark,  born  June  li,  1841 ;  died  January  8,  1843.  Lyra  Frances, 
born  September  13,  1845. 

January  7,  1851,  his  wife  died.  May  3,  1852,  Mr.  Brown  married  Jane 
Frances  Mowry,  of  Pawtucket,  Avho,  with  his  daughter  by  his  tirst  wife, 
now  Mrs.  Edward  I.  Xickerson,  of  this  city,  alone  survives  him. 

Mr.  Brown  became  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1873,  and  at  the  time  of 
his  decease  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  oii  the  Care  of  Building  and 
Grounds. 

Kaul  p.  Masox,  who  has,  for  many  years,  been  closely  identified  with 
the  trade  and  production  of  this  community,  who  was  largety  interested 
lu  many  of  its  most  important  enterprises,  and  in  the  management  of  some 
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of  its  largest  commercial  and  manufacturing  concerns,  died  Soptembcri!, 
1S7C.  He  liad  been  in-  failing  liealtli  for  a  consideraljle  time.  Probably  1„ 
never  full}' recovered  from  the  sliociv  which  he  received  from  a  wuiml 
caused  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a  gun  at  the  Buruside  Uille  C^n.- 
panY's  Works,  now  the  Eliode  Island  Locomotive  Company;  and  a  .stiil 
greater  shock  in  tlie  sudden  death  of  his  wife. 

To  name  the  business  enterprises  with  which  Mr.  Mason  was  connectnl, 
would  be  to  eaumerate  half  the  great  concerns  that  have  contributed  to 
the  growth  and  prosperity  of  Providence  and  Ehode  Island.  In  the  vai  i- 
ous  manufactures  of  cotton,  of  wool  and  of  iron,  in  the  routes  of  tranr-- 
portatiou  opened  and  maintained,  by  land  and  by  water,  Mr.  Mason  \\a> 
conspicuous  by  his  investments,  his  counsel  and  his  management. 

Tew  men,  in  the  present  or  in  the  past  history  of  Providence,  have  been 
so  conspicuous  in  connection  with  its  material  interests.  Kor  was  lie  un-, 
mindful  of  its  moral  and  intellectual  needs.  He  was  a  liberal  supporter  iT 
the  institutions  of  religion,  of  education  and  of  charitj'.  Few  men  liavc 
led  so  active  lives,  llest  seemed  impossible  to  him,  and  sleep  was  hardly 
iiecessarj'.  lu  the  prime  of  his  vigor,  it  was  said  that  four  hours  of  s!eei>, 
and  these  in  a  bed  or  iu  a  railroad  car,  as  chance  might  oft'er,  sufficed  for  hi^ 
refreshment,  after  a  day  passed  iu  laborious  mental  and  physical  exertion, 
and  prepared  him  for  a  renewal  of  the  ceaseless  work  which  would  haw 
exhausted  most  men  at  fifty,  but  Avhich  was  only  healthful  exercise  with 
him.  To  those  who  knew  Mr.  Mason's  habits  of  life,  it  seemed  s(ranL;<- 
that  a  man  could  endure  the  labor  which  he  voluntarily  performed ;  au'l 
people  say  that  with  care  of  healtJi  and  moderation  of  mental  exertion, 
his  life,  Avhich  already  extended  beyond  the  limit  assigned  by  the  Psalnii>t. 
might  have  been  greatly  prolonged.  Not  so;  we  are  not  all  made  alikr. 
The  labor  which  would  have  killed  others  sustained  and  freshened  liim. 
Labor  could  not  kill  him,  but  he  would  have  sunk  under  idleness,  mh'I 
wasted  away  with  leisure.  He  performed  his  part  and  performed  it  ^\  ell, 
and  according  to  the  order  of  his  constitution;  what  would  have  been  vio- 
lence to  other  natures  was  only  in  harmony  with  his. 

Mr.  Mason  sustained  throughout  his  long  and  active  life,  and  in  all  lb-' 
vicissitudes  of  commercial  experience,  the  reputation  of  an  honorable  and 
Ligh-miuded  man. — Frovidence  Journal. 

Mr.  Mason  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1873. 
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Ai.ixis  C.\s-\vEi,L,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  fornieily  President  of  Brouu  Univer- 
sity, (lied  at  liis  residence  in  Providoicc,  January  8,  ]S77,  at  the  age  of 
nearly  seventy-eight  years.  His  ilhicss.  had  been  of  less  than  two  weeks' 
duration,  and  was  not  thonglit  to  be  attended  Avith  serious  danger  till  the 
tliird  or  fourth  day  before  its  fatal  end.  It  then  assumed  the  form  of  acute 
bronchitis,  which  he  was  not  able  to  throw  otl".  He  died  in  the  full  posses- 
sion of  his  faculties,  and  after  liaving  been  only  a  few  days  withdrawn 
from  the  activities  of  his  useful  and  honorable  life. 

])r.  Caswell  was  born  in  Taunton,  Mass.,  in  January,  1799.  He  was 
descended  from  a  sturdy  ancestry  of  farmers  in  Bristol  county,  in  one  of 
whose  towns  his  twin  brother  still  resides  in  a  vigorous  old  age.  Choos- 
ing for  himself  a  diflei-ent  kind  of  life,  lie  abandoned  the  occupations  of 
his  early  youth,  and  entered  Brown  University  in  1818,  where  he  graduated 
in  the  class  of  1822,  a  class  distinguished  for  the  number  of  conspicuous 
men  it  contained,  as  well  !'S  for  the  warm  personal  friendships  which  have 
always  bound  its  members  to  each  other.  He  spent  five  or  six  years  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  as  a  tutor  and  professor  in  Columbian  College,  and 
while  there  he  also  studied  theology  under  the  direction  of  the  llev.  Dr. 
Stoughton," at  that  time  President  of  the  institution.  In  the  autumn  of 
1S28  he  was  appointed  to  the  Professorship  of  Mathematics  and  Natural 
I'hilosophy  in  Brown  Universitj',  as  the  successor  of  the  Eev.  Alva  Woods, 
1).  D.  This  appointment  brought  him  back  to  Providence,  and  here  he 
soon  became  thoroughly  identified  with  the  community,  and,  both  as  a 
Professor  and  as  a  citizen,  he  has  always  been  held  in  the  highest  respect 
and  esteem. 

His  services  as  an  instructor  in  the  University,  beginning  in  1828,  were 
continued  without  interruption  till  his  withdrawal  from  them  in  the  autumn 
of  1803,  a  period  of  thirty-five  years.  In  January,  18GS,  he  was  cho-'cn 
I'resident,  and  held  the  otlice  four  years  and  a  half,  resigning  it  in  September, 
1^72.  His  entire  oflicial  connection  with  the  University  thus  extended 
tlirough  a  period  of  thirty-nine  years  and  a  half,  a  period  longer  than  that  of 
any  other  person  named  in  its  annals,  with  the  single  exception  of  his  distin- 
guished pupil  and  associate,  Prof.  George  I.  Chace,  who  was  an  oflicer  of  in- 
struction for  forty-one  years,  from  1831  to  1872.  After  resigning  the  Presi- 
dency he  was  chosen  a  member  ofthe  Board  ofTrustees,  and  in  1875  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Fellows.  He  thus  continued  to  the  end  of  his  life  to  be  inti- 
nuttely  associated  with  the  place  of  his  early  education,  and  in  the  several 
relations  which  he  sustainecl  to  it,  he  has  devoted  himself  to  its  interests 
11 
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Avitli  a  fidelity,  an  ability  and  a  variety  of  lionoralile  service,  that  innkr- 
liini  conspicuous  among-  its  benefactors  and  ornaments.  lie  came  l"o  ii 
very  soon  after  the  accession  of  Dr.  Wayland  to  its  Presidency,  while  ii 
Avas  witliont  endowments  and  with  only  very  imperfect  means  of  scieutiiir 
instruction,  and  while  it  was  still  struggling-  witli  the  gravest  embarra-- 
incuts.  He  lived  to  sec  it  attain  to  a  large  prosperity,  and  to  a  renown 
Avhicli  his  own  services  largely  helped  to  secure.  Though  occupying  tin- 
chair  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  he  for  a  considerable  period 
rendered  assistance  in  other  departments  of  instruction  with  wliieli  hi-- 
o-wn  was  not  connected,  he  had  much  to  do  with  matters  of  interior  di.- 
cipline,  and  was  frcipiently  enlisted  in  soliciting  funds,  tirst  for  the  library, 
and  afterwards  for  other  purposes,  of  the  completion  of  which  the  I'ni- 
versity  is  now  receiving  the  benetits.  Daring  all  these  years  of  his  Pro- 
fessorship he  was  respected  and  beloved  by  the  successive  classes  o\' 
scholars  as  few  instructors  have  ever  been.  Ilis  genial  and  kindly  iiaiurt- 
always  made  him  preeminently  the  student's  friend,  and  there  are  many 
who  sat  under  his  teachings  who  will  now  recall  some  act  of  indiilgenei- 
for  their  youthful  follies,  or  of  generous  aid  for  their  distresses. 

Ill  science  he  was  distiuguislied  rather  for  his  varied  acquisitions  and 
his  extensive  ac(iuaintance  with  the  department  of  science  with  which  li< 
was  connected,  than  for  original  investigations.  Indeed,  matliematio  and 
mechanical  philosopliy  afibrd  but  a  narrow  field  for  such  investigations. 
and  in  astronomy,  not  much  that  is  new  can  be  achieved  without  tlie  aii! 
of  an  observatory.  He  was,  however,  in  constant  cominunication  with 
those  who  were  thus  engaged,  and  kept  himself  fidly  informed  of  the  pro- 
gress which  was  made  in  these  sciences,  and  in  their  applications  to  tin 
interests  of  society.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  American  A^m'- 
ciatiou  for  the  Promotion  of  Science,  and  presided  at  some  of  its  annual 
mcctinirs.  He  was  also  one  of  the  small  number  of  scientific  men  wli<> 
met  iu  Washington,  several  years  ago,  under  the  auspices  of  the  govern- 
ment, to  form  the  American  Academy  of  Science.  Ilis  ralvancing  a-e, 
liowever,  has  seldom  allowed  him  to  participate  iu  its  subsequent  jir.i- 
ccedings. 

luhis  relations  to  the  comnuuuty,  few  men  among  us  have  been  nun-- 
favorably  known  or  more  highly  esteemed.  His  services  have  at  all  tinx- 
been  generously  given  to  the  interests  of  education,  philanthroi)y  and 
religion.  He  was  one  of  the  early  members  of  the  School  Committee  in 
this  city,  at  a  time  when  such  a  position  had  not  become  an  object  of  anil)i- 
lion,  and,  before  any  Superintendent  for  the  schools  had  been  appoint'  d. 
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he  was  actively  eiiira,2:(.'i.l  in  clevi-iing  ami  carryiii;.'  into  opei-ation  the  inctli- 
(>  Is  of  public  instniction,  of  which  we  have  ever  since  been  receiving  the 
hcnelits.  In  other  capacities  he  ha<  constantly  aided  in  sustaining  those 
social  interests  which  are  indispens;il)le  alike  to  the  high  character  and 
real  prospci-ity  of  every  commnnity,  and  which  always  occupy  the  atten- 
tion and  care  of  the  best  citizens.  lie  was  one  of  the  original  Trustees  of 
tlic  RhOLle  Island  Hospital,  and  since  November,  1S75,  he  has  been  its 
I'rcsident.  Ife  has  given  to  that  institution  a  great  deal  of  careful  atten- 
tion, and,  with  an  occasional  exception,  he  has  prepared  every  one  of  its 
annual  reports.  lie  has  during  the  past  few  yqars  been  a  member  of  the 
IJoard  of  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison,  where  he  has  also  frequently 
conducted  religious  services,  and  in  various  ways,  both  ollieial  and  nnofll- 
cial,  busied  himself  in  the  promotion  of  the  well-being  of  the  prisoners. 
His  published  writings  are  not  uumerous  and  they  have  been  mainly  on 
seientitic  subjects.  They  have  appeared  for  the  most  j^art  in  scientific 
journals  and  magazines,  and  in  the  reports  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 
Nor  can  we  omit  to  mention  with  grateful  appreciation,  the  carefully  pre- 
pared meteorological  tables  which,  for  forty  years,  lie  has  contrilnited  to 
tlie  Jiiurnnl,  and  which  have  i)een  looked  for  with  so  much  interest,  every 
month,  by  its  readers. 

Dr.  Caswell  was  a  Christian  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  who  carried 
his  religious  faith  and  principles  gracefully  aud  without  o.stcntation,  into 
the  duties  and  scenes  of  his  daily  life.  Though  an  ordained  clergyman, 
and  often  otliciating  as  such,  he  was  never  in  charge  of  a  eliurch.  His 
wiiole  life  was  passed  in  the  study  and  the  teaching  of  science.  He  was  broad 
aud  liVieral  in  his  Cliristiau  sympathies,  and  delighted  to  commune  on  the 
highest  themes  of  human  thought,  with  the  wise  and  the  good  of  every 
church  and  of  every  phase  of  religious  experience.  lie  cherished  a  serene 
and  unfaltering  faith  in  the  religion  of  the  Bible,  and  never  doubted  that 
<-very  thing  in  science  and  in  thehistory  of  the  world  would  at  length  prove 
to  be  in  harmony  with  its  teachings  when  rightly  understood.  With  these 
controlling  moral  qualities  were  associated  delightful  amenities  of  charac- 
ti^'r,  which  made  him  a  charming  companion  in  all  the  circles  in  which  he 
moved,  r.lessed  with  rare  health  and  with  cheerful  views  of  all  things 
:'.ronnd  him,  he  seemed  scarcely  to  grow  old  with  increasing  age,  but  still 
to  retain  the  spirit  and  maimers  which  characterized  him  in  middle  life. 
Though  he  had  reached  nearly  fourscore  years,  he  had  not  ceased  to  be 
•  uixnged  in  public  duties  and  services,  or  to  bear  a  full  share  in  the  nian- 
a,'emeut  of  the   institutions  with   which  he  was  connected.     Thus  has 
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closed  his  long  and  honored  lUc,  a  life  made  illustrious  by  liigli  cliar:ic:. 
and  noble  labors,  and  crowned  with  the  grateful  benedictions  of  tho-ewli 
have  been  made  wiser  and  better  by  what  he  has  done  for  them.— 7V...- 
dence  Journal. 

Dr.  Caswell  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1839. 


Amos  D.  Smith,  so  long  known  and  highly  respected  in  this  commu- 
nity, died  January  21,  1877,  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age,  at  his  residence  .m 
Hope  street,  rrovidenc?      Mr.  Smith  had  been  in  failing  health  for  mm-. 
than  a  year,  and  his  friends  sadly  anticipated  the  f\\tal  termination  of  liN 
disease.     Tew  men  were  better  known  among  us  in  public  or  private  liiV. 
Born  in  Groton,  Connecticut,  he  came  to  Trovidence  while  he  was  yet  :i 
boy,  and  has  resided  here  more  than  fifty  years.     Endowed  by  nature  wit  ii 
a  strong  pliysical  coustituliou  and  a  mind  remarkaljle  for  its  viiroroii- 
activity  and  its  clearness  of  judgment,  uniting  to  a  capacity  for  hard  work 
an  unbending  will  and  an  unwearied  perseverance,  and  governing  hiniM  IT 
and  his  aims  by  an  honest  and  moral  purpose,  he  achieved  success  in  th-- 
very  beginning  of  his  career,  and  in  the  humble  labors  and  the  upriglit  C'>n- 
duct  of  the  boy  laid  the  foundations  of  his  prosperity  and  his   ciiaract.r. 
Until  within  a  year  or  two  he  has  been  as  strong  in  body  as  in  mind,  ai;.! 
tlie  day  rarely  passed  that  did  not  see  him  at  his  counting-room  or  on  t!ir 
street.     His  commanding  form,  his  genial  face  and  his  pleasant  maniRT- 
will  be  missed  by  many  a  friend,  who,  in  his  sense  of  loss,  will  sadly  tnia 
his  sympathy  to  those  whose  l)creavement  comes  nearer  to  the  heart,  an-! 
whose  sorrows  are  mingled  in  the  memory  of  aifections  as  well  a>  •■! 
virtues. 
Mr.  Smith  became  a  member  of  the  Historical  S.)ciety  in  1857. 


While  the  preceding  pages  were  passing  through  the  press  two  addi- 
tional deatlis  occurred,  which  are  here  inserted. 


Ai.uEUT  D.ULKY  died  suddenly  at  the  Kineo  House,  in  Maine,  Mardi  IN 
1877,  aged  j1  years,  5  months  and  C  days.  His  visit  to  ^Maine  at  tlii<  ti:-' 
was  for  business  purposes. 

In  company  with  his  partner,  Mr.  Ira  D.  Sturgis,  ^Nlr.  Dailey  to..k  ■> 
drive  tlirougli  tlie  woods  bordering  Mooseliead  Lake,  in  the  vicinity  -' 
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Mount  Kineo,  and  was  returning-  liomcward  at  about -I  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. Wlicn  al)OUt  four  miles  from  the  Kineo  House,  at  which  he  was 
stopping  during  his  visit,  he  stepped  out  of  the  sleigh  for  the  purpose  of 
fixing  a  portion  of  the  harness  which  had  been  disarranged,  and  Avhilc 
engaged  in  remedying  the  ditliculty,  he  suddenly  raised  bis  liand  to  his 
head,  and  with  the  exclamation,  "  Oh,  my  head,"  he  staggered  and  fell 
back  into  his  partner's  arms.  He  was  placed  in  the  sleigh  and  driven 
rapidly  to  tlic  hotel,  but  expired  before  medical  assistance  could  be  sum- 
moned, in  about  fifteen  minutes.  It  was  thought  at  lirstthathe  died  from 
heart  disease,  but  an  intimate  friend  states  that  he  believes  his  death 
resulted  from  an  attack  of  apoi)lexy. 

The  sudden  death  of  Mv.  Dailey  was  a  painful  surprise  to  his  luimc-i-ous 
friends,  although  it  was  known  to  them  that  he  had  for  some  time  been 
troubled  with  rheumatism  of  the  heart,  which  at  times  assumed  a  very 
severe  form.  From  the  somewhat  improved  coudition  of  his  health  when 
he  left  home,  liope  was  entertained  that  his  life  might  be  spared  for  years 
of  active  usefulness;  but  Providence  otherwise  ordered.  INIr.  Dailey  was 
the  son  of  Captain  Daniel  Dailcy,  long  a  prominent  shipnutster  and  mer- 
chant of  Providence.  He  was  born  October  12,  1819,  and  on  reaching 
maturity  entered  into  business  with  James  C.  Bucklin,  Esq.,  and  others, 
and  afterwards  engaged  in  the  Unnbcr  Inisiness  in  Providence,  in  which  he 
has  since  continued.  At  the  time  of  his  decease  he  was  the  senior  mem- 
ber of  his  firm.  He  was  constitutionally  active  and  enterprising,  and  dur- 
ing his  business  life  was  often  n  large  contractor.  Though  making  no 
pretence,  he  was  always  interested  in  improvements  calculated  to  advance 
the  prosperity  of  our  city,  and  as  a  member  of  Mount  Vernon  Lodge  of 
Free  and  Accepted  JMasons,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  as  well  as  in  pri- 
vate circles,  he  was  highly  respected.  In  the  depression  that  has  rested  so 
heavily  on  business  for  the  last  three  years,  :\[r.  Dailey,  in  common  with 
many  others,  shared.  But  with  hope  strong  of  brighter  times,  he  made 
his  accustomed  visit  to  the  lumber  region  of  IMaine,  to  carry  forward  his 
business  plans. 

Mr.  Dailey  was  a  man  of  kindly  feelings,  and  in  the  sacred  precincts  of 
home  found  an  enjoyable  retreat  and  relief  from  the  cares,  perplexities  and 
excitements  of  the  business  world.  The  uncertainty  of  life  was  a  thought 
not  unfamiliar  to  him,  or  dismissed  as  an  intruder,  and  there  is  reason  for 
the  belief  that  he  was  not  unprepared  for  an  event  which  has  deeply 
shadowed  with  sorrow  the  home  he  loved,  no  less  than  the  hearts  of  all 
wlio  best  knew  hiu).     A  wife  and  four  children  survive  him. 
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Mr.  Dailey  was  elected  a  ineinhcr  of  this  Society  in  1874.  ami  at  t!..- 
time  of  liis  decease  Avas  a  member  of  the  Cominittee  on  the  care  .^i 
Gronnds  and  r.nildin"-. 


Gf.ohgk  L.  Colmxs,  M.  I).,  died  suddenly  at  Ids  residence  in  Provi- 
dence, August  21,  1877,  aged  lifty-six  years.  lie  was  a  native  of  Ilopkiii- 
ton,  U.  I  ,  and  came  to  this  city  nearly  forty  years  ago,  where,  after  pur- 
suing the  liberal  course  of  studies  at  the  Friends  School,  he  entvred  the 
oltlce  of  the  late  Dr.  Henry  W.  Kivers.  He  then  toolc  his  degree  in  meiii- 
cinc  at  the  University  of  the  city  of  New  York  in  18tG,  and  in  April  ->!' 
that  year  returned  to  this  city  to  make  it  his  houic.  From  that  day  to  the 
day  of  his  death  he  has  gone  in  and  out  among  us  with  an  earnestness  of 
purpose  and  a  devotion  to  his  calling  such  as  few  exemplify. 

He  was  not  confined  to  the  private  duties  of  his  profession,  but  gave 
liberally  of  his  time  to  the  charitable  institutions  of  our  citjv'.  F'or  a  luni.' 
term  of  years  he  divided  with  Dr.  Ely  the  duties  of  attendance  upon  thr 
Dexter  Asylum.  I'or  a  long  time,  too,  lie  served  in  the  capacity  ei' 
attending  physician  to  the  Keform  Seiiool.  When  the  llhode  l>land  llo- 
pital  was  opened,  he  first  assumed  the  medical  service  of  that  instituti.ui, 
and  continued  for  several  years  to  till  that  post  in  his  quarter;  and  at  hi^ 
■»■  resignation  he  accepted  a  place  upon  the  Board  of  Consultation,  win  it 
lie  was  ever  ready  to  discharge  the  duties  that  devolved  upon  him.  For 
a  long  period,  also,  he  filled  the  post  of  consulting  physician  to  the  lUillrr 
Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Providence  Medical  Association,  ar.d 
•  for  two  terms  fdled  the  chair  of  its  presiding  oflicer.  Under  his  adudiu- 
tration  new  life  was  infused  into  its  meetings,  and  a  higher  character 
given  to  its  proceedings.  Twice  he  was  made  rresident  of  the  Itho.l.' 
Island  Medical  Society,  and  to  this  organization  he  brought  the  same 
active  spirit,  infusing  into  it  new  life,  increasing  the  number  of  it- 
nieetings,  adding  to  its  scientific  labors,  and  aiding  to  estaljlish  a  fund  lor 
the  purpose  of  printing  its  proceedings.  On  frequent  occasions  he  rei>- 
rescnted  this  Society  in  the  American  Medical  Associati(Mi ;  especially  "U 
two  occasions,  when  it  met  in  New  Orleans,  and  at  its  meeting  iu  sm 
Francisco.  At  the  latter  meeting  he  was  made  one  of  its  Vice  Pii  >i- 
dents,  and  on  the  return  trip  he  was  one  of  a  few  mend)ers  who,  una-  r 
the  lead  of  Dr.  Toner,  of  Washington,  established  an  organization  callo! 
the  Kocky  Mountain  Club,  whose  meetings  are  held  each  year  at  the  tiuK' 
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of  tlic  Auieiiciui  Medical  Association,  and  wliose  iiienibersliip  is  limited 
to  tlioso  who  were  in  attendance  upon  the  meeting-  in  San  Francisco. 

To  tlicse  public  services  of  a  i)rufessional  nature  he  added  others  out- 
side of  that  line.  Por  twenty  years  he  was  prominently  connected  with 
the  Franklin  Society,  and  contributed  to  its  meetings  many  papers  of 
great  interest  on  subjects  connected  with  coniparative  anatomy  and  other 
scientific  studies.  He  for  a  time  filled  a  jilace  in  the  management  of  the 
rrovidenoe  .Athcna-nni.  In  1858  ho  was  made  one  of  the  Board  of  Trus-  ■ 
tees  of  Brown  University.  He  also  was  long  connected  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Friends  School  in  this  city,  and  filled  many  important  places 
in  connection  with  the  atlairs  of  that  denomination.  All  these  various 
trusts  show  the  estimate  which  was  placed  upon  him  Ijy  liis  fellow-citi- 
zens, lay  and  professional,  and  are  a  just  tribute  to  his  sound  sense  and 
liis  calm  judgment. 

These  .same  cliaractcristics  marked  his  presence  in  the  sick  roon).  If 
he  did  not.  bring  with  him  that  gleam  of  sun.shinc  which  is  the  gift  of 
heaven  to  some  men,  lie  brought  what  gave  equal  comfort,  a  calm,  earnest 
manner,  a  careful  stuily  of  all  that  pertained  to  the  case,  and  a  cool  and 
ripened  judgment  wliich  begat  confidence.  Among  his  professional 
brethren  there  w  as  none  wliose  opinion  carried  more  weight,  and  was 
more  frequently  sought  than  his.  liis  inind  was  always  alert  to  pursue 
any  new  suggestions,  and  after  »veigliing  them  carefully,  it  awarded  them 
their  due  place.  He  was,  consequently,  always  abi'cast  of  the  progress 
made  in  the  healing  art;  he  was  not  one  of  those  to  be  left  behind,  to 
content  himself  with  what  he  had  acquired  His  natural  taste  for  science 
found  ami)le  scope  for  its  employment  in  his  professional  studies,  and  it 
was  to  tlie^c  that  he  devoted  the  time  snatched  from  the  arduous  labors 
of  liis  daily  life. 

Some  months  before  his  decease  Dr.  Collins  made  a  voyage  to  Europe 
for  the  improvement  of  impaired  health,  and  on  his  return  hope  was 
entertained  that  he  might  be  fully  restored— a  hope  destined  soon  to  be 
disappointed.  In  his  last  moments  he  was  spared  physical  sufVering,  and 
those  eternal  realities,  wliich  he  never  shrank  from  contemplating,  have 
become  for  hiin  a  possession  forever.— P;"oraZf«ce  Journal. 

Dr.  Collins  \yas  elected  a  member  of  the  Khode  Island  Historical 
Society  in  1851,  took  an  active  part  in  its  atlairs,  and  was  a  frequent  con- 
iriliutor  to  its  collections.  For  several  years  and  to  the  time  of  his 
<l.(i-;i>v,  lie  was  one  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  of  New  jNIembcrs.

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SPECIAL  ]\IEETING. 


Providence,  J.anuaiy  30,  1877. 

•  A  meeting  was  hold   this  evening,  beginning  at  a,  quarter 
before  8  o'clock,  the  President  in  the  chair.

Rev.  Frederick  Denison  read  a  paper  containing  a  sketch 
of  the  history  of  AVesterly,  and  a  vivid  account  of  the  first 
white  inhabitants.  This  paper  is  the  concluding  chapter  of 
a  carefully  prepared  history  of  that  town,  giving  promise  of 
J>  work  of  great  value  when  it  shall  be  made  available  to  the 
public.  Mr.  Denison  delights  in  historical  studies,  and  has 
i^  high  appreciation  of  their  influence  in  the  foundation  of 
character. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  his  reading,  Hon.  Scth  Padi'H'uii! 
oflered  the  motion  that  tlie  thanks  of  the  Society  he  given  tu 
Mr.  Dcnison  for  his  scholarly  and  interesting  paper,  whi-  h 
motion  was  seconded,  and,  after  remarks  hy  the  President  ami 
Secretary,  was  unanimously  passed. 

Hon.  Ahraham  Pa^'ne  was  announced  to  read  the  nc.\t 
paper,  Fehiuary  13th,  giving  "Reminiscences  of  1842."

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


PROVIDE^X'E,  February  13,  1877. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening,  beginning  at  a  quarter 
before  8  o'clock,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved. 

Hon.  John  R.  Bartlett  then  gave  a  graphic  and  highly 
interesting  sketch  of  numerous  efforts  put  forth  at  various 
periods  to  explore  the  Arctic  regi(ms,  illustrating  his  &u!)jccl 
b}' frequent  reference  to  a  well-drawn  map,  so  suspended  as 
to  be  seen  by  most  of  the  audience. 

The  efforts  to  reach  India  b)-  sailing-  west  bc,n;an  -with  tlio  very  early  ili>- 
covery  of  America.  Cohinibus  liiinself  liad  this  in  view  rather  than  tin- 
discovery  of  a  new  world,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  believed  the 
islands  he  had  discovevcd  were  on  the  confines  of  India.  In  140(5  John 
Cabot  discovered  Newfonndland,  and  two  years  after,  his  son  Sebastian. 
with  the  dellnite  object  in  view  of  penetrating  westward  by  a  nortliwo-t 
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l.assa.ixe,  readied  the  entrance  of  Baffin's  bay,  and  in  a  subsequent  voyage 
is  believed  to  have  been  within  Iluclsou's  bay.  In  157G  Martin  Frobislier 
M't  out  from  England  to  dis.cover  a  northwest  passage  to  China.  The 
expedition  eonsisted  of  two  vessels  of  twenty-flve  tons  eacli  and  a  pin- 
nace of  ten  tons.  With  these  insignificant  vessels,  whicli  M'onld  now  be 
considered  too  small  even  for  fishing  smacks,  Frobisher  nndertooic  to 
brave  the  tempests  of  the  then  unknown  seas.  He  discovered  the  opening 
leading  west,  just  north  of  Hudson's  strait,  which  is  laid  down  on  the 
maps  as  I'robisher's  strait,  and  which  he  believed  led  to  China.  Tlic 
expedition,  after  taking  iu  a  quantity  of  black  stone,  which  Frobisher 
believed  to  contain  gold,  returned  to  Eughmd ;  a  belief  in  which  he  was 
supported  by  certain  gold  tinders  of  London,  who  declaicd  that  the  stone 
"held  gold  and  promised  great  matters  thereof"  The  following  year 
another  expedition  was  sent  ofl'  at  the  expense  of  merchants  of  London, 
to  which  one  ship  was  added  at  the  expense  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  who 
expected  large  returns  of  gold.  Xothing  was  accomplished  in  this  voy- 
age, which  w:is  very  boisterous.  The  commander  thought  he  liad  dis- 
covered additional  evidence  in  support  of  his  belief  that  he  had  discovered 
a  northwest  passage.  He  took  on  board  twenty  tons  of  tlie  gold-bearing 
stone,  and  returned  to  London.  The  good  people  do  not  appear  to  have 
got  their  eyes  open  after  the  return  of  this  second  expedition,  but  believed 
that  not  only  a  passage  to  China  had  been  discovered,  but  that  vast  treas- 
ures ill  gold  were  to  be  obtained.  In  157S  a  third  expedition,  consisting 
of  fifteen  vessels,  was  sent  off.  Colonists  were  sent  out,  who  were  to 
retain  three  of  the  vessels  and  begin  a  settlement,  while  the  remaining 
twelve  were  to  fill  up  with  the  gold  stone  and  return.  This  expedition 
proved  a  total  failure.  Violent  storms  were  encountered,  the  vessels  were 
scattered,  many  were  wrecked,  and  the  remainder  retuinied  to  England. 
No  more  was  heard  of  the  gold-stone,  which  was  used  to  fill  up  some  docks, 
nor  of  the  supposed  passage  to  China. 

In  1585  John  Davis  set  ofl'  on  another  attemptive  search  of  a  northwest 
l>assage,  and  discovered  the  strait  whicli  bears  his  name.  In  IGIO,  Hud- 
son with  the  same  object  in  view,  discovered  the  strait  and  bay  which 
bear  his  name,  and  five  years  later  "William  Baffin  was  the  first  to  make 
known  the  great  bay  which  has  since  borne  his  name.  His  orders  were  to 
follow  the  coast  of  Greenland  to  a  certain  point,  and  then  steer  directly 
for  Japan. 

Iiiteiestiiig  histories  were  given  of  the  voyages  of  Fox, 
Jatnes,  and  others,  to  find  a,  northwest  passage,  and  of  Wil- 
louglihy,  Behring,  AVood,  and  otliers,  to  tind  a  northeast  pas- 
sage through  the  Aretic  ocean,  and  the  voyages  of  Ludwig, 
Perry,  and  others  to  rcaeh  the  Noith  Pole,  during  the  hist 
century,  and  of  the  expeditions  and  explorations  during  the 
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present  century  by  Scoresby,  Koss,  Parry,  Sir  John  Fraul^- 
lin,  Kane,  Hayes,  Ilall,  and  others. 

The  paper  received  the  undivided  attention  of  an  audiemc 
occupyin;^  every  available  seat.  Ancient,  curious  and  valu- 
able books  belonging  to  the  library  of  Mrs.  John  Carter 
Brown,  were  exhibited. 

On  motion  of  Vice  President  Allen,  who,  entering  into  llie 
spirit  of  the  occasion,  olfered  some  ver}'  pertinent  remarks 
on  the  subject  of  the  evening's  entertainment,  the  thanks  ol" 
the  Society  were  unanimously  voted  to  Mr.  Bartlett  for  his 
valuable  and  interesting  paper. 

The  President  of  the  Society  added  to  the  interest  of  the 
occasion  b}'  speaking  of  his  travels  and  ol)scrvations  in  the 
Arctic  region,  and  giving  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  best  point 
of  departure  to  reach  the  North  Pole  was  by  way  of  Spitz- 
l)efgen. 

Dr.  Henry  E.  Turner,  of  Newport,  was  announced  to  read 
the  next  paper  on  Tuesday  evening,  the  27th  instant. 
Adjourned.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


Providence,  February  27,  1877. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening,  beginning  at  a  quarter 
before  eight  o'olock,  Vice  President  Allen  in  the  chair. 

After  hearing  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  read,  and  the 
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announcement  of  clonal  ions,  Dr.  Ileniy  E.  Turner,  of  Ncw- 
jiorl,  rciul  a  paper  Avliich,  though  entitled  "The  Greenes  in 
Colonial  History,  with  a  partieuhir  account  of  the  first  and 
second  John  Greene  of  AVarwick,"  was  really  an  exposure  of 
the  injustice  and  cruelties  inflicted  hy  the  United  New 
England  Colonies,  and  ]Massachusetts  in  particular,  upon  the 
uni)rotected  settlers  of  "Warwick  and  Providence. 

The  contests  that  were  waged  two  hundred  years  ago  between  the  New 
England  Union  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  lUiode  Island  and  Providence 
rhuitations  on  the  other,  were  vividly  brought  before  the  mind,  and  the 
leading  actors  in  repeated  encounters  of  wits  and  arms  -were  depicted  in 
lilu-like  colors.  Victory  was  not  always  won  by  the  strong.  Powerful 
military  bands  could  rob  and  pillage,  but  tliey  could  not  overcome  the 
^jiiril  of  independence  and  the  love  of  liberty  that  constituted  a  distiu- 
giiishing  trait  of  the  ]?hode  Island  colonists.  They  could  hang  -witches, 
banish  sectaries,  violate  neutral  territory,  and  plot  for  the  destruction  of 
Indians,  but  they  could  not  sul)due  the  spirit  of  the  Ehode  Island  founders 
nor  appropriate  their  territory.  Among  the  champions  of  independence 
and  political  and  religious  freedom  was  John  Greene,  the  surgeon,  who 
came  from  Salisbury,  England,  to  Boston,  and  thence  removing  to  Provl- 
dcuce,  became  one  of  the  original  settlers  of  Warwick  in  1G42.  lie  died 
ill  1G58,  leaving  a  son  who  inherited  his  name  and  manly  virtues.  John 
Greene,  the  second,  was  an  active  and  prominent  politician  for  three  score 
years,  holding,  during  tliis  entire  period,  high  and  responsible  offices  and 
aciiuitting  himself  in  a  manner  to  command  respect  among  the  loyal  in- 
habitants of  Iihode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations.  He  died  in  1708, 
aged  ys  years,  leaving  a  record  of  public  service  scarcely  to  be  rivalled  by 
any  man  of  the  Colonial  Period.  Dr.  Turner  spoke  with  the  lire  and  zeal 
of  a  man  descended  from  a  noble  line  of  ancestors  whom  he  could  not  see 
maligned  and  belied  without  an  earnest  efl'ort  on  his  part  to  set  forth  the 
simple  truths  of  history.  He  called  npou  Phode  Islanders  to  apply  them- 
>elves  to  the  study  of  their  early  history.  In  this  way  alone,  he  said,  can 
t'ley  appreciate  and  defend  the  manly  virtues  of  their  colonial  fathers,  and 
wipe  out  the  aspersions  made  upon  their  memories  by  historians  who 
wrote  in  the  interest  of  hostile  rivals  residing  in  powerful  neighboring 
colonies. 

On  motion  of  j\Ir.  George  T.  Paine,  the  thanks  of  the 
Society  were  voted  to  Dr.  Turner  for  his  exceedingly  inter- 
esting and  valuable  paper,  and  a  cop}'  was  requested  for  the 
archives  of  the  Society. 

Complimentary  aud  critical  remarks  were  ofiered  by  Ivcv. 
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E.  M.  Stone,  Judge  Brayton,  and  Vice  President  Allr::. 
The  meeting  was  fully  attended,  and  though  the  rcadini,^  .,■,' 
the  paper  occupied  a-n  hour  and  a  half,  and  the  session  vdm- 
tinned  two  hours,  the  interest  was  sustained  to  the  la>t. 

Hon.  Abraham  Payne  was  announced  to  read  the  iu>.i 
paper.

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  usual  hour  this  evening,  Wcv 
President  xillcn  in  the  chair. 

After  the  announcement  by  the  Cabinet  Keeper  of  dona- 
tions received  since  the  last  meeting,  Hon.  Abraham  Pavm* 
enchained  the  attention  of  a  crowded  and  eager  audience  for 
a  full  hour,  giving  the  coloring  of  his  mind  to  scenes  that 
were  enacted  in  connection  with  what  is  popular!}'  tcriiuil 
the  "Dorr  Rebellion."

Brief  sketches  of  men  and  events  were  given  in  Mr.  Payiu'  :• 
most  pleasing  way. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  Col.  Samuel  II.  ^^  :'^^'* 
moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  Mj*- 
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Payne  for  liis  able  and  eloquent  discourse,  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  pronounce  liigh  encomiums  on  the  candor  and 
iiiipartiality  displayed  in  the  treatment  of  his  subject.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Rev.  E.  M.  Stone,  and  after  some 
furllier  discussion,  the  resolution  was  unanimously  passed. 

Hon.  George  A.  Brayton  was  announced  to  read  the  next 
paper  on  the  20lh  inst.,  on  Samuel  Gorton,  giving  an  account 
of  his  landing  in  Boston,  residence  and  treatment  at 
Plymouth,  and  arrival  at  Portsmouth,  in  pursuance  of  his 
sentence  of  banishment.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


Providence,  March  20,  1877. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  7i|  o'clock,  Vice  Pres- 
ident Allen  in  the  chair. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  by  the  Secretary 
and  donations  were  announced  by  the  Cabinet  Keeper. 

Ex-Chief  Justice  Brayton  then  read  an  exhaustive  paper 
relative  to  the  early  career  of  Samuel  Gorton.  He  answered 
the  questions  :  Whence  came  he?  What  were  his  antece- 
dents? What  were  his  distinguishing  traits  of  character? 
How  was  he  treated  at  Plymouth,  and  on  what  charges  was 
he  banished? 
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The  paper  was  worthy  of  its  subject,  and  worthy  of  its 
author.  It  was  the  result  of  careful  ami  extensive  research, 
{uid  of  a  well  trained  mind,  which  we  l)elieve  was  never 
better  occupied  than  in  wiping  out  aspersions  cast  upo'.i  the 
founders  of  our  State  by  bigoted  and  prejudiced  enemies. 
He  brought  vividly  before  his  audience  that  court  which,  wliilo 
pretending  to  try  Samuel  Gorton,  condemned  and  sentenced 
him  unheard  in  his  own  defence.  The  discourse  closed  with 
a  touching  account  of  the  sufferings  endured  by  the  exile,  as, 
during  a  fierce  December  storm,  he  made  his  way  tlirough 
giiow  and  across  swollen  streams  from  riymouth  to  Pocasset. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  on  motion  of  Hon.  John 
R.  Bartictt,  seconded  l)y  Rev.  E.  M.  Stone,  the  thanks  of 
the  Society  were  unanimously  voted  to  Judge  Brayton  for  his 
valuable  paper,  and  he  was  cordially  invited  to  read  another 
paper  before  the  Society  at  his  earliest  convenience. 

Critical  and  complimentary  i-emarks  were  made  b^- ]Mcssrs. 
Allen,  Bartlett,  Stone  and  Perry.  All  endorsed  the  senti- 
ment that  the  distinguished  Ex-Chief  Justice  was  doing  an 
invaluable  service  by  bringing  to  a  knowledge  of  our  citizens 
the  founders  and  foundations  of  our  State,  and  a  desire  was 
expressed  that  we  should  promptly  move  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  pu])Hcation  fund,  with  the  view  of  having  this 
paper  and  various  other  similar  documents  printed  and  circu- 
lated among  our  peo[)le. 

Reuben  A.  Guild,  Esq.,  was  announced .  to  read  the  next 
paper,  Tuesday  evening  the  27th  instant,  on  the  Library  ol 
Brown  University.

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  72  o'clock,  Vice  Presi- 
dent Allen  in  the  chair. 

After  the  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  and 
the  announcement  of  donations  received  by  the  Cabinet 
Keeper,  Mv.  Reuben  A.  Guild  read  a  paper  giving  a  history 
of  the  Library  of  Bro\Yn  University,  and  illustrating  his  sub- 
iect  with  original  documents.  Thou<2;h  the  weather  was 
inclement,  a  good  number  encountered  rain  and  mud,  and 
were  repaid  for  their  enterprise,  having  the  satisfaction  of 
listening  to  a  paper  of  rare  interest.  Mr.  Guild  gave  a 
carefully  prepared  sketch  of  the  origin,  progress  and  devel- 
opment of  the  largest  library  in  the  State,  bringing  to  view 
donors  and  donations  that  have  greatly  contributed  to  the 
success  of  this  ancient  seat  of  learning.

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QUARTERLY  MEETING. 


Providence,  April  3,  1877. 

The  first  qu;irterly  meeting  for  the  current  year  was  called 
to  order  this  evening  at  7.45  o'clock,  Vice  President  Allen  in 
the  chair. 

Rev.  E.  M.  Stone,  Libi'arian,  announced  several  donations 
to  the  Society,  received  since  the  last  meeting,  including  a 
"Declaration  of  Independence,"  (written  by  ]Mrs.  j\L  J3. 
JNIcssick,  for  the  exposition  of  woman's 'work  at  the  Centen- 
nial Exhibition,)  as  a  memorial  of  the  Women's  Centennial 
Commission  of  this  State,  from  Mrs.  Eliza  S.  Manchester, 
Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Beckwith,  Mr.  Royal  C.  Taft  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Build- 
ing, in  place  of  Albert  Dailey,  deceased. 

Mr.  Isaac  H.  Southwick,  for  the  above  named  Committee, 
reported  verbally  that  the  granite  foundation  for  the  new 
fence  in  front  of  the  Cabinet  was  nearly  completed  and  ready 
to  receive  the  new  iron  fence,  and  after  some  discussion,  on 
motion,  the  matters  of  style  of  fence  and  putting  in  a  gate 
were  referred  to  the  same  Committee  to  act  in  their  discre- 
tion. 

Correspondence  between  the  officers  of  the  Societ}^  and 
Benjamin  B.  Howland,  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  for  (he 
Southern  District,  in  regard  to  transferring  the  books  and 
papers  in  the  Cabinet  at  Newport  to  the  custody  of  the  Soci- 
ety ut  Providence,  according  to  a  vote  of  the  Society  at  the 
annual  meeting,  with  a  catalogue  of  the  books  and  papers  in 
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the  Southern  Cabinet,  was  read,  and  after  considerable  dis- 
cussion, on  motion  of  ]\Ir.  Sonthwick,  Messrs.  Allen,  Stone, 
Brinleyand  Paine  were  appointed  a  Committee  with  authority 
to  act  in  the  matter. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  the  following 
named  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Society,  and  they 
Avere  elected :

On  motion  of  'Mr.  Amos  Perry,  the  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent and  Librarian  were  appointed  a  Special  Committee  to 
take  measures  for  the  preservation  of  certain  valuable  histori- 
cal documents  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Society. 

President  Allen,  on  behalf  of  the  Societ}--,  presented  Rev.

Alien  in  the  chair. 

After  the  rending  of  the  record  of  the  hist  meeting,  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Dorr,  of  New  York,  read  a  paper  on  the  Ancient 
Highways  of  Providence.  It  was  ]\Ir.  Dorr's  fiflli  paper 
relating  to  the  early  history  of  the  Providence  Plantations, 
evincing  patient  research,  qnict  humor  and  ability  as  a  writer. 
As  his  previous  e&sa3's  have  awakened  a  lively  intcrc-t,  tlu- 
announcement  of  his  subject  for  this  evening  drew  togetlicr 
a  numerous  and  appreciative  audience.  He  not  only  discussed 
our  ancient  highways,  but  showed  how  and  where  settlements 
■were  made,  giving  his  audience  vivid  pictures  of  olden  times. 
At  the  conclusion  of  his  reading,  which  occupied  more  than 
an  hour,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Southwick,  he  received  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  thanks  for  his  interesting  and  valuable  paper. 

Critical  and  complimentary  remarks  were  made  by  .Messrs. 
Allen  and  Southwick,  and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  Mr. 
Dorr  would  continue  this  course  of  studies  and  give  the 
reading  public,  at  no  distant  day,  the  result  of  his  perscvcr- 
inff  and  valuable  labors.

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SPECIAL   MEETING. 


Providence,  April  24,  1877. 

A  meeting  \Yns  held  this  evening  to  hear  two  papers  read 
hy  ilr.  George  C.  ^Mason,  of  Newport,  Vice  President  Allen 
in  the  chair. 

The  Sccrctaiy  read  tlie  record  of  the  last  meeting,  and  the 
Librarian  announced  a  few  donations.  ]Mr.  Mason  was  then 
introduced. 

Mr.  Mason  said  it  lia<l  been  stated  in  "liiilFs  Memoir,"  tliat  a  panipldet 
was  printed  in  Newport  as  early  as  1720,  bnt  no  confirmation  oftliis  could 
be  had.  Tlic  first  authentic  issue  from  tlie  press  in  Newport  was  a  copy,  a 
quarto,  of  Robert  Barclay's  "  Apology  for  the  true  Christian  Divinity  as 
the  same  is  held  forth  and  preached  I)y  the  people  called  in  scorn  Quakers." 
This  was  printed  from  the  sixth  English  edition  by  James  Franklin  iu 
J  729.  Franklin  subsequently  printed  the  Acts  and  Laws  of  the  Colony, 
and  iu  1732  issued  the  first  number  of  the  Ehode  Island  Gazette,  which 
paper  was  discontinued  at  the  ex])iration  of  six  months.  Franklin's  press 
was  the  fourth  set  np  in  New  England.  lie  died  in  1735,  and  the  business 
was  then  carried  on  by  his  widow,  who  was  assisted  by  her  son  and  two 
daughters,  Avho  were  brought  up'  as  printers.  Her  imprint  was  the 
"  Widow  Frankliu." 

The  name  of  James  Franklin  appears  at  times  with  that  of  his  mother, 
and  together  they  printed  many  sermons,  and  the  Acts  and  Laws.  In  1745 
James  Franklin  printed  "  More  Fruits  of  Solitude,"  and  iu  174'J  he  brought 
out  a  sermon  preached  at  AVesterly  on  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer  for  the 
success  of  our  armies  sent  against  Crown  Point.  In  1758  Franklin 
brought  out  the  first  number  of  the  Newport  J/ercunj.  In  17G2  he  died, 
and  the  business  went  into  the  hands  of  his  mother,  who  subsequently 
married  Samuel  Hall,  but  survived  the  connection  less  than  a  year.  Hall 
carried  on  tlie  business  until  about  17C4,  when  the  press  was  sold  to  Solo- 
mon Soutliwick,  who  retained  his  interest  in  the  ofllce  until  long  after  the 
Ucvolution.  He  sold  out  to  Henry  Uarber,  whose  successors  brought  the 
paper  down  to  1850,  when  the  la5.t  of  the  printers  of  that  name  died,  and 
it  passed  to  other  hands. 

Peter  Edes  was  also  a  printer  in  Newport.     He  had  previously  published 
the  Boston   Gazette  and   Coioitry  Journal,  which  was  very  popular.     Iu 
4 
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Newport  he  began  the  publication  of  the  Xewport  Herald,  hwi  hukii.u 
proper  support,  he  was  forced  to  discontinue  it.  Many  Ahnanacs  caiiM- 
from  his  press.  Almanacs  were  always  in  demand,  and  Southwick  ai,.; 
others  printed  numbers  of  them,  many  of  them  liaving  been  conipileil  !■> 
Benjamin  "West,  who  was  accounted  skillful  in  such  matters.  SoutIiv.i( !. 
was  a  sturdy  patriot  and  early  espoused  the  cause  of  freedom,  wliirli  In- 
maintained  with  a  zeal  which  excited  the  animosity  of  the  IJoyalists.  lli 
printed  John  Hancock's  oration,  delivered  in  Boston,  ]March  o,  1771,  tn 
connnomorate  the  bloody  tragedy  on  the  5th  of  ^larch  1770;  and  also  ilu 
celebrated  speech  of  the  Eev  Jonathan  Shipley,  on  the  bill  f<.)r  alterini:  thr 
charter  of  JIassachusetts  Bay.  This  was  followed  by  Lord  Soiiur-'- 
"Judgment  of  the  Whole  Kingdoms  and  Nations  Coucerning  the  r{i:;lit-. 
Powers,  and  Brcrogatives  of  the  Whole  People,"  and  many  other  publica- 
tions of  like  import.  When  the  British  landed,  the  printers  fled,  to  retiiiii 
after  the  evacuation.  During  the  stay  of  both  the  English  and  French  in\ 
the  Island,  some  printing  was  done  in  Newport.  After  the  war  the  imlili- 
catiou  of  the  Ilerrunj  was  resumed,  and  many  sermons  were  priiit(  ■!. 
There  were  also  a  number  of  works  printed,  including  "ramiliarLeUrr>," 
by  ilrs.  Osljornc,  and  some  writings  by  Susannah  Autliony. 

Early  in  the  present  century  the  Memorial  of  NVashington  was  publi^iiiu 
by  Oliver  Farnswortli,  who  also  issued  two  newsi)apers,  but  tl:e  laiur 
were  soon  discontinued.  In  ISIO  liousmaniere  &  Belcher  brought  out  ;iii 
edition  of  Oborou,  translated  by  Sothebey,  and  edited  by  William  lluniii'. 
and  the  following  year  liousmaniere  i<;  Belcher  put  to  press  Paley's  Work». 
in  four  volumes. 

J\lr.  jNIason  also  road  a  paper  relating  to  the  building  and 
launching  of  the  frigate  General  Greene,  and  gave  a  nundirr 
of  interesting  facts  in  regard  to  the  eoniuierce  of  liiiodi' 
Island  between  the  close  of  the  Revolution  and  the  early 
years  cf  the  present  century. 

The  General  Greene  was  built  in  Warren.  She  was  originally  tlesignea 
for  the  merchant  service,  and  was  put  on  the  stocks  by  Gibbs  &Clianninu. 
of  Newport,  and  James  DeWolf,  of  Bristol,  who  were  induced  to  sell  lur 
to  the  government.  She  was  accordingly  pierced  for  guns  and  arranu'cl 
to  meet  tlie  requirements  of  the  navy.  When  launched,  she  was  t(>\M'' 
to  Newport  where  she  was  fitted  for  sea,  and  in  June,  1700,  she  sailed  in 
command  of  C.  K.  Perry  for  the  West  Indies.  There  she  was  detailed  t" 
convoy  a  number  of  vessels  to  northern  ports,  but  soon  after  sailin-'  «"• 
the  Lome  voyage,  jellow  fever  broke  out  and  carried  off  twenty  of  li<  r 
crew.  Twice  she  returned  to  Newport  from  the  West  Indies,  a-id  i  acti 
time  with  the  yellow  fever  on  board.  This  led  to  strenuous  efforts  to  Ii;iv'- 
a  marine  hospital  at  Newport, — an  effort  that  at  one  time  through  tin- 
exertions  of  Gibbs  &  Chauning  and  the  collector,  William  Ellery,  wa>  b-b 
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of  proinisc,  but  ileliiys  followed,  some  questions  having  risen  in  regard  to 
tlic  proper  site,  and  the  whole  thing  was  finally  abandoned. 

At  the  close  of  tlie  second  paper  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
extended  to  ~Siv.  Mason,  llev.  E.  M.  Stone,  in  otreiing  the 
vote  of  thaidis  gave  an  accoiuit  of  some  of  the  printing 
presses  wliicli  had  been  in  use.  He  spoke  of  the  Franklin, 
Kaniniage,  Clyiner  and  Wells  presses,  and  allndcd  to  some 
of  the  pron)inent  men  who  took  an  active  part  in  the  printing 
of  early  times. 

At  the  close  of  Rev.  :Mr.  Stone's  address,  the  meeting 
adjourned.

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On  motion  of  Mr.  George  T.  Paine,  the  thanks  of  the 
Society  were  voted  to  the  Committee  for  the  very  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  they  had  performed  their  .duly  in  making 
tlic  improvements  upon  the  grounds. 

Dr.  "\V.  F.  Channing,  for  the  Committee  appointed  to  erect 
a  Ijouider,  appropriately  inscribed,  for  a  monument  to  King 
Philip,  u])on  the  spot  where  he  was  killed,  reported  inform- 
allv  what  progress  had  been  made  in  the  work  by  the  Com- 
miltce,  (which  was  not  much,)  and  after  some  general  dis- 
cussion of  the  whole  subject,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Channing, 
Prof.  J.  Lewis  Diman  and  Dr.  George  L.  Collins,  of  Provi- 
dence, were  added  to  the  Committee,  Avhich  was  continued 
with  instiuctions  to  make  further  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

On  motion  of  ]\Ir.  George  T.  Paine,  the  Committee  were 
empowered  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  might  occur  in  their 
body,  and  the  original  vote  appointing  the  Committee  was  so 
amended  as  to  leave  the  location  of  the  monument  and  the 
inscription  u^jon  it  discretionary  with  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Southwick,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  publish  a  notice  in  the  papers  requesting  all  members 
intending  to  attend  the  celebration  of  the  "Capture  of  Pres- 
cott,"  at  Portsmouth,  next  Tuesday,  July  10th,  to  notify 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Staples  of  their  intention  soon. 

The  Secretary  read  an  interesting  correspondence  between 
Hon.  Zachariah  Allen,  Vice  President  of  the  Society,  and 
Mr.  AVilliam  Russell  Bartlett,  Lidian  Commissioner  for 
Canada,  in  which  Mr.  Bartlett  acknowledges  receipt  of  books 
from  Mr.  Allen,  containing  his  address,  detailing  the  benefi- 
cent Ivhode  Island  system  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  and 
treatment  of  the  Indians,  and  the  presentation  of  said  books 
to  the  Indians  on  the  northern  shores  of  Lake  Huron,  for 
which  they  returned  the  following  grateful  letter  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Allen  :

AVe,  the  Chiefs,  Priiiciixal  and  Young  Men  of  the  Sangecn  Band  of  In- 
dhius,  of  the  Ojibway  ivation  of  North  Anici-ica,  do  hereby  acknowU'(li:i'  th. 
receipt  of  a  Boole  entitled  "  Bhode  Island  System  of  Civil  and  ]{eli-ii,ii- 
Liherty  and  Treatment  of  the  Indians,  1070-1870,"  tliroajrh  the  hand•^  <.r 
our  late  Superintendent  and  Couiniissioner,  William  lUissell  Btirtlelt. 

AYc  heartily  congratulate  and  shake  hands  in  our  hearts,  and  we  apprc- 
ciate  the  manner  which  you  have  undertaken  by  siding  with  the  Abori'^i- 
iies  of  North  America.  We  take  great  interest  in  the  contents  of  tin- 
Book,  and  now  allix  our  names  and  totems,  showing  how  much  we  auuiiic- 
your  undertaking,  and  thank  you  for  it.

This  letlor  wits  signed  hy  twcutj-'threc  of  the  Chiefs  ami 
prominent  Indians,  and  b}-  M.  B.  INIadwayosh,  Secretary  ami 
interpreter,  in  their  own  writing,  each  signatnre  having  tlir 
"totem"  or  native  symbol  of  the  name  appended  to  it,  which 
consisted  of  a  hieroglyphic  figure  of  some  animal,  bird,  or 
fish.  There  was  a  duplicate  letter  from  the  Nawash  B;;nd  di" 
Ojibwa^'S  and  Pottowatamies,  in  that  section,  who  also  had 
received  one  of  Mr.  Allen's  books,  and  sent  a  letter  of  thanks 
for  it,  signed  by  twelve  Indians  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
above  letter,  and  by  Fied.  Khamorandiere,  Secretaiy  and 
interpreter. 

On  motion,  the  correspondence  and  accompanying  Indian 
letters  were  received  and  placed  in  the  archives  of  the 
Society. 

The  proposed  changes  of  the  Constitution,  of  which  notice 
was  given  at  the  last  quarterly  meeting,  were  taken  up  and 
Mr.  George  T.  Paine  otlered  several  amendments,  discon- 
tinuing the  Cabinet  Keeper  for  the  Southern  District,

(iu;irtci'ly  meeting,  sncli  amendments  as  the}^  deem  proper 
;iik]  desirable,  was  passed,  and  the  cliair  appointed  as  that 
Committee,  -Messrs.  Paine,  Sonthwick  and  Beckwith.

Providence,  October  2,  1877. 

Tiic  quaitcrly  meeting  was  lield  tliis  evening,  Vice  Presi- 
dent Allen  in  the  cliair. 

The  records  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Secretaiy. 

The  Librarian  announced  that  a  large  numl)er  of  books, 
pamphlets,  etc.,  were  donated  to  the  Societj'- since  the  previ- 
ous meeting.

rr.oviiJENCE,  Oclol)cr  IG,  1877. 

A  mcfting  was  held  this  cvouiug,  Vice  Pix'sidcnt  Allen  in 
the  chair. 

The  Secretary's  recoid  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and 
approved. 

The  Lilirarian  niniouneed  the  donations  made  to  the  Soeiet}- 
since  the  last  meeting. 

Prof.  Gamniell  then  read  a  thougljtful  and  seholaily  pr.por 
on  the  contrihntions  history  has  received  from  certain  physi- 
cal sciences,  showing  that  the  sphere  of  history  has  heen 
greatly  enlarged  and  its  office  ennohled  within  a  compara- 
tively few  ^ears. 

Professor  Bancroft's  "  Native  Kacos  of  North  America"  furnislictl  data 
for  much  that  was  surprising.  Tlie  worlc  of  the  IMouud  Builders  added 
another  link  to  the  chain  of  evidence  leading  to  the  conclusion  that  all  the 
native  races  of  North  America,  except  the  Esquimaux,  bore  distinct  traces 
of  Eastern  origin.  The  value  of  comparative  philology  on  the  study  of 
history,  was  shown  to  be  inestimable,  and  the  writings  of  Professor 
Stubbs,  Sir  Ileury  Mayne,  and  Mr.  Francis,  were  quoted  as  showing  some 
of  the  results  attained  by  tliis  method  of  reasoning.  Among  these  results 
was  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  civilized  nations  ou  the  earth  sprang  from  a 
common  family,  the  Aryan  of  Northern  India.  The  emigrants  of  this 
family  brought  with  them  not  only  the  language  of  which  we  use  a  part, 
but  the  idea  of  property  rights,  and  to  some  extent  the  political  rights, 
which  we  are  prone  to  fancy  of  much  later  origin.  By  this  method  it  lias 
been  discovered  that  the  mode  of  government  now  prevailing  in  some  of 
the  Swiss  Cantons,  was  the  original  form  of  government  of  the  whole 
Teutonic  race.  By  the  same  means  it  has  been  discovered  that  the  villages 
in  British  India  were  now  in  exactly  the  place  that  villages  in  Britain 
^^ere  at  the  beginning  of  the  Crusades.  More  than  that,  a  system  of 
feudalism  was  now  springing  up  iu  India  and  taking  exactly  the   steps 
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wbicli  were  taken  in  tlio  growth  of  feudalism  in  England.  The  resi,!-. 
obtained  by  comparative  reasoning  were  ,slio-\vn  in  many  other  parlici.l.irv 
and  the  opporliiniticsfor  further  discoveries  by  this  method  of  reavMiiii  „• 
were  briefly  outlined. 

The  pnper  was  a  worthy  iiitrodiiction  to  u  course  of  vnh;- 
uble  ciitcrtaiimieuts  with  which  the  Society  hopes  to  be  favoM  <! 
at  stated  periods  during  the  hjug  evenings  of  aiitiniiii  ai;>! 
winter. 

Vice  President  Allen  commended  the  paper  in  stion;.' 
terms,  and,  taking  up  its  thread  of  thought,  pronoinucil  :'. 
spirited  address. 

Rev.  Mr.  Staples  expressed  in  glowing  terms  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  views  set  forth  l>y  Prof  Gammell,  oO'ering  illii>- 
Irations  in  the  same  line  of  thought. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  John  R.  Bartlett,  Prof.  Ganim.Il 
received  the  thanks  of  the  Society,  and  was  requested  to  fur- 
nish a  copy  of  his  paper  to  be  printed  with  the  Procecdiiii;- 
of  the  Society.

Providence,  October  30,  187  <. 

The  meeting  held  this  evening  was   called    to   order  at  < ; 
o'clock  by  Vice  President  Allen. 

The  record  of  the   last  meeting  was   read  and  approved, 
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mill  the  donations  in:ule  to  the  Society  since  the  last  meeting 
were  nniionnccd. 

A  communication  fron)  Mr.  S.  S.  Kider  was  read,  asking 
for  the  loan  of  the  original  order  given  to  Col.  Btuton  tt) 
capture  Prescott,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  a  photograph. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Librarian  be  antliorizcd  to  grant  the  request  of  Mr. 
];idcr. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  made  b}'  one  of  the  members, 
Vice  President  Allen  reported  that  Slate  Rock  was  already 
hidden  from  view  by  recent  improvements  on  Williams  and 
Gano  streets,  and  that  it  was  necessary  that  prompt  action 
be  taken  to  prevent  this  historic  landmark  from  being  buried, 
in  oblivion,  it  being  already  covered  with  water  and  sand. 
He  suggested  that  a  monument  should  be  erected  over  the 
rock  where  the  event  occurred  that  is  connnemoratcd  by  the 
seal  of  our  cit}'. 

Col.  Thomas  Wentworth  Iligginson  then  read  a  graphic 
and  picturescpie  account  of  the  scenes  and  events  that  occurred 
a  century  ago  in  connection  with  the  oflicial  life  of  the  late 
William  Ellery,  of  Newpoil.  Tlie  paper  was  entitled  "A  Con- 
gressman on  Horseback,  from  manuscript  diaries  of  William 
Ellery." 

Tlic  extracts  related  chietly  to  Mr.  Ellery'.s  joiiriieys  from  lii.s  home  to 
tile  place  where  Congress  was  in  session.  Five  of  these  journeys  were 
reeordeil,  but  the  paper  dealt  especially  with  the  lirst  two.  The  lirst  was 
taken  in  1777.  Mr.  Ellery  was  then  liviuir  in  Diiihton,  ^Mass.  His  home 
in  Newport  had  been  destroyed  by  the  liritish,  and  Mr.  Ellery,  in  common 
Mith  other  patriots  of  the  town,  was  in  exile  from  his  Home.  Congress,  at 
that  time,  had  left  Philadelphia  in  order  to  avoid  the  British,  and  was  in 
session  at  York,  Pa.  Mr.  Ellery  made  his  lirst  stop  after  leaving  his  home 
in  Dighton  at  the  house  of  Abraham  lledwood,  who,  also  exiled  from  New- 
port, was  then  living  in  North  Providence.  Mr.  Ellery's  next  stopping 
place  was  at  Judge  Potter's,  where  a  storm  compelled  him  to  remain  sev- 
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cral  days.  Resuming  liis  journey,  lie  passed  through  Coinioclicnt  and  Nr-,-, 
York,  giving  quaint  pictures  of  the  life  of  tlie  people  of  tliut  day.  Mi 
Ellcry  -was  accompanied  in-his  journey  by  ]Mr.  Dana  as  a  conipanimi.  :i!i.i 
by  a  body  servant.  Just  before  lie  reached  York,  Mr.  i:ilery  met  .lohn 
Hancock  and  the  Adamses,  who  told  him  that  Congress  had  adjoiiriii  d. 
The  second  journey  was  from  Dighton  to  riiihidelphia  in  177S.  Tlic  imj. 
dents  of  tlie  two  trips  were  somewhat  similar  in  kind.  The  entries  in  th. 
diary  were  ciiieflj-  a  succession  of  practical  and  often  humorous  remarks 
in  regard  to  distances,  meals,  landlords  and  adventures,  albeit  there  w.i-,- 
recorded  occasional  musings.  The  accommodations  then  enjoyed  woidd 
not  now  be  deemed  superb.  In  fact,  some  of  them  were  considered  a  liitl.- 
meagre  then.  All  the  extracts  were  taken  from  the  t.wo  first  jounii\>. 
The  other  journeys  were  only  briefly  alluded  to. 

Tlie  paper  wns  .1  woid  picture  skillfully  drawn  tor  tin- 
cntertainnient  and  instruction  of  an  intelligent  and  appi-oiia- 
tive  audience,  and  on  this  occasion  failed  not  of  its  end. 

A  vote  of  thanks,  olFercd  by  Professor  Gamnioll  and  sec- 
onded by  Professor  Dinian,  was  unanimously  passed  to  Cnl. 
Iligginson,  and  spirited  remarks  suggested  by  the  pa[)cV  an.l 
illustiative  of  the  olden  limes,  wore  made  by  Prof.  Gamnicll, 
Vice  President  Allen,  Ex-Governor  Padelford  and  Edward 
H.  Hazard,  Esq.

Providence,  November  13,  ISTT. 

The  mecling  was  called  to  order  this  evening  at  7^  oVloc 
by  the  President  of  the  Society. 
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A  letter  was  read  from  the  PrcsiiU'iit  of  the  Chicago  His- 
torical Society,  announcing  the  re-organization  of  that  Society 
:tn*.l  asking  for  copies  of  our  publications. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved, 
and  numerous  donations  received  were  anno\inccd  l)y  the 
Lil)rarian. 

Piof.  Albert  Harkness,  LL.  D.,  then  read  a  paper  on 
Modern  Philological  Research  and  its  Ptcsults.  The  paper 
was  the  fruit  of  extensive  research  and  of  untiring  industry, 
showing  rare  learning  and  cultui'c  and  a  just  appreciation  of 
a  most  important  field  of  lal)or, 

AVliilc  comparative  philology  Ijcloiigs  wholly  to  our  country  in  its 
(k'vi'lopnicnt,  suid  the  essay,  its  oriirin  belongs  to  the  distant  past.  It 
l)cgan  to  take  definite  form  about  lifty  years  ago.  The  critical  mode  of 
investigation  which  had  been  confined  to  the  Greek  and  Latin,  was  applied 
to  all  tongues.  In  almost  every  department  of  linguistic  research  a  great 
deal  of  work  has  been  done  during  thelnst  century.  For  us,  the  researches 
that  have  recently  been  made  with  reference  to  the  aboriginal  races  of 
America,  are  deserving  of  interest.  We  owe  the  scholars  iu  this  branch 
our  best  encouragement  and  support.  In  connection  with  this  work  the 
present  generation  of  American  scholars  have  a  special  responsibility,  a 
sjiecial  duty  to  discharge  in  historical  and  linguistic  research,  for  the 
races  to  which  it  refers,  arc  passing  forever  from  the  scene  of  action. 

The  practical  results  of  pliilological  research,  and  eutluisiastic  devotion 
to  linguistic  pursuits,  though  exceedingly  numerous  and  varied,  may  be 
conveniently  classed  as  linguistic,  mythological  and  historical.  Compara- 
tive philology  shows  us  that  no  language  can  be  claimed  as  the  mother 
tongue  of  a  race,  but  that  the  most  important  of  the  languages  belong  to 
a  fow  great  classes.  I^ecent  linguistic  researches  throw  light  upon  our 
own  language,  and  many  mysteries  witli  reference  to  the  origin  of  words, 
etc.,  hav.e  been  solved.  They  have  placed  the  whole  subject  of  inflection, 
the  meanings  of  roots,  steins,  etc.,  in  a  clearer  light.  Etymology  has  beeit 
brought  under  control,  and  rests  on  a  true  basis,  and  has  become  what  its 
name  implies,  the  science  of  truth.  Many  mysteries  of  languages  have 
been  solved  by  it,  and  we  have  come  to  find  that  we  are  still  using  in  our 
ordinary  speech  the  same  materials,  the  same  roots,  and  even  the  same 
grammatical  inflections  as  were  employed  l)y  our  Indo-European  fathers 
centuries  before  any  nation  now  on  earth  had  an  existence.  It  has  given 
us  a  science  of  language :  it  has  a  deflnite  aim,  well  defined  principles  and 
methods,  and  a  wide  field  for  its  generalizations. 
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Linguistic  studies  aid  us  also  very  iiuitcrially  in  tlie  interpretation  d; 
ancient  niytliology.  They  are  coming  to  lielp  us  materially  in  tlie  nnin.  i 
of  history,  and  one  of  the  grandest  results  of  comparative  i)hilology  i.-,  liu 
opening  up  of  important  historical  facts  with  reference  to  the  Indo-Kum- 
pean  race.  Language  alone  without  historical  data  enaljles  us  to  ivpin- 
duce  prominent  features  of  tlic  life  of  a  people. 

In  conclusion,  Prof.  Ilarkness  regards  the  progress  which  has  Ix  .-u 
made  in  comparative  philology  during  the  last  fifty  jcars  as  truly  nuuvr!. 
lous.  One  discovery  has  followed  another  in  an  almost  unbroken  lin.  . 
Many  linguistic  problems  have  been  solved,  and  the  way  prci)ared  in: 
many  more.  Never  were  the  prospects  brighter.  But  with  all  these  r<  \  i  • 
lations,  we  know  little  of  the  history  of  the  lunnan  family.  It  is  only  \'.\ 
regard  to  a  few  centuries  that  we  have  anything  like  respectable  know  1- 
edge,  and  even  in  this  narrow  range  of  time  our  information  is  coniiiM  ■! 
to  a  few  nations  and  races.  Let  us  hope  that  so  long  as  a  single  langn;i;jr 
or  dialect  needs  to  be  decipliered,  tlie  jihilologists  will  never  lose  heart  oi 
desist  from  their  work. 

The  essay  was  lieaifily  applauded  at  its  close. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  J.  Lewis  Diman,  a  vote  of  thanks  w.i-^ 
tendered  Prof.  Ilarkness,  for  his  comprehensive  and  exhaii::-^- 
ive  essa}'.  Prof.  Diman  said  that  it  seemed  to  liim  that  \ei_\' 
much  might  be  added  to  the  interest  of  the  monthly  nuct- 
ings  and  to  the  usefulness  of  tlie  Society,  by  admittinj 
papers  of  the  comprehensive  learning  which  marked  tin' 
l)aper  read  by  Prof.  Ilarkness,  and  tiius  enlai-ging  the  seoi'c 
of  discussion,  lie  remembered  with  a  good  deal  of  satishu- 
tion  that  the  first  book  in  Rhode  Island  literature  was  a  trea- 
tise on  philology,  and  said  he,  we  have  reason  to  be  proinl 
that  the  mantle  of  the  first  philologist  of  the  State  h.i- 
descended  on  one  so  well  able  to  wear  it. 

lion,  llichard  A.  AVheeler,  of  Stonington,  Conn.,  \va> 
announced  to  read  the  next  paper,  Tuesday,  the  27th  inst.. 
on  the  Pequot  Indians.

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SPECIAL   IMEETING. 


Providence,  November  27,  1877. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  ])eglnning  at  TJ  o'cloek, 
the  President  in  the  ehair. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved, 
and  scveial  donations  were  announced. 

The  Secretary  read  a  lettei-  from  Hon.  ^Marshall  P.  "Wilder, 
thanking  the  Society  for  the  Iionor  conferred  upon  him  by 
eU'eting  him  an  honorary  mem]>er  ;  also,  a  letter  from  Col. 
.Joseph  L.  Chester,  of  London,  expressing  a  willingness  to 
contribute  to  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

Hem.  Richard  A.  "Wheeler,  of  Stonington,  Conn.,  then 
read  a  carefully  prepared  ii^ketch  of  the  Pequot  LKlians. 

The  origin  of  the  Peqiiot  tribe  of  Indians  must  forever  remain  a  m5's- 
tery.  Some  writers  have  supposed  that  not  long  before  this  country  was 
settled  by  Europeans,  they  were  an  inland  tribe,  -who,  by  their  superior 
numbers  and  prowess,  fought  their  Avay  to  the  sea-side  and  established 
their  fortress  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Groton.  Others  have  supposed 
that  they  belonged  to  the  IMohegan  tribe  of  Indians,  who,  under  the 
leadership  of  Pequoate,  the  father  of  Sassacus,  seceded  from  the  Mohe- 
gans  and  established  an  independent  tribe,  taking  the  name  of  their 
Sachem,  and  in  time  overwhelmed  the  Mohegans  and  held  them  as  tribu- 
taries. 

The  Pcfpiots  were  governed  by  a  powerful  Sachem,  wliom  they  idolized 
and  regarded  '-as  all  one  God,"  and  held  various  tribes  and  clans  tributary. 
'I'lie  extension  of  their  power  and  authority,  m  Inch  extended  eastward  as 
far  as  Wecapaug,  in  Westerly,  K.  I.,  was  then  held  in  check  by  the  Narra- 
;cansetts. 

In  K)31,  the  Pequot  Sachem,  AVah-qni-macut,  visited  the  Governors  of 
the  Plymouth  and  Massachusetts  colonics,  and  olVered  strong  inducements 
to  come  and  settle  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Coiniecticut.  In  1C33, 
after  the  murder  of  Captain  Stone,  the  Pcquots  entered  into  a  treaty  with 
the  English  in  Massachusetts,  by  which  they  gave  the  latter  all  their  title 
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to  tlie  lands  on  tlic  Connecticut  river,  on  condition  that  tliey  -wonlil  vrn,; 
men  to  live  there  and  trade  with  thcni.  Thej-  also  agreed  to  irivc  u  . 
English  four  hundred  fathoms  of  wampum,  forty  beaver  skins  and  rnirt\ 
other  sl<ins.  ,_ 

John  Endicott,  after  his  expedition  against  ]]lock  Island,  where  he  killed 
fourteen  Indians,  destroyed  their  corn,  and  burned  their  Avigwams,  sail..! 
for  Pequot  harbor,  and  committed  similar  depredations  there,  which  l.<l 
to  speedy  retaliatory  measures  on  the  part  of  the  Pc(iuots. 

In  1C37,  Unca.s,  Sachem  of  the  Mohegans  joined  Captain  John  Mm 

in  an  expedition  against  the  Pequots.  Their  fort  atJIystic  was  assaulii  d, 
carried,  and  destroyed  by  fire.  The  scene  which  followed  was  awful  b,- 
yond  all  human  description,  the  result  of  which  was  the  complete  o\  i-r- 
throw  of  the  Pequots  as  a  tribe,  and  the  consequent  salvation  of  tin- 
English  settlements  on  the  Connecticut  river. 

In  1047,  sixty-two  Pequots,  residing  at  or  near  Xoank,  petitioned  li.)\- 
crnor  Winthrop  to  be  released  from  the  tyranny  of  Uncas,  to  whom  tin  v 
had  been  subjected.  Uncas  was  fitly  rebuked  and  fined  one  hundred  i;i!!i- 
oms  of  wampum,  but  the  Pequots  were  not  released  from  his  control. 
For  several  years  after,  he  had  his  hands  full  to  keep  clear  of  the  gr:i>p  ..i 
his  Indian  foes. 

In  1CC9-70,  the  Indians  were  approached  by  the  messengers  of  KiuL- 
Philip,  but  were  prevented  joining  him  in  his  plan  to  extirpate  tlic  wliiir- 
through  the  influence  of  Mason,  Stanton,  Denison,  and  others.  In  tin' 
Swamp  Fight  at  South  Kingstown,  in  1075,  they  joined  the  Kngli.-h. 

The  speaker  followed  the  Pequots  through  the  varied  experienci.-  i>i 
their  waning  inliuence  and  nund)ers.  After  two  hundred  and  thirty-iiinc 
years,  since  the  conquest  of  Mason,  only  a  small  remnant  of  a  once  [u>\\- 
erful  and  haughty  tribe  remains. 

The  efl'orts  of  Eliot  and  his  co-workers  to  convert  the  Indians  to  Christ- 
ianity were  not  attended  with  marked  success.  ]\rost  of  the  Pequot  u;ir- 
riors  preferred  the  favor  of  their  Good  Spirit  Kritihian,  and  died  belie\  ii.:; 
that  in  the  beautiful  southwest  land  were  hunting  grounds  of  bomulU  -- 
extent,  and  game  of  endless  variety,  where  no  Hobomoke  could  charm  il.'- 
arrow  from  its  fatal  plunge,  nor  mar  their  happiness  in  the  ludian'.s  ^nia- 
mer  land. 

At  the  close  of  the  piipcr  ii  vote  of  thanks,  oflVrcd  hy  rr>'l- 
Diman,  secoiKled  hy  Rev.  E.  M,  Stone,  was  teiuleicd  to  Mi. 
Wlieclor,  with  a  request  of  a  cojjy  for  the  Society's  archives. 

Prof.  Paul  E.  Sinding  was  annoiniced  to  read  a  paper  at 
the  next  meeting.

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SPECIAL   MEETING. 


Providence,  December  11,  1877. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  7!|  o'clock,  Vice  Presi- 
dent Allen  in  the  chair. 

After  the  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  and  the 
announcement  of  donations,  Prof.  Paul  C.  Sinding,  of  Copen- 
hagen, Denmark,  was  introduced  and  pronounced  a  learned 
and  elaborate  discourse  on  the  religious  life  and  customs  that 
carl}'  prevailed  in  the  northern  regions  of  Eurc^pe. 

It  is  not  ea.sy  to  form  iiw  exact  notion  of  tlic  religion  formerly  iirofossod 
in  the  North,  because  nincli  that  lias  been  written  on  this  snbject  is  often 
deficient  in  point  of  exactness.  Odin,  the  supreme  god,  who,  if  an  liis- 
torical  person,  invaded  .Scandinavia  about  seventy  years  before  Christ,  is 
considered  the  founder  of  a  religion  which  we  call  the  Northern  or  Scan- 
dinavian mythology,  having,  no  douljt,  some  alnnity  to  the  old  Persian  or 
Scythian  religion,  from  the  borders  of  wliich  countries  he  probably  came. 
A  space  of  seven  or  eight  centuries  intervened  between  the  time  of  Odin 
and  the  conversion  of  Denmark,  Norway  and  Sweden  to  Christianity. 
The  motive  of  the  worship  introduced  by  Odin,  who  in  the  chronicles  of 
Iceland  is  called  the  most  generous  of  men,  had  a  great  resemblance  to 
the  Christian  ideas,  containing  much  of  the  spirit  of  obedience  for  which 
St.  Paul  praises  the  heathen  that  are  without  the  law,  but  do  by  nature 
the  things  contained  in  the  law,  showing  the  works  of  the  law  written  in 
their  hearts.  It  was,  namely,  the  fear  of  a  divinity  irritated  by  the  sins  of* 
men,  but  who,  at  the  same  time,  was  merciful  and  could  be  appeased  by 
prayer  and  repentance.  The  belief  in  a  future  life  completed  the  whole 
building.  Cruel  tortures  were  reserved  for  such  as  despised  the  funda- 
mental precepts  of  morality,  and  pleasures  without  number  awaited  every 
valiant  man.  There  reuiains  up  to  this  very  day  some  traces  of  the  wor- 
^hip  paid  to  Odin,  in  the  name  given  by  the  people  of  the  North  to  the 
fourth  day  of  the  week,  which  was  formerly  consecrated  to  him.  It  is 
called  by  a  name  signifying  Odin's  day.  In  old  Norse,  Odindag;  in  Swed- 
ish and  Danish,  Onsdag;  in  Anglo-Saxon,  Wendesdag;  and  in  English, 
AVechiesday.  The  principal  goddess  among  the  ancient  Scandinavians  was 
Frizza,  the  wife  of  Odin,  Another  celeln-ated  goddess  was  Freya.  She 
was  the  goddess  of  love.  It  appears  to  have  been  the  general  opinion 
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that  she  was  tlie  same  as  Yeiiiis  of  the  Romans  and  Aphi'odite  of  li,. 
Greeks. 

The  secoml  principal  god  was  Thor,  the  son  of  Odin,  tlic  sod  oi'  il.i;!i. 
der  and  liglitning.  These  were  the  principal  ohjects  of  worship  anu.i':.- 
the  Scandinavians,  but  they  did  not  all  agree  about  the  preference  il-i.  t  , 
eacli.  The  Danes  seem  to  liave  paid  the  highest  honor  to  Odin;  ilji-  N.  r- 
■wegians  and  Icelanders  to  Thor,  while  the  Swedes  had  chosen  fur  tin  ii 
pi'otecting  divinity',  I'reya,  wlio  presided  over  the  seasons  of  the  yoar.  :iii  i 
bestowed  fertility  and  health.  The  gods  had  made  a  bridge  betwuii 
heaven  and  earth.  This  bridge  was  the  rainbow.  Heindoll  was  enii)lu\.-.; 
to  WHtcIi  tliis  bridge,  for  fear  tlie  giants  should  make  use  of  it  to  get  ih!  ■ 
heaven  and  make  war  upon  the  goils.  There  were  twelve  gods  in  all,  a;:<l 
the  Scandinavian  mylliology  reckons  also  twelve  goddesses.  Tlic  di\:ii:- 
ties  were  at  first  worshipped  in  the  open  air;  but  as  connexinus  w.i,' 
formed  willi  other  nations  the  religion  of  the  Scandinavians  toli.i.iif.1 
grottoes,  and  at  length  they  commenced  to  use  temples  and  idols. 

The  Icelanders  and  other  ancient  Scandinavians  had  three  religious  fr- 
tivals  in  the  year.  The  tirst  was  celebrated  at  tlic  winter  solstice  'I  hr 
second  festival  was  Instituted  iu  honor  of  the  earth,  which  was  considiit  i 
a  goddess,  to  request  of  her  fertility  and  this  festival  W"as  fixed  at  the  lii^i 
quarter  of  the  second  moon  of  the  year.  'J"he  third  festival,  whicli  x  em- 
to  have  been  tlie  most  conspicuous,  was  instituted  iu  honor  of  (.)din.  in 
order  to  obtain  from  him,  being  the  god  of  battles,  happy  success  in  tin  ir 
military  affairs. 

It  was  a  general  belief  among  the  ancient  Scandinavians  that  they  niiu'-! 
easily  learn  the  Mill,  inclinations  and  desires  of  tlielr  gods  and  goddi>->  - 
through  the  instrumentality  of  oracles  and  divinations,  like  the  peoplu  ni 
olden  Greece.  They  had  diviners,  both  male  and  female,  honored  wiih  ih' 
name  of  prophet*  and  prophetesses,  and  tiiey  did  the  same  as  Moso  >:i\> 
of  some  Pagan  nations,  "  They  liearkeued  unto  observers  of  times  aiid 
unto  diviners."  Even  a  long  time  after  tlie  introducliou  of  tlie  Lnthfiai! 
Keformation,  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  were  believed  to  undcr.-iMii.S 
KecromaiKy  or  tlie  Black  Art,  as  this  power  was  called,  and  although  t!i:^ 
imposture  was  an  abomination  unto  the  Lord,  severely  forbidden  by  ili'- 
government,  the  ministers  often  clandestinely  made  use  thereof,  tin  i'!'> 
to  increase  their  Income.  The  same  superstition  induced  them  to  hinl  a" 
attentive  ear  to  tlie  singiug  of  birds,  which  some  sorcerers  or  soreiri.--i  > 
boasted  of  being  able  to  interpret.  The  ancient  history  of  ScaiidiiKi\  ia  > 
full  of  these  superstitious  practices.  But  there  were  wise  men  among  i  in  ^' 
people  to  discover  the  folly  of  the  received  opinions,  among  them  Ol"'' 
Tyrgvescn,  King  of  Norway,  and  Rolf  Kraki,  King  of  Denmark,  in  ili> 
sixtli  and  seventh  centuries  after  Christ. 

Christianity  was  introduced  into  the  three  Scandinavian  kinudoni'^  :it 
the  end  of  the  ninth  century,  when  the  vestiges  of  Pagan  Avor.-hij)  w.rf 
destroyed,  its  idols  overthrown.  Its  altars  (lemolished  and  its  tcmj''' ' 
closed.     Cliristianity  has  since  prevailed  and  formed  the  great  boiul  of  tin' 
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social  liappincss,  and  llie  great  source  of  llie  intellectual  eminence  Avliich 
tills  remote  quarter  of  the  globe  now  so  richly  enjoys.  The  stalrrart  mcii, 
"wlio  ventured  upon  unknown,  cold  and  stormy  seas,  and  at  length  lauded 
on  the  New  England  shores,  and  who  since  have  controlled  the  Avorld's 
history  in  many  things  and  at  many  times,  and  whose  achievements  in 
war  and  in  letters  are  worthy  the  most  heroic  age  of  Eome  and  the  most 
liuished  period  of  Greece,  should  be  saluted  Avilh  respect  by  all  succeed- 
ing generations. 

When  the  reading  was  iinisliccl  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed 
lo  Prof.  Sinduig  for  his  paper,  and  a  copy  requested   for  the 

archives. 

Rev.  E.  M.  Stone  and  Hon.  Zachariah  Allen  made  a  few 
remarks  complimentar}-  to  the  author. 

The  Seeretary  aiuiounecd  that  Col.  Ward,  of  New  York, 
would  read  the  next  paper  before  the  Society  on  Wednesday 
evening  next,  the  19th  inst.

The  meeting  held  this  evening  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  a  quarter  before  eight  o'clock. 

After  the  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  the 
Librarian  announced  sevei'al  donntions  recently  made  to  the 
Society,  among  which  was  a  pitcher  with  the  portrait  of  Oliver 
Hazard  Perry  on  one   side   of  it,  and   on  the  other  a  picture 
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clesigncd  to  represent  a  famous  frigate  of  our  navy,  prcsenttil 
by  Mrs.  M.  G.  C.  Perry,  of  Bristol. 

An  account  of  the  Kiclvenuiit  Spring,  in  the  town  of  "War- 
ren, was  read. 

Col.  John  AYartl,  of  Xew  York,  was  then  introduced  and 
read  an  elaborate  paper  on  the  "Continental  Congress  l)ef{)ie 
the  Declaration  of  Independence." 

He  gave  a  graphic  account  of  the  state  of  the  country  pre- 
vious to  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  between  Great  Britain 
on  one  side,  and  her  North  American  Colonics  on  the  otlier, 
paying  a  marked  compliment  to  the  spirit  of  liberty  tliat  was 
breathed  by  tlie  freemen  of  Rhode.  Island,  and 'Providence 
Plantations. 

His  paper  was  enriched  with  liberal  extracts  from  the 
unpublished  diary  of  a  worthy  and  patriotic  ancestor,  who 
■was  a  member  of  the  first  Continental  Congress,  and  died  in 
the  service  of  his  country. 

Col.  AVard  illustrated  and  enforced  the  views  of  the  great 
living  historian  of  our  country  by  reference  to  some  papers 
not  before  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public. 

■  His  paper  received  the  undivided  attention  of  the  audience. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address,  on  motion  of  Vice  Presi- 
dent Allen,  he  received  the  thanks  of  the  Society  coupled 
with  the  request  that  a  copy  of  his  paper  be  furnished  tor 
the  archives  of  the  Society. 

The  Secretary  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  service 
rendered  by  Col.  Ward  in  preparing  the  paper  of  the  even- 
ing, and  uttered  the  hope  that  Rhode  Islanders  who  resiile 
on  the  paternal  domain  will  not  fail  to  perform  like  lilial  and 
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jwtriotic  duly  by  collecting  the  writings  and  setting  forth  the 
deeds  of  -worthy  and  patriotic  ancestors  and  statesmen.

FIFTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  .AlEETING, 


Pkovidence,  January  15,  1S78. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  this  evening,  beginning  at 
7J  o'clock.  Vice  President  Allen  in  the  chair. 

After  the  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  by  the 
Secretary,  the  Cabinet  Keeper  announced  donations  received 
since  the  last  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  annual  report,  showing  a  Ixal- 
Juice  on  hand  of  $1,419.48.  The  report  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publications. 

The  Cabinet  Keeper  of  the  Southern  District  read  his 
annual  report,  giving  a  detailed  account  of  the  property  com- 
mitted to  his  charge,  noting  many  matters  of  historical 
interest  in  his  jwrt  of  the  State,  and  recommending  some 
decided  measures  to  secure  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

The  report,  after  being  commended  by  Vice  President 
Allen,  was  received  and  referred  for  publication. 

The  Cabinet  Keeper  of  the  Northern  Department  pre- 
sented his  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  in  like 
manner. 
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The  Coininittee  on  Genealogical  Roscavclies  made  a  ropoit 
reconimeiulin!;;;  deiinito  action  lo  bring  into  an  available  t'uiin 
material  that  is  now  found  in  town  and  church  records,  an.! 
on  grave  stones  scattered  over  the  State.  The  ve[wjrt.*a> 
received  and  referred  for  publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publications,  through  its  Chairma)i, 
made  a  brief  report,  which  was  disposed  of  in  like   maniior. 

Dr.  Channing  reported  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  tli.> 
Mount  Hope  ^Monument,  showing  that  the  objects  contem- 
plated had  been  acccnnplished.  The  leport  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publications. 

An  application  made  to  the  Society  by  Messrs.  IToag, 
"Wade  &  Co.,  to  draw  from  the  Foster  papers  certain  itciu-. 
of  interest  pertaining  to  the  town  of  Foster,  was  referred  (o 
a  Special  Committee  consisting  of  the  Librarian  and  Vice 
President  Allen,  for  such  action  as  might  be  deemed  advis- 
able. 

A  report  was  read  by  i\Ir.  Everett  from  the  Committee  on 
Building  and  Grounds,  showing  what  has  been  done  the  [)a-l 
year.     The  report  was  received  and  referred  as  usual. 

A  communication  from  Professor  Asa  Bird  Gardner,  LL. 
D.,  of  AVest  Point  was  read  and  received  as  follows  :

Hon.  Amos  Ferry,  Secretary  Ehode  Island  Historical  Society : 

Dkak  Sik:— At  the  request  of  some  of  iny  Rliotlc  Island  friends,  so  far 
as  my  public  duties  will  permit,  I  am  trying  to  prepare  i'ov  preservaticn. 
and  possible  publication,  brief  sketches  of  the  military  and  civil  historu- 
of  the  original,  hereditary  and  honorary  members  of  the  Society  of  t  lu- 
ciunati  in  Khode  Island. 

These  should  also  contain  dates  and  places  of  birth  and  decease,  nani'  •< 
of  descendants,  if  any,  honors  received,  etc.,  and  in  fact  everytliiiiL'  <•• 
interest  connected  with  and  illustrutiug  tlic  life  of  the  particular  member. 
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At  this  distance  from  Eliode  Island  my  opportnnltics  for  obtaining 
inrurmation  on  the  subject  of  this  inquiry  arc  limited.  I  must,  therefore, 
di-pend  on  my  friends  there,  and  others  interested  in  this  direction,  to  fur- 
nish me  -with  any  facts  in  their  possession  Avhicli  will  aid  me. 

Yon  know  that  the  "Rhode  Island  Line"  of  tlie  regular  continental 
army  was  a  distinguished  one.  Its  oflicers,  selected  with  care  l)y  Washing- 
Ion  and  Greene,  reflected  credit  on  the  State,  and  from  the  siege  of  Boston 
and  attack  on  Quebec  to  the  final  victory  at  Yorktowu,  were  particularly 
noticealjlc  for  military  merit. 

The  "Ehode  Island  State  Brigade,"  also,  during  the  time  it  existed,  dis-

Mr.  Pkksidknt  : — Soon  after  idj'  appointment  as  Librarian  and  Cabinet 
Keeper  of  the  Soulliern  Dei)arlnicnt  of  tlic  lihode  Island  Historical  Soii- 
ctj',  the  late  Benjamin  B.  llowland,  who  had  ably  tilled  the  olllce  till 
advancing  years  and  growing  infirmities  made  it  necessary  for  him  I'l 
retire  from  all  active  pursuits,  handed  over  to  me  all  the  books,  pamph- 
lets, and  papers  that  had  been  deposited  with  him  as  the  agent  of  ilif 
Society  in  this  part  of  the  State.  For  many  years  Mr.  Ilowland  IkhI 
labored  under  the  disadvantage  ef  not  having  a  suitable  place  in  wlii'  1: 
to  assort  and  arrange  the  papers  that  were  collected  from  time  to  liin'  ; 
and  when,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Newport  Historical  Society,  ]\I:irrii 
19th,  1877,  he  sent  in  his  resignation  as  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Koopi-r  <•! 
that  Society,  application  was  made  to  the  Redwood  Libraiy  for  penni-- 
sion  to  place  two  cabinets  in  the  library  building:  one  for  the  use  of  the 
Newport  Society,  and  the  other  for  the  Southern  Department  of  the  Kim'!' 
Island  Society.  This  application  was  favorably  received,  and  when  t!i'' 
cabinets  were  ready,  the  papers  of  the  Newport  Society  were  translVrr<  »l 
to  Mr.  James  C.  Maurun,  the  newly  appointed  Librarian  and  Cabintt 
Keeper  of  that  Society;  and  the  papers  belonging  to  the  Soulluru 
Department  of  the  Rhode  Island  Society  were  placed  in  my  hands.  It  ''•''' 
been  the  wish  of  the  members  of  the  Newport  Historical  Society  that  tl.i' 
papers  which  liave  been  collected  in  the  Southern  District  of  the  Stat'-, 
and  which,  in  great  part,  are  conlined  to  the  history  of  Newport  and  it- 
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environs,  should  be  added  to  and  made  apart  of  the  collection  of  the  New- 
port Society ;  bnt  until  some  action  is  taken  on  this  subject  by  the  Ehode 
Island  Society,  the  papers  now  in  my  hands  will  be  kept  separate  and  dis- 
tinct. 

[The  list  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  other  documents  that  comprise  the 
present  collection  of  tlie  Southern  Department,  here  following  in  this 
report,  is  omitted. — Com.  P«6.] 

During  the  past  year  the  Newport  Historical  Society  has  held  meetings 
at  stated  intervals,  and  usually  at  such  times  a  paper  has  been  read.  At 
a  meeting  held  January  27th,  Dr.  David  King,  the  President  of  the  Society, 
read  tlie  Journal  of  Two  Loyalists  during  a  Journey  from  New  York  to 
Boston,  and  tlioir  Return  to  New  York,  via  Providence  and  Newport,  iu 
September  and  October  of  1783. 

Tlic  annual  meeting  took  place  March  IDth,  1S77,  at  which  time  the  fol- 
lowing officers  were  chosen : 

President,  Dr.  David  King; 

Vice  I'resident,  lion.  Francis  Brinley; 

Corresponding  Secretary,  George  C.  Mason; 

Recording  Secretary,  Dr.  Henry  E.  Turner; 

Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper,  James  E.  Mauran,  in  place  of  Bcnjamiir 
B.  Ilowland,  resigned ; 

Treasurer,  Stephen  II.  Norman. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  Mr.  Norraaa  resigned  and  Samuel  Engs  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

At  the  aiHUial  meeting  Di'.  King  gave  a  short  address  upon  the  present 
state  of  the  Society;  and  while  he  spoke  encouragingly  of  what  had  been 
douc  in  the  Centennial  year,  he  urged  a  more  determined  eflbrt  on  the 
part  of  the  Society  to  collect  and  preserve  all  documents  and  papers  that 
in  any  way  relate  to  the  history  of  the  State. 

At  this  meeting  tlie  resignation  of  the  late  Benjamin  B.  Ilowland  was 
received,  and  in  accepting  it,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  thanks 
of  the  Society  be  tendered  to  Mr.  Ilowland  for  his  long  and  faithful 
service. 

After  the  election  of  officers  the  first  part  of  a  very  interesting  paper  on. 
the  Greenes  of  Warwick  was  read  by  Dr.  Henry  E.  Turner,  and  at  a  sub- 
.sequent  meeting  of  the  Society,  April  11th,  Dr.  Turner  completed  the 
reading  of  this  paper.  At  this  meeting  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
ascertain  if  the  Ellery  or  Liberty  Tree  lot  could  be  purchased,  and  if  so, 
on  what  terms. 
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On  the  evening  of  May  31st  the  Society  listened  to  some  vcrj'  entcrtaiii- 
Ing  reminiscences  of  tlie  Dorr  War  by  the  lion.  Abraham  Payne. 

October  21st,  Charles  W.  Tuttle,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  entertained  the  Soci- 
ety by  reading  a  paper  on  Arcadia:  its  Discovery  and  Settlement.  I'nj- 
vious  to  the  reading  of  this  paper  the  Society  adjourned  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  the  late  Benjamin  B.  Jlowland,  in  a  body. 

Benjamin  B.  Ilowland,  whose  name  will  long  be  remembered,  associated 
as  it  is,  witli  years  of  faithful  service  and  many  christian  virtues,  died  on 
the  20th  day  of  October,  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety  years.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  liad  been  in  failing  healtli,  and  in  1875  he  resigned  his 
office  as  city  clerk,  feeling  that  the  cares  of  oflice  were  too  great  for  liiin. 
The  following  spring  he  resigned  as  probate  clerk,  and  at  the  iuangnratiuu 
of  the  city  government,  in  June  of  tliat  year,  the  city  council,  at  the  hand 
of  Dr.  David  King,  presented  him  with  a  gold  medal,  in  recognition  oriii> 
long  and  Aulhful  service  as  town,  city  and  probate  clerk.  The  medal  wa;- 
struck  at  the  mint  in  Philadelphia.  On  one  face  it  bears  the  arms  of  tlie 
city  of  Newport,  and  on  the  other  this  inscription  :  "  The  city  of  Newport 
to  Benjamin  B.  Howland.  A  testimonial  of  faithful  public  service  to  New- 
port during  a  period  of  fifty  years." 

Mr.  Howland,  for  many  years,  held  the  oftlce  of  Deacon  in  the  First 
Baptist  Clmrch.  His  manner  through  life  was  quiet  and  unobtrusive,  lie 
sought  to  do  his  duty  without  being  observed,  for  he  shunned,  above  all 
things,  anything  like  publicity.  He  had  fine  tastes,  was  fond  of  art,  and 
in  early  life  met  with  some  success  as  an  amateur  portrait  painter.  He 
was  also  fond  of  liistorical  research,  and  from  time  to  time  read  papers 
before  the  Historical  Society;  among  other  subjects,  "Tlie  Streets  of 
Newport,"  "The  Schools  of  Newport,"  and  "King  Philip  of  Pokanokct." 
From  the  organization  of  the  Newport  Historical  Society  he  held  the  oilice 
of  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper,  and  it  was  only  a  few  months  before  hi.> 
death  that  he  sent  in  liis  resignation.  He  was  also  the  able  and  industri- 
ous Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  of  the  Southeru  District  for  the  llliode 
Island  Historical  Society.  Few  men  have  been  more  highlj'  respectnl 
than  was  Mr.  Howland,  and  it  may  be  truly  said  of  him,  he  had  not  an 
enemy  in  tlie  world. 

On  the  21st  of  November  Hon.  Amos  Perry  gave  tlie  Society  a  graplnc 
and  entertaining  account  of  the  eastern  coast  of  Tunis,  drawn  from  Ids 
own  experience  while  Consul  at  Tunis. 

In  Newport  a  good  deal  of  interest  is  felt  iu  historical  researcli,  and 
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rogrct  lias  been  fiequcntly  expressed  that  the  local  Society  has  not  abuikl- 
inL'  of  its  own  in  ■which  its  papers  might  be  stored,  with  such  additions  to 
the  present  collection  ns  would  doubtless  be  made,  if  it  were  known  that 
a  safe  place  of  deposit  had  been  secured  for  such  objects.  This  wish  can- 
not be  gratified  at  present;  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  lime  the  object,  which 
commends  itself  to  so  many,  may  be  attained. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  past  year,  to  foster  and  promote  a  love  of 
historical  research,  I  suggested  to  the  editor  of  the  Xcvrport  Mercury  the 
propriet}-  of  devoting  a  column  of  his  paper  to  notes  and  queries,  a  plan 
that  at  once  met  with  favor,  and  at  his  request  I  prepared  half  a  column 
of  matter,  made  up  of  brief  paragraphs.  This  was  followed  up.  Soon 
tlicre  were  replies  to  the  queries,  then  other  queries  were  received  from 
readers  who  Lad  become  interested,  and  who  were  glad  to  add  their  mite 
to  what  had  been  done.  Some  weeks  there  Mas  nearly  or  quite  a  column 
of  such  matter,  and  after  nursing  it  along  for  three  months,  always  having 
enough  in  tlie  editor's  drawer  to  keep  up  the  weekly  demand,  I  felt  that 
the  interest  aroused  was  strong  enough  to  keep  it  going,  and  having  other 
matters  to  which  I  wished  to  give  attention,  the  notes  and  queries  were 
left  to  those  who  had  become  contributors.  But  the  public  interest  in  the 
measure  soon  died  out ;  tlie  quantity  of  matter  weekly  sent  iu  grew  less 
and  less,  wntil  it  ceased  altogether;  showing  clearly,  that  while  the  public 
is  fond  of  reading  whatever  appertains  to  the  history  of  town,  State,  or 
country,  it  cannot  be  depended  upon  to  furnish  the  material,  or  to  write 
on  the  subject. 

One  good  has  come  from  the  above  etfort.  It  has  led  to  the  occasional 
))ul)lishing  of  papers  on  local  history,  and  of  such  papers,  Hon.  William 
r.  Sliellield  and  Mr.  Thomas  II.  Hazard,  who  are  still  writing  as  time  and 
opportunity  offers,  have  furnished  a  number.  But  even  with  this  result 
before  me,  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  we  shall  make  but  little  real 
progress,  beyond  the  point  at  which  we  have  arrived,  till  we  have  iu  Rhode 
Inland  a  historical  journal  of  our  own  It  may  be  a  quarterly,  monthly, 
bi-monthly,  or  weekly ;  but  it  must  be  issued  regularly,  and  made  up  of 
l>apers  fdlcd  with  matter  that  comes  home  to  the  people, — matter  that 
has  its  origin  in  the  history  of  our  own  little  State.  Great  as  has  been 
the  loss  in  the  past  in  the  way  of  official  documents,  letters,  diaries,  and 
journals,  there  is  still  material  of  the  greatest  value  that  may  yet  be  col- 
lected and  put  into  shape.  We  have  enough  of  it  at  our  command  to-day 
to  supply  such  a  journal  for  years,— material  that  is  now  almost  useless 
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from  the  fact  that  much  of  it  remains  on  the  shelves  of  the  lli-tdrir.l 
Society,  as  it  has  remained  for  years,  Avitliout  chissilication  or  aiiyairauL''  ■ 
ment  by  whicli  we  may  know,  without  hibor  and  research,  what  \vc  lia\r 
in  our  possession.  All  this  involves  labor  and  expense.  A  pnblicali.ni  ci' 
this  kind  cannot  bo  made  to  pay  pecuniarily.  It  would  be  years,  per]i;i].-, 
before  it  M-onld  be  Avholly  self  supporting;  but  there  nevertheless  rcniali.^ 
the  fact,  in  this  as  in  other  matters, -if  we  do  not  help  ourselves  no  o!,..- 
Avill  help  us. 

IIow  all  this  is  to  be  brought  about  I  am  not  prepared  to  say ;  but  1 
cannot  let  the  opportunity  pass  without  expressing  the  hope  that  a  stii! 
more  determined  effort  will  bo  made  to  classify  and  catalogue  all  the  boo!.- 
and  papers  of  the  Historical  Society,  and  that  at  no  distant  day  we  iii:iy 
have  a  historical  magazine  of  our  own.  If  we  had  had  such  a  maga/iiir 
in  the  days  of  AVilkins  Updike,  William  K.  Staples,  Henry  Bull,  Dr.  Par- 
sons, and  men  like  tliem,  who  -were  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  imp''!'.- 
ance  of  historical  research,  what  additions  might  not  have  Ijcen  made  i  > 
our  history  ;  Avliat  charming  disquisitions  would  have  come  from  the  pi.  u-. 
of  Updike  and  Staples  and  Durfee,— men  who  had  a  thousand  incident-  "i 
more  than  local  interest  at  their  fingers'  ends,  but  who  lacked  the  proju  r 
medium  through  which  to  convey  them  to  the  public.  It  is  true  we  h:i\« 
the  columns  of  the  local  press  open  to  us  in  all  parts  of  the  State;  U\:\ 
that  medium  does  not  wholly  answer  our  purpose.  Articles  publi.-liLd  m 
this  way  to-day  are  lost  sight  of  to-morrow,  through  the  want  of  a  I'lill 
and  copious  index  to  which  one  may  refer  from  time  to  time.  It  i-  ti^'i 
late  to  repine  for  past  neglects  ;  but  it  is  not  too  late  to  begin  what  ^JRiuUi 
have  been  begun  long  ago. 

Mr.  President,  perhaps  I  have  been  presumptuous  in  oflering  my  <>\\n 
views  thus  freely  to  the  Society.  If  so,  I  crave  your  and  their  pardon.  I 
confess  to  feeling  warmly  the  need  of  such  measures  as  I  have  advocati'l. 
and  this  must  be  my  apology  for  urging  their  adoption  unsolicitt.d."  1 
believe  there  is  not  a  member  of  the  Society  who  does  not  realize  the  tn;!ii 
of  what  I  have  said;  who  does  not  regret  that  the  chief  stumbling  bU't  ^ 
in  our  way  is  awant  of  means.  Can  the  means  be  raised?  That,  il  seciM^ 
to  me,  is  the  question  we  have  to  solve.

The  meetings  hav 
been,  for  the  most  part,  numerously  attcndod,  and  the  eflbrts  of  the  h  e- 
turers  and  speakers  have  been  rewarded  with  unmistakable  expre^si^n•^ 
of  appreciation.  It  is  believed  that  the  Historical  Society  has  thn;. 
directed  attention  to  topics  of  general  utility,  and  by  encouraging  critical 
examination  and  investigation,  everted  a  heallliy  and  extended  influem-f. 

The  Librarian  has  ko\}t  up  a  large  corresi)ondeuce  with  gentlemen  <>!' 
our  own  and  other  States,  in  answer  to  requests  for  historical  and  genea- 
logical information,  which  our  collections  only  could  furnish.  He  ha- 
also  been  frequently  in  attendance  at  the  rooms  with  persons  desirous 
examining  our  files  of  Phode  Island  newspapers,  our  Phode  Island  book 
alcove,  and  our  collection  of  manuscripts.  In  addition  to  all  this,  he  ha- 
improved  his  opportunities  to  obtain,  by  solicitation,  exchanges  and  oilic 
methods,  contributions  with  which  to  enrich  our  stores  of  local  and  gi-ii 
eral  histoiy. 

The  accessions  to  our  collections  for  the  past  year  number  1,300.  <>i 
these,  ]J0  were  bound,  and  14  unbound  volumes,  and  1,000  pamphli'T-i. 
The  residue  comprise  manuscripts,  maps,  engraved  and  pliotograjih  por- 
traits, broadsides  and  relics.

OUR    MANUSCRIPTS. 

The  seventy-two  volumes  of  manuscripts  reported  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  as  bound,  l)ave  been  received  from  the  bindery,  and  are  deposited, 
under  lock  and  key,  in  the  south-west  ante-room  of  our  library.  They 
there  wait  a  suitable  case  for  permanent  safety,  which  will  probably,  at  an 
early  day,  be  provided,  when  they  will  be  made  accessible,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Society  shall  prescribe,  to  all  who  may  wish  to  consult 
them.  IMany  of  these  manuscripts  arc  of  great  value,  revealing,  as  they 
do,  the  spirit  and  habits  of  early  times  in  the  lihode  Island  Colony,  no 
less  than  the  perplexities  and  difficulties  with  which  its  settlement  and 
civil  organism  were  environed.  A  large  number  of  manuscripts  remain 
to  be  collated,  classified  and  bound  in  volumes.  Among  the  most  recent 
contributions  to  our  collections  are  about  six  hundred  letters,  manifests 
and  other  papers,  throwing  light  upon  the  commerce  and  the  local  trade 
of  rrovidence  during  the  latter  half  of  the  last  and  the  early  part  of  the 
present  century.  These  papers  were  fortunately  intercepted  by  the  Libra- 
rian on  their  way  to  the  pai>er  mill,  and  by  him  presented  to  the  S.ociety. 
How  many  other  manuscripts,  ancient  books  and  pamphlets,  important  to 
the  student  of  history,  have,  during  the  last  twelve  months,  been  depos- 
ited in  pulp  vats,  instead  of  finding  a  place  for  usefulness  in  our  library, 
it  is.impossible  to  determine;  but  a  knowledge  of  the  free  practices  of  the 
past  seventeen  years,  awakens  a  fear  that  in  every  town  in  the  State  fami- 
lies and  individuals  have  been  induced,  for  a  small  consideration,  to  supply 
the  calls  of  the  omuiverous  mill,  to  an  extent  painful  to  contemplate. 


It  is  nearly  eleven  years  since  our  Society  published  the  sixth  volume  of 
its  collections.  The  question  is  frequently  asked.  When  will  another  be 
printed?  There  are  now  ample  materials  in  condition  to  be  selected 
from,  that  would  fill  several  volumes,  creditable  to  the  reputation  of  the 
Societ}'.  A  movement  in  this  direction  would  certainly  be  in  accordance 
with  the  active  spirit  it  has  evinced  during  the  past  ten  years.

tion  of  one  Benjamin  Herendeen.  The  assault  was  made  on  the  iii::ln  wi 
January  4th,  KlUO-Ol,  from  behind  a  thicket  of  barberry  bushes  iKar  tl:. 
north  burial  ground.  Clawson's  chin  was  split  b}-  tire  blow,  and  jii  ' 
before  he  died  he  pronounced  wliat  has  come  down  the  line  of  more  tliuu 
two  centuries  as  "Clawson's  curse,"  viz. :  "  that  he  [his  murdeii-r]  :it]<! 
his  posterity  might  be  marked  with  .split  chins  and  haunted  with  barben> 
bushes,"  the  first  part  of  which  imprecation  the  legend  records  as  havin:: 
been  singularly  fulfilled.  The  third  letter,  addressed  to  John  Whii'i.Ii-. 
junior,  is  intended  as  a  vindication  of  Williams  against  certain  cIku.'i"-,  a 
presentation  of  his  views  touching  the  wrong  done  the  Indians  b\'  :i 
strained  interpretation  placed  upon  laud  boundaries,  and  a  free  discu>>i'>ii 
of  troubles  with  William  Harris.  It  is  only  uecessarj^  to  add  that  in  trau- 
scribing  these  letters  the  orthography,  capitalizing  and  punctuation  cf 
the  originals  have  been  strictly  followed.

I  pray  yet  yor  patience  &  haue  againe  to  trouble  you  with  yt  troublesome 
and  lamentable  busines  of  John  Clawson  &  his  Goods  &  ye  rather  because 
of  yor  owne  order  againe  to  consider  of  it.  The  last  time  you  were 
pleased  to  debate  jt :  you  seemed  satisfied  yt  John  Clawson  in  his  so  ofte 
mention  of  his  Maister  his  Goods,  he  meant  my  selfe  &  no  otlier  person. 

There  appeared  allso  l^efore  you  three  Interpretations  of  his  Words 

First  yt  he  considering  his  dying  condjt.ion  &  having  no  kindred  he  be- 
queathed and  left  his  Goods  to  me.  This  I  took  to  be  his  meaning  in  ye 
morning,  and  thought  that  yt  jt  might  please  God  to  bring  to  his  mind, 
how  I  sought  him  out  (by  Natives)  and  cherished  him  in  his  lost  naked 
v't  starving  condjcion  &  yt  I  was  not  only  his  Master  (&  he  my  howse  hold 
servant  bj-  ye  yeare)  but  his  school  mr,  giving  him  my  Dutch  Testament 
«.<:  spending  much  time  to  teach  him  to  reade.  Tins  God  knows  I  took  to 
be  his  meaning  upon  serious  considcracion.  In  ye  afternoon  when  Eliza- 
beth llerndcn  upon  his  asking  againe  for  me,  asked  him  whether  he  meant 
yt  his  Master  should  haue  his  Goods :  her  words  sound  &  others  say  & 
mine  Earcs  told  me  from  her  owne  Kelatjon  yt  she  thus  vuderstood  him  as 
I  did.

Neighbor  AVhipple  :  You  cannot  expect  yt  my  worne  &  withered  Brain< 
should  keep  pace  with  ye  Fresh  &  youthful  Fancie  exprest  in  yor  14  of  tlii- 
instant:  Yet  I  desire  (as  jtjs  in  Fruit  ye  Itiper  ye  Mellower)  to  retiirne 
j'ou  my  Thoughts  as  to  matter  of  Kcason  &  Argumnt  in  ye  Fear  of  God. 

First  you  say  I  calld  Tlio  :  Olney  junr.  Brazen  fac't  fellow  &.  afterward 
you  say  I  call  him  Jackanapes  &  Uevill. 

I  conceane  you  doe  mistake  and  wrong  me  in  l)oth  :  You  may  easily  see 
yt  I  repeated  W\  Ilar.  words  who  called  him  Jackanapes  boy  in  our  Towne 
meeting  &  calls  (not  only  wicked  but  all)  MajistratesDevills  in  his  l)ooke  : 
who  had  sajd  yt  He  Th :  Olney  jun.  was  more  brazen  fac'd  than  hi^ 
Father:    I  am  far  from  saying  or  thinking  so  with  him:    But  it  [i--j 
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iineviny  my  soul  to  see  Tho  :  Ohiey  jiinr  rcsolued  (witli  AV.  liar.)  to  run 
ilowiie  his  poore  Neifflibors  in  their  ancient  and  constant  Liberties,  1  sajd 
with  grief  of  Soul  (soiiii;  yt  notliing  yt  I  nor  others  spake  could  nioue 
hiui)  yt  he  had  a  face  of  Urasse  iudecde  :  And  jt  [torn]  judged  by  many 
yt  had  jt  not  bone  for  Tho:  Ohiey  junr  his  Willfullncss,  this  great  five  of 
Division  about  ye  I'o  acre  men*  had  not  broke  forth  amongst  vs  :  Yor 
Father  in  Law,  W.  Har :  &  divers  more  declared  themselves  -willing  to  End 
yc  Coutintion  &  to  gratillc  the  25  acre  men  :  Only  Tho:  Oluey  junr  pre- 
tended Law  (as  if  cucry  Law  wore  Modjan  &.  Persian)  &  droue  on  the  Fire 
(as  with  a  wind)  to  tliis  day  amongst  vs. 

2.  As  to  yt  saying  yt  I  was  as  a  Right  hand  to  ye  Sachims  (&  conse- 
quently had  &  might  have  h;id  whatsocuor  1  might  rationally  desire  for 
tliis  Plantation  liad  I  not  bone  stopt  by  yt  Envious  voice.  What  is  Ro : 
Wnis:  soe  will  haue  present  bounds  set  us  &c)  :  my  moaning  is  yt  ye  Re- 
port of  ye  2sahigonsioks  Riches  ^^c  Couutrey,  &  Frjendlynes  to  me  &  other 
Ileretiks  kindled  many  hostile  Purposes  and  preparations  agns-t  them  in 
ye  English  Ccspecially  of  ye  :N[assachusets)  yt,  after  (by  my  means)  a 
Peace  was  made  &  a  Leaugo  bctwocne  ye  Englhsh  &  Nahiggonikcs,  .^-  ye 
Poqut  War  finLshed  many  jars  rose  dayly  bctvi-cenc  ye  Nahiggonsiclvs  & 
Onkas  .^  his  ^lohiggins  &  ye  English  joining  (most  unjustly)  with  Onkas! 
I  was  continually  sent  for  by  ye  Sachims,  consulted  with,  &  requested  to 
write  Letters  in  their  i;ames,  &  my  ownc  name,  to  all  ye  Colonies  about  vs 
(especially  ye  Masachuscts)  as  allso  about  ye  Answers  &  Replies  i1  for  the 
Prevention  of  thejr  forces  comming  vp  (even  when  upon  thejr  march) 
Hence  by  reason  of  my  great  exponce  of  time  my  labor  &  travells  (having 
no  horse)  my  hazards  in  canows  &  by  Poquts  &  Monliiggins  &c.  the 
Xatiues  calkl  me  their  Right  hand,  thejr  Candle  &  Lanthorne,  the 
Quencher  of  thejr  Fiors  (thougli  W.  Har.  scornd  &  Envied  saying  any 
Body  could  write  a  Letter  &c)  :  The  Sachims  and  I  were  hurried  (by  ye 
envy  of  some  agnst  my  selfo)  to  those  short  bounds,  by  reason  of  ye 
Indians  then  at  Massthapog,  Notakunkanet  v<:  Pawtuckatt  &  beyond  whom 

*Tlie  "  twenty. five  acre  men"  \vern  not  of  tlio  thirteen  original  proprietors  with  whom 
William?  sharctl  the  hinds  obtained  by  him  of  the  Indians,  and  wliicli  lie  said  were  as 
much  liis  own  as  were  the  clothes  he  wore,  but  were  from  time  to  time  received  as  towns- 
men, having  no  interest  in  tho  lands.  Tliey  were  "quarter  rights  purchasers,"  and  in 
every  division  of  laud  recei\  ed  oiie-ijiiarter  part  as  much  as  a  full  i)urchaser.  Of  this  class 
were  tlie  following  named  persons,  who  (.lanuary  10,  IWO,)  acknowledged  "  ha\  ing  ob- 
tained a  free  grant  of  twenty-live  acres  of  land,  a])iece,  with  the  right  of  comnioning 
according  to  the  said  proportion  of  lands,  from  the  free  inhabitants  of  I'rovidencc,"  viz. : 
John  Rrown,  I'ardon  Tillinghast,  .7ohn  X  Jones,  Thomas  x  Ch-mence,  William  Fenner, 
lieorge  Slieppard,  liobert  X  I'otter,  llobert  I'yke,  ^rathnrin  liallu,  Thomas  X  Walwin, 
Lawrence  Wilkinson,  Daniel  X  C'omstock,  Uenjaniin  X  .'^mitli,  John  .Smith,  John  X  t'law- 
8on,  Thomas  X  I.ucklin,  lienjaniin  X  Herendeen,  Edward  Innian,  Henry  Keddock,  .Sam- 
uel Bennett,  Eihvard  Sunth,  .lohn  Tenner,  Joliu  Sayles,  Stephen  Xortluip,  Daniel  Urown, 
Epenetus  Ohiey,  John  .Steere,  Oeorgc  Way. — E.  M.  S.

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the  Sacliims  could  not  then  Roe  &  Tlicmsclus  &  I  could  not  bo  tni>t..l 
■witliout  present  bounds  luirriod  on  to  tliejr  Grief'e  &  mine,  and  all  o'-  hiii':- 
rancc. 

3.  Tlicn  ye  3rd  sort  of  bounds,  viz.  of  Grace  &  Favor:  you  say  thi) 
■were  notliiiii;:  because  the  Sachinis  set  thcui  not,  &  therefore  AV.  Wickch- 
dens  Jleadow  sold  to  W.  Field  Mas  not  within  tliese  Bounds,  Init  bcloiii.'-  u 
to  ye  20  nijle  llould  &  Tenure. 

Ans  :  1  :  Hence  then  \V.  Har :  boundless  bounds  Averc  notliinji;,  1nr;iiiM- 
impossible  tabe  set  &c  fixt  &c  (2)  Hence  our  Govnnnt&  Civill  order  w^i. 
at  lirst  both  licrc  &  at  Rode  Island  we  i;ept  vp  vpon  Grace  &  Favor  (m.ii;; 
God  was  pleased  to  heljie  me  to  procure  a  Cliarter  from  ye  rarlcauit)  \v:i-. 
all  mcore  nothings  &  nullities,  &  -we  liud  in  no  order  but  Roule  (as  W. 
Har  :ris  IJruits,  as  he  calls  all  yt  cross  liini.) 

3.  Tlien  must  you  call  AY.  Har:  liis  Seat  at  Facliasit  nothing  bccau.-.' 
ncuer  Setlcd  by  ye  Sachims  (but  many  Avays  opposed  liad  I  not  satisikd 
Sachims  &  people  to  my  cost.)* 

4  :  Then  must  you  call  many  tliousaud  Actions  founded  vi)ou  met  ix 
Grace  &  Favor  nothings  &  nullities  :  As  thus  a  Neiglibor  takes  liis  Neigh- 
bors Axe,  How,  Canoes  lying  vnvsed  for  his  necde  (without  his  Xtighlxn- 
conscnt,  (being  not  present)  &,  promise  to  make  good  vpou  demanil  any 
damage  or  just  demand  :  In  these  &  many  other  cases  where  ye  thiiiL: 
presunid  on  &  taken  lies  dead  i*c  the  owner  is  my  friend,  &  absent :  My 
ueede  js  present  &  my  willingnes  to  Salistie  all  just  Demands  is  I'rdlo-r.! 
&  declared  :  AVhat  sliew  of  sense  is  tlierc  to  call  these  nullities,  when  <m  li 
-was  our  Townes  case,  as  Chad  :  Browne  &  others  then  &  all  (ytbe  not 
willfidly  froward)  may  discernc  in  this  our  Wildernes  condition:  1^>1"-- 
cially  having  Such  a  Grant  &  Favor  from  ye  Sachims  as  so  many  uf  T'l 
Engl :  knew  I  liad  with  yc  Nahigonk  Sachims. 

5.     Wlien  euer  ye  Xatiues  haue  desir'd  Satisfaction,  (as  knowing  yl  we 

*"  AVillium  lliirris  arrived  at  .S.alcm  in  10:35.  lie  rcniovcil  to  I'roviJcnce  whh  Wil'.iaiii-, 
and  is  flio  soveutli  named  in  'Williams'  first  deed.  On  the  LMtli  of  January,  UT.'.\  ln'  -nil"! 
for  England  on  board  of  the  ship  Unity  of  IJoston,  AVilliani  Condy,  master,  as  ajrent  "I  il'' 
Pawtiixet  inircliascrs.  In  tlie  course  of  this  voyage  lie  was  talcen  by  a  JJarbary  cur-:ur 
and  carried  to  Algiers,  where  he  remained  in  captivity  more  than  a  year,  lli  ■^va■i  r<  • 
deemed  at  tlie  cost  of  about  $1,200,  travelled  through  .Spain  and  France,  and  airivnl  ni 
London  in  ICSO,  and  died  the  tliird  day  after  his  arrival,  at  the  liouse  of  his  frlmd  -'"li'i

20,1082.  His  children  were  Andrew,  who  married  Jlary  Tew,  of  Newport ;  l'..li  niii"ii. 
who  was  killed  by  the  Indians  about  1075;  Mary,  who  married  Tlionias  ISenliu ;  i'l"' 
llowlong,  who  married  Arthur  Tenner. 

"In  tlie  di\isions  which  jxrvaded  the  colony  of  Providence,  Harris  and  \\illi;iins  win- 
generally  the  leaders  of  opposite  parties." — Staplen'  Sote  in  Siinpliciti/'s  I)ffiiict',J>  J  J''- 
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Jiave  exceeded  ye  bounds  set  a's  by  ye  Sacbhns)  vcc  banc  satisfied  tlicm  : 
Thus  did  W.  Pield  witb  ■\Vultapocainin  i  Awittiimoiit :  tbiis  didTbo: 
Clements  \vitb  Wesauanioi^-  for  bis  meadow :  &  tbus  bane  done  otbers  & 
tlins  did  I  out  of  my  owne  purse  for  "W.  liar  :ris  being  at  Paeliasct,tbougli 
bow  I  banc  been  rewarded  God  knowes,  and  many  allso  are  witneses. 

6.  Tbcrefore  1  am  sorry  yt  you  venture  to  play  witb  Helfire,  &  W. 
■\Vickenden  bis  Fosting  bimselfe  in  jt,  &  my  want  of  Tongs  to  rake  bim 
out  witbout  Ijurning  my  Fingers  &c.  You  know  wlio  jt  js  yt  counts  you 
&  vs  Fools  for  believing  ye  Scrip  :  viz  :  yt  tbere  sball  be  any  Hell  at  all,  or 
Punislnnent  for  Sin  after  tbis  Life  :  But  I  am  Content  to  be  a  Fool  wilb 
Cbrist  Jesus  wbo  tells  vs  of  an  account  for  Kuery  ide  Word  in  )je  daij  of 
Juiljjmnt. 

4  :  As  to  ye  4tli  sort  of  Bounds  Avitbout  Bounds  (by  W.  liar.  &  your- 
selues)  Pretended:  and  je  saying  yt  I  establisb  20  miles  of  tbese  bounds 
because  Warwick  pretends  I'O  mile  : 

1.  I  aus  :  By  ye  Sacbims  grant  to  uic  of  an  abundant  sufllcieucie  to  my 
selfe  and  my  Friends  (for  Lbese  were  ye  Tcarms,  &  cannot  iu  reason  be 
Imagind  otberwise)  I  ueuer  vnderstood  infinite  &  boundles  matters,  no  nor 
20  miles,  but  wbat  was  vsually  accounted  sufilcient  for  any  Plantation  or 
Towne  iu  tbe  Conntroy. 

2.  As  to  Warwicks  20  mile  :  I  euer  tooke  jt  to  be  a  mistake  (like  many 
otber  grand  mistakes  betwccne  yn  Englisb  &  ye  Katiues. 

3.  If  it  M"ere  so  &  true  at  Warwick,  (as  I  said  before)  ye  Sacbims  &my 
selfe  neuer  intended  sucb  vast  &  monstrous  businesses  but  ^vbat  was 
vsually  allowed  to  ye  biggest  Townes  iu  X.  Engl. 

4.  Wbat  js  20  mile  to  boundles  boundes  for,  as  for  ye  20  mile  yt  I  con- 
ceaue  to  be  but  a  Second  clieat  wberc  by  ye  Devill  botb  cbeats  bimselfe  & 
W.  liar:  &  ye  Towne  allso:  For  if  infinite,  illimitcd  or  boundles  bounds 
be  due,  wby  sbould  20  mile  Satisfie  wben  10000  miles  &  infinitely  more  js 
demanded?  Wbo  [mista]kes  20s  for  20,000?  ^^c  infinitely  more?  0  yt  men 
sliould  be  so  blinded  boodwinckt  for  a  little  disb  of  Porridge  web  is  all  yt 
tbis  wbole  Globe  of  tbis  World  can  glue  vs ! 

5.  It  speaks  a  Guilt  in  ye  breast  of  W.  Harris  &  bis  Disciples,  ^vben 
like  tbieues  &  cbeats  Selling  a  Siluer  Cup,  a  gold  ring  or  a  watcb  tbey  are 
content  witb  20s  for  20  pounds  (according  to  ye  Prouerbe,  Llgbt  Come 
IJgbt  goe.)  Alas  &  wbat  is  20  miles  to  tbousands  of  tbousands  witbout 
bound  or  limit?  Just  like  ye  Generalists  wbo  make  Gods  Mercy  v<:  Justice 
(by  tbejr  wresting  of  Some  Scriptures  (as  tbey  doe  our  writings)  to  be 
nonsensical!  Wbimsjes  witbout  any  Bounds  or  Order? 

G.  Is  not  tbis  notoriously  knowne  yt  W.  Har.  vrged  yt  Poore  Beast 
Kacbayaquond  (&  otber  Sacbims  after  bim)  to  Confirme  only  wbat  Mian- 
tononm  bad  granted  to  Ror.  V/illjams  web  was  vnder  ye  Sacbims  liands? 
tbey  not  Imagining  any  sucb  Jugling  to  be  intended  by  Englisb  men  (wbo 
called  tbcmseUis  cbildren  of  God  i!il:  Cbristians)  &  yt  any  boundles  Grants 
were  comprized  !  Tiicy  were  easily  willing  (especially  for  Wompam  Sake) 
lo  confirme  what  was  granted  to  Roger  Williams  by  Mianturuonm   (dead 
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&  gone)  as  knouini,'  yt  ye  Bounds  -w-cre  kuowne  to  thcmschus  &  t!,, 
Natincs  romid  about,  vs,  who  tlicroforc  cried  Coniinolion,  Coniiiiotion, 
when  euer  liaue  exceeded  ye  Bounds  in  ye  Sachinis  deed  expressed  : 

7.  I  stand  auui/.ed  not  only  at  ye  Conscience,  Godlines  &  (  liristianitic 
but  at  yt  Moralitie,  Civililie,  &  Iluniauitic  of  Such  who  force  (vpdii  ;i 
Poore  barbarians  Concession  &  Graunt  of  a  sni;dl  kindness  yt  wcli  no  .M:ii, 
in  any  shew  of  IJeason  can  thinck  he  thought  of,  now  no  English  nuin  ha.! 
any  Imagination  of  at  yt  time. 

8.  It  js  no  less  Prodigious  &  AVonderfull  to  nic  how  they  can  sijuc/i' 
out  a  Confirmation  from  ye  sui'viving  Sachim,  of  what  Miantumionm 
(only  one  Sachim  &  less  than  Canonicus)  is  said  by  them  to  h-.xvv  granted  ; 
I  say  squeze  out  a  Conflrmacion  of  what  had  no  Itcalitie  tlicn  Dreams  .\ 
Castles  built  in  ye  Aire:  Just  like  ye  Popes  Confirmacion  Tiies  Petro,  k 
therefore  ye  Popes  haue  Authoritie  eucn  all  Cleargie  Men,  &  Churclu-, 
Kings  &  Emperors:  Jloc  Edt  Corpus  Mcum,  This  is  my  Body,  ^^c  there- 
fore there  is  no  Bread  left  but  only  Flesh  &  Blond  &c.,  &  like  ye  Pleading 
from  some  generall  words  in  Scripture  of  Gods  Goodnes  to  ye  whole 
world,  therefore  let  men  doe  what  they  will  (like  Devills  here)  yet  there  is 
no  punishmnt  for  ^lon  &  Devills,  but  all  [torn]  Debts  are  Paid  by  Christ 
Jesus,  contrary  not  [only]  to  Gods  revealed  P.ecoi-ds  but  to  ye  Light  of 
human  Bcason  &  to  ye  Confessions  of  all  :Maukind  all  ye  World  ouer. 

9  :  Whereas  you  make  jt  my  envy  to  W.  liar  :  blinding  mine  Eyes  SiC, 
I  ans  :  Envy  js  one  thing.  Anger  &  Wrath  js  another:  I  wish  there  were 
such  Excellencies  in  W.  Har :  yt  any  Sober  man  might  be  said  to  haue  a 
Tcmptacion  to  Envy  him  for  them. 

2.  Were  he  neuer  so  Excellent,  I  hope  I  have  lear'nt  (aboue  these  50 
ycares,)  not  to  wrong  my  Judgmnt  &  Conscience  iu  giving  a  Testimony 
agnst  any  in  any  Case  thongh  jt  were  to  ye  winning  of  ye  whole  World, 
or  3'e  Saving  of  my  Life  jt  SelfV'. 

10.  Whereas  you  say  Cap  :  Eenner  &  W.  Wick:  were  instrumentall  in 
ye  transactjons  of  ye  20  mile  bnsines  :  I  ans  :  Capt.  Tenner  &  W.  Wick  : 
whom  God  hath  bene  pleased  to  sufl'er  to  be  catcht  in  W.  liar :  bewitching 
traps  :* 

2.  God  hath  bene  pleased  to  Pluck  out  these  2  &  many  others  out  of  yt 
horrii)le  Pit,  in  wch  yor  Selves  yet  lye  betwitched:  As  to  Cap.  Eenner, 
whether  jt  were  ye  Busiues  of  a  few  Rajlers  yt  occasioned  his  breach  with 
W.  liar,  (as  some  say,)    (in  wch  busiues  Arth:  Fenner  Complains  of  W. 

*ri-cvious  to  Aii^ii>t  i'O,  IfVjr,  'Williuni  Wickeiulon  came  from  Saloni  to  rroviclenco,  and 
became  colleague  pastor  with  Cluul  l?rown  over  the  First  Uajitist  Church.  He  preached  at 
onetime  in  New  York,  wliere  lie  suftered  iniiirisonmcnt  for  se>eral  mouths.  Jle  liad 
one  son,  William,  and  three  daughters.  'William  married  Eleanor  fSherington,  of  New- 
port; Tlain  married  Samuel  Wilkinson,  eldest  son  of  Lawrence  W.  A  second  daughter 
married  a  Stcere,  and  the  other  a  Smith.  Jlr.  Wickenden  died  Febniary  •,'.'!,  1(170.  A  street 
perpetuates  his  name  in  I'rovidence;  the  family  has  long  been  extinct  in  this  eitv. — E.M.  S. 
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Har:  his  trenclicrous  agaiist  hiin  to  this  Hay  :)  or  whether  jt  M^as  W.  liar: 
his  ba.se  &  reproach  full  vsa^c  of  liim  when  refusing  to  attest  to  some 
bounds  (wch  A rth  :  Fcnucr  could  not  in  Conscience  ycald  to,)  he  cald 
Arthur  Fcnner*  False  fellow,  Rouge  &  Rascall  &c.  (after  all  ye  Service  & 
Drudgeric  Performed  for  him  )  or  Avhat  euer  else  were  ye  occasion 
wet[her]  God  was  Pleased  to  aivakcn  Cap  :  Tenner  with  (as  I  hope  lie  will 
yor  Selus)  &  to  sit  him  3  to  reflect  on  his  worck  wch  he  had  l)ene  about, 
as  allso  on  ye  man  wlio  had  thus  vsed  him  as  a  slane  or  ncger :  surely-  he 
came  to  be  fully  satisfied  in  his  Soule  i!l  Conscience  yt  jt  was  not  Piil)like 
Comnionwealc  worck  yt  ho  had  bene  engaged  in,  but  for  AV.  liar:  Private 
Ends,  designs  &  Plots  : 

4.  I  desire  others  may  come  to  see  what  Cap  :  Fcnner  hath  scene,  yea 
yt  W.  liar:  (if  God  so  Please)  may  come  to  see  jt  himselfe  least  too  late 
he  wish  yt  he  had  nener  scene  Pronidcnre,  nor  N.  E.  nor  ye  world  jt  Selfe. 

5 :  As  to  ye  Terreblcnes  of  this  fourth  Sort  of  Uouuds  wch  you  Call  ye 
Jlonster  with  4  Heads  or  7  heads,  S^c. 

1.  Ans  :  I  conccaue  you  misse:  for  tlicre  may  be  many  Collaterall  Con- 
firmations of  ye  same  Graunt  &  yet  not  be  so  many  Heads  :  there  may  l)e 
many  Braces  to  an  House  or  Ship,  many  Strings  to  a  Bow,  &  yet  not  all 
of  them  (nor  an}' of  them)  accounted  Heads,  Essentially,  Fundamentalls. 

2.  As  to  ye  Terrour  of  this  fourth  Sort  of  Bounds  like  Dan  :  4-th  Beast : 
I  conceiue  it  monstrous  &  terrible  because  without  Bounds  or  Lyinits,  a 
Beast  wch  I'uts  all  men  vpon  Amazement,  yt  Coundersf  of  jt.  &  ye  Machi- 
vilian  Land  Monger  js  forced  to  cast  a  cloake  of  20  mile  oner  jt.  ta  keeps 
ye  horrid  visage  of  Boundles  bounds  from  scaring  &  afuighting  allj^t  shall 
be  hould  jt. 

2  It  is  a  terrible  Beast  not  only  tearing  our  Peace  &  Neighbourhood  in 
Pieces,  but  jt  spits  lire  &  spreads  fire,  &  sets  the  .Towncs  on  Fire,  &  yc 

*Caiitahi  Arthur  runner  w;i«  inoniinent  hi  town  and  Colony  aftairs,  and  held  important 
ofTicos  in  Imtli.  'Wlit'ii,  in  KiTCi,  tlie  town  of  IVovidi'iice  was  burned  bj-  the  Indians,  he 
commanded  tlie  company  stationed  in  tlie  garrismi  hoii.se  on  Stampers  Ilill.  His  brotlicr, 
Major Thoma- Fenuer,  lived  in  the  frarrison  liou.*e,  now  standing,  located  in  Cranston. 
Kach  had  an  Interest  in  "Tlie  {Treat  liill  of  Xeotoconkanitt."  Captain  Artluir  bequeathed 
his  Interest  hi  tlie  hill  farm  to  his  son  Kdward,  and  his  granddaughter  :*rary,  daughter  of 
his  ,«on  John,  deceased.

Cai>taiii  Arthur,  by  will,  gave  to  his  widow,  Howlong  Harris,  one  cow,  the  use  of  one 
room  in  his  dwelling-house,  during  her  life  time,  all  his  household  goods,  and  an  annuity 
of  £10  per  annum.  To  his  daughters  Freelove  Crawford,  ISethia  Hilton  and  Tliebe  Latham, 
he  also  made  beriuests;  and  to  his  sons,  .\rtliur  and  Thomas,  he  gave  all  the  land  owned 
b\  him  "within  the  seven  mile  line,"  together  with  all  the  remaining  moveable  estate, 
cattle,  etc.— E.  5[.  S.

I  loue  &  honour  ye  memorie  of  Zuch :  llodes  as  much  as  any  :  Yet  I  Im- 
liene  he  had  dolefull  thoughts  when  God  was  Pleased  so  suddenly,  s., 
wonderfully  &  dreadfully  to  driue  him  off  from  Pawtuxet  shoare.  0  "ho-,v 
terrible  must  be  ye  sight  of  this  Monster,  &  his  vnchiistian  Contention- 
(&  Law  vexations  about  jt)  be  to  his  dying  Thoughts  &  Spirits!  Think 
what  you  please  &  dare  :  For  myselfe  I  dare  not  but  hope  vt  he  was  r.- 
solued,  if  God  would  oncehaue  pleased  to  suffer  his  Footed ou  Pawtuxet 
Land  agaiue  he  would  haue  endeauered  to  dash  outye  Brajns  of  thisdread- 
ftill  monster.

ers  lay  in  ambush,  .<l  came  suddenly  vpon  you,  Saying  yt  ye  23  acre  men  had 
Paid  an  Eqnall  Peny,  &  therefore  sliould  hane  equall  Purchase :  &  others 
Saying  yt  the  Towne  of  Providence  had  Purchased  Land,  &  therefore  Paw- 
tuxet men  should  not  airy  it  from  them. 

1.  I  answer :  Our  Peace  was  like  ye  Peace  of  a  Man  wch  hath  a  tertjon 
Agur  Euery  other  day,  yea  Sometimes  euery  meeting.  We  were  all" on 
Are,  &  had  a  terrible  burning  fit,  ready  to  come  to  blowcs  about  our  Lines, 
about  our  Lands,  &  ye  25  acre  men  &  Purchasers,  as  yor  Selues  then  con- 
fessed, Eueu  young  Tho  Gluey  himselfc,  as  can  be  evidenced  if  any  should 
desire  a  Proofe  of  so  kuowue  a  matter. 

2.  What  matter  of  Favor  was  there  in  Mr.  Dexter's  3  Proposals  for 
Peace  &  Accommodation?  Were  they  uot  honest,  ajcquall  &  Peaceable,  to 
any  yt  miuded  not  their  owne  Cabins  more  than  the  common  Good  of  our 
Poore  tossed  Barke  &  vessell? 

8.  Although  jt  be  true  yt  you  were  in  a  kind  of  Peace  when  you  c;i.vt 
Lots  (&  I  both  at  yt  present  witnessed  agnst  yr  Profaning  of  Gods  Wopp 
(wch  a  Lott  js)  &  afterwards  wrote  my  Peasous  &  tendeiTd  one  Pai)er  to 
Cap:  Fenner  &  another  to  .Mr.  Gluey  senr,  yet  since  yt  very  time  We  haiic 
had  no  Peace,  for  God  jmmedjately  kindled  this  Firc'amongst  vs. 

4.  Whereas  you  blame  me  for  Padling  in  such  stuft':  viz  in  Kapis  a. 
crying  out  .*ic.,  I  pray  you  take  heede  how  you  speake  so  slightly  .^i  re- 
proachfully of  ye  Language  of  ye  Spirit  of  God  in  Scripture,  fo^you  know 
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not  only  False  woisliiiipcrs  arc  Called  Idolaters  &  whores,  in  Scripture 
Censure,  but  all  31  tunic  aside  from  yc  Chast  Louc  of  God  to  this  Loue  of 
■ye  World  >!i  the  things  thereof. 

5.  Where  in  hauc  or  Xoiglibors  forced  yon?  Enen  in  yt  matter  where 
in  you  haue  so  unchristiaidy  accused  &  indicted  them  before  yc  Worlds 
Tribunall?  It  js  doleful  &  dreadful  to  see  ye  Professors  of  ye  name  of 
Jesus  (agreeiuj;!  agust  ye  Jewish,  Turkish,  ropish  &  Protestant  Idolls,  & 
practisiug  so  xiecrly  ye  christian  Wopp)  to  cherish  such  vnchristian  Heats 
&  Piitternes  about  Trifells  i^c.  Grant  there  haue  been  discourses  &  Agi- 
tacious  many  about  ye  Lands  &  Purcliasers :  yet  js  jt  not  reasonable  & 
righteous  in  all  mens  Eyes  yt  Since  there  are  so  many  Purchasers  who 
ordinarily  doe  not,  &  others  will  not  come  to  yc  Towne  ^Sleeting,  yet  their 
consent  should  be  had,  i<:  the  Consent  of  ye  Majoritic  should  determine 
the  matters  of  thejr  Purchase  &  oblige  the  minor  differing  from  Ham?  I 
vnderstand  not  yet  of  yr  dammage  of  a  farthing  yt  any  of  you  haue  sus- 
tajncd,  or  are  like  to  doe  from  these  whom  you  count  yor  aduersaries. 

G  Lastly,  whereas  you  object  an  whole  Catalogue  of  Lyes  in  ye  Ifemon- 
strance  (or  cry  agnst  yor  force  vsed  upon  vs  :)  yor  Conscience  knows  yt 
you  had  a  faire  Liberties Opportunitie  (once  or  twice)  offered  you  to  gine 
but  ye  instance  of  one,  wch  I  belieue  you  arc  not  able  to  doe.  No  ques- 
tion but  all  humane  AU'aires  (yc  most  llighteous  &  most  righteous.y 
carried)  are  subject  to  Errors  .it  ]\Iistakes  :  But  as  to  all  these  matters  I 
haue  desired  to  be  diligent  in  mine  owne  obseruatiou  &  luquisitjou  :  & 
howeuer  you  vsc  the  Prouerbe  agnst  me,  Old  in  Wickcdnes  &c.,  yet  my 
humble  hope  is  yt  God  will  more  and  more  vindicate  my  Kightcousnes  (as 
to  yc  matters  wherein  you  reproach  me)  as  the  nooue  day  :  Eor  my  sclfe 
I  can  truely  Say  as  holy  Bradford  Sayd  [Lord  thou  art  Heaven,-  &,  I  am 
Hell]  but  through  his  grace  I  haue  bene  allso  able  to  say  with  David,  I 
hate  &  abhor  Lying,  but  tliy  Law  do  I  Loue:  &  of  yt  his  Grace  hath  lulpt 
me  to  giue  some  te^tiulouce  in  Old  &,  N.  Engl :  in  what  I  haue  forsaken  & 
suffered  for  his  Names  Sake,  &  where  in  I  see  not,  I  can  vprightly  say  with 
Job,  What  I  sec  not  teach  thou  me  :  I  hope  by  his  mercy  to  be  able  to 
retract  any  mistake  as  gladly  as  to  be  saved  by  Jesus  froni  ye  wrath  yt  js 
to  Come  :  I  liaue  bene  vsed  to  beare  Censures  &  Reproaches  for  Truths 
Sake  for  reproving  &  wituessing  agnst  ye  Works  of  Darkenes  aboue  these 
50  yeares  :  I  humbly  liopc  I  shall  be  willing  to  be  requited  Euill  for  Good, 
&  to  doe  Good  for  Euill  after  ye  heavenly  Command  &  Pattcrne. 

7.  x\s  to  you  Innocencic  in  accusing  yor  Neighbors  &.  brethren  in  Pro- 
fession (in  so  high  a  forme  i  degree)  before  ye  World,  jt  js  not  (as  I  be- 
lieue) ye  Court  of  yor  owne  Conscience  nor  all  ye  Courts  of  Men  in  ye 
World  can  clcare  &  absoluc  you  :  For  as  God  acquitteih  whom  men  Con- 
demne  so  God  coudemneth  (commonly  in  this  World)  whom  Men  acquit: 
I  doubt  not  but  yor  Conscience  may  be  a  bucklar  agnst  ye  Guilt  of  a 
knowne  Lye  or  any  knowne  Euill  as  Abemilcck's  was  agnst  ye  defiling  of 
Sarah,  yea  v<:  Balauis  i  Sauls  Sc  Pilates  were  :  but,  yt  (though  jt  haue  some 
kind  of  Commendation  ju  jt)  will  not  excuse  ye  willing  Ignorance  yt  most 
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Conscicmt-s  are  clelik-d  ^vith,  nor  yt  horrible  noyligence,  wdi  niosl  Con- 
sciences shew  in  the  Search  of  Gods  holy  Pleasure :  I  pray  you  con- 
sider your  Selfe  &  reflect  impartially  vpon  yor  Selfe  &,  Actjons  in  the-e

Consulting  witii  them,  was  all   one  to  him,  i  all  U>\- 
his  owne  Ends :  just  so  W.  liar  :  damning  all  Civill  Order  &  his  fresh  dis- 
orders in  this  Towne  are  all  one  to  him   (if  it  sneted  his  Ends)  with  hi- 
Extream  crying  out  for  Order  &  Orderly  Meetings  &  crying  downe  K'.nis 
&c.     I  l)eliene  as  to  any  Louc  of  Justice  or  Order  jt  js  all  one  to  liini  or 
any  Soule  who  maketh  Selfe  his  God  &  Endc:    &  Sdniminii  buDHUi  his 
Chiefe  Blessedncs.     It  is  now  abouc  12  years  since  lie  forc't  mc  to  writ.- 
a  Discourse  of  Civill  Order  ci-  Gov'rnmnt  in  answer  to  his  Deliance  agn>i 
it.     The  ]}ooke  I  wrote  out  for  ye  Hand  &  sent  jt  to  ye  2  Townes  on  yo 
Island,  Newport  &  Portsmouth.     Another  I  wrote  out  &  Presented  it  l'> 
ye  2  Townes  on  yc  Main,  Providence  &  AVarwick :     Of  this  P.ooke  to  ye 
Townes  on  ye  Main  W.  Ilanis  hatli  robd  vs  (Euen  by  a  kind  of  Force) 
Euer  since  the  first  l$irth  of  jt:     So  yt  although  my  Selfe  &  otliers,  yor 
Father  in  Law  &  ye  Towne  hauc  importuned  him  for  a  Sight  of  jt,  jt  could 
ueucr  be  obtained  of  him.     First  a  great  while  he  sajd  He  would  answer 
it:     In  Later  times  he  sajd  He  was  not  agnst  Civill  Gov'nmt,  but  wicked 
Govrs,  but  to  this  day  both  our  Townes  and  my  Selfe  hath  bene  Nolnn- 
ously  abused,  &  robd  of  yt  well  is  yours  &  ought  to  be  in  yonr  Iteords :

&  Pride  let  yor  Selfe  &  others  Consider  jt:  Howeuer  I  am  sure  jt  js  not 
yr  Badge  .^  Character  of  a  Sober  &  Peaceable  Townsman,  least  of  all  ol 
au  huml)le  and  heavenly  Cliristjan. 

2.  Secondly  How  can  you  be  an  jnnocent  &  Peaceable  Cliristjan,  wluii 
yor  Selfe  (aboue  others  of  W:  Har :  disciples)  continually  .si  volunl:iril.v 
thrust  in  yor  Selfe  amongst  yor  Aduersaries,  though  you  doclaime  agnsi 
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llicjr  Persons,  Meetings  &  Practices,  and  you  to  tliem  bo  as  Wellcome  as 
Water  into  a  Sliip  or  a  Mnskeeto  to  yv  face  or  bozonie,  &  liaue  gaind  yor 
Sclfe  tlic  Title  of  one  of  W.  Harris  his  Spies  and  Promoters,  (like  vnto 
Cross-Tomlin.son,  Bonirag)  Lauds  In.strumnts  to  hunt  after  the  honest 
Sectaries  yt  durst  not  Subscribe  to  his  Couetous,  Ambitjous  &  Tyrannous 
Proceedings :  If  jt  be  a  Dutie  for  all  of  your  Partie  thus  to  Crosse  & 
Contend  witli  yor  Aducrsaries,  why  doe  they  all  Xeglect  tlicjr  Dutie?  If 
jt  be  not  a  Dutie,  (but  ye  Contrary  in  all  yt  desire  to  liue  a  Peaceable  & 
quiet  Life  in  all  Godleness  &  Ilonestie)  how  can  you  wash  yor  Hands 
amongst  yor  Neighbors  in  ye  Bason  of  Puritje  &  Christian  Innocencie?  It 
js  cloare  yt  you  beare  vp  yor  Selfc  vpon  ye  Gentlenes  &  Patience  of  yor 
Aduersaries  (you  may  say  Innocensie  allso  if  you  listen  to  yor  Conscience) 
for  they  haue  not  feard  ye  Presence  of  any  of  \Y.  Har :  his  Promoters,  nor 
of  \V.  Har:  his  Grace  jt  Selfe,  though  no  other  good  can  be  expected  from 
their  Presence  but  Contention,  Provocation,  further  [torn]  &  catching 
hould  of  all  Advantages,  according  to  W.  Har:  his  Machivilljan  ilaxinie 
[All  Advantages  agiisl  Aduersaries.] 

If  yon  came  as  a  Messenger  or  Peace  maker  from  ye  other  Partie  with 
Messages  or  Proposalls  for  Peace  &  Accomniodatjon,  &  leaue  yor  Aduer- 
saries alone  to  Consult  vpon  them  &  vpou  an  Answer,  what  an  In.vtrumnt 
&  Augel  of  Peace  might  you  be  betwcene  them?  but  as  a  [lorn]  if  of  B 
[torn]  [torn]  ton  vj)  t  [torn]  with  ye  one  Partie,  by  Exasjierations,  & 
with  ye  other  Partie  by  yor  Tales  &  Pelations,  how  far  js  this  Cluistianitic, 
yea  from  Common  I'rudence  &  Civilitis? 

3.  Lastly  if  my  Case  were  yors  &  I  were  such  a  Companion,  Councel- 
lor,  &  Confederate  with  W.  liar:  &  such  a  Spic,  Promoter  &  Pursivaut  for 
his  Couetous  &•  ambitions  Ends  so  taken  notice  of  &  cried  out  on  by  ye 
Barbarjans  for  such  Monstrous  Cheating  iS:  Stealing  of  thejr  Countrey,  I 
know  not  how  to  Escape  ye  Thunder  bolt  Psalm  50.  What  hast  thou  to  doe 
to  mentjon  my  Coucnnt?  AVheu  thou  secst  a  Thiefe  thou  Consentest  with 
him,  v<:c. 

Kow  I  luunbly  beseech  ye  Most  holy  &  Eternall  God  to  vouchsafe  "W. 
Har:  &  you  &  me  to  see  our  Wanderings  from  ye  Paths  of  Christianilie,  & 
Civilitie :  &  that  he  will  graciously  discouer  who  haue  torne  this  Poore 
Towne  &  Colony  in  Pieces,  yea  &  ye  holy  Christian  name  in  Pieces 
amongst  vs  :  1  huml^ly  beg  of  him  to  heale  our  Breaches  &  for  his  Xames 
Sake  to  Spring  vp  Some  Prouidences  of  Loue  &  Peace  amongs  vs  : 
Yor  Vuworlhy  Neighbor

Although  tliese  letters  may  not  be  considered  of  important  liistoric 
value,  they  are  interesting  souvenirs  of  the  Founder  of  a  State  npon  a 
basis  of  freedom  broader  tl-.au  ever  before  successfully  attempted,  and 
10 
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naturally  carry  lis  back  in  tlionj^lit  to  a  period  wlicu  our  present  c;(y  lin.;-> 
embraced  only  savage  life.  They  as  naturally,  too,  remind  us  of  strn-^I.  •• 
and  perils  to  '\vlucli.tho  pioneer  settlers  of  "  Providence  I'lantatiuns  "  w ,  i,. 
subjected,  both  in  rcacliing-  here,  and  in  providing  for  their  o\vn  m.u.'s 
after  their  ai'rival.  The  story  has  several  times  been  tokl,  but  will,  in  a 
condensed  form,  bear  repetition. 

HOW  rPvOviDEXcio   CA:\rE   to   bk  settlkd. 

In  an  account  of  "The  Planting  and  Growth  of  Providence,"  c.>:ii. 
menccd  to  be  printed  in  the  first  number  of  the  "  Frovidcnce  G'rf-cli,-  ,!,.■! 
Country  Journal,"  Wednesday,  October  20,  17G2,  the  following  statniKut 
appears : 

"  With  this  second  Colony  [(".  e.,  the  Colony  that  came  over  witli  .l.)!,ii 
Winthrop  in  IGoO]  came  over  Mr.  Eager  Williams  of  whose  Life  \n-U>'r 
his  coming  to  America  \\c  know  little  more,  than  that  he  had  a  HIxtuI 
Education;  and  was  some  time  Pupil  of  Sir  Edvm-rd  CoAe,  the  faiiious 
Enxjlish  Lawyer.  Soon  after  his  coming  to  Salem,  he  was  made  Assistnnt 
in  the  Ministry  to  Mr,  Samuel  Skelton,  the  first  ^Minister  of  that  t(.\Mi. 
Before  he  had  been  long  in  this  Station,  some  Difference  of  Opinion  ar.'M 
between  Mr.  Skelton  and  him,  and  to  prevent  its  increase  jMr.  \Vim»,.i.< 
removed  to  I'ltjmuulh,  and  became  Minister  of  the  Church  there ;  but  soin.' 
Disputes  haijpening  here  also  between  him  and  some  of  his  Church,  h^' 
did  not  continue  long  with  them,  but  returned  to  Salem,  and  iinding  .Mr. 
(S^eZio?*  now  in  a  declining  State  of  Health  he  again  assisted  him  in  t!u' 
Ministry.  After  Mr.  SIcelton'sVlQ-AXh,  which  soon  happened,  Mr.  117///', .> 
was  made  sole  Minister  of  the  Church  in  Salem,  wnA  continued  so  i'.t 
some  Time,  much  esteemed  as  a  Preacher,  and  greatly  beloved  by  ni(i>t  nt 
his  Church.  Yet  some  of  his  Tenets  were  looked  upon  as  dangerous,  air  I 
heterodox,  by  the  lesser,  but  ruling  Part  of  them.  Such  were  his  a<s<ri- 
ing,  '  that  the  King  of  Euf/land  had  no  Right  to  take  the  Lands  in  Ai,).  !■•'■■< 
from  the /h(?(«hs,  and  give  them  to  his  own  Sulijects : '  And  also'tliiT 
an  universal  Liberty  of  Conscience  ought  to  be  allowed  to  all  in  lie!ii:i'>u- 
Matters.'  For  these  Opinions  JSIr.  Williaras  y\a!i  at  length  cj'lletl  to  :ni 
Account,  and  openly  justifying  them,  he  was  fortius  Olfeiice  deprivcl  of 
his  Ministry,  and  banished  from  Salem  and  the  Ma.ssnchusetts  Colony.  In 
Consequence  of  this  Sentence,  Mr.  Williams  ^\:is  sent  into  the  Wildernr-^ 
to  sliift  for  himself.  But  so  great  was  the  Love  of  some  of  his  rliun  !i 
for  him,  that  they  would  not  forsake  him  even  in  this  extreme  Di-trc--: 
and  twelve  of  them  went  voluntarily  into  Exile,  and  the  Solitary  Wild(  .-■- 
uess  with  him.  Without  any  Guide  but  Heaven,  they  wandered  South- 
ward, and  came  to  a  place  called  Seaconk ;  and  thinking  now  they  \m  n 
far  enough  removed  from  their  offended  Brethren,  designed  to  sit  doun 
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there:  But.  it  seems,  tlie  fame  of  tlieir  heretical  Oiiinious  had  reached  to 
Pl'/mouth,  and  tlicrcnpon  an  Oflicer  Avas  sent  from  thence  to  order  them 
to  depart  out  of  tliat  Colony  also.  Being  now  quite  forlorn  this  Oflicer 
khidly  informed  them,  that  the  Arm  of  the  Ba^',  then  near  them,  was  the 
AVcstern  Boundary  of  tne  Plymouth  Colony.  They  therefore  once  more 
removed,  and  found  means  to  transport  themselves  over  this  Arm  of  the 
Bay,  now  called  Seaconk  liivcr,  and  came  to  a  Place  by  the  Indians  called 
3Ioshasiu'Ii.  As  they  now  found  themselves  in  the  Country  of  the  Narra- 
(jniisctt  Indians,  Mr.  Williams  api)lied  to  the  Sachem  or  King  of  that 
People,  whose  name  was  Conanicus,  truly  stated  his  unhappy  Case  to  him, 
and  begged  his  Protection,  which  this  noble  Prince  kindly  granted  to  him 
and  liis  Associates,  and  also  generously'  made  them  a  present  of  all  that 
Xcck  of  Land  lying  between  the  mouths  of  PavstuckcU  and  Jlosliasuck 
Rivers,  that  they  might  sit  down  in  Peace  upon  it,  and  enjoy  it  forever. 
Upon  this  Neck  of  Land,  given  tliem  by  this  beneficent  Sachcin,  settled 
themselves  in  the  best  manner  their  very  poor,  and  truly  deplorable  Cir- 
cumstances would  admit  of,  being  quite  destitute  of  every  Kecessary,  as 
well  as  Convenieucy  of  Life,  and  entirely  cut  off  from  all  Commuuication 
with  every  Part  of  Mankind,  except  the  Savages.  Even  those,  with  whom 
they  liad  so  lately  left  tlieir  native  Country,  for  the  same  Cause  of  Pelig- 
ion,  were  now  become  their  greatest  Persecutors,  and  most  cruel  Enemies. 
This  Settlement  was  the  feeble  beginning  of  the  third  jXck  England  Col- 
ony, first  i>lanted  some  time  in  the  year  1G3-1,  by  the  renowned  and  worthy 
Mr.  Williams,  and  his  twelve  poor  suft'ering  Companions,  namely,  John 
Throckmurton,  William  Arnold,  William  Harris,  Slukcl)j  Wfntcot,  John 
Greene,  Thomas  Olnoj,  Pichard  Waterman,  lltomas  James,  Hubert  Cole, 
William  Carjjoiter,  Francis  Weston,  and  Ezekiel  Ilolliman." 

The  liistory  from  which  this  account  is  copied  Avas  written  by  Governor 
Stephen  Hopkins,  and,  as  already  indicated,  first  printed  in  the  Providence 
Gazette.  It  was  subsequently  reprinted  in  the  Collectiuiis  of  the  ?ilassa- 
chusetts  Historical  Society.  In  neither  form  is  it  accessible  to  many 
readers.  Of  the  twelve  names  with  which  this  extract  closes,  two, 
Throckmorton  and  Ilolliman,  have  become  extinct  in  Providence. 

THE   KECOKU    OF    IiAXISIlMi:NT. 

In  the  Massachusetts  Colonial  Pecords,  I.,  1G3,  the  banishment  of  Mr.  ■ 
Williams  stands  in  the  following  words: 

"  Whereas,  Mr.  Poger  Williams,  one  of  the  elders  of  the  church  of  Salem, 
luith  broached  and  divulged  divers  new  and  dangerous  opinions,  against 
the  authority  of  magistrates;  as  also  writ  letters  of  defamation,  both  of 
the  magistrates  and  churches  here,  and  that  before  any  conviction,  and 
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yet  iiiaintaiuelh  tlie  same  witliout  nny  retraction  ;  ills  thcvefVn\' oihU  ic ,!. 
tliat,  tliu  .said  ^Ir.  Williaius  shall  depai't  out  of  tliis  jurisdiction  within  >i\ 
weeks  iio\v  next  cnsniny;;  which,  if  he  neglect  to  perform,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  iiovernour  and  two  of  the  magistiates  to  send  him  to  ^in;.. 
place  out  of  this  jurisdiction,  not  to  return  au}'  more  without  licence  finiu 
the  couit. 

"Mr.  Samuel  Sharp  is  enjoined  to  appear  at  tlie  next  particular  court,  i^. 
answer  for  the  letter  that  came  from  the  chui'ch  of  Salem,  as  also  to  >irii:j 
the  name  a  of  those  thai  miU  jiistifi/ the  same,  or  else  to  aclvnowledye  lii-. 
oflence,  under  his  own  hand,  for  his  own  particular." 

DECISION    OF     Tin:     GOVEKNOn     AND     ASSISTANTS. 

Of  the  subsequent  action  of  "  the  Governor  and  assistants,"  "Winlhmp. 
under  date  of  January,  lC3j,  thus  writes  : 

"The  j^overnour  and  assistants  met  atBoston  to  consider  about  Mr. Wil- 
liams, for  that  they  were  crediljly  informed,  tliat,  notwillislandiiiij,'  \\\>' 
injunction  laid  upon  him  (upon  the  lil)erty  granted  him  to  stay  till  ilh 
spring)  not  to  go  about  to  draw  others  to  his  opinions,  he  did  use  to  enirr- 
taiu  company  in  his  house,  and  to  preach  to  them,  even  of  such  points  a- 
he  had  t)ccn  censured  for;  and  it  was  agreed  to  send  him  into  England  by 
a  ship  then  ready  to  depart.  The  reason  was,  because  lie  h;id  drawn  al)o\r 
tweut.y  persons  to  his  opinion,  and  they  were  intended  to  erect  a  jilauta- 
tion  about  the  Narragansett  I5ay,  from  whence  the  infection  would  ea-ily 
spread  into  these  churches,  (the  people  being,  many  of  them,  nnich  taki  u 
with  the  apprehension  of  his  godliness).  Whereupon  a  \vai'rant  was  >rtit 
to  him  to  come  presently  to  Boston,  to  be  shipped,  etc.  Tie  returuccl 
answer,  (and  divers  of  Salem  came  with  it,)  that  he  could  not  come  with- 
out hazard  of  his  life,  etc.  Whereupon  a  pinnace  was  sent  with  connni.-- 
sion  to  Capt.  Underhill,  etc  ,  to  apprehend  him,  and  cany  him  al^oard  tlie 
ship,  (which  then  rode  at  Natascutt;)  but,  when  they  came  at  his  lioiix', 
they  foil lul  he  had  been  gone  three  days  before;  but  whither  they  co!iM 
not  learn. 

He  had  so  far  prevailed  at  Salem,  as  many  there  (especially  of  devout 
women)  did  embrace  his  opinions,  and  separated  from  the  churches,  for 
this  cause,  that  some  of  their  members  going  into  England,  did  hear  the 
ministers  there,  and  when  thfy  came  home  the  churches  here  held  coiu- 
luuniou  with  them.* 

THE   KSCAl'i:   AND   THE   JOURNEY. 

In  a  letter  written  by  Mr.  Williams,  dated  at  Providence,  June  22,  l')7<\ 
to  Major  Mason,  of  Connecticut,  who  figured  conspicuously  in  the  requci 
War,  he  gives  the  following  account  of  his  escape  from  Salem : 

*Wintlir(>p,  i.  200,  210. 
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"AYlieii  I  was  uuldiidly,  and  iinchristiaiily,  as  I  believe,  driven  from  my 
Jiouse,  and  land,  and  wife,  and  cliildren,  in  the  midst  of  a  New  England 
winter,  now  about  thirty-live  years  past,  at  Salem,  that  cvcr-lionorcd  gov- 
ernor, Mr.  AVinthrop,  privatel)'  wrote  to  me  to  steer  ni)'  conrse  to  the 
Narragansett  Bay  and  Indians,  for  many  high  and  heavenly  and  imljlic 
ends,  encouraging  me,  from  the  frceness  of  the  place  from  any  I'^nglish 
claims  or  patents.  I  took  his  prudent  motion  as  a  hint  and  voice  from 
God,  and,  waiving  all  other  thouglUs  and  motions,  I  steered  my  course 
from  Salem --though  in  winter-snow,  which  I  yet  feci — unto  these  parts, 
wherein  I  may  say  Pcniel,  that  is,  I  have  seen  the  face  of  God. 

"  I  first  pitched,  and  began  to  build  and  plant  at  Seckonk;  but  I  received 
a  letter  from  my  ancient  friend,  Mr.  Winslow,  then  governor  of  riymouth, 
professing  his  own  and  others'  love  and  respect  to  me,  yet  lovingly  advis- 
ing me,  since  I  was  fallen  into  the  edge  of  their  bounds,  and  they  were 
loth  to  displease  the  Bay,  to  remove  but  to  the  other  side  of  the  water; 
and  then  he  said  I  had  the  country  free  before  me,  and  might  be  as  free  as 
themselves,  and  we  should  be  loving  neighbors  together.  These  were  the 
joint  understandings  of  these  two  wise  and  eminently  christian  govern- 
ors, and  others,  in  their  day,  together  with  their  counsel  and  advice  as  to 
the  freedom  and  vacancy  of  this  place,  which  in  this  i'espect,  and  many 
other  providences  of  the  Most  Holy  and  Onl}'  Wise,  I  called  I'rovidaice. 

"Sometime  after,  the  Plymouth  great  Sachem,  Ousainaquin,  [Massasoit,] 
upon  occasion,  anirming  that  rrovidence  was  his  land,  and  therefore 
Plymouth's  land,  and  some  resenting  it,  the  then  prudent  and  godly  gov- 
ernor, Mr.  Bradford,  and  otliers  of  his  godly  council,  answered, — that  if, 
after  due  examination,  it  should  be  found  true  what  the  Barbarian  said, 
yet  having  to  my  loss  of  a  harvest  that  year,  been  now — though  by  tlicir 
gentle  advice — as  good  as  banished  from  Plymouth  as  from  the  ^Slassachu- 
setts,  and  I  had  quietly  and  patiently  departed  from  them,  at  their  motion, 
to  the  place  where  now  I  was,  I  should  not  l)e  molested  and  tossed  up  and 
down  again  while  they  had  breath  in  their  bodies.  And  surely  between 
those,  my  friends  of  the  Bay  and  Plymouth,  I  was  sorely  tossed,  for  one 
fourteen  weeks,  in  a  bitter  winter  season,  not  knowing  what  bread  or  bed 
did  mean,  beside  the  yearly  loss  of  no  small  matter  in  my  trading  ^vitli 
English  and  natives,  being  debarred  from  Boston,  the  chief  mart  and  port 
of  New  England.  God  knows  that  many  thousand  pounds  cannot  repay 
the  losses  I  have  sustained.  It  lies  upon  the  Massachusetts  and  me,  yea, 
and  other  colonies  joining  with  them,  to  examine  with  fear  and  trembling, 
before  the  eyes  of  (laming  lire,  the  true  cause  of  all  my  sorrows  and  suffer- 
ings. It  pleased  the  Father  of  Spirits  to  touch  man}'  hearts  dear  to  him 
with  some  relentings;  amongst  which  that  great  and  pious  soul,  Mr. 
Winslow,  melted,  and  kindly  visited  me,  at  Providence,  and  put  a  piece  of 
gold  into  the  hands  of  my  wife  for  our  supply-. *"'

"When  Mr.  Willinins  abandoucd  liis  lionic  in  Scckonk,  and  souiilit  aunthi  i 
among  friendly  savages,  he  crossed  the  river  in  a  canoe,  and  acconliiiL;  t  • 
tradition,  lauded  ou  "Slate  lloek,"  where  he  ^vas  welcomed  byn:iii\., 
standing  ou  the  bank  above.  Their  salutation  was  "  What  Cheer,  N(  t'.].;  ' 
The  rock,  cove  and  land  adjacent,  Inive  .*;ince  been  known  as  •"  WIk;'. 
Cheer."  Williams  was  accompanied  by  William  Harris,  John  Snii'.li. 
Joshua  ^'eriu,  Tiiomas  Angcll  and  Francis  Wickes.  Whether  others  wi  i.- 
waiting  at  the  house  to  follow  does  not  appear;  but  Throckiiiorion. 
Arnold,  Westcott,  Greene,  Olney,  Waterman,  .James,  Cole,  CarjH  liii  i. 
Weston  and  llollimau,  mentioned  by  Governor  Hopkins,  gathered  ;u>>iiii-! 
him  at  an  early  day,  aud  became  equal  sharers  with  him  of  the  land  grants. l 
to  him  by  Canonicus  and  Miantinomo. 

After  a  brief  interview  at  tlie  Hock,  the  pilgrim  party  rei'iiibarkrd. 
coasted  round  India  and  Fox  Points,  ascended  Frovidence  IJivcr  to  ni  :.!■ 
the  month  of  the  Moshassuck,  where,  discovering  an  exeelleul  sj)riiiu'  "f 
water,  they  landed.  A  few  rods  east  of  this  spring  Williams  lixetl  l.:- 
liome.*  This  "  Dome  Lot  "  extended  east  from  North  Main  street  Lo  Ibs" 
street.  He  held  by  reservation,  land  on  "  Tockwottoa  Plain,"  in.  huliii.' 
"  Wliat  Cheer,"  and  here,  it  is  said,  raised  his  first  crop  of  Indian  corn. 

From  an  early  day,  "Slate,"  or  "What  Cui:r.K  F.uck,"  extending 
from  the  shore  beyond  low-water  mark,  was  a  favorite  resort  fur  batliin-'. 
aud  bathers  seemed  ambitious  to  inscribe  their  names,  or  at  lea>t  linn- 
initials,  (and  in  many  instances  tlie  day  of  the  month  aud  the  year  of  Uk  ir 
visits,)  upon  its  broad  surface.  In  this  way  it  came  to  be  thickly  con  tr<  d. 
But  the  nnirch  of  improvement  seriously  interfered  with  the  privihu.-  Imu' 
enjoyed  by  juveniles  and  adults.  The  gradual  hlling  in  of  the  ea.-t,  end  >•( 
Williams  street,  going  on  for  several  years  past,  has  nearly  or  (piiit  I.iddeii 
the  Rock  from  view,  and  when  a  possible  marginal  street  some  rod>  ea->t. 
■  shall  be  built,  the  grading  of  Williams  street  to  intersect  it,  will  place  iii<- 
Rock  ten  or  more  feet  beneath  the  surface,  aud  this  historic  landmark, 
around  which,  to  a  multitude  of  our  citizens,  gathers  exhilarating  niem<<-

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rips,  will,  like  the  famous  "  Sandy  Bottom,"  so  frequeutecl  twenty-five 
years  ago,  be  obliterated,  and  its  precise  locality  cease  to  be  known. 

Soino  years  ago,  I  informally  invited  the  attention  of  our  Society  to  this 
danger,  and  suggested  the  importance  of  early  taking  steps  to  preserve 
the  Rock  intact.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  January  1(5, 
1S72,  lion.  Z.  Allen  urged  some  action  to  the  same  end,  aud  a  Committee 
was  appointed  consisting  of  himself  and  Mr.  William  G.  Willian)s,  to 
cooperate  with  outside  parties  interested  in  the  object,  in  bringing  the 
matter  before  the  City  Council,  and  soliciting  the  interposition  of  that 
body.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  this  timely  action  has  not  been  with- 
out nivorable  cJlect  and  it  is  believed  that  at  an  early  day  measures  will 
be  adopted  to  preserve  the  identity  of  a  spot  where  Williams  aud  his  party 
were  first  addressed  on  tlie  Rhode  Island  shore,  by  friendly  natives,  with 
words  of  cheer. 

THK   INDUSTRY   OF    WILLIAMS. 

The  industry  of  Mr.  Williams  was  unceasing,  as  the  variety  aiid  abun- 
dance of  his  labors  declare.  Every  moment  was  turned  to  some  practical 
account.  His  "  Key  into  the  Language  of  America,"  an  invaluable  contri- 
bution to  aboriginal  philology,  was  the  result  of  patient,  persistent  study, 
begun  and  pursued  with  the  savages  "in  their  filthy,  smoky  holes,"  aud  the 
drawing  of  his  materials  "in  a  rude  lumpe"  as  a  private  help  to  his  mem- 
ory, was  the  occupation  of  a  voyage  to  England  in  lG-13.  The  work  was 
printed  in  London  by  Gregory  Uexter,  and  gained  for  its  author  high  com- 
mendation. His  correspondence  was'extensivc.  lie  often  wrote  letters  in 
behalf  of  his  ludiau  friends,  and  by  their  request.  Amidst  his  multifarious 
oflicial  duties  aud  private  services  for  the  material  i)rosperity  of  the  Tlau- 
tations,  he  improved  his  opportunities  for  imparting  religious  instruction 
to  both  whites  and  Indians.  One  of  his  last  literary  labors,  (if  not  the 
very  last,)  was  to  write  out  the  heads  of  discourses  that  he  had  delivered 
to  "  the  scattered  English  atXarragausett."  The  manuscript,  comprising, 
as  lie  says,  "near  thirty  sheets  of  my  A\Titing,"  he  sent  to  his  friend 
Governor  Bradstrcet.  at  Boston,  to  be  printed,  his  desire  being  to  circu- 
late the  work  among  the  Xarragansetts.  To  defray  the  expense  of  print- 
ing, he  depended  upon  the  liberality  of  his  friends  in  Rhode  Island,  Massa- 
chusetts and  Conuecticut,  to  whom  he  appealed.  What  was  done  by 
Governor  Bradstrcet  is  unknown.  That  no  copy  is  at  present  known  to 
be  extant,  affords  strong  presumptive  evidence  that  the  work  was  no-t

printctl.  If  not  printed,  what  1>ccamc  of  the  manuscript?  is  a  question 
commended  to  tlic  attention  of  antiquarian  l)ibIioi;raphers.  As  a  preaclier 
to  the  Indians,  and  in  tlieir  own  languauc,  maj-  not  jMr.  Williams  taku 
rank  witli  the  renowned  Elliot  as  an  Apostle? 

But  it  is  not  the  design  of  this  report  to  folloAv  Mr.  "Williams  in  llic 
details  of  his  life.  All  who  wish  to  acquaint  themselves  with  interesting 
particulars  that  cannot  liere  be  pointed  out,  arc  referred  to  a  memoir  of  him 
written  by  the  late  Prof.  James  D.  Knowlcs,  to  the  Lives  written  respec- 
tively by  Prof.  M'illiam  Gammell,  and  the  hite  Prof.  Komeo  Elton,  to 
Staples'  Annals  of  Providence,  to  Arnold's  history  of  Phode  Inland,  and  to 
"Williams'  own  writings,  republished  by  the  Xarragansctt  Club. 

The  date  of  the  settlement  of  Providence  has  been  a  mootcu  point. 
Governor  Hopkins,  as  alreadj^  seen,  assigns  it  to  the  year  1C34.  Hutchin- 
son, and  an  annalist  in  the  Mass.  Hist  Coll.,  1798,  do  the  same.  Callen- 
dcr  in  Jiis  Historical  Discourse  (1739)  says  10:U-.j.  But  according  to  Win- 
throp,  the  sentence  of  lianishment  was  passed  on  AVilliaras  November  3, 
1C35.  His  escape  from  Salem  occurred  in  Januar3',  1G3G.  This  fixes  the 
year  of  his  arrival  in  Soekonk,  where  he  "  began  to  build  and  plant,"  and 
liis  removal  from  which  place  he  says  occasioned  him  the  "  loss  of  a  har- 
vest that  year."*  A  letter  written  by  Williams  to  Sir  Henry  Vane,  dated 
Providence,  July  2C,  l(13G,t  proves  him  to  have  been  there  prior  to  that 
time,  while  the  best  authenticated  investigations  point  to  the  middle  of 
June  as  the  probable  period  when  he  crossed  the  Seekouk  and  i>itchcd  his 
tent  on  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Moshassuck.  In  leaving  Seekonk  he  not 
only  lost  a  much  needed  harvest,  but  a  grant  of  land  there  obtained  from 
Massasoit.  And  this  sacrilice  was  made  to  preserve  friendly  relations 
between  the  Plymouth  and  Bay  Colonies ! 

We  learn  from  Winthrop  (ante)  that  after  the  sentence  of  banishment, 
(perhaps  before,)  it  was  understood-  to  be  the  intention  of  Williams  and 
some  twenty  adherents  to  found  a  colony  in  the  Xarragansctt  country,  and 
that  fear  of  this  decided  the  autlioritics  to  seize  and  send  him  to  England. 
That  in  view  of  his  troubles  and  to  escape  them,  Williams  contemplated 
seeking  a  home  among  the  aboriginals  by  whom  he  was  afterwards  wel- 
comed, is  not  improbable.  A  deed  dated  December  20,  ICfil,  signed  by 
himself  and  wife,  seems  to  confirm  the  statement  of  Winthrop.     He  says

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in  that  iustniincul,  that  in  the  years  1C3-1  and  1G35,  lie  lield  several  treaties 
with  Canonicus  and  Miantinonio  for  the  purchase  of  lands  and  meadows 
"upon  the  two  fre.-;h  rivers,  called  Moshassuck  and  Waiiasquatucket," 
■which  treaties  may  have  been  carried  on  thronyh  Indians  visiting  Boston 
or  Salem,  but  not  consummated  until  after  his  arrival  among  them  in  1G3G, 
when  the  lands  were  purchased,  and  by  a  deed  under  the  hands  of  the  two 
Sachems,  the  bounds  established  and  confirmed.  It  is  ])robable  that  cur- 
rent but  not  authenticatf  d  tradition,  and  the  language  of  this  deed,  led  the 
authors  before  named,  into  an  error  of  statement  concerning  the  year 
Providence  was  settled.     Beyond  peradventure  1C3C  was  the  year. 

Mr.  Williams  was  about  32  years  of  age  when  he  arrived  at  Salem  in  the 
ship  Lyon,  from  England,  and  about  37  years  old  wlicn  he  came  to  Provi- 
dence. He  died,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  between  January  IC, 
1GS2-3,  and  May  10,  1GS3,  in  the  84th  year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  with 
military  honors  on  his  home  lot  in  what  is  uow  Mv,  Sullivan  Dorr's 
orchard.  March  22,  ISGO,  his  remains,  with  those  of  his  wife,  were  exhumed, 
and  deposited  in  the  tomb  of  the  late  Mr.  Stephen  Kaudall,  in  the  North 
Burial  Ground.  An  account  of  this  disinterment  was  written  at  the  time 
by  our  First  Vice  President.  Hon.  Zachariah  Allen,  and  printed.  A  map. 
of  the  lot  was  also  drawn  and  lithographed,  showing  the  locality  of  the 
graves. 

The  compass  used  by  Mr.  Williams  in  his  wilderness  journcyings,  and  a 
heavj'-cased  silver  ^vatch  worn  by  him  are  still  preserved.  The  former  of 
these  interesting  relics  came  into  the  possession  of  Mr.  Eandall,  and  the 
latter  v.'as  owned  by  the  late  Deacon  Henry  B.  Drowne. 

The  forty-seven  years  of  Mr.  Williams'  life  in  Providence  were  marked 
by  severe  privations,  uncommon  perplexities,  and  unceasing  efforts  for  the 
common  weal.  As  an  expounder  of  the  largest  liberty  "  in  religious  con- 
cernments," as  President  of  the  Colony  in  its  infancy,  as  Jlodcrator  of 
Town  Meetiugs  not  always  harmonious  in  spirit,  as  a  defender  of  aborigi- 
nal rights  against  the  cupidity  of  white  men,  as  a  peace-maker  among 
the  Indian  tribes,  as  an  agent  for  procuring  a  Colony  Charter,  and  in 
various  other  positions,  he  proved  himself  a  man  of  thought  in  advance 
of  his  times,  and  possessed  of  unusual  executive  ability.  A  man  of  posi- 
tive opinions,  ardent  temperament  and  free  expression,  he  could  not  fail, 
in  the  course  of  years,  to  awaken  hostility  lo  some  of  his  views  and  meas- 
ures. If  he  had  infirmities  common  to  our  human  nature,  he  also  pos- 
11 
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sesscd  eminent  vLrtues.  That  he  was  learned,  his  writings  show.*  Thai 
he  was  ready  to  overlook  an  injuiy,  and  retnrn  good  for  evil,  his  promi.t 
intervention  to  prevent  a  union  of  the  Tequots,  Mohcgans  and  Narniirau- 
setts  against  the  English,  whereby  thcj- were  saved  from  the  conseqneu(r.i 
of  a  savage  war,  and  the  many  impoi-tant  services  afterwards  rendered  to 
the  government  that  banished  him   from  its  domain,  conclusively  prove. t

t  Of  this  transaction,  Williams  in  a  letter  to  Major  :Mason,  already  cited,  gives  the  Ibl- 
lowing  account  :—'MVhen,  the  next  year  after  my  banishment,  the  Lord  drew  the  how  (.f 
the  Peijuod  war  against  the  country,  in  which,  .-^ir,  the  Lord  made  yourself,  with  otlu  r-,  a 
blessed  instrument  of  peace  to  all  Xew  Lnpiand,  I  had  my  share  of  service  to  the  wlmlr 
land  in  that  I'oqnod  business,  inferior  to  very  few  that  acted,  for, 

"1.  Upon  letters  received  from  the  Governor  and  Council  at  ISoston,  requesting  me  to 
use  my  utmost  and  speediest  endeavors  to  break  and  hinder  the  league  labored  for  by  tin- 
I'equods  against  the  Jlohegans,  and  I'ecjuods  against  the  Lnglisli,  (excusing  the  not  smil- 
ing of  company  and  .-npplies,  by  the  haste  of  tlie  business,)  the  Lord  helped  nie  inmudi- 
ately  to  put  my  life  into  my  hand,  and,  scarce  acquainting  my  wife,  to  ship  myself,  all 
alone,  in  a  i)Oor  canoe,  and  to  cut  through  a  stormy  wind,  with  great  seas,  every  minute  in 
hazard  of  life,  to  the  Sachem's  house. 

"2.  Three  days  and  nights  my  business  forced  me  to  lodge  and  mix  with  the  bloody 
I'equod  ambassadors,  whose  hands  and  arms,  methonght,  wreaked  with  the  blood  of  ni> 
countrymen,  murdered  and  massacred  by  them  on  Connecticut  river,  and  from  ^^  horn  I 
could  not  but  nightly  look  for  their  bloody  knives  at  my  own  throat  also. 

"  3.  ■\Vheu  God  wondrously  preserved  me,  and  helped  me  to  break  to  pieces  the  I'e.jiiod-' 
negotiation  and  design,  and  to  makc,'and  promote  and  tinish,  by  many  travels  and  clunv-. 
the  English  Icagne  with  the  Xarragansetts  and  3Iohegans  against  the  re()nods,  luul  tli:ii 
the  Knglish  forces  marched  up  to  the  Xarragansett  country  against  the  I'equods,  1  gUidly 
entertained,  at  my  house  in  Providence,  the  General  Stoughton  and  bis  olhcers,  and  u-<  d 
my  utmost  care  that  all  his  officers  and  soldiers  should  be  well  accommodated  with  us. 

"4.  I  marched  up  with  them  to  the  Xarragansett  Sachems,  and  brought  my  count  r\  nu  n 
and  the  barbarians.  Sachems  and  Captains,  to  a  mutual  eontidence  and  complacence,  e:uli 
in  other. 

"5.  Though  I  was  ready  to  have  marched  further,  yet,  upon  agreement  that  I  shotdd 
keep  at  I'rovidence,  as  an  agent  between  the  Uay  and  the  army,  I  returned,  and  was  inter- 
preter and  intelligencer,  constantly  receiving  and  sending  letters  to  the  Governor  and 
Council  at  Boston,  &c.,  in  which  work  I  judge  it  no  impertinent  digression,  to  rccile  (nut 
of  the  many  scores  of  letters,  at  times,  from  Mr.  Winthrop,)  this  one  pious  and  heavenly 
prophecy,  touching  all  Xew  England,  of  that  gallant  man,  viz.:  'If  the  Lord  turna«.iy 
his  face  from  our  sins,  and  bless  our  endeavors  and  yours,  at  this  time,  against  our  lilo<»ly 
enemy,  we  and  our  children  shall  long  enjoy  peace,  in  this,  ourwilderness  condition.'  .Vnd 
himself  and  some  other  of  the  Council  motioned,  and  it  was  debated,  whether  or  no  I  hud 
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He  was  honest,  sincere,  patriotic,  and  faithful  to  friends.  'Witli  oppor- 
tunity to  have  been  tlie  Proprietor  (like  another  Penn)  of  a  Colony,  or  a 
Patroou  (like  another  Van  Ivcusselacr,)  and  rolUny  in  untold  wealth,  he 
voluntarily  shared  with  others  what  a  purely  selfish  nature  would  have 
kept  for  its  own  aggrandizement.  He  died  a  comparatively  poor  man. 
One  liundred  and  ninety-five  years  since  his  death  have  served  to  soften 
asperities  tliat  once  fouud  frequent  expression,  and  secured  a  \\ide  accept- 
ance of  the  principles  upon  which  his  Commonwealth  was  founded.  The 
marble  statue  in  the  Capitol  at  Washington,  and  the  bronze  statue  in  this  city 
that  adorns  the  Park  bearing  his  name,  are  appropriate  mementos  of  State 
and  municipal  appreciation;  but  more  enduring  than  marble  and  bronze 
will  be  the  name  and  fame  of  one  who  was  the  invincible  champion  of 
religious  freedom,  who,  in  civil  concerns,  ever  stood  for  the  rights  of  the 
people,  and  wJio,  it  was  declared  by  a  competent  authority,  "  was  the  most 
disinterested  man  that  e\er  lived."* 

TJIE   WAR   OF    TUB   KEVOl.UTIOX, — CKNTEXNIAL   COMMEMOIIATIOXS. 

When  the  war  signal  of  the  IJevolution  was  sounded  in  1775,  Ehode 
Island  was  among  the  earliest  to  respond.  The  movement  on  Lexington 
and  Concord,  and  the  still  more  bloody  conflict  at  Bunker's  (or  Breed's) 
Hill,  brought  Uhode  Island  men  promptly  to  the  front,  and  through  the 
entire  struggle  for  independence  the  Colony  was  lavish  in  contributions  of 
her  sous  and  of  her  treasure.  Her  patriotism  was  unquestioned,  and  the 
reliability  of  her  soldier  citizens  was  undoubted,  as  tested  on  many  a  hard 
fought  field.  The  Greenes,  Varnum,  Hitchcock,  Lippitt,  Angcll,  Barton. 
Crary,  Cornell,  the  Bonens,  the  Wards,  Topham,  Thayer,  the  Olncys,  Bich- 
mond,  Babcock,  Elliott,  Talbot,  the  Hopkins,  Whipple,  Cooke,  Bradford, 
Ellery,  Howell,  Jluml'ord,  Merchant,  the  Browns,  Arnold,  Turner,  Drowne, 
Center,  and  many  others  I  cannot  here  name,  were  true  to  their  allegiance, 
and  gave  Rhode  Island  an  honorable  renown. 

Early  in  the  war  Newport  appears  to  have  been  regarded  by  the  British 

not  merited,  not  only  to  be  recalled  from  banislmient,  but  also  to  be  honored  with  some 
remark  of  favor.  It  is  known  who  hindered,  who  never  promoted  the  liberty  of  other 
men's  conrcienecs.  Tlie^^e  things,  and  ten  times  moic,  I  could  relate,  to  sliow,  that  I  am 
not  a  stranger  to  the  I'eijuod  wars  and  lands,  and  possibly  not  far  from  the  merit  of  a  foot 
of  land  in  either  country,  which  I  have  not."

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as  an  eligible  base  for  military  and  naval  operations,  and  on  tlie  Tih  uf 
December,  177G,  when  only  abont  seven  bundred  American  soldiers  win- 
on  the  island  for  its  protection,  Sir  Peter  Parker,  with  seven  shiits  of  U;, 
line,  fonr  frigates  and  seventy  transports,  anchored  in  the  bay,  and  lli. 
next  day  disonibarked  about  six  tlionsand  troops,  and  took  possession  m' 
Newport.  Thus  Providence  and  the  intermediate  towns  on  bolli  sides  ni 
the  bay  were  virtually  blockaded. 

^Yith  this  advent  of  the  encmj-  began  spoliations  common  to  war.  'I'ln' 
citizens  of  the  town  and  of  the  island  wei'c  rol)bed  \\  ith  impimiiy,  ;iiid 
many  fled  to  Providence  and  elsewliere,  to  escape  further  ill  treatnieni. 
Indeed,  it  was  a  dark  and  trying  period  during  the  nearly  tln-cc  yeaiN  in 
which  Ivhode  Island  was  made  the  theatre  of  war.  The  character  of  tlic 
prevailing  suflcrings  may  be  seen  in  the  following  appeal,  printed  in  ilir 
rroridcnce  Gazette,  of  January  8th,  177S: 

"The  charitable  and  well  disposed  persons  in  this  and  the  neigliborinL' 
States  arc  requested  to  extend  their  donations  unto  the  poor  and  di»-tres-i  d 
people  Avho  were  lately  inhabitants  of  the  Island  of  Rhode  Island.  Men 
and  women  bowed  down  witli  age  and  infirmities,  helpless  children  and 
persons  with  large  l;imilies,  have  lately  been  driven  from  tlieir  once  peaie- 
ful  hal)itations,  and  turned  into  the  wide  world,  destitute  of  every  means 
to  support  themselves,  by  the  cruel  and  rapacious  Britons  and  their  ukt- 
cenaries,  Avho  have  stripped  them  of  tlie  small  pittance  thej'  were  om-c 
possessed  of,  and  left  them  to  depend  entirely  ni)on  the  charity  of  the 
good  people.  Their  distresses  loudly  call  upon  the  humanity  of  tli"-i- 
whose  ailluent  circumstances  will  admit,  and  their  souls  dictate  to  tlieiu, 
to  relieve  the  necessities  of  those  who  arc  almost  ready  to  perish." 

To  this  appeal  liberal  responses  were  made  by  the  citizens  of  Provideme 
and  of  the  neighboring  towns.  To  make  still  more  apparent  the  state  <>i 
things  during  a  single  year,  I  liave  thrown  into  the  form  of  a  diary  some 
particulars  gleaned  from  the  Gazette.  At  the  end  of  one  hundred  ye:ir> 
they  will  be  read  with  interest  as  illustrations  of  scenes  repealed  on  a 
larger  scale  in  other  parts  of  the  confederated  Colonies  : 

177S. 

"Januarys.  On  Wednesday,  (DecembcrSl,  1777,)  a  flag  of  truce  arrived 
from  Newport,  and  brought  upwards  of  one  hundred  of  the  inhaljilants, 
who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  Gen.  Pigofs  late  permission  for  tliein  ti> 
depart.  They  were  very  critically  and  repeatedly  searched  before  the  ves- 
sel w^as  sutTered  to  sail,  and  many  of  them,  as  usual,  robbed  of  their  wear- 
ing apparel,  &c. 
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"January  10.  Our  neiglibours.  the  Bntiah  Savnrjes  on  Khode  Island,  we 
learn  b\'  several  pcr.>ions  Troni  thence,  have  ijiven  fresh  proof  that  they  are 
•ruore  savarjclhim  tliuir  brethren  of  the  wilderness.  It  is  an  undoubted 
fact  that  tlie  body  of  Mr.  John  Mageo,  late  a  reputable  inhabitant  of  New- 
port, was  about  a  fortnight  since  taken  from  the  grave,  stripped  of  the 
funeral  vestments,  and  left  above  ground.  The  body  had  been  interred 
two  months.  It  is  also  said  tliat  other  instances  of  a  like  nature  have 
lately  happened  there. 

"February  7.  "We  are  informed  that  the  American  prisoners  on  board  the 
prison  sliips  at  Newport  and  New  York,  are  in  a  A'cry  sickly  and  wretched 
condition,  and  that  more  or  less  of  tln-m  daily  perish. 

"February  U  One  hundred  and  ninety-two  prisoners,  taken  in  Ameri- 
can vessels,  died  in  prison  at  Halifax,  X.  S.,  between  November  23d,  1776, 
and  December  2Gth,  1777. 

"February  21.  Sunday  last  (February  15)  upwards  of  twenty  sail  of 
Transports,  under  convoy  of  three  or  four  Frigates,  sailed  from  Newport, 
and  stood  to  tJie  eastward;  but  the  wind  proving  unfavorable,  they  came 
to  anchor  under  the  east  side  of  Rhode  Island.  [These  tran>ports  were 
destined  to  take  onboard  the  troops  under  Gen.  Burgoyne,  and  sailed  for 
Boston  the  next  day.] 

"  March  14.  Sunday  last  a  flag  of  truce  that  had  been  dispatched  to  Ehode 
Island,  returned  to  Bristol  in  company  with  one  of  the  enemy's  prison 
vessels,  bringing  one  hundred  and  lifly-seven  American  prisoners,  all  of 
them  sick  and  mucli  emaciated,  owing  to  the  horrid  treatment  they  received 
during  tlieir  captivity,  a  detail  of  which,  or  a  view  of  their  present  hope- 
less condition,  might  excite  compassion  and  resentment  in  the  breast  of  a 
Saracan,  or  a  Savage  of  any  other  country  than  Britain.  Many  of  these 
unhappy  persons  had  their  limbs  frozen  in  the  severity  of  tlie  winter,  and 
if  they  survive,  will  probably  remain  cripples  during  life.  Four  of  them 
died  before  they  could  be  lauded  at  Bristol,  two  arc  since  dead,  and  many 
more,  it  is  thought,  must  unavoidably  fall  victims  to  the  deliberate  and, 
wanton  cruelty  of  our  merciless  adversaries.  Yesterday  a  sloop  arrived 
from  Bristol,  and  brought  twenty-seven  of  the  above  prisoners,  consisting 
of  such  as  could  bo  removed  with  the  least  injury  to  themselves,  who  were 
immediately  carried  to  the  hospital.  These  spectacles  of  human  misery 
were  landed  in  presence  of  a  considerable  concourse  of  people,  who  failed, 
not  to  execrate  the  authors  of  their  calamities.  [Eleven  of  the  twenty- 
seven  prisoners  carried  to  the  hospital,  died  a  few  days  after.  Six  of  the 
eleven  were:  AVilliam  Crowell,  of  Cape  Cod;  Robert  Appleby,  of  Old 
York;  John  Colbnrn  and  Zadock  I'onlson,  of  Virginia;  Williani  Gill,  of 
Lynn,  and  Samuel  Feck,  of  lioston.  The  others  were  unable  to  give  their 
names  or  places  of  residence.] 

"April  4.  On  Friday  night,  last  week,  (March  27th,)  Capt.  Hacker,  in 
the  ship  Columbus,  attempted  to  pass  the  enemy's  shipping  in  the  bay,  to 
proceed  to  a  neighboring  port,  whither  her  guns  and  stores  were  to  have 
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been  transported  by  land.  A  l)rig-  bonnd  for  the  "West  Indies,  that  ]\m\ 
sailed  the  same  evening',  was  perceived  by  tlie  enemy's  nppcr  ship,  win.  h 
fired  signal  guns,  when  two  frigates  immediately  got  under  way  and  intt  r- 
cepted  the  Columbus  olf  Point  Judith.  Capt.  Ilacker  finding  it  impi-aiil- 
cablc  to  pass  them,  was  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  running  the  ship  on 
shore  near  tlie  point,  Avhere  her  sails  and  the  greater  part  of  her  riL'iiiau' 
were  saved.  Next  day  the  frigates  and  a  galley  drew  near  and  began  a 
brisk  fire  from  their  cannon  and  musketry.  It  was  returned  from  t!ic 
shore  with  such  elVect,  that  a  boat  full  of  men,  which  the  enemy  sent  lo 
fire  the  ship,  was  beat  oil',  and  it  is  thought  with  some  loss,  as  several  <>r 
the  liands  were  seen  to  fall.  Towards  evening,  the  galley,  under  cover  of 
the  frigates,  ran  in  and  set  fire  to  the  hull,  which  was  burnt.  We  sii^- 
taincd  no  loss  of  men,  though  the  firing  continued  several  hours.  Tin- 
brig  above  mentioned  got  safe  to  sea. 

"April  11.  ilonday  last,  (0th,)  Lieutenant  General  Burgoync  with  lii> 
suite,  arrived  here  from  Cambridge,  and  next  day  embarked  at  Warwick 
Neck  for  Rhode  Island,  liaving  obtained  permission  from  Congress  to  luo- 
coed  to  England.  [The  flag  of  truce  which  carried  the  General  to  New- 
port returned  to  AVarwick  Neck  the  next  Thursday  (0th)  and  brought  a 
large  sum  in  specie  fur  defraying  theexiienses  of  his  troops  at  Canil)ridgr. 
He  sailed  for  England  on  Wednesday  (8th)  in  the  Grampus  store  shi]),  * 
accompanied  with  a  number  of  empty  transports.] 

"  April  15.  List  of  persons  from  the  Enemy's  Trison  Ship,  landed  ai 
Bristol,  and  who  remained  there  until  the  12tli  daj'  of  March,  I77S :

"Those  marked  thus  *  are    since  dead;   23  of  the  prisoners  were  frozeu,  sonic  badly. 
Jonatlian  ArnoUi,  51.  D.,  iJh'ector." 

"May  23.  Capt.  Allen  Brown,  late  of  this  p.acc,  died  at  Rhode  Island 
a  few  days  since  He  was  prize  master  of  a  ship  taken  by  the  Warren 
frigate,  and  retaken  by  the  enemy,  and  carried  into  Newport,  Avhere  from 
the  inlnuuan  practice  of  contining  the  sick  and  well  prisoners  indiscrimi- 
nately, lie  took  the  small  pox,  which  put  a  period  to  his  life.  He  was  for 
several  years  Sheriff  of  the  county  of  Providence,  the  duties  of  which 
office  he  discharged  with  ability  and  integrity,  and  his  acknowledged  worth 
as  a  very  useful  member  of  society,  renders  liis  death  a  real  loss  to  the 
public. 

"May  SO.  Sunday  night  last  (24th)  the  enony's  shipping  stole  up  the 
bay,  and  on  Monday  made  an  assault  on  Bristol  and  Warren.  In  Warren 
the  inhabitants  were  robbed  of  clothing,  bedding,  furniture,  &c.  They 
burnt  several  fiat  boats  and  a  galley,  a  grist  mill,  the  meeting  house,  par- 
sonage, and  several  other  houses.  They  also  destroyed  a  small  magazine 
of  military  stores,  and  set  fire  to  a  new  privateer  sloop  in  the  haibor,  but 
the  flames  were  extinguished  before  much  damage  was  done. 

"  At  Bristol  the  enemy  burned  the  Episcopal  Church,  a  large  edifice  near 
the  centre  of  the  town,  and  eighteen  of  the  most  elegant  dwelling  houses. 
The  women  were  robbed  of  buckles,  rings,  handkerchiefs,  aprons  and 
shoes.  Tliey  were  pursued  Viy  a  force  under  Col.  Barton,  who,  in  au 
attack  upon  them,  received  a  severe  wound.  Three  of  the  Colonel's  men 
were  wounded.  Capt.  Westcott  and  nine  men  at  Popasciuash  were  taken 
prisoners.  It  is  supposed  that  the  enemy  had  several  men  killed  and 
wounded,  as  quantities  of  blood  were  seen  in  many  places. 

"  June  C.  Sunday  morning  last  (May  31st)  one  hundred  and  fifty  British 
troops  under  Major  Ayres,  lauded  at  the  mouth  of  Tall  River  with  design 
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to  bum  Freetown  and  the  mills.  Tlicy  set  fire  to  tlie  lower  mill  ami  a 
house  that  stood  on  the  shore,  but  the  town  and  the  upper  mill  were 
saved  b}-  the  vigilajice  of  the  inhabitants.  A  brisk  fire  was  commenced 
upon  them  and  they  -were  compelled  to  retire,  leaving  behind  one  killed 
and  another  mortally  ■wounded. 

"July  4.  Saturday  last  (June  27th)  the  Ixodoubts  lately  erected  for  tin 
defence  of  this  town  were  manned  by  the  troops  stationed  here,  and  the 
inhabitants  who  performed  the  parapet  firings  with  great  military  prcci>iou. 
accompanied  by  continual  discharges  of  cannon  The  firing  lasted  about 
half  an  hour,  and  aflbrdcd  a  good  representation  of  a  real  attack. 

"July  11.  The  enemy  landed  last  night  on  Hog  Island,  and  wiih  thrlr 
usual  spirit  attacked  and  burnt  an  empty  house  and  barn,  together  Mith 
some  hay  which  had  been  cut  by  the  inhabitants,  and  through  neglect  wa-^ 
left  on  the  island." 

BATTLK    01^    miODE    ISLAND. 

The  occupation  of  Newjiort  by  the  British  not  only  placed  an  end>aruo 
on  the  commerce  of  I'rovidencc,  and  enabled  the  enemy  to  ravage  tin- 
country  bordering  on  Narragansett  and  Mount  Hope  Bays,  but  it  was  a 
formidable  menace  of  New  England,  and  w,is  so  felt  by  Connecticut,  Ma-- 
sachnsctts  and  New  Hampshire  It  was  also  likely  to  prove  a  serious 
detriment  to  a  free  communication  (important  to  be  maintained)  between 
the  public  authorities  of  Ehodc  Island  and  the  Continental  Congress  and 
General  Washington.  In  common  with  our  State,  the  three  above  named 
States  were  aroused.  Providence  became  a  military  camp,  and  Blioile 
Island  College  a  hospital.  A  home  Council  of  War,  consisting  of  Governor 
Nicholas  Cooke,  Deput3--Governpr  William  Bradford,  Stephen  Hopkins, 
And)rose  Page,  John  Fenner,  John  Dexter,  Joshua  Babcock,  Cromwell 
Child,  William  Greene,  and  Henry  Ward,  Secretary  of  Slate,  was  appoint,  d 
b}'  the  General  Assembly,  and  measures  concerted  '■  for  the  well  being  ami 
security  of  this  State,  and  the  United  States  in  general."*    In  harmony

Jeremiah  Clarke.  At  first  nine  shillings,  lawful  money,  were  allowed  for  each  da>  's  utten>i- 
ance,  to  members  residing  out  of  Trovidence,  and  six  shillings  to  members  residing  "' 
town,    lu  i;sl  the  compensation  was  increased  to  fifteen  shillings  per  day. 
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Avith  the  prevailing  feeling-,  a  pl^"  for  expelling  the  enemy  from  Newport 
was  adopted,  and  an  army  of  abont  nine  thousand  men,  under  the  com- 
mand of  IMajor-General  Josepli  Spencer,  Avas  concentrated  at  Tiverton, 
and  a  night  fixed  upon  to  cross  over  to  the  Island.  Owing  to  the  incom- 
pleteness of  preparations  and  a  violent  storm  of  several  days'  duration, 
tlie  plan  was  frustrated,  and  the  expedition  abandoned.  A  Court  of 
Inquiry  into  the  causes  of  failure  exonerated  General  Spencer  from  l)lame.* 
In  177S  tlie  command  of  the  ]5ritish  army  at  Newport  had  passed  to 
General  Pigot,  who  fortified  Untts  Hill,  at  the  north  end  of  the  Island. 
A  portion  of  the  earth-works  are  still  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 
The  surrender  of  liurgoyne  relieved  the  pressure  upon  the  American 
forces  in  the  Middle  States,  and  stinnilaled  a  desire  that  the  disappoint- 
ment caused  by  Spencer's  failure  should  be  redeemed  by  another  attempt 
to  drive  the  enemy  from  the  Island.  A  second  expedition  was  organized 
under  Major-General  John  Sullivan,  and  the  army  composed  of  Khode 
Island,  Connecticut,  ^ilassaeluisetts  and  New  Hampshire  men,  concen- 
trated at  Tiverton.  General  Tigot,  apprised  of  the  movement,  witlidrew 
his  forces  from  Butts  Hill,  and  retired  within  the  defences  in  front  of 
Newport.  On  the  9th  and  lOlh  of  August,  Sullivan  with  his  army  crossed 
over  and  took  possession  of  the  enemy's  abandoned  works. 

*"TlK're  wasahvnys  ii  mvitovy  about  this  expedition.  Altliough  Con^'iess  nutlioiizcd 
Itliodc  Island  to  get  it  u]),  and  requested  Massacliusetts  and  Connecticut  to  assist,  it  lias 
been  said  tliat  neitlier  Congress  or  Wasliington  ever  bad  any  expectation  of  expelling  the 
enemy  from  the  island  at  tliis  time.  The  main  object  was  to  prevent  the  enemy  from 
making  any  diversion  in  favor  of  General  IJurgoyne.  Tlie  British  had  a  hirge  army  at 
Newport,  and  could  have  spared  and  sent  several  thousand  to  some  point  which  would 
have  diminished  the  opiiosition  to  his  march  through  the  country.  15ut  the  assembling  of 
such  an  army  as  the  expedition  calle.l  out,  confined  them  to  their  fiuurters  in  Newj.ort,  and 
if  sucli  was  the  object,  General  Spencer  was  precisely  the  man  to  take  the  connnand  of  the 
American  troops,  and  there  seems  some  ground  for  such  a  supposition,  for  as  soon  as  it 
was  known  that  Ikirgoyne  liad  surrendered  his  army  (October  17,  1777,)  to  General  Gates, 
the  militia  were  all  illsmissed  and  sent  home.  It  is  true  the  General  Assembly  appointed 
a  committee  toiucpilre  into  the  causes  of  General  .Spencer's  failure,  and  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut  were  invited  to  send  delegates  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  this  committee, 
which  was  held  at  I'rovidencc.  And  the  committee  did  meet  and  lieard  General  Spencer 
and  all  parties  and  acquitted  him.  IJut  this  easy  trial  and  acquittal,  have  been  by  some 
considered  as  further  evidence  of  the  real  object  of  tlie  expedition,  lie  this  as  it  might, 
liowever,  the  surrender  of  ISurgoyne's  whole  army,  made  everyone  feel  so  happy,  that  they 
cared  but  little  for  General  Spencer  or  his  expedition.  *****  Upon  all 
the  facts  and  circumstances  connected  with  Spencer's  expedition,  we  are  at  a  loss,  to  ilecide 
whether  it  was  a  re:il  failure,  or  not,  and  so  wc  leave  it."— "Spirit  of  '76," pp.  145,  14G 
12 
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It  was  the  iutentiou  of  General  Sullivan,  aftjcr  having  established  liis 
lines  at  Butts  Hill,  to  assault  the  enemy  in  his  trenches.  August  12lh  was 
the  day  designated  for  his  army  to  move.  On  the  Uth  he  issued  a  patri- 
otic general  order,  in  which  he  said : 

"The  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  on  Uhode  Island  having  issued 
orders  for  the  army  to  move  on  towards  Newport  to-morrow  morning  [at] 
six  o'clock,  takes  this  opportunity  to  return  his  most  cordial  tliauks  to 
the  brave  oflicers,  volunteers  and  soldiers,  who  have  with  so  much  alacrity 
repaired  to  tiiis  place  to  give  their  assistance  in  extirpating  the  Ihitish 
tyrants  from  their  country.  The  zeal  and  spirit  which  they  have  discov- 
ered, are  to  him  the  most  pleasing  presages  of  victory,  and  he  is  liapjiy  to 
find  himself  at  the  head  of  an  army  far  superior  in  numbers  to  that  of  the 
enemy,  actuated  by  a  sacred  regard  for  the  liberties  of  their  country,  and 
fired  with  just  resentments  against  those  barbarians  who  have  deluged 
their  country  with  innocent  blood,  and  spread  desolation  on  every  pari  of 
tlie  continent  where  they  have  been  suft'ered  to  marcli.  The  pro.-i)ect 
before  us  is  now  exceeding  promising.  Tlie  several  corps  have  everything 
to  animate  and  press  them  on  to  victory.  The  tried  bravery  of  the  con- 
tinental oflicers  and  soldiers,  and  the  idea  they  nnist  have  of  tlie  dei»end- 
ence  placed  upon  their  valor,  must  stimulate  them  to  support  the  charac- 
ter they  liave  justly  acquired." 

After  expressing  his  confidence  in  the  volunteers.  State  troops  and 
militia  who  had  gathered  to  his  support,  he  added: 

"The  General  on  liis  part,  assures  his  brave  army  that  he  with  the 
utmost  cheerfulness  shares  with  them  every  danger  and  fatigue,  and  i> 
ready  to  venture  his  life  in  every  instance  where  his  country  calls  for  it." 

Kotwitlistanding  the  movement  was  retarded  by  a  furious  storm  which 
commenced  on  the  evening  of  the  Uth  and  continued  to  the  close  of  ihe 
13th,  by  the  15th  the  General  had  advanced  his  lines  to  within  two  miles  of 
the  enemy's  defences,  which  extended  from  Tonomy  hill  to  Easton's  I'oi.d. 
For  five  days  a  heavy  cannonading  prevailed,  and  the  enemy  were  driven 
from  all  their  outworks  but  one.  It  was  the  General's  intention  to  have 
stormed  their  main  works,  but  the  withdrawal  of  nearly  three  thousand 
volunteers  whom  it  appears  he  could  not  retain,  so  reduced  his  nuuiljers 
as  to  rcniler  an  assault  of  douljtful  success,  and  under  the  disadvantage 
of  no  naval  support  lie  fell  back  to  his  first  position  at  Butts  Hill. 

On  the  morning  of  the  -.'Oth  the  enemy  marched  out  of  their  defences 
and  otl'ered  battle.  Tlie  otl'er  was  accepted,  and  then  commenced  a  con- 
flict pronounced  by  Lafayette  "the  best  fought  action  of  the  war."    For 
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iicai'ly  seven  hours  the  thunder  of  cannon  and  the  ceaseless  rattle  of  nuis- 
kctry  told  of  the  eneriiyof  the  British  and  the  determination  of  the  Ameri- 
cans. The  battle  terminated  in  the  retreat  of  the  British,  with  a  loss  in 
killed,  wounded  and  prisoners,  of  one  thousand  and  twenty-three  men. 
The  American  loss  was  two  hundred  and  eleven.  Sullivan  was  left  in  pos- 
session of  the  field,  which  he  held  until  the  next  day,  when  learning  that  Sir 
Henry  Clinton  had  arrived  oil"  Newport  with  heavy  reinforcements,  and 
finding  he  could  not  expect  support  from  the  lleet  of  D'Kstaing,  which, 
greatly  shattered  in  the  severe  gale  prior  to  the  liattle,  had  sailed  to  Boston 
for  repairs,  he  in  council,  decided  to  withdraw  his  forces  to  the  main  land.* 
This  he  did  without  molestation  or  loss  of  any  munitions  of  war 

In  the  plan  of  battle  the  command  of  the  right  wing  was  given  to 
Mnjor-General  Natlianael  Greene,  and  the  left  to  General  Lafayette,  who 
on  his  request,  had  been  permitted  by  Washington,  to  serve  under  Sulli- 
van in  this  campaign.  But  he  having  been  despatched  to  Boston  to  per- 
suade D'Estaiug  to  return,  failed  to  reach  the  scene  of  action,  greatly  to 
his  mortification,  in  season  to  participate  in  the  triumphs  of  the  day, 
although  he  rode  nearly  seventy  miles  in  the  short  time  of  six  and  a  half 
hours.  Throughout  the  battle  the  soldiers  acquitted  themselves  like  vet- 
erans. Generals  Varnum,  Glover,  Cornell,  Lovell,  "West,  Hancock,  Tit- 
comb,  Whipple  and  Tyler;  Colonels  Livingston,  Laurens,  Jackson,  Wade, 
Fleury,  Crane,  Gridley,  Jacobs,  Bigelow,  Sheppard,  Langdou,  Dyer,  Noyes, 
Sherborne,  Peabody,  Slack,  Long,  Eben  and  James  Sullivan,  (both  on 
the  General's  stall',)  Thorndike,  Wadsworth  and  Millard ;  Lieutenant- 
Colonels  Hackett  and  Colemore;  Majors  Fosdick,  Bradish,  Wilson,  Hunt- 
ington, Grifiin  Greene,  Morton,  Lyman,  Phillips,   Crafts,  Holden,  Ward, 

*  October  llUi,  the  diiy  for  iiiDving  on  the  cufiny's  works;  D'Kstaiiij;  put  to  sea  for  tlie 
piu-po.se  of  eiigiiginj;  tlic  lliitisli  fleet,  but  the  gale  having  disnui^ted  the  French  Aihiiiral's 
flag  ship,  tlie  Laiigacdoe,  and  ul-o  the  Tounant,  besides  doing  umch  damage  to  the  fleet 
generally,  no  decisive  action  took  place.  After  the  gale  abated,  two  British  vessels,  the 
Senegal,  sloop  of  war,  and  the  bomb  ketch  Carcass,  were  captured,  and  an  attack  upon 
the  dismasted  sliijis  repelled.  On  the  20th  IJ'Estaing  reiippeared  In  Newport,  inspiring 
hope  little  short  of  certainty,  that  the  enemy's  army  would  soon  be  captured;  but,  by  his 
departure  the  next  day,  hojjc  sunk  not  to  rise  again.  A  protest  against  this  cour.-e  was 
drawn  up  by  the  American  oflicers,  (whicli  Lafayette  declined  to  sign,)  and  despatched 
after  him  by  a  fast  sailing  vessel.  This  protest  proved  an  embarrassment  to  both  Con- 
gress and  Wastiington.  It  was  judiciously  placed  in  the  hands  of  Gerard,  the  French 
Minister,  for  his  consideration,  and  was  the  occasion  of  a,  severe  sarcasm  in  a  secret  dis 
patch  sent  by  him  to  the  Count  de  Vcrgcnnes, — "  JIalheureusemeiit,  ce  pays  est  peui)le  dc 
teles  cxalt<?es." 
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Morris,  Xiles  and  Tiilhot,  and  tlie  ofliccrs  generally  down  to  subaltcnis, 
won  by  tlielr  bravery  deserved  praise.  Four  of  General  Sullivan's  I.ir.- 
Guard,  viz.  :  Aaron  :\rann,  Levi  Iloppin,  George  Totter  and -John  \Vv.stc,,tt, 
received  promotions  for  gallant  conduct  in  covcri-jg  the  retreat. 

In  this  battle  Anthony's  hill  and  a  thicket  near  the  Portsmouth  coal 
mine  were  special  points  of  severe  carnage.  At  the  base  of  the  former 
sixty  fell  in  one  spot  beneath  a  deadly  tire.  Not  far  distant  thirty  Hes- 
sians tilled  a  single  grave.  At  the  thicket  Colonel  Christopher  Greene,  in 
command  of  a  ]Jhode  Island  colored  regiment,  and  the  first  ever  raised  in 
the  United  States,  gallantly  resisted  the  furious  charges  of  the  Hessians, 
three  times  made,  and  drove  them  from  the  field.  In  October,  the  follow- 
ing year,  the  Jiritish  e\  acuated  Newport,  and  the  sense  of  danger  to  the 
State  ceased. 

The  manner  in  which  this  expedition  terminated  was  a  deeper  disap- 
pointment to  many  who  had  been  sanguine  of  its  success,  than  even  Spen- 
cer's failure.  Ent  the  elements  and  military  circumstances  could  not  be 
subordinated,  and  withdrawal  from  the  Island  became  the  dictate  of  wise 
generalship.  Washington  so  viewed  it,  and  in  words  of  commendation 
approved  the  act.  Congress  sanctioned  it  by  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Gen- 
eral and  his  army  for  gallantry  in  the  field,  and  for  skill  displayed  in  tlie 
retreat.  General  Greene  also  wrote  a  very  earnest  letter  to  an  infiuential 
gentlcnum  in  Providence,  vindicating  the  expedition  as  having  been  "  pru- 
dently concerted  and  honorably  and  faithfully  executed."  The  retreat  was 
a  necessity  growing  out  of  a  cause  for  which  Sullivan  was  not  responsi- 
ble. "I  am  confident,"  he  says,  "  there  is  not  a  general  ofiicer,  from  the 
Commander-in-Chief  to  the  youngest  in  the  field,  that  would  have  gone 
greater  lengths,  to  have  given  success  to  the  expedition,  than  General 
Sullivan,  lie  is  sensible,  active,  ambitious,  brave,  and  persevering  in  his 
temper;  and  the  object  was  sufficiently  important  to  make  him  despise 
every  ditliculty  opposed  to  his  success,  as  far  as  he  Mas  at  liberty  to  con- 
sult his  own  reputation :  but  the  public  good  is  of  higher  importance  than 
personal  glory,  and  the  one  is  not  to  be  gratified  at  the  risk  and  expen-e 
of  the  other." 

In  Ills  letter  to  Congress,  giving  an  account  of  the  battle,  and  what 
subsequently  transpired,  Sullivan  says  :  "  The  event  proved  how  timely  my 
retreat  took  place,  as  one  hundi'ed  sail  of  the  enemy  arrived  in  the  harbor 
on  the  morning  after." 

Whatever  doubts  may  have  been  raised  concerning  the  real  object  of 
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Sijciiccr's  cxpedilion,  tlic-rc  can  be  none  in  the  minds  of  liistoriaii.s  in  re- 
gard to  tliis  second  expedition  under  Sullivan.  It  carried  on  its  face  an 
obvious  design,— the  capture  of  the  British  army  at  Newport,  or  its  cx- 
piilsiou  from  tlie  Island.  Had  it  not  been  for  tlie  disastrous  eft'ect  of  the 
storm  upon  the  fleet  of  D'Estaing,  before  mentioned,  which  cut  otf  neces- 
sary naval  cooperation  and  left  Xarragansett  and  Mount  Hope  bays  in 
control  of  the  enemy's  war  vessels,  the  forces  under  General  Pigol  must 
liavc  soon  surrendered  or  been  speedily  withdrawn. 

From  1772,  Avhen  Colonial  oppression  was,  in  the  Narragansett  waters, 
llrst  resisted  unto  blood,  in  the  destruction  of  the  Gaspcc,  to  1783,  impor- 
tant military  events  were  frequently  transpiring  that  an  intervening  century 
lias  rendered  worthy  of  l)eing  recalled  to  memory.  Such  was  the  capture  of 
General  Prescott  by  Colonel  William  T.arton  and  his  brave  volunteers,  which 
was  celebrated  on  the  spot  with  appropriate  exercises,  on  the  10th  of  July 
last,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Veteran  Light  Infantry,  and  in  which  mem- 
bers of  this  Society  participated.  Thecapturcof  General  Prescott  was  a  bold 
and  well  devised  undertaking,  and  involved  more  important  conserjuences 
than  have  usually  been  ascribed  to  it.  It  not  only  imparted  fresh  power 
to  the  patriotism  of  the  Colony,  and  sent  a  thrill  of  inspiration  throughout 
the  country,  but  hastened  the  return  of  General  Lee  for  whom  General 
Prescott  was  exchanged,  to  the  continental  service.  How  anxious  Lee 
was  to  end  his  parole,  and  to  engage  again  in  military  operations,  is  evi- 
dent from  his  letter  to  Washington,  dated  December  oOth,  1777,  in  which 
he  says,  that  though  his  "situation  is  rendered  as  easy,  comfortable  and 
pleasant  as  possible  for  a  man  who  is  in  any  sort  a  prisoner,"  lie  has 
"  nothing  left  to  sigh  for  but  that  some  circumstance  may  arise  which  may 
make  it  convenient  for  both  parties  that  a  general  exchange  may  take 
place,  and  I  amongst  the  rest  reap  the  advantage."  In  reply,  January  27, 
1778,  "Washington  assures  him  that  every  ell'ort  had  been  made  on  his  part 
to  effect  the  exchange.  In  due  time  it  was  effected  and  Lee  and  Prescott 
were  again  in  their  respective  fields. 

The  centennial  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  I!hode  Island,  here  briefly 
noted,  w  ill  occur  on  the  I'Oth  day  of  August  next.  Our  Society,  alive  to 
the  importance  of  the  event,  by  a  vote  passed  earlj'  in  the  year,  invited 
President  Arnold  to  deliver  an  address  on  that  occasion.  Prominent  as  it 
stands  among  the  illustrations  of  lUiode  Island  prowess,  it  comports  with 
the  dignity  of  a  Historical  Society  to  commemorate  the  day  with  becoming 
services.

is  additional  shelf  room.  Trom  time  to  time  the  Committee  on  the  I'.uiM- 
ini^  and  Grounds  have  considerately  fiirnislied  relief  until  nearly  e\«iy 
availal)le  portion  of  the  liljrary  room  is  occupied.  The  shelves  are  nc;v\ 
crowded  with  books  and  pamphlets  arranged  simply  for  a  final  classilica- 
tion  according  to  subjects  prior  to  being  catalogued.  This  deficiency  nf 
room  greatly  embarrasses  the  work,  and  until  relief  is  obtained,  the  mo^t 
that  can  be  done  with  tlie  accumulati(;ns  now  cumbering  tlie  galleiy  llcjur 
and  balluslrade,  is  to  assort  and  pack  them  awaj%  to  await  elassiticatioM 
with  the  collections  already  on  the  shelves.  Temporary  relief  might  hr 
obtained  by  placing  several  additional  alcoves  on  each  side  of  the  nuiin 
floor,  but  this  would  diminish  the  room  (often  too  stinted)  requii'ed  f»>r 
audiences  di'UM'u  licre  by  the  attraction  of  papers  read  at  special  mcetinus 
during  what  may  be  called  the  "  lecture  season,"  and  is  not  recommended. 
A  room  partitioned  off  in  the  basement  with  proper  ventilation  to  prevent 
ill  cflects  from  dampness,  for  the  reception  of  our  large  collection  of 
unbound  duplicate  Khode  Island  ncMspapers,  too  valuable  to  be  sent  to 
tlie  paper  mill,  would  relieve  the  gallery,  and  perhaps  aflord  room  lV>r 
racks  to  contain  bound  volumes  of  papers  now  piled,  from  necessity,  upon 
the  floor.  A  little  shelf  room  might  l)c  obtained  in  the  south-west  ante- 
room, for  works  not  frequently  consulted.  Our  collection  of  engraved 
l)ortraits  wiiicli,  to  visitors,  constitute  an  attractive  feature,  are  constanll} 
increasing,  and  for  the  want  of  a  suitable  room  in  which  to  exhi'iit  tlicm, 
are  from  necessity  temporarily  hung  upon  the  alcoves.  With  the  exeei>- 
tion  of  a  few  in  the  largest  frames,  that  may  find  a  place  in  the  gallery, 
and  the  rare  Judge  Greene  collection  in  the  south-east  ante-room,  I  pur- 
pose to  remove  and  pack  them  away  until  the  arrival  of  a  more  auspicious 
season  for  their  display. 

THE    KHODE   ISL.VXD    ALCOVE, 

originally  intended  to  be  the  receptacle  of  KhodeLsland  literature  in  every 
department,  and  of  all  publications  attainable,  i)rinted  in  the  State,  i^, 
like  the  other  alcoves,  crowded  to  repletion.  Its  shelves  contain  a  hir,:,'i' 
amount  of  material  illustrative  of  the  legislative,  municipal,  judicial,  medi- 
cal,  scientific,  educational,  manufacturing,  mechanical  and  literary  featuro 
of  the  State  in  the  past,  together  with  town  histories,  biographies,  ora- 
tions, eulogies  and  funeral  discourses,  that  afl'ord  means  for  making  the 
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inquiror  fiiiiiiliiir  -with  the  progress  of  tlie  State,  and  with  Rhode  Isilaiid 
men  wlio  liave  been  prominent  in  iiublic  afl'airs. 

This  collection  has  been  slow  of  growth,  and  is  tlie  result;  of  nu%vearied 
painstaking.  Still,  it  is  deficient  in  some  of  its  details,  from  uncontrol- 
lable causes.  There  is  no  purchasing  fund  for  the  use  of  this  department, 
and  authors  and  publishers  appealed  to  on  a  preceding  page  of  this  report, 
seldom  voluntarily  rememl)er  the  wants  of  our  Society;  and  as  the  Libra- 
rian is  not  endowed  with  prescience  by  which  he  can  foreknow  who  are 
writing  books  or  pamphlets,  and  when  and  where  they  are  to  be  printed, 
he  is  obliged  to  depend  upon  as  vigilant  watch  as  he  can  exercise  over  the 
lists  of  new  publications  that  appear  in  the  daily  papers  of  this  city,  and 
the  scanning  of  publishers'  catalogues  sent  to  him  from  other  cities,  for 
opportunities  to  make  personal  solicitations.  But  with  all  his  diligence, 
not  a  few  publications  that  ought  to  be  in  this  alcove,  he  is  sorry  to  say, 
have  escaped  him.  Of  what  is  technically  called  "fugitive  literature," 
i.  c,  sermons,  essays,  reports,  orations,  eulogies,  etc.,  little  remains  at 
the  end  of  a  few  months.  All  not  then  sold  is  citiicr  returned  to  the 
author  as  of  no  further  value,  or  at  once  passes  into  the  hands  of  the 
gatherer  of  jiaper  stock.  In  cither  case  our  Society  sutlers  deprivation. 
It  is  hoped,  hov/evcr,  that  by  a  plan  now  pursued  by  the  Librarian,  the 
llhodc  Island  alcove  collections  for  the  ensuing  year  will  show  a  gratify- 
ing increase  over  the  year  just  closed. 

ANTIQUITIES —  r.KI.ICS  —  TIIKllt    CSICS.  — AX   APPEAL. 

The  charter  granted  our  Society  by  the  General  Assembly  was  compre- 
hensive. It  authorized  "  the  procuring  and  preserving  whatever  relates 
to  the  topography,  antiiiuities,  and  natural,  civil  and  ecclesiastical  history 
of  the  State,"  and  in  IS'dG  the  Board  of  Trustees,  under  which  the  Society 
was  then  managed,  express  an  opinion  that  the  Natural  History  of  the 
State,  Meteorology,  our  indigenous  plants  and  animals,  the  varieties  of  our 
soils,  the  topographical  features  of  our  country,  and  the  mineral  treasures 
with  which  it  abounds,  are  topics  deserving  attention  and  within  the  scope 
of  the  Society's  labors.  These  more  strictly  scientific  investigations  and 
observations  have  never  been  lost  sight  of,  though  the  laboratory  depart- 
ment in  Brown  University,  the  meteorological  observations  of  the  late 
rrcsident  Caswell,  the  work  of  the  rrankliu  Society,  the  Held  occupied 
by  the  IJhode  Island  Society  for  tlie  Encouragement  of  Domestic  Industry, 
and  the  Geological  Survey  of  the  State  by  Dr.  Jackson,  have  rendered 
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speciflc  attention  to  sevcnil  of  the  forciroing  topics  liss  necessary.  Ami- 
quities,  togctlier  \vith  civil  tuid  ecclesiastical  history,  have  been  unuh- 
more  prominent,  and  it  has  been  the  aim  to  gather  and  preserve  sncli 
mementos  of  the  past  as  would  best  illustrate  the  domestic  life,  social 
habits  and  industries  of  the  first  settlers  of  Kliode  Island,  and  iiarticu- 
larly  of  the  aboriginal  owners  of  the  soil,  wlio  gave  them  a  cordial  recep- 
tion. Our  relics,  once  in  the  hands  of  the  earliest  Providence  coloni>ts, 
arc  chiefly  niauuscripls  and  printed  volumes.  The  manuscrii)ts  are  ol 
great  value  as  showing  methods  of  transacting  business  and  the  kinds  ol" 
business  pursued,  as  specimens  of  legal  proceedings,  as  throwing  light 
upon  geuealogic  obscurities,  as  heli>s  in  determining  localities  and  bound- 
aries, and  as  showing  the  gradual  development  of  a  simple  neighborly 
association  into  an  orderly  civil  com])act,  while  printed  volumes  exhUiit 
an  intense  devotion  to  civil  and  religious  freedom,  witli  a  specimen  iiow 
and  then  of  the  spirit  in  which  certain  dogmas  were  sometimes  discusseil. 
Then,  apart  from  manuscripts  and  books,  so  important  as  contribution-^ 
to  the  history  of  the  State,  there  are,  in  other  forms,  reminders  of  men 
and  events  which  speak  as  distinctly  as  the  written  or  printed  page. 
Thus,  we  cannot  look  upon  the  photograjih  of  Williams's  house,  still 
standing  at  Salem,  nor  upon  the  small  block  of  oak  cut  from  one  of  its 
timbers  when  undergoing  alterations  a  few  years  ago,  nor  the  cone  inu(  n- 
ioHsly  wrought  out  of  an  abutment  timber  of  Weybosset  bridge,  built  by 
Williams  in  1GG7-8,  nor  upon  our  fragment  of  "  What  Cheer  Hock"  with 
its  centennial  inscription,  nor  yet  upon  the  parchment  copy  of  King 
Charles's  Charter,  procured  through  the  agency  of  that  remarkable  man. 
■without  having  brought  clearly  before  the  mind  the  entire  story  of  hi--  life  : 
while  the  diamond-paned  window  and  the  ballusters  saved  from  the  <!o\- 
ernor  Coddington  house,  at  Newport,  by  a  former  President  of  otn-  Soci- 
ety, (John  llowland,)  on  the  day  of  its  demolition,  and  the  hinges  of  llie 
old  garrison  house  in  Cranston,  recall  to  memory  the  administration  of 
the  first  chief  magistrate  of  the  Island,  and  the  services  of  Major  TIionia> 
Tenner,  more  than  two  hundred  years  ago.  Following  this  line  of  tliouglit 
down  to  more  recent  days,  the  spiiming  wheels  and  i-eel  of  the  great 
grandmothers  of  some  now  living,  the  case  of  spindles  used  in  ShiterS 
first  mill  at  Pawtucket,  and  specimens  of  the  earliest  calico  printing  in 
Rhode  Island,  are  in  interesting  contrasts  with  the  improved  machinery 
and  methods  of  the  present  time.  In  all  future  time  a  painting  in  our 
cabinet  will  faithfully  describe  to  the  observer,  the  violence  and  perils  of 
tlie  great  September  gale  iu  Providence  in  1815,  and  the  accurate  delinea- 
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tion  of  the  famous  Ilydraiilion  Kn,i,'ino  will  couthnic  to  tell  how  fires  were 
extinguished  long  before  steamers  were  invented. 

•  So  in  like  manner  with  dur  Indian  relics,  of  which  there  is  a  respectable 
mimber,  but  fewer  than  there  ought  to  be.  When  we  examine  a  stone 
pestle  for  j)ulverizing  parched  corn,  or  a  vessel  for  culinar.v  uses,  or  a 
stone  axe,  or  a  rude  agricultural  implement  of  the  same  material,  or  a  tool 
for  dressing  skins,  or  a  stone  mace,  or  an  arrow  or  spear  head,  or  a  string 
of  waiupnm  peage,  their  original  owners  seem  to  come  np  and  pass  before 
us.  Wo  read  in  these  simple  hieroglyphics,  the  sad  tale  of  Indian  wrongs. 
Thej'  remind  us  that  two  Narragansett  Chiefs,  both  fast  friends  of  Wil- 
liams, were  murdered  in  cold  blood,  at  the  instigation  of  white  authori- 
ties, the  one  (Miuntononio)  by  Uncus,  just  within  the  line  of  his  jurisdic- 
tion, and  the  other  (Canonchct)  at  Stonington,  by  the  I'equots,  the 
Mohegans  cutting  oft"  his  head  and  quartering  him,  and  the  Nianties  burn- 
ing his  body  and  sending  his  head  to  Hartford  as  a  token  of  love  and 
loyalty ! 

An  examination  of  aboriginal  history,  which  these  relics  naturally  sug- 
gest, makes  it  evident  that  for  more  than  two  hundred  and  lifty  years  the 
treatment  of  the  Indians  has  been  predicated  upon  the  idea  that  they  had 
no  rights  which  white  men  were  bound  to  respect.  Hence  came  retalia- 
tory wars,  with  all  their  accompanying  horrors.  Had  the  ju-;t  and  humane 
views  of  Williams  prevailed  from  the  beginning,  there  would  have  been 
little  trouble  in  Xew  England  with  the  various  tribes  of  natives,  and  his- 
torians would  not  have  written  of  them  as  though  they  were  peoples 
deserving  the  fate  of  the  x\malckites,  Hiveites  and  Ilitites  of  old.  15ut  a 
change  in  our  day  is  slowly  but  surely  coming  over  thoughtful  minds. 
The  position  taken  by  this  Society  in  reference  to  the  aboriginal  tribes  of 
Rhode  Island  and  of  Plymoutii  Colony  has  evidently  softened  public  opin- 
ion towards  a  much  abused  and  deeplj'  wronged  race,  and  while  not  con- 
cealing their  faults,  nor  blindly  extenuating  deeds  of  cruelty  so  often  pro- 
voked by  their  pale-faced  neighbors  a  fair  and  honest  story  of  their  lives 
may  yet  be  hoped  for. 

Materials  ample  for  such  a  story  ought  to  be  found  in  our  collections. 
To  provide  for  any  deficiencies  that  may  exist,  I  respectfully  and  earnestly 
solicit  the  members  of  our  Society,  and  all  other  persons  throughout  the 
State,  who  appreciate  the  importance  of  this  appeal,  to  send  us,  as  thej' 
may  be  able  and  at  their  early  convenience,  original  letters,  diaries  and 
printed  documents  that  will  illustrate  the  private  habits,  manners  or  pur- 
13 
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suits  of  our  auccstors,  or  arc  connected  witb  the  general  history  of  tlii> 
State.  Particularly  acceptable  Avill  be  biographical  notices  of  ori;unnil 
settlers,  Revolutionary  patriots,  and  other  distinguished  lihodc  Islan.l 
men.  In  tlicse  requests  I  ayouM  also  include  accounts  of  the  Indian  trib.^ 
which  formerly  inhabited  any  part  of  this  State,  their  general  charactrr, 
peculiar  customs  and  manners,  their  wars  and  treaties,  the  location  of 
their  forts  and  places  of  interment,  and  donations  of  implements  of  pem-e 
or  war,  together  witli  any  other  relics  of  a  once  powerful  but  now  nearly 
extinct  race.  In  addition  to  all  this,  1  ask  authors  and  publishers,  1)utli 
in  Rhode  Island  and  in  other  States,  to  favor  us  with  copies  of  the  works 
they  issue.  Books  and  pamphlets  deposited  here,  whether  of  biograpliy, 
genealogy,  history,  literature,  science  or  art,  will  be  accessible  to  studuiits 
when  they  may  not  be  found  elsewhere. 

CONCLUSION'. 

A  glance  at  our  situation  will  make  it  apparent  that  an  addition  to  iIi'h 
building  is  needed,  and  is  the  only  effectual  method  of  permanent ly 
answering  our  wants.  This  need  has  for  several  years  been  felt,  and  tlio 
suggestion  has  been  fiivorably  entertained  by  gentlemen  interested  iu  the 
Society's  prosperity.  The  present  may  not  be  a  favorable  time  for  an 
active  movement  in  this  direction,  but  the  want  is  here  stated,  in  the  hope 
that  in  a  more  propitious  financial  season,  effectual  steps  will  be  taken  to 
supply  it. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  Benjamin  B.  Ilowland,  Esq.,  of  Newport, 
for  forty  years  the  Librai-ian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  of  the  Soutliern  Di'part- 
ment,  resigned  his  position.  Since  then  he  has  departed  this  life,  full  "1 
years,  and  ever  to  be  remembered  for  his  sterling  integrity  and  christian 
worth.  His  earlier  reports  to  this  Society  were  often  replete  with  lo.al 
events,  but  with  advaucing  years  and  diminished  strength  his  connnuni'-a- 
tions  were  brief.  A  more  extended  notice  of  this  venerable  man  will  In- 
found  in  the  Necrology.

"  Camp  BEroKE  XEwroiiT,  August  22,  1778. 

"The  general  officers  of  tlic  American  arnii"  now  on  Ehodc  Island 
having,  through  their  coniniauclcr-in-chief  in  this  department,  represented 
to  his  excellency  the  Count  lyEstaing  tlie  ruinous  conserjueuccs  Avhicli 
Avould  result  to  tliis  arnij'  from  his  abandoning  the  harbor  of  Ne\Yport  at 
this  time,  and  ])rocceding  with  his  fleet  to  Eostou ;  which  representation, 
Avitli  luany  wciglily  reasons  to  induce  liini  to  remain  at  this  post,  he  lias 
been  requested  to  laj'  before  Lis  oflicers,  who  sccui,  in  general,  to  bo  of 
opinion  that  his  fleet  should  proceed  immediately  to  I'o.-ton, —  esteem  it 
tlieir  duty,  as  oflicers  in  tlie  American  army,  as  allies  to  bis  ilost  Christian 
Majesty,  as  olllcers  concerned  for  the  interest  and  honor  of  the  French 
nation,  and  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  United  States,  to  enter  their 
protest  against  the  measures  whicJi  his  Exeellencj'  the  Count  D'Estaing  is 
about  to  pursue. 

"  Fi):^t,  P>eeausc  the  expedition  against  Rhode  Island  was  undertaken 
by  agreement  witli  the  Count  U'Estaing.  An  armj'  has  been  collected, 
and  immense  stores  brought  together,  for  the  reduction  of  the  garrison ; 
all  of  whicli  will  be  liable  to  be  lost  sliould  he  depart  with  his  fleet,  leave 
open  the  harbor  for  the  enemy  to  receive  reenforcements  from  New  York, 
and  sliips  of  war  to  cut  oil" communication  with  tlie  main,  and  totally  pre- 
vent the  retreat  of  the  army. 

"  Sccondhj,  Because  the  proceeding  of  the  fleet  to  Boston  can  answer 
no  valuable  purpose;  as  the  injury  it  has  received  can  be  repaired  much 
sooner  here  than  at  Boston,  and  the  vessels  secured  against  a  superior 
naval  force  much  better  liere  than  there. 

"  TliinUij,  Because  there  is  the  most  apparent  hazard  in  attempting  to 
carry  round  Nantucket  Shoals  those  ships  which  are  disabled,  and  will,  in 
all  probability,  end  in  the  total  loss  of  two  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty's 
ships  of  war. 

"  Fourthhi,  Because  the  taking  of  dismasted  ships  out  of  port  to  receive 
their  masts,  instead  of  having  their  masts  brought  to  them,  is  unwar- 
ranted by  precedent,  and  unsupported  by  reason. 

"  Fifthhj,  Because  the  honor  of  the  French  nation  must  be  injured  by 
tlieir  fleet  abandoning  their  allies  upon  an  island,  in  the  midst  of  an  expe- 
dition agreed  to  by  the  Count  himself.     This  must  make  such  an  uufavor- 
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able  inipressioii  on  the  minds  of  Americans  at  large,  and  create  such  jtal- 
ousies  between  them  and  their  liitherto  et^teemed  allies,  as  Avill,  in  a  gre;it 
measure,  frustrate  tlic  good  intentions  of  his  Jlost  Christian  Majesty  auU 
the  American  Congress,  who  have  nuitiially  endeavored  to  promote  tlie 
greatest  harmony  aud  conlidence  between  the  French  people  and  t!ic 
Americans. 

'^  SixClthj,  Because  the  apprehension  of  Admiral  Byron's  being  upon  the 
coast  Vvith  a  superior  fleet  is  not  well  founded,  as  it  wholly  arises  from  the 
report  of  the  master  of  a  British  merchantman,  who  says  lie  Avns  told  by 
the  '  Greyhound'  frigate  that  Admiral  Byron  was  spoken  with,  the  '.Mth  of 
June,  ofl'  the  Western  Islands:  aud  accounts  from  iMigland,  up  to  the  24th 
of  June,  mentioned  nothing  of  his  Iniving  sailed:  and  more  than  eiglit 
weeks  liaving  elapsed  since  this  fleet  was  said  to  be  near  the  "Western 
Islands,  aud  no  accounts  having  been  had  of  their  arrival  in  any  part  of 
America,  it  is  evident  that  this  relation  nnist  be  false.  As  to  the  captains 
of  two  French  ships  supposing  that  they  had  discovered  a  tliree-decker,  it 
is  possible  that,  in  the  thick  weather,  they  may  have  been  deceived.  But, 
even  if  they  are  not,  it  is  by  no  meaus  evident  that  this  ship  belonged  to 
Byron's  fleet:  and,  even  if  it  did,  it  only  proves  that  his  fleet  has  been 
separated,  and  must  rendezvous  in  some  place  before  they  can  act;  of 
which  the  French  fleet  cannot  fail  to  have  timely  notice,  aud,  before  it  is 
probable  they  can  act,  the  garrison  may  be  easily  reduced. 

"  tSeventhlij,  Eveu  if  a  superior  fleet  should  arrive,  the  French  fleet  c-in 
be  iu  no  greater  safety  at  Boston  than  at  Bliode  Island.  It  cau  as  easily 
be  blocked  up  in  the  former  as  the  latter  place,  and  be  much  easier  defended 
in  the  latter  than  in  the  former. 

'■'■  Eiijhthhj,  The  order  said  to  be  received  from  the  King  of  France,  for 
his  fleet  to  retire  to  Boston  iu  case  of  misfortune,  cannot,  without  doing 
injustice  to  that  wise  and  good  juonarch.  be  supposed  to  extend  to  the  re- 
moval of  his  whole  fleet,  in  the  midst  of  an  expedition,  on  account  of  au 
injury  having  h;ii>pcncd  to  t\vo  or  three  of  his  ships. 

"  Mitthli/,  Because  even  though  the  facts  pretended  were  fully  proved, 
and  it  became  necessary  for  the  fleet  to  proceed  to  Boston,  yet  no  possible 
reason  can  be  assigned  for  the  Count  D'Estaing's  taking  with  him  the  land 
forces  which  he  has  on  board,  and  which  might  be  of  great  advantage  in 
the  expedition,  and  of  no  possible  use  to  him  at  Boston. 

"  We  therefore,  for  the  reasons  above  assigned,  do,  in  the  most  solemn 
manner,  protest  against  the  measure,  as  derogatory  to  the  honor  of 
France,  contrary  to  the  intentions  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty  and  the 
interests  of  his  nation,  aud  ilestructive  in  the  highest  degree  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  United  States  of  America,  aud  highly  injurious  to  the  aHiauce 
formed  between  the  two  nations." 

Under  date  Trovidence,  September  8th,  following  the  retreat,  General 
Sullivan  wrote  to  Washington  in  reference  to  the  foregoing  Trotest,  as 
follows : 
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"I  liavf;  tlic  pleasure  to  inform  your  Excellcncj',  tli.at,  tliough  the  first 
struggles  of  passiou,  on  so  important  a  tlisappointment,  -were  scarcely  to 
be  restrained,  yet,  in  a  few  days,  as  it  subsided,  I  found  means  to  restore 
the  former  harmony  between  the  American  and  French  oflicers  of  the 
army.  The  Count  D'Estaing  and  myself  are  in  the  same  friendship  as 
heretofore.  Tlic  reason  of  the  protest  has  been  explained  to  him,  and  he 
is  uow  perfectly  satisfied,  lie  has  otlered  to  come  on  with  his  land  forces, 
and  do  everything  which  I  may  request  of  Idm  and  his  troops;  but  the 
step  lias  become  unnecessary. 

"The  reason  of  drawing  the  protest  was  this:  The  Count  himself 
Avished  to  remain  with  us,  but  was,  by  his  captains,  overruled  in  council. 
Toliavc  deviated  from  the  advice  of  his  council  would  liave  been  attended 
■with  ill  consefjuences  to  him,  incase  of  misfortune.  It  was  supposed  tliat 
the  protest  might  justify  him  in  taking  the  part  agreeable  to  his  own  sen- 
timojits  and  those  of  the  cooperating  army." 

That  Lafayette  should  have  withheld  his  signature  from  the  paper  was 
natural.  D'Estaing  was  a  relation  and  friend,  and,  as  can  readily  be  sup- 
posed, did  not  wish  to  place  himself  on  record  as  censuri'jg  him.*  Look- 
ing back  through  the  vista  of  a  century,  the  student  of  JJevolutiouary  his- 
tory will  be  strengthened  in  his  belief  that  but  for  the  untoward  pertina- 
city of  D'Estaing's  olllcers  in  insisting  upon  his  withdrawal  of  his  fleet  to 
Boston,  the  battle  on  ]ihode  Island  would  virtually  have  terminated  tlie 
war  for  Independence.  In  1779,  the  Count  was  engaged  in  the  siege  of 
Savannah,  where  he  was  twice  wounded  After  serving  in  America,  he 
commanded  at  the  taking  of  Grenada,  became  a  member  of  the  French 
Assembly  of  Xotables,  and  April  29th,  1793,  fell  a  victim  to  the  guillotine. 

*"It  is  as.-eitctl  tliat  D'Kstuiug  was  ilij-liked  by  liis  oflicvrs,  not  on  account  of  personal 
considerations,  but  from  tlie  fact  lie  liarl  been  a  land  olficcr,  and  they  considered  it  an 
affront  tliat  lie  was  placed  over  them.  They  therefore  cast  every  impediment  in  his  way, 
Where  opportunities  were  presented  in  which  he  nii^ht  gain  jiersonal  distinction." — Los- 
ting's  Field  livolc  of  the  Jlevoltitiun.  i.,p.  G60  n.

COMMITTICE   OX    GENEALOGICAL    liESEARCIIES. 


The  Committee  on  Geuealogic:il  Ecscarclies  beg  leave  to  report  tliat  the 
very  small  amount  of  interest  whicli  was  clioiteel  on  the  part  of  mcnihcvs 
of  the  legislature  by  the  very  considerable  effort  made  two  years  ago,  and 
the  general  depression  in  business,  and  the  exceptionally  large  expendi- 
tures being  made  by  the  State  on  tlie  Court  House  in  Providence,  and  at 
the  State  Farm,  liave  deterred  them,  so  far,  from  making  any  further  cflbrt 
in  the  same  direction. 

Hoping,  however,  that  at  some  time,  not  far  distant,  more  favorable  cir- 
cumstances may  surround  ns,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  suggest  for 
your  consideration  some  action  upon  the  following  basis  : 

First,  that  one  or  more  persons,  (members  of  the  Society  or  otherwise.) 
interested  in  the  subject,  sliall  be  enlisted  in  each  city  or  town,  who  will 
transcribe  into  alphabetical  lists  all  the  genealogical  data  which  can  i)e 
obtained  in  such  city  or  town,  whether  from  the  registers  of  such  cily  or 
town,  or  from  the  church  records,  where  any  exist,  or  from  the  cemeteries, 
or  from  Bible  records  in  the  possession  of  indi\iduals,  or  any  other 
sources. 

Second,  that  though  such  work  must  be  engaged  in  as  a  labor  of  love, 
in  case  of  puljlication  such  labor  shall  liavc  full  acknowledgment  by  tlie 
names  of  the  persons  employed  being  accredited  with  its  performance  in 
the  most  complete  and  careful  manner. 

Third,  that  the  legislature  be  appealed  to  to  publish  at  the  expense  ol 
the  State,  each  year,  so  much  of  this  work  as  may  be  prepared  for  pubU- 
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cation,  until  the  work  is  complete,  and  to  suppl^v  each  citj'  or  town  clerk's 
ofllce  Avitli  a  copy,  so  that  a  resident  of  anj'  locality  may  have  ready  access 
•to  the  whole  genealogical  material  existing  in  the  State. 

Your  Committee  caiinot  doubt  that  an  appeal  to  the  enterprise  and 
public  spirit  of  the  young  men,  and  possibly  young  ladies,  in  all  parts  of 
the  State  would  be  responded  to  with  the  utmost  alacrity.  Except  in  a 
few  of  the  large  towns,  the  labor  would  not  be  onerous,  Ncwpoi't  being 
already  done.  Providence,  probably,  would  make  almost  half  the  work, 
coming  down  to  1850,  when  compulsory  registration  was  established. 

Your  Committee  also  believe  that  it  cannot  be  dhlicult,  with  proper 
etl'ort,  to  convince  the  legislature  of  the  propriety  of  their  action  in  the 
matter.  Could  this  plan  be  carried  out,  instead  of  being  tlie  most  diflicult, 
laborious,  expensive  and  discouraging  pursuit  in  the  world,  Genealogical 
iuqiiiiy  would  be  simple  and  easy,  and  capable  of  much  greater  approach 
to  pi'ecisioii;  and  your  Committee  believe  that  nothing  could  so  much 
redound  to  the  credit  of  Thode  Island  as  the  initiation  of  a  system  which 
would  immediately  commend  itself  for  imitation  to  other  States.

The  Committee  on  rublications,  to  wliicli  was  referrocl  the  priiitiiiir  of 
the  valuable  papers  by  Henry  C.  Dorr,  Esq.,  upon  the  history  of  I'rovi- 
dcuce,  read  before  the  Society  ou  several  occasions,  report  tliat  tlicy  have 
conferred  with  ]\Ir.  Dorr  on  tlic  subject. 

The  proposal  of  the  Society  to  print  tlic  papers,  in  whicli  is  embraced  a 
more  detailed  account  of  tlio  early  settlement  of  Providence,  and  of  its 
progress  during  tlie  eighteenth  century,  tlian  is  to  be  found  elsewhere,  met 
with  a  favorable  response  from  Mr.  Dorr.  But  the  series  is  not  yet  tinislied. 
Mr.  Dorr  will  continue  them  during  tlie  present  winter,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  when  completed  they  will  l)e  placed  at  the  disposal  of  tlie 
Society. 

The  slietch  of  the  life  and  times  of  Samuel  Gorton,  read  before  the 
Society  by  the  lion.  George  A.  Brayton,  is  well  worthy  preservation  in 
the  publications  of  the  Society. 

The  manuscripts  known  as  the  Foster  papers,  which  are  now  in  a  shaiM- 
to  be  consulted,  deserve  examination.     Judge  Foster  was  a  careful  collec- 
tor, and  it  is  believed  that  among  liis  papers  will  be  found  letters  and  docu- 
ments tliat  deserve  a  place  in  the  Society's  publications.

MEMORIAL  OF  RING  PHILIP  ON  MOUNT  HOPE. 


Soon  after  tlic  conunenioratioii  of  (he  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
dcatli  of  King  Thilip  it  was  proposed  by  Ucv.  Dr.  Caswell  that  the  place 
of  King  Pliilip's  deatli  shonkl  be  marked  by  a  boulder,  iuscribcd  with  his 
name.  At  the  quarterly  meeting,  October  3d,  1S76,  Dr.  Alexis  Caswell, 
Dr,  George  L.  Collius,  and  Hon.  Samuel  ^Y.  Church,  of  Bristol,  were 
appointed  a  Committee  for  this  purpose,  and  a  subscription  of  .$105  was 
subsequently  obtained,  principally  by  Mr.  William  G.  Williams,  to  meet 
the  expense.  .A.fter  the  death  of  Kev.  Dr.  Caswell,  Mr.  William  J.  Miller, 
of  Bristol,  Dr.  William  F.  Channing,  and  Prof.  J  L.  Diman  were  added 
to  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  found  that  there  were  no  suitable  boulders  on  or  near 
Mount  Hope  to  move  to  the  "  Micry  Swamp,"  where  King  Philip  met  his 
death,  or  to  its  immediate  margin.  Having  full  authority  from  the  Society, 
the  Committee  therefore  separated  the  objects  originally  proposed;  first 
selecting  a  boulder  on  the  top  of  the  Mount,  cutting  therein  a  recess  about 
two  feet  square,  until  a  plain  surface  was  obtained,  and  marking  thereon 
iu  bold  letters,  this  inscription  : 

"KING  PHILIP. 
August  12,  1070.    0.  S." 

The  boulder  was  a  breccia  containing  (juartz  pebbles  and  very  liard  to 
cut.     Second,  the  Committee  placed  beside  the  Cold  Spring,  on  a  cemented 
foundation,  a  massive  granite  block,  Aveighing  probably  two-thirds  of  a 
14 
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ton,  witli  rough  sides,  bevelled  edges  and  smooth  top,  sloping  like  a  desk, 
bearing  the  following  inscription  : 

"In  the  IVHcry  Switnip,  IGG  feet  W.  S.  W.  from  this  Spring,  uccordini,' 
to  tradition,  King  Philip  fell,  August  12,  IGTfi.     0.  S." 

*'  This  stone  phieed  by  the  Khode  Island  Historical  Society,  December, 
1877." 

The  Cold  Spring  is  itself  one  of  the  landmarks  of  Mount  Hope,  and  on.' 
of  the  jnincipal  feeders  of  the  Sliery  Swamp,  (spelt  Mi  cry  in  the  old 
deeds).  The  stream  runs  out  from  under  the  bank  of  the  comparatively 
smooth  terrace  at  the  Avestern  foot  of  ]\Iount  Hope.  This  terrace  is  the 
natural  route  for  a  future  road. 

Tradition  and  liistory  both  point  to  the  place  assigned,  — namely,  the 
intersection  of  a  northerly  line  from  the  grove  where  King  Philip  camped, 
with  the  overflow  of  the  Cold  Spring,— as  the  spot,  or  very  nearly  the 
spot,  of  his  death.* 

»By  request  of  the  Society  tlic  following  liistorioal  note  has  been  picparcd  l)y  Mr.  Wil- 
liam J.  Miller,  of  Bristol: 

NOTE.—It  is  well  known  that  Captain  Benjamin  Church,  the  bold  and  successful  "  Indian 
fighter,"  commanded  tlic  expedition  that  surprised  tlic  Indians  at  Jtount  Hope  on  tlio 
morning  of  the  12th  of  August,  1G7G,  and  whicli  resulted  in  I'liilip's  deatli.  In  Chun  liN 
"Eutcrtaining  I'assages  relating  to  I'hilip's  War,"  tlie  plaf-eof  tlic  Indian  encanipnicnt  i-< 
described  as  "a  little  spot  of  upland  tliaf  was  in  the  south  end  of  the  Jliery  Swamp  ji'^t 
at  the  foot  of  tlie  Blount,  which  was  a  spot  of  ground  that  Captain  Church  wa^  wi  II 
acquainted  with."  The  Indian  "  shelter  was  open  on  that  side  next  tlie  swamp,  built  so  on 
purpose  for  the  convenience  of  flight  on  o'ccasion."  AVheii  the  Indians  discovered  tli;il  th.' 
Englisli  were  upon  tlieni  they  fled  into  the  swamp,  "  and  I'hilip,  the  foremost,  who,  ^t:l^t• 
ing  at  the  first  gun,  *  *  *  ran  as  fast  as  lie  could  scamper,  *  *  *  and  directly  \\\m\\ 
two  of  Captain  Church's  ambush.  They  let  liim  come  fair  within  shot,  wlien,  the  I'.njili^li- 
in.in's  gun  failing  to  go  off,  he  "  bid  tlie  Indian  fire  away,"  and  the  latter  shot  I'hilip  ihroujjii 
the  heart.  "  He  fell  upon  his  face  in  the  mud  and  u-aier,  with  his  gun  under  liiin."  1 1"' 
Indian  "ran  with  all  speed  to  Captain  Church  and  informed  him  of  his  exploit,  who  com- 
manded  him  to  be  silent  about  it,  and  let  no  man  more  know  it,  until  they  had  drove  thi' 
swamp  clean;  but  when  they  had  drove  the  swamp  tlirongh  and  found  the  enemy  liail 
escaped,  or  at  tlie  least  the  most  of  tliem,  and  the  sun  now  up,  and  so  tlie  dew  gone,  tluit 
tliey  could  not  so  easily  track  them,  the  wliole  company  met  togetlier  at  the  place  trherf  tUf 
enemy's  nif/lit  shelter  was;  and  tlieu  Captain  Church  gave  tliem  the  news  of  I'liibp  » 
death,"  and  "  ordered  liis  body  to  be  pulled  out  of  the  mire  on  to  the  upland." 

Hubbard,  and  other  contemporary  wrilers,  make  mention  of  a  severe  drought  along  tli-' 
New  Kngland  coast,  during  the  month  of  Augnst,  107G.  Tiie  growing  "  corn  curled  in  the 
fields,"  it  was  said,  for  lack  of  moisture.  This  being  tlie  case,  it  is  probable  that  (hirt  «  «' 
no  water  in  the  swamp  when  I'hilip  was  killed,  e.vcept  the  overflow  from  "  Cold  .•■pniip. 
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The  work  above  described  luis  been  thoroughly  and  durably  done  under 
the  superintendence  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Tinglcy,  who  made  no  charge  for  his 
own  time.  The  expenses  were  necessarily  increased  l:)y  the  very  bad 
transportation,  at  all  seasons,  between  Bristol  and  Mount  Hope. 

The  amount  of  subscription  was  $105,  with  C3  cents  interest  accruing 
in  the  Treasurer'^  liands.  The  total  cost,  included  in  the  receipted  bill  of 
the  Tingley  Marble  Co.,  is  §10:5.33,  leaving  a  balance  of  .§2.29  cents  iu  the 
treasury'.

This  we  know  has  boon  tho  condition  of  tlio  swamp,  on  one  or  two  occasions,  in  a  very  dry 
time,  within  tliC'iKUl  tliirty  years.  And  tliis  liistorical  fact  goes  far  to  wants  fi.xing  the 
spot,  as  the  spring  is  near  the  southern  end  of  the  swamp. 

So  iniicli  for  history. 

In  lOSO,  four  years  after  tlie  close  of  the  war,  four  merchants  of  Boston  purchased  that 
part  of  Jlonnt  Hope  neck  wliicli  liad  been  comlenined  by  I'lyniouth  Colony  as  "con(iuered 
territory,"  and  hiid  out  the  township  of  Bristol.  Among  the  lirst  settlers  was  Captain 
Uenjaniin  Clnircli,  who  built  a  house  and  resided  in  ]'>ristol  probably  more  than  twenty 
years.  It  is  natural  to  suppose  that  the  early  settlers  would  be  interested  to  know  the  spot 
where  so  renewed  a  warrior  as  Thilip  fell;  and  that  Captain  Church  would  take  pride  in 
pointing  it  out.  And  further,  tliat  this  important  incident  would  be  kept  in  remembrance 
from  generation  to  generation.  Somewiiere  about  ir05.  Doctor  "William  Bradford  became 
a  resident  of  Bristol.  At  tliat  time  tliere  must  have  been  persons  living  in  I'.ristol  who 
remembered  Captain  Church  as  a  resident.  As  Doctor  Bradford  (afterwards  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  one  of  the  two  Senators  w  ho  first  represented  this  State  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States)  was  the  great-grandson  of  Major  William  Bradford,  who  commanded 
the  combined  I'lymouth  and  Bay  forces  in  I'hilip's  AVar,  we  may  well  assume  that  he  would 
feel  a  dee))  interest  in  the  tr.idition,  and  would  acquaint  himself  with  the  spot.  Governor 
Bradford  purchased  the  Jlount  Ho[)e  estate,  and  after  the  close  of  the  "NVar  of  the  Revolu- 
tion resided  on  the  farm  where  Tliilip  fell,  and  <lied  tliere  iu  lSOt>.  Governor  Bradford's 
son  .John  inherited  the  fai-m  from  his  father,  and  it  is  through  John's  youngest  son  Wil- 
liam, who  wa^  born  and  reared  upon  tiie  farm,  that  the  tradition  comes  to  us.  He  points 
out  the  spot,  and  says,  —  "  tliis  is  the  place  where  my  father  always  told  me  Thilip  fell." 

I  will  only  add,  in  conclusion,  that  as  this  presumably  direct  tradition  as  to  the  spot  is 
In  accord  with  history,  we  may  reasonal)Iy  accept  it  as  reliable.

ing  the  grounds  was  $759.58,  and  for  the  gate,  lantern,  gas  fixtures,  paint- 
ing, and  all  other  items,  $78.4-1,  making  a  total  of  $838.02,  of  which  $'17."» 
was  received  from  individual  contributions,  and  $10.3.02  from  the  funds  of 
the  Society. 

ISAAC  II.  SOUTinVICK, 

For  the  Cummitl<c. 

January  15,  1878. 
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Amos  \V.  Snow,  son  of  Bcnjaniin  and  Anstis  G.  Snow,  was  boru  in 
rrovidcncc,  and  died  March  30Ui,  1877,  in  the  seventy-third  year  of  his 
age.  He  for  a  number  of  years  was  engaged  in  business  on  \yestniinster 
street.  October  24th,  184G,  he  was  elected  a  director  in  the  City  Bank  in 
Providence,  and  continued  in  that  position  until  January,  IS7+,  when  he 
declined  a  rci-leclion  XovcinI)cr  2tth,  1840,  he  was  elected  Cashier  of  the 
same  Bank,  the  duties  of  which  ofhce  he  discharged  with  scrupulous  fidel- 
ity until  January  13th,  18CG,  when  he  retired.  lie  wa.'~  elected  Alderman 
in  ISGfl,  and  served  in  that  ofTice  until  1873.  From  1871  to  the  close  of  his 
term  of  service  he  was  President  of  the  Board.  During  his  connection, 
with  municipal  affairs  he  held  positions  on  various  important  committees. 
His  fine  qualities  of  heart,  and  his  sterling  business  integrity  gained  for 
him  the  universal  respect  of  his  fellow  citizens,  and  liis  death  was  as  widely 
lamented.  ^Ir.  Snow  wiis  interested  in  the  objects  of  this  Society,  and 
was  elected  a  member  in  1871. 

"Joiix  LoTiiuoi'  MoTLKY,  the  eminent  historian  and  diplomatist,  died 
of  paralysis  on  the  2tUh  of  May,  1877,  at  Kingston-lvussell  House,  Dorset- 
shire, England,  the  residence  of  his  sou-iu-law,  ?ilr.  Algernon  Sheridan. 

"Mr.  ISIotley  was  born  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  April  15th,  1814.  He  re- 
ceived a  careful  education,  and  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1831,  the 
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youngest  member  of  liis  class.  His  college  course,  it  is  said,  though 
highly  creditable,  gave  little  iudicatiou  of  his  future  career.  One  of  his 
classmates  has  described  his  appearance  in  the  loctu re-room  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  English  Literature,  as  he  stood  with  broad  Byronic  collar  turned 
back  from  his  throat,  eloquently  declaiming  passages  from  'Childo 
Harold'  or  '  Mazeppa.'  It  seemed  unlikely  then  tliat  this  cntluisiastic 
youth  would  develop  into  the  close  student  of  history,  and  devote  his  life 
to  laborious  research  iu  the  musty  records  of  the  past. 

"After  leaving  college  Mr  Motley  went  to  Germany,  and  spent  two  years 
at  the  Universities  of  Berlin  and  Gottingcn.  At  the  latter  he  became 
acquainted  with  Bismarck.  After  com])leting  his  studies  at  the  German 
ULivcrsities,  Mr.  Motley  spcut  some  time  in  the  south  of  Europe,  chielly 
in  Italy.  On  retuiniing  home  he  began  the  study  of  law,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  IS3G.  But  he  preferred  literature  to  law,  and  gave  little 
attention  to  his  profession.  Ilis  first  litcrar}'  venture  was  unsuccessful. 
It  was  a  novel  called  'Morton's  Hope;  or,  the  Memoirs  of  a  Young  Pro- 
vincial,' and  was  published  in  1839.  The  public  received  it  coldly,  and  it 
was  soon  forgotten. 

"In  1840  Mr.  Motley  was  appointed  .Secretary  of  Legation  at  St.  relers- 
burg.  Life  at  the  Russian  capital  possessed  so  few  attractions  for  him 
that  he  retained  tlie  i)osition  a  few  mouths  only,  and  then  returned  to  this 
country.  The  most  noteworthy  result  of  his  sojourn  in  St.  Betersburgli 
was  a  remarkable  essay  on  Peter  the  Great,  which  appeared  in  the  Xinlli 
American  Etvicu',  and  attracted  consideraljle  attention.  For  several  years 
thereafter  Mr.  Motley  devoted  himself  assiduously  to  study,  writing  occa- 
sional essays  and  reviews.  In  1849  he  published  another  unsuecessl'ul 
novel,  called  'Merry  Mount:  a  llomance  of  the  Massachusetts  Colony." 
The  failure  of  two  essays  iu  the  fie.d  of  liction  liad  the  happy  elluit  of 
turning  Mr.  Motley's  attention  to  historical  researches.  He  became 
deeply  interested  in  the  histor}-  of  Holland,  and  began  writing  his  ■  Ki.-^e 
of  the  Dutch  Republic'  After  making  considerable  progress  in  the  work, 
be  found  that  the  necessary  material  was  not  within  reach  on  this  side  oi" 
the  Atlantic,  and  accordingly,  in  ISol,  he  sailed  with  his  family  for 
Europe,  where  he  began  a  searching  investigation  in  libi'aries  and  public 
archives.  His  discoveries  soon  convinced  him  of  the  inadeijuacy  of  his 
former  sources  of  information.  Casting  aside  what  he  had  already  written, 
be  devoted  himself  to  several  j'cars  of  research  and  com[)ositon  at  the 
Hague,  and  in  Berlin  and  Dresden.     In  18oG  his  work  appeared  in  London 
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and  New  York.  Its  success  was  immediate.  It  was  reprinted  iis  Englisli 
at  Amsterdam,  where  a  Dutch  translation  was  also  made,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  historian  Bakhuysen  van  den  Brink,  who  prefixed  an  intro- 
ductory chapter.  A  German  translation  appeared  atLeipsic  and  Dresden ; 
and  a  French  translation,  with  an  introduction  by  Guizot,  was  published 
at  Paris  in  1859.     The  work  has  also  been  translated  into  Russian. 

•'  The  hi,;^h  reputation  achieved  in  this  work  was  amply  sustained  in  '  The 
History  of  the  United  Netherlands,  from  the  Death  of  William  the  Silent  to 
the  Twelve  Years'  Truce,'  the  first  two  volumes  of  which  appeared  in  1800. 
Tlie  following  year  ]\lr.  Motley  was  appointed  by  Tresident  Lincoln  min- 
ister to  Austria  At  Vienna,  most  brilliant  and  most  frivolous  of  Euro- 
pean capitals,  his  literary  standing  was  of  little  service  to  him  His  most 
intimate  friends  among  the  aristocracy,  who  admired  his  fine  social  quali- 
ties and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  intricacies  of  court  etiquette, 
know  nothing  of  his  achievements  in  literature.  In  1807  appeared  two 
more  volumes  of  his  '  United  Netherlands.'  The  same  year  he  resigned 
his  position  as  minister.  In  18C0  Mr.  IMotley  was  appointed  by  President 
Grant  minister  to  England,  with  instructions  to  begin  a  more  energetic 
prosecution  of  the  Alahavia  claims.  He  was  recalled  the  following  year, 
and  was  succeeded  by  General  Schenck. 

"  On  being  relieved  from  diplomatic  duties  Mr.  Motley  received  a  cordial 
invitation  from  the  Queen  of  Holland  to  visit  that  country  as  the  guest  of 
the  royal  family.  The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  he  once  more  resumed 
the  favorite  studies  which  liad  been  too  long  neglected  in  the  service  of 
the  country.  In  lS7i  he  publislied  'The  Life  and  Death  of  John  of 
Barneveld,  Advocate  of  Holland,' — a  work  which  met  with  general  favor 
in  this  country  and  in  England.  Unused  to  idleness,  be  immediately  began 
a  work  on  a  history  of  the  '  Thirty  Years'  AYar,'  in  which  lie  had  made 
considerable  progress  when  his  labors  were  interrupted  by  death.  !Mr. 
Motley  was  confident  that  this  history  would  rank  as  the,  most  important 
of  his  works.  It  is  certainly  a  great  loss  to  literature  that  lie  did  not  live 
to  complete  it." — George  W.  Ciirtis,  in  Ila.pers  Weekly. 

Mr.  Motley  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  this  Societj'  in  1873, 

"SVji.i.iAM  P.  IxATimoNi:,  son  of  Joshua  and  ^Yaite  (Kilton)  Rathboue, 
was  born  in  Providence  May  Sd,  1793,  and  died  June  21st,  1877,  in  the 
cightietli  year  of  his  age.  He  received  his  education  at  difterent  schools 
in  Ins  native  city.  He  engaged  in  business  as  a  merchant,  from  which  he 
retired  in  1851.     During  the  period  of  liis  business  life  he  lived  much  at 
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the  South.  Possessing  n,  very  retentive  memory,  lie  fcnind  grc;it  plensiiro 
ill  reading,  and  was  well. informed  in  the  various  departments  of  Englisli 
literatuic.  By  diligent  study  he  boeanie  a  good  French  scholar,  and  for 
recreation  road  worlds  of  fiction  in  tliat  language.  His  home  attachments 
■were  strong,  and  his  happiest  hours  were  spent  in  the  Ijosom  of  his  family. 
He  was  fond  of  nature,  and  found  instruction  in  her  varied  operations. 
Similar  fondness  extended,  in  a  marked  degree,  to  dumb  animals,  llis 
sense  of  justice  was  keen,  and  his  sympathies  for  the  poor  were  strong. 

Mr.  Katlibone  was  thrice  married;  first,  in  1827,  to  IJuth  A.  Leonard,  of 
Taunton,  ]\Lass. ;  second,  in  1840,  to  F.  A.  Leonard,  of  Augusta,  Me. ;  and 
tliird,  in  18")8,  to  Kuth  E.  Hall,  of  Norton,  Mass.  There  were  born  to  him 
by  tliesc  alliances  eleven  children,  tliree  of  wliom  survive. 

Mr.  Katlibone  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  iu  IS  10. 

Benjamin  B.uviok  Howi.anu,  only  sou  of  Henry  and  Susan  Baker  How- 
land,  and  nephew  of  the  late  venerable  John  Ilowland,  of  Providence,  was 
born  iu  Newport,  II.  I  ,  December  llfh,  1787,  and  died  in  tiie  place  of  ins 
nativity,  October  20th,  1877,  at  the  age  of  ninety  years.  He  was  descended 
in  direct  line  in  the  sixth  generation  from  John  Ilowland,  wlio  arrived 
with  the  Mayflower  Pilgrims  at  Plymoutli,  December  22,  1020.  The  Ilow- 
land genealogy  is  furtlier  traced  to  "John  Howland,  of  London,  citizen 
and  Salter,"  who  Avas  born  about  1515,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.,  and 
who  married  into  the  family  of  the  Marquis  of  Tavistock,  afterwards  Duke 
of  Bedford. 

"  Mr.  Ilowland  received  what  education  he  was  able  to  obtain  from  John 
Fraser,  tlie  Scotchman,  a  well-known  character,  and  Robert  Rogers,  wlio 
found  in  Benjamin  a  very  apt  scholar.  In  those  days,  however,  people  in 
ordinary  circumstances  could  not  afl'ord  to  keep  their  children  at  school 
until  they  were  men,  as  is  often  now  the  case,  and  Mr.  Howland  at  a  coin- 
pai'atively  early  age  was  on  the  lookout  for  some  means  whereby  he  could 
act  an  independent  part,  and  having  early  evinced  a  taste  for  painting,  he 
devoted  all  his  spare  time  to  that  occupation.  AYhile  he  cannot  be  said 
to  have  been  an  accomplished  artist,  it  can  with  truth  be  afllrmed  that  some 
of  his  portraits  were  very  true  to  life,  and  notably  among  these  may  be 
mentioned  that  of  a  a  noted  character  named  Charles  Teke. 

"Another  portrait  painted  by  Mr.  Howland  was  that  of  Charles  Gyles,  liin 
predecessor  in  the  oflice  of  Town  Clerk.  Mr.  Ilowland's  works  of  thi>* 
kind  were  not  confined  to  Newport,  for  he  has  painted  many  pictures  of 
persons  who  lived  iu  Pawtucket  and  Providence. 
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"  For  some  time  Mr.  Ilowkiud  dcvotocl  liimself  to  painting,  making  a 
modest  living.  Subsequently  he  embarked  in  the  commission  business 
with  AVilbur  Eddy  for  a  partner,  but  the  enterprise  was  not  a  success. 
Misfortune  came,  and,  what  to  him  was  a  bitter  experience,  he  failed  to 
meet  his  obligations.  His  creditors,  however,  kuew  him  Avell,  and  were 
certain  tliat  he  would  pay  if  ever  he  was  able.  Their  estimate  of  his 
sterling  honesty  was  not  a  mistaken  one,  for  he  never  rested  until  he  had 
paid  every  cent  of  his  indebtedness,  and  then,  and  not  until  then,  did  he 
feel  himself  a  free  man. 

"About  this  time  Mr.  Ilowland  married  Miss  Phoebe  Greene,  and  he  had 
born  to  him  three  daughters,  all  of  whom  lived  to  be  a  source  of  comfort 
to  him. 

"  After  a  brief  service  as  Secretary  of  the  Rrarine  Insurance  Company, 
in  September,  1825,  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Charles  Gj'lcs,  resigned  his  oflicc 
on  account  of  ill  health.  Mr.  Howlnnd  was  elected  to  till  the  position,  and 
then  commenced  what  proved  to  be  a  most  extraordinary  career,  for  he 
occupied  places  of  trust  under  the  town  and  city  governments  for  no  less 
a  period  than  fifty  years.  For  many  years  he  had  his  oflice  in  the  south, 
end  of  his  residence.  It  was  fated  up  in  a  somewhat  curious  manner, 
antiquities  adorning  slielves,  etc.,  j'et  everything  was  neatness  itself: 
This  continued  a  very  long  time,  for,  in  fact,  the  business  of  the  Town 
Clerk  did  not  demand  a  very  spacious  oflice  until  the  real  estate  business 
of  Newport  began  to  be  somewhat  lively,  and  then  Mr.  Ilowland  had  his 
permanent  quarters  at  the  City  Hall.  In  addition  to  Town  Clerk,  he  held 
the  oflice  of  Clerk  of  Probate,  and  on  the  re-chartering  of  Newport,  he 
continued  to  hold  the  positions  of  City  and  Probate  Clerk.  This  amalga- 
mation is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that,  under  the  law,  Town  Councils 
are  Courts  of  Probate,  consequently  the  Town  Clerk  was  also  Probate 
Clerk,  and  upon  Newport  again  becoming  a  city,  the  two  offices  were  not 
separated.  Here  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  thiire  is  little  doubt,  that 
with  one  exception,  IMr.  Ilowland  was  the  best  probate  lawyer  of  any  time 
during  his  life,  if  not  in  the  history  of  Pliode  Island.  The  exception 
referred  to  was  the  late  Judge  Albert  G.  Greene,  of  Providence,  whose 
superior  in  probate  law  was  not  to  be  found. 

"One  thing  which  materially  aided  Mr.  Ilowland  in  getting  through  a 
large  amount  of  work  was  the  rapidity  with  wliich  he  could  write.  lie 
invariably  used  a  quill,  aud,  with  this  would  write  very  quickly  a  clear 
and  distinct  hand,  such  as  could  be  read  by  any  one  who  could  read 
writing. 
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"In  all  his  dculings  as  Town,  City  and  Probate  Clerk,  Mr.  Ilowland  was 
ever  rejiarded  as  a  most  obliyiii^i:  man.  As  might  naturall}-  be  suppo.-vd, 
his  attention  was  repeatedly  di-awn  from  his  work,  bnt  his  rejilics  to  the 
numerous  questions  of  a  day  were  always  made  with  a  cheerfulness  thai 
under  the  circumstances  was  somewhat  astonishing.  Fortunately,  how- 
ever, he  possessed  a  remarkable  memory,  and  this  enabled  him  to  reply  to 
many  queries  without  reference  to  the  authorities  or  records. 

"  After  forty  years' .service  IMr.  llowland  voluntarily  retired  from  the 
oflice  of  City  Clerk,  but  at  the  organization  of  the  City  Government,  he 
consented  to  continue  as  rrol)atc  Clerk.  This  ollice  he  held  until  the  year 
1875,  when  he  declined  being  a  candidate.  Previous  to  this  the  City 
Council  desiring  to  compliment  the  venerable  Clerk,  passed  a  resolution 
a.skiug  liim  to  get  a  photograph;  and  subse()uently  appointed  a  committee 
to  request  him  to  sit  for  a  painted  portrait  to  l)e  hung  in  tliir  Aldermen's 
chamber. 

"  The  work  was  entrusted  to  an  artist  named  Friedman,  Avho  succeeded 
in  producing  a  very  excellent  likeness.  The  portrait  now  hangs  over  the 
Mayor's  chair,  and  it  would  ahnost  appear  as  if  the  venerable  man  was 
gazing  down  upon  the  very  seat  where  he  performed  the  duties  of  clerk 
for  such  a  vast  number  of  years. 

"Thus  closed  an  honorable  and  useful  career  of  fifty  years  of  pulilic 
service.  In  recognition  of  his  seiwices  a  gold  medal  was  presented  him, 
on  one  side  of  which  was  a  facsimile  of  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  on  the 
other  was  the  following  inscription  :  '  The  city  of  Newport  to  Benjamin 
B.  Ilowland.  A  testimonial  for  faithful  public  services  to  Newport  during 
a  period  of  fifty  years.     1876.' 

"Early  in  life  he  was  a  member  of  the  Old  Guards,  and  also  of  the  New- 
port Artillery  Company.  Soon  after  the  incorporating  of  the  Newport 
Savings  Bank,  he  was  elected  Secretary,  and  continued  as  such  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  From  the  year  1853,  when  the  Newport  Historical 
Society  was  first  organized,  he  held  important  ofllces  until  last  year,  when 
he  resigned  the  position  of  Secretary,  and  at  the  same  time  vacated  that 
of  Keeper  of  the  Southern  Cabinet  of  the  Ivhode  Island  Historical  Society. 
He  delivered  several  discourses  before  the  local  Historical  Society,  antl  all 
indicated  deep  research.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  those  on  '  The 
Streets  of  Newport,'  'History  of  the  Schools  of  Newport,"  and  'King 
riiilip  of  Pokanoket.' 

"For  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  of 
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•which  he  was  a  deacon.  lie  was  an  intense  reader,  storing  liis  mind  with 
tlie  very  best  works.  He  had  a  taste,  whicli  he  industriously  indulj^ed, 
fur  anti(iuarian  research,  and  witli  him  many  very  important  facts  rehitive 
to  Newport  liave  departed,  and  it  is  a  pity  tliat  lie  was  never  induced  to 
put  them  on  record.  In  temperament  he  ■svas  quiet  and  unassnmiuLT,  cheer- 
ful, and  fond  of  a  pleasant  joke.  He  was  a  dcvont  Christian,  and  departed 
in  peace."— [Condensed  from  a  notice  by  "F.  G.  n."iu  tlie  rrovidence 
Journal. 

]\Ir.  llowland  succeeded  Mr.  Stephen  Gonld  as  Cabinet  Keeper  of  the 
Southern  Department  of  this  Society  in  July,  1S2!1,  and  held  the  oflice 
until  1835.    lie  was  a.uiain  clectt'd  in  18.'38,  and  resigned  January  10th,  1S77. 

Chap.i.ks  Augustus  Niciioi.s,  son  of  Moses  and  Abigail  Nichols,  was 
born  in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  died  in  Providence,  October  2Ith,  1877,  in 
tlie  fifty-second  year  of  his  age. 

"  He  was  immediately  responsible  for  the  administration  of  large  estates, 
left  partly  by  the  late  decease  of  Governor  James  Y.  Smith.  Mr.  Nichols 
was  at  the  head  of  a  singularly  happy  and  devoted  family,  and  leaves  all 
his  children  immature,  and  one  almost  an  infant.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Uhode  Island  Bar,  and  if  he  did  not  practice,  owing  to  his  engage- 
ments as  a  manufacturer,  he  was  yet  in  deep  and  almost  poetic  sympathy 
with  the  objects  and  character  of  the  law  as  a  profession.  He  was  a  very 
clevout  communicant  of  the  Central  Congregational  Church,  intimately 
connected  with  the  Sunday  School,  and  ever  active  in  the  promotion  of 
every  interest  connected  with  the  church  and  the  school.  ]\Ir.  Nichols' 
father  and  mother  are  still  li\ing'to  mourn  the  unseasonable  loss  of  their 
beloved  and  dutiful  son.  He  was  a  warm  lover  of  true  art,  of  elegant  lit- . 
crature,  of  everything  noble  and  good  and  true  and  beautiful.  He  was  in 
the  habit  of  devoting  his  leisure  hours  to  the  more  refined  pi'oblems  of 
practical  botany,  and  so  successful  was  he,  that  for  a  long  time  he  pre- 
sided over  the  deliberations  of  the  Horticultural  Society.  Mr.  Nichols 
liad  travelled  a  great  deal,  and  was  in  the  habit  of  nientiouing  with  par- 
ticular satisfaction,  that  he  had  walked  around  all  the  best  known  lakes  of 
England.  But  his  general  sympathies  were  with  his  own  country,. and  he 
took  an  enlightened  and  vivid  interest  in  its  politics.  As  a  member  of  the 
City  Council  and  State  Legislature  he  connected  himself  with  nearly  every 
progressive  measure  there  proposed,  frequently  in  advance  of  public  opin- 
ion. He  served  on  the  School  Committee,  where  he  intei'csted  himself 
greatly  in  the  introduction  of  drawing.     It  was  he  who  first  iutroduced 
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Dr.  Eimnier  in  this  city,  principally  for  the  purpose  of  fostcrin;?  genuine 
art  love  and  sound  criticism.  The  same  love  of  progress  Mr.  >;icliul> 
revealed  when  he  was  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  Provi- 
dence Athenaeum.  He  was  fond  of  society  and  all  social  refinements, 
possessed  of  means  to  gratify  his  tastes,  and,  humanly  speaking,  at  the 
beginning  of  a  splendid  and  uoble  career.  Failing  health  induced  luni  to 
take  a  voyage  to  Europe,  but  he  returned  home  without  having  deiived 
any  permanent  benefit  therefrom.  Then  he  was  cut  oil' by  the  same  invisi- 
ble hand  in  whose  guidance  he  placed  his  religious  trust,  and  all  his  hopes 
and  plans  and  expectations  have  come  to  naught.  Tliere  is  something 
indescribably  sad  and  mournful  in  this.  Nor  can  it  be  questioued  that  Mr, 
Nichols'  death  is  an  irreparable  loss  to  this  city,  for  the  very  reason  that 
he  represented  the  most  advanced  principles  of  public  polity.  Such  men 
cannot  be  spared,  lie  never  hesitated  to  express  his  convictions,  even  at 
the  expense  of  popularity,  and  he  was  a  man  of  very  decided  and  utterly 
independent  convictions.  But  no  one  ever  questioned  the  moral  charac- 
ter, the  purity  of  purpose,  the  nobility  of  soul,  the  generosity,  the  reline- 
ment,  the  culture  of  Mr.  Nichols.  And  now  it  is  all  over;  but  his  remem- 
brance is  sweet;  the  messages  which  he  lias  left  behind  him  arc  fragrant, 
and  the  fruits  of  his  heart  and  hand  are  still  with  us,  silent  reminders  of  a 
pure  man,  lessons  of  mourning  and  yet  of  joy.  And  the  end  of  all  is 
peace."— Pcot;f(:?c»ce  Evening  Press.

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SPECIAL  MEETING. 


PKOvmENCE,  January  22,  1878. 

A  meeting  was  held  tliis  evening  at  the  usnal  liour,  Vice 
President  Allen  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  being  excused  from  reading  the  record  of 
the  last  meeting,  announced  for  the  Librarian,  who  was  nec- 
essarily absent,  two  donations, —  one,  an  original  letter  from 
Major-General  Heath  to  Major  John  Spurr,  presented  by  Mr. 
John  Spurr  Ormsbee  ;  the  other,  a  deposition  of  liev.  Nehe- 
miah  Walker,  dated  1738,  ])reseiited  by  some  person  to  the 
Secretary  unknown. 

The  Secretary  also  read  letters  from  Prof.  Asa  Bird  Gardi- 
ner, and  ^NLijor-Ger.eral  George  W.  Cullum,  accepting  cor- 
responding membership,  and  expressing  thanks  for  the  honor 
thus  conferred  on  them. 

The  lit.  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Clark,  D.  D.,  then  read  a  care- 
fully prepared  and  highly  interesting  paper  on  the  Incas  of 
Peru,  illustrated  by  photographs. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  paper.  Professor  Jenks,  of  Brown 
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UnivcM'sity,   exhibited  and   explained   various   specimens    of 
Incas  pottery,  and  other  manuiactures. 

After  remarks  by  Yicc  Prei^ident  Allen  and  Dr.  Parsons, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  for  two  weeks.  The  attendance 
was  large  and  the  interest  was  sustained  till  a  late  hour. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  unanimously  voted  lo 
Bishop  Clark  and  Professor  Jenks,  for  the  rich  and  varied 
entertainment  of  the  eveninii:. 

General  Tevfik  was  announced  to  read  the  next  paper,  on 
the  evening  of  February  5lh,  to  which  time  the  meeting 
M'as  adjourned.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


Providence,  February  5,  1878. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  7|  o'clock,  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  read  the  recoid  of  the  last  meeting  and  al-^o 
a  letter  which  he  had  received  from  General  A.  A.  Hum- 
phreys, accepting  the  office  of  corresponding  member  and 
expressing  gratitude   for  the  honor  thus  conferred  on  him. 

The  Librarian  announced  the  donations  received  since  ihe 
last  meeting. 

The  paper  of  the  evening  was  then  read,  at  the  request  of 
Geueral  Teviik,  by  his  friend,  IMr.  Daniel  W.  Vaughan.  It 
was  a  brief  and  compact  statement  of  principles  and  customs 
that  prevail  in  the  Ottoman  Empire.  It  was  a  manly  appeal 
to  the  nobler  sentiments  of  our  nature  for  the  exercise  of 
justice  and  charity  in   pronouncing  judgments   upon   foreign 
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nations  and  cnsloms.  General  Tevfik  sliowed  how  easy  it  is 
for  straiiijjor.s  and  forciijners  to  mi^indije  and  belle  each  other. 
To  the  ancient  Greeks  all  foreign  nations  were  barbarians. 
Thongh  the  facilities  for  intercourse  have  of  late  tended  to 
dissipate  such  theories  and  produce  a  better  understanding 
among  tiie  children  of  men  throughout  the  globe,  some  dis- 
tinguished literati  have  been  found,  according  to  General 
Tevfik,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth  centur}',  endeav- 
oring to  carry  the  world  backwards.  ]Mr.  Freeman  and  his 
school  of  critics  were  shown  in  no  favorable  light.  With  the 
utmost  courtesy  to  a  Christian  audience,  General  Tevfik 
showed  the  claims  of  jNIussuImans  to  fair  nsage,  discounte- 
nancing any  attempts  to  put  down  the  Turks  by  falsifying 
and  maligning  their  I'eligion  and  govcrmnent.  The  paper 
was  received  with  marked  favor  by  one  of  the  largest  audi- 
ences ever  asseml^lcd  in  the  Cabinet. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  Yicc  President  Alleir 
complimented  the  candid  and  tiuthful  statement  of  General 
Tevfik,  gave  an  interesting  account  of  what  he  had  witnessed 
at  Constantinople,  and  then  called  on  ^Ir.  Periy,  the  Secre- 
tai-y,  to  read  a  letter  addressed  to  him  by  a  minister  of  the 
Bey  of  Tunis,  General  Heussein,  on  Mussulman  slavery. 
After  this  request  had  l)een  complied  with,  Mr.  Allen  moved 
that  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  General  Tevfik 
for  his  interesting  and  valuable  paper,  and  that  a  copy  be 
requested  for  the  archives  of  the  Society.  Prof.  Diman  sec- 
onded the  motion,  which,  after  some  pithy  remarks  by  the 
President,  was  unanimously  passed.  • 

Dr.  ITemy  E.  Turner,  of  Newport,  was  announced  to  read 
the  next  paper  on  William  Coddington.

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SPECIAL   MEETING. 


PkovidExNCE,  Febiuaiy  10,  1878. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  7|  o'clock,  Vice  riesi- 
dcnt  Allen  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  read  the  record  of  the  last  nxH-ting,  and  at 
the  request  of"  the  Librarian,  who  was  necessarily  ahjcnl, 
announced  the  donations  received  since  the  last  meeting. 

A  letter  was  also  read  from  Mi'.  Charles  Gorton,  inviting 
the  attention  of  the  Society  to  the  recent  discovery  on  the 
farm  of  Mr.  Horatio  X.  Angel! ,  in  Jcjhnston,  of  a  soapstone 
pottery  mannfactuiing  establishment  belonging  to  the  i)eriod 
of  the  a!)original  occupation  of  this  eonntiy.  Soapstone; 
pots,  evidently  designed  for  cooking  pui poses,  have  been 
brought  to  light  in  vaiious  states  of  progress,  and  ]\lr.  Gor- 
ton, who  has  m;ide  Indian  antiquities  and  character  a  spe- 
cialty, believes  that  much  light  M-ill  l)e  thrown  on  his  favorite 
studies  by  the  developments  on  Mi'.  Angcll's  farm. 

[The  following  particulars  concerning  ]Mr.  Angell's  dis- 
covery are  a])propriate  in  this  connection.  They  ai)peared 
in  the  Providence  Daili/  Journal,  February  21,  1878  :] 

"  Rhode  Island  lias  lony  been  a  favorite  liiintiug  j.n'ound  for  iiiineialo- 
glsts.  Geolo^'ists  say  that  tlie  State,  altliouiili  so  small,  contains  sjieei- 
mcns  of  almost  all  rocks,  from  the  oldest  known  to  tho'^e  of  comparatively 
recent  formation.  Many  of  the  rock  formations  of  the  State  have  been 
found  rich  in  minerals,  and  gold,  silver,  iron  and  copper  have  frequently 
been  fonnd.  Johnston  and  Cumberland  have  been  especially  the  prey  nf 
gentlemen  with  hammers,  and  more  than  once  a  bit  of  rock  has  been  the 
basis  of  golden  dreams.  Now,  however,  a  fresh  discovery  has  been 
111  tide. 

"  Early  in  the  present  month  Mr.  II.  X.  Augell,  of  this  city,  while  quarry- 
ing about  a  ledge  in  Johnston,  came  upon  what  appears  to  have  been  an 
Ibdian  manufactory  of  dishes.  Let  no  one  suppose  that  a  building  cquii>i'ed 
with  furnaces  and  furnished  with  tools  has  been  unearthed.  'J  lie  Indians 
who  roamed  over  the  Johnston  hills  were  delightfully  i>rimilive  in  their 
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iiianufactiiring  enterprises,  as  in  otlier  things.  Tlicy  made  tlieir  dislies  of 
soapstone.  Tlie  soapstono  bed,  the  existence  of  .which  has  liilherto  been 
unknown,  lies  between  two  shitc  ledges.  When  Mr.  Angcll's  workmen 
uncovered  the  bed,  it  was  about  six  feet  underground.  Attention  was  first 
attracted  to  it  by  finding  quantities  of  pnlveri/ed  stone.  Cart-load  after 
cart-load  was  cari'ied  away  before  anyone  liad  the  least  idea  Avhat  the  curi- 
ous substance  was.  At  last  the  workmen  came  upon  a  rock  so  curiously 
uneven  as  to  attract  attention  at  once.  The  whole  surface  of  the  rock  was 
covered  with  hollows  and  projections.  Qnantities  of  Indian  hammers  and 
axes  were  then  discovered,  and  then  the  truth  began  to  dawn  upon  the 
minds  of  the  explorers. "  The  soapstone  bed  was  about  twenty-five  feet 
wide,  and  it  was  cleared  oft"  as  rapidly  as  possible  for  fifty  or  sixty  feet. 

"In  the  space  thus  cleared,  one  sees  just  how  the  former  owners  of  the 
soil  shaped  their  rude  vessels.  The  soapstone  is  quite  soft.  The  adjoiu- 
ing  slate  is  very  hard,  and  it  could  not  have  been  very  difficult,  with  suit- 
ably shaped  pieces  of  slate,  to  cut  away  the  soapstone,  leaving  the  pro- 
posed vessel  solid,  of  course  bottom  side  up  on  the  rock.  Chipping  under 
the  projection  thus  formed,  room  was  gained  for  the  insertion  of  a  wedge, 
by  means  of  which  the  half-completed  dish  was  split  oil'  of  the  ledge.  It 
then  remained  to  hollow  out  the  inside,  which  appears  to  have  been  done 
by  means  of  sharp  stone  scoops.  When  the  spot  was  uncovered,  a  uuni- 
ber  of  stone  i)asins  were  lying  on  the  bed;  others  had  been  begun  and  not 
finished,  while  others  still  were  just  blocked  out  in  the  work.  The  stone 
axes  used  were  nearly  all  such  as  would  fit  naturally  to  the  hand.  There 
were  two  great  stone  hammers,  apparently  used  for  splitting  oft"  the  pro- 
posed dish,  when  the  outside  had  been  worked.  One  of  these  hammers 
would  weigh  nearly  if  not  quite  a  hundred  pounds.  It  appears  to  have 
been  hollowed  out  in  the  middle,  so  that  a  withe  could  be  bound  around  it 
and  used  as  a  handle  for  swinging  the  great  hammer.  Upon  noting  the 
ledge  more  closely,  it  was  seen  that  the  bed  of  soapstone  had  been  cut 
away;  that  is,  lowered  several  feet  below  its  original  height,  and  this, 
with  the  immense  quantities  of  pulverized  rock,  now  known  to  be  the 
soapstone  chippings,  that  have  been  carted  away,  shows  something  of 
the  vast  amount  of  work  which  has  been  done  at  this  bed.  In  the  small 
space  uncovered,  the  remains  of  something  like  one  hundred  and  fifty  cut- 
tings are  to  be  seen. 

"  This  curious  spot  is  situated  about  one  hundred  yards  north  of  the  Kil- 
lingly  Pike,  ou  what  is  known  as  the  Big  Elm  Tree  Farm.  It  is  about  an 
eighth  of  a  mile  beyond  the  Elm  House  or  Greek  Tavern.  Some  of  the 
more  perfect  vessels  liave  been  brought  away,  but  there  are  others  remain- 
ing, enough  to  amply  repay  a  visit  to  the  spot.  There  are  abundant  min- 
eral indications  for  those  wise  enough  to  discern  them.  Almost  every 
piece  of  rock  contains  copper,  many  of  them  sihcr,  and  some  are  said  to 
contain  gold.  There  is  a  large  vein  of  talc,  and  asbestos  is  found  in  con- 
siderable quantities  between  the  soapstone  and  the  slate. 

"A  hundred  yards  west  of  the  soapstone  bed  is  a  mineral  spring.     Mr. 
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Aiii^cll  discovered  it  some  time  ago,  and  lie  luis  put  in  a  reservoir  pipe  and 
a  piunp.  The  water  lias  been  unal^^zed  and  found  to  contain  no  hurtful 
properties,  while  it  is  said  to  have  medicinal  qualities  of  great  value.  It 
has  been  used  in  a  number  of  cases  with  the  best  results.  Uidike  most 
mineral  water,  this  is  very  agreeable  to  the  taste.  One  would  almost 
think  that  the  water  had  been  sweetened.  No  attempt  is  made  to  sell  the 
■water,  but  a  number  of  families,  including  one  or  two  in  this  city,  think 
so  highly  of  it  as  to  supply  themselves  at  considerable  trouble  with  drink- 
ing water  from  this  spring. 

"Altogether  there  is  considerable  to  interest  people  just  no\v  at  the  Big 
Elm  Tree  Farm.  A  road  has  been  constructed  from  tlie  highway  to  the 
ledge,  so  that  persons  wishing  to  visit  the  spot  can  drive  to  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  soapstone  bed." 

Dr.  Henry  E.  Turner,  of  Newport,  was  then  introtluced, 
who  read  an  elaborate  and  exhaustive  essay  on  the  life  uikI 
character  of  WiUiain  Coddington,  the  first  Governor  of  the 
Rhode  Ishmd  Coh)ny.  The  speaicer  said  that  Coddington 
had  been  rejjresented,  and  by  many  persons  I'egardcd,  as 
having  similar  claims  to  res[)ect  and  iionor  as  Kogcr  Wil- 
liams. In  vi(!W,  however,  of  facts  that  coidd  ncjt  be  gain- 
said, he  was  compelled  to  rank  Coddington  not  oidy  lower 
than  the  leader  in  the  Providence  Colony,  but  as  less  trust- 
worthy and  manly  tljan  his  colleagues  in  the  island  settle- 
ment. The  ficts  and  considerations  that  led  to  this  conclu- 
sion were  set  forth,  and  regret  was  expressed  that  no  brighter 
picture  coidd  be  presented. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  paper,  on  motion  of  Mr.  George 
T.  Paine,  Dr.  Tui'uer  received  the  thanks  of  the  Society  for 
his  very  interesting  and  instructive  discourse,  and  a  copy  was 
requested  for  the  archives  of  the  Society.  Pending  the  pas- 
sage of  the  resolution,  remarks  were  made  by  ^Messrs.  Allen, 
Paine,  Wales  and  Perry,  all  expressing  a  high  appreciation 
of  the  services  rendered  by  Dr.  Turner,  and  uttering  the 
hope  that  the  men  and  institutions  of  our  State  woidd  oflcnor 
engage  the  attention  of  the  Society. 

Hon.   Abraham  Payne  was  announcod   to   read   the  next 
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paper,  oil  the  5th  of  March,  to  which  time  the  meeting  was 
adjour  110(1.

Pkovidexce,  jNIarch  5,  1878. 

The  meetiiiir  was  called  to  order  this  evening  at  the  usual 
hour,  by  Yioe  President  Allen. 

After  Ihe  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  and 
the  annonnceinent  of  donations  received,  a  comnuiincatioii 
was  laid  before  the  Society  from  Mr.  Sidney  S.  Rider,  re- 
questing the  n^e  of  "two  old  copper  plates  of  the  colonial 
paper  money,  for  the  purpose  of  making  therefrom  fac-similes 
of  this  money,"  and  also  asking  permission  to  take  to  his 
home,  ibr  consultation,  the  tirst  and  second  volumes  of  the 
Providt-nce  Gazelle. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ilowland,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  loan  of  the  copper  plates  be  granted,  through  the  medi- 
ation of  the  Librarian,  and  that  :Mr.  IJider  have  pcrniissiou  to  consult  the 
Gazillcs  in  llie  Cabinet. 

Hon.  AI)raham  Payne  then  pronounced  a  thoughtful  and 
suggestive  discourse  on  "The  Blue  Laws  of  Connecticut," 
taking  tiie  ground  that  the  Connecticut  enactments  were 
strictly  in  accoid  with  the  spirit  of  the  lime,  and  were,  in 
fact,  no  worse  than  those  of  Massachusetts  and  New  York, 
and  even  of  England  and  Holland.  The  speaker  sought; 
neither  to  justify  nor  to  condemn  the  legislation  referred  to, 
but  rather  brought  forward  such  considerations  as  would  lead 
to  the  exercise  of  charity  in  pronouncing  judgment.  Spark- 
ling wit  and  overllowing  humor  charactreized  the  discussion, 
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often  bringing  home  to  the  listeners   lessons  of  pr;u-tic:il  wis- 
dom. 

Vice  President  Allen  expressed  his  appreciation  of  tli(^ 
cft'ort  of  Mr.  Pa^'nc,  adding  some  practical  ()I)scrvations  and 
an  account  of  what  he  had  witnessed  in  Connecticut. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Grosvenor,  Mr.  Pa3'ne  received  the 
thanks  of  the  Society  for  his  critical  and  entertaining  dis- 
course. 

After  the  announcement  that  Dr.  Charles  W.  Parsons 
would  give  the  next  paper,  oiu  the  U)th  instant,  the  meeting 
was  adjourned. 

The  meeting  was  numerously  attended,  every  available 
space  being  occupied  with  attentive  listeners.

PnoviDExcE,  April  2,  1878. 

The  quarterly  meeting  was  held  this  evening,  being  called 
to  order  at  a  quarter  before  eight  o'clock  by  Vice  President 
Allen.

Mr.  George  T.  Paine  reported,  in  behalf  of  a  Committee 
appointed  on  the  3d  of  Api'il,  1877,  an  Act  recently  passed 
by  the  Genei'al  Assembly,  as  follows  : 

"The  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  shall  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  tliis  Act,  have  and  establish  but  one  Cabinet  for  the  deposit  and  safe 
keeping  of  its  collections,  and  said  Cabinet  shall  be  located  in  the  citj'.of 
Providence." 

The  Constitution  of  the  Society  was  amended  to  conform 
to  this  change  of  the  Charter. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Paiue,  it  was  : 
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Voted,  Tliat  the  Comiiiitlce  appointed  April  3d,  1877,  to  take  in  clKiru'c 
the  propertj^  of  tlic  Society  in  tlie  liands  of  the  Cabinet  Keeper  of  tlic 
Southern  Dei)artinent,  are  hereby  autliorized  to  transfer  the  whole  or  any 
part  thereof,  as  may  to  them  seem  desirable,  to  the  Newport  Historical 
Society. 

The  office  of  Pi'ocuratoi'  vvns  established,  who.sc  duties 
shall  ho  to  solicit  donations  and  contributions  for  the  Society 
and  to  act  as  its  agent  in  his  district. 

The  Constitution  was  so  changed  as  to  require  the  annual 
meeting  to  be  held  on  the  second  instead  of  the  (hird  Tues- 
day in  January. 

The  numbering  of  the  sections  of  tlic  Coustitulion  was 
changed  to  conform  to  the  amendments  adopted  at  this  and 
other  meetings,  and,  in  conclusion,  a  vote  was  passed  a(h)[)t- 
ing  the  amended  Constitution,  and  appointing  ilr.  Paine  a 
Committee  to  attend  to  tlic  printing  of  live  hundr(>d  co[)ies  of 
the  amended  Constitution  and  Charter  of  the  Society. 

On  motion  of  Mr,  Paine,  it  w'as 

1,  Voted,  That  the  best  interests  of  the  Historical  Society  demand 
that  the  Cabinet  shall  be  kept  open,  and  that  the  person  engaged  for  that 
purpose  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  catalogue  the  collections  of  tlic  Society, 
and  i)erform  any  other  work  that  may  be  needed. 

It  was  also 

2.  Voted,  That  Messrs.  Allen, Paine  and  Ilowland  be  a  Committee  to  carry 
out  the  intention  of  the  above  resolution,  and  if  the  some  can  be  accom- 
plished for  six  months  at  an  expense  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  pay  said  bills  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  required. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Perry,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Committee  on  Publications  be  requested  to  examine  the 
Foster  Papers,  so  called,  and  report  to  the  Society  what  action  ought  to 
be  taken  in  reference  to  them. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Paine, 

Mr.  George  C.  Mason  was  appointed  Procurator  for  Newport;  Mr. 
Albert  Holbrook,  for  the  town  of  Lincoln;  Mr.  William  J.  Miller,  for  Bris- 
tol; Mr.  Erastus  Richardson,  for  Woonsocket;  and  Mr.  Henry  F.  Smith, 
for  Pawtucket. 
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The  Trcusurer,  with  Mr.  A.  B.  Dike,  was  appuiutea  a 
Comniitteo  with  authority  to  sell  the  iiuicls  of  the  Soeiety 
deposited  with  the  City  Savings  Bank. 

A  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice  President 
and  the  Librarian,  \Yho  were  appointed  on  the  3d  of  April, 
1877,  to  draw  up  and  recommend  such  rules  and  measures 
as  they  deem  needful  for  [)rcserving  and  utilizing  the  collec- 
tions of  the  Society,  were  instructed  to  report.

SPECIAL    MEETING. 


Providence,  April  16,  1878. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  this  evening  at  7|  o'clock, 
by  Vice  President  Allen. 

The  record  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  by  the  Secretary  ; 
donations  were  announced  by  the  Lil)rarian ;  and  letters 
were  laid  before  the  Society  from  Messrs.  John  Fitch  and 
Edward  F.  Delancey,  of  New  York,  and  from  General 
Heussein  Tevfik,  of  Constantinople,  accepting  the  olBce  of 
corresponding  membership,  and  expressing  a  desire  to  co- 
operate in  promoting  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

Dr.  David  King,  of  Newport,  was  then  introduced  and 
read  a  highly  interesting  paper  entitled  "Sketches  of  the 
Early  History  of  Newport."  Painfully  aware  of  the  stigma 
tliat  has  lested  on  the  character  of  the  tirst  Governor  of  Rhode 
Island,  Dr.  King  has  taken  great  pains  to  examine  original 
authentic  documents  that  relate  to  his  assumed  treacherous 
conduct,  and  gave  the  Society  in  this  paper  the  results  of  his 
investiiiationb  and  researches.     He  believes  Coddington  to  be 
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a  much  tibuscd  man,  more  sinned  against  tlian  sinning.  He 
regards  the  latter's  successful  efforts  to  be  appointed  Gov- 
ernor for  life  of  Aquidncck  and  Conanicut  rather  as  an  act  of 
patriotism  than  of  ambition  and  treachery.  The  course  of 
reasoning-  by  which  Dr.  King  reached  this  conchision  was 
followed  with  lively  interest  by  the  large  and  attentive  audi- 
ence. Coddington  was,  as  all  concede,  insti'umcntal  in  pre- 
venting these  islands  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  ambitious 
agents  of  the  unfriendly  Plymouth  Colony.  For  this,  all 
agree  that  he  deserves  and  should  receive  lasting  honor.  But 
when  he  became  ambitious,  making  the  necessities  of  the 
Colon}',  which  he  was  bound  to  defend,  an  occasion  of  i)er- 
sonal  aggrandizement,  the  inquiries  arise  :  Did  he  not  fall, 
Cajsar  like,  and  can  any  ait  of  rhetoric  wipe  the  stain  from 
his  name? 

Dr.  King's  generous  efforts  to  vindicate  the  honor  of  Cod- 
dington were  highly  appreciated  by  the  audience, and  received 
from  the  Society  a  unanimous  vote  of  thanks,  moved  by 
Prof.  Gammell,  who  sustained  the  views  presented  by  the 
lecturer  and  expressed  his  high  ap[)recialion  of  this  contri- 
bution to  our  local  historj'. 

Notice  was  given  that  the  last  [)aper  of  this  season  would 
be  read  on  the  30th  of  April,  by  Prof.  Asa  Bird  Gardiner, 
of  New  York,  on  the  Ehode  l.-^land  Line  in  the  Continental 
Army.

SPECIAL   MEETLNG. 


J'hovidence,  April  30,  1878. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening   at  the  usual  hour.  Vice 
President  Allen  in  the  chair. 
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After  the  reading  of  the  rccoi'd  of  the  hist  meeting  by  the 
Secretary,  and  the  announcement  of  donations  received  by 
the  Lil)rariaii,  Hon.  John  II.  Dartlett  presented  to  the  Soci- 
ety, in  behalf  of  Mrs.  Crawford  Allen,  the  original  journal 
kept  by  Dr.  Isaac  Sentcr  during  the  Que])ec  cam[)aign  of 
1775,  together  with  a  printed  copy  of  the  same.  ]Mr.  Bart- 
lett  stated  that  Dr.  Senter  was  a  surgeon  in  the  Continental 
Army,  and  was  afterwaids  President  of  the  lihode  Island 
Society*  of  Cincinnati,  and  that  the  donor  of  this  journal  is  a 
granddaughter  of  Dr.  Senter. 

On  motion  of  Col.  Wales,  iMrs  Allen  received  the  thanks 
of  the  Society. 

Prof.  Asa  Bird  Gardner,  LL.  D.,  of  West  Point,  N.  Y., 
then  read  a  paper  on  the  lihode  Island  Line  in  the  Continen- 
tal Army,  and  its  Society  of  Cincinnati.  The  paper  con- 
tained a  succinct  and  vivid  account  of  the  part  taken  by 
Rhode  Island  in  the  Revolutionary  stiaiggl.e  for  freedom,  from 
the  destruction  of  the  Gaspee  in  1772  to  the  disbanding  of 
the  army  in  1783.  It  set  forth  the  chaiacter  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Continental  regiments,  and  especially  of  their  oflicers  ; 
the  circumstances  under  which  the  former  were  raised  ;  where 
they  were  stationed  ;  the  engagements  in  which  they  took 
part,  and  the  changes  to  which  they  weie  subjected.  After 
noting  the  services  rendei'cd  1)3'  these  regiments,  due  honor 
\Yas  i)aid  to  the  Rhode  Island  Brigade,  which  was  organized 
for  home  defence.  Lastly,  a  brief  outline  was  given  of  the 
history  of  the  Rhode  Island  Society  of  Cincinnati. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading.  General  Edward  C. 
i\Iauran  made  a  motion  that  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  i)rc- 
sented  to  Professor  Gardner  for  the  valuable  contribution 
which  he  has  made  to  our  military  history,  and  that  a  cojn- 
of  his  pai)er  be  solicited  for  the  archives  of  the  Society. 
The   motion  was   seconded    by  lion.    John    R.  liartlett,  and 
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after  criticn]   and    conipliineiilniy  I'oiiiarks  b}'  Messrs.  Stone 
and  Allen,  the  resolution  was  unanimously  passed. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

need  ;  sf)me  By-Laws  of  the  Society  and  Regulations  lor  the 
use  of  the  Librarj^  and  asking  for  instiuction  in  regard  to 
what  disposition  should  be  made  of  the  du[)licates  of  the 
Society.  The  report  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  placed 
on  file. 

]Mr.  Southwick  made  a  verbal  report  in  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Grounds  and  Building.  The  report  was  accepted 
and  a  vote  was  passed  endorsing  the  action  of  the  Commit- 
tee in  exceeding  the  line  of  their  authority.

The  By  Laws  and  Library  Keguhitions  recommended  by 
the  Conuniltee  were  amended  and  ado])ted  as  follows: 

BY-LAWS. 

KULES    OV    OliDKK. 

Act  1.  At  all  meclhigs  the  presiding  oftlcer  sliall  take  tlie  cluiir  at  the 
time  appointed  in  the  notilication ;  and  the  records  of  the  preceding  meet- 
ing shall  then  be  read.  After  which,  at  all  Special  ^Meetings,  the  special 
business  for  wliich  the  meeting  was  called  shall  be  transacted;  and  at  all 
Eegular  llcctings  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 
1st.     The  Librarian  shall  make  his  report. 

2d.     The  Secretary  shall  read  any  counnunications  he  has  received. 
3d.     Unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeling. 
4th.     Keports  of  Committees. 
5t]i.     Kew  business. 
At  meetings  called  for  reading  of  papers,  the  reading  of  records  and  list 
of  donations  may  be  postponed  at  discretion. 

Act  2.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 


LIBRARY    REGULATIONS. 

Act  1.  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  .all  books,  tracts,  maps, 
manuscripts,  pictures,  portraits,  and  all  other  collections  of  the  Society. 
lie  shall  cause  to  be  made  and  shall  keep  exact  and  perfect  catalogues  of 
each  and  all  of  them,  doing  whatever  may  be  in  his  power  at  all  times  to 
preserve  and  increase  the  collection  under  his  care. 

2d.  He  shall  promptly  acknowledge  each  donation  that  may  be  made  to 
the  Lil)rary,  by  a  certificate  addressed  to  the  person  making  it. 

3d.  He  shall,  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  report  all  dona- 
tions made  to  the  Cabinet  and  Library  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  with 
the  names  of  the  donors;  and  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  present  a  state- 
ment of  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Society,  with  a  notice  of  the  im- 
portant accessions  to  its  collections  during  the  year. 

4th.  He  may  have  an  assistant,  not  necessarily  a  member  of  the  Society, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Society,  who  shall  aid  him  in  all  or  any  of 
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his  duties,  wlio  shall  also  aid  the  Secretary  in  any  of  liis  duties,  and  wIim 
shall  render  such  other  service  to  the  Society  connected  ^vith  its  Library 
aud  Cabinets  as  the  Society  may  direct. 

5th.  The  Librarian  shall  be  present  in  the  Library,  in  person,  or  by  liis 
assistant,  at  tlie  regular  hours,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  appointed 
for  keeping  it  open,  and  shall  endeavor  to  render  it  useful  to  all  who  may 
resort  to  it. 

Gth.  The  Committee  of  Publications,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  take  such  books  and  manuscripts  from  the  Library  as  they  may 
need  to  perform  the  duty  assigned  to  them  by  the  Society,  but  the  Lil)ra- 
rian,  or  his  assistant,  shall  make  a  record  of  whatever  is  taken,  and  as 
soon  as  the  volume  they  may  have  in  charge  is  published,  he  shall  require 
the  return  of  the  same  to  the  Cabinet. 

7th.  All  manuscripts  of  the  Society  shall  be  kept  under  lock  and  key, 
and  be  used  only  in  the  presence  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistant. 

8th.  Persons  not  members  of  the  Society,  if  engaged  in  historical  pur- 
suits, shall  be  allowed  to  consult  the  manuscripts  belonging  to  the  Society, 
provided  an  application  in  writing,  stating  the  object  of  the  enquiry,  be 
first  made  to  the  Librarian,  who  shall  make  a  record  of  the  same. 

9th.  No  manuscript,  and  no  part  of  a  manuscript,  belonging  to  the 
Society,  shall  be  copied  by  persons  not  members,  except  on  permission 
granted  by  the  Librarian,  after  an  application  in  writing  specifying  the 
manuscript,  or  part  thereof,  desired  to  be  copied,  has  been  referred  to  the 
Library  Committee,  and  by  them  approved;  and  if  any  manuscript  belong- 
ing to  the  Society  shall,  in  consequence  of  such  permission,  be  published 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  fact  that  it  was  obtained  from  the  Society  shall  be 
required  to  be  stated  in  its  publication.  But  nothing  therein  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  publication  of  naines,  dates,  and  other  chronological 
memoranda,  without  special  permission. 

10th.  No  maps,  newspapers,  books  or  maiuiscripts,  or  other  of  the  col- 
lections, shall  be  taken  from  the  Library,  except  by  vote  of  the  Society, 
or  by  the  provisions  of  Article  G  of  these  regulations. 

nth.  All  tracts,  books,  maps,  manuscripts,  and  other  of  the  collections 
of  the  Society,  shall  be  distinctly  marked  as  its  property,  and  any  such 
tract,  book,  or  other  article  presented  to  the  Society,  shall  be  marked  with 
the  name  of  the  donor,  and  the  date  of  the  donation,  and  recorded  as  his 
or  her  gift. 

12th.  The  Library  when  open  shall  be  open  on  week  days,  from  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  This  rule  is 
not  intended  to  include  legal  holidays.  The  Library  Committee  shall  have 
liberty  to  close  the  Library  at  their  discretion. 

13th.  Any  person  may  inspect  or  make  extracts  from  any  of  the  news- 
papers or  books  donated  to  the  Society  by  the  State,  or  placed  in  its 
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char^'c  byslatute,  or  by  special  vote  of  tlie  General  Assembly;  but  no  per- 
sons except  members  shall  be  permitted  to  make  any  extracts  from  any 
other  of  the  collections  of  the  Society.  Persons  not  members  may  exam- 
ine the  printed  books  and  newspapers  in  the  Library,  and  the  Librarian  or 
liis  assistant  will,  on  request,  make  extracts  therefrom,  for  the  person  ask- 
inixforthe  same,  on  payment  by  him  of  a  reasonable  fee  for  so  doing, 
wliich  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Society. 

Hth.     All  rules  and  regulations  inco)isistent  herewith  are  repealed. 

Tile  pliin  recommoncled  by  Ihc  Committee  for  securing 
hhelf  and  storage  room  was  cliseii.-setl.  and  laid  upon  the 
table. 

The  foUowing  resohition  was  passed  : 

JResolvcd,  That  all  members,  ollicers  or  committees,  that  have  any  of  the 
property  of  the  Society  in  their  possession,  are  hereby  instructed  to  return 
the  same  immediately  to  the  Cabinet,  tliat  a  full  and  complete  record  of 
the  same  may  be  made  by  the  assistant  Librarian. 

Messrs.  Stone,  Southwick  and  Allen  were  appointed  a 
Committee  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken  iu 
legard  to  duplicate  voluitjes,  pamphlets,  news[)apers,  etc., 
l)elongiug  to  the  Society. 

The  Connnittee  on  Gr(junds  and  Building  and  the  Library 
Committee  were  appointed  a  Joint  Committee  to  recommend 
and  report  to  the  Society  such  tiction  as  they  may  deem 
advisable  to  secure  the  needed  shelt"  and  storage  room. 

The  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Building  was  authorized 
to  expend  fifty  dollars  for  a  storage  case,  to  remain  in  the 
basement. 

John  Austin  Slevens,  Esq.,  the  Librarian  of  the  New 
York  Historical  Society,  and  K.  A.  Brock,  Esq.,  the  Libra- 
rian of  the  Yirginia  Historical  Society,  were  elected  corres- 
ponding members.

Pkoyidp:nce,  Octc)])or  1,  1878. 

The  qunrtcrly  meeting  of  the  Society  -was  held  this  even- 
ing, Vice  President  Alien  in  the  chair. 

The  recoid  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Librarian  reported  more  than  two  thousand  hooks 
and  pamphlets,  many  of  them  very  valuable,  received  since 
the  last  meeting. 

The  Committee  ap[)ointed  last  April  to  keep  the  Cabinet 
open  daily,  and  carry  forward  at  the  same  lime  the  work  of 
classifying,  aiianging  and  calalogning  the  manuscripts, 
hooks,  pamphlets  and  various  material  of  the  Society,  I'e- 
ported  progress  through  Mr.  Paine.  ]Most  gratifying  results 
■were  stated  to  l)e  manifest  at  a  very  leasonable  exj^ense. 
The  musty  and  dust}'  room  has  been  decidedly  changed  in 
its  general  aspect.  An  earnest  attempt  has  been  made  to 
reduce  confused  masses  of  historic  material  to  order.  The 
system  of  classifying  was  explained,  and  an  appeal  was  mnde 
for  autliority  to  carry  forward  the  work  so   lavorably  begun. 

After  further  ex[)lanation  and  some  discussion,  partici- 
pated in  by  ^Messrs.  Paine,  Southwick,  Allen,  Rogers,  and 
Perry,  the  report  of  the  C(jmmiltee  was  received,  and  the 
same  Conmiittee,  consisting  of  ^Messrs.  Alloi,  Paine  and 
Ilowland,  was  authorized  to  continue  the  work  for  which  it 
was  a[)pf)inted,  with  the  provision  that  the  expense  incurred 
for  the  next  six  months  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  d(jllai-s. 

Mr.  Southwick  i-eported  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Grounds  and  Building,  that  a  room  and  shelves  had  been 
provided  in  the  basement,  at  an  e.vpensc  of  less  than  lifty 
dollai's,  and  that  a  stove  was  to  be  set  up  to  prevent  injury 
to  the  Society's  documents  from  dampness. 
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The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Richmond  P.  Everett,  niacin  a  detailed 
statement,  showing  that  though  the  Society  is  possessed  of 
funds,  it  has  not  a  suipliis  of  read}- cash  to  meet  the  demands 
niadu  n[>on  the  treasury. 

In  this  connection  the  Secretary  read  a  paper  showing  that 
marked  progress  has  been  made  in  I'aising  I'unds  to  meet  the 
pressing  needs  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Stone  made  an  extended  rejiort  in  behalf  of  a  Com- 
mittee a[)pointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  decide  what  shall 
he  done  with  the  mass  of  duplicates  Ijclonging  to  the  Soci- 
ety. The  Committee  had  devoted  much  time  to  the  work 
assigned  it,  and  Mr.  Stone,  in  his  capacity  as  Librarian,  had 
sent  oil'  fifty  cases  of  duplicates  for  exchange  with  other 
Societies. 

'My.  Paine  offered  the  following  resolutions  in  behalf  of  the 
Committee  to  keep  the  Cabinet  f)ppn  : 

Jiesulved,  That  the  Librarian  sliall,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Library 
Committee,  exchange  such  of  tlic  publications  of  the  Society,  and  such  of 
tlie  duplicates  among  its  collectiou.s,  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  seem  to  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Jiesolved,  Tliat  the  Librarian  shall  report  to  the  Society  the  names  of 
the  societies  or  individuals  with  whom  lie  has  been  in  the  practice  of  ex- 
changing, and  shall  hereafter  keep  a  written  account  with  each  of  such 
exchanging  societies,  showing  what  books  shall  be  sent  to,  and  wliat  shall 
be  received  from,  each  person  or  society  so  exchanging. 

Ilesolvcd,  That  the  Library  Committee  shall  cause  a  complete  index  to 
be  prepared  of  the  vohnnes  of  manuscripts,  and  if  found  necessary,  tli.  y 
shall  permit  one  volume  at  a  time  to  be  taken  from  the  building,  and  to  be 
restored  before  anothei'  shall  he  taken. 

These  resolutions  were  discussed,  pro  and  con,  and  were 
passed;  nc>t,  however,  without  manifest  dissent. 

Mr.  A.  Y.  Jenks  recommended,  in  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Nominations,  the  ibllowing  persons  for  election.  Xlie 
report  was  received  and  the  persons  were  accordingly  elected.

The  meeting  waswcll  atteiKU'd,  aiitl  a  decided  interest  was 
manifested  in  its  proceedings.  The  announcement  was  made 
that  Hon.  Thomas  C.  Amory,  of  Boston,  will  read  a  paper 
before  the  Society-  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  November,  on 
Some  of  the  Ancient  Historic  Houses  of  New  England. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  to  the  call  of  the  Secretary.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


Providence,  November  5,  1878. 

A  meeting  was  held  this  evening  at  7^  o'clock,  the  Presi- 
dent iii  the  chair. 

After  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,  the  Secretary  read 
the  record  of  the  last  meeting  and  letters  received  from 
Messrs.  Isaac  N.  Arnold,  John  Austin  Stevens,  II.  A.  Hu-e 
and  K.  A.  Brock,  accepting  the  office  of  corresjionding 
members  of  the  Society,  and  expressing  their  desire  to 
co-operate  in  the  ))romotion  of  historical  pursuits. 

The  Secretary  also  read  a  letter  from  our  respected  fellow- 
citizen,  Alexander  Oimc.an,  now  residing  in  England,  ])resiM)t- 
ing  to  the  Society  a  print  of  Washington,  made  in  the  year 
1780,  from  a  painting  by  Trumbull,  and  expressing  a  lively 
interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Society. 
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Hon.  ThoinasC  Amoiy,  of  Boston,  was  then  introduced, 
.-iiid  road  a  paper  entitled,  "  Some  of  the  Aneient  Historic 
Houses  of  New  England,"  to  an  audience  of  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen that  completely  filled  the  Cabinet. 

Opciiiii^^-  with  a  general  descripliou  of  tlic  country  and  the  character 
and  condition  of  the  Indian  natives  and  colonists,  and  the  style  of  their 
dwellings,  especially  the  more  pretentious  wigwams  of  tlie  native  chiefs 
and  sachems,  and  of  the  first  houses  built  by  the  Puritans  and  Pilgrims 
after  settlement  in  the  New  England  colonies,  with  a  detailed  description 
of  tlieir  form,  materials  and  mode  of  construction,  the  paper  treated 
mainly  of  some  of  the  most  conspicuous  and  celebrated  of  tliese  old  New 
England  homes  that  are  still  in  existence. 

Complete  and  minute  liistories  and  descriptions  were  given  of  the 
liouses  of  Matthew  Craddock,  fir=.t  Governor  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Company,  l.uill  at  Medford  in  1C:U;  the  -'Bond  House,"  built  by  John 
Norton,  at  Ip.-wieh,  about  the  same  time,  occupied  by  Norton,  and  after- 
wards by  Hichard  Saltonstall,  Avho  gave  Gofle,  the  regicide,  a  shelter  and 
liiding  phice  in  its  recesses;  the  "Fairbanks  House,"  at  Dedham,  built  l)y 
John  Fairljauks,  in  1037,  retained  in  the  mmily  ever  since,  and  now  occu- 
pied by  liis  descendants  in  the  seventh  generation ;  the  house  of  Captain 
John  Woodman,  in  Durham,  N.  II.,  now  occupied  by  his  descendants  of 
the  sixtli  generation,  one  of  the  ''gariison  houses  "  of  the  period,  tlie  lirst 
story  of  solid  white  pine  logs  a  foot  thick,  with  the  second  story  project- 
ing over  it,  with  loopholes  for  defence  against  Indian  attacks,  and  others 
like  it  at  Ilolliston  and  Newbury;  Edmund  Quincy's  house  at  Mount  Wol- 
laston,  built  in  1035;  the  parsonage  of  Ucv.  John  Hale  at  Beverly,  built  iu 
1GG4;  and  Hie  mansion  of  General  Sullivan,  at  Durham,  N.  II.,  built  in 
IToO. 

The  paper  also  gave  very  interesting  histories  of  the  "  Abbott  House," 
on  Abbott's  lane,  in  this  city;  the  Wickford  House,  called  "Pilchard 
Suiitli's  Castle,"  tlie  houses  of  Samuel  Gorton,  and  General  Greene,  at 
U'arwick,  iu  this  State,  and  several  other  remarkable  old  New  England 
liouies,  with  a  recital  of  many  interesting  incidents  and  events  in  the 
lives,  characters  and  times  of  tiie  former  occupants  of  these  old  dwellings, 
which  added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  Mr.  Amory's  exceedingly  graphic 
and  scholarly  historical  sketch. 

The  papi-r  elicited  warm  expressions  of  approbation  from 
numerous  memhors. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  on  motion  of  Prof. 
Diman,  a  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Amory  was 
|)as->ed. 
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Notice  \v;is  given  that  ]Mr.  Goorfrc  C.  ^Nlasoi),  of  Newport, 
would  lead  a  paper  on  tiie  l[hh  instant,  on  Gilbert  Stuait. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

Proa'iden'ce,  November  19,  1878. 

A  meeting  was  iield  this  evening  at  7.45  oVdoeic,  the 
President  in  the  ehair,to  hear  a  pa[)er  upon  "Gill)eit  Stuart, 
the  Painter,"  by  Geoi'ge  C.  Mason,  Esq.,  of  Newport. 

The  Cabinet  Keeper,  Rev.  E.  M.  Stone,  after  the  meeting 
was  called  to  older,  read  a  list  of  sixty  bound  volumes  and 
three  hundred  pamphlets,  eontributions  to  the  Society, 
received  since  the  last  meeting. 

George  G.  Mason,  Esq.,  was  then  introduced  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  proceeded  with  the  reading  of  his  paper,  whicli 
gave  a  full  histoiy  of  Gilbert  Stuart,  the  celebrated  painter 
of  the  \\"ashington  portraits,  from  his  birth  to  his  death,  and 
of  most  of  his  works. 

•  Gilbert  Stuart,  son  of  Gilbert  and  Elizabeth  Stuart,  was  born  in  a  house 
located  at  the  head  of  Petaquamscott  Pond,  in  tlic  "  Narragansett  Country." 
December  3,  IToo,  but  a  few  years  afterward  removed  witli  his  i)areiits  to 
Newport,  where  he  passed  his  early  life  and  developed  the  artistic  genius 
and  talents  which,  in  his  manhood,  gave  him  such  great  renown. 

Stuart's  first  teacher  was  an  English  artist  named  Cosmo  Alexauilor, 
who  came  to  Newport  in  1770,  when  Stuart  was  about  fifteen  years  of  age, 
gave  liini  instruction,  urged  him  to  go  to  England  to  study  the  profession 
he  had  chosen,  and  gave  him  letters  to  friends  there.  Stuart  sailed  from 
Boston  in  1775  in  the  last  ship  that  left  that  port  for  England  before  the 
Kevolntionaiy  war.  After  two  years  of  vicissitude  in  England  and  Scot- 
laud,  during  which  his  superior  musical  abilities  were  of  great  service  to 
him,  securing  him,  in  one  instance,  the  position  of  organist  in  an  lOnglish 
church  against  several  competitors,  he  returned  to  Loudon  and  became  a

pupil  of  Benjamin  "West,  the  great  American  painter,  then  at  the  height 
of  his  fame,  ^vhich  was  the  chief  motive  of  Stuart's  visit  to  England.  He 
soon  became  a  famous  artist  there,  and  painted  portraits  of  many  of  the 
nobility  and  gentry,  (of  which  a  full  account  was  given,)  which  brought 
him  both  fame  and  fortune.  In  17'J2  he  arrived  in  New  York  from  Dublin, 
Ireland,  and  was  cordially  received  as  an  artist  without  an  equal  in 
America,  returning  home  Avith  the  inspiration  that  the  great  work  of  his 
life  was  to  jjaint  the  portraits  of  Washington,  the  first  President,  and 
"  Father  of  Ids  Country." 

In  1704  lie  removed  to   rhilndclpbia,  and   took  a  liouse  on   Chestnut 
street,  where  he  painted  his  first  portrait  of  Wasliington. 

Tho  piiper  llioii  gave  a  full  and  very  interesting-  history  of 
his  arti.-tic  and  social  life  in  Philadelphia,  and  sul)se(juently 
of  the  many  celehiated  portraits  of  Washington  and  other 
distinguished  persons  which  ho  painted,  of  which  iNIr.  jNIason 
had  traced  out  ahont  six  hundred  as  the  original  works  of 
Stuait,  referring  among  others  to  the  full  length  picture  in 
the  State  House  in  this  city  and  Newport,  in  Fanueil  Hall, 
Boston,  the  well-known  original  portraits  of  AVashington  and 
his  wife  in  the  Boston  xVthenKum,  (from  which  Stuart  painted 
all  his  copies,)  and  the  portrait  belonging  to  Dr.  AVilliam  F. 
Channing,  of  this  city,  the  only  copy  iu  existence  showing 
the  lei't  side  of  "Washington's  face. 

Mr.  Mason  did  not  lini.sh  his  exceedingly  interesting  paper, 
but  concluded  his  reading  soon  after  nine  o'clock,  with  the 
remark,  that  it  was  too  long  to  complete  iu  one  eveuiug. 

Gilbert  Sluart  died  in  Boston,  in  July,  1828,  and  was 
interred  in  one  (tf  the  tombs  in  the  "  Old  Gianary  Burying 
Ground,"  on  Boston  Common;  and  in  October,  1828,  the 
first  exhibition  of  his  works  was  made  in  Boston  for  the 
benefit  of  his  family. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  John  R.  Bartlett,  it  was  voted  to 
extend  the  thanks  of  the  Society  to  Mr.  Mason,  for  his  able 
historical  paper,  with  the  request  of  a  cop}''  of  it  I'av  the 
archives  of  this  Societ}'. 
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On  motion,  the    meeting  was   then    adjourned,  to    meet  at 
the  call  of  the  Secretary.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


PKOvrDENCB,  L)eceml)er  3,  1878. 

A  meetinfj  was  held  this  evening,  beginning  at  a  quarter 
before  8  o'clock. 

After  the  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  meeting,  the 
President  of  the  Society  introduced  Hon.  Jolm.  11.  Baitlett, 
who  read  an  elaborate  and  learned  discourse  on  "The  Aryan 
Race,  its  Languages,  Literature  and  Migrations,"  to  an  audi- 
ence of  ladies  and  gentlemen  that  filled  the  Cabinet.  The 
following  is  an  abstract  of  Mr.  Bartlett's  paper: 

Tlic  AiTaii  Kacc  is  tliat  wliicli  has  hitherto  hcen  known  as  the  Inclo- 
Europcan  or  Indo-Gernianic  race.  Aryan  or  Arian  is  the  name  of  tlie 
people  given  them  in  the  oldest  Sancrit  writings.  The  Hindus,  descended 
from  thcni,  style  themselves  Aryans.  The  name,  fartherniore,  is  pre- 
served in  the  classic  Arii,  a  tribe  of  ancient  Persia;  Aria,  the  modern 
Herat,  and  Ariana,  the  name  of  the  district  which  comprehends  a  part  of 
ancient  Persia  and  Bactriaua.  It  is  also  preserved  in  Arian,  or  Iran,  the 
liame  of,modern  Persia.  The  district  iu  Asia,  now  occnpicd  by  nations 
and  families  descended  from  the  old  Aryans,  comprises  portions  of  Persia. 
Armenia,  Afghanistan,  and  the  northern  provinces  of  Iliudostan.  The 
exact  limits,  however,  cannot  be  given,  but  scholars  have  assigned  the 
district  lying  cast  and  southeast  of  the  Caspian  Sea  as  the  cradle  of  the 
race.  From  this  centre  the  race  extended  itself  westward,  so  that  the 
descendants  now  occupy  all  Europe,  excepting  only  the  Finns  of  the  north 
and  the  JIagyars  of  Hungary.  It  is  the  close  aflinity  between  the  lan- 
guages of  Europe  and  those  of  northern  India  and  Persia,  that  the  com- 
mon origin  of  the  nations  by  which  they  are  spoken  is  shown.  It  was 
long  believed  that  the  Sanscrit  was  tlie  mother  tongue  of  all  the  nations 
in  question,  but  recent  researches  have  shown  that  closely  as  these  lan- 
guages arc  allied  to  one  another,  no  one  of  the  nations, whether  now  existing 
or  historical,  can  claim  to  be  the  parent  of  them  all.     Philogists  now  agree 
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tliat  they  are  all  sisters,  springing  from  a  common  source  or  mollicr,  of 
wliicli  all  traces  have  pcrislied. 

Of  the  languages  spoken  -in  the  most  ancient  times,  where  tins  branch 
of  the  human  fi;mi]y  originated,  there  remain  traces  of  three  :  the  Sanscrit, 
the  Zeud,  and  the  old  Persian  of  the  Assyrian  cuneiform  inscri|)lions.  Of 
the  old  Sanscrit  there  has  been  preserved  a  copious  literature;  of  the 
Zeud  but  little,  and  of  the  Persian  nothing  but  what  we  find  on  the  monu- 
ments and  tablets. 

The  period  when  the  old  Aryans  lived,  who  spoke  these  languages,  but 
particularly  the  Sanscrit,  is  involved  in  doubt.  The  language  of  the  Vedas 
is  acknowledged  by  all  to  be  the  oldest  that  has  come  down  to  us.  Pro- 
fessor Whitney,  of  Yale  College,  assigns  these  ancient  books  to  the  period 
between  2000  and  1500  years  13.  C. ;  Professor  Max  Miiller.  to  the  period 
between  1500  and  1200  B.  C. ;  both  candidly  say  that  there  is  no  evidence 
by  which  we  can  tell,  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  within  oOO  years,  the 
period  when  they  were  composed. 

The  paper  then  gave  an  exceedingly  interesting  and  instructive  history 
of  the  ancient  .\ryan  race,  from  the  Sanscrit  of  the  Vedas,  (which  ante- 
dates the  classical  Sanscrit  from  a  thousand  to  fifteen  hundred  years),  as 
revealed  by  the  more  recent  and  generally  accepted  interpretations  of 
these  ancient  oriental  languages  by  modern  scholars ;  of  their  theology, 
literature,  laws,  and  social  habits  and  customs,  and  all  the  characteristics 
of  that  ancient  race  that  lived  in  the  vast  centuries  before  the  Christian 
era. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  which  riveted  the  iiUcn- 
tion  of  the  ninnerou.s  audience  for  more  than  an  hour,  on 
motion  of  Vice  President  Allen,  seconded  hy  Prof.  Ernst,  a 
unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was  [)assed  to  ]Mr.  Barllett  for  his 
interesting  and  instructive  discourse,  and  a  copy  of  the  same 
was  requested  for  the  archives  of  the  Society. 

Messrs.  Allen  and  Eruist  took  occasion,  while  commending 
the  industry  and  learning  of  the  lectui'er,  to  ofl'er  extended 
remarks  on  the  general  subjects  of  the  paper. 

Mr.  Allen  solicited  anew  the  <lonati(m  of  photographs  to 
be  inserted  and  preserved  in  the  Society's  Photographic 
Album,  and  attention  was  called  to  the  pictures  recently 
received  from  Mr.  Ah'xander  Duncan. 

After  the  announcement  that  Henry  C.  Dorr,  Esq.,  of  New 
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York,  would  read  (lie  next  pnper,  the  meeting  was  adjoiuned 
for  two  weeks.

A  mooting  was  held  this  evening  beginning  at  a  quarter  of 
8  o'clock,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

After  the  reading  of  the  record  of  the  last  meeting  by  (lie 
Secretary,  and  the  announcement  of  donations  received  by 
the  Librarian,  Eev.  E.  M.  Stone,  Henry  C.  Dorr,  Esq.,  of 
New  York,  read  a  pai)er  on  the  varied  relations  of  the  Plan- 
tations with  neighboring  tril)es  of  Indians,  particularly  the 
Narragansetts.  The  views  set  forth  in  this  paper  were  evi- 
dently the  result  of  extensive  and  laborious  research  among 
numerous  aulhentic  documents  of  the  Colonial  period. 

This,  the  sixth  of  a  scries  of  papers  read  by  Mr.  Dorr  before 
the  Society  within  a  few  years,  on  the  early  histoiy  of  the 
Providence  Plantations,  drew  together  a  numerous  audience, 
who  attentively  listened  to  the  reading  for  nearly  two  hours. 

The  characters  of  the  first  settlers  of  Providence  and  W'.n- 
wick  and  of  neighboring  contemporaneous  Indian  Ciiicfs 
were  portrayed  in  a  manner  fo  silence  all  boasting  of  ances- 
tral virtues  and  of  the  blessings  of  olden  times.  Black  coolrs 
predominated  in  ^Nlr.  Dorr's  pictures.  Our  founders  were, 
according  to  him,  men  with  sterling  virtues  and  marked 
eccentricities  and  foibles,  and  their  neighbors  of  the  aborigi- 
nal race,  disdaining  clothing  for  their  persons,  and  despising 
all  the  refinements  of  civilization,  scarcely  attained,  in  his 
view,  the  dignity  of  huuian  beings. 
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At  Ihc  conclusion  of  the  reading,  on  motion  of  Right  Rev. 
Thomas  M.  Clark,  seconded  l)y  Dr.  Henry  E.  Turner,  a 
unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Dorr,  for  his 
valuable  and  instructive  paper,  and  the  desire  was  expressed 
that  his  series  of  papers  lead  before  the  Society  might  be 
printed  for  the  pleasui-e  and  benefit  of  the  public. 

Vice  President  Allen,  as  Chairman  of  a  Committee  to 
secure  some  suit;il)le  monument  on  the  site  of  Slate  or  What 
Cheer  Rock,  reported  ii  plan  for  a  monument  called  to  his 
attention  by  Ilis  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  on  his  motion,  after 
the  announcement  that  Hon.  Abraham  Payne  would  give  the 
next  lecture  on  the  last  evening  of  the  year,  the  meeting  \Yas 
adjourned  to  the  evening  of  the  21st  instant,  at  7|  o'clock, 
J       '  to  discuss  the  plan  of  a  monument,  and  to  transact  such  other 

business  as  might  i)roperly  bo  brought  forward.

SPECIAL   ^^lEETING. 


I  Providence,  December  21,  1878. 

I  A    I)usiness   meeting  was   held    this  evening  at  7|  o'clock, 

\  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Ten  members  wore  present,  despite  the  severe  rain-storm 
and  the  bad  walking. 

The  Secretary  read  the  record  of  the  last  meeting,  and 
also  a  letter  from  Hiram  A.  Huse,  Esq.,  Librarian  of  the 
Vermont  Historical  Society,  accepting  the  office  of  corres- 
ponding member,  and  expressing  thanks  for  the  honor  con- 
ferred un  him  by  the  Society. 

The  President  then  laid  before  the  Society  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Superintendent  of  the  United  States  Coast  Sur- 
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voy,  sliiting  the  inipoitancc  of  n  correct  iionieuclatiire  of  the 
places  iilong  our  coast,  niu]  asking  the  assistance  of  llic 
Society  in  projicrly  (.Icsignaling  on  the  Govermncnt  Maps 
the  various  waters  and  places  within  the  lin)its  of  our  Slate. 
The  President  also  read  his  reply  to  this  cominunic  alion. 
These  papers  were  then  received  and  accepted,  and  referred 
to  ji  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Picsideul  and 
]Messrs.  Baillett  and  Beckwith,  with  authority  to  act  in 
l)ehalf  of  the  Society  as  requested. 

Vice  Pi-esident  Allen  then  exhibited  and  explained  the 
proposed  plan  for  a  moiuiment  at  What  Cheer  Kock,  setting 
forth  his  views  at  length.  After  a  free  interchange  of  senli- 
incnts,  the  I'ollowing  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

liesoh'Cd,  Thiit  we  approve  of  the  funii  and  the  material  of  the  looiiu- 
nieut. 

llesolvtd,  That  we  do  not  favor  havinjr  inscribed  on  said  nioiuinient  tlie 
names  of  the  religious  sects  that  have  prevailed  in  the  State. 

BesoJrrxl,  That  the  salutation  which  the  Indians  addressed  to  M'ilii-.ui.s 
at  Slate  T.ock,  together  with  the  date  of  the  same,  should  constitute  a  part, 
if  not  the  wliole,  of  the  inscription  on  the  monument  as  follows : 

"  What  Ciiekk,  Xetop." 

June,  IGoG. 

Beyond  this  expression  there  was  not  i)erfect  accord. 
Some  mendjcrs  would  lumoi-  the  nanjes  of  jNIassasoit,  Canon- 
icus  and  Miantonomo  with  a  i)lace  on  the  monmnent ;  some 
wish  to  see  there  the  names  of  \YiIliams  and  of  his  live  com- 
panions ;  and  some  the  words,  ''Soul  Liberty."  !Most,  how- 
ever, prefei'red  to  let  the  above  salutatimi  and  date,  standing 
alone,  suggest  to  the  beludders  of  the  monument  the  iirinci- 
ples,  the  men  and  the  events  designed  to  be  commemorated. 

A  Committee,  consisting  of  ^Messrs.  Allen,  Williams  and 
Diman,  was  appointed  to  iei)ret.eut  the  views  of  the  Society 
to  the  appropriate  Committee  of  the  City  Council. 

On  motion  of  ]\Ir.  Beckwith,  it  was 
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Voted,  Thnt  llic  services  of  the  janitor  be  cngiiged  at  our  meetings  held 
for  the  reading  of  papers. 

While  the  resolution  was  under  discussion,  some  pointed 
remaiks  wei-e  made  on  the  interruptions  and  annoyances  occii- 
siuned  b}'  late  comers,  most  of  whom,  it  was  observed,  arc 
not  memljers  of  the  Society.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 


PitoviDEXCE,  December  31,  1878. 

At  a  meeting  lield  this  evening-,  and  presided  over  by  the 
President,  Kcv.  C.  W.  Ernst  delivered  an  address  on  Afghau- 
i.-,tan  and  the  war  which  is  now  being  waged  in  that  country 
between  ihe  British  government  and  the  established  rulers  of 
the  land.  The  orator  began  by  producing  a  parallel  between 
Northern  Italy,  with  its  :MiIan  Cathedral  and  towering  Alps, 
and  the  historic  region  to  which  be  invited  attention.  The 
hand  of  Nature  in  deciding  the  destiny  of  these  two  regions 
was  clearly  shown.  As  Northern  Italy  stands  forth,  exciting 
our  admiration  by  its  grand  sceneiy  and  the  part  it  has  taken 
in  shaping  the  destiny  of  the  Italian  nation,  so  the  Punjaiib 
lias  remarkable  physical  features  and  has  played  a  [)art  iu 
human  history,  whose  importance  is  scarcely  to  b(!  over-esti- 
mated. The  mountains,  rivers,  climate,  productions,  defiles 
and  roads  of  Afghanistan  were  set  forthwith  remarkable  vivid- 
jiess.  The  lecturer  presented  :i  picture  of  the  men  whom  he 
termed  mountaineers,  rcsemljlingin  spirit,  character,  and  firm- 
ness of  muscle,  the  Highland  Scotch  and  the  Swiss,  whom  the 
arts  of  men  have  never  succeeded  in  i educing  to  hopeless 
bondage. 
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The  discourse  cont.-iiiied  :i  great  amount  of  iiiforniatidii 
whicli  it  is  dilGciilt  to  obtain,  was  calnil}-  and  eleaily  delivciid 
without  rccuiTcnce  to  notes,  and  received  the  undivided 
attention  of  llie  numerous  audience. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  adch'ess,  on  motion  of  ^Villiam  11. 
Weeden,  Esq.,  seconded  by  Rev  C.  A.  Staples,  the  thanks  of 
the  Society  were  juiauimously  voted  to  Rev.  Mr.  Ern^t,  for  iiis 
highly  interesting  and  instructive  address,  and  a  copy  of  the 
same  was  reque^ted  for  the  archives  of  the  Societ}-. 

Notice  was  given  that  the  annual  meeting  would  take  place 
on  the  14th  of  January,  and  that  the  next  paper  would  l)c 
read  before  the  Society  the  28lh  of  January.

Sheldon  to  the  Societ}-,  and  a  su|)eil)ly  ilhis- 
trated  volume,  entitled  :  "Newport  and  its  Collages,"  pre- 
sented by  George  C.  Mason,  Esq.,  of  Newport. 

A  unanimous  ^^ole  of  thanks  was  passed  to  ^^r.  Mason, 
for  his  very  valuable  and  generous  donation,  and  the  follow- 
ing preamble  and  resolutions,  drawn  up  by  Rev.  E.  ]\I.  Stone, 
were  adoi)ted  ; 
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AViir.iiKAS,  The  late  Miss  .^lary  A.  Sheldon,  did,  by  her  last  "Will  niul  Tcs- 
tanieut,  yive,  bequeath  and  devise  to  the  lihode  Island  Historical  iSoeiety, 
an  upright  clock,  made  by  lier  father,  the  late  Daniel  Sheldon,  of  this  city, 
in  consideration  of  his  having-  been  a  member  of  said  Society,  and  the 
fact  having  been  coniminiicated  to  the  Librarian  by  Mr.  James  IL  Mum- 
ford,  Jr.  2nd.,  Executor  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Mary  A.  Sheldon, 
therefore 

Nesolceil,  Tliat  this  Society  gratefully  accepts  the  bequest  as  a  specimen 
of  the  maker's  skill,  as  a  memento  of  a  higlily  respected  citizen,  Mhose 
heart-beats  on  earth  have  been  succeeded  by  a  peaceful  cycle  in  which  time 
i.s  not  counted,  and  as  an  expression  of  kindly  interest  in  the  objects  of 
this  Society  by  the  thoughtful  devisor. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  are  hei'eby  tendered  to  James 
n.  Mumford,  Jr.  2nd.,  Esq.,  for  the  cordial  manner  in  whicli  he  lias  dis- 
charged his  tiust  in  placing  the  aforesaid  clock  in  its  Cabinet. 

Besolvcd,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  fore- 
going resolutions  to  Mr.  Mumford,  and  that  the  same  be  also  entered  upon 
the  Society's  j'ecords. 

The  Trea.siirer  presented  bis  nnmial  report,  Avhich  was,  on 
motion,  referred,  despite  the  Treasurer's  i)rotest,  to  the  Audit 
Committee,  with  instruction  to  sec  that  the  Treasui-er  be 
dill}'  credited  for  interest  on  money  loiined  the  Society'  the 
past  3'ear,  or  that  may  be  loaned  tiie  Society  the  year  to 
come. 

A  ccjmniunication  was  read  from  the  Librarian,  who  was 
detained  at  hf)me  by  indisj)Osilion,  £iiving  a  summary  of  his 
annual  ropt)rt,  and  piomising  a  full  statement  at  a  future 
meeting. 

The    annual    report  of  the   Procurator   for  Newport,  Mr. 

George  C.  Mason,  was  read,  accepted  and  referred  as  usual.

f  measures  for  securing  a  series  oH  biographical  sketches  during

[  The  Committee  on  Lectures  and  Eeading  of  Papers   made

\  .                  history,  and  commending  the  plan  suggested  by  ^Nlr.  Mason, 

I  to  secure  a  series  of  biographies  this  year. 
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The  Committee  on  Giouncl.s  niul  Diiikling  made  its  nnmial 
report,  sliowiug  that  $300.70  have  been  expended  during  the 
year. 

The  Committee  on  Genealogical  Researches  made  its 
nnnnal  report,  giving  a  ho[)eful  view  of  the  work  committed 
to  its  care. 

The  Si)ecial  Committee,  ai^pointed  last  April  for  keei)iiig 
the  Cabinet  open,  made  an  extended  written  leport,  willi 
three  recommendations  : 

1st.     That  it  be  autliorized  to  apply  to  the  Lcgislatiu'e  for  aid.

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  aid  the  Su[)erintendent 
of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  in  properly  fixing  the 
names  (jf  places  on  the  government  maps  within  Rhode 
Island  tei-ritory,  made  a  rejjort,  through  Hon.  John  R.  Bart- 
lett,  showing  what  actiim  had  been  taken. 

Also,  the  Connnittec  appointed  to  aid  in  securing  a  proi)or 
momunent  at  "^Vhat  Ciieer  Rock  reported  progress  and  was 
continued.

During  the  pa.st  yc;ir  .souiethhig  has  Ijcun  acct)nii)lis'hcd  in  the  Southern 
Di.-triet  in  llie  way  of  Iiistorical  rcseareli.  A  few  earnest  workers  have 
apiilicd  tlienipelvcs  with  tlieir  customary  zeal,  and  the  fruits  of  tlieir  labor 
encourage  the  hope  that  the  work  ready  to  their  hands  may  yet  be  acconi- 
plislied.  Additions  have  been  made  to  the  collections  of  the  Newport 
Jlistorical  Society,  and  its  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  has  classilled  and 
properly  arranged  all  its  papers  and  documents. 

A  field  fidl  of  promise,  but  one  worked  only  to  a  limited  extenl  in  Khode 
Island,  is  that  of  biography,  and  I  cannot  but  think  that  a  little  exertion 
in  this  direction  would  be  attended  with  tlie  most  gratifying  results.  If 
ten  or  twels  e  or  more  persons  would  engage  to  prepare  at  least  one  bio- 
graphical sketch  in  the  course  of  a  twelve-month,  we  should  proljably  find 
at  the  end  of  the  year  that  material  enough  had  been  collected  to  form  a 
Volume;  and  if  this  step  were  followed  up,  year  by  year,  it  would  soou 
give  us  a  valuable  lil)rary  of  our  own  publications.  Those  engaged  in  the 
research  would  naturally  assist  each  other,  for  one  could  hardly  fail,  in 
delving  for  material  of  this  kind,  to  bring  to  the  surface  facts  and  inci- 
dents of  value  to  those  who  were  associated  with  him  in  his  labors. 
^Ulch  might  be  written  of  many  men  whose  names  are  associated  with  the 
history  of  Rhode  Islaud,  but  of  whom  little  has  been  said,  and  it  becomes 
lis  to  gather  up  and  preserve  some  record  of  their  lives. 

The  accompanying  volume  of  "Newport  and  its  Cottages"  I  would 
most  respectfully  ask  the  Historical  Society  to  accept  and  place  in  Its  col- 
lections.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTHERN  DEPARTMENT 


RHODE  ISLAND  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 


In  review  of  tlie  fifly-sevcn  yeurs  of  the  Society's  existence,  wo  recog- 
nize constant  progress.  No  year  of  tiic  entire  period  has  passed  in  wliicli 
evidence  has  not  been  recorded  of  earnest  work  by  a  faithful  few.  Tlie 
little  company  a.ssenibled  in  the  oftice  of  the  late  Judge  Staples,  April 
19th,  1S22,  was  preeminently  a  band  of  hope,— hope  tliat,  had  they  lived 
to  this  day,  wonld  liave  been  more  than  realized.  Tlie  faifhl'nluess  and 
unwearied  indnsti-y  of  its  oOicers  fi-om  the  beginning- have  won  for  our 
Society  the  compliment  of  being  "one  of  the  most  active  of  the  histori- 
cal societies  in  tlie  United  States." 

The  year  jnst  closed  has  been  one  of  unrivalled  success  in  tlie  accumu- 
lations of  the  Society.  The  whole  number  of  contributions  to  its  collec- 
tions is  5,858,  comprising  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  engravings, 
photographs,  broadsides,  handbills,  maps,  newspapers,  business  cards, 
programmes,  relics,  etc. 

Of  the  foregoing  list,  2,000  pamphlets,  a  number  of  bound  volumes,  \,ooO 
specimens  of  war  envelopes,  and  nunierous  other  articles,  were  received 
from  :Mr.  Henry  T.  Beckwilli.  His  nuuiificent  donation,  besides  adding 
several  desirable  woiks  to  the  library,  has  enabled  me  to  perfect  some  of 
our  serials  and  to  supjily  numerous  deficiencies  in  several  departments  of 
"  fugitive  literature." 

Large  and  valuable  contrilnitions  have  been  received  from  lion.  Jolni  11. 
Bartlett,  Dr.  Cliarles  W.  Parsons,  Samuel  Poster,  Esq.,  Dr.  Samuel  .\. 
Green,  the  Boston  Public  Library,  the  Librarian,  and  others. 
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From  Alexander  Duncan,  Esq.,  of  Knossinglon  Grange,  Oakham,  lUit- 
laiul,  England,  formerly  of  tiiis  citj',  has  been  received  a  fac-shnilc  of  an 
engraving  of  the  inscriplion  and  the  arms  over  the  tomb  of  tlie  Washing- 
ton family  at  Solgravc,  Northamptonshire      The  inscription  is  as  follows  : 

"  HERE  LIES  INTERRED  Y^  BODIES  OF  ELIZAB. 
WASHINGTON.  WIDDOWE.  WHO  CHANGED  THIS 
LIFE  FOR  IMMORTALLITIE  Y'-^  19TH  OF  MARCH 
1622.  AS  ALSO  YE  BODY  OF  ROBERT  WASHINGTON 
GENT.  HER  LATE  HVSBAND  SECOND  SONNE  OF 
ROBERT  WASHINGTON  OF  SOLGRAVE  IN  THE 
COVNTY  OF  NORTH.  ESC^^:  WHO  DEP'TED  THIS 
LIFE  YE  loTH  OF  MARCH,  1622:  AFTER  THEY 
LIVED    LOVINGLY    TOGETHER " 

[Close  of  the  sentence  obliterated.] 

This  memento  of  the  long  past  derives  an  increased  vahie  from  bearing 
the  name  of  a  family  from  which  our  own  venerated  Washington  believed 
himself  to  have  been  descended.  Mr.  Duncan  has  also  presented  to  our 
Society  a  rare  and  valuable  full  length  engraved  portrait  of  General  George 
Washington.  From  the  legend  it  bears,  it  appears  that  it  was  "engraved  by 
V.  Green,  Mezzotinto  Engraver  to  her  Majesty  and  the  Elector  Palatine,'" 
from  a  portrait  "  painted  by  J.  Trumbull,  Esq.,  1780,"  in  possession  of  M. 
DeNcufville,  of  Amsterdam,  and  "published  by  Appointment  of  M.  De- 
Neufville,  January  loth,  ITS  I,  by  Y.  Green,  No.  20  Xewman  street,  Oxford 
street,  Loudon." 

John  DeXeufville  and  Son  were  a  banking  firm  in  Amsterdam,  and  had 
important  business  transactions  with  the  United  Cohonics  during  the  War 
of  the  Kevolution.  Colonel  Trumbull,  who  for  a  time  had  been  a  member 
of  Washington's  military  family,  having  decided  on  artist  life,  went  from 
this  country  to  London  to  perfect  himself  by  study  under  his  countryman 
West.  There  he  formed  an  acquaintance  with  the  younger  DeXeufville, 
wliicli  ripened  into  a  warm  fricndsliip.  Having  been  arrested  and  thrown, 
into  prison,  on  suspicion  of  being  a  spy,  from  which  he  was  released 
through  the  clVorts  of  West,  Eurkc  and  others,  sustained  by  the  approba- 
tion of  the  King,  he  deemed  it  prudent  to  leave  England  and  go  to  Ams- 
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terdam,  ivlicre  he  accepted  an  invitation  to  make  liis  home  wltli  tlio  ])e- 
Nenfvilles,  a  family  of  wliich  he  spealcs  in  his  letters  to  his  father  in 
terms  of  high  respect. 

It  is  probable  that  while  in  London  the  younger  DeXcnfville  became 
familiar  with  Colonel  TnimbuH's  skill  as  an  artist,  and  engaged  him,  in 
Amsterdam,  to  paint  the  portrait  of  Avhich  this  engraving  is  a  copy.  It 
must  have  been  exccnted  from  memory,  and  represents  Washington  as 
younger  tliau  he  appears  in  any  other  portrait  I  have  seen.  It  is  worthy 
of  note  that  while  in  his  personal  memoirs  he  speaks  freely  of  several 
other  portraits  of  Washington  he  painted,  he  nndces  no  mention  of  thi>. 
Of  Green,  the  engraver,  I  have  learned  nothing  in  addition  to  the  state- 
ment in  the  legend  already  quoted.  That  he  was  a  good  artist  his  work 
shows. 

In  the  prosecution  of  his  art.  Colonel  Trumbull  led  an  industrious  life. 
Besides  eight  sul)ject.s  of  the  .Vmcrican  Revolution,  among  them  the 
battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  the  surrender  of  Bnrgoyne  at  Saratoga  and  of 
Coruwallis  at  Yorktown,  the  portraits  of  the  officers  introduced  into  the 
latter  being  painted  from  life, —  the  French  officers  giving  sittings  in 
Baris,—  he  painted  from  life  "  near  two  hundred  and  fifty  portraits  of  per- 
sons distinguished  in  that  important  period."  lie  painted  a  full  length 
portrait  of  Washington  for  the  corporation  of  New  York,  and  anoiher  for 
the  city  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  but  the  one  he  valued  as  his  best  is  now  in 
the  "  Ti'umbull  Gallery  "  at  New  Haven. 

Gordon  W.  Burnhara,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  has  presented  tlic  Society 
■with  a  handsomely  bound  volume,  printed  in  large  quarto  form,  embracing 
an  Address,  and  an  account  of  the  Proceedings  at  the  Inauguration  of  the 
Statue  of  Webster  in  that  city,  July  4th,  187G.  It  is  a  beanliful  specimen 
of  typography,  and  in  every  respect  a  desirable  memento  of  that  interest- 
ing occasion. 

From  George  C.  Mason,  Esq.,  of  Newport,  has  come  a  copy,  in  large  quarto 
form,  of  his  admirable  work  entitled  "  Newport  and  its  Cottages."  It  is  a 
splendid  specimen  of  typography,  and  its  descriptions  and  illustrations  are 
alike  creditable  to  the  literary  ability  and  artistic  skill  of  :Mr.  Mason.  One 
hundred  copies  only  were  printed,  nearly  all  of  which  were  taken  by  snnnner 
residents  of  the  city.  Of  three  copies  reserved  by  Mr.  Mason  the  follow- 
ing disposition  has  been  made  :  one  to  the  Lenox  Library  in  New  Y'ork ; 
one  to  the  Bcdwood  Library  in  Ncv>port ;  and,  as  just  mentioned,  one  to 
the  Library  of  our  Society,— a  conipliment  that  is  in  the  highest  sense 
appreciated. 
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From  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  A.  SlieUlon,  of  tliis  city,  has  been 
iiciived.  thioiiyli  Mr.  James  II.  Miimford,  Jr.,  2d,  Executor,  a  haiulsome 
tipriylit  clock,  once  so  common  in  well-to-do  families,  but  now  becoming 
rare  articles  of  virtu.  The  clock  was  manufactured  by  Mrs.  Sheldon's 
father,  the  late  Daniel  Sheldon,  a  highly  respected  citizen  of  rrovidence, 
and  is  a  creditable  specimen  of  his  skill  in  a  department  of  mechanic  art 
to  wliich  he  was  not  bred.  It  was  devised  to  this  Society  Iiy  Mrs.  Sheldon 
out  of  resjiect  to  her  father's  memory,  and  from  the  fact  of  his  having 
been  a  meml)cr  of  our  Society.  If  we  learn  by  its  presence  to  note  the 
passage  of  time,  and  to  accept  the  lessons  it  teaches,  the  gift  will  take  on 
a  practical  form  not  to  be  regretted. 

To  the  West  Meriden,  Conn.,  Plated  Ware  Company  we  arc  indebted  for 
a  folio  price  catalogue,  linely  printed  and  illustrated,  shoeing  the  progress 
of  f)?stlietic  taste  in  this  department  of  the  mechanic  arts. 

Governor  llartranft,  of  rennsylvania,  has  made  an  acceptable  addition 
to  our  documentary  histories,  by  the  gift  of  Volumes  V.,  VI.,  and  VII., 
of  the  rennsylvania  Archives,  works  of  great  value,  and  not  easily 
obtained. 

From  General  Horatio  Rogers  has  been  received  his  history  of  "  Private 
Liliraries  in  Providence,  with  a  preliminary  Essay  on  the  Love  of  Books," 
a  work  not  excelled  for  beauty  of  typography,  and  well  calculated  by  its 
scholarly  thought  and  style  tu  awaken  in  the  reader  the  love  of  which  the 
author  so  lucidly  treats. 

Rev.  Frederic  Deuison  has  performed  a  good  service  in  the  line  of  local 
history,  by  the  publication  of  "  Westerly  and  its  Witnesses."  This  history 
shows  careful  i-escarch,  and  is  a  valnal)le  contribution  to  an  important 
department  of  Rhode  Island  literature.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Mi". 
William  A.  Mowry's  "Descendants  of  Nathaniel  ^Mowry  of  Rhode  Island," 
'•  Memoir  of  Richard  Mowry,  of  Uxbridge,  Mass.,"  and  "A  Family  History 
of  Richard  Mowry,  his  Ancestors  and  his  Descendants."  15y  the  courte.sy 
of  both  authors,  these  volumes  have  beeu  placed  in  our  library.

KKLATIOXS   WITH    OTIIKU   SOCIETIES.— DEriCIEXClKS. 

The  various  historical  societies,  both  home  and  foreign,  with  which  we 
are  in  correspondence,  continue  the  cordial  relations  of  previous  years, 
and  their  publications  are  sent  to  us  with  regularity.  Of  the  great  value 
of  the  volumes  issued  by  the  societies  here  referred  to,  and  that  have  a 
place  on  our  shelves,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  speak.  To  the  genealogist 
and  historian  they  are  mines  of  rich  materials  for  their  respective  pur- 
poses;  but  wliile  we  possess  many  important  works  of  history,  genealog) , 
and  biography,  there  are  numerous  deficiencies  in  each  class  that  should 
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he  Mijiplied,  as  far  as  possible,  at  an  early  day.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind 
tliat  our  Society  lias  no  fund  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  books,  and 
tliat  anthors,  as  a  rule,  do  not  feel  able  to  make  donations;  hence,  many 
books  we  ought  to  have,  fail  to  find  a  place  in  our  library.  Could  a  mod- 
crate  sum  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  works  of  the  three 
classes  here  spoken  of,  that  cannot  otherwise  be  obtained,  the  dcliciencies 
I  liave  named  would  gradually  be  met,  and  the  usefulness  of  our  library 
proportionateU'  increased.

Addi- 
tional racks  for  bound  volumes  of  newspapers  are  now  much  needed,  as  i^ 
a  suital)lc  case  for  the  bound  volumes  of  our  manuscripts,  in  which  their 
titles  can  be  at  once  brought  to  view,  and  from  which  they  can  be  conven- 
iently taken  for  inspection.  At  present  it  often  occurs  that  six  volumes 
have  to  be  removed  before  the  one  at  the  bottom  of  the  pile  can  be  made 
available. 

■\V01;K  IX    THE    nOOMS. 

Since  early  in  the  year,  under  an  arrangement  in  charge  of  a  Si>ecinl 
Comndltce,  the  rooms  have  been  kept  open  daily,  and  Mrs.  S.  P.  Cushiniz 
employed  in  classifying  and  cataloguing  the  Society's  collections.  The 
Librarian's  correspondence  iu  the  interests  of  the  Society  has  Ijcen  more 
extensive  than  in  any  former  year,  and  his  personal  solicitations  of  con- 
tributions for  its  Library  have  been  attended  with  gratifying  success.  In 
this  department  of  his  work  he  respectfully  solicits  the  cooperation  of 
each  member  of  the  Society,  while  of  outside  families  he  begs  permission 
to  examine  what  they  may  call  "  worthless  rubbish,"  in  the  shape  of  news- 
papers, old  books,  pamphlets  and  manuscripts  of  all  sorts,  stored  away  in 
their  attics  or  closets,  before  it  is  consigned  to  the  flames  or  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  paper  manufacturer.  How  much  invaluable  material  for  his- 
tory lias  taken  one  or  the  other  of  these  directions  within  the  past  twenty 
years  can  be  realized  only  by  the  few  who  have  sought  to  save  it  from  the 
destiny  of  the  pulp  vat. 

A    CEXTEXXIAL. 

The  centennial  commemoration  of  the  Battle  of  Rhode  Island,  177"^, 
took  place  under  the  auspices  of  the  Veteran  Corps  of  the  rro\  idenco 
Liglit  Infantry,  on  the  battle-ground,  August  29th  last.  It  was  partici- 
pated in  by  the  Newport  Artillery,  the  Putnam  Phalanx  of  Connecticut, 
many  members  of  the  Historical  Society,  and  a  large  concourse  of  citizens 
from  dillereut  parts  of  the  State.  Ex-Lieut.  Governor  Arnold,  President 
of  our  Society,  delivered  a  spirited  and  patriotic  address.  Speeches  were 
made  by  Governor  Van  Zandt,  Sherifl'  Manchester,  and  others.  \  clam- 
bake made  a  part  of  the  programme  for  the  occasion,  and  was  partaken  of 
under  a  mammoth  tent,  in  which  the  forensic  exercises  took  place,  by  a 
large  number  of  lovers  of  this  old  Khode  Island  institution.     The  day  was 
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line,  and  no  sorioiis  accident  occurred  to  mar  tlic  enjoyment  of  tlie  fcstivi- 
tii's.  From  tlie  present  year  to  1890  centennial  anniversaries  of  events  in 
wliicli  Kliode  Island,  was  represented  will  occur,  worthy  the  attention  of 
tills  Society. 

OltDEltS    OF    THE    COUNCIL    Or    WAK. 

In  connection  ^vith  the  foregoing-,  the  following  "Orders  of  the  Council 
of  War,"  passed  by  that  body  between  November  11  and  Deecmlier  22, 
1778,  will  be  read  with  interest,  as  specimens  of  the  subjects  considered 
and  acted  upon  by  the  Council  at  their  meetings.  The  names  and  facts 
tlierein  given  may  be  serviceable  to  pei'sons  seeking  to  learn  sometliing  of 
their  ancestors  not  found  elsewlierc. 

During  this  period  the  Council  consisted  of  His  Excellency  Governor 
William  Greene,  Jr.,  His  Honor  Deputy-Governor  Jabez  Bowcn,  E/.ek  Hop- 
kins, .Tohu  Jenckes,  Joshua  Eabcock,  Job  Comstock,  Josiah  Humphry, 
and  Jonathan  Hazard,  Esquires ;  William  Coddington,  Esquire,  Clerk  of 
tlie  Council. 

"November  11,  1778. 

"The  Honorable  Major-Gcneral  Sullivan  having  represented  to  this 
Council,  that  the  Guard-ship  by  him  appointed  for  the  defence  of  the  State, 
and  now  lying  off  Field's  Point,  is  demanded  by  the  owners ;  that  he 
thinks  some  vessel  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  river;  and  that  he  is 
of  opinion  the  galley  lately  captured  by  ]Major  Talbot  will  be  a  proper  ves- 
sel for  that  purpose;  and  thereupon  desired  the  advice  of  this  Council, 
whether  it  will  be  proper  to  purchase  the  said  galley,  which  now  lies  in 
Stonington,  and  have  her  brought  into  this  State  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  :

which,  it  is  said,  were  left  in  his  liands  by  Daniel  Cahoon,  Escj.

sions of  the  Peace,  to  be  holden  as  aforesaid  :  And  that  the  Clerk  of  the 
said  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  be  immediately  furnished 
with  a  cop3'  of  these  resolves.

" /l!  is  Bcsolved,  Thai  twent^'-seven  pounds,  lawful  money,  be  allo\\x;d 
and  jniid  out  of  the  General  Treasury,  to  Mr.  William  Crapon,  for  freight- 
ing with  his  vessel  three  loads  of  household  furniture,  &.C.,  from  Warwick 
Neck  to  Providence;  being  the  property  of  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Newport,  who  came  in  a  flag  of  truce  which  was  wrecked  at  Warwick

"7<  is  Resolved,  That  twenty-six  pounds  eleven  shillings  and  fourpence 
halfpenny,  lawful  money,  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  General  Treasury, 
to  Colonel  Charles  Olney,  for  timber,  plank  and  joist  furnished  by  him,  for 
building  the  house  near  the  powder-mill. 

"  Upon  the  application  of  the  Deputy  Quartermaster  General  in  this 
department,  to  supply  the  troops  stationed  at  Providence  and  Pawtuxet 
with  wood,  until  tlie  lirst  of  April  next: 

"It  is  Resolved,  That  the  following  quantities  of  wood  shall  be  supplied 
weekly  by  tlie  towns  hereafter  named,  to  wit:

GENi:uAL  ononRS. 

The  following  Orders  issued  by  General  Sullivan,  preparatory  to  moving 
on  the  enemy  at  Newport,  after  taking  possession  of  Butts'  Hill,  seem  to 
10 
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have  a  llttiiig  place  here.  Tlie  names  of  Generals  Greene,  Hancock,  Var- 
nuni.  Glover,  Wliii)p]e,  Tyler,  Cornell,  and  Lafayette,  as  well  as  those  of 
subordinate  ciflloers  therein  named,  stand  connected  in  history  \vith  some 
of  the  most  important  and  brilliant  military  achievmeuts  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. 

"Headquarters,   Avrjust  14,  1778. 

"The  army  being  under  orders  to  march  to-morrow  at  six  o'clock,  the 
followini;  order  of  march  is  to  be  observed,  viz. :  The  brij!;ades  of  the 
first  line  to  advance  by  their  centre  in  columns  of  two  platoons  in  front. 
Varnum's  brigade  to  march  on  in  the  west  road,  Glover's  in  the  east,  Cor- 
nell's and  Greene's  in  the  centre  between  them,  taking  care  to  divide  the 
ground  between  the  roads  as  near  as  possible  by  their  centre.  The  two 
brigades  of  the  second  line  to  advance  in  front.  The  line  will  advance  in 
two  columns.  Notwithstanding  the  order  of  march  heretofore  given  out, 
the  two  columns  of  the  second  line  will  preserve  their  proper  distance 
between  them  for  displaying  the  two  regiments  of  reserve,  will  advance 
from  tlie  centre  of  each  in  columns,  and  preserve  their  proper  distance  for 
displaying.  Colonel  Greene  will  arrange  the  artillery  of  the  right  wing  in 
the  east  road.  General  Whipple,  with  the  New  Hampshire  troops,  will 
flank  on  the  army  in  the  right.  General  Tyler,  with  the  Connecticut 
troops,  will  flank  the  army  on  the  left,  when  two  flanking  divisions  will 
march  by  platoons  iu  the  nmnner  represented  in  the  order  of  march,  at 
the  distance  of  fifty  rods  from  the  wing  of  the  army  when  formed,  and 
preserve  tliat  distance.  Colonel  Dyer  will  move  his  regiment  to  the  right, 
and  divide  it  equally,  and  with  one-half  cover  the  right  of  the  flrst,  and 
with  the  other  the  right  of  the  second  line.  Colonel  Noyes  will  divide  his 
regiment  in  like  manner,  to  cover  the  left  of  the  lirst  and  second  lines. 
General  Whipple  will  detach  from  his  command  one  hundred  men  to  flank 
the  reserve  on  the  right.  General  Tyler  will  detach  one  hundred  men 
from  his  command  to  flank  the  reserve  on  the  left.  These  parties  will 
each  be  connnanded  by  a  Held  otlicer.  The  Salem  volunteers  will  join 
parts  of  Noyes'  regiment,  which  cover  the  left  of  the  flrst  line.  The  sig- 
nals for  parading,  wheeling  and  marching  will  be  the  same  as  in  the  order 
of  the  eleventh  instant.  All  signals  of  the  drum  will  be  taken  from  the 
brigade  on  the  right  of  the  flist  line,  and  will  pass  from  it  through  the 
whole  army.  When  the  troop  beats,  it  will  be  a  signal  for  the  army  to 
move  up  in  order  to  display.  When  the  drum  beats  to  arn)S,  the  lines  and 
reserves  with  the  covering  parties  to  the  first  and  second  lines  will  dis- 
play and  form  an  order  of  battle,  the  flanking  divisions  on  the  right  and 
left  will  halt  and  wait  for  orders. 

"  Pioneers  to  be  immediately  drafteil  from  each  corps,  who  are  to  be  fur- 
nished from  the  Quarternnister  with  proper  tools  for  removing  obstruc- 
tions in  the  road  or  fleld  before  tlie  columns.  The  light  corps  will  move 
on  at  least  a  mile  iu  front  of  the  army.     Colonel  Crane  will  order  two

iK-avv  pieces  of  artillery  mounted  on  field  cnrria-cs,  to  move  on  in  the 
cast  road,  :ind  two  more  in  the  west  road. 

"  Tlie  commaudcrsof  corps  will  see  that  the  arrangements  are  propeily 
lixcd  to-day,  that  each  one  may  know  his  place  in  the  morning.  Colonel 
I.iinploM,  will,  his  dragoons,  and  Colonel  Slack,  witli  his  light  horse,  will 
;iltcnd  at  hcad(Hiarters  in  the  morning. 

"  AfUr  Orders. 

"  Tliat  no  mistake  may  happen  with  respect  to  commanders  of  the  army 
nofilifd,  the  right  wing  of  the  first  line  will  be  commanded  by  Brigadier- 
General  Varnum.  The  left  wing  of  the  first  line  will  be  commanded  by 
Briiiadier-General  Glover.  The  second  line  will  be  commanded  by  the  Hon. 
Mafijr-General  Hancock.  The  reserve  by  Colonel-Commandant  West. 
Major-General  Greene  will  command  the  right  wing  of  the  army;  Major- 
General  the  JIarquis  De  la  Fayette  the  left.  The  other  particular  com- 
mand of  corps  has  been  pointed  out  in  the  orders  of  the  day. 

"  A  permit  from  the  Director-General  of  the  Hospital  will  be  a  sufiicicnt 
warrant  for  any  surgeon  or  sick  soldier  to  pass  to  the  main. 

"The  commande3-s  of  regiment  corps  and  company  will  supply  the 
Quartermaster  General  military  stores  and  the  Commissary  of  Provision 
with  such  number  of  men  as  they  shall  request,  without  orders  from  head- 
quarters.

"  Major-General  for  the  day  fo-morrow.  Marquis  De  la  Fayette.  Briga- 
dier Whipple.  Field  oflicers.  Colonel  Wade,  Lieutenaut-Colouel  Vose,  and 
Major  Bradish,  Brigade-Major  Sherburne.  The  whole  of  Noycs'  regiment 
to  cover  the  left  of  the  second  line.  The  Boston  independent  comixmies 
to  join  the  Salem  volunteers,  and  cover  the  left  of  the  first  line.  General 
Glover  will  give  directions  where  they  are  to  encamp.  Eight  hundred 
fatigue  men  lo  be  drafted  from  the  second  line  reserve  corps,  General 
Tyler's  Hanking  division  and  Dyer's  and  Noycs'  regiments,  and  to  parade 
in  the  front  line  on  the  cast  road  precisely  at  six  o'clock  this  evening.  A 
covering  party  of  one  thousand  men  from  the  first  line  to  parade  at  the 
same  time  and  places.  The  Quartermaster  General  will  forward  all  the 
fascines,  gabions,  platforms,  and  intrenching  tools,  that  they  may  be  in 
front  of  the  first  line  at  six  o'clock  this  evening.  The  Commissary  of  Mili- 
tary Stores  will  forward  all  the  ordnance  to  the  same  place  and  at  the  same 
time.  Captain  Dorrish  Ilauson  and  Lieutenant  Anthony  Whelp  who  were 
sentenced  by  the  court  martial  of  which  Major  Huntington  was  President, 
to  be  discharged  the  service,  arc  in  consideration  of  tlusir  former  good 
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behavior  and  oflicer-likc  conduct,  restored  to  tlieir  former  ranks  and  com- 
mand. Tlic  General  wishes  tliat  this  may  serve  to  caution  them  ajiainst  a 
conduct  that  ma)'  at  once  destroy  all  the  credit  that  long  and  faithful  ser- 
vices have  acquired.  The  Aids  and  IMajors  of  brigades  are  requested  to 
attend  at  headquarters  precisely  at  the  hours  mentioned  in  the  orders  of 
the  tenth  inst.  Brigadier-General  Varnum  Avill  command  the  covering 
parties  this  evening. 

"  The  fatigue  parties  will  parade  with  their  arms,  the  (officers  excepted) 
going  on  tlie  linos.  Richard  Walker  and  IJoyal  Tyler,  Esqs.,  are  to  act  as 
Brigade-Majors  to  light  corps.

''After  Orders. 

"  Colonel  Crane  to  have  the  charge  of  erecting  the  batteries  this  night; 
Colonel  Govif)n  and  Colonel  Gridley  to  assist  him. 

"Colonel  Crane  will  detach  such  number  of  artillery  men  and  such  num- 
ber of  pieces  for  the  covering  party  as  he  shall  think  proper.  He  will  also 
detach  such  number  of  men  to  take  charge  of  the  batteries  and  serve  tlie 
cannon  as  he  tinds  requisite. 

"Captain  Hinkley's  company  from  Boston,  now  in  Colonel  Livingston's 
corps,  to  join  the  corps  which  now  covers  the  left  of  the  first  line. 

"  A  draft  of  two  hundred  men  of  the  most  able  and  active  men  from  tlie 
several  corps  of  the  army,  except  the  first  line,  to  be  paraded  at  head- 
quarters." 

WHAT   CHEER   ROCK. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  through  the  persistent  eflbrts  of  a  Com- 
mittee of  this  Society  the  locality  of  the  famed  What  Cheer  Itock  is  to  be 
marked  by  a  modest  and  suitable  monument,  to  become  hereafter  a  point 
of  historic  attraction. 

CONCLUSION. 

While  much  within  the  scope  of  this  Society  has  been  accomplished, 
much  remains  to  be  done.  Indeed,  the  work  of  an  institution  like  ours, 
can  uever  be  legitimately  ended  — certainly  not  while  its  organization  is 
maintained.  Its  business  is  to  gather  and  dill'use,— to  bring  together  the 
scattered  elements  of  local  and  general  history,  and  then  by  itself,  or 
through  the  agency  of  others,  mould  those  elements  into  seemly  forms, 
and  send  them  forth  for  the  edification  of  our  own  and  other  communities. 
Such  is  the  work  the  llhode  Island  Historical  Society  has  been  voluntarily, 
for  the  most  part,  doing,  from  the  year  of  its  birth.      It  has  gathered 
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:n,;iivtiinusly  and  largely.     It  lias  diiruscd  according  to  the  means  at  its 
I  ,,,imii;urd.     It  has  been  helpful  to  authors,  and  given  to  them,  with  no 

>liiitc(l  hand,  what  they  conl'd  not  elsewhere  have  obtained.  It  is  this 
vpirit  and  action  that  has  won  for  it  a  deserved  position  among  sister  soci- 
ities.  May  its  past  progress  prove  but  the  precursor  of  its  future  suc- 
Thc  outlook  of  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered  is  cheering.

'ilif  cldjo  of  tlie  fpiitrncc  i)M-lially  oblitciatfd  in  the  photograpliic  transcript  of  the  rpi- 
laiili  over  tin-  tomb  of  llobcrt  and  ElizabutU  "\Va.-.liiiigtou  shoulil  read  "  lived  lovinsly 
tnj;illier  many  years  in  this  parish." 

Kobert  Washington  was  an  elder  brother  of  Lawrence  Washington,  who  married  JFar- 
paret  ISiiilcr,  daiigliter  of  "William  Uiiller,  of  Tees,  and  died  December  13th,  lOlG.  The 
arn)s  of  Lawrence  and  a  mortuary  inscription  are  on  the  slab  tlmt  covers  his  renjains  in 
the  ehureli  at  Brighton,  Northamptonshire,  England,  lie  was  the  lineal  ancestor  of  George 
>Vashington,  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Armies  of  the  American  Itevolution,  and  the 
lirjt  I'resident  of  the  nation  lie  was  so  largely  instrumental  in  founding. 

A  writer  in  Harper's  ^^onthhJ  Mar/azine  says  :  "  We  have  it  on  undoubted  authority  that 
the  Virginia  Washingtons  bore  as  their  arms  the  familiar  red  bars  and  mulletts  (in  her- 
alilry.the  rowels  of  a  spur,)  to  be  seen  in  so  many  church  windows  in  Northam])tonshire 
and  Warwioksliire  borders,"  viz. :  "  argent,  two  bars  gules,  in  chief  three  mullets  of  the 
M-eond;  crest,  a  ravcu  with  wings  indorsed  proper,  issuing  out  of  a  ducal  coronet,  or." 
lliis  was  the  variety  usedby  General  Washington,  and  is  still  seen  to  be  allaehed  to  the 
o.iinnissions  of  some  of  the  earlier  olReers  of  the  Army  of  Independence.  Can  any  one 
reasonably  doubt  that  these  insignias  suggested  the  stars  and  stripes  and  the  spread  eagle 
of  the  national  ensign,  and  tlmt  those  on  whom  it  devolved  to  choose  the  national  emblem 
I  .lid  a  well  merited  compliment  to  the  Eatherof  their  country  by  adopting  tlie  arms  and 
crest  of  his  family?  The  shrine  of  the  Washingtons,  as  it  may  be  called,  has  been  visited 
by  not  a  few  distinguished  Americaiis,  and  will  doubtless  be  visited  by  many  more  when 
better  known  and  easier  to  gel  to."  According  to  Lewes'  Topographical  Dictionary,  a  col- 
It-ftion  of  paintings  some  years  since  destroyed  by  lire  in  Castle  Cave,  near  Hull,  contained 
»  lK)rtrait  of  General  Washington.    At  what  time,  and  by  whom,  was  it  painted? 

"  The  I'edigree  and  History  of  the  'Washington  Eaniily,"  by  Albert  Welles,  recently  pub- 
lished, traces  back  the  genealogy  of  the  family  to  Thorlin  the  Dane,  and  Thorfin  is  traced 
to  Odin,  the  founder  of  Scandinavia.

COMMITTEE  ON  LECTURES  AND    READING  OF  PAPERS. 


A  reijort  from  the  Committee  on  Lectures  and  Papers,  though  not  re- 
quired by  tlie  Constitutiuu  or  usages  of  the  Society,  will  not,  it  is  pre- 
sumed, be  unacceptable.  The  Committee  ofl'er  no  detailed  account  of  w  hat 
they  have  done.  Their  object  is  to  invite  attention  to  the  manifest  policy 
of  the  Society,  and  to  a  generous  proposition  from  Newport. 

To  secure  the  highest  prosperity  and  cflieiency  of  our  Society,  \\c  must 
bear  in  mind  its  primary  purpose,  as  set  forth  in  its  Act  of  Incorporation, 
viz.,  "procuring  and  preserving  whatever  relates  to  the  topography, 
antiquities,  and  national,  civil  and  ecclesiastical  histor3-  of  this  State." 
Here  is  our  guiding  principle, —  our  Polar  Star.  Whatever  else  we  do, 
we  must  not  lose  sight  of  this.  Our  field  of  inquiry,— our  appointed 
work, —  onr  mission, —  is  so  plain  that  he  who  runs  may  read.  Thus, 
though  we  may  enjoy  the  flowers  of  rhetoric,  the  treasures  of  art,  the 
marvels  of  science,  and  the  studies  of  religion,  politics,  philosophy,  lan- 
guage and  general  history,  we  know  that  we  do  not  exist,  as  a  Society,  for 
these  purposes,  liowever  akin  they  may  be  to  our  own.  AVe  may,  in 
imagination,  keep  company  with  bold  and  hardy  adventurers  in  search  of 
the  North  Pole,  or  the  sources  of  the  Nile, —  may  follow  armies  in  their 
progress  through  remote  countries,  with  no  check  to  our  wanderings  but 
our  tastes.  We  must,  however,  be  conscious  all  the  while,  that  we  are 
not  thus  definitely  fulfilling  the  mission  of  tlie  Rhode  Island  Historical 
Society.  Grateful  for  the  many  and  abundant  sources  of  instruction  and 
improvement  aside  from  onr  field  of  inquiry,  we  may  occasionally  turn 
aside   in  tlic  future,  as  we  have  done  in  the  past,  for  refreshment  and

!ii-jiir;ition,  bill  should  come  back  to  our  appropriate  work  with  redoubled 
.•ii<i;:y  and  applicatiou. 

Ill  making  those  remarks  there  is  no  disposition  to  draw  sharp  lines. 
•J'li.'  relations  of  the  State  to  other  States,  to  the  Nation,  to  the  Continent, 
and  t.)  the  World,  require  a  liberal  interpretation  of  the  principle  laid 
i|i)\vn  for  our  guidance. 

Il  is  our  special  dutj-to  encourage  bj'  whatever  means  we  possess  origi- 
ln.il  investigation  and  thorough  research  in  the  line  of  our  own  history. 
]!.  longing  here,  we  may  with  propriety  say,  we  love  not  other  lields  less, 
!iut  our  own  more.  Our  compliments  and  our  honors  are  primaiily  due, 
and  should  be  paid,  on  the  ground  of  merit,  to  those  persons  who  collect 
and  put  in  order  various  materials  tliat  are  requisite  to  make  up  a  com- 
plete history  of  our  State.  The  authors  of  our  town  and  church  histories, 
of  family  genealogies,  biographies  of  distinguished  citizens,  artists,  sci- 
entists and  scholars,  and  sketches  of  various  institutions  and  organiza- 
tions should  receive  just  expressions  of  aj^preciation  and  honor.  They 
being  of  our  household  are  entitled  to  our  fixvors  in  preference  to  out- 
>iders,  however  distinguished  the  hitter  may  be.  "We  can,  and  should,  do 
much  to  encourage  them,  and  incite  them  to  increased  diligence. 

Looking  back  we  see  that  numerous  papers  read  here  have  grown  into 
printed  volumes  of  great  value.  Keciprocal  benefits  have  resulted  to  the 
Society  and  to  those  who  have  prepared  and  read  these  papers.  There  is 
a  demand  for  such  papers  as  receive  the  sanction  and  approval  of  our 
Society,  especially  for  such  as  ixdate  to  our  early  history.  A  good  work 
has  unquestionably  been  done  here,  and  is  now  going  forward  with 
increased  force.  Our  papers,  discussions  and  publications  of  various 
kinds,  have  proved  an  important  means  of  general  education,  giving  tone 
anj.l  direction  to  public  sentiment  at  home,  and  commanding  respect 
abroad.  We  have  reason  to  take  courage  and  go  forv.ard  with  iucreascd 
cimlidence. 

We  have  in  our  Society  a  few  men  who  possess  the  spirit,  zeal  and 
industry  of  genuine  historical  students.  On  them  we  can  rely  for  unflag- 
ging interest,  wise  counsels,  generous  cooperation,  thorough  research, 
and  for  a  class  of  papers  that  we  prize  as  coins  sparkling  from  the  mint. 
These  men  arc  not,  we  are  rejoiced  to  say,  confined  to  Providence,  nor 
are  they  mainly  of  this  city.  Newport,  glorious,  historic  Newport,  joins 
lieart  and  hand  in  the  historic  enterprise.  A  splendid  illnstraled  volume, 
"  Newport  and  its  Cottages,"  gotten  up  and  just  donated  to  the  Society  by 
one  of  Newport's  most  worthy  citizens,  is  but  one  of  many  tokens  of 
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interest  and  favor.  She  is  represented  here  bj'  men  who  do  honor  to  tliem- 
selves,  tlieir  city  and  the  State.  Bristol,  Tawtneket,  East  GrcenwJLli, 
Woonsockct,  Warwick  and  Scituatc  are  also  represented  by  men  wlio 
speak  and  act  for  the  common  cause. 

But  still  we  are  not  satisfied.  We  would  have  the  number  of  friends 
and  co-workers,  especially  such  as  have  tact  and  industry  in  bringinj,'  to 
light  the  historical  treasures  of  our  State,  many  times  greater  than  it  now 
is.  We  want  a  larger  and  better  organized  force  in  the  field;  and  to  tliis 
end  we  solicit  the  names  of  collectors  of  historical  material,  and  especially 
the  names  of  persons  competent  and  willing  to  prepare  biographical  and 
fiimily  sketches,  town  and  church  liistories,  and  accounts  of  events,  enter- 
prises, schools  and  institutions  of  various  kinds.  We  want  compact  ami 
exhaustive  essays,  prepared  on  many  topics  relating  to  our  local  history. 
IMost  of  these  should  be  at  the  out-set  biographical  sketches.  Much  work 
here  invites  attention.  The  suggestion  that  this  work  be  divided  up,  and 
parts  of  it  be  assigned  to  persons  competent  and  willing  to  undertake 
them  ;  or,  better  expressed,  parts  of  it  be  undertaken  by  volunteers,  comes 
from  the  island  city,  with  proffers  of  liberal  contributions,  provided  ''Ihc 
plan  takes  shape."  Shall  the  plan  take  shape?  Five  names  are  given  in 
connection  with  the  proposition.  The  Committee,  however  favorably  dis- 
posed, cannot  go  forward,  nor  make  known  any  names,  until  they  know 
of  at  least  a  "baker's  dozen"  of  volunteers.  The  plan  was  originated 
and  communicated  by  a  worker  to  ensure  work.  Shall  it  succeed?  If  any 
gentlennin  says  or  means  yes,,  let  him  announce  his  subject  and  the 
approximate  time  when  his  sketcli  shall  be  completed;  or  if,  for  any  cause, 
he  cannot  produce  himself  the  desired  sketch,  let  him  obtain  the  favor 
from  some  person  who  has  the  requisite  ability. 

Here  is  an  opportunity  for  usefulness  which  manifestly  should  not  pass 
unimproved. 

Tlie  letter  below  from  Hon.  Francis  Brinley,  will  speak  for  itself.  Mr. 
Brinleyis  eminently  fitted  by  literary  taste  and  culture  to  prepare  a  memo- 
rial of  his  kinsman  Malbone,  the  painter,  and  of  his  distinguislied  family. 
The  Committee  would  like  to  send  out  many  invitations  of  the  same  gen- 
eral character,  with  the  assurance  of  an  afliruiative  reply,  and  with  due 
aid  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  their  fellow  members,  hope  to  sec  a  new 
interest  created  in  the  direction  here  indicated,  and  a  very  important  work 
accomplished  before  the  close  of  the  present  year.

The  Committee  report  lliiit  tliey  liave  cxamhied  the  several  cluirts  for- 
wardotl  by  the  Superiuteiuleiit  of  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey,  eight  in  number,  but  that  one  of  these  being  a  map  of  Fislier's 
Island  Sound,  not  pertaining  to  this  State,  tliey  did  not  attempt  to.  exam- 
ine. Of  the  four  other  snnUl  maps,  those  of  Mount  Hope  15ay  and  Bristol 
Harbor  were  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  William  J.  Miller,  Esq.,  of 
Bristol;  that  of  Greenwich  Bay,  to  Mr.  Brayton,  of  Warwick;  and  that 
of  Wickford  harbor  to  Mr.  Chtidsey,  of  tliat  place.  The  three  large  maps 
of  Narragansett  Bay  and  the  south  shore  of  the  State,  embrace  these 
smaller  ones.  Tlie  Committee  were  struck  witli  tlie  almost  perfect  accuracy 
of  the  cliarts.  Only  four  errors,  and  those  but  slight  ones,  were  detected, 
and  the  most  important  of  these  was  the  substitution  of"  Greenwich"  for 
tlie  old  Indian  name  of  "  Coweset"  Bay,  still  in  use  in  that  vicinity. 

The  two  maps  containing  these  four  corrections  have  been  forwarded  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Coast  Survey,  with  a  letter  embodying  the  >nb- 
stance  of  this  report  and  a  request  that  the  remaining  six  maps,  still  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee,  might  be  retained  for  the  use  of  the  Society 
if  not  wanted  at  the  office  of  the  Coast  Survey. 

Upon  receiving  a  reply  from  the  Superintendent,  if  favorable,  the  mans 
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uill  he  placed  in  the  archives   of  tlie  Society;  otlicrwise,  they  ^vill  be  re- 
Ituiad  to  Wasliingtoii  without  furtlier  notice  to  tlie  Society.

Dkak  Sir.:— Many  complaints  have  been  made  l)y  persons  interested  in 
the  geographical  iiomenclatiirc  of  this  country  that  the  names  of  moun- 
tains, headlands,  streams,  islands,  small  towns,  etc.,  etc.,  possessing  hi.s- 
torical  interest  and  value,  or  which  have  been  established  for  generations, 
orally  or  by  record,  are  capriciously  and  arbitrarily  changed,  and  this  ollice 
is  appealed  to  in  reference  to  establishing  and  maintaining  the  true  names 
by  adopting  them  upon  its  charts  and  maps. 

To  determine  the  correct  names  for  the  geographical  features  of  our 
country  is  fretjuently  perplexing  from  the  cause  complained  of,  as  well  as 
from  the  repetition  and  multiplication  of  names,  and  also  in  many  cases 
from  their  absence. 

It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  public  service  that  the  true  names  should  be 
ascertained  and  adhered  to  unalterably,  and  this  ollice  will,  within  tlie 
sphere  of  its  duties,  be  glad  to  contribute  to  such  a  result. 

Generally  the  names  used  by  the  Survey  are  those  which  the  established 
usage  of  the  locality  has  settled  upon.  When  such  are  found  to  be  con- 
firmed by  history  and  the  public  records,  they  ought  not  to  be  changed  by 
any  authority  whatever. 
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It  is  nianifestlj'  impossible  for  the  Survey  to  investiirate  cxhanstivcly 
the  subject  of  noiiicnclature  throughout  the  country,  altliougli  every  eflort 
within  our  means  is  made  to  be  correct. 

It  wouhl  greatly  aid  the  object  in  view  if  organized  societies  interested 
in  the  subject  would  examine  specified  charts  issued  by  tliis  office.  Tho>c, 
if  applied  for,  will  be  sent  on  condition  that  the  observed  errors  or  omis- 
sions in  names  be  marked,  and  proofs  in  regard  to  them  furnished  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  Washington,  D.  C.  In 
this  way  the  accuracy  of  the  charts  issued  by  this  ofllce  will  be  more  firmly 
established  in  public  estimation,  and  their  value  accordingly  increased. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  refer  to  the  general  nomenclature  in  use.  Tiie 
confusion  arising  from  the  causes  named  and  cases  of  individual  variety, 
could  be  obviated  certainly  with  legard  to  tlie  physical  features  of  the 
country,  if  some  of  the  State  societies  would  interest  themselves  iu  dis- 
cussing and  proposing  some  uniform  system  of  applying,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, names  where  none  have  been  established  1>J'  long  usage. 

The  Government,  in  its  different  departments,  makes  great  use  of 
aboriginal,  the  old  English,  French  and  Spanish  names.  The  first  are 
inexhaustible  in  number,  euphonious,  and  always  significant  appellatives, 
descriptive  of  the  locality.  In  all  parts  of  our  country  these  names 
abound,  though  the  races  who  used  them  have  ceased  to  exi^t.  To  rescue 
many  of  these  beautiful  names  from  oblivion,  to  restore  and  re-api)ly  them 
to  their  ancient  localities,  under  proper  supervision,  would  seem  to  otlef 
a  connuon  ground  fur  establishing  and  maintaining  a  uniform  system  of 
nomenclature  commending  itself  to  public  approbation.

Dear  Sir  :— The  Committee  of  the  Historical  Society  to  whom  was 
referred  the  matter  of  examining  and  correcting,  if  need  be,  the  coa>l  sur- 
vey charts  sent  for  this  purpose  by  you,  have  completed  their  work,  and  I 
am  hapi)y  to  report  almost  absolute  accuracy,  so  far  as  the  nomenclature 
is  coucerned,— which  was  the  only  point  for  us  to  pass  upon.  In  the  map 
of  Bristol  llaibor  there  is  a  single  error  in  naming  what  is  known  as  Mill 
Poud,  from  an  old  mill  formerly  there,  "Toot's  Poud,"—  a  new  name  not 
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ri'COirriizc'd  in  tJic  uuigbboiiiood.  Also  the  central  point  of  the  harbor,  long' 
know  n  as  "  Middle  Ground,"  is  not  so  designated  on  the  map.  These  two 
eorrections  arc  made  on  the  map  of  Bristol  returned  by  this  mail.  Two 
corrections  you  will  also  sec  on  the  map  of  Greenwich  Bay, —  one  a  mere 
orthographical  correction  of  an  Indian  name,  and  the  other  the  restora- 
tion of  the  old  Indian  name  of  the  Bay,  "  Coweset,"  still  retained  in  that 
vicinity.  I  return  these  two  maps  by  to- day's  mail  on  account  of  these 
corrections.  What  shall  be  done  with  the  other  maps?  Three  large  and 
tivc  small  ones  were  sent,  of  which  two  of  the  latter  are  no^^■  returned. 
If  the  others  are  to  be  returned  please  indicate  the  same  b.v  return  mail, 
as  I  shall  leave  for  the  south  in  a  few  days.  If  they  are  not  wanted  at 
your  oflicc  the  Society  would  be  glad  to  retain  them.

The  Committee  congratulate  tlie  Society  on  the  growing  interest  mani- 
fested on  the  part  of  citizens  of  the  State,  as  indicated  not  only  liy  con- 
stant inquiries,  but  by  trequent  iniblications  by  individuals,  and  by  th<- 
iucrcasing  care  and  accuracy  evinced  in  their  compihition.

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ri'.i.KC.  W.  Gaudixki;,  sou  of  XicIioUts  and  T)d)orali  (Weaver)  Gardiner, 
was  horn  in  East  Green wicli,  II.  I.,  October  9tli,  179C.  llo  came  -vvitli  his 
parents  to  rrovidcncc,  liis  fatlier  opening  a  hotel  on  "Westminster  street, 
on  (he  site  now  occnpied  by  the  hardware  store  of  Barker,  Chadscj-  &  Co. 
He  was  early  employed  in  the  Pond  Factory,  owned  by  Aborn  and  Jack- 
son, sitnatcd  in  Scitnate,  iu  which  he  became  overseer  of  the  spinning 
ih'partnicnt,  and  afterwards  overseer  in  tlic  Lippitt  factory.  lie  lived  for 
a  time  in  Hebron.  Conn.,  where  Jie  married  Esther  Ilobertson,  born  in 
Mansfirld,  Conn  ,  October  !>th,  17110.  The  issue  of  this  n)arriage  was  a 
son,  who  died  early.  Eeturniiig  to  Providence,  I\Ir.  Gardiner  opened  a 
^Tocery  store  at  the  junction  of  High  and  Westminster  streets.  In  the 
•  iiiirse  of  a  few  years  he  entered  into  partnership  with  IJandolph  Chandler 
and  Henry  Pi.  Green,  in  the  same  business.  Retiring  from  this  firm  he 
o))oned  a  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  store  near  the  oflice  of  the  Provi- 
dence Press  on  Weybosset  street,  and  continued  in  the  business  until  about 
ISJi',  when  he  became  a  cotton  merchant,  being  at  the  time  agent  for  the 
Ponifret,  Conn.,  Manufacturing  Company.  He  retired  from  active  busi- 
ness late  in  life.  For  a  year  or  two  before  his  decease  his  health  declined, 
and  on  the  2r)th  of  February,  1S7S,  he  departed  this  life  in  the  eighty- 
^ifcond  year  of  his  age.  Mr.  Gardiner's  second  marriage  was  with  Phoda 
Howen,  daughter  of  Elisha  Bowen,  of  Soituatc,  by  whom  he  had  nine 
chlklren.  The  widow  and  three  of  the  children  survive  him.

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Mr.  Gardiner's  early  educational  advantaL;cs  were  limited,  but  the  defi- 
ciencies, so  far  as  business  knowledge  was  concerned,  were  supplied  by 
the  diligent  improvement  of  his  opportunities.  As  a  successful  business 
man,  he  was  governed  by  the  maxims  of  industry,  frugality,  punctuality 
and  integrity.  He  took  an  interest  in  public  affairs,  and  matlc  no  C(jnce:d- 
nicnt  of  his  opinions  of  public  men  and  measures,  lie  was  one  year  a 
member  of  the  City  Council,  and  also  a  member  of  the  National  Conven- 
tion that  nominated  James  Buchanan  for  President  He  was  an  active 
member  of  the  IMiode  Island  Horticultural  Society,  and  of  the  Uhode 
Island  Society  for  the  Encouragement  of  Domestic  Industry.  The  l-'ire 
and  I'olice  Departments  in  Providence  also  held  a  cherished  place  in  his 
sympathies,  and  to  each  of  them,  for  tlie  benefit  of  their  charitable  funds, 
he  presented  sixteen  shares  in  the  Bank  of  North  America. 

His  funeral  took  place  at  his  residence  on  Thursday,  February  28th.  and 
was  attendeil  by  a  large  gathering  of  business  men,  mourning  relatives 
and  friends,  and  delegations  from  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  The 
services  were  conducted  by  the  Bev.  D.  II  Greer,  Bector  of  Grace  Church 
The  remains  were  interred  in  Grace  Church  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Gardiner  became  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1SG9,  and  on  the  occa- 
siou  of  its  semi-centennial  in  1872,  contributed  the  generous  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  towards  defraying  tlie  expenses  incurred. 


John  WiNCvrr.  Tiiokntox  was  born  at  Saco,  Me.,  in  1818,  and  died  at 
Oak  Hill,  Me  ,  June  Gth,  1878.  He  was  by  profession  a  lawyer,  and  be- 
longed to  the  Suffolk  County  (Mass.)  bar.  He  was  a  descendant  in  the 
seventh  generation  from  the  Bcv.  Thomas  Thornton,  of  Yarmouth,  ]Mass., 
who  was  a  descendant  also  in  the  seventh  generation  from  John  Thornton, 
Lord  Mayor  of  York,  England.  Mr.  Thornton  was  one  of  the  best 
informed  antiquaries  of  New  England.  He  was  a  founder  of  the  New 
England  Genealogical  Society,  a  member  of  the  American  Antiquarian 
Society,  and  Vice  President  of  the  American  Statistical  Association. 
Among  his  privately  printed  works  were:  "Genealogical  Memoirs  of  the 
Gilbert  Family,"  (1850) ;  "Lives  of  Isaac  Heath.  John  Bowles,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Eliot,  Jr.,"  (18r.O)  ;  "  Mementos  of  the  Swett  Family,"  (1851) ; 
"  Ancient  Pemaquia  :  an  Historical  Beview,"  (1857) ;  and  "  The  First  Bec- 
ords  of  Anglo-American  Colonization,"  (1S59).  All  the  editions  of  these 
works  were  extremely  limited,  and  they  have  become  scarce.  Mr.  Thorn- 
ton published  "The  Landing  at  Cape  Ann,"  (ISo-I);  "The  Pulpit  of  the 
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Aiiiciiciin  KcvoliUion,"  (ISCO);  "Colonial  Sclicmcs  of  ruphaiii  aud 
(Jiiri^cs  "  (If^n.?)).  Mr.  Thornton  was  also  for  many  years  engaged  upon  a 
"  History  of  Massaclmsctts." 

Mr.  'J'liorntun  was  elected  a  corresponding  n^.cinber  of  this  Society,  Jan- 
iiurv  ITi,  1.^40,  and  made  several  contributions  to  its  collections. 


U'li.i.iAM  CiTLi.KN-  BuYANT,  LL.  1).,  SOU  of  ]Jr.  Pctcr  and  .Sarah  (Snell) 
IJryant,  \vas  born  in  Cnmniington,  ]Mass.,  November  3,  1704.  lie  early 
(lisi)l:iycd  a  fondness  for  books,  and  evinced  poetic  qualities,  lie  wrote 
verses  at  five  years  of  age,  and  at  thirteen  years  published  a  poem  satiriz- 
ing the  enibargo,  which  )net  with  popular  favor,  and  passed  to  a  second 
cilition.  His  "  Thanatopsis,"  one  of  the  earliest  of  his  longer  poems,  and 
more  generally  remembered  as  a  school  exercise  in  leading,  than  any  other 
single  jiroduction  of  his  pen,  gained  for  him  a  reputation  as  a  sfin  of  the 
muses  that  his  subsequent  numerous  effasions  served  justly  to  confirm. 
In  1810,  at  about  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  he  entered  Williams  College, 
whore  he  remained  two  years,  and  then  leaving  engaged  in  the  study  of 
law.  He  was  admitted  to  the  liar  in  1815,  and  commenced  practice  in 
I'lainfichl.  lie  removed  thence  to  Great  Barrington,  I\Iass.,  when  he  mar- 
ried Mi.-.s  Frances  Faiichild,  and  where  he  continued  his  profession  until 
1821,  when  he  removed  to  New  York.  He  there  became  assistant  editor 
of  the  New  Yoik  I'^vening  Poit,  and  subsequently  its  editor-in-chief,  a 
position  he  held  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Under  his  administra- 
tion, for  more  than  half  a  century,  the  paper  became  one  of  the  most  influ- 
ential in  the  country,— its  high  moral  tone,  its  literary  excellence,  and  the 
earnest  support  it  gave  to  the  imperilled  Union  during  the  late  rebellion, 
.securing  for  it  an  extensive  support,  and  for  its  editor  universal  respect. 
Mr  Bryant's  death,  which  took  place  June  12th,  1878,  in  the  eighly-fonrlh 
year  of  his  age.  was  sudden,  and  resulted  from  a  shock  received  fi-om  a 
full  as  he  was  entering  his  house  in  New  York.  It  has  truthfully  been  said 
of  him  that  "for  half  a  century  .Vmerican  literature  has  been  honored  by 
his  genius,  and  in  his  death  the  country  loses  one  who  through  a  long  life 
of  service  exerted  a  potent  influence  for  good." 

Mr.  Bryant  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  this  Society  July  1st, 
1873. 

Colonel  Gr.oKOi:  Bakku  was  the  son  of  Asa  and  Hannah  Newhall  Baker, 
was   born  in   Ipswich,   Mass.,  April  Cth,  1790,  and  died    in    Providence 
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August  lOlli,  1878;  consequently  lie  liad,  at  tlic  time  of  liis  de(:c;i<r, 
cutoi'ctl  four  months  and  four  days  upon  liis  eighty  iiintli  year.  Wr  \i:\', 
two  brothers  and. four  sisters.  Of  tliese,  only  one,  Samuel  Piaker.  K^i  , 
of  Ipswicli,  survives.  He  was  educated  at  the  Latin  school  in  his  iialiv. 
town,  tlien  one  of  the  most  famous  educational  institutions  in  Xi\s 
England.  One  of  his  fellow  students  was  Dr.  Coggswell,  the  lii>t  lil)i:i- 
rian  of  the  Astor  library.  After  completing  his  studies,  in  which  he  ui;u',r 
marked  proliciency,  he  was  eniployeil  for  a  season  in  the  dry  goods  bu-i- 
ness  in  Newburyport,  where  he  became  acquainted  %vitli  the  eekbrali  .1 
Jacob  reikins,  the  inventor  of  engraving  on  steel,  antl  whose  "check 
plates"  were  used  by  most  of  the  Xew  England  banks  fifty  years  ago,  a> 
an  infallible  protection  against  the  skill  of  counterfeiters.  Here  he  aNo 
formed  an  acquaintance  with  George  Pealjody,  whose  munilicent  c<jntiibu- 
tion.s,  after  a  long  life  of  successful  cnterpiise,  to  vai'ious  phihuilhiDpic 
objects,  has  filled  England  and  America  with  an  honorable  fame.  Young 
Baker's  residence  in  Xewburyport  was  duiing  a  prosperous  commercial 
period  in  its  history,  and  when  the  eccentric  Lord  Timothy  Dexter  wa.-. 
daily  displaying  the  "pomp  and  circumstance"  of  wealth  which  ilowed  in 
upon  him  as  results  of  seemingly  absurd  and  unpromising  commercial 
ventures;  wituess,,for  example,  sending  a  cargo  of  waru)ing-])ans  to  the 
West  Indies,  and  the  purchase  of  large  quantities  of  whale-bone  to  be  used 
for  ship's  stays.  With  his  stately  mansion,  guarded  by  wooden  lions  and 
soldiers,  and  adorned  with  the  full  length  wooden  figures  of  Washington, 
Adams  and  Jellerson,  the  youthful  observer  was  familiar,  and  found 
amusement  no  less  in  the  study  of  the  incongruous  assemblage  of  di.-tiu- 
guished  characters  with  which  the  grounds  were  oruamented,  than  in 
attempting  to  make  sense  of  his  Lordship's  "Tickle  for  the  Knowing 
Ones." 

From  Newburyport  the  subject  of  this  notice  went  to  Salem,  and  entered 
the  family  of  Jlr.  Jabez  Baldwin,  a  leading  silversmith  and  jeweller  in  that 
town,  with  whom  he  served  an  apprenticeship  of  seven  years.  Salem,  at 
that  time,  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  commercial  ports,  and  the  enter- 
prise of  "  Billy  Grey,"  the  Crowuinshields,  Ward,  Beabody,  Bickman, 
Derby,  Tucker,  Dodge,  Dalaud,  Silsbee,  and  others  engaged  in  foreign 
trade,  especially  the  India,  gave  an  activity  to  the  wharves  and  streets  of 
the  town  second  to  no  other  ou  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  tone  of  society 
ill  Salem  at  this  time,  as  since,  was  elevating  and  refining  in  its  intlueuce, 
and  it  was  hardly  possible  for  a  self-respecting  young  nuin  to  fail  of  being 
benefited  by  it.     The  merchants  were  honorable,  the  bar  was  distinguished 
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f.ir  If-al  ability,  llic  iiicdical  faculty,  at  the  licad  of  wliich  stood  Dr.  IIol- 
v.iki',  wlio  i-oiiii<lc(l  up  a  liiuulred  years  of  mi)i-tal  life,  wore  skillful,  while 
(lir  pidi)its  wore  tilled-  by  such  pastors  as   Rev.  ])r   Barnard,  "the  laru'e- 
lu-:irted  man"  of  I^ievoUitiouary  memory;   Rev.  ]^r.  I'rinee,  no  less  enii- 
iK'nt  a  srieutist  than  a  divine;  Rev.  Dr.  Bentley,  a  profound  seliolar  and 
K-ariied  antiquary;  Rev.   Dr.  Bowles,  lovinij;,  gentle  and  winninii ;  Rev. 
Dr.  Hopkins,  earnest  in  e.xpounding  a  divi)iity  to  wliieli   his  anti-slavery 
Newport  relative  gave  a  name;  Rev.  Dr.  Whittaker,  Worcester,  and  the 
Ri'clor  of  the  Episcopal  Church  whose  name  is  not  at  this  moment  re- 
called, all  men  of  mark.     Of  these  men,  and  many  others  of  note.  Colonel 
Baker,  in  later  years,  related  many  interesting  anecdotes,  of  which  he 
possessed  a  fund      His  favorites  among  the  clergy  appeared  to  have  been 
Dr.  ]5,irnard,   whose  services  strongly  impressed  him,   Dr.  Hopkins,  on 
wluise  ministry  he  frequently  attended,  and  Dr.  Prince,  who  often  came 
to  Mr.  Baldwin's  shop  to  obtain   a  tool  or  material  for  finishing  a  philo- 
sophicul  instrument,  in  the  manufacture  of  wlach  he  was  an  adept.     Col- 
onel Biker  often  recalled  with  pleasure  the  years  he  s'peut  in   Salem,  and 
held  with  tenacity  the  friendships  then  formed.     The   Salem    Ohaa-vr,  to 
which  he  had  been  a  subscriber  for  more  than  thirty  years,  was  a  welcome 
weekly  visitant,  and  was  read  with  the  interest  and  care  of  one  who  wished 
to  i>erpetuate  memories  too  precious  to  be  allowed  to  pass  into  ol>livion. 
On   completing  his  term   of  service  with  Mr.  Baldwin,  for   whom  he 
maintained  a  lifedoug  attachment,  our  friend  left  Salem  for  Boston,  where 
he  remained  a  short  time,  and  then  came  to  Brovidence.     This  was  in  1811, 
when  the  town  contained  a  little  more  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  and 
which  he  lived  to  see  increase   to  over  one  hundred   thousand.     In  the 
course  of  a  few  months,  having  made  arrangements  to  establish  himself  in 
business,  he  opened  a  store  at  Xo.  CI  Cheapside,  North  Main  street.     His 
strict  attention  to  business,  his  suavity  and   the  reliability  of  his  word, 
soon  drew  to  him  the  best  patronage  of  the  town,  which  was  contiiuicd 
until  he  retired  in  1SG8  from  a  pursuit  followed  on  the  spot  where  he  com- 
menced for  a  period  of  fifty-seven  years.     This  step,  though  for  some 
years  contemplated,  was  hastened  by  a  year  or  two  by  a  heavy  iol>bery  of 
his  store,  and  the  purchase  of  the  estate  by  the  Gorhani  Manufacturing 
Company.     Colonel  Baker  was   contemporary  in   business  with  the  late 
Josiah  Whitaker  &  Co.,  Cliristopher  Burr,  George   S.  Tompkins,  George 
K.  Clarke,  D.  T.  Goodhue,   and   Davis  &  Babbitt,  all,  we  believe,  at  one 
tin)L'  located  on  Cheapside,  while  Frost  &  Mumford.  on  Cady  street,  "rear 
of  IM  North  Main  street,"  and  Joseph  Veazie,  at  218  North  Main  street, 
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pursued  llic  siinio  occiip;Uioii.  To  liis  oriliniiiy  business  Colonel  l):ikcr 
added  tlie  regulation  of  clironometers,  of  wliicli  he  kept  ;\  large  iiniuh.r 
to  let,  and  was  generally  resorted  to  by  owners  and  masters  of  vesseN 
sailing  out  of  I'rovidenee.  He  also  for  many  years  liad  tli'- care  of  ihc 
clock  on  the  First  Baptist  Mecting-liouse,  regulating  it  l)y  solar  (>l)>erv:i- 
tions,  and  thus  assuring  to  our  citizens  and  others  the  exact  time. 

In  all  the  years  that  Colonel  Baker  kept  on  Cheapside  his  place  of  busi- 
ness was  daily  visited  by  a  coterie  of  friends,  who  were  always  cordially 
welcomed,  to  exchange  kindly  greetings,  to  compare  time  and  record 
accuracy  or  variations.  While  in  health  and  able  to  go  abroad,  the  late 
vcnerabto  John  Howland  seldom  failed  daily  to  occupy  a  chair  which  hos- 
pitably waited  his  coming.  In  these  hours  were  related  anecdotes  of  men 
and  events  pertaining  to  the  past,  that  were  carefidly  treasured  by  lii-^ 
courteous  host.  There  are  many  now  living  to  whom,  to  the  day  of  their 
departure  from  earth,  the  recollection  of  those  frequent,  brief  and  familiar 
interviews  will  be  delightful. 

Besides  the  increase  of  population  already  mentioned.  Colonel  Baker 
lived  to  see  numerous  other  changes,  many  for  the  better,  some,  perhaps, 
not  so.  In  1811  there  was  no  provision  for  lighting  the  streets;  every 
one  traversing  them  on  dark  idghts.  and  wishing  immunity  from  the  dan- 
ger of  heaps  of  rubbish  or  pitfalls,  was  cautious  enough  to  carry  a  lar.- 
tcrn.  There  was  no  gas,  no  omnibuses,  no  horse  cars,  nor  steam  cars, 
uo  telegiaphs,  telephones,  nor  phonographs,  no  system  of  sewerage,  and. 
it  may  be  added,  no  very  burdensome  taxes.  In  all  that  tended  to  make 
our  city  more  attractive  and  prosperous  he  heartily  rejoiced.  IU<  years 
in  rj-oviilence,  though  apparently  quiet,  were  in  reality  full  of  activity, 
and  contiiljutcd  not  a  little  to  the  material,  intellectual  and  moral  develop- 
ment of  our  city,  which  it  gave  him  pleasure  to  behold.  Tlie  war  of  1812 
impressed  him  with  the  importance  of  military  organizations  as  means  of 
protection,  lie  joined  the  National  Cadets,  chartered  in  17'.>S,  a  popular 
company  in  its  day,  and  in  due  time  was  elected  its  Colonel.  During  the 
war  aliove  named  it  performed  valuable  services  as  a  home  guard  In 
1817,  when  Providence  was  visited  by  Tresident  Monroe,  Colonel  Baker 
and  his  command  had  escort  duty  assigned  them.  When  Tresideut  Jack- 
son madi'  his  Northern  tour,  he  with  William  T.  Grinncll  were  appointed 
by  the  Town  Council  a  Conunittee  to  wait  on  him  at  New  York,  and 
attend  him  on  his  journey  here.  At  the  organization  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, in  1S3-2,  of  which  Hon.  Samuel  W.  IJiidgham  was  first  Mayor,  Col- 
onel Baker  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Common  Council,  and  by  that 
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!..i.lj.  cliosou  its  first  Picsident,  ;i  position  lie  lield  two  years  with  entire 
s  .li-lat-tion  to  tlie  Council. 

IiifiTc'stcd  in  sciences,  and  with  a  desire  to  promote  them,  he  joined 
\\'illi;tm  T.  Grinnell,  Owen  Mason,  Jo.sopli  Balcli,  Charles  Iladwin,  Isaac 
1  liiirlier,  and  others,  in  fonndiny;  tlierranklin  Society.  He  delivered  scv- 
( ral  lectures  before  the  Society,  electricitj'  being  his  specialty.  Tnstru- 
Kuiits  for  illustrating-  subjects  were  n<n  then  easily  obtained,  and  he  was 
',I,i-owu  upon  the  necessity' of  nianufacturinjj  .several  foi'  his  own  use.  His 
la-t  aji;v  arance  before  tlx.-  Society  was  at  it-<  semi-centennial  eommemora- 
i':on  a  fewyeais  ago,  when  he  read  an  interesting  paper  appropriate  to  the 
occasion.  In  1S12  he  I'egistercd  the  rise  of  the  tides  ^vith  a  self-registering 
u'uage  put  up  at  Aborn's  wharf,  at  the  foot  of  \^'as!lington  street.  A  simi- 
b;r  measurement  was  made  at  Newport  on  the  same  day  and  hour  by  the' 
late  Isaac  Thurber,  and  the  results  of  both  mcasuicmeuts  were  scut  to  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  at  Washington. 

For  more  than  thirty  years  Colonel  Baker  was  connected  witli  the  Provi- 
di'uee  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  as  Director,  Trustee.  Treasure)-,  and 
rresident, —  the  last  ollice  being  held  to  the  close  of  life.  His  style  of 
writing  was  acquired  under  the  system  of  tlie  celebrated  Wrifl'ord,  and  his 
books  as  Ti'easurer  are  models  of  neatness  and  accuracy.  He  was  for 
many  years  Director  in  the  Providence  Institution  for  Savings.  For  four 
years  he  was  President  of  the  Mechanics  Association,  also  member  of  \ari- 
ous  of  its  Committees,  and  for  several  years  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
to  procure  lecturei-s,  wiiich  devolved  upon  him  a  large  amount  of  corres- 
pondence. If  we  mistake  not,  he  was  also  a  member  of  the  Society  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Domestic  Industry.  He  was  deeply  interested  in 
historical  researches,  and  in  ISoO,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  lihode 
I>land  Historical  Society,  of  which  he  was  six  years  a  Trustee,  four  years 
Cabinet  Keeper,  and  twelve  years  Treasurer.  He  took  a  deep  interest  in 
the  i)rosperity  of  our  public  .schools,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  first 
School  Committee  under  the  city  charter,  and  in  various  ways  rendered 
important  services  to  the  cause.  The  memorial  written  by  him  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Mechanics  Association,  in  1SJ7,  addressed  to  the  Common 
Council,  was  a  clear-sighted  paper,  and  produced  a  favorable  effect.  Much 
might  l)e  said,  did  time  and  space  permit,  of  the  effective  but  unobtrusive 
manner  in  which  Colonel  liaker  promoted  every  good  cause,  but  it  is  suffi- 
eient  to  sa}-  that  nothing  worthy  of  public  confidence  but  found  in  him  a 
Sincere  advocate,  with  no  desire  for  notoriety.  "When  the  first  temperance 
uiovenient  commenced  in  this  city,  lie  gave  it  his  liearty  countenance,  and 
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delivered  a  thoiij^litful  address  upon  the  evils  ^vhicll  excess  engenders,  ai;.! 
before  the  Mcelianics  Association  in  ISDl,  he  read  a  lecture  de.-iirned  ;<> 
stimulate  the  moral  and  intellectual  fiiculties  to  worthy  endeavors. 

Constitutionally,  Colonel  ]5akcr  was  eminently  social  and  domcstir. 
His  local  attachments  were  strong-,  and  the  scenes  of  his  childhood  ai:d 
youth  he  ever  cherished  as  precious  memories.  Scarcely  anything  d<'- 
lighted  him  more  than  to  visit  the  home  of  his  birth,  and  live  over  in 
thought  his  early  days.  ]>iit  he  found  his  greatest  enjoyment  in  llir> 
bosom  of  his  family,  to  whom  he  was  tenderly  attached,  lie  had  biiii 
twice  married;  first  to  Ednah  Ilalc,  of  Newbury,  Old  Town,  Mass.,  Sep- 
tembcr  14,  ISM,  no  issue;  second,  ISIary  Ann  Towne,  daughter  of  Caplain 
Solomon  Towne  of  Boston,  October  8,  1S40;  issue,  three  sons,  two  now 
living. 

While  he  found  great  sweetness  in  a  long  life,  its  cup  had  not  been 
wholly  exempt  from  the  waters  of  Marah.  Tlie  death  of  his  lirst  coni- 
panion  and  the  deaths  of  a  brother  and  sisters  touched  him  sensibly  with 
the  finger  of  sorrow;  but  more  severely  did  the  hand  of  affliction  rest 
upon  him  in  the  bereavement,  a  few  years  ago,  of  his  youngest  son,  a 
3'OUHg  man  of  uncommon  promise.  But  in  these,  as  in  otlier  forms  of 
discipllnaiy  experience,  he  schooled  his  heart  into  trustful  submission. 

Colonel  Baker,  though  not  a  church  member,  Avas  a  devout  Christian 
man,  receiving  the  sacred  Scriptures  as  the  sure  and  sufllcient  rule  of  faith 
and  practice,  and  conscientious!}'  endeavoring  to  carry  out  in  daily  life 
the  two  requirements,  "  fear  God  and  keep  His  commandments,"  and  "  as 
ye  would  that  others  should  do  to  yon,  do  ye  even  so  to  them."  His  self- 
control  was  a  strong  feature  in  his  character.  His  reverence  was  large. 
He  reverenced  the  Sabbath,  the  sanctuary,  and  all  the  institutions  of 
Christianity.  His  views  of  man's  relations  to  time  and  eternity  were 
clear  and  rational,  and  on  the  love  and  mercy  of  God,  as  revealed  in  Jesu^ 
Christ,  he  rested  an  assured  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality. 


EvKiiT  Augustus  Duyckixck,  son  of  Evert,  was  born  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  November  l.'3d,  ISIG;  He  was  educated  at  Columbia  College, 
graduating  in  1835.  He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  John  Anthon,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1S37.  His  tastes  and  associations  inclined  him  to 
a  literary  life.  After  an  extended  tour  in  ICurope  he  returned  to  New 
York,  and  iu  December,  1810,  commenced,  with  Cornelius  ^Matthews,  a 
new  monthly  periodical,   entitled   "  .\rcturus,    a   Journal  of  Books  and 
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((j.iiiioii,"  wliicli  was  coutiinied  tlirou-h  three  volumes,  closing  in  May, 
1. ■.{:.'.  To  tills  woriv  lie  contiibutcd  ess;iys,  articles  on  okl  English 
antliors,  and  reviews. 

Mr.  ])iiyckinck,  iu  the  early  part  of  18-17,  entered  upon  the  editorship  of 
-Tlu;  Literary  World,"  a  new  weekly  review  of  books,  the  fine  arts,  etc., 
v.hicli,  with  the  exception  of  au  interval  of  .about  a  year,  during  which 
the  work  was  conducted  by  Charles  Feuno  Hofniian,  was  carried  on  to  the 
dose  of  1S:.:1.  Mr.  Duyckinck  had  the  aid  of  his  talented  younger 
brother,  George  Long  Duyckinck,  in  the  editorship.  At  the  close  of  this, 
publication,  :Mr.  Duyckinck  and  his  brother  were  again  united  in  a  work 
to  whicli  their  familiarity  with  the  autliors  of  the  day  formed  a  usefu> 
preparation.  "The  Cyclopedia  of  American  Literature,"  projected  by 
the  late  Charles  Scrlbncr,  was  committed  to  their  hands,  and  for  about 
two  years  exclusively  occupied  their  attention.  The  first  edition  appeared 
in  1850,  and  ten  years  afterwards  a  "  Supplement"  was  added  by  its  senior 
editor. 

Mr.  Duyckinck,  in  1S5G,  edited  a  volume  entitled  "  Wit  and  Wisdom  of 
the  Kevereud  Sydney  Smilh,  being  Selections  from  his  Writings,  and 
Pas.sagcs  of  his  Letters  and  Table  Talk,  with  a  Biograpliical  Memoir  and 
Notes,"  a  work  wliich  passed  through  several  editions.  In  ISGii  he  wrote 
the  letter-press  to  the  "National  Portrait  Gallery  of  Eminent  Americans,'' 
issued  by  Messr.s.  Johnson,  Fry  &  Co.,  New  York,  in  two  volumes,  quarto, 
a  scries  of  Biographies,  from  the  llevoUitionary  era  to  the  jjresent  day,  of 
which  over  a  hundred  thousand  copies  have  been  issued.  He  also  edited 
a  contemporary  "  History  of  the  War  for  the  Unfon,"  in  three  quarto  vol^ 
umes;  a  "  History  of  the  World,"  in  four  volumes,  mainly  arranged  from 
the  "  Encyclopedia  Eritannica,"  and  an  c.vtensive  series  of  Biographies  of 
'^•Eminent  IMen  and  Women  of  Europe  and  America,"  in  two  volumes, 
quarto,  all  for  the  same  publishers. 

Among  other  miscellaneous  literary  productions,  ]\Ir.  Duyckinck  edited, 
with  a  memoir  and  notes,  "  Toems  lielating  to.  the  American  BevoUition, 
by  rhilip  Frencau,"  New  York,  18G.5 ;  and  the  American  edition  of  "  Poets 
of  the  Nineteenth  Century."  He  was  al^^o  the  author  of  a  "  ]Memorial  of 
John  Allan,"  an  eminent  New  York  book  collector,  printed  by  the  Brad- 
ford Clul)  in  1804;  and  Memorials  of  Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.  D.,  Henry; 
Theodore  Tuckerman,  John  David  Wolfe,  and  James  William  I'.eckman, 
were  read  before  tke  New  York  lUstorical  Society,  and  printed  for  thah 
instituliou.

Ex-Governor  Setii  r.vDr.Lioitn  was  descended  in  the  seventh  genera- 
tion from  Jonathan  I'adelford,  who  was  born  in  England  about  1G2S,  ami 
came  eariy  to  this  country.  He  was  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  Heath 
Padelford,  and  \\as  born  in  Taunton,  in  1S07.  He  came  to  rrovidoncr 
upwards  of  fifty  years  ago,  and  after  being  for  some  time  employed  as  au 
accountant,  he  commenced  the  wholesale  grocery  business  in  the  wooden 
building  now  owned  by  Dr.  Grosvcnor,  adjacent  to  the  Journal  ollice. 
Subsequently  the  Ijusincss  was  transferred  to  No.  28  Westminster  street. 
Strict  attention,  piudence  and  unwearied  industry  crowned  the  etlbrts  of 
more  than  forty  years  with  pecuniary  success.  Some  years  ago  he  retired 
from  this  business,  and  was  succeeded  by  M-r.  Richard  E.  Hamlin,  who 
early  entered  his  emi>loy,  and  for  a  long  time  was  a  partner. 

Without  neglecting  any  private  duty,  he  yielded  to  frequent  calls  npou 
his  time  and  services  for  the  jiublic  weal,  made  by  his.fellow-citizens.  In- 
deed, in  all  that  tended  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  citj-  iu  which  he 
passed  so  large  a  portion  of  his  life,  he  manifested  an  earnest  interest,  and 
every  good  work  found  in  him  an  active  friend  and  helper.  He  was  a 
temperance  man  from  principle,  and  both  by  precept  and  example  aided 
in  efforts  to  roll  back  the  dark  wave  that  for  years  has  threatened  to  over- 
wiiclm  with  moral  ruin  our  city.  He  ^vas  an  opijoncnt  of  the  slave  power, 
from  a  conviction  that  its  encroachments,  if  unrestrained,  woukl  i)ro\e 
fatal  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  our  country,  and  when  the  question  of 
admitting  Kansas  into  the  Union  as  a  State  was  fiercely  discussed  in  and 
out  of  Congress,  and  the  entire  land  violently  agitated,  he  was  found  with 
the  late  John  Carter  Brown,  Drs.  Wayland,  Hall,  Swain,  and  others,  active 
in  efforts  to  secure  for  that  beleaguered  Territory  freedom  from  the  curse 
of  slavery. 

He  was  Chairman  of  a  Committee  appointed  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
citizens  of  Providence,  held  March  7th,  \B'>i,  to  protest  against  the  intro- 
duction of  slavery  into  Nebraska;  and  June  7tli,  1850,  he  was  one  of  the 
Vice  Presidents  of  a  meeting  over  which  Hon.  Alexander  Duncan,  pre- 
sided, called  to  express  the  sentiments  of  this  community  in  regard  to  the 
"brutal,  murderous  and  cowardly  "  assault  iu  the  United  States  Senate 
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CIiHiiber  of  Preston  S.  Brooks  upon  CIku-Ics  Sumner,  "  an  oiitra.i;c  upon 
Ihe  freedom  of  delKitc  without  imrallel  in  the  history  of  tlie  government." 
At  lliis  meeting  spirited  tuid  impressive  addresses  were  made  bj-  Professor 
Alexis  Caswell,  Professor  William  Gammell,  ]Ion.  Charles  S.  Bradley, 
liev.  Dr.  Hedge  and  Ilev.  ])r.  Wayland.  Of  the  thirty-seven  Vice  Presi- 
dents of  the  meeting,  nineteen  preeeded  Governor  Padelfoid  to  tlic  grave. 

From  18;57  to  1S41  Governor  I'adelford  represented  the  (iftii  ward  in  the 
Conunon  Council,  and  from  1851  to  185:i  he  was  a  Councilman  from  tlie 
second  ward.  While  in  the  Council,  in  1837,  he  was  also  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  with  ])r.  Wayland,  Mayor  Bridgham,  William  T. 
Griiinell,  Kcv.  Thomas  \\'alerman,  John  L.  Hughes,  Simon  lleni'y  Greene, 
and  others  equally  pronounced  on  the  suliject  of  popular  education, 
engaged  earnestly  and  persistently  in  carrying  forward  the  work  of  im- 
proving the  schools.  Public  sentiment  was  divided  on  the  subject,  and 
tlic  excitement  was  paralleled  only  by  that  e.xhiljited  in  town  meeting  in 
1800,  when  John  Ilowland  carried  an  appropiiation  of  ftOOOO  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools,  in  tlic  face  of  a  most  determined  opposition. 

The  discussions  in  both  Ijranches  of  the  city  government  ultimated  in 
the  appointment  of  a  joint  Committee,  of  which  Councilman  Padelford 
was  an  influential  membei',  to  whom  the  whole  matter  of  re-organizing  the 
schools  was  committetl.  After  due  deliberation,  the  Committee  unani- 
mously- recommended  a  system  of  graded  schools,  embracing  a  High 
School,  "for  tlic  purpose  of  fittingyoung  men  for  College  and  for  perfect- 
ing tliose  who  arc  not  intended  f(3r  a  collegiate  course  of  study  in  the 
branches  of  a  good  English  education."  This  system  the  Councilman  liad 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  finally  adopted,  moditied  and  amended  as  expe- 
rience rendered  expeilient  during  the  liftecu  years  of  faithful  service  lie 
rendered  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board. 

The  subject  of  this  notice  was  early  interested  in  elforts  to  improve  the 
social  and  moral  life  of  the  neglected  classes  in  our  city,  and  gave  liis 
hearty  support  to  the  Ministry-at-l.arge,  of  whicli  he  was  a  Trustee,  Sec- 
retary, and  many  years  President;  an  institution  that  from  its  inception  in 
1842  has  performed  an  invaluable  work. 

In  1857  he  was  elected  a  member  of  tlie  Ilhode  Island  Historical  Soci- 
ety, lie  was  for  a  number  of  years  an  active  member  of  the  Providence 
AitrSociety,  for  a  time  a  Director  in  the  Blackstone  Canal  Bank,  and  for 
more  than  thirty  years  a  Director  in  and  President  of  the  Bank  of  North 
America.  His  judgment  as  a  linancier  was  reliable,  and  his  business  integ- 
rity unquestionable.     In  1SG3  lie  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
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State,  and  reelected  in  1SG4.     From    ISGO  to  1S73.  when  lie  dceliiad  u.  1 
considered  a  candidate,  he  held,  Ijy  the  snffrayes  of  the  peoi>le,  the  oil.. , 
of  Governor.     As  a.  presiding  oflieer  in  the  Senate,  he  was  impartial  an.i 
ccnciliiitory,  and  his  entire  administration  was  characterized  by  a  cardiil 
supervision  of  the  pecniiiary  interests  of  the  State. 

Governor  Padelford  was  a  member  of  the  Society  for  the  Encourani-- 
ment  of  Domestic  Industry,  and  of  other  nsefnl  organizations.  In  Is;.; 
he  was  elected  for  three  years  a  member  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Board,  in 
conjunction  with  Ex-Governor  James  Y.  Smith  and  Daniel   K.  Day,  Esc|.  | 

In  January,  1S7C,  he  was  reelected  for  a  further  term  of  three  years,  and  \ 

after  one  year  of  service  resigned.      After   the   death   of   I^x-Govtnior  | 

Smith  he  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  made  in  the  City  ll;dl  Cuin-  I 

jnissiou,  which  position  he  declined.  | 

Many  additional  testinjonies  to  an  ac:tive  and  useful  life  might  be  given.  i 

but  these  will  sutFice  to  show  the  \aried  ways  in  uhieh  liours  sjiarcd  tVoin  1 

bis  bu>iness  pursuits  were  tilled.     In  an  extensive  sense  he  was  publir  j 

spirited,  and  tliat  without  ostentation.     He  was  charitable,  but  his  chari-  j 

ties  were  not  bestowed  "to  be  seen  of  men."  Many  in  this  city,  who 
Lave  been  the  recipients  of  his  bounty,  will  miss  and  mourn  a  sympathetic 
friend. 

Governor  Padelford  was  twice  married.  First,  to  Loiza,  daughter  of 
Daniel  IJhodes,  of  Pawtuxet;  issue,  three  daughters  and  one  son.  Sec- 
ond, to  Mary,  daughter  of  David  Barton,  of  Providence;  no  issue.  The 
widow 4Uid  two  daughters  survive  to  mourn  an  irreparable  loss.  A  brother 
likewise  survives  him. 

Some  years  ago  Governor  Padelford  visited  Europe,  and  enjoyed  greatly 
an  examination  of  the  magnificent  structures  and  art  treasures  of  the  Old 
World.  It  was  during  this  visit  that  he  purchased  and  presented  to  the 
Providence  .\thena;um  a  Viiluable  collection  of  engravings.  A  lil'cral  gilt 
to  Brown  University  indicated  his  sense  of  the  value  of  the  higher  educa- 
tion provided  for  in  her  curriculum.  As  Governor  he  was  ex-ojicio  Chair- 
man of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  Normal 
School  building  on  High  street,  delivered  the  dedicatory  address.  lie  was 
a  man  of  positive  opinions,  which  were  freely  expressed  on  all  suitable 
occasions,  I'cadily  according  to  otliers  the  rights  of  thought  and  expression 
that  he  claimed  for  himself.  The  various  trusts  to  which  he  was  often 
called  were  discharged  with  scrupulous  lidelity.  Had  lie  been  more  aniln- 
tious,  oflices  of  high  honor  waiting  his  acceptance,  might  liave  been  added 
.to  those  he  faithfully  and  acceptably  lillecL 
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I)o:itli  did  not  come  to  Governor  Padclford  unexpectedly  or  without 
•  .n!.;ir:Uion  for  its  issues.  Ou  the  mutations  of  life  and  the  certainty  of 
:iij  event  wliicli  ultimately  reaches  all,  lie  had  long  rellected,  and  by  care- 
ful moral  discipline  had  disposed  his  mind  to  a  peaceful,  trustful  contem- 
platiou  of  the  infuiite  future.  To  him  the  years  of  time  were  less  than  a 
raindrop  to  the  waters  of  the  globe  iu  comparison  \Yith  cycles  of  conscious 
rxislencc  iu  the  great  beyond.     He  felt  the  full   import  of  the  trutii  that 

"  We  arc  to  live 
As  many  years  as  atoms  in  the  :iir; 
AVIien  these  are  past,  as  many  thousand  more 
As  grains  of  sand  tliat  crowd  tlie  ebbing  shore ; 
When  tlicse  arc  spent,  aLS  many  still  behind 
As  leaves  of  forest  sliaken  with  the  wind; 
When  these  are  gone,  as  many  more  to  ensue 
As  blades  of  grass  on  hills  and  dales  that  grew ; 

When  these  are  past,  as  many  on  the  march 

As  midnight  hinips  that  gild  the  starry  earth; 

When  these  expire,  as  many  millions  more 

As  moments  in  the  millions  gone  bciort." 

But  this  thought  of"  eternal  years,"  though  far  out-reaching  human  com- 
prehension, was  entertained  with  cheerful   reverence.     He  was  not  given 
to  speaking  indiscriminately  of  his  conlideut  hope  of  a  blessed  hereafter, 
but  to  the  writer  of  this  notice,  iu  the  unconstrained  intimacy  of  friend- 
ship, ho  more  than  once  avowed  his  unshaken  reliance  upon  a  merciful 
provision   for   a  welcome  to  the  home   where   "the  wicked  cease  from 
troubling,  and  tlie  weary  are  at  rest."     His  theological  opinions  were  of 
the  highest  type  of  the  Chauning  School,  and  in  the  discharge  of  dcnomi- 
ratioual  duties,  he  was  nine  years  President  of  the  Channing  Conference, 
and  for  several  years  a  Vice  President  of  the  American  Unitarian  Associa- 
tion.     Possessing  an   early   developed   religious   nature,    deepened   and 
strengthened  by  communion  with  the  Source  of  all  Wisdom,  his  Christian 
faith  was  founded  upon  the  inspiration  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  as  a  final 
authority,  the  divine  mission  and  character  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
the  immutable  love  of  God.     As  a  member  of  the  Westiniustcr  Congrega- 
tional Church  and   Society —long,  active  and  efllcient,  and  at  his  death 
oue  of  the  oldest  —  he  appreciated  the  privileges  of  all  Christian  ordi- 
nances.    His  social  life  was  consistent  with  th^  faith  lie  lu'ofessed,  and 
alike  in  otllcial  or  nnolTicial  positions,  his  influence  was  helpful  to  public 
and  private  morality.

of  all  places  he  would  prefer — in  tlie  bosom  of  a  tenderly-loved  family. 

Sunday,  August  ISth,  he  received  a  paralytic  stroke,  and  died  Monday  i 

evening,  the  l-'ijth.  I 

The  funeral  took  place  at  noontime  at  the  late  residence  of  the  de-  ^ 

ceased,  August  3ist.     The  attendance  was  large,  including  Governor  Van  J 

Zandt,  Lieutenant-Governor  Howard,  Hon.  J.  .AI.  Addeman,  Secretary  of  ] 

State,  Ex-Governors  Hoppin  and  Lippitt,  Cliief  Justice  Durfee,  and  many  t 

of  the  most  prominent  men  of  the  State.     The  services  were  conducted  by  \ 

Rev.  Augustus  Woodbury,  Rev.  Samuel  Osgootl,  1).  1).,  of  New  York,  and 

Rev.  Edwin  M.  Stone.     At  the  opening,  "  Nearer  my  Goil   to  Thee,"  and 

at  the  close,  "  Abitle  witli  me,"  were  sung  b}'  a  select  choir,  with  impi'es- 

sive  ellect.     The  remains  were  then   con\eyed  to  Swan  Point  Cemetery. 

wliero  adttitional  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Mr.  \Voodbury.     The 

bearers  were  Deacon  William  J.  King,  E.x-Governor  Hoppin,  Hon.  Amos 

C.  Barslow,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Brown.     The  flag  at  the  State  House  floated 

at  hall-mast,  and  the  portrait  of  Ex-Governor  Radellbrd  iu  the  Secretary's 

office  was  draped  in  mourning  as  tiibutes  of  respect. 


Colonel  Almon  D.  Hodgks  died  suddenly  at  his  residence  in  Ports- 
mouth. R.  I.,  September  27th,  1878.  He  was  seized  with  the  fatal  attack 
Avliile  engaged  in  lighting  a  (Ire.  Altlujugh  many  years  have  elai)sed  since 
his  removal  from  this  community,  he  was  well  known  to  our  older  citi- 
zens, who  will  learn  with  regret  of  his  unexpected  decease.  Colonel 
Hodges  was  a  native  of  Norton,  Mass.,  where  his  ancestors  were  among 
the  early  settlers  of  the  town.  At  an  early  age  he  came  to  J'rovidence, 
and  after  the  usual  training  for  a  business  career,  entered  into  copartner- 
ship with  the  late  John  J.  Stimson.  After  maintaining  this  connection 
for  about  twenty  years,  the  firm  was  dissolved,  and  Colonel  Hodges  re- 
moved liis  residence  to  Boston.  Here  he  was  soon  after  elected  President 
of  the  Washington  Bunk,  a  position  which  he  retained  until  his  death. 
During  his  long  business  career  he  preserved  an  unblemished  reputation, 
and  discharged  with  sigual  fidelity  and  skill  the  important  trusts  committed 
to  his  charge. 

From  his  ancestors,  some  of  whom  fought  in  the  old  French  war,  Colo- 
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hi)  Hodijcs  inliciitcd  tastes  Avliicli  alwnys  inclined  liim  to  talic  an  active 
iitcicst  in  military  matters,  lie  was  one  of  tiic  prominent  actors  in  the 
tniiiMous  times  of  1842,  and  was  cliosen  to  command  the  Providence 
llnrse  Guards.  When  at  the  breaking  out  of  tlie  civil  war,  a  similar 
(irjianization  was  formed  in  IJoxbury,  he  was  called  to  the  same  position. 
He  was  a  zealous  supportci'  of  the  government,  and  gave  two  of  his  sons, 
uith  grief,  but  without  repining,  as  his  part  of  the  cot-tly  sacrifice  for  the 
cause  of  the  Union.  Colonel  Hodges  had  also  much  taste  for  antiquarian 
research,  and  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  most  active  supporters  of  the 
New  l^ngland  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society.  In  private  life  he  was 
iircatly  beloved  for  his  unaffected  kindness  of  heart,  his  genial  manners  and 
his  cordial  hospitality.  He  gave  his  inlhicnce  to  all  good  things.  He  was 
twice  married,  and  leaves  a  widow  and  several  cliildren.  For  many  years 
lie  has  been  accustomed  to  renew  his  former  tics  with  this  Stale  by  pass- 
ing his  summers  at  his  pleasant  country  seat  in  Portsmouth.—  I'lovidcnce 
Jtiunml. 

Colonel  Hodges  was  elected  a  corresponding  member  of  our  Society, 
October  Hth,  1S59. 


Colonel  BuANTZ  M.vyki!,  son  of  Christian  Mayer,  a  native  of  Ulni, 
Kingdom  of  Wurtemberg,  and  an  immigrant  citizen  of  Jjaltimore,  was 
born  in  that  city  September  i'7th,  IsOD,  and  died  in  the  place  of  his  nativity 
February  23d,  1879,  at  the  age  of  sixty-nine  years.  He  was  privately  edu- 
cated in  Baltimore,  studied  and  entered  the  profession  of  the  law,  traveled 
in  F.urope,  was  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Legation  in  Mexico,  was 
ajipointed  President  of  the  State  Central  Committee  of  Unionists  at  the 
commencement  of  the  late  rebellion,  was  appointed  Brigadier-General  of 
the  Maryland  volunteer  foi'ces,  and  in  1803  received  the  commission  of 
Paymaster  in  the  United  States  army.  lie  was  stationed  in  Maryland, 
Delaware,  Louisiana,  and  California.  In  1875  he  received  from  Congress 
the  brevet  of  Lieutenant-Colonel.  He  was  widely  known  as  an  author,  and 
was  characterized  as  "a  ripe  and  varied  scholar,  and  a  high-minded,  honor- 
able man."  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society, 
was  its  first  Corresponding  Secretary',  and  was  elected  an  honorary  mem- 
ber of  the  Khode  Island  Historical  Society,  November  )Oth,  1874.

Allen  in  the  chair.

John  Austin  Stevens,  Esquire,  Editor  of  the  JSlaga^ine  of 
American  Jlistori/,  was  then  introduced  and  proceeded  to 
read  a  paper  on  the  French  in  lihode  Island  during  our 
lievolutionar}-  War.  Opening  with  exi)ressions  of  satisfac- 
tion that  the   French   nation   has   established   a  repubHcan 
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I'orin  of"  g-ovcrinncnt,  'Sir.  Stevens  proceeded  to  give  a  full 
.111(1  exceedinirly  interesting  history  of  the  French  troops  in 
i^liode  Island  from  the  organization  and  arrival  of  the  first 
cxjx'dition  under  Count  d'Kstaing  to  aid  the  United  States  in 
cslahlishing  their  independence,  till  the  departure  of  the 
^.(•cond  e\'{)?dition  under  Count  Rochanibeau,  after  the  sur- 
render of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  which  closed  the  lievolu- 
lionaiy  War. 

The  paper  gave  a  detailed  account  of  the  French  occu}):i- 
tioii  of  o\n;  State  and  of  their  military  and  ci\ic  relations 
whh  the  government  and  the  ])eople,  and  more  especially 
with  the  inhuhitants  of  Newport  and  Providence,  1)}^  "whom 
the  Frencii  allies  were  warmly  welcomed  as  the  friends  of 
our  re})nh]ic,  then  struggling  into  existence,  and  entertained 
\\ith  a  cordial  and  generous  hospitality  as  chamijions  of  the 
American  cause.  Personal  sketches  were  also  given  of 
prominent  French  oflicers  of  both  expeditions  and  of  many 
j)olitical  and  social  movements  and  events  with  which  they 
were  connected  during  their  residence  in  this  State  and 
couutiy. 

The  Historical  Cabinet  was  fdled  Avith  an  audience  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  listened  to  the  reading  of  the 
paj)er  with  deep  interest. 

Mr.  Stevens  received  the  thanks  of  the  Sot-iely,  embodied 
in  a  resolution  oftered  by  Pt.  Pev.  Thomas  ?*I.  Clark  and 
seconded  by  Prof.  J.  Lewis  Diman.  Some  highly  interest- 
ing reminiscences  were  added  by  X'kjq  President  .Mien,  and 
critical  remsirks  l)y  ]Mcssrs.  Clark,  Diman  and  Denison.

Since  his  death,  December  IS,  IS  1 7,  it  has  naturally 
been  a  most  precious  memento  to  me  of  by-gone  days  and  events,  and 
now  feeling  the  thread  of  life  to  be  nearly  run,—  being  in  my  eighty-third 
year,—  I  desire  to  deposit  the  watch  in  the  safe  keeping  of  your  honora'ile 
Society,  that  it  may  be  handed  down  to  future  generations  as  an  interesting 
relic  ant!  memorial  of  olden  times.

Jt  is  enacted  h>j  the.  General  xisscmhhj  asfoUoirs  : 

SiXTiox  1.  The  Slim  of  five  linmlrcd  dollars  is  anmiallj'  appropriated, 
to  be  expended  iiiuler  the  direction  of  the  IJlinde  Island  Historical  Soci- 
ety, for  the  care  and  preservation  and  the  eataloj,niinii-  of  the  property  of 
the  State  in  its  keeping,  and  for  purchase  and  binding-  of  books  relating  to 
the  Jiistory  of  the  State,  and  for  copying  and  preserving  the  records  in  the 
several  towns  of  the  State. 

Si:c  2.  The  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  shall  annually,  at  tlie  May 
session,  make  report  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  manner  in  which  ihe 
above  appropriation  has  been  exi)ended. 

Skc.  3.  All  books  and  papers  belonging  to  tlie  State,  in  the  keeping  of

A^'ithovlt 
disparaging  the  AA'ar  Department,  he  insisted  on  the  exercise 
of  moral  ibrce,  and  esi)ecially  on  i'airness  and  honesty  in  our 
dealings  with  these  children  of  the  forest.     lie  denounced  as 
barbarous   and   heathenish,    the    doctrine    of  extermination.

tary ranks.      The   general   tenor  of  the   discoui'sc  v.as  ]no- 
nounced  by  Prof.  Diman  to  be  in  accord  with  tlie  teachings 
of  Roger  ^^'illiams  and  John  Elliot,  whose  apostolic  charac- 
ter has  recei\'ed  the  sanction  of  the  present  generation.

(i"cl()ck.  the  President  in  the  chair. 

The  record  of  the  List  (juurterly  meeting  was  read  and 
aj){)roved. 

A  letter  Avas  also  I'cnd  from  Hon.  Charles  Francis  Adams 
:iccei)tin*i-  the  office  of  honorary  njcmbcr  of  the  Society,  and 
(■.\l)ressing  an  interest  in  the  objects  })roposcd.  The  Secre- 
tary also  gave  an  abstract  of  h'tters  from  ]Mr.  Jl-dy  Greene 
lluling,  of  Fitchhurg,  ^lass.,  acknowledging  the  honor  of 
his  election  as  corresjionding  meml)er,  and  expressing  his 
readiness  to  co-operate  in  promoting  the  objects  of  the 
Society. 

The  Librarian  reijorted  numei'ous  valuable  donations 
made  since  the  last  quarterh'  meeting,  among  which  was  the 
Whitney  Genealogy,  consisting  of  three  superbly  bound  and 
ilhistrated  volumes,  presented  l)y  J.  "\Miitney  Pha'nix,  of 
Xew  York.  This  generous  donation  called  forth  warm 
expres.sions  of  ajipreciation  and  of  gratitude  to  the  donor, 
tiiough  no  formal  vote  was  passed.

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Tlic  Sccvetary  laid  before  tlie  Soeiet}'  a  letter  Iroui  th, 
Hon.  John  11.  Stincss  tendering  to  the  Society  the  resigna- 
tion of  his  office  as  a  meniher  of  the  Special  Committee  ii. 
cany  out  the  State  Ap})ro})riation  Act.  After  due  eonsi(K>-- 
ation  the  motion  Avas  made  and  })a.ssed  that  Vice  Pi'esiihm 
xUlen  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  confer  with  Judge  Sii- 
ness  and  request  him  to  favor  the  Society  with  his  conlinucil 
services  as  a  meml)er  of  the  above  named  CV)mmittee. 

The  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  i)ro]K)sed  at  the  la-i 
quarterly  meeting  and  referred  for  action  to  the  ])resent  nicil- 
ing,  Avere  taken  uj)  and  discussed  section  by  section.  Tlir 
section  proposing  to  have  a  standing  conmiittee  to  be  calKd 
"A  Library  Connnittee,"  and  the  section  defining  the  chilir- 
of  this  committee,  were  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  called  up 
for  action  at  the  next  annual  meeting.  All  the  other  pro- 
posed amendments  were  indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Tlenry  T.  Ijeckwith  received  j)ermission  to  take  iVoui 
the  library,  under  the  usual  I'estrictions,  a  certain  l)ook,  tor 
the  purpose  of  having  a  i^ieture  therein  eo})ied. 

A  resolution  was  offered  and  seconded,  having  for  its 
object  the  prevention  'of  hasty  action  in  stamping  the  seal  of 
the  State  on  the  Societ^-'s  collections.  After  tlie  manifesta- 
tion of  a  lively  interest  on  the  subject  the  resolution  wa> 
withdrawn. 

A  report  from  the  Special  Committee  ap})ointed  at  flic 
last  quarterly  meeting  to  carry  out  the  (ieneral  .Vsseinhly 
grant  of  money  was  called  for.  The  Committee  had  reiKU-led 
to  the  General  .\.ssend)ly,  and,  probal)ly  by  oversight,  had 
failed  to  account  to  the  Society  to  Avhicli  it  is  ])riniarily 
responsible.  Vice  President  Allen  was  appointed  a  Commit- 
tee to  look  after  this  branch  of  business. 

Mr.  Edward  S.  Babbitt  gave,  by  invitation,  an   extended 
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account  of  tho  proposed  bi-eeiiteiniial  celebration  at  Bristol 
(liii-iiii!:  tlic  coming  3'car,  and  near  the  close  of  his  remarks, 
uhich  were  listened  to  with  lively  interest,  invited  the  co-ope- 
nilion  and  friendly  aid  of  the  Society  in  bringing  al)out  the 
|)i-oj)osed  re-union  and  jubilee. 

y\v.  Babbitt's  glowing  account  and  earnest  ajipeal  drew 
ibrth  a  prompt  response  b}'  ]\Ir.  Berry,  Avho  expressed,  in 
lichalf  of  the  Society,  a  heart}'  appreciation  of  the  historic 
movement  in  the  town  of  Jiristol,  and  at  the  conclusion  of 
his  remarks,  oticred  the  following  resolution  : 

llfsolveil,  Tlmt  Icaruiiii^  this  afternoon  of  tlic  proposed  bi-ceutenuiiil 
observance  in  Bristol,  the  Historical  Society  seizes  the  occasion  to  send 
words  of  greeting  to  that  deliglilful  historic  town  upon  Narragansett  and 
Mt.  Hope  Bays,  expressing  a  lively  interest  in  the  proposed  celebration, 
and  profl'ering  such  co-operation  and  aid  as  are  in  its  power. 

The  resolution  was  seconded  ))y  Bi'of.  J.  LcM'is  Diman, 
and  after  calling  forth  cordial  expressions  of  interest  from 
Messrs.  Diman,  Stone,  Allen  and  Southwick,  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr.  Bennet  J.  Munro,  the  veteran  jovu-nalist,  and  an 
authoritative  antiquarian  of  Bristol,  res])onded  in  brief  terms 
to  some  enquiries  about  the  earh'  history  of  his  native  toAvn. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

Spoo)ier,  Secretary  of  the  l>i-C'entemn"al  Connnittce 
of  Bristol,  gratel'ully  acknowledging  the  action  taken  ])y  tlii> 
Society  at  the  last  quarterly  meeting  in  reference  to  their 
proposed  hi-centennial  oljservance. 

The  Secretary  reported  tliat  Judge  Stiness  had  consented 
to  yield  to  the  request  of  the  Society  to  serve  on  the  Com- 
mittee api)ointed  at  the  A})ril  quarterly  meeting. 

A  co])y  of  the  rejjort  made  to  tlie  General  Assembly  at  the 
last  ]\Iay  session  l)y  the  Committee  appointed  to  carry  out 
the  i)rovisions  of  the  State  A}iproi)riatiou  xVct,  Avas  read  and 
received.

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Mr.  AVoodward  lias  the  honor  of  l)cing  the  first  non-resi- 
ilciit  life  ineiuber  ever  elected  by  the  8oeiety,  this  action 
rf>ulting  from  a  letter  addressed  hyhim  to  Eev.  E.  ^l.  Stone, 
ulierein  he  expressed  a  lively  interest  in  the  ohjects  of  our 
Society,  and  suggested  that  it  -would  ail'ord  him  pleasure  to 
l.ccome  a  life  member.  That  the  com])liment  thus  paid  the 
Society  was  appreciated  by  our  meml)ers  Avas  appi-opriately 
-hown  on  the  occasion,  and  the  desire  was  expressed  that  the 
Secretary  should  note  this  fact. 

Ixev.  E.  ]\r.  Stone  otlered  the  following  resolution,  pre- 
facing it  with  a  brief  account  of  tlie  la]K)rs  and  ex]:)ense 
involved  in  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  work 
i-eferred  to  at  the  last  quarterly  meeting  : 

Jlesolved,  Thai  the  thanks  of  tliis  Society  are  hereby  presented  to  Steven 
Whitney  Phccnix,  Esq.,  of  New  Yorlc,  for  his  munificent  gift  of  tliree 
elegantly  printed  volumes  comprising  tlie  Genealogy  of  "the  Whitney 
Family  of  Connecticut  and  its  atliliatious,"  prepared  by  himself,  a  work 
exhaustive  in  its  character,  and  a  noble  monument  of  his  successful 
endeavors. 

The  resolution  was  seconded  Ijy  Vice  President  Allen,  and 
after  the  most  cordial  endorsement  of  its  sentiments  by  him, 
and  l)y  Hon.  John  K.  Pjartlett,  was  unaniiuously  passed. 

The  followino-  resolution  was  offered  bvPev.  E.  ]M.  Stone, 
and  seconded  l)y  Vice  President  Allen,  and  after  these  gen- 
tlemen and  the  chairman  of  the  evening  had  made  remarks 
showing  their  high  ai)in-eciation  of  the  value  of  the  gift,  and 
one  of  them  had  stated  that  probably  not  another  set  of  the 
Poston  Libem/or  could  be  had  on  any  terms,  the  resolution 
was  unanimously  passed  :

*  Wlitn  tliis  nction  took  jiImco  the  set  of  Liherators  was  siipi>osc(l  to  be  comiilete,  but  on 
s;ibM<iuint  txainiiiiition  it  was  nsccTtaiiU'd  that  the  lirst  tivf  volumes  were  wanting. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  II.  P.  Everett,  the  following  resoliitioi 
was  vnianiniously  passed : 

Jiesolved,  That  the  Society  hereby  authorizes  the  purchase  of  the  serir. 
of  Rider's  Historical  Tracts,  now  in  the  course  of  publication. 

Eev.  Mr.  Stone  asked  permission  to  make  a  drawing  (.i 
})hotograpli  of  the  sword  and  ]:)islols  tliat  used  to  l)eloiig  \<< 
Col.  Ephraini  Bowen,  Avliilc  in  public  service  during  \hv 
licvolntionary  AVar.  The  petitioner's  object  l)eing  to  ilhi- 
trate  an  important  woi-k  noAv  in  the  course  of  preparation 
for  tlie  press,  a  vote  was  pr()m})tly  taken  granting  his  rcijucst. 

At  this  stage  in  tlie  proceedings  the  Secretary  Mas  called 
away,  and  Mr.  l^dwin  Barrows  Avas  chosen  to  discharge  hi> 
duties  till  the  close  of  tlie  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  George  T.  Paine,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  expense  of  heating  the  room  and  taking  care  of  it  bo 
paid  by  the  Society. 

A  lengtliy,  though  somewhat  informal  discussion  took 
place,  having  for  its  object  to  ascertain  the  true  intent  and 
interpretation  of  the  appropriation  act  of  the  last  Goio-al 
Asscml)ly.  The  result  of  the  prolonged  interview  and  great 
fi'cedom  of  expression  was  to  somewhat  harmonize  wry 
conflicting  views  and  to  moderate,  if  not  rcmoA^e,  fears  ol 
serious  complications  if  not  of  losses  entertained  ))y  some 
devoted  members  of  the  Society.  The  Chaii'inan  of  tlu' 
Committee  on  the  State  api)ropriation,  Judge  Stiness,  gave 
his  ojnnion  that  the  Society  did  not  risk  losing  the  contrt)l  ol 
the  books,  pamphlets  and  manuscri])ts  by  having  them  l)()und 
at  the  ex])ense  of  the  State.  •

The  meeting  held  this  evenino-  was  called  to  order  at  a 
(|iiarter  hefore  eight  o'clock  hy  Xict  President  Allen,  Avho 
introduced  the  Hon.  Isaac  X.  Arnold,  the  President  of  the 
Chicairo  Historical  Society,  as  the  speaker  of  the  evening. 

]\Ir.  Arnold  then  rose  and  gave  a  discourse  upon  "  AVho 
led  the  American  Troops  to  Victor^'  in  the  Northern  Cam- 
])aign  of  1777?"  occupying  more  than  an  hour  and  a  half 
in  the  delivery,  closely  engaging  the  attention  of  the  audi- 
ence  and   thro\ving  much  light   on    certain    great    military 
movements  and  feats  of  skill  and  valor,  ^vhich  ha])pening 
just  in  the  nick  of  time  turned  the  current  of  events  in  favor 
of  the  colonists  by  giving  them  hope  and  confidence  and 
l)ringing  to  their  su]:)port  poAyerful  Frencli  naval  and  land' 
forces.     The  portrait  of  Benedict  Arnold  was  drawn  with: 
masterly  skill  and  discrimination.     No  attempt  was  made  to 
palliate  the  traitor's  crime.     Treason  is  death  to  its  author,, 
giying  him  a  hue  supposed  to  belong  to  the  d^vcllers  in  Tar-- 
tarns.     No  colors  are  too  black  to  be-fit  the  traitor.     The 
dyes,  however,  belong  only  to  the  period  after  the  evil  has 
been  perpetrated.     Because  Adanx  sinned  we  do  not  refii^e- 
to  acknowledge  his  jn-evious  innocence.     Neither  should  we- 
refuse  to  acknowledge  Benediet  Arnold's  good  deeds  ])eforc 
his   fall.     His    bravery,   skill,    perseverance    and   patriotic 
endeavors  are  mere  matters  of  history  to  which  wo  should 
not  be  blind.     This  is  simple  justice.     The   dilbculty  and 
delicacy  of  the  task  undertaken  by  ^Nlr.  Arnold  were  api)reci- 
ated  l)y  the  a\ulience.     At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  the 
Hon.  John  11.  Bartlett  niade  a  motion  that  the  thanks  of  the 
Society  ])c  presented  to  ]\Ir.  Arnold  for  his  paper,  evincing 
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tliorougli   research  and  investig-ation,  good   seliolnr.^lii])  uu<\  \ 

sound  reasoning,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  paper  l>e  ]-e(|U(>>irii  | 

for  the  areliives  of  the  Society,  Avhich  motioii,  after  l)eiiu;  j 

seconded  and  endorsed  by  the  Secretary  and   tlie  Cliairni.in,  j 

Avas  unanimously  })assed.  1

The  meetino-  was  called  to  order  at  74-  o'clock,  and  in  tln' 
absence  of  the  President  and  Ijoth  A'icc  Presidents  l\e\ . 
Carlton  A.  Staples  was  elected  Chairman. 

The  Ubrarian  announced  lOG  donations  received  since  the 
last  meeting  ;  of  Avhieh  40  were  l)ound  volumes,  45  pamphlets, 
and  the  remainder  newspapers. 

A  comnnmication  from  Pev.  Frederick  Denison  was  laid 
l)cfore  the  Society,  suggesting  that  an  etlbrt  be  made  to  i)i-e- 
serve  some  poi-tion  of  an  old  Indian  potteiy  manufacturing 
e.stal)lishment,  recentlj'  brought  to  light  on  the  farm  of  ^Ir. 
11.  X.  Angell,  in  the  toAvn  of  Johnston,  and  u  Connnittee 
consisting  of  Pev.  Frederick  Denison,  Vice  President  AlK'U 
mid  William  G.  P.  Mowry  was  a}ii)ointed  to  take  this  matter 
into  consideration,  and  report  at  a  subse(iuent  meeting. 

The  Chairman  then  introduced  General  Horatio  Pogers, 
who  read  a  paper  on  La  Corne   St.  Luc,  the  leader  of  Pur- 
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•jayiw'ii  Indians.  General  IJogers  lir.st  sketched  the  personnel 
<»i'  Uurfjoyne's  officers,  and  iVoni  tlieir  character  reasoned 
iliiit  the  leader  of  I^in-goyne's  Indians  Avould  he  a  man  of  no 
(■(iininon  order.  lie  alluded  to  the  feeling  of  Burgoync 
iigainst  the  employment  of  Indians  in  the  war  against  the 
("olonists, —  a  feeling  which  the  home  govcrmnent  did  not 
rcs])ect, —  and  then  gave  a  l)rief  but  comprehensive  and  ex- 
ceedingly interesting  sketch  of  La  Corne  St.  Luc.  St.  Luc 
had  perforincd  eminent  civil  and  military  service  in  Canada 
before  the  Revolutionary  AA'ar.  He  was  an  active  leader 
against  the  Englisli  in  Canada,  hut  du  -ing  the  Revolutionary 
struggle  he  joined  hands  Avith  his  former  enemies,  the 
English,  who  had  gained  possession  of  Canada.  l)isa})pointed 
and  chagi'ined  he  made  preparations  to  leave  Canada  and 
reach  Fraiice  with  his  fann'ly  and  fohowers,  and  he  set  sail, 
hut  the  A'essel  was  Avrecked,  his  family  and  most  of  his  fol- 
lowers lost,  and  after  a  journey  of  sixteen  hundred  and  tifty 
miles,  in  the  severest  season  of  the  year,  he  arrived  at  Que- 
bec February  23,  17G2.  The  loss  of  his  family  and  friends 
changed  his  plan  of  life,  and  he  remained  in  the  country. 
For  several  years  he  was  Superintendent  of  the  Indians  in 
Canada,  and  in  1778  was  one  of  the  Legislative  Counsellors. 
A\'hen  the  hostilities  ])ctween  Great  Britain  and  the  American 
Colonies  began  St.  Luc,  then  sixty-six  years  old,  took  u\)  for 
the  Crown,  and  his  partisanship  was  intensilied  by  a  feeling 
of  revenge  for  ill-treatment  at  the  hands  of  General  ^Nfont- 
gomery.  The  services  and  atrocities  of  the  Indians,  during 
tlie  camjiaign  muler  Burgoync,  Avere  described,  and  the 
l)aper  closed  Avitli  a  summing  up  of  the  character  of  .St.  Luc, 
who  Avas  represented  as  a  man  of  education  and  civil  and 
military  ability,  but  also  as  brutal,  sanguinary,  grasping, 
avaricious  and  unprincii)led. 

The  paper  Avas  received  Avith  marked  favor  by  a  highly 
aj)])reciative  audience,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  reading, 
on    motion  of  Ivev.    E.    M.    Stone,    Avho  oifered    extende>l 
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remarks  on  the  general  subject,  the  following  resolution  v.;i 
unanimousl}'  passed  : 

liesolved,  That  the  thniiks  of  this  Society  are  liereby  presented  to  Cn  i 
eral  Horatio  Koyers,  for  tlie  liighly  interesting  and  valuable  contribu!i>. 
to  the  military  history  of  the  EevoUitionary  pei'iod  of  the  Unit('d  Anji  i 
can  Colonies,  read  this  evening,  and  that  a  cop}'  of  the  same  be  retinoti 
for  the  archives  of  the  Society. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

SPECIAL   MEETIXG. 


PiioviDENCK,  Xovember  19,  187*J. 

The  meeting  Avas  called  to  order  this  evening  at  7|  o'clock 
by  Vice  President  Allen,  Avho  at  once  introduced  Prof.  J.  L. 
Lincoln,  LL.  D.,  as  the  lecturer  of  the  evening.  The  latter 
began  with  the  remark  that  he  had  had  occasion  recently  io 
examine  the  character  and  Avorks  of  the  Historian  Tacitus. 
and  tliat  in  this  essa}'  it  was  his  aim  to  set  forth  the  inipic— 
sions  and  reflections  derived  from  that  carefid  study.  'J'acitiis 
needs  to  be  ver}'  patiently  studied  in  order  to  be  aj^jacciatcd. 
He  has  never  been  popular,  but  in  every  age  lie  has  been 
admired  by  a  few  scholars  who  have  recognized  the  value  of 
his  works,  and  have  found  in  them  useful  i)olitical  lessons. 
Prof.  Lincoln  proceeded  to  revicAv  the  little  that  is  known  ol 
the  i:)rivate  and  ptililic  life  of  Tacitus.  He  showed  that  in. 
the  conduct  of  atiairs  the  historian  gained  the  fame  of  wis- 
dom, experience  and  influence,  and  that  like  results  Avcrc 
won  IjA'  him  as  a  lawyer,  lie  tlien  referred  to  his  .\gricola 
and  Germania,  Avhich  lie  regarded  as  historical  studies  pre- 
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H.-initory  to  his  8ul).sc(]iicnt  M'orks,  wliich,  iinfortuniitol}',  h:ivc 
not  I)oc'n  prcsorvcd  to  us  entire.  Tacitus  liad  to  deal  with 
the  imperial  system.  lit-  had  to  treat  of  it  in  iae(  as  Avell 
a>  Mil)stan('e,  and  as  administered  in  a  tyrannical  spirit, 
rliai'acteri/ed  l)v  iVantic  excesses  and  exhil^itions  of  cruelty 
without  })aralle].  Xo  reader  was  so  "well  aware  of  the  sober 
cliai'acter  of  his  Iiistorical  task  as  the  Avriter  himself.  The 
process  of  Iiistorical  researcli  in  the  age  of  Tacitus  "was  not 
>o  critical  as  in  niodcrn  times.  His  work  consisted,  it  is 
prol)ahle,  not  so  much  in  the  examination  and  verification  of 
documents  and  records  as  in  the  sifting  and  com])aring  of 
the  Avorks  of  his  predecessoi-s  in  the  line  of  his  studies. 
Yet  V,  e  know  that  he  subjected  those  Avriters  to  a  searching 
comparison,  and  having  reached  independent  conclusions  set 
ufjon  them  in  his  pages  the  stamp  of  his  own  niuid.  Wliat- 
cver  errors  and  sins  might  he  laid  to  him,  the  unprejudiced 
reader  cannot  fail  to  believe  that  he  was  am'mated  b}^  those 
high  moral  views  Avhich  lie  professed.  In  all  issues  Avherc 
virtue,  justice  and  lionor  Avere  concerned,  attaching  to  either 
social  or  pu])]ic  life,  his  vision  Avas  clear,  his  heart  in  the  right 
place,  liis  anti})athies  Avere  strong  against  vice  of  every 
sort ;  against  all  that  Avas  Ioav  and  debasing  for  a  IJoman, 
Avliet her  emperor,  citizen  oi-  magistrate.  Yet  it  nnist  l)e  said 
lie  Avas  not  free  from  the  })rejudices  of  the  Eoman  nation  and 
the  ]Joman  nobles.  The  essayist  Avent  on  to  speak  of  the 
Ivoman  spirit  of  contcjnpt  Avith  Avhich  the  historian  regarded 
foreigners,  of  his  anti})at]iy  to  the  Jcavs,  of  his  dislike  to  the 
Christians,  Y>t,  it  is  evident,'  Tacitus  Avas  not  always 
swayed  l)y  national  feeling,  as  Avas  evidenced  by  the  admira- 
tion Avith  Avhich  he  regai'ded  the  (iermans. 

After  dAvelling  at  some  length  upon  the  political  principles 
of  Tacitus,  his  hatred  of  despotism  and  tyranny,  and  his 
ideas  (practical,  not  Aisionary)  of  rcpul)licanism  in  go\ern- 
nunt,  Prof.  Lincoln  spoke  of  the  merits  of  the  great  histo- 
rian as  a  Avriter.  These  Avcrc  due  largely,  he  said,  to  the 
tniion  in  him  of  the  poAvers  of  thought   and   reasoning  Avith 
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the  gift  of  careful  mid  \ivid  Jescription,  Mhieli  al\v:i\  . 
entered  largely  into  his  poetic  nature.  His  narrati\ c  w.i- 
clear  and  strong ;  his  description  picturesque  and  ell'ectivi-. 
By  study  and  insight  he  had  come  to  behold  distinctly  the 
persons  and  events  of  wliich  he  "wrote  in  their  essential  ch.ii- 
actcr,  and  the  inlluenees  Avhich  had  made  and  shaped  them. 
and  he  set  them  before  the  reader  so  distinctly  that  all 
seemed  to  be  present  as  living  realities.  In  the  delineation 
of  character  and  description  of  the  imier  life  of  men  hi- 
power  Avas  Avell  nigh  unriA'alled. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  on  motion  of  Dr.  C.  W. 
J^u-sons,  seconded  by  liev.  E.  M.  Stone,  a  unanimous  vote 
of  thanks  Avas  })assed  to  Prof.  Lincoln  for  his  scholarly  and 
elaborate  discourse,  Avliich  drcAv  forth  from  the  mover  of  the 
resolution  and  Vice  President  Allen  pertinent  and  critical 
rcmaiks. 

Ivcv.  Frederick  Denison  made  an  extended  report  in  l)elialf 
of  the  Committee  a})pointed  at  the  hist  meeting  to  secure 
some  suitable  memorial  of  the  old  Indian  pottery  manufac- 
turing establishment  in  the  toAvn  of  Johnston.  Owing  to 
the  lateness  of  the  hoiu-  action  on  the  report  Avas  deferred 
till  the  next  meeting,  Avhen  it  Avas  hoped  effective  measures 
would  be  adopted  to  secure  the  desired  object.

Phovidence,  December  4,  187!). 

A  meetmg  held  tlii.-j  evening  was  called  to  order  at  7| 
o'clock  by  Vice  President  Allen. 

The  Secretary- laid  ])efore  the  Society  a  letter  from  Col. 
Tliomas  Lincoln  Casey,  U.  S.  A.,  of  AVashington,  1).  C, 
and  a  letter  from  ]Mr.  Koyal  AVoodward,  of  Albany,  X.  Y., 
tlie  foi-mer  acknowledging  the  lionor  of  his  election  as  a  cor- 
resjionding  meml)er  of  the  Society,  and  the  latter  as  a  life 
member,  and  both  expressing  a  warm  interest  in  the  objects 
of  the  institution. 

The  Secretary  also  laid  before  the  Society  a  letter  from 
Mr.  James  Eddy  ]Mauran,  of  Newport,  offering  to  sell  at  cost 
a  chest  of  papers  which  tlie  owner  purchased  Avith  the  view 
of  their  preser\-Ttt ion  and  liual  transfer  to  the  Historical  Cal)i- 
net.  Some  of  the  ))apers  relate  to  the  pnrcliase  of  land, 
buildings  and  sup})lies  for  light-houses  ;  some  from  David 
Howell,  and  otliers  relate  to  the  seizure  of  vessels  from  1798 
to  181G;  some  relate  to  revenue  suits  prior  to  1800;  some 
are  fishery  bounty  j^apers  ;  some  are  books  and  correspond- 
ence relating  to  the  State  loan  of  1780,  among  which  arc 
letters  of  the  leading  capitalists  of  the  State  at  that  time; 
some  relate  to  divers  legal  settlements,  and  all  are  of  an  his- 
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torical  cliaractcr,  and  have  a  special  iutere-;!  to  ]^i()viil(iiii-. 
The  letter  Avas  received  and  referred  to  the  Lil)rariuii  to  In- 
reported  on  at  tlic  annual  meeting. 

The  Lilirarian  announced  the  donations  received  since  tlir 
last  luectinix,  aniono;  Avliich  Avere  inoinid  builders'  head-, 
■which  were  taken  from  a  mound  in  Georgia,  and  used  in 
belong  to  a  President  of  the  Georgia  IIi;.torical  Society,— 
presented  1)}'  a  lady. 

Eev.  Frederick  Denison  read,  by  recjuest,  the  rve})orl  o\' 
the  Conmiittee  on  the  Angell-Johnston  Indian  Pottery  Dcvil- 
0})nient.  The  rcpcn't  Avas  received  and  ordered  on  tile  to  \<r 
printed  Avitli  the  l^roceedings  of  the  Society.  Tlie  repnri 
Avas  then  adopted,  and  Messrs.  AVilliani  G.  P.  ]\l()Wiy, 
Frederick  Denison  and  Henry  T.  Peckwith  Avere  ap})oinltr| 
a  Committee  to  carry  into  action  the  vicAvs  contained  in  tlic 
repoi-t. 

RlCrOKT    OF    TITE    COAtMITTKE    OF    THE     HUODE     ISLAXD     IIISTOr^KAI. 
SOCIETY  OX   THE  OED   INDIAX   STEATITE  TOTIEKY. 

Your  Counnittec,  after  diflereut  nieetiiiii's,  visits  and  examinations  i>i' 
the  qnarry  in  Johnston,  and  consnltations  witli  scholars  an<l  Ijusinoss  men, 
having  dnly  weii^lied  all  evidence  and  opinions,  respectfully  report  the 
following  facts  and  recoinniendatious  : 

I.      TIIK    FACTS. 

1.  This  ledge  of  soapstone  is  located  in  Johnston,  E.  I.,  al)out  oiu- 
oighth  of  a  mile  west  of  the  Greek  Tavern,  north  of  the  IlartAnd  liirii- 
pikc,  on  the  lands  of  .Air.  Horatio  N.  Angell. 

2.  The  quarry  was  tirst  opened  by  Mr.  .Angell  in  February,  1878,  from 
wliich  time  it  has  attracted  large  and  increasing  attention  both  within  uur 
State  and  far  beyond  it. 

3.  The  stratum  of  steatite  containing  the  pottery  is  about  twenty-live 
feet  in  thickness,  having  a  dip  to  the  east,  and  has  now  been  cleared  of 
drift  and  the  debris  of  Indian  art  for  the  space  of  about  a  hundred  iVct. 
It  lies  between  walls  of  slate  stone. 

4.  In  this  stratum  are  several  excavations  made  by  the  aborigines  in 
securing  stone  pots,  pans,  dishes  and  pipes.  One  excavation,  liowever, 
surpasses  all  others  in  magnitude  and  the  marks  of  Indian  workmanship. 

6.     Tiiis  largest  excavation  measures  about  ten  feet  iu  length,  six  feet 
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ill  width,  and  now  live  Icet  in  depth;  hut  Iron)  the  top  of  the  ledge,  as  left 
by  the  f^lacicrs,  the  excavation  must  have  been  carried  down  about  liftcen 
fi-ct  or  more,  inasmuch  as  when  it  was  opened  tliere  lay  across  its  top  a 
fallen  slab  of  slate  stone  that  once  stood  full  ten  feet  high  above  it,  forni- 
ing  its  eastern  wall. 

0.  The  excavation  was  found  partly  tilled  with  dirt,  debris  of  Indian 
art,  some  whole  stone  pots,  some  partly  finished  pots,  some  only  blocl^ed 
out,  numerous  stone  hammers,  the  horns  of  a  deer,  the  bones  of  an  ani- 
mal and  a  few  shells.  Many  of  these  valuable  relics  have  passed  into 
])rivate  hands  and  are  highly  prized. 

7.  The  sides  and  bottom  of  this  excavation  contain  about  sixty  dis- 
tinct pits  and  knobs  of  places  where  pots  and  dishes  were  cut  from  the 
rock,  while  all  jiarls  bear  marks  and  scars  made  by  the  stone  imi)lemenis 
of  the  swarthy  quarrymen. 

8.  From  the  excavations  and  their  surroundings  have  been  removed 
about  three  hundred  hoi'se  cart  loads  of  the  stone  chips  left  by  the  Indian 
workmen,  yet  some  have  been  preserved  by  Prof.  J.  W.  P.  Jeuks,  in  the 
Museum  of  P.rown  University. 

9.  Sections  of  the  quarry  revealing  Indian  workmanship  and  speci- 
mens of  the  workmen's  chips  have  been  secured  by  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution, the  Permanent  Exhibition  at  Philadelphia,  the  Museum  of  Brown 
University,  the  Peabody  Museum  at  Cambridge,  the  Boston  Society  of 
Natural  History,  and  the  Franklin  Society  of  Providence. 

10.  Some  of  the  stone  pots  found  in  the  excavations,  amid  the  debris, 
are  now  a  part  of  the  very  valuable  private  Indian  Cabinet  of  Mr.  Charles 
Gorlou,  of  this  city. 

H.  Katuralists,  ethnologists  and  students  of  history  are  anxious  to 
secure  views  and  specimens  from  this  remarkable  quarry.  An  able  report 
of  it  was  made  by  Prof  Putnam,  Curator  of  the  Peabody  Museum. 

1'2.  It  is  a  historical  fact  stated  by  Hutchinson,  (p.  ii>S,)  and  quoted  by 
Potter  in  his  History  of  Narragansett,  (p.  8,)  that  the  Narragansctts  were 
distinguished  for  mechanical  arts  and  trade,  and  furnished  earthen  vessels 
and  pots  for  cooking  to  the  adjacent  native  tribes. 

13.  It  is  contldently  computed  by  men  of  judgment  in  such  premise.-* 
that  this  quany  must  have  been  worked  by  the  aborigines  for  centuries 
before  whites  visited  this  coast,  and  that,  first  and  last,  this  ledge  must 
have  yielded  thousands  of  pieces  of  stone  ware. 

14.  So  far  as  now  known  this  ledge  is  the  only  pottery  of  the  kind  in 
New  England,  and  must  have  been  exceedingly  valuable  and  famed  among 
all  the  tribes  of  the  count r}'. 

15.  All  who  have  visited  the  pottery  liave  instinctively  felt  that  some- 
liow  it  ought  to  be  prcser\'ed;  and  those  who  have  studied  it  most  are  the 
most  emphatic  in  tJiis  opinion. 

IG.  The  conviction  of  all  minds  is  that  it  ought  to  be  secured  and  held 
as  a  revelation  and  monument  of  Indian  life  and  a  historical  treasure  of 
lihode  Island. 
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17.  The  citizens  of  Providence  and  of  the  State,  so  far  as  tli(v!:i\. 
expressed  themselves,  arc  iinaiiinious  and  liearty  in  tlieir  approval  of  t!  . 
action  taken  by  the  Khode  Island  Historical  Society,  and  indicate  a  rL.iiii- 
iiess  to  support  the  Society  in  any  wise  and  cflcctual  plan  for  secnrinL'  aim 
preserving  the  section  of  the  ledge  containing  the  wondorl'nl  workshup. 

18.  The  owner  of  the  ledge  is  ready  and  anxiou-^  to  co-operate  •.\ii!i 
the  Society  in  any  proper  plan  for  preserving  the  niiique  memorial. 

19.  Phot(;)gra])]iic  views  of  the  ledge  from  different  ])ositions  luive  Ihci! 
secured  by  Mr.  Angell,  and  fi)ie  stereoscopic  views  of  the  excavali.ni^ 
were  secured  by  Prof.  J.  W.  P.  Jenks,  Curator  of  the  Sluseum  of  Drouu 
University. 

20.  This  ancient  Indian  workshoj),  properly  preserved,  would  be  a  tit- 
ting,  perpetual  and  impressive  momnneut  of  the  life,  arts  and  customs  nf 
the  aboriginal  tribes  of  Rhode  Island,  whose  hands  executed  it,  and  a  mix- 
historical  and  ethnological  treasure  in  our  country. 

21.  It  is  felt  that  it  might  rertcet  very  seriously  upon  our  historian! 
knowledge  and  our  archasological  taste  and  interests,  to  suffer  this  ancicn! 
and  conspicuous  evidence  of  Indian  art  and  workmanj-hip  to  be  broken  nu 
or  secured  by  parties  out  of  our  State,  as  we  fear  it  may  be. 

22.  While  relics  and  memorials  of  old  nations  are  being  eagerly  songlit 
in  all  lauds  at  vast  expense  and  treasured  in  costly  museums,  as  aid>  in 
the  study  of  history,  archa'ology,  and  anthropology  —  fH  studies  of  vitnl 
interest — it  is  urged  that  Rhode  Island  cannot  aflbrd  to  be  inditlereiit  tu 
the  most  remarkable  memorial  of  Indian  life  in  New  England,  proviilri!- 
tially  found  in  her  own  borders,  and  described  in  Prof.  Putnam's  al'b' 
report  of  it  as  of  superior  wortli. 

23.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  calculate,  after  taking  counsel  oT 
good  judges,  the  large  excavation  uiay  be  secured  and  eligibly  located  in 
our  already  beautiful  Roger-Williams  Park,  to  be  lienceforth  carefully  iirrj- 
tected,  at  a  cost  of  about  six  hundred  dollars. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  your  Committee  would  report 

II.      RIXOMMKXDATIONS, 

1.  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  chosen  to  form  and  execute  a  plan  fur 
obtaining  and  preserving  the  old  Indian  Steatite  Quarry  and  Pottery  as 
above  mentioned,  in  a  section  of  the  ledge  to  measure  about  twelve  fVet 
in  length,  nine  feet  iu  width  and  seven  feet  in  depth,  or  of  such  si/c  as 
may  seem  to  be  most  suitable,  provided  the  citiz.ens  of  Providence  and  oi 
the  State  are  willing  to  contribute  the  funds  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

2.  That  inasmuch  as  the  worthy  idea  of  having,  at  some  time,  a 
museum  of  Indian  art  in  Roger  Williams  Park  has  been  entertained  and 
encouraged  by  our  city  otlicials  and  citizens  —  unless  a  more  suitable  loca- 
tion shall  be  found,  the  authorities  of  the  city  of  Providence  be  respect- 
fully asked  to  grant  a  place  for  the  keeping  of  the  memorial  in  Roger  Wil- 
liams Park;  and  that  they  be  requested  to  designate  a  spot  for  this  pin- 
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,„,.e,  oil  a  slope  ^vithin  sight,  at  least,  of  the  statue  of  the  founder  of  the 

S';ilc. 

:;.  That  every  member  of  the  Society,  and  every  lover  of  our  State  s 
hi-tory,  feel  hiniself  charged  with  an  obligation  to  co-operate  with  and 
assist  tlie  Committee  in  executing  the  measure  here  proposed. 

4.  That  tlie  subscriptions  made  for  carrying  out  the  proposed  measure 
lu-  regarded  as  due  when  their  amount  shall  reach  the  sum  of  six  hundred 

iliillars. 

:,.     That  copies  of  this  report  be  put  in  type  for  the  use  of  the  members 
of  the  Society  and  the  Committee,  in  soliciting  the  subscriptions  required. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Hon.  Zachariah  Allen  then  read  a  carefully  prepared 
essay  on  the  domestic  life  of  the  Indians,  which  contained  a 
•rreat  jinionnt  of  vidnal)le  informtition  gleaned  from  numerous 
aulhentic  sources.  The  paper  Avas  i-eccived  Avith  marked 
expressions  of  satisfaction. 

The  talde,  and  the  shelves  and  wall  behind  the  President's, 
scat  Avere  covered  with  Indian  relics  gathered  in  l^hode 
Ishuid,  and  belonging  to  the  remarkable  collection  of  Mr.. 
Charles  Gorton,  who  Avas  highly  complimented  by  Vice 
Pi-esident  Allen  and  called  upon  to  give  some  explanation  of 
the  various  utensils  before  him.  :\Ir.  Gorton  responded  to 
the  call,  oivini!;  a  great  amount  of  valuable  information  in  a 
hriof  time. 

Prof.  J.  "\V.  P.  Jenks,  of  Brown  University,  Avas  next 
called  out  and  made  an  instructive  address,  strongly  endors- 
ing the  vicAVs  set  forth  by  the  Committee. 

Mr.  II.  X.  Angell,  the  proprietor  of  the  Indian  pottery 
eslabli.shment,  and  Mr.  F.  Denison  each  ansAvered  the  call  of 
the  Chairman,  speaking  in  a  Avay  to  entertain  and  instruct  the 
audience. 

On  motion  of  :Mr.  William  A.  Mowry,  Avho  prefaced  his 
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resolution  Avitli  some  xovy  coin])liinc]itary  remarks,  lli(>  tlmiil.- 
of  the  Society  ^vere  voted  to  ]\Iessrs.  Allen,  (Jortoii,  ,lrii!,~. 
Aiigell  uiid'Denisoii  for  the  rich  and  varied  entertainment  .  : 
the  eveiiinii".  A  copy  of  ^Nlr.  A  Heirs  address  Avas  asked  u>: 
to  l)e  printed  Avitli  the  Proeeedinus  of  the  Society,  and  i!,. 
desire  Avas  expressed  that  another  evening  should  l»e  dcNol.  i 
to  the  history  of  the  Indian. 

The  meeting  Avas  luunerously  attended  and  its  interest  \va- 
fully  sustained  till  the  close  at  ten  o'clock. 

The  annoimcement  Avas  made  that  Hon.  William- 1).  15ni\  - 
ton  Avould  read  the  next  })aper  on  the  Oswego  Expedition  in 
Avliich  Ixhode  Island  Continental  trof)ps  i)erforuied  their  la-t 
service  l)efore  the  declaration  of  peace  in  17<S3.

:\[r.  William  G.  E.  2\Iowry  called  attention  to  a  marhle 
l.lock  that  used  to  stand  at  one  end  of  Washington  Bridge, 
;md  served  for  many  years  as  a  pedestal  to  the  Inist  of 
AVashiiigton. 

Hon.  AVilliam  I).  Brayton  was  then  introduced  and  read  a 
));iper  on  the  Oswego  Expedition  of  1783.  He  Avas  led  to 
essay  a  sketch  of  this  military  enterprise  l)y  a  crude  l)allad 
whieh  he  heard  sung  in  his  younger  days  by  a  negro  famil- 
iarly called  Prince  Greene,  who  was  in  the  expedition  and 
was  made  a  crip])lc  for  life  l)y  exposures  to  biting  frosts  and 
by  the  want  of  suitable  food.  The  ])lan  of  the  expedition 
was  exi)lained  by  means  of  the  cori-espondence  l)etween 
Washington  and  Colonel  AAlllet  of  New  York,  who  was 
oitrusted  Avith  \]\c  connnand.  The  fort  at  Oswego  was  to  be 
taken  by  surprise  or  not  attempted.  The  cifort  resulted  dis- 
astrously. The  sketch,  A\-hich  was  drawn  largely  from  the 
authentic  documents  of  tlie  time,  closed  with  the  ballad  of 
Prince  Greene,  which,  after  pertinent  comments  and  expla- 
nations, was  admirably  read. 

'J'he  meeting  was  fully  attended  and  the  interest  was  sus- 
tained to  the  close. 

On  motion  of  Pcv.  E.  :Sl.  Stone,  the  thanks  of  the  Society 
wi'iT  tendered  to  ITon.  AVilliam  D.  lirayton  for  his  entertain- 
ing and  valuable  paper,  a  copy  of  which  was  requested  for 
the  archives  of  the  Society.

Tills  lifty-ci.iiliUi  aiiiHial  meeting?  tinils  the  Kliodc  Island  Historical  Soci- 
ety ill  a  licaltlifiil  condition.  Its  various  committees  liavc  been  prompt  in 
tlie  discharge  of  their  respective  duties.  The  Lilirarian,  besides  answer- 
inj:  numerous  letters  of  inquiry  addressed  to  him  froiu  various  parts  of 
the  country,  and  aiding  inquiries  of  a  local  character,  has  devoted  much 
time  to  soliciting  and  obtaining  contributions  to  its  collections.  Under 
the  direction  of  a  special  committee,  Mrs.  Kel)ecca  1!.  Gushing,  has  con- 
tinned  the  work  of  cataloguing  the  Society's  collections  and  of  examin- 
ing our  files  of  newspapers  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  their  deli- 
cicncies.  This  latter  has  been  completed.  Our  newspai)ers  arc  among 
tlie  most  valuable  of  our  treasures,  atlbrding,  as  they  do,  a  rich  mine  of 
facts  for  the  historian,  the  biographer,  and  genealogist.

The  contributions  for  the  year  number  3  025.  Of  these,  2,440  were 
I'aini'hlets;  331  bound  volumes  of  books;  50  unbound  volumes  of  books; 
H  bound  and  IS  unbound  volumes  of  newspapers;  -18  manuscripts;  and 
23  maps,  plats  and  charts.  The  residue  comprise  engravings,  broadsides, 
liand-bills,  single  newspapers,  cuttings,  and  articles  of  virtu. 

.\niong  the  books  specially  noticeable  are  the  valuable  scientitic  works 
issued  by  the  Federal  Government,  that  come  to  us  through  the  State, 
Treasury,  War,  Xavy  and  Interior  Departments,  and  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution. Besides  being  line  specimens  of  the  printer's  art,  many  of  them 
are  profusely  illustrated  with  prints  as  pleasing  to  the  eye  as  the  text  is 
instructive  to  the  mind. 

By  exchanges  and  a  few  purchases  a  considerable  number  of  town  his- 
tories have  been  added  to  our  collections.  One  of  our  valuable  ac(iuisi- 
tions  is  "The  Genealogies  and  Estates  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,"  in  two 
vulunu'S,  — a  work  of  immense  painstaking.  This  work,  comprising 
eleven  hundred  and  seventy-eight  pages,  was  connnenced  and  advanced 
bv  Thomas  Bellows  Wvnian,  an  earnest  antiquary,  but  whose  lamented 
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death,  in  1878,  prevented  its  completion  by  his  hand.  In  accordance  v.  i" 
his  expressed  will,  the  labor  of  finishing  the  work  was  assigned  to  l;i\. 
Henry  H.  Edcs,  to  whose  industry,  care  and  fidelity,  every  page  beaiv 
honorable  testimony.  To  persons  seeking  to  truce  their  connections  nir;, 
tlie  early  settlers  of  Charlestown  these  volumes  will  be  found  of  gn  m; 
value. 

One  of  the  latest  Genealogies,  worthy  of  special  notice,  is  that  of  "T!,! 
Whitney  Family    of  Connecticut"   and   its   altiliations,   representing   \\.< 
descendants  of  Henry  "Whitney,  1G40  to  1878,  by  Stephen  Whitney  riia-ni\. 
Esq.,  of  New  York.     It  was  completed  in  1870,  and  is  comprised  in  tliii. 
volumes  (quarto)  of  2,740'pages,  being  the  largest  privately  printed  wmk 
of  the  kind  ever  issued  in  Europe  or  America.     The  edition  consists  of  trn 
folio  and  five  hundred  quarto  copies,  all    for  presentation  —  one  of  whii  !i 
is  in  the  library  of  the   Rhode  Island    Historical   Society.     The  work  i- 
worthy  of  careful  inspection  by  every  one  interested  in  the  study  of  gene- 
alogy, for  its  merits  cannot   be  fully  described.     Ten  years  of  constant 
labor  were  devoted  to  it  by  Mr.  Phanix,  and  he  wrote  upwards  of  four- 
teen thousand  letters,  to  many  of  which  no  replies  were  received  —  so  lit- 
tle interest  do  some  people  take  in  the  preservation   of  family  history. 
Several  years  ago  the  last  revised  proofs  were  returned  to  the  printer  with 
the  manuscript,  and  twenty  minutes  later  both  the  manuscript  and  tin- 
text  of  the  whole  work  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
Phr.enix  like  he  recommenced  his  genealogy  on  a  more  extensive  scale  th;ni 
before,  seeking  new  materials;  and  the  commendable  result  achieved  is 
the  enviable  reward  of  his  patient  toil  and  persevering  industry.     That  it 
was  a  labor  of  love  is  obvious  from  the  inscription  it  bears  :  "I  inscribe 
these  volumes  to  the  dear  memory  of  my  beloved  mother,  Mary,  daughter 
of  Stephen  and  Harriet  Whitney,  for  whose  tender  love  and  devotion  I 
owe  a  debt  of  more  than  filial  gratitude  and  reverence."     The  volumes 
contain  particulars  of  twenty  thousand  three  huntlied  and  sixty  one  prin- 
cipal persons,  whose  names  are  in  heavy-faced  type,  and  there  are  admir- 
able indexes  of  places  and  surnames,  which  are  invaluable.* 

In  1SC7,  a  genealogy  of  The  Descendants  of  John  Photnix,  an  early  set- 
tler of  Kittery,  Maine,  was  privately  printed  by  the  Uradstrcet  Press  for 
Mr.  Phoenix,  and  he  has  ready  for  publication  the  Genealogy  of  the  Family 
of  .Alexander  Phoenix,  the  first  emigrant,  born  in  England  in  1(J43.

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Mr.  riiffiuix  lias  also  given  much  personal  attention  to  the  ne,<::lccted 
|.(.rtraits  of  American  worthies  in  Old  New  York,  many  of  ^Yhich  he  has 
li;ul  eui^raved,  from  time  to  time,  and  distributed  to  friends.  The  Records 
III"  the  licfornu'd  (Dutch)  Church  since  1C39,  and  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Cliiirch  in  New  York,  have  been  carefully  copied  and  are  being  printed  in 
ilie  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Kecord,  solely  at  his  re- 
i|iiest,  by  which  many  persons  will  be  enabled  hereafter  to  trace  their 
.TMcestors  and  write  up  their  genealogies. 

From  Samuel  Duuster,  Esq.,  of  South  Attleboro',  Mass.,  we  have 
received  the  "Genealogy  of  the  Dunster  Family', "  a  work  of  thorough 
research,  and  an  important  coutril)iition  to  that  department  of  litei-a- 
ture. 

To  Joseph  J.  Cooke,  Esq.,  of  Providence,  we  are  indebted  for  a  copy  of 
the  "Genealogy  of  the  Kusscll  Family,"  edited  by  lion.  John  11.  Bartlett. 
Besides  a  full  account  of  the  Pvussells,  and  collateral  branches  of  the  fam- 
ily, and  of  the  Drownu  family,  prepared  by  Henry  T.  Drowne,  Esq.,  of 
New  York,  the  value  of  the  volume  is  enhanced  by  a  comprehensive  notice, 
written  by  Albert  R.  Cooke,  Esq.,  of  Governor  Nicholas  Cooke,  one  of  the 
eminent  Rhode  Island  patriots  of  tlie  Revolution,  whose  life  and  services 
deserve  commemoration  in  an  independent  biography.  Mr.  Bartlett 
brought  to  his  work  the  spirit  of  a  true  genealogist,  and  has  completed 
his  task  with  commendable  skill. 

Another  work  of  this  class  which  we  are  glad  to  have  on  our  shelves,  is 
tlic  "  Genealogy  of  the  Tilley  Family,"  compiled  by  Mr.  R.  Ilamniitt  Tilley, 
of  Newport.  In  this  brochure  of  seventy-nine  pages,  Mr.  Tilley  has 
brought  together  the  results  of  extensive  investigation,  and  dei.ervedly 
takes  rank  with  writers  of  this  class.  Mr.  Tilley  is  still  pursuing  his 
investigations,  with  a  view  to  issuing  a  second  and  more  complete  edition 
of  his  family  record. 

Claudius  B.  Farnsworth,  Esq.,  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  has  thoughtfully 
placed  in  our  library,  "Epitaphs  from  the  Old  Burying  Ground  in  Grotou, 
Mass.,"  with  Notes  and  Appendix;  a  handsomely  printed  volume  of  two 
hundred  and  seventy-one  pages,  prepared  by  Samuel  A.  Green,  M.  D., 
with  his  well  known  accuracy,  making  a  valuable  contribution  to  mortu- 
ary literature. 

Still  another  genealogical  work  of  importance,  presented  to  our  Society 
by  its  author,  Mr.  Charles  Henry  James  Douglas,  is  "A  Collection  of 
Family   Records  with  Biographical   Sketches  and  other  Memoranda  of 
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I'itinilies  and  Individuals  bearing  the  name  of  Douglas."     Tliis  voluni'    . 
five  hundred  and  sixty-throe  pages  contains   the  D<niglas  Coat  of  A: 
and  twelve  portraits.'    The  \vork  was  pursued  and  completed  whilu  ! 
author  was  a  student  in  IJrown  University,  at  which  he  was  graduatini  .-, 
1879. 

Frojn  the  l\oyal  Historical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  has  been  receive  i 
Vohune  YIII.  of  its  Transactions,  recently  published,  eilited  by  its  lean.i  i 
Secretary,  Rev.  Charles  IJogers,  LL  I).  It  consists  of  .sixteen  indeiKii.i- 
ent  papers,  among  them  Notes  on  the  Study  of  History,  by  the  Edi<i)r; 
Domestic  Every  Day  Life,  Manners  anil  Custon)S  in  England  from  tli. 
earliest  period  to  the  end  of,  the  eighteenth  centurv,  etc. ;  Early  Laws  ani 
Customs  in  Great  Britain  Kegarding  Food;  Alexander  in  Afghanistan; 
and  much  other  matter  interesting  alike  to  the  antiquary  and  to  the  popu- 
lar reader.     The  ^vork  is  a  valuable  acciuisition  to  ixny  library. 

The  learned  Societies  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence,  at  hoiiio 
and  abroad,  have  continued,  as  heretofore,  their  acceptable  contributioiiv 
to  our  collections,  while  a  number  of  individuals,  like  Dr.  Samuel  A. 
Green,  of  Boston,  and  Henry  Thayer  Drowne,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  havi- 
not  failed  to  show  a  substantial  interest  in  the  objects  of  our  Society.  To 
the  Smithsonian  Institution  wo  arc  still  under  oliligations  for  courte^it"- 
in  facilitating  foreign  exchanges,  as  we  also  are  for  its  valued  pubruM- 
tious.  To  the  National  Bureau  of  Education,  to  General  A.  A.  Hum- 
phreys, Hon.  John  Jay  Knox,  and  to  the  Departments  of  State,  of  the 
Treasury,  of  the  Interior,  of  the  Navy,  and  of  War,  thanks  are  due  and 
tendered,  for  valuable  publications  issued  from  the  government  press. 

A  .silver  watch  presented  to  the  Society  by  Mi's.  Louisa  Lippitt  Ilerlitz, 
worn  by  her  husband,  tlie  late  Captain  Joseph  Herlitz,  when  the  vessel  he 
commanded  (the  ship  Ganges)  was,  by  the  force  of  the  terrific  gal(>  nf 
September  22d  and  20d,  1815,  wrecked  against  the  \Yashington  Bi>ilding. 
in  this  city,  is  an  interesting  souvenir  of  an  event  which  raised  the  tide 
•  more  tha\i  seven  feet  higher  than  ever  before  known,  submerged  a  large 
portion  of  the  business  part  of  the  town,  carried  away  the  great  britlge, 
drove  between  thirty  and  forty  vessels  into  the  cove,  spread  devastation 
in  every  direction,  and  forced  the  ocean  spraj' forty  miles  into  the  country. 
Captain  llerlitz  was  an  enterprising  ship  master,  highly  esteemed,  and  the 
watch  here  named,  made  by  IJichard  Farrell,  of  Dublin,  Ireland,  was  ;i 
gift  to  him  from  the  owners  of  the  vessel  of  Avhich  he  was  in  command.  a-> 
a  token  of  their  contiilence  and  respect.     He  died  in  rrovitleiice.  Decern- 
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Ik  T  20Ui,  1810,  in  the  thirty-tifth  yc;ir  of  his   :igo,  and  was  buried  with 
Masonic  honors. 

A  reminder  of  the  building  of  Washington  Bridge  has  been  added  to 
our  collections   in   the   form   of  a   marble   tablet,  bearing  the  following

'i'lie  monunn-:nt  here  mentioned,  of  the  base  of  which  the  tidjlet  was  a  part, 
was  a  life-size  statue  of  Washington,  carved  in  Avood,  by  John  Bowers,  of 
I'rovidence,  and  creeled  at  the  west  end  of  the  bridge.  It  was  swept 
away  and  lost  in  the  great  September  gale  already  spoken  of.  The  build- 
ing of  this  britlge  was  connected  in  the  mind  of  Mr.  Brown  with  the  ex- 
tension of  his  commercial  pursuits.  He  was  a  man  of  great  enterprise, 
and  at  this  time  a  leading  merchant,  having  twenty  sail  of  ships  engaged 
in  commerce.  He  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  aft'airs  of  town  and  State, 
during  the  KevoUition,  was  one  of  the  celebrated  company  wlueTi,  in  1772, 
burned  the  Gaspec,  as  the  first  outbreak  of  a  resistance  to  the  mother 
country  in  Rhode  Island,  and  in  I7S+,  was  chosen  to  represent  his  native 
State  in  Congress,  a  position  to  which  he  was  rc^'peatedly  re-elected.  In 
canying  out  his  business  plans,  Mr.  Brown  tilled  in  about  four  acres  of 
the  flats  near  the  western  terminus  of  the  bridge,  and  established  a  wharf 
Hush  with  deep  water.  He  also  built  a  ship  of  one  thousand  tons  burthen, 
.winch  l)c  named  the  Washington,  the  largest  vessel,  at  that  time,  tliat  had 
ever  been  built  in  America,  designed  for  the  India  trade, —  a  trade  then 
highly  lucrative.  The  cost  was  $300,000.  Freighted  with  a  suitable 
cargo,  she  sailed  for  China,  where,  without  consulting  the  owner,  and  to 
his  painful  regret,  she  was  sold  by  the  supercargo.  By  this  unexpected 
transaction,  Mr.  Bi'own's  high  hopes  were  swept  away,  and  commerce  at 
India  Point  dwindled.  Mr.  Brown  was  born  in  Providence,  January  27th, 
173(;,  and  died  September  20tli,  1803,  in  the  sixty-eighth  year  of  his  age. 
On  his  tomb  stone,  beneath  his  name,  is  inscribed : 

"The  enterprising  and  accomplished  Merchant, 

The  tried  Patriot  and  wise  Legislator, 

The  universal  Philanthropist  and  sincere  Christian." 
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For  this  interesting  relic  of  ciglity-scven  years  gone  by  tlie  Society  i.-

The  year  just  closed  and  the  year  upon  which  we  have  now  entered  fur- 
nish striking  contrasts  in  the  condition  of  Rhode  Inland  to-day  with  its 
condition  a  centur}^  ago.  Then,  the  population  of  the  State  numbered  not 
more  than  ,")2, 000;*  now,  assuming  that  the  increase  from  1875  to  18S0 
has  equalled  that  shown  daring  the  period  from  1870  to  1875,  the  popula- 
tion of  the  State  is  about  275,000.  Then,  the  population  of  Providence 
did  not  exceed  4,000;  now,  it  exhibits  over  104,000.  Then,  our  sister 
capital,  Newport,  numbered  about  5,000  souls;  now,  more  than  15,000. 
Then,  the  State  was  oppressed  with  the  burthen  of  war,  and  in  the  struggle 
for  national  life,  giving  to  the  countrj'  the  service  of  its  entire  male  popu- 
lation between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  sixty ;  Newport  and  Providence 
wore  occupied  as  military  camps  and  hospitals,  and  the  entire  sea  line  of 
Rhode  Island  required  constant  guarding  against  tiie  invasion  of  an  enemy 
watching  oi)portunitics  from  its  central  position  at  New  York;  now,  tlie 
arts  of  peace  are  smiling  upon  the  people,  and  tilling  them  with  a  joyous- 
ness  in  those  days  of  peril  unknown,  the  music  of  a  prosperous  industry  in 
the  various  departments  of  agriculture,  commerce,  manufactures  and  me- 
chanic arts  is  every  where  heard  ;  horse-back  mail  carrying,  and  slow-coach

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passenger  conveyance  have  given  place  to  railroad  and  steamboat  tran>if : 
while  education,  in  its  elementary  and  higher  departments,  in  ol)edieii(T 
to  the  demand  of  a  healthful  public  sentiment,  is  freely  shedding  its  blow- 
ings upon  every  one  of  every  class,  willing  to  accept  them.  Then,  to  vi^ii 
Boston  from  Providence  was  a  wearisome  day's  ride;  now,  that  visit  niav 
be  made  in  seventy-five  minutes!  Then,  the  people  were  content  to  hear 
from  foreign  lands  once  in  forty  days  or  three  months;  now,  we  open  tlu 
morning  papers  and  read  the  doings  of  the  previous  day  in  England,  con- 
tinental Europe,  Turkey,  Egypt,  Afghanistan  end  China!  What  still 
greater  wonders,  in  the  way  of  progress,  the  phonograph,  the  telephone, 
and  other  developments  of  science,  have  in  store  for  us,  it  would  I)e  vain 
to  even  conjecture.

But  while  a  hundred  years  ago  the  people  of  Rhode  Island  were  sorely 
pressed  by  the  calamities  of  war,  they  were  not  unmindful  of  the  justice  of 
their  cause,  nor  doubtful  of  an  ultimate  successful  result.  They  believed 
in  a  superintending  I'rovidence  as  a  power  that  shaped  the  destinies  of 
nations  as  of  individuals,  and  to  whom  it  was  but  the  prompting  of  rever- 
ential trust  to  look  for  direction  in  all  seasons  of  trial,  and  for  aid  in 
threatening  exigencies.  It  was  in  this  view  that  Governor  William  Greene, 
a  true  sou  of  Ilhode  Island,  anil  a  patriot  of  the  nol)lest  type,  issued  the 
following  proclamation,  which  is  here  reproduced  as  a  specimen  of  the 
spirit  by  which  himself  and  the  leading  minds  of  the  State  were  actuated 
while  stimulating  the  people  to  persistent  resistance  of  oppression,  and 
a  vindication  of  their  civil  rights. 

Proclamaiion  fti-r  Fast. 

By  Ilis  E.xcellency,  \Villia.m  Giuoexk,  Esq., 

Governor,  Captain  General,  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  and  over  the  State 
of  lUiode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  : 

A     PltOCLAMATION. 

Wjii:hi:as  the  Jlost  Honorable  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of 
America  did,  on  the  Eleventh  Day  of  March  last,  pass  the  following  h'e- 
solvc,  to  wit : 

"Itliaving  pleased  the  righteous  Governor  of  the  World,  for  the  I'nn- 
ishment  of  our  manifold  Ofl'ences,  to  permit  the  Sword  of  War  still  to 
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harmss  our  Country,  it  becomes  us  to  endeavor,  by  humbling:  ourselves 
hetbre  liim,  and  turning  from  every  evil  Way,  to  avert  his  Anger,  and 
ol)tain  his  Favor  and  Elossing:  It  is  therefore  hereby  recomiueuded  to 
the  several  States, 

"  That  WiCDNivSDAY.  the  2Gth  day  of  April  next,  be  set  apart  and  observed 
as  a  day  of  Fasting,  Mu.mimatiox  and  PitAYKH,  that  wc  may  with  one 
Heart  and  one  Voice  implore  the  Sovereign  Lord  of  Heaven  and  Earth  to 
remember  ^^ercy  iu  his  Judgments; — to  nialie  us  sincerely  penitent  for 
our  Transgressions; — to  prepare  us  for  Deliverance,  and  to  remove  the 
Evils  with  which  he  has  been  pleased  to  visit  us; — to  banish  Vice  and 
Irreligion  from  among  us,  and  establish  Virtue  and  Piety  by  his  Divine 
Grace;— to  bless  all  public  Councils  throughout  the  United  States,  giving 
them  Wisdom,  Firmness  and  Unanimity,  and  directing  them  to  the  best 
Measures  for  the  public  Good;— to  bless  the  Magistrates  and  People  of 
every  IJank,  and  animate  and  unite  tlie  Hearts  of  all  to  promote  the  Inter- 
est of  their  Country : — to  bless  the  public  Defence,  inspiring  all  Command- 
ers and  Soldiers  with  Magnanimity  and  Perseverance,  and  giving  Vigor 
and  Success  to  the  Military  Operations  by  Sea  and  Land; — to  bless  the 
illustrious  Sovereign  and  the  Nation  in  Alliance  with  these  States,  and  all 
who  interest  themselves  in  the  Support  of  our  Rights  and  Liberties;—  to 
make  that  Alliance  of  perpetual  and  extensive  Usefulness  to  those  imme- 
diately concerned,  and  Mankind  in  general;  to  grant  fruitful  Seasons  and 
to  bless  our  Industry,  Trade  and  Manufactures;— to  bless  all  Schools  and 
Seminaries  of  Learning,  and  every  Means  of  Instruction  and  Education; 
to  cause  Wars  to  cease,  and  to  establish  Peace  among  the  Nations. 

"And  it  is  further  recon)mended  tliat  sei'vile  Labor  and  Kecreatiou  be 
forbidden  on  said  Day." 

And  whereas  the  Council  of  War  appointed  to  act  in  the  Recess  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State,  taking  the  aforesaid  Resolves  into  consid- 
eration, did  on  this  Day  request  me  to  issue  a  Proclamation  to  make 
known  the  same,  and  recommending  the  said  Day  to  be  observed  accord- 
ingly ;  and  that  all  servile  Labor  and  Recreation  be  abstained  from  thereon  ; 
I  have  therefore  thought  lit  to  issue  this  Proclamation,  to  make  known  the 
same,  and  do  hereby  recommend  it  to  all  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  to 
observe  the  said  Day  as  a  Day  of  Fasting,  Humiliation  and  Prayer,  accord- 
ing to  the  Intent  of  said  Resolve;  and  to  abstain  from  all  servile  Labor 
and  Recreation  on  that  Day. 

Given  under  my  Hand  and  the  Seal  of  the  said  State,  this  Eiglith  Day 
of  .\pril,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Kighty,  and  in  the  Fourth  Year  of  Independence.

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Tracing  the  path  of  time  backward  for  a  little  more  tliau  half  a  ciiiiur-, 
we  come  upon  the  tirj^t  conimcuioratioii,  in  Providence,  of  American  I;.!. 
pendencc.  ]t  was  a  season  of  univcisal  exultation,  and  joy  found  e.\pr<-- 
sion  in  every  class  of  citizens.  How  could  it  be  otherwise  in  the  liouic  i.; 
Stephen  Hopkins,  Nicliolas  Cooke,  Arthur  Fenner,  Theodore  To-t.  r. 
Simeon  Thayer,  Solomon  Drowne,  Jeremiah  Olney,  the  Bruwii^,  tl:.- 
Nightingales,  the  Bowens,  Cyprian  Sterry,  Joseph  Ihissell,  John  Matnew- 
son,  Silas  Downer,  Ambrose  Page,  and  others  of  that  ilk? 

The  Declaration  of  Independence  was  received  in  Providence  from  Cdii- 
gress  on  Friday,  July  12th,  and  published  in  the  Providence  Gozeltr  [\i- 
following  day.  Thursday,  the  25th  of  July,  was  chosen  for  giviugvcnt  [.■ 
popular  feeling.  In  the  meantime  the  necessary  preparations  were  niadi-. 
and  at  eleven  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  that  day  Governor  Cook'-. 
attended  by  such  members  of  both  Houses  of  Assembly  as  wei'e  in  tow  n, 
together  with  a  number  of  prominent  citizens,  went  in  procession  to  Hi-- 
Slate  House,  escorted  by  the  Cadets  and  Light  Infantry  companies, -vvheri'. 
at  twelve  o'clock,  was  read  the  Act  of  Assembly  concurring  with  tiie  G<:\>- 
era)  Congress  in  their  Declaration  of  Independence.  The  Declaration  \v:i- 
also  read  bj- George  Brown,  then  upwards  of  eighty  years  old.  lie  \\a- 
selected  on  account  of  the  compass  of  his  voice,  and  so  finu  and  cK'mi 
was  his  utterance  that  he  was  distinctly  heard  on  North  Main  street.*  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  read-ing  thirteen  volleys  were  fired  by  the  Cadet- 
and  Light  Infantry;  the  Artillery  company  next  fired  thirteen  cannon,  aii'i 
a  like  number  of  new  cannon  (cast  at  Hope  Furnace)  was  discharged  at 
tjie  great  bridge.  The  ships  Alfred  and  Columbus  likewise  lired  thirteen 
guns  each,  in  honor  of  the  day.  At  two  o'clock  the  Governor,  attenil-d 
and  escorted  as  above,  proceeded  to  Hacker's  Hall,  where  an  elegant  enti  r- 
tainment  was  provided  on  the  occasion.

"The  above,"  says  a  recorder  of  the  event,  "  was  conducted  with  gii'at 
order  and  decency,  and  the  Declaration  received  with  every  mark  of 
a)>iilanse.  Towards  evening  llie  King  of  Gieat  Britain's  Coat  of  Arm.s 
was  taken  from  a  late  Public  Ollicc,  as  was  also  the  sign  from  the  Crown 
Cortco-House,  and  burnt." 

Thus  closed  the  first  celebration  in  Providence  of  our  nation's  birth.

Of  the  celebration  hold  July  4tli,  177S,  the  rrovideiice  OicxLic  of  .InU 
11th,  gives  the  following  description: 

"Saturday  last  bein.2;  the  Anniversary  of  American  Independcud-, 
whereby  these  United  Stales  through  their  Delegates  in  Congress,  umm  • 
niously  and  forever  renounced  the- sanguinary  Tyrant  of  Britain,  an'; 
wisely  assumed  to  themselves  a  Name  that  is  acknowledged  anion;:  Hi' 
Nations,  the  Day  was  celebrated  here  in  a  Manner  suitable  to  the  griMt 
and  happy  Ocea.sion.  At  one  o'clock  Thirteen  Cannon  were  dischaigul 
from  tiie  Fort  on  Fox  Point;  at  Four  the  Forts  at  Pawtuxet,  Field's,  Kit- 
tle and  Fox  Points,  and  the  ship  Defence,  were  manned,  when  an  irregiil;.r 
Fire  of  Cannon  and  Musquetry  commenced,  which  continued  near  ;iii 
Hour,  and  aflbrdid  ajust  and  lively  Representation  of  a  Gereral  Action. 
The  Honorable  iMajor-General  Sui.i-IVax  with  his  Suite,  accompanied  liy 
a  number  of  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Town,  went  on  board  the  !)'■- 
fence  where  they  had  a  prospect  of  the  whole  Exhibition.  At  Sunset  iln' 
Kegiments  stationed  for  Defence  of  the  Town  were  drawn  up  in  the  rear 
of  the  Ivedoubts,  and  tired  a  Fcu-de-joi,  which  did  great  Honor  to  tlie 
Director  and  the  troops,  as  it  was  allowed  by  Judges  to  be  the  best  Per- 
formance of  the  Kind  they  had  ever  heard.  The  vast  Concourse  of  People 
that  covered  the  Hills,  and  the  loud  and  repeated  Acclamations  of  Joy. 
greatly  contributed  to  the  Grandeurof  the  Scenes.  In  the  Evening  a  lunn- 
ber  of  Military  Gentlemen  and  principal  Inhabitants,  as>.emljled  at  Gene- 
ral Sullivan's  Head  Quarters,  and  concluded  the  Celebration  of  the  Anni- 
versary with  the  following  Toasts  :

The  day  was  commemorated  "  with  demonstrations  of  Joy 
suited  to  the  happy  occasion."  Salutes  were  ttred  at  the  several  Post.-, 
au  elegant  entertainment  was  provided  at  Cold  Spring,  attended  by  Major- 
General  Gates,  Brigadier-General  Glover,  with  several  other  gentlemen  of 
tlie  army  and  of  the  town,  together  with  a  number  of  ladies,  and  at  which 
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Ihirtecn  patriotic  toasts  wore  diiiiik,  not  forgetting  Louis  XVI.,  Generals 
Lincoln  and  Monltiie,  tlie  odiccrs  and  soldiers  who  liad  dieti  in  defence  of 
America,  the  United  States,  Congress,  and  the  Governor  and  State  of 
IJliode  Island. 

A   COMMEMOHAIION    SONG. 

While  the  patriots  of  Providence  were  engaged  as  above  descrihctl  at 
Cold  Spring,  a  company  of  Americans,  no  less  patriotic,  were  similarly 
engaged  in  Amsterdam,  Ilolhmd.  For  that  occasion  the  following  song 
was  written  by  a  Dutch  lady  residing  at  the  Hague.  It  is  here  reproduced, 
not  for  its  poetic  merit,  but  as  an  expression  of  the  spirit  which  tired 
many  sympathetic  hearts  in  that  city  of  Bankers,  at  a  period  when  a 
darlc  cloud  hung  over  the  jirospects  of  Freedom  in  our- land.  The  tune  to 
which  it  was  snug  is  not  mentioned  :

A  salute  wa~  tired  :ii 
ten  o'clock  on  the  State  House  Tarade  by  tlie  Continental  Post  of  Ani!- 
lery,  and  alto  by  an  armed  vessel  in  tlie  harbor.  At  Newport,  '•  His  M,,^; 
Christian  Maje.-ty's  Frigate  Uernioine,  commanded  by  tlie  Chevalier  de  1 1 
Touclie  was  ornamented  with  a  variety  of  colors,  and  fired  tlirce  snluti-, 
viz.,  at  morning,  at  noon,  and  in  the  evening  " 

For  the  next  five  years  salutes  and  Parades  of  the  United  Train  .if 
Artillery  appear  to  ha\e  been  the  sum  of  public  ob>ervaiices.  In  17S7  llic 
Kliod«;  Island  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  ccleljrated  tlie  day,  and  dined  a: 
Kice's  Tavern  In  178S  the  town  assumed  the  patriotic  tiuty,  and  iiivitid 
l?ev.  Knos  Hitchcock,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  ("hureli, 
to  deliver  an  Oration.  .V  military  and  civic  street  procession  was  a  part 
of  the  display,  l^r.  Hitchcock's  Oration  (the  first  t)n  such  an  occa>i'in  in 
Pj'ovidence,  and  by  iXHjuest  printed,)  was  replete  with  jiatriotic  sentiment. 
lie  began  by  saying: 

"To  felicitate  Americans  on  the  anniversary  of  their  Iiuiependence  is  a 
dictate  of  philanthropy.  To  echo  among  my  fellow-eitizeiis  in  grateful 
acclamations,  the  accession  of  a  freed  federal  government,  is  but  the  nat- 
ural effusion  of  a  heart  elate  witii  joy.  To  sacrifice  af  the  shi'ine  of  lib- 
erty '  the  fat  of  fed  beasts,' and  ponr  out  the  generous  libation,  if  eou- 
ducled  with  prudenc^,  may  not  l)e  nnsuitable  expressions  of  the  pleasure 
we  this  day  experience. 

"  But  a  nobler  employment  awaits  us.  We  aseeiul  from  gi'atulations 
and  amusements  to  contemplate,  in  the  temple  of  lilierty,  the  various  beau- 
ties of  the  edifice,  to  recount  tlie  multifarious  blessings  she  j>roffers  our 
fiivorcd  land  " 

After  a  wide  sur\ey  of  the  lise  and  progress  of  freedom,  "the  hapi'y 
cfi'ects  of  the  American  Pevolntion"  upon  lands  "far  bey(md  the  hounds 
of  .America,"  ami  tlie  advantage  it  has  already  brought  to  the  new  ii.itioii, 
lie  closes  as  follows  : 

.  "  We  have  little  now  to  fear  from  our  enemies,  but  e\ery  thing  to  hi>iio 
from  the  situation,  extent  and  resources  of  our  country,  and  fnun  the 
enterprising  spirit  of  its  inhabitants.  Under  the  smiles  of  ai)proving 
heaven  may  they  proceed  and  prosper  in  every  useful  art  —  increasing  in 
knowletlge  and  virtue,  until  they  become  as  conspicuous  for  the  purity  of 
their  morals  as  for  the  equality  and  perfection  of  their  government  I 

'•  May  no  one,  this  day,  prove  himself  unworthy  the  freedom  he  enjoys, 
by  a  conduct  inconsistent  with  the  purest  pleasures, —  by  anything  uidu- 
coniing  him  as  a   man,  as   a  Christian  I     May  temperance,  sobriety  and 
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(licoruin  preside  over  all  our  joys,  and  he  our  constant  attendants 
t!irou:,di  the  various  walks  of  lite.  Then  may  \vc  look  forward  with  hope 
and  joy,  through  all  the  variations  of  imperfect  government,  and  the 
vtruiiglcs  of  the  contending  passions  of  man,  to  a  state  of  more  perfect 
society,— to  that  grand  comnuiuity  where  'universal  love  smiles  on  all 
around.'  " 

A  si;mi-ci:ntkxni.\l. 

Advancing  fifty  years  from  the  day  of  our  Nation's  birth,  we  reach  18'iO, 
and  tind  the  fire  of  freedom  burning  with  undiniini.shed  glow.  It  was  a 
semi-centennial  year,  and  "Independence  Day," — made  specially  memo- 
rable throughout  the  land  by  the  deaths  nearly  simultaneously  of  two  of 
the  distinguished  patriots  and  founders  of  our  Republic,  John  .\<lanis  and 
Thomas  Jeflerson, — was  observed  in  Providence  v,ith  martial  and  civic 
pomp  worthy  the  descendants  of  a  people  "born  to  be  free."  The  Com- 
mittee of  Arrangements  were  lihodes  G.  Allen.  Josiah  Whittaker  and 
Nehemiah  S.  Draper,  who  discharged  their  duties  with  excellent  judg- 
ment. The  day  was  ushered  in  with  the  ringing  of  bells,  aud  the  firing  of 
national  salutes  from  Christian  Hill,  Jell'erson  Plain,  and  Fox  Point.  The 
iireat  events  of  the  day  were  the  public  procession,  and  the  services  held 
in  the  First  Congregational  Church  At  about  eleven  o'clock  the  proces- 
sion was  formed  on  Market  square,  under  the  direction  (tf  Captain  Stephen 
K.  Ilnthbone,  Chief  Marshal,  and  Messrs.  George  C.  Hale,  Allen  0.  Peck, 
William  H.  Kodman,  Samuel  W.Wheeler,  and  Edward  li.  Young,  Assistants. 

The  procession  numbered  more  than  one  thousand  persons,  and 
extended  from  Market  square  to  the  Theatre,  the  present  site  of  Grace 
Church.  As  it  moved  through  several  of  the  principal  streets  the  scene 
was  brilliant  and  exhilarating.  First  came  the  military  escort,  consisting 
of  six  companies,  viz  :  The  United  Train  of  Artillery,  Colonel  Hodges; 
the  Independent  Volunteers,  Lieut. -'"olonel  Babcock;  the  First  Light 
Infantry,  Captain  John  J.  Stimson;  the  Second  Light  Infantry,  Captain 
Townsend;  the  Independent  Cadets,  Lieut. -Colonel  Greene;  and  the  Fay- 
ette TJifle  Corps  of  Pawtucket,  Captain  Jacobs.  Following  the  e«cort 
were  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  Governor  Cooke  and  suite,  pre- 
ceded by  the  High  Sheritf;  Orator  of  the  day  and  ofliciating  clergyman; 
past  orators  of  the  anniversary;  clergymen  of  the  town;  Town  Council, 
and  other  town  ofliccrs;  members  of  the  IJhode  Island  Society  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati; United  States  and  State  ollicers,  mival,  military  and  civil;  for- 
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eign  oflicials ;  oflicers  and  corporation  of  Brown  University;  ?ileclianir^ 
Association;  Marine  Society;  Domestic  Industry  Society,  and  various 
other  associations ;  Scliool  Committee  and  pupils  of  t.lie  public  and  ])!i- 
vatc  schools  (upwards  of  three  hundred)  with  their  teachers;  strangi  rs, 
and  citizens. 

In  the  midst  of  this  procession  appeared  one  hundred  and  six  veteraix 
of  the  Revolution,  among  them  a  drummer  beating  the  drum  once  used  Ijv 
him  on  the  field  of  battle.  This  remnant  of  men  to  whom  stroke^  for 
freedom  at  Bunker  Hill,  Harlem  Heights,  Trenton,  Monmouth,  rrinccton, 
Rhode  Island  and  Yorktown,  had  been  fauiiliar,  was  led  by  Captain  Aamu 
Mann,  who  for  gallant  conduct  in  the  retreat  from  Rhode  Island,  receivid 
promotion  from  General  Sullivan.  But  to  the  concourse  of  citizens 
thronging  the  streets  a  special  attraction  was  an  elegant  barouche  in  wliif  li 
rode  the  four  survivors  of  the  Gaspee  exploit  in  1772,  viz.  :  Colonel 
Ephraini  Bowen,  Colonel  John  Mawncy,  Captain  Benjauiiu  Rage,  and  Ca[)- 
tain  Turpin  Smith.  The  barouche  was  drawn  by  four  white  horse--, 
driven  by  Mr.  Horatio  Blake,  landlord  of  the  Franklin  House,  who  volun- 
teered the  service.  Over  the  heads  of  these  venerable  patriots  waved  a 
splendid  silk  banner,  designed  and  painted  for  the  occasion  by  Mr.  Sam- 
uel J.  Bower,  of  Providence,  whose  pencil  exhibited  the  skill  of  an 
accomplished  artist.  Within  wreaths  and  appropriate,  devices,  bearim; 
the  names  of  the  survivors,  the  '•  G.vspkk,"  and  the  date  1772,  appears  a 
representation  of  the  ill-fated  vessel  in  flames,  with  a  boat  containing  a 
luimber  of  the  daring  assailants  rowing  from  the  burning  wreck.  On  the 
reverse  arc  the  Arms  of  Rhode  Island,  with  the  legend  "  July  4,  I77G.  In 
God  we  Hoiie.  For  Liberty  and  Independence.  July  4,  182(5  "  In  the 
right  hand  corner  of  the  obverse  picture  is  the  record  by  tlie  ai'ti-t : 
"Rresented  to  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  Ijy  Samuel  J.  Bower, 
Pinxt."*     After  the  celebration  the  Committee  presented  it  to  the  Rhode 

♦SaniuelJ.  Bower,  fon  of  John  and  Honor  Uowcr,  was  born  in  I'rox  Ulcncc.  rrior  lo 
and  after  the  great  ;«cpttmbcr  gulc  in  1S15,  he  kept  a  dry  goods  store  on  Cheapside,  North 
Main  street.  On  tlie  memorable  day,  when  the  tlood  liad  swept  awiiy  the  bridge  connect- 
ing the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  river,  he  was  enabled  to  reach  liis  lionic  on  Tine  strcit 
only  by  passing  np  round  the  north  side  of  the  Cove  and  swimming  across  a  narrower  por- 
tion of  the  angry  stream.  31r.  Bower's  father  was  distinguished  as  a  carver  in  wood,  In m;; 
considered  one  of  the  most  expert  in  his  profession  in  the  country.  The  '•  Turk's  H"  ;id, ' 
wliicli  for  many  years  looked  down  with  becoming  gravity  upon  passers  by  from  its  ele\.H- 
tion  on  Whitnum's  Block,  at  the  junction  of  Westminster  and  Weybosset  streets,  and  whuli 
was  subsequently  removed  and  carried  to  the  f^onth  or  West,  and  the  statue  of  Wiishiii;:- 
ton,  mentioned  on  page  57,  were  specinicns  of  hi?  handiwork. 
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I.-.I:iiid  Historic;!]  Society.  Fifty-four  years  have  passed  since  it  was  used 
for  a  comniemonitive  purpose.  .May  it  long-  be  preserved  in  its  present 
position  to  remind  the  beholder  of  the  price  paid  for  the  blessings  now 
c-iijoyed  by  fifty  millions  of  freemen.* 

.\t  tlie  church,  which  was  thronged,  the  devotional  exercises  were  con- 
ducted by  the  pastor,  Ifev.  Henry  Edes,  D.D.,  who  also  read  the  Declara- 
tion of  Indci)eudeiJce.  Tlie  orator  was  the  Ilou.  William  Hunter,  of  New- 
port; poets,  Joseph  L.  Tillinghast,  Esq.,  and  the  late  I'rcsident  of  the 
Historical  Society,  Hon.  Albert  Gorton  Greene.  Both  of  them  wrote 
Odes  for  the  occasion,  which  were  eftcctively  rendered  l^y  the  Psallonian 
Society,  Oliver  Sliaw  presiding  at  the  organ.  The  ode  by  Mr.  Tillinghast 
was  sung  1o  an  original  tune  composed  by  Mr.  Shaw.  Tiie  ode  by  Judge 
Greene,  given  below,  was  sung  to  the  tune,  '•  So)uj  of  Miriam." 

ODE. 

BY  Ai.UKiiT  G.  Gina;N'i:,  esq. 

Joy  !  joy !  foi-  free  millions  now  welcome  the  morn. 
And  hallow  the  day  when  a  nation  was  born. 
Let  one  song  fioin  her  hills  and  her  valleys  arise. 
One  loud  peal  of  triumph  ascend  to  the  skies. 

S.iiiiHcI  evidently  inherited  from  his  father  an  scsthetic  t.aste,  and  retiring  from  the  busi- 
ness in  wliicli  he  Avas  engaged  on  Cheapsiile,  set  up  sign  painting,  a  business  in  which  he 
became  particularly  e.xpert.  His  ornamental  designs  were  always  appropriate  and  attrac- 
tive, liesides  the  banner  above  mentioned  ^tr.  Bower  painted  many  others  for  military  com- 
lanies.  Among  them  was  one  for  tlie  I'rovidcnce  First  Light  Infantry,  presented  to  that 
popular  corps  by  the  students  of  Brown  University  in  acknowledgment  of  escort  duty  per- 
formed for  them  by  the  company  on  Commencement  day.  He  painted  another — then  con- 
sidered the  handsomest  ever  unfurled  —  lor  a  military  company  in  New  Orleans.  The  cost 
was  upwards  of  four  hundred  dollars. 

5Ir.  Bower  entered  the  army  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  is  understood  to  have  held  a  sulnir- 
dinate  conimiind.  He  was  on  his  way  to  Xew  Orleans  at  the  time  of  the  battle  there.  }Ie 
subsequently  marched  to  Georgia,  where  he  obtained  some  experience  in  skirnli^hing  with 
the  Indians.  After  leaving  the  army  lie  went  South  and  spent  some  time  in  Milledgeville 
and  Savannah.  Iteturning  to  Trovidenco,  he  engaged  anew  in  Jiis  business,  which  he  i)ur- 
sucd  at  different  times  on  Market  sijuare,  Wcybosset  street,  and  iu  the  Hamilton  and 
l>yer's  buildings  on  Westminster  street.  The  latter  he  occupied  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  Marcli  Tth,  IsOO,  at  the  age  of  si.xty-three  years.  Mr.  15ower  was  highly  respected 
in  the  community  for  his  moral  and  social  worth. 

•Another  feature  of  the  procession,  which  attracted  attention,  was  a  long  timber  car- 
riage, upon  wliicli  rode  a  large  number  of  blacks  who  had  served  in  the  war  of  the  Uevolu- 
tion,  and  had  won  for  themselves  an  honoruble  distinction. 
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Let  each  lieart  and  eacli  voice  join  tlie  grateful  ojnpioy. 

And  the  teniples  of  God  be  made  vocal  with  joy, 

AVliiJe  the  yduny-  and  the  aged,  the  brave  and  the  fair. 

Are  thronging-  to  mingle  in  praise  and  in  prayer. 

For  tliosc  blessings  which  once  on  the  field  and  the  wave, 

"Were  purchased  with  blood  from  the  hearts  of  the  brave, 

Oh,  how  should  the  soul  of  the  freeman  expand, 

To  the  time-honored  Kkmxant  of  LinKitrv's  Band: 

And  ye  who  stood  foremost  for  freedom  and  riglit 

Through  your  country's  dark  hour  in  the  van  of  the  fight, 

Flow  rich  the  reward  which  your  sons  have  decreed 

To  your  dauntless  devotion  of  spirit  and  deed. 

Your  path  that  n-niains  shall  with  garlands  be  strewed, 

And  by  hands  yet  unborn  .shall  the  wreaths  be  renewed! 

We  have  sworn  that  the  cause  which  on  ocean  and  field. 

Your  Ijosoms  were  bared  from  destruction  to  shield, 

Through  storm  and  through  sunshine,  through  weal  and  tliroui;!:

To  guard  unpolluted,  from  faction  and  foe, 
Or,  crushed  iu  its  ruins,  to  bravely  expire,  • 
Ere  the  son  shall  dishonor  the  deeds  of  the  sire. 
.  And  think  not  that  when  all  your  bravest  and  best 
In  our  country's  green  bosom  forever  shall  rest. 
That  the  land  which  ye  bled  to  redeem  and  to  save, 
Can  forget  the  proud  name  and  example  ye  gave  : 
Oh  ho!  for  a  million  of  swords  shall  be  red, 
Ere  the  foot  of  a  foe  o'er  your  ashes  shall  tread. 
Your  name  will  give  light  to  the  childreu  of  earth, 
AVhen  they  rise  for  u  deed  of  true  virtue  and  worth  ; 
A  beacon  of  glory,  which  never  can  die, 
To  cheer  and  to  save  when  the  spoiler  is  nigh. 
And  the  laud  of  your  birth  ever  sacied  shall  be 
To  the  IIoMi:s,  to  the  Altaics,  and  GitAvics  of  the  Fur.K. 

The  oration,  which  was  printed,  was  in  :Mr.  Hunter's  Ijcst  vein.  "It 
was  worthy,"  writes  the  chronicler  of  the  day,  "  of  the  man  and  the  occa- 
sion, of  his  long  established  reputation  as  a  scholar,  statesman  and  advo- 
cate at  the  bar  of  the  fust  order,  and  of  the  high  wrought  feelings  au.l 
heroic  associations  of  a  day,  the  proudest,  perhaps,  in  the  annals  of  tin- 
world.  For  an  hour  and  forty  minutes  the  orator  made  his  audience  iVu- 
gei  every  thing  but  himself  and  the  spirit-stirring  themes  upon  which  he- 
dwelt  with  the  same  enthusiasm  that  he  insi)ired  in  all  who  heard  him." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  exercises  in  the  Church,  the  proc<-.-iou 
re-formed,  niarched  to  the  Great  Uritige,  where  it  was  dismissed,  the 
veterans   of  the   Kevolutiou    repairing   under  escort   to  Wilder's    Hotel, 
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where  a  generous  entertainment  Inul  been  provided  for  them.  Tlie  sub- 
scribers to  tlie  pnblic  dinner  and  invited  guests  partook  of  their  repast  at 
the  Assembly  Rooms.  Upwards  of  three  hundi'ed  persons  sat  down  to 
five  tables.  Colonel  Daniel  Lyman,  President  of  the  Khode  Islaud  Soci?ty 
of  the  Cincinnati,  presided,  assisted  Ijy  Colonels  John  S.  Dexter,  Beuja- 
niin  Ifoppin  and  Richmond  Bullock,  Gen.  E.  Carrington,  Ilonorables  Joliu 
ritman,  Caleb  Earlc  and  Sauiuel  Eddy,  William  Wilkinson  and  John  llow- 
land.  Among  those  present  were  llis  Excellency  Governor  James  Fenuer 
and  staff,  the  :\Iajor-Gciieral  of  the  State  ililitary  and  stall",  Hou.  Asher 
bobbins,  Hon.  Elisha  K.  Potter,  Major  John  Vinton,  field  and  stall' olllcers 
of  tlie  Second  lihodc  Island  Brigade,  and  otlier  military  genllemen. 
Twenty-four  regular,  and  a  number  of  volunteer,  toasts  were  drank,  and 
patriotic  post-prandial  speeches  were  made  by  Joseph  L.  Tillinghast,  Esq., 
and  llou.  Asher  Robbins.  The  chronicler  already  cited,  says:  "  The  day 
passed  off  in  the  most  acceptable  manner,  and  though  our  streets  have 
never  witnessed  a  more  brilliant  parade,  or  a  greater  collectiou  of  people, 
there  was  scarce  an  instance  of  intoxication  or  wrangling  that  occurred. 
Earl}'  in,  the  evening  the  streets  were  deserted." 

UISTOIUCAL    TUACXS. 

The  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Historical  Societj,  of  Providence,  have  depos- 
ited with  this  Societ3%  a  series  of  tracts,  teu  iu  number,  published  by  it, 
elucidating  interesting  and  important  events  in  tlie  War  of  the  Rebellion-. 
By  the  authority  of  the  Society  the  Treasurer  lias  subscribed  for  tlie  series 
of  Rhode  Islaud  Tracts  now  being  puWished  by  Mr.  Sidney  S.  Rider. 
This  insures  to  us  publications  that  will  soon  be  out  of  print,  and  the 
value  of  which,  from  their  scarcity,  will  iu  the  future  be  greatly  increased. 

OUK   WANTS. 

While  we  r-ecognize  iu  our  collections  many  important  works  of  his- 
tory, biography  and  genealogy,  we  are  made  painfully  conscious  of  defi- 
ciencies in  these  several  departments.  There  are  many  works  of  a  local 
and  general  character  that  we  ought  to  possess,  which  past  experience  has 
shown  we  are  Jiot  likely  to  receive  as  donations.  A  small  sum  annually 
appropriated  for  tlie  purchase  of  such  works  would  gradually  supply  a 
want  constaully  felt. 

That  the  Rhode  Islaud  .Vlcove  is  delieicnt  in  the  classes  of  publications 
above  referred  to,  is  no  just  cause  for  unfavorable  criticism.  It  is  to  be 
10 
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borne  in  mind  tluit  from  tlie  organization  of  the  Societj'  until  some  j'cars 
after  tlie  erection  of.tlie  Cabinet  in  wliicli  we  arc  now  assembled,  there 
were  but  few  persons  in  the  Slate  snfliciently  interested  in  the  objects  of 
an  Historical  Society  to  volnntarily  aid  its  work.  This  genera  indilVer- 
encc  rendered  it  iieculiarly  diflicult  to  o1)tain  accessions  to  its  collections. 
The  Society  had  no  means  with  which  purchases  could  be  made  of  valu- 
able books  and  pamphlets  even  then  becoming  rare,  while  many  such  were 
owned  by  persons  unwilling  to  part  with  them  for  any  pecuniary  or  other 
consideration.  Tlie  work  of  the  snccessive  librarians,  Judge  Staples,  and 
Judge  Greene,  was  gratuitous,  as  similar  labors  have  continued  to  be. 
The  pecuniary  resources  of  the  Society  did  not  warrant  oi)ening  the  Cabi- 
net except  at  quarterly  meetings,  and  at  such  other  times  as  papei's  could 
be  procured  to  be  read.  Yet  with  all  the  drawbacks  and  discouragements 
early  experienced,  the  Society,  through  its  oOicers,  did  a  noble  and  praise- 
AYorthy  work.  Judge  Staples,  Judge  Greene,  T-)r.  Webb,  John  Ilowland, 
Thomas  C.  Hartshorn,  and  others,  were  indefatigable  in  their  efforts  to 
secure  every  description  of  Rhode  Island  literature,  no  less  than  every 
class  of  manuscripts  that  might  be  helpful  in  elucidating  Khode  Island 
history  and  genealogy.  The  "  Foster  Papers,"  the  Moses  Bi'own  and 
other  papers,  numbering  more  than  twenty  tliousand,  weie  secured.  At  a 
subsequent  period  a  large  portion  of  them  were  collated,  mounted  and 
bound,  and  thus  put  in  condition  to  be  safely  examined  and  used.  The 
invaluable  liles  of  the  Providence  Gazrtle,  from  its  commencement,  a 
duplicate  set  of  which  no  money  could  now  purchase,  weie  made  its 
property,  while  a  number  of  valuable  aboriginal  and  other  relics  of  early 
times  found  a  place  among  its  treasures.  It  built  foi'  it.self  this  structure, 
a  Avork  of  many  years'  struggle,  and  the  first  Historical  Society  in  the 
country  to  own  a  honn;.  Its  six  volumes  of  <;ollectii)ns,  its  ten  or  more 
addresses,  its  eight  annual  Proceedings,  that  have  been  printed,  and  its  fre- 
quent aid  to  authors,  show  that  it  has  not  been  at  anytime  supine.  Other 
facts  equally  honorable  might  be  stated,  but  it  is  unnecessary.  Tlie  Soci- 
ety in  the  past  needs  no  apology.  All  familiar  with  its  paucity  of  means 
at  tlie  beginning,  the  slow  growth  of  public  sympathy  for  it,  and  the  difli- 
culties  it  has  had  to  encounter  at  almost  every  step  of  its  progress,  will 
honor  it  for  what  it  has  accomplished,  and  at  this  hour  rejoice  that  the 
liope  of  still  better  days  may  be  entertained. 

As  already  intimated  we  have  wants,  and  not  the  least  of  thcni  is  an 
addition  to  this  building.  Such  a  building  should  be  suited  to  the;  uses  of 
a  lecture  room  and  picture  gallery,  as  also  for  the  exhibition   of  treasures 
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wliicli  at  prcst'iit  cannot  be  well  displajcd.  Had  \vc  a  room  of  tliis  kind, 
there  is  little  doubt  but  valuable  paintings  would  bo  donated  to  the  Soci- 
ety, or  placed  on  permanent  deposit.  The  subject  has  long  occupied  the 
thoughts  of  many  of  the  actively  interested  members  of  our  Society  If 
tlie  present  may  not  be  considered  the  most  propitious  time  to  move  in 
this  matter,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  again  calling  attention  to  the  want  may 
be  helpful  iu  ultimately  securing  its  supply. 

CONCLUSION'. 

Although  much  has  been  done  to  lay  open  the  early  history  of  Rhode 
Island,  much  remains  to  be  done  to  give  completeness  to  its  details.  Not 
only  are  there  in  our  own  State  many  sources  of  information  not  yet  ex- 
jilored,  but  beyond  its  borders  is  to  be  found  material  Mitli  which  to  illus- 
trate the  personal,  social  and  civil  life  of  our  little  commonwealth.  It  is 
said  that  the  Registry  of  Deeds  in  the  County  of  Suflblk,  Mass.,  contains 
records  of  deeds  of  land  in  Rhode  Island,  copies  of  Mhich  ought  to  be  iu 
our  archives.  There  are  doubtless  other  i)apcrs  to  be  found  in  Massachu- 
setts, having  a  bearing  upon  the  history  of  this  State,  to  which  this 
remark  applies.  The  same  is  true  of  records  and  private  papers  in  Con- 
necticut and  New  York.  To  gather  up  these  fragments  that  nothing  be 
lost,  is  eminently  the  work  of  this  Society.  Should  there  be  any  delay  ia 
inaugurating  it? 

During  the  year  now  closed  I  have  communicated  with  nearly  three  hun- 
dred persons,  iu  this  State,  soliciting  contributions  for  our  Society.  The 
results  have  been  gratifying  and  encouraging.  I  desire  here  gratefully  to 
thank  those  who  have  cordially  and  promptly  res])oudcd  to  my  requests. 
My  hope  is  that  the  year  before  us  will  prove  no  less  prosperous  than  the 
year  from  which  we  part.

To  the  lihode  Mand  JItstoricaJ  Socirjij : 

During  the  past  j-ear  bwt  little,  comparatively,  lias  been  clone  in  Newport 
iu  the  way  of  historical  research.  The  Newport  Historical  Society  h:i> 
had  but  few  meetings,  but  additions  have  been  made  to  its  collections: 
and  through  the  zeal  and  energy  of  its  Librarian,  Mr.  James  E.  Mauran, 
many  documents,  which  might  otherwise  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  liave 
been  secured  and  placed  in  the  archives.  The  books  and  papers  belonging 
to  the  Society  he  has  arranged  and  classified,  and  he  has  labored  to  make 
good  the  iik's  of  old  colonial  newspapers,  and  imperfect  sets  of  otlicr 
printed  matter.  . 

Au  ctlbi't  has  been  made  to  secure  a  series  of  biographical  sketches  of 
distinguished  Khode  Islanders,  a)]d  it  has  so  far  borne  fruit  that  one  vol- 
ume, the  "  Life  and  Works  of  Gilbert  Stuart,"  has  been  published.  This 
field  might  be  worked  more  profitably.  Surely  there  is  material  enough 
to  write  extended  lives  of  men  like  Theodore  Foster,  William  Vernon,  and 
others  whose  names  are  readily  recalled  iu  this  connection,  but  whose 
biographies  have  yet  to'be  written. 

In  the  library  of  Yale  College  there  is  a  Diary,  kept  bylJev.  Ezra  Stiles, 
and  which  extends  over  the  years  that  he  resiiled  in  Khode  Island.  It  is 
full  of  historical  facts  connected  with  the  Colony,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be 
regretted  tliat  it  has  never  been  printed;  or,  at  least,  that  some  person, 
properly  qualified,  has  not  been  employed  to  copy,  with  the  sanction  and 
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iilipioviil  of  tlie  Trustees  of  the  College,  all  sueli  passages  as  are  of  direct 
interest  to  the  historian.  It  is  five  and  t^veuty  years  since  I  saw  it,  hut  I 
remember  tliat  witli  the  text  there  are  diagrams  drawn  ^vith  pen  and  ink, 
explanatory  of  some  of  the  skirmishes  between  the  English  and  the 
Americans.  I  fee!  sure  that  if  the  historical  matter  in  these ^pagcs  ■were 
sifted  out  the  means  expended  in  this  "way  would  be  well  employed. 

I  would  most  respectfully  ask  that  some  decided  steps  be  taken  by  the 
Hhode  Island  Historical  Society  to  push  forward  the  branch  of  historical 
research  to  which  I  have  called  attention;  that  we  may  secure,  at  least, 
sketches  of  men  whose  names  have  eomc  down  to  us,  where  there  is  not 
material  enough  for  full  biographies.  The  older  citizens  of  the  State, 
men  ■who  ct>uld  furnish  information  on  this  and  other  branches  of  our  his- 
tory, ai'e  fast  passing  awa}',  and  if  we  would  gather  from  them  the  fact> 
with  which  thev  arc  familiar  we  have  no  time  to  lose.

Dka)i  Siu. — As  Procurator  for  Bristol  Coiiiity,  I  do  not  fiml  any  mat- 
ter of  particular  interest  to  comnuinicate  to  the  Historical  Society  at  its 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  this  evening. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  this  town  in  April  last  measures  were 
inaugurated  for  a  proper  observance  of  the  bi-centennial  settlement  of  tlie 
town,  which  occurs  in  September  of  the  present  year.  A  general  commit- 
tee was  appointed,  who  promptly  met  and  organized,  and  have  succeeded 
in  raising  a  sum  of  money  to  aid  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  pro- 
posed celebration.  Other  steps  are  being  talcen  to  add  to  this  fund,  which 
it  is  hoped  will,  together  with  such  sum  as  the  town  may  appropriate, 
be  snllicient  for  tlie  purpose.  Professor  J.  Lewis  Diman,  of  Provi- 
dence, has  been  invited  to  make  the  historical  address,  and  lU.  Rev.  M. 
T>'W.  Howe,  of  AVesteru  Pennsylvania,  to  prepare  a  poem  for  the  occa- 
sion. It  is  understood  that  both  gentlemen  have  favoraljly  responded  to 
tills  call  from  their  native  town.  As  the  time  approaches  it  is  hoped  that 
the  Interest  will  correspondingly  increase. 

In  Warren  there  has  been  some  talk  of  erecting  a  monument  to  Massu- 
soit,  who  pledged  his  faith  to  the  Pilgrims  within  a  few  mouths  after  tlieir 
landing  at  Plymouth,  and  faithfully  kept  it  for  more  than  forty  years  until 
his  death  in  1CG2.     When  Edward  Winslow  visited  Massasoit,  iu  the  sum- 
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iner  of  IC21,  he  found  the  hitter's  lionie  and  wigwam  on  the  banks  of  tlie 
Sowanis  river,  near  a  living  spring  of  water,  which  is  now  known  as 
Massasoit's  Spring,  at  the  foot  of  Baker  street  in  the  town  of  Warren. 
There  has  been  some  discussion  and  difference  of  views  expressed  as  to 
the  most  appropriate  location  for  the  monunient.  but  it  is  to  be  lioped 
tliat  tins  will  not  long  delay  tlic  consuniuKition  of  this  irlghly  merito- 
rious project.

ramphlct-cases  have  been  bought  by  the  Committee  for  the  use  of  the 
Society. 

The  newspapers  belonging  to  the  State,  and  those  belonging  to  the  Soci- 
ety, have  been  examined  and  catalogued,  and  list  of  numbers  wanting  ha- 
been  made.

NECROLOGY 

or    THK 

KHODE   ISLAND   HISTORICAL   SOCIETY, 
18  7  9-80. 


William  Gukkne  Williams,  son  of  Matliewson  and  ISIary  (Greene) 
Williams,  was  born  in  Johnston,  K.,  I.,  November  21,  1798,  and  died  at 
his  residence  on  Washington  street,  Providence,  March  IGth,  1879,  in 
the  eighty-first  year  of  his  age.  He  early  lost  his  mother,  but  received 
the  best  of  care  from  a  step-mother,  of  ■\vliom  he  always  spoke  in  terms 
of  warm  aft'eclion. 

In  1812  he  entered  as  a  clerk  in  the  dry  goods  business  in  Providence,  and 
in  1819  engaged  in  business  for  himself.  After  successful  enterprise  for 
thirty-three  years  he  retired  from  active  trade,  and  devoted  the  residue  of 
his  life  to  historical  and  gene.ilogical  investigations.  He  was  particulu-ly 
interested  in  whatever  related  to  tlie  settlement  of  Khode  Island,  and  to- 
the  lives  and  experiences  of  its  early  settlers.  He  traced  his  descent  on 
the  paternal  side  thus:  Matliewson,  Atidrew,  Jerenuah,  Joseph,  Joseph, 
Eoger  Williams.  On  the  maternal  side  his  register  was  :  Mary  Greene,  (his 
mother,)  daughter  of  Joshua,  Samuel,  Samuel,  John,  John.  His  grand- 
mother was  I^Iehitahle  ilanton,  daughter  of  John,  Edward,  Shadrach,. 
Edward.  He  traced  his  pedigree  back  to  Gorton  Coggcshall,  and  at  least  a 
)ialf  dozen  other  original  settlers.  Each  of  his  numerous  ancestors  he  could 
place  in  their  respective  order,  from  memory,   and  probably  few  meu 
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living  were  so  lamiliar  as  liimsclf  with  tlic  gciicaloiry  and  history  of  th'.' 
mniicrous  original  families  in  the  State!  In  his  favorite  pursnils  he  vis- 
ited  grave  yards  and  various  historical  sites,  and  procnred  records. 
regardless  of  time  and  expense.  The  knowledge  he  thus  acquired  was 
cheerfully  imparted  to  others. 

In  business  relations  Mr.  Williams  was  <i  man  of  the  strictest  integ- 
rity, and  nothing  disturbed  him  more  than  to  witness  in  men,  or  in  the 
management  of  linancial  institutions,  any  departure  from  n])righlness.  Ik- 
held  his  word  to  be  as  sacred  as  his  bond,  and  was  freely  outspoken  when 
he  discovered  in  others  a  departure  from  this  high  standard  of  rectitude. 
It  was  a  pardonable  pride  with  him  to  be  able  daily  to  say,  "  No  man  is 
suftering  in  consequence  of  any  pecuniary  dereliction  of  mine."  He  held 
in  marked  contempt  shams  of  every  description,  and  apjn-eciated  with 
corresponding  strength  of  feeling  a  true  sincerity  in  professions  of  friend- 
ship. He  had  long  made  human  character  and  the  hidden  springs  of 
action  a  careful  study,  and  could  quickly  detect  the  real  from  the  seeming. 
lu  congenial  circles  he  found  much  enjoyment,  and  often  recalled  with 
expressions  of  satisfaction  the  agreeable  people  he  had  met  in  his  summer 
excursions.  For  many  years  lie  was  a  great  sutlerer  from  a  disease  tliat 
was  slowly  but  surely  sapping  the  fountain  of  life.  But  his  will  power 
was  great,  and  he  endured  where  many  would  have  sunk.  Of  the  change 
that  was  gradually  approaching  he  was  fully  aware,  and  fwr  some  years 
before  his  departure  he  had  been  disciplining  his  mind  for  the  event. 

He  became  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1858,  took  a  deep  interest  in  its 
aflairs,  and  for  many  years  served  its  interests  faithfully  as  a  member  ol" 
the  Committee  on  Building  and  Grounds,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations. 


Nicholas  I»i;dvvooi>  Easiox,  son  of  Nicholas  and  Dorcas  C.  Easton, 
was  born  in  Providence,  and  died  at  his  residence,  Central  Falls,  Lincoln, 
March  2Uh,  1879,  in  the  sixty-ninth  year  of  his  age.  lie  was  of  the  lirni 
of  Easton  ^.<:  Burnham,  spindle  manufacturers.  He  had'been  confined  to 
the  house  for  several  months,  but  had  not  been  in  good  health  for  a  num- 
berof  years.  lie  was  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  this  vil- 
lage. For  nearly  a  scoie  of  years  he  has  lived  and  done  business  in  this 
community,  and  won  the  respect  of  all  who  knew  him,  as  a  straight 
forward,  upright  business  man  ;  one  whose  word  was  as  good  as  his  bond, 
lie  was  of  a  quiet  yet  genial  disposition,  and  we  do  not  believe  he  luul  an 
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.nciiiy.  He  will  be  missed  by  his  Amiily,  by  relatives  and  friends,  by  tlie 
(liiircli  of  which  lie  was  a  consistent  member,  and  by  the  community  where 
his  life  of  integrity  has  been  maikcd  and  approved. 

The  funeral  was  solemni^.ed  from  liis  late  residence  on  Broad  street, 
March  27th,  at  eleven  o'clock,  a  m  IJev.  J.  II.  Lyon,  of  the  Oongreira- 
tional  Church,  ofllciated.  The  remains  were  taken  to  the  North  End  Ceme- 
tery, Providence. — Central  Falls  Visitor,  March  28,  1879. 

Mr.  Kaston  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  iu  1878. 


WAr,Ti;n  Paini:,  son  of  Walter  and  Lydia  (Snow)  Paine,  was  born  in 
I'rovidencc,  and  died  at  his  residence  in  this  city  May  Utli.  1879,  in  Die 
seventy-eiiihth  year  of  his  age.  Mr.  Paine  for  many  years  was  clerk  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  Providence  County,  subsequently  entering  the 
insurance  business,  and  for  the  past  twenty-eight  years  he  has  been  offi- 
cially connected  witli  the  JMerchauts  Insurance  Company.  He  has  repeat- 
edly representedthe  city  in  the  General  Assenil^ly;  was  two  years  Justice 
of  the  Tolicc  Court;  was  member  of  the  Common  Council  seven  years, 
and  one  year  President  of  tliat  body;  and  was  Alderman  for  the  fourth 
ward  iu  18.")8-59.  All  his  public  and  private  trusts  were  administered  with 
fidelity  and  intelligence,  and  he  leaves  the  record  of  a  good  citizen  and 
an  honest  man. 

About  two  months  preceding  his  death  Mr.  Paine  was  taken  with  a 
severe  attack  of  some  form  of  paralysis,  from  which  he  partially  recov- 
ered, and  for  a  week  or  ten  days  was  again  regular  in  attendance  at  his 
place  of  business.  Two  days  before  his  death  he  was  at  the  oflice  the  last 
time,  when  he  remained  for  three  hours.  The  next  morning,  at  fi  o'clock, 
he  was  taken  with  a  second  attack,  and  from  that  time  remained  in  a  tor- 
pid state  until  the  time  of  his  death.  .Mr.  Paiue  was  one  of  the  persons 
named  in  the  charter  of  the  Merchants  Insurance  Company,  and  at  the 
meeting  for  organization,  May  loth,  1S51,  was  chosen  Secretary,  which 
position  he  tilled  for  sixteen  years.  In  June,  1SC7,  upon  the  resignation 
of  Pre>ident  Conistock,  Mr.  Paine  was  chosen  President,  and  remained  so 
up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  His  term  of  service  with  this  company  was 
twenty-eight  years,  lacking  one  tlay,  and  all  the  time  the  oflice  was  in  the 
What  Cheer  lUiildiug,  where  it  was  opened  before  the  building  was 
finislied. 

Mr.  Paine  was  married  September  23d,  1823,  to  Miss  Sophia  F.  Taylor, 
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who  bore  him  seven  children,  five  of  whom,  witli  his  widow,  survive.     IK 
was  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1875. 


CoLOXFr,  KoiucKT  Gi:osvi:xoK,  son  of  lir.  William  Gro.svcnor,  was 
born  in  Providence,  I^ovcmber  2d.  1847.  After  completing  his  preluui- 
nary  studies  he  entered  Norwich  University,  at  Northtield,  Vermont,  where 
he  was  graduated  in  Jnne,  1SG8.  In  1S7G  the  degree  of  A.  M.  was  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  his  Alma  Mater,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University.  Colonel  Grosvenor  was  trained  to 
business  in  the  oflice  of  the  Grosvenor  Dale  Company,  and  discharged 
most  usefully  and  acceptably  the  duties  of  his  position,  giving  promise  of 
a  successful  and  honorable  career  as  a  business  man.  In  ISO!)  he  became 
a  member  of  the  Marine  Corps  of  Artillery,  of  which,  in  1871,  he  was 
made  Adjutant,  in  1872,  Second  Lieutenant,  in  1873,  Junior  Major,  and  in 
1874,  Lieutenant-Colonel  commanding.  For  this  corps,  as  also  for  the 
Marine  Corps  Veteran  Association,  Colonel  Grosvenor  cherished  a  warm 
interest,  and  did  much  to  promote  their  welfare.  In  July,  1871>,  lie  wa< 
stricken  with  typhoid  fever,  which  terminated  fatally  on  the  nineteenth  of 
that  month,  causing  a  deep  and  painful  void  in  the  domestic  relations,  and 
filling  a  wide  circle  of  friends  with  sorrow.  Colonel  Grosvenor,  at  his 
decease,  was  in  the  thirty-second  year  of  his  age.  In  social  life  he  was 
genial,  courteous,  and  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  term  a  manly  man.  He 
left  a  wife  but  no  children.  Immediately  on  the  announcement  of  his 
death  the  Marine  Corps  and  Veteran  Association  met  at  their  armory  and 
passed  resolutions  appreciative  of  his  character,  and  tendering  symjiaUiy 
to  his  bereavtd  family.  As  a  husband,  son^  brother,  citizen,  friend  and 
business  associate,  he  tilled  the  measure  of  each  requirement.  The  fune- 
ral, which  look  place  Monday  noon,  July  21st,  was  numerously  attended, 
the  Marine  Corps  of  Artillery  and  the  Veteran  Corps  being  represent!  d. 
The  services  at  the  house,  and  at  the  family  ground  at  Swan  Point  Ceme- 
tery were  conducted  by  Ht.  Kev.  Bishop  Thomas  M  Clark,  D.l)  ,  LL.D., 
and  Rev.  David  H.  Greer.  The  casket  in  which  the  body  reposed  was 
covered  with  Hags,  and  the  floral  otlerings  were  numerous,  and  were 
arranged  with  great  taste  and  beauty. 

Colonel  Grosvenor  was  elected  a  mend)er  of  this  Society  in  1872. 
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Gkouge  Tnuii.sTON  Srici:-:,  a  well-known  and  respected  stove  nicrcbnnt 
and  Aldernuin  of  the  city  of  rrovidcnce,  was  born  in  Ilopkinton,  R.  I., 
Angust  ith,  1S02.  His  father  was  a  farmer  wlio  improved  a  large  tract  of 
land,  and  was  also  proprietor  of  the  Village  Hotel,  which,  with  its  host, 
is  thus  pleasantly  described  in  a  diary  published  nearly  fifty  years  ago : 

"  In  the  village  of  '  Hopkinton  City,'  so  called,  where  I  stopped  several 
mouths,  was  an  inn,  kept  by  a  church  member,  and  now  aged  landlord, 
Captain  Joseph  Spicer,  a  man  of  the  most  unbending  honesty,  whose  full 
fare  for  man  and  beast,  and  his  ready  and  urbane  attention  to  the  wants  of 
the  weary  traveller,  gave  him  as  far  as  he  was  known  the  reputation  of  '  a 
good  host.'  But  what  struck  my  attention  with  no  little  interest  was  the 
sign  in  front  of  the  house,  suspended  from  the  limb  of  a  noble  sycamore. 
At  the  top  was  a  beautiful  eagle,  the  emblem  of  our  independence,  over 
which  was  a  cluster  of  stars.  Directly  underneath  was  seen  the  anchor, 
emblem  of  liope.  At  the  base  of  the  picture,  in  rich  gold  letters,  were 
the  words,  'In  God  we  Hope,' the  only  sure  guarantee  of  individual  or 
national  safety.  With  such  a  hope  was  America 'once  made  free,  and 
with  it  shall  always  remaiu  so." 

Alderman  George  T.  Spicer  was  the  son  of  Captain  Joseph  and  Mary 
(Saunders)  Spicer,  and  one  of  a  family  of  six  children.  He  was  early 
trained  at  home  in  habits  of  industry  and  self  reliance,  receiving  also  such 
public  instruction  as  the  village  school  atforded.  Ho  was  scarcely  twenty 
years  old  when  he  received  a  commission  from  Governor  Gil)l}s  as  Captain 
of  the  first  company  of  Hopkinton  Volunteers,  wliicli  he  held  for  several 
ycais,  when,  desiring  to  learn  Ihe  trade  of  a  machinist,  he  resigned  his 
commission  and  commenced  work  at  the  village  of  Potter  Hill,  about  four 
miles  distant.  While  here  he  became  a  meml,ier  of  the  Seventh  Day  Bap- 
tist Church,  for  which  he  always  cherished  warm  interest  and  afl'ectiou. 
After  learning  his  trade  he  removed  to  I'hcnix,  in  the  town  of  Warwick, 
where  he  remairicd  seven  years,  having  charge  of  the  machine  shop  a 
part  of  the  time,  and  discharging  his  duties  with  the  most  exemplary 
industry  and  lldelity.  He  was  also  the  first  Superintendent  of  the  Sab- 
bath School  at  riienix,  started  about  this  time  (1827).  In  an  article  on 
the  Hon.  Charles  Jackson,  published  in  the  Providence  JoHntal,  January 
2-ith,  187C,  the  writer  thus  pleasantly  alludes  to  the  work  which  Mr. 
Spicer  was  then  doing : 

"Tliat  cheerful,  bright,  and  I  was  going  to  say  old  gentleman,  (but  he 
is  only  seventy-three,  and  never  seems  to  me  to  be  older  than  forty  when 
12 
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I  meet  him,)  our  Alderman  Spicer,  was  tlicu  a  young  machinist  at  work 
for  Daniel  Gorliam  at  '  the  Phcnix.'  He  was  employed  by  Governor 
Jackson  and  his  brother  to  make  the  machinery  and  looms  A)r  their  mills. 
He  had  never  seen  a  power  loom,  and  tells  a  good  story  of  how  he  got 
sight  of  one.  It  was  at  the  Anthony  Mill.  While  he  was  busy  examining 
it,  the  overseer  came  and  ordered  him  out,  but  he  had  seen  enough  to 
enable  liim  to  construct  one." 

Mr.  Spiccr  was  afterwards  employed  in  Providence  for  a  short  time  at 
the  machine  shop  of  Thomas  J.  Hill,  when,  in  1830,  he  removed  to  Ton- 
tiac,  in  the  town  of  Warwick,  where  he  became  connected,  as  superin- 
tendent, with  the  mills  and  bleachery  of  John  II.  Clark,  retaining  full 
charge  till  he  moved  to  Providence  fifteen  years  later.  He  also  had  cliarge 
at  Pontiac,  of  the  school  allairs  of  the  district. 

In  October,  18:3;j,  Mr.  Spicer  married  Mary  Sheldon  Arnold,  daughter  of 
Horatio  and  Celia  Arnold,  and  grand-daughter  of  Judge  Dutee  Arnold,  of 
Warwick,  who  served  the  State  as  Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
from  1817  to  1S22.  In  April,  184.5,  Mr.  Spicer  permanently  removed,  with 
his  family  to  Providence,  where  he  became  interested  in  the  manufacture 
of  stoves  aud  furnaces.  He  was  Superintendent  of  the  High  Street  Furnace 
Company  for  five  years.  In  1850,  he,  with  ids  brother-in-law.  Dutee  .Arnold, 
and  Zelotes  W-  Hohlen,  erected  a  new  stove  foundiy  on  Cove  street,  and 
laid  the  foundations  of  the  successful  business  with  wliich  he  retained  an 
undinunished  interest  up  to  the  titne  of  Ins  death,  wliich  occurred  at  his 
summer  residence  at  "Fort  Hill,"  Pawtuxet,  .August  17th,  187'J.  We  copy 
the  following  editorial  article,  concerning  his  business  and  oflicial  life, 
from  the  Providence  Journal  of  August  ISlh.  187'J  : 

"  George  T.  Spiccr,  the  head  of  the  house  of  Spicers  &  Peckhain,  a  ven- 
erable and  much-respected  citizen,  died  ye:?terday  morning,  after  a  brief 
illness.  Although  still  engaged  in  the  active  labors  and  duties  of  life,  Mr. 
Spicer  had  reached  his  seventy-eighth  year.  He  has  continuously  repre- 
.sentc-d  the  fourtli  ward  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  since  1870,  (having  pre- 
viously served  in  the  Common  Council,;  aud  was  twice  elected  President 
of  the  Board.  Mr.  Spicer  also  represented  the  city  several  years  in  the 
lower  house  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  brouglit  to  the  discharge  of  his 
public  functions  broad  general  information,  good  ability,  the  habits  of  a 
well  trained  business  man,  and  loyalty  to  what  he  believed  to  be  right. 
In  business  and  social  and  domestic  life  he  was  greatlj'  respected  and 
beloved.  Born  in  Hopkinton  at  the  beginning  of  the  century,  he  was 
familiar  with  llho^le  Island   history,  tradition  and   sentiments,   and  his 
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conversation  upon  past  men  and  'tiincs  abounded  in  pleasant  personal 
reminiscences  and  unwritten  political  information." 

I'rom  the  same  paper,  21st  iust.,  we  quote: 

"The  funeral  services  were  conducted  by  his  pastor,  the  Rev.  J.  G. 
Vose,  D.D.,  of  the  Beneficent  Congregational  Church,  who  impressively 
dwelt  upon  the  integrity,  purity  and  industry  of  the  departed  life,  his 
faithfulness  and  tender  affection  for  his  family,  and  his  reverence  for  relig- 
ion, and  constant  attendance  upon  worship." 

AVe  will  only  add,  that  during  along  life,  in  eventful  times,  he  main- 
tained a  character  for  independence  and  honesty,  without  being  a  partizun, 
and  secured  that  good  name  -which  is  to  be  chosen  above  riches. 

Mr.  Spicer  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Socictv  in  1878. 


Joiix  Oi.niM:i.]>,  sou  of  William  and  Mary  Oldtield,  was  born  in  Brad- 
ford, England,  March  dth,  179G.  He  was  one  of  a  large  family  of  chil- 
dren, and  early  manifested  a  taste  for  horticulture.  Several  years  of  his 
minority  were  devoted  to  perfecting  himself  in  the  knowledge  and  prac- 
tice of  scientific  gardening.  On  arriving  at  his  majority,  he  emigrated  to 
this  country  and  located  in  Philadelphia,  where  he  remained  a  number  of 
years  pursuing  his  profession.  From  that  city  he  removed  to  New  York, 
and  there  followed  the  same  occupation  for  a  short  time.  Thence  he 
M-cut  to  Charleston,  S.  C,  where  he  spent  six  months,  and  in  1824  came 
to  Providence,  where  he  at  once  entered  the  employ  of  the  late  Thomas  P. 
Ives  as  gardener.  At  the  end  of  four  years  he  engaged  in  the  lumber 
business  on  liis  own  account,  which  he  prosperously  pursued  for  about 
twenty-five  years,  when  he  retired  from  it,  and  purcliascd  a  farm  in 
Cranston.  This  he  managed  for  some  time,  but  the  last  twenty  years  of 
liis  life  were  devoted  to  the  care  of  his  property  and  his  family,  and  enjoy- 
ing the  society  of  his  friends.  His  extensive  travels  made  hiin  a  pleasant 
and  instructive  companion.  He  married  Martha  Sami)son,  daughter  of 
Karl  Sampson,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Assonet,  Mass.  His  wife,  two  sons 
and  two  daughters  survive  liim.  Mr.  Oldfield  had  warm  sympathies  for 
the  poor,  and  his  unostentatious  charities  will  be  greatly  missed  by  many 
who  partook  of  his  bounty.  He  became  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1SC5, 
and  was  a  very  constant  attendant  upon  its  meetings.  He  died  January 
.'*th,  1880,  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  liis  age. 
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Bkxjamix  Gladding  Pakodii:,  son  of  William  and  Henrietta  (Glad- 
tling)  Pabodic,  was  born  in  Providence  December  1st,  ITl'O,  and  died  at 
his  home  in  the  same  cily  .lannary  2-jth,  1880.  His  ancestor,  John  Pay- 
body,  Avith  three  sons  and  one  daughter,  emigrated  to  this  country  from 
England  about  1035.  With  his  youngest  son  William,  ^of  whom  the  de- 
ceased was  a  direct  descendant,)  he  is  named  among  the  original  proprie- 
tors of  Plymouth,  Mass.,  and  in  IGlo  tlieir  names  appear  among  the  own- 
ers of  Bridgewater.  William  removed  to  Duxbury  where  he  owned  much 
land  and  filled  many  public  offices;  he  was  one  of  the  purchaser*  of 
Sakonet  or  Little  Compton,  and  removed  thither  in  1GS4. 

William's  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  the  third  child  and  eldest  daughter  of 
John  Alden  and  Priscilla  JIullius,  whose  story  is  told  in  Longfellow's 
"  Courtship  of  ]Miles  Standish." 

In  the  fourth  generation,  Ei)hraini,  the  grandfather  of  the  deceased, 
moved  from  Little  Compton,  where  the  family  had  flourished  for  over  sixty 
years,  to  Providence.  The  remainder  of  the  family,  following  the  law  of 
immigration,  gradually  went  westward,  until  naught  but  the  gravestones 
remain  to  perpetuate  the  name  in  the  old  town. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  attended  school  at  the  Academy  at  P)ank  Vil- 
lage in  Smithheld,  kept  by  David  Aldricli.  He  there  met  with  an  accident 
which,  after  years  of  confining  and  painful  sickness,  resulted,  iu  his  sev- 
enteenth year,  in  the  amputation  of  one  of  his  legs.  Upon  his  recovery, 
he  assisted  in  the  business  of  his  father,  w  ho  for  many  years  carried  on 
the  manufacture  of  fur  hats,  and  also  had  two  stores  for  the  sale  of  those 
and  kindred  goods, — one  on  High'  street,  the  other  on  j\Iarket  Square. 
About  1825  he  went  into  the  retail  hat  and  fur  business  for  liimself  on 
Maiden  Lane  in  New  York  city,  but  not  meeting  with  success  he  soon  re- 
turned to  I'rovidence,  and  opened  a  similar  store  there.  He  removed  to 
the  Arcade,  on  its  completion  in  1828,  where  he  remained  until  18G1,  re- 
moving then  to  No.  39  Westminster  Street,  and  finally  retiring  from  active 
business  in  1SG3. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  Providence  from  the  first 
ward  during  the  years  ISol  to  18j4,  inclusive. 

He  was  elected  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  in  the  spring  of 
ISCC,  and  served  during  that  and  the  following  year. 

He  was  Trustee  of  the  Peform  School  in  1854;  and  served  as  Director 
of  tlic  Arcade  Bank  from  July,  1833,  and  after  its  acceptance  of  the  ]>ro- 
visious  of  the  National  Bank  Bill  and  change  of  its  name  to  Khode  Island 
National  Bank,  until  187G. 
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He  liecamo  a  member  of  the  Kliode  Island  Historical  Society  in  1870, 
ami  a  life  member  in  187-t. 

He  married  February  4tli,  1836,  Frances  Ilayward  Blackman,  who  died 
ffctober  1st,  1854,  leavin:;  one  son  who  still  lives;  and  November  ir>th, 
ISjS,  he  married  Lucy  Ballon  Taft,  who  survives  him. 


Hon.  Samukl  Gr.KENi-:  Auxoi.d,  son  of  Samuel  Greene  and  Frances 
Kojters  Arnold,  was  born  on  the  12th  of  April,  1821,  in  Providence,  in  the 
house  on  the  corner  of  South  Main  and  Planet  streets,  made  famous  in 
local  history  as  the  rendezvous  of  the  band  of  patriots  who  there  made 
llieir  final  arrangements  for  the  capture  of  the  British  schooner  Gaspee, 
commanded  by  Lieutenant  William  Duddington,  and  which  was  accom- 
I  plished  June  0th,    1772.      In   this   assault   Lieutenant   Dnddington    was 

^  wounded,  being  the  first  blood  shed  preliniinaiy  to  tlie  American   Uevolu- 

tion. 
^  In  his  early  boyhood  Mr.  Arnold  attended  a  school  kept  by  Messrs-. 

f  Crime  and  Keely.     He  was  afterwards  a  pupil  of  Prof.  George  W.  Greene,, 

and  was  subsequently  under  the  iustructioii  of  private  tutors.     From  them 
he  passed   to   Dr.  IMuhlcuberg's  school  at  Flushing,  Long  Island.     lie 
I  entered  Brown  University  and  graduated  in  the  class  of  1841.     In  1848  he 

I  was  elected  a  Trustee  of  the  University,  which  office  he  held  at  the  time  of 

!  Ills  decease.     He  was  called  to  till  various  ollices  of  responsibility,  and  as  a 

member  of  the  School  Committee,  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Butler  Hospital,  as 
a  Trustee  of  the  Reform  School,  as  a  member  of  the  Franklin  Society,  as 
for  sixteen  years  an  active  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Charitable  Baptist  Society,  he  rendered  faithful  aud  efticieut 
services. 
After  leaving  the  University  Mr.  Arnold  entered  the  .law  school  at  Cam- 
I  bridge,   and  at    tlie  close  of   his   legal    studies   received  the  degree   of 

I  LL.B.     AVhile  in  college,  and  during  a  vacation,  he  travelled  in  the  West, 

^  where  his  health  became  impaired  by  an  attack  of  yellow  fever.     For  this 

{  cause  he  was  obliged  to  leave  college  aud  cross  the  ocean  to  recruit.     He 

I  went,  accompanied  by  his  pastor,  the  Kev.  Dr.  Hague,  as  far  east  as 

i  Greece  aud  Constantinople.     His  next  visit  to  Europe  was  after  gradu- 

i 

i  ating  from  college,  and,  while  pursuing  mercantile  studies,  he  went  as 

I  supercargo   in   a  vessel  to   St.  Petersburg.     In  1845  he  wcut  again   to 

I  Europe,  and  extended  his  journey  through  Egypt  and  the  Holy  Land.     It 

b  was  during  tliis  absence  that  he  went  to  Norway,  and  was  only  the  second 
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American  wlio  had  visited  the  Nortli  Cape.  In  1840  he  was  for  the  second 
time  at  Constantinople.  In  1847  he  crossed  from  Enrope  to  South  Amer- 
ica, where  ho  passed  a  year  in  makiiii:^  himself  acfiuaintcd  with  the  history, 
social  life  and  material  resources  of  that  country.  Here  he  formed  a 
pleasant  acquaintance  with  many  distinguished  personages,  among  tliem 
Gen.  Bartolome  Mitre,  a  historian,  poet  and  publicist,  and  Don  Domingo 
Faustino  Sariniento,  afterwards  Argentine  Minister  to  the  United  State^;, 
and  subsequently  President  of  the  Republic.  In  18G5,  while  on  a  vi^it  to 
Providence,  Don  Sarmiento  was  the  guest  of  Mr.  x\rnold,  and  delivered  u 
discourse  before  tlie  Historical  Society  on  North  and  South  America. 

In  18(;0  Mr.  Arnold  went  again  to  England,  wliere  he  spent  several 
months.  His  various  journeys  furnisiicd  him  with  materials  for  several 
interesting  and  instructive  lectures,  whicli  were  read  in  this  city  and  else- 
■where.  Among  these  was  one  on  "The  Pampas  of  South  America;"  one 
on  "Peru;"  and  one  describing  his  "  Journey  to  the  North  Cape."  Tlie 
results  of  liis  observations  were  embodied  in  an  interesting  Essay,  and  in 
1851,  publislied  in  the  Xorth  American  Eevinr. 

Although  Mr.  Arnold  received  the  honors  of  the  Cambridge  Law  School. 
his  legal  studies  were  not  pursued  with  a  purpose  of  practising  at  tlie 
Bar,  but  rather  to  gain  knowledge  that  would  be  helprul  as  a  mental  dis- 
cipline, and  promote  habits  of  accuracy  in  thought.  His  fondness  for  lit- 
erary pursuits,  especially  history,  was  early  developed,  and  he  was  led 
thereby  to  a  pursuit  that  has  placed  him  prominently  before  the  public  as 
a  historian.  In  18.53  he  delivered  a  discourse  before  this  Society  on  "  The 
Spirit  of  lihode  Island  History,"  which  foreshadowed  the  acumen  that 
characterizes  the  two  elaborate  volumes  that  followed  it  in  1850  and  18Gn, 
viz  :  the  "  History  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions," dedicated  to  the  people  of  the  State  as  a  memorial  "  of  the  trials 
and  the  triumphs  of  their  ancestors."  In  preparing  this  work,  cxhaii-tive 
examination  of  public  archives,  both  at  home  and  in  London  and  Paris, 
vas  made,  as  well  as  of  all  available  printed  works  and  private  papers, 
leaving  little  or  nothing  of  vital  Importance  to  be  gleaned  by  future  histo- 
rians. Seldom  has  so  much  of  detail  been  crowded  into  a  State  history, 
while  its  general  accuracy  will  give  it  an  imperishable  place  among  works 
of  a  similar  character.  The  other  published  writings  of  Mr.  Arnold  \M're 
'•Memorial  Address  on  Judge  Albert  G.  Greene,  Judge  William  P.  SlapU> 
and  Dr.  Usher  Parsons;"  "  Centennial  Anniversary  of  Building  the  Pir-i 
Baptist  :\leeting-house;  "  "Centennial  History  of  Portsmouth  ;  "  "  Ci-U- 
tcunialPourlh  of  Julv  Oration  before  the  Municipal  antlioritios  and  titi- 
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Z('ii>  of  Providence;"  and  "  Ccntenni.il  Address  Commemorative  of  the 
Hatlle  of  Uhode  Island." 

Tliricc  Mr.  Arnold-was  elected  Lieutenant-Governor  of  this  State, —  in 
],*r)2,  18GI  and  18G2.  In  the  last  named  year  lie  was  chosen  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  Senator  to  Congress,  to  fdl  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Hon. 
James  F.  Simmons,  tlie  duties  of  wliich  oilice  he  discharged  with  uncom- 
promising fidelity  to  the  Union. 

When,  in  18G1,  the  assault  upon  Fort  Sumpter,  indicated  but  too  plainly 
tlie  disturlied  condition  of  the  country,  Lieut.-Gov.  Arnold  oflered  his 
.-■ervices  to  Governor  Spraguc,  who  placed  liim  upon  his  statf  with  the 
rank  of  Colonel.  As  such  he  took  the  general  command  of  "  The  Marine 
.Artillery"  until  after  it  reached  Washington.  In  passing  Alexandria,  then 
in  the  hands  of  secessionists,  danger  was  apprehended;  but  by  a  wel' 
devised  str.iteg}'  the  steamer  upon  whicli  the  battery  was  embarked 
reached  the  capital  without  molestation. 

On  his  return  from  South  America,  in  ISIS,  Mr.  Arnold  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Miss  Louisa  Gindrat  Arnold,  daughter  of  his  uncle  Richard 
J.  .Arnold,     ilrs   Arnold  and  three  daughters  survive  to  mourn  his  loss. 

In  1814  Mr.  Arnold  became  a  memljcr  of  tlie  Hliode  Island  Historical 
Society.  In  1845,  under  the  original  organization,  he  -vas  elected  a 
Trustee,  a  position  held  by  him  until  1849.  From  1855  to  18GS  he  held  the 
oilice  of  a  Vice  rresident.  In  18C8  he  succeeded  the  late  Judge  Albert  G. 
Greene  as  President, —  his  two  predecessors,  like  himself,  dying  in  oflice. 
His  classical  training,  his  extensive  travels,  his  familiarity  with  men  and 
events,  Ills  pronounced  opinions  on  public  atfairs,  his  keen  scuse  of  right, 
his  quick  recognition  of  social  proprieties,  his  high  ideal  of  honor,  Ins 
consistency  in  friendships,  his  urbanity,  and  his  readiness  to  imjiart  infor- 
mation by  whomsoever  sought,  eminently  qualified  him  for  instructive 
companionship,  and  for  the  acceptable  discharge  of  ])ublic  duties. 

For  several  years  prior  to  the  decease  of  Mr.  .Vrnold  a  gradual  weaken- 
ing of  the  vital  forces  was  perceptible.  Journeys  to  a  more  genial 
climate,  if  thej'^  retarded,  did  not  stop  the  progress  of  disease,  and  in  the 
winter  of  1870  the  rapid  approach  of  its  final  issue  was  made  painfully 
manifost  to  solicitous  friends.  But  in  the  pi'ospect  before  him  he  was  calm 
and  self-possessed.  "In  his  last  illness,"  writes  one  whose  accurate 
delineation  of  Mr.  Arnold's  life  and  character  appeared  in  the  Providence 
Journal  on  the  morning  after  his  decease,  "  it  was  observed  how  r|uick  and 
warm  was  his  appreciation  of  the  kind  attentions  of  his  friends.  The 
pain  and  sore  weariness  of  wastiutr  disease  he  bore  not  only  without  com- 
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phiiiiiiig,  but  witli  patience  and  cheerful  courajje.  When  liis  Aicnds  were 
sad  and  depressed  by  his  bedside,  it  was  tlie  patient  liimself  wlio  came  to 
their  relief  with  some  bright,  uplifting  remark,  uttered  in  the  same  fauiil- 
iar  tones  they  had  been  wont  to  hear  in  the  days  of  his  hcaltli  and  strenj^tli. 
In  tlie  full  possession  of  his  faculties  to  the  last,  he  made  all  his  arraiiu^e- 
ments  with  calmness,  as  if  for  some  journej'  ho  was  about  to  make. 
Accustomed  to  contemplate  thoughtfully  the  issues  of  life  and  the  reali- 
ties of  the  hereafter,  he  looked  to  the  connng  inevitaljlc  hour  with  com- 
posure and  with  expectation,  in  submission  to  the  will  of  Heaven.  And 
so  has  gone  from  among  us  another  of  our  worthiest  citizens.  Xot  only 
bj'  those  who  were  nearest  to  him,  and  in  the  midst  vf  whom  he  died,  but 
by  many  others,  too,  will  he  be  missed  and  mourned.  But  he  leaves 
behind  him  the  memory  of  an  upright,  honorable  and  generous  character, 
and  of  many  valuable  services,  which  he  loyally  rendered  to  his  natiVccity 
and  Stale." 

Mr.  Arnold  died  at  the  Narrag:uisett  Hotel  in  Providence,  \vhcre,  with 
Ifis  family,  he  was  temporarily  residing,  February  lc5th,  18S0.  On  the 
^ifternoon  of  the  following  day,  the  Historical  Society  met  to  take  becom- 
ing notice  of  the  sad  event.  A  minute  to  be  entered  on  the  Society's  ller- 
ords  was  presented  by  Professor  William  Gammell,  which  he  supplemented 
with  a  discriminating  notice  of  the  deceased.  Remarks  were  also  made 
by  Professor  J.  Lewis  Diman,  and  the  writer  of  this  brief  sketch,  draw- 
ing attention  to  the  striking  characteristics  of  Mr.  Arnold.  The  ininute 
Avas  then  unanimously  adopted. 

The  funeral  services  of  the  deceased  took  place  February  IHth  at  the 
First  Baptist  Meeting  house,  in  the  presence  of  a  very  large  audience, 
among  whom  were  Governor  Van  Zandt,  Secretary  of  State  Addenian, 
members  of  the  State  legislature.  His  Honor  JNLiyor  Doyle,  member>  of 
the  city  government,  and  members  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society. 
The  services,  simple,  appropriate  and  impressive,  were  conducted  by  l!e^'. 
Drs.  Ezekiel  G.  Robinson,  Samuel  L.  Caldwell,  and.  William  Hague,  each 
of  whom  made  touching  addresses.  The  remains  were  interred  in  Swan 
Point  Cemetery.  K.  M.  s- 
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Tin:    INDIAN    AGE    OF    STONE. 

The  recent  discovery  of  an  ancient  Indian  manufactory  of  stone  pots 
and  sniolcing  pipes  near  rrovidence,  and  the  persevering  rc^carclies  of 
l!ev.  Frederic  Denison  and  of  Mr.  Charles  Gorton,  have  excited  fresli 
interest  in  the  curly  history  of  the  Indian  race.  The  admirable  collection 
of  more  than  a  thousand  specimens  of  artistic  stone-arrow-heads,  hatch- 
ets, chisels,  pestles  and  mortars,  and  also  of  shell  beads  of  different  col- 
ors, exhibited  before  yon,  are  memorials  of  the  race  of  red  men  who 
once  owned  and  occupied  the  beautiful  isles  and  shores  of  Narragansett 
Bay,  and  are  now  passed  away.  These  implements  of  stone  are  evi- 
dences of  their  progress  in  the  useful  arts,  and  of  their  degree  of  civiliza- 
tion. While  they  have  disappeared,  their  thoughts  and  deeds  remain 
engraved  on  these  imperishable  stones.  So  the  petrified  remains  of  plants 
and  animals,  found  on  onr  planet,  are  the  ''sermons  in  stones,"  that,  as 
pre-historic  reccjrds,  show  the  exercise  of  divine  intelligence  and  power. 

The  first  exercise  of  human  skill  and  intelligence  was  early  manifested 
by  modelling  the  abundant  quartz  and  flints  on  the  earth's  surface  into 
various  tools  and  implements  subservient  for  useful  purposes  in  llie  arts 
of  war  and  peace.  For  this  reason  the  primeval  stage  of  human  existence 
has  been  characterized 

TiiK  AGK  or  STOXi:. 

Stone  implements,  such  as  arrow  heads,  hatchets,  pestles  and  mortrirs, 
etc.,  now  displayed  before  yon,  have  been  found  on  diflerent  parts  of  tlie 
earth,  resembling  those  made  by  the  New  England  Indians. 

The  quarry  of  soft  soapstone,  or  steatite,  near  Providence,  ottered  facili- 
ties for  modelling  this  material  into  various  useful  vessels,  as  ]>ots  and 
pipes.     The  extent  to  which  tliis  quarry  has  been  worked  by  the  Indian^

is  manifest  by  the  excavations  which  tlie  present  propriet'ir*  stales  once 
formed  apartments  under  cover  of  tlic  shelvins;  clifl".  Tlicre  worlvmen 
might  have  been  employed  as  in  a  manufactory.  But  no  metallic  imple- 
ments of  bronze,  of  Indian  manufacture,  have  here  been  discovered,  such  as 
Avere  found  amonj>  the  native  Indians  of  Mexico,  when  discovered  by  the 
Spaniards  in  1-192.  The  Indians  there  had  so  far  progressed  as  to  be  able 
to  extract  metals  from  ores  of  coi)pcr  and  tin,  and  to  melt  them  togetlier 
to  produce  bronze.  This  compound  is  rendered  nearly  as  liard  as  steel 
for  cutting  wood  and  granite,  by  being  cast  into  cold  metallic  moulds  to 
chill  it,  as  practised  at  the  i)rescnt  day,  in  chilling  cast  iron  and  bronze. 
The  native  I\Iexicans  had  thus  made  a  progress  in  the  useful  arts,  which 
has  been  classed  as 

THE  .vGR  OF  ur.oxzic. 

Their  second  stage  of  human  progress  included  also  skill  in  the  manu- 
facture of  gold  and  silver  vessels,  of  textile  fabrics  of  cotton,  wool  and 
flax,  dyeing  cochineal  red,  and  also  of  interweaving  the  bright  feathers  of 
parrots  and  of  hunnning-bii'ds  into  gorgeous  mantles,  that  were  prized  by 
the  ancient  dames  of  Spain,  as  they  now  are  by  modern  ladies.  The  age 
of  bronze  in  Mexico,  and  in  Egypt  at  an  earlier  date,  appear  to  have  bern 
nearly  similar,  as  neither  had  progressed  to  the  third  stage  of 

TirE  AGE   OF   inox. 

The  natives  of  India  and  China  appear  to  have  made  the  earliest  pro- 
gress in  the  use  of  iron  and  steel,  as  well  as  in  the  manufacture  and  dye- 
ing of  cotton  fabrics,  wool  and  silk.  The  silks  of  India  were  early  pri/.i  d 
'in  Europe  at  nearly  the  value  of  their  weight  in  gold.  Eiue  India  niii>lin-^ 
were  of  such  a  gossamer  texture  as  to  leave  the  contour  of  beaut iiul 
forms  half  revealed  beneath  folds  of  transparent  drapery.  The  iu>r<i  Im: 
of  china  also  surpassed  that  of  Europe  during  the  past  century,  and  ■-'.dl 
remains  admirable  as  "china  ware.'"  The  Chinese  were  the  tir>t  tn  n'd!/< 
steel  for  magnetic  needles  for  guiding  vessels  across  pathle-s  -.eas.  and 
travellers  across  the  great  steppes  of  Asia. 

Then  the  Greeks  progressed  in  the  use  of  steel  in  th.'  art  of  war.  an<l 
were  thus  enabled  to  dominate  over  the  less  skillful  nations  of  the  earth. 
The  serried  ranks  of  the  Macedonian  phalanx,  armed  with  glitteriuL,'  >tiil, 
and  led  by  Alexander,    marcheil  triumphantly   to  the  regions  of  India.

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Afterward  the  superior  skill  of  the  Romans  in  the  nse  of  steel  swords 
prodoniinatcd  o\X'r  the  civilized  world,  with  a  facilitj'  j^raidiically  described 
b3^  Ca3sar  in  tlie  memorable  words,  "Veni,  lidi,  vici,—  l  came,  I  saw,  I 
conquered!" 

Since  thou,  this  paramount  power  in  the  ose  of  steel  implcnicts  of  war 
has  been  acknowledged  bj'  international  law  as  supreme  "  by  the  right  of 
conquest." 

After  a  time  the  relaxation  of  Roman  vigor  by  luxury  enabled  the  hard- 
ier nations  of  tlve  North  to  predominate,  and  then  came  the  decline  and 
fall  of  tlie  Roman  empire.  Xe.vt  followed  the  great  improvement  clfected 
by  combining  the  nse  of  iron  implements  as  guns,  for  rendering  ellicient 
the  explosive  force  of  gunpowder.  In  this  invention  the  Turks  took  the 
lead  in  the  fourteenth  century  by  capturing  Const^mtinople  from  the 
Romans, — by  besieging  Vienna,  and  threatening  to  overrun  Europe.  They 
fitted  out  Barbary  corsairs,  which  spread  t<!rror  along  the  shores  of  the 
Arediterranenn,  and  tlie  adjai-ent  Atlantic.  All  christians  (as  infidels)  were 
captured  and  sold  as  slaves,  unless  ransomed.  One  of  tlie  original  settlers 
of  Providence,  William  Harris,  was  captured  by  a  Barbary  corsair  ou  his 
\  voyage  to  Europe,  enslaved,  and  tinallv  ransomed  bv  tiie  Connecticut  col- 

onists,  in  whose  service  he  was  employed.  Thus  Carthage  once  ruled 
the  waves,  as  Dritaunia  has  since,  by  superior  efficiency  in  the  use  of  iron 
and  gunpowder  on  the  high  seas. 

In  the  recently  published  biography  of  Admiral  Farragut  it  is  stated : 
"lu  1558  the  Turks  carried  off  four  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
coast  of  Italy,  including  his  ancestor,  Antonio  Farragut,  his  wife,  and  six 
children;  who  weix;  ransomed  and  returned  to  Italy  at^er  six  years' cap- 
tivity." What  a  contrast  does  this  event  alVord  to  the  superior  power 
wielded  by  their  descendant  on  the  waters  at  New  Orleans  and  Mobile. 
The  maritime  countries  of  Europe  long  continued  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
I  Barbary  Sti\tes,  unttl  the  skill  and  courage  of  the  people  of  the  United 

I  States  of  North  America  linally  compelled  the  Crescent  to  yield  to  the 

?  Cross,  by  boldly  attacking   the   fortified   ports  of  Tripoli   and  Algiers; 

I  whereby  Europe  was  relieved  from  further  tribute. 

I  The  early  superiority  of  the  Turks   in  the  elTective  use  of  cannon  and 

I  fire-arms  was  realized  by  me  on  visiting  the  arsenal  of  Constantinople,  in 

I  the  year  ISjI.     Among  the  specimens  of  ancient  arms,  there  were  breech- 

I  loading  cannon  and  guns,  and  revolving  (ire-arms,  wliich  antetlate  these 

I  inventions  by  any  other  people.     Those  rude  specimens  of  lire-arms  exhib- 

i  ited  a  remarkable  contrast,  when   compared  with  the  improved  breech- 
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loading  rifles,  of  which  six  luiudred  Ihoiisand  were  recently  fui'nis^lied  to 
the  Turks  from  the.  worksliops  of  Providence,  to  repel  the  Piiissian 
invaders.  The  rapidity  of  di.scharging  ride  halls  from  these  improved 
guus,  wi-th  a  range  nearlj  equal  to  that  of  artillery,  and  a  precision  that  is 
marvellous,  has  essentially  changed  the  old  systems  of  warfavj,  and  of 
artillery  practice,  and  is  destined  hereafter  to  determine  "  the  course  of 
empire." 

•  Had  a  few  of  these  rifles  been  availal^le  on  the  classic  fields  of  Troy, 
near  Constantinople,  Avhere  Homer's  heroes,  gods  and  goddesses,  con- 
tended in  a  ten  years'  war,  Jupiter  might  have  preferred  a  repeating  riile 
to  a  zig-zag  thunderbolt,  and  Ulysses  have  "got  through  and  gone  home," 
before  he  was  forgotten  by  his  wife. 

The  dexterity  of  the  Spaniards  with  their  suijcriov  steel  weapons  in  ex- 
terminating tlie  natives  of  Central  America  is  described  by  Las  Casas, 
Jjishop  of  Cliiapa,  wlio  was  an  eye  witness  of  their  actions  :  "  The  S|)an- 
iards,  mounted  on  horses,  and  armed  with  steel  swords  and  lances,  com- 
mitted the  most  horrible  slaughters  with  inipnnily.  They  passeil  through 
the  towns,  killing  women  and  children  as  well  as  men.  They  laid  wagers 
one  with  anollier,  who  could  cleave  a  man  down  most  dexterously  with 
his  sword,  or  take  off  his  head  from  his  shoulders  at  one  blow,  or  run  a 
man  through  most  efl'ectnally.  They  hanged  thirteen  of  these  poor  hea- 
then in  honor  of  Jesus  Christ  and  his  twelve  apostles  They  erected 
scaffolds  upon  forked  poles,  and  laid  the  chiefs  and  princi]ial  men  upon 
them,  and  kindled  a  slow  fire  beneath  to  cause  the  most  exquisite  angni>!i 
and  outcries."  "By  the  barbarous  cruelties  inflicted  by  the  Spaniards  on 
the  aborigines  in  Mexico,  thej'  exterminated  more  than  eleven  millions  of 
them  witliin  forty  years  after  the  discovery  of  America." 

The  Spaniards,  under  Philip  II,  inflicted  similar  exterminating  crucltio 
on  the  Protestants  in  tlie  Low  Countries,  and  Protestants,  Jews,  Gen- 
tiles, and  Mohammedans,  all  alike,  have  used  their  predominant  plivvical 
power  in  exterminating,  by  martyr  lli'es  and  cruel  deaths,  others  of  dif- 
ferent religious  creeds,  denoted  "heathen." 

To  resist  tliis  general  instinctive  propensity  of  the  more  powerful  to 
dominate  over  the  weaker,  swords  were  formerly  worn  by  the  sides  <>! 
civilized  men,  and  revoh-os  at  the  present  day.  The  human  species  hav- 
ing no  natural  weapons  for  self  defence,  as  horns,  claws,  tusks,  or  stini:>, 
are  necessitated  to  seek  out  many  inventions  for  strengthening  "thtir 
hands  to  Mar,  and  fingers  to  fight  "  For  nuitual  protection  of  the  weak 
against  the  strong,  various  species  of  animals  associate  together  in  tluek.» 
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and  holds,  and  the  huiiiaii  species  unite  as  fellow  citizens  in  coiuimuuties; 
whcreb}'  tlie  power  of  the  whole  population  is  employed  to  protect  each 
individual.  This  is  civilization.  The  advantages  of  Roman  citizenship, 
or  civilization,  was  manifest  in  the  appeal  of  St.  Paul  against  the  cruelties 
of  the  Jewish  priests. 

Aftei'  the  christian  nations  of  Europe  improved  their  steel  implements 
of  war,  reinforced  by  gunpowder,  they  in  turn  began  to  dominate  over 
other  nalions  of  the  earth,  as  the  rJomans  and  Mohammedans  liad  previ- 
ously done.  When  the  vSpanish  rulers  sent  out  Columbus  to  take  posses- 
sion of  America,  "  by  virtue  of  his  Christianity,"  the  Pope  in  IJonie  actually 
made  to  them  a  free  gift  of  the  whole  continent  from  pole  to  pole,  with  all 
the  people  and  their  property,  which  was  certainly  a  very  munilicent  gift. 
Then  all  other  chri.-^tian  nations  joined  in  the  general  scramble,  by  sending 
out  maritime  expeditious  for  plundering  heathen  countries.  Koyal 
licenses  were  granted  to  buccaneering  adventurers,  "to  take  possession 
of  any  lands  or  projicrly  not  previously  subjected  to  any  christian  prince 
or  people."  The  great  wealth  of  the  infidel  people  of  India  early  attracted 
the  notice  of  the  steel-armed  Greeks  under  Alexander,  and  then  of  the 
Mohammedans.  The  proverbial  wealth  of  "  the  great  Moguls  "  was  a 
tempting  prize  to  the  European  christians,  and  especially  to  the  Italian 
merchants  and  navigators  of  the  fourteenth  ceutury,  who  were  engaged 
iu  oriental  commerce.  It  became  the  day-dream  of  the  Italian  navigators 
to  reach  India  or  Cathay  directly,  by  sailing  westward.  To  accomplish 
this  purpose  an  Italian  navigator,  Columbus,  prevailctl  on  the  Spanish 
rulers  in  U92  to  lit  out  vessels  to  make  the  passage  direct.  He  stumbled 
on  the  intervening  continent  of  America,  which  barred  his  way;  but  was 
very  successful  in  plundering  the  heathen  natives  of  Mexico  of  their  gold 
and  silver,  and  other  property,  accumulated  in  their  ancient  cities.  This 
success  stimulated  a  second  Italian  navigator,  John  Cabot,  to  go  to 
England,  to  promote  another  attemjit  to  reach  Cathay  by  a  direct  passage 
by  sailing  westerly  in  a  more  northerly  latitude.  Cabot  induced  a  com- 
pany of  English  merchants  to  fit  out  an  expedition  in  1490,  four  years 
after  that  of  Columbus.  They  obtained  a  license  or  royal  patent  from 
Henry  VII,  in  consideration  of  one-fifth  of  the  profits  accruing  to  him. 
lie  gave  them  authority  under  the  British  flag  "  to  sail  over  the  seas  and 
seize  any  lands  or  countries  not  previously  possessed  by  any  christian 
people." 

John  Cabot  made  the  attempt  to  reach  Cathay  by  sailing  to  the  icy  coasts 
of  Newfoundland,  and  then  by  proceeding  southerly  along  the  coast.     He 
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failed  in  finding  a  passage;  which  was  fortunate  for  tlie  people  ol  India, 
who  were  thus  saved  from  the  spoliations  inflicted  by  the  Spaniards  on 
the  American  Indians. 

Central  America,  when  first  discovered,  was  supposed  to  be  a  part  of 
India,  and  hence  that  region  was  called '■  West  India,"  and  the  natives 
were  denoted  "Indians." 

A  third  Italian  navigatoi',  John  Verazzano,  canio'to  France  twenty-eight 
year.s  later  (1,")24)  and  urged  the  royal  rulers  to  renew  the  attempt  to  find 
a  direct  passage  to  India.  lie  sailed  directly  to  the  present  capes  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  from  thence  explored  the  coast  as  far  as  ]\Iainc  and  Newfound- 
laud.  He  published  an  account  of  his  entering  the  mouth  of  the  present 
Hudson  river;  which  was  seventy-five  years  afterward  settled  by  the 
Dutch  under  the  English  navigator,  Hudson.  Verazzauo  from  thence  fol- 
lowed the  southern  coast  of  Long  Island,  passed  Block  Island,  and 
entered  Narragansett  Bay.  There  he  anchored,  and  remained  fifteen  days 
in  exploring  lis  shores  and  islands.  He  was  the  first  European  who  ever 
beheld  the  land  where  wc  now  dwell, — unless  credit  be  given  to  the  legends 
of  the  Northmen.  He  describes  the  natives  as  being  "  the  goodliest  people 
we  have  found,  being  liberal  and  friendly,  but  unacquainted  with  the  use 
of  iron."  "They  are  clothed  in  dressed  leather  skins  and  furs.  The 
women  modestly  refused  to  leave  the  canoes  to  come  on  board  our  vessel. 
The  shores  and  islands  of  the  bay  are  covered  by  forest  trees." 

Continuing  his  voyage  along  the  coast  around  Cape  Cod,  he  describes 
the  natives  there  as  being  "suspicious,  hostile,  and  desirous  of  obtaining 
.steel  implements  for  defence  against  kidnappers;  who  fK^jUcnted  the  coast 
to  seize  and  transport  them  for  sale  as  slaves  to  the  Spanish  planters  in 
the  West  Indies.  There  being  no  gold  or  silver  Iiere  to  reward  tlie  navi- 
gators, as  in  Mexico,  and  only  a  few  furs  and  skins  for  traflic,  the  buc- 
canneers,  for  profit,  had  recourse  to  the  capture  of  the  natives  for  slaves  : 
as  has  been  the  case  in  ages  past  on  the  coast  of  Europe  by  the  Moliani- 
medans,  and  on  the  coast  of  Africa  by  all  other  nations.  Iml)ued  witli  the 
belief  of  the  right  of  ownership,  founded  on  superior  might  of  arms  and 
conquest,  all  the  first  maratime  adventurers  from  Europe  considered  tlir 
lives  and  property  of  heathen  people  to  be  subjected  to  their  peculiar  u-e. 

The  first  settlers  of  New  England  began  to  kill  and  sell  the  native.-  at 
their  pleasure. 

After  despoiling  the  Mexicans  and  Peruvians  of  their  gold,  silver,  and 
other  wealth,  accumulated  in  their  Age  of  Bronze,  the  Spanish  adventurers 
and  cavaliers  sighed  for  other  similar  regions  to  conquer,— an  Eldorado

somewhere  in  tlic  inLerior  of  North  America.  Ponce  de  Leon  and  De  Soto 
made  raids  from  Florida  and  traversed  wild  forests  only  to  find  poor,  iiu- 
'  civilized  natives,  armed  with  bow.s  and  stone-pointed  arrows,  and  pos- 
sessed of  no  valuable  property.  These  adventurers  obtained  food  by  plun- 
dering the  Indians,  and  found  graves  beneath  the  forest  sliades,  De  Soto 
was  buried  in  the  turbid  waters  of  the  great  river  Mississipi)i,  which  he 
was  the  tirst  of  Europeans  to  discover.  The  poverty  of  the  natives  saved 
them  from  the  continued  presence  and  oppressions  of  the  invaders. 

The  whole  coa.st  of  Xortli  America,  from  Florida  to  Maine,  otlered  no 

inducements  to  temiit  Europeans  to  settle  therein,  except  for  agriculture. 

Labor  and  toil  were  not  relished    by  the  lirst  maritime  adventurers,  who 

brought  witli  them  only  swords  and  fire-arms,  and  no  hoes  or  ploughs  for 

tilling  the  soil.     After  the  lapse  of  nearly  a  hundred  years  of  repeated  ex- 

I  ploring  expeditions  in  vain  attempts  to  reacli  the  coveted  wcaltliy  regions 

of  India,  the  Erencli  people  appear  to  have  been  the  first  to  commence  a 

more   rational  system  of  trading  with   the    natives  for  skins  and  furs, 

\  and  especially  for  embarking  in   the  proOtable  cod-fishery  on  the  New 

■  England  coast.     To  carry  on  these  honest  business  pursuits,  tliey  sent 

vessels  under  Jacques  Carticr,  in  1534,— eighty-six  years  before  the  first 

settlement  of  I'lymouth  in  New  England,— to  make  permanent  locatiou.s 

on  the  sea-coasts  adjacent  to  the  cod-fisheries,  and  to  establish  trading 

posts  among  the  interior  tribes  of  Indians  on  the  great  river  St.  Lawrence 

and  on  the  great  lakes,  over  to  the  river  Mississippi. 

Jacques  Cartier  narrates  that  he  was  "  entertained  near  Montreal  by  an 

assemblage  of  Indians,  witli  a  least  of  corn,  beans,  squaslies.  pumi)kins, 

and  fislu'S."     This  statement  shows  that  the  aborigiiies  of  North  .America 

were  an  agricultural,  not  merely  a  nomadic  people,  living  by  the  chase  and 

fishing. 

i  The  importance  of  the  cod-fishery  on  tlie  coasts  of  Newfoundland  and 

I  "New  England "  as  first  named  by  John  Smith  in  IGOC,  was  maiufesled  by 

'  "the  employment  of  more  than  four  hundred  fishing  vessels  from  Europe 

j  in  this  profita])le  business  so  early  as  the  year  loS3." 

I  The  island  of  New  Foundland  being  convenient  for  a  [bermanent  fishing 

f  station,  a  company  was  organized  in  England  by  Ilumplirey  Gilbert  under 

I  the  first  English   royal   patent,  granted  by   Queen   Elizabeth,    "to   take 

t  possession  of  anv  remote  lands  not  occupied  by  any  christian  prince  or 

i 

I  people,  and  to  exclude  all  persons  from  coming  to  settle  within   two  hun- 

I  dred  leagues  of  any  place  he  might  occupy,"  the  queen  "  reserving  a  right 

i  to  share  one-fifth  of  all  the  profits." 
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Gilbert  made  :i  permanent  settlement  in  Newfoundland,  and,  by  right 
of  discovery  by  John  Cabot,  secured  the  possession  of  that  island,  with 
all  its  coal  mines,  to  England.  lie  was  accompanied  by  his  step-brother, 
AValter  Kaleiyh ;  who  obtained  another  patent  Trom  Queen  ]:ii/.abfili, 
two  years  later  (1585),  for  establishing  a  colony  further  south  under 
a  milder  climate  on  the  American  coast,  and  with  a  similar  exclusive 
right  "to  all  territory  within  two  hundred  leagues  of  his  settlement." 
Two  vessels  were  fitted  out  by  the  company  of  merchant  adveulurers  in 
London,  which  carried  out  emigrants  destined  to  .settle  north  of  the  Span- 
ish settlement  in  Florida.  They  were  lauded  on  the  coast  near  Koanokc, 
which  they  named  "Virginia,"  in  coniplinieiit  to  their  virgin  queen. 

Mr.  Bancroft  describes  these  adventurers  to  have  been  "Ijroken  down 
gentlen)en  and  libertines,  more  fitted  to  corrupt  a  republic  than  to  found 
one.  There  were  very  few  mechanics,  farmers,  or  laborers  among  them." 
They  carried  out  .swords  and  fire-arnis,  like  the  previous  Spanish  and 
French  adventurers  to  Florida,  to  win  their  living,  instead  of  earning  it 
by  labor.  They  immediately  began  to  seize  the  provisions  belonging  to 
the  natives,  and  proved  tliemselves  to  have  been  a  huccanefrivg  associa- 
tion of  communists  by  plundering  and  enslaving  the  natives,  and  uniting 
in  a  Joint  Stock  London  Company,  to  divide  the  profits  of  their  plunder. 

Although  armed  only  with  arrows  and  .spears,  the  natives  resisted  their 
invaders  successfully,  and  not  one  of  them  was  left  to  tell  the  taie  of  their 
extermination  when  the  next  company  of  adventurers  arrived. 

The  second  company,  pursuing  the  same  course  of  plundering,  was 
nearly  extei-minated.  More  than  three  hundred  and  lif'y  were  massacred 
in  one  night.  Having  brought  no  agricultural  tools  for  producing  tiieir 
own  food,  and  the  feeble  natives  having  lied  to  the  forests,  the  few  sur- 
viving colonists  were  reduced  to  such  a  condition  of  starvation,  that  "  the 
living  had  not  strength  to  bury  the  dead  deccntlj,  and  the  bodies  were 
trailed  out  for  burial  like  dogs." 

Based  on  communistic  and  socialistic  principles,  the  Virginia  Company 
failed  of  success,  until  this  system  was  radically  changed  to  that  of  indi- 
vidual self  interest,  by  a  division  of  the  land,  under  the  direction  of  Cap- 
tain John  Smith,  of  Toeahontas  celebrity.  He  in<luced  the  directors  to 
apportion  lots  of  land  in  plantations  for  each  one  of  the  colonists;  where- 
by, as  historically  stated,  "every  man,  working  for  himself,  produced 
more  than  thirty  working  for  the  common  stock."  lie  instituted  .syste- 
matic industry  for  self  support,  instead  of  the  wild  and  adventurous  cajocr 
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of  wliicli  tlioir  cliivalrous  and  talented  leader,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  had 
been  an  euiinenL  example,  witli  tiie  termination  of  his  life  on  a  scaffold,  in 
1002,  after  devoting  it  to  colonizing  enterprises  and  expending  £40,000  in 
vain. 

Immediately  after  abondoning  the  system  of  pinndering  the  native  In- 
dians, and  reorganizing  the  colony  on  the  basis  of  individual  self  interest, 
labor,  and  economy,  the  Virginia  settlers  began  to  thrive  by  raising  corn 
and  tobacco,  making  tnrpcntfne  and  resin,  and  exi)orting  timber.  Thus 
rendered  independent  and  comfortable,  tliey  became  desirous  of  making 
there  a  permanent  home,  and  being  lonesome,  like  Adam  in  paradise 
Avithout  a  wife,  but  not  being,  like  him,  furnished  with  a  supply  ready 
at  hand,  tliey  found  it  necessary  to  send  out  orders  for  them  to  London. 
The  cost  of  importation  is  described  as  having  been  established  at  one 
hundred  and  twenty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  the  staple  article 
of  tobacco;  which  appears  to  Tiavc  been  about  the  average  weight  of  the 
articles  imported.  "  Some  of  the  first  families  in  Virginia,"  history 
states,  "  are  descended  from  these  first  settlers." 

After  the  rational  system  of  Tabor  and  self  dependence  had  been  estab- 
lished by  John  Smith,  Gates,  and  others,  the  colonists  began  to  throw  oft' 
their  dependence  on  the  English  rulers,  and  to  elect  their  own  ofliccrs,  and 
the  tirst  representative  assembly  was  chosen  in  1G19.  But  the  buccaneer- 
ing principle  of  enslaving  the  natives  of  America  was  transferred  to 
enslaving  the  natives  of  Africa  in  li]18;  which  subsequently  cost  the  lives 
of  a  million  of  freemen  fully  to  abolish. 

After  the  commencement  of  a  system  of  self  governr.:"nt  in  the  Vir- 
ginia Colony,  the  further  services  of  the  old  directors  in  London  became 
so  obnoxious  to  the  people,  that  in  1C23,  the  royal  Virginia  piiteut  was 
formally  cancelled,  and  the  company  dissolved. 

In  the  depressed  condition  of  the  Virginia  Joint  Stock  Company,  alter 
the  .decapitation  of  their  loader,  Walter  Raleigh,  Captain  John  Smilii  re- 
turned to  England,  and  commenced  a  project  of  retrieving  tlie  financial 
condition  of  the  company  by  securing  a  monopoly  of  the  profitable  cod- 
fishery  on  the  coast  of  New  England.  He  proposed  to  plant  a  colony  on 
the  adjacent  shore  of  "  Cape  Cod,"  and  then  to  claim  the  monopoly  of  this 
lucrative  fishery  under  the  broad  patent  of  the  Virginia  Company,  by  ex- 
cluding all  others  from  coming  within  "two  hundred  leagues  of  their  col- 
ony." Accordingly  John  Smith  was  sent  out  by  the  London  Directors  to 
explore  the  New  England  coast,  in  order  to  find  the  most  favorable  loca- 
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tion  for  a  fisliin;;  station.  x\idccl  by  Ferclinaiido  Gorges  lie  went  fioin  tliu 
present  border  of  MaiiR-  to  Cape  Cod  in  an  open  boat,  and  made  a  elmrt 
of  the  coast,  lie  selected  the  port  of  Plymouth,  and  gave  it  its  present 
uame. 

This  project  being  favored  by  Captain  Gosnold  and  Gorges,  the  Virginia 
Company  advertised  shares  in  this  new  joint  stock  company,  under  tlieir 
old  patent,  for  ten  pounds  per  share  to  capitalists,  and  for  seven  years' 
personal  services  to  actual  settlers,  with  a  division  of  the  land  and  prolits 
at  the  end  of  seven  years.  Their  adverlisements  reached  some  Engli>]i 
refugees,  who  had  lied  from  England  to  enjoy  the  exercise  of  their  pecu- 
liar religious  principles,  in  Holland,  that  glorious  country  of  religion^ 
freedom.  Their  leaders,  ilr.  Bradford  and  Mr.  Robinson,  state  that  they 
were  kindly  received,  but  the  emigrants  became  restless  because  their 
younger  members  intermarried  with  the  Dutch,  and  their  English  lan- 
guage was  yielding  to  the  Dutch  language.  The  refugees,  who  assumed 
the  name  of  Pilgrims  from  tlieir  second  removal,  appointed  John  Carver 
to  contract  with  the  Loudon  Directors  of  the  Virginia  Company ;  and 
many  of  the  very  poorest  bound  themselves  to  seven  years  of  personal  ser- 
vice in  the  colony  as  a  commutation  for  the  ten  pounds  per  share,  and  also 
to  find  tlieir  own  food  and  clothing.  In  accordance  with  this  contract,  no 
supply  of  food  or  tents  were  provided,  and  the  emigrants  were  landed  in 
mid-winter  on  the  cold  New  England  coast,  and  left  to  care  for  themselves. 
The  natural  result  was  the  death  by  exposure  and  starvation  of  nearly  half 
of  tliese  Plymouth  colonists  during  the  first  winter.— precisely  as  had 
occurred  in  the  two  previous  at'tempts  of  this  "Virginia  Company"  to 
colonize.  Thus  were  these  poor  emigrants  deluded  by  the  advertisement 
of  the  London  Joint  Stock  Company,  and  instead  of  sharing  in  prolits  and 
the  division  of  lands,  equal  in  extent  to  the  whole  of  Holland,  they  funiul 
graves  on  a  sandy  blulf  of  the  sea-shore. 

Tlie  grasping  London  Directors  not  only  attempted  to  obtain  the  posses- 
sion of  a  great  region  of  territory  on  the  land,  but  also  a  monoply  of  tin- 
adjacent  fishery  on  the  high  sea,  within  the  designated  "two  IiuikIu'I 
leagues  of  their  settlement."  They  thus  calculated  both  to  plunder  the 
Indians  of  their  lands,  and  also  their  fellow-couutrymen  of  their  coiiimi>n 
law  rights  on  the  open  sea.  To  carry  out  this  purpose  they  prevaihd 
on  the  authorities  to  send  out  an  English  Admiral  to  enforce  their  claim, 
and  drive  oft"  any  vessel  approaching  the  coast  without  their  license.  H 
was  this  blockade  that  prevented  any  vessels  coming  to  the  port  of  I'ly- 
moiilh,  and  consequently  prevented  the  first  settlers  from   obtaining  sup- 
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plies  from  tlie  minieroiis  fishing  vessels  ou  the  adjacent  sen,  although,  as 
Morton  stales,  there  were  more  than  seventy  at  one  time  near  tbein. 

Ilavinjr  brought  no  supply  of  provisions  with  them,  the  Pil.grims  imme- 
diately after  lauding  used  their  suords  and  guns  to  carry  out  the  original 
l)urpose  of  taking  possession  of  the  country  and  property  -f  the  natives. 
The  liistoriau  of  Plymouth,  Morton,  narrates  :  "  The  first  exploix-i's  found 
fair  baskets  of  corn  and  beans  in  the  Indian  houses,  whicli  they  brought 
away  without  paying  for.  The  Indians  defended  their  property  with  bows 
and  arrows  until  the  bullets  splintered  tlie  bark  of  trees,  beiiind  which 
they  were  sheltered  ;    when  they  sprang  away  with  a  yell." 

One  of  tliis  exploring  party,  Mourt,  narrates:  "We  found  houses  fur- 
nished with  bowles,  dishes,  and  trays,  made  of  wood.  Tliere  were  earthen 
pots,  baskets  ingeniously  ornamented  with  shells  of  black  and  white  col- 
ors, wrought  togetlK-r  in  pretty  work.  Among  useful  household  stutl'were 
ornamented  things,  such  as  decrs'  horns,  shells,  and  eagles'  claws.  There 
were  provisions  of  corn,  beans,  dried  fish,  and  tobacco.  Outside  were 
I  bundles  of  flags,  bulrushes,  sedges,  and  other  materials  for  manufactures  " 

i  "The  houses  arc  built  of  poles,  arched  over  at  top,  with  an  opening  for 

the  smoke.     The  inside  was  neatly  lined  with  mats  "     He  continues  :  "  The 
best  things  we  brought  away  with  us,  including  ten  bushels  of  corn  and 
^  beans.     And  truly  'twas  God's  Providence  we  found  these  things  in  our 

I  starving  condition." 

The  natives,  armed  with  their  bows  and  arrows,  fled  from  the  superior 
efficiency  of  the  guns  and  swords;  which  were  then  rendered  useless  for 
forcibly  procuring  Ijrcad,  and  could  only  be  used  for  killing  game.  Had 
not  a  supply  of  shell-tish  been  obtainable  on  the  shores,  Mr.  Palfrey  states 
they  must  have  nearly  all  perished  in  the  winter. 

The  assaults  and  robbery  of  the  natives  excited  tlieir  hostility,  and  ren- 
dered them  "enen)ies,"as  the  first  settlers  made  them,  and  called  them 
I  from  the  outset.     As  an  immediate  conscriueuce  of  a  fear  of  retaliation,  it 

I  is  narrated  :  "Their  suflcriugs  by  hunger  and  cold  during  the  winter  were 

augmented;   for  during  their  weakness  and  wants,  they  were  necessitated 
I  ^°  employ  their  feeble  strength  to  inclose  the  settlement  with  a  palisade, 

j  and  to  barricade  their  dwellings."     "  They  even  carefully  smoothed  over 

I  the  numerous  fresh-made  graves  of  their  companions,  to  conceal  from  the 

I  Indians  the  diminished  numbers  and  weakness   of  the  survivors.     'I'he 

I  fi'\v  survivors  had  scarcely  strength  to  attend  the  dying."     At  one  time, 

I  "  a  man  could  not  halloo  at  night  without  creating  a  general  alarm  of  an 

I  onslaught  by  the  enemy." 
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Tliat  the  first  scUlcrs  of  riynioutli  brought  thi^sa  troubles  upon  tliuui- 
solvos  is  proved  bj'  tlie  subsequent  friendly  course  in:inifcstcd  by  the  adja- 
cent Indians.  After  tlie  fninisliing  Plymouth  settlers,  in  the  ensuing  spring, 
were  reduced  bj'  liunger  to  the  necessity  of  acting  like  christians,  in  send- 
ing paynii'Ut  to  the  Indians  for  the  corn  they  had  robbed  tlicni  of,  and  of 
offering  to  pay  them  justly  for  more,  then  tlie  Indians  not  only  brought 
them  corn,  but  showed  them  how  to  plant  and  raise  it  for  themselves. 

That  the  Indians  of  New  England  were  naturally  endowed  with  gentle 
as  well  as  grateful  feelings,  is  proved  by  the  kindness  and  hospitality  of 
the  Sachem  JIassasoit,  the  chief  of  the  natives  near  Plymouth.  ]\oger 
"Williams,  as  a  christian  missionary,  visited  liim,  and  labored  to  improve 
and  benefit  his  pcoi)le.  Years  afterward,  when  'Willianis  was  ])roscribed 
by  the  Massachusetts  Puritans,  he  tied  to  the  hospitable  shelter  of  his  wig- 
wam, and  was  kindly  entertained  there  during  fourteen  weeks  in  mid- 
winter. And  Cauonicus,  the  same  old  Narragansett  Chief,  who  detiantly 
sent  a  btnidlc  of  arrows  tied  together  by  a  rattlesnake  skin,  to  the  Ply- 
mouth settlers,  gratefully  requited  the  kind  treatment  of  Roger  Williams 
by  freely  giving  to  him,  when  banished,  the  land  wlicre  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence is  Iniilt,  aud  where  we  now  have  our  pleasant  homes.  Thus  it 
appears  that  though  the  Indians  had  onl}'  weapons  of  stone,  yet  they  had 
not  hearts  of  stone. 

In  like  manner  the  first  settlers  of  Hartford  obtained,  in  their  extremity, 
during  the  first  year  after  their  arrival,  a  cargo  of  corn  from  Canonieus. 
By  pursuing  the  course  of  christian  justice  and  kindness  to  the  Indians, 
the  people  of  I\hode  Island  e\er  lived  amicably  among  them ;  and  until 
the  four  United  New  England  Colonics  made  an  exterminating  uar  against 
them,  Williams  allirms :  "I  cannot  learn  that  the  Narragansetts  have  ever 
stained  their  hands  with  any  English  blood,  either  in  open  hostilities  or 
secret  murders.  Many  hundreds  of  the  English  people  have  found  il./ ni 
inclined  to  peace  and  love.  Through  all  their  lands  many  a  solitary 
Englishman  has  tra\'elled  alone  ^^■ith  safety  and  loving  kindness.  Hath 
not  the  God  of  peace  aud  Father  of  Mercies  made  these  natives  11:01c 
friendly  to  us  in  this  their  own  country,  than  our  fellow-countiymen  in  our 
native  land?" 

Edward  Wiuslow  stated  in  a  letter:  "We  have  found  the  Indians  vei\ 
faithftd  to  their  covenants  of  peace  with  us,  very  loving,  ami  ready  to 
pleasure  us.  We  go  with  them  fifty  miles  into  the  country,  and  walk  as 
safely  in  the  woods  as  in  the  highways  in  England.  Though  not  i)roles>- 
iug  religion,  they  are  trusty,  quick  of  apprehension,  liumorous  and  ju>t. 
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Cusliman  writes:  "  To  us  they  have  been  like  lambs;  so  kind,  trusty 
and  submissive,  tiiat  mauy  christians  are  not  so  sincei'C." 

Had  the  first  settlers  of  New  England  been  wholly  actuated  by  ciiristian 
principles  of  "  peace  and  good  will  to  men,"  instead  of  being  involved  as 
adventurers  in  rapacious  joint  stock  companies,  by  the  false  and  de]u<ive 
representations  of  their  promoters,  a  very  diflcrent  history  of  their  char- 
acter and  conduct  might  have  been  recorded. 

When  the  real  intentio.i  of  the  directors  of  the  Virginia  Company  to 
enforce  a  inouopoly  of  the  fisheries  on  the  New  England  sea-coast  became 
known,  they  were  strenuously  opposed  by  the  English  merchants  and 
members  of  rarllainent,  and  immediate  measures  were  adopted  to  defeat 
the  attempt.  A  new  royal  patent  was  forthwith  applied  for  and  obtained 
from  King  James,  in  Noveu-iber,  1620,  even  Avhile  the  Mayflower  was  on 
the  way  to  New  England.  This  roy»aI  patent  constituted  the  oi'iginal  basis 
of  the  "  Iif assacluisetts  Bay  Company." 

After  arriving  at  riymoulh,  so  remote  from  the  original  locality  of  the 
Virginia  settlement,  the  Pilgrim  emigrants  became  immediately  aware  of 
the  deception  practiced  upon  them,  which  was  slmftled  off  upon  the  cap- 
tain, as  having  been  "  bribed  by  the  Dutch  to  land  them  on  the  New 
England  coa'^t."  Kealizing  that  the  Virginia  patent  was  worthless  author- 
ity for  foun<rmg  a  colony  in  New  England,  the  emigrants  held  a  meeting 
in  the  cabin  of  the  Mayflower  before  landing;  and  in  this  emergency  no 
other  course  was  left  than  to  make  an  immediate  agreement  among  them- 
selves for  the  regulation  of  their  conduct,  and  submission  to  such  leaders 
as  the  majority  might  appoint.  'This  simple  agreement,  written  and 
signed  on  board  the  Mayfiower  constituted  their  original  democraiic  form 
of  government  under  the  common  law  of  England.  Ee'lore  they  had 
entered  into  this  covenant  in  tjie  cabin  of  the  Mayflower  they  were  legally 
subjected  to  the  new  charter  granted  by  King  James  to  another  set  of 
directors  in  the  southwest  of  England.  IJut  having  become  organized 
and  ill  actual  possession  of  that  part  of  the  country,  the  Plymouth  Col- 
ony was  left  to  its  own  control  without  interruption  for  many  years  until 
their  final  union  with  "  the  Bay." 

In  forming  the  New  England  Colony,  John  Smith  narrates  :  "I  labored 
to  bring  together  the  western  merchants  ami  the  I;Ondon  Virginia  Com- 
pany, but  found  that  each  desired  to  be  lord  of  the  fislieries.  To  induce 
emigrants  to  go  to  New  England,  and  leave  the  comforts  of  the  English 
liomcs,  I  believed  that  no  other  motives  than  profit  would  determine 
them." 
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The  patent  grunted  by  King  James  to  the  New  Wcstc-n  Company  in- 
cluded an  extraordinaiy  extent  of  territory,  authorizing  them  to  liold 
exclusive  possession  of  all  the  land  lying  between  the  fortieth  and  forty- 
eighth  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  extending  from  the  Atlantie  to  the 
Taeific  ocean,— tlien  called  "  the  South  Sea."  This  grant  covered  terri- 
tory already  in  possession  of  the  Duteli  on  tlie  Hudson  r'ver,  and  French 
in  Maine  and  along  the  river  St.  Lawrence  to  the  great  lakes,  and  even  to 
the  Mississippi  river.  "Tliis  Massachusetts  Patent  included  more  than  a 
million  of  square  miles,  capable  of  containing  a  greatei'  population  than 
Europe  then  contained."*  "  Without  permission  of  this  new  company  of 
'  the  Council  of  Plymouth,'  not  a  vessel  was  allowed  to  enter  a  harbor 
between  Newfoundland  and  the  latitude  of  Philadelpliia,  nor  a  skin  to  be 
bought  of  an  Indian,  or  a  fish  caught  on  the  coast;  or  even  an  emigrant  to 
tread  on  llieir  soil."  Bancroft  adds:  '-A  royal  grant  of  such  a  vast  extent 
of  the  American  continent  without  regard  to  the  rights  of  other  nations 
and  individuals,  excited  the  amazement  of  Englislimen,  and  the  scorn  of 
powerful  nations.  This  grant  was  illegal,  as  a  violation  of  tlie  constitu- 
tional laws,  by  contravening  tlie  connnon  law  rights  of  all  Englishmen. 
It  was  protested  against  by  Sir  Edward  Coke  in  Parliament,  as  conceal- 
ing plans  of  private  prolit  under  color  of  ))al)lic  good,  in  planting  a 
colony." 

Mr.  Bancroft  further  adds:  "  The  maritime  adventurers  of  those  days, 
joining  tlic  principles  of  bigots  with  tlie  boldness  of  heroes  and  pirates, 
considered  tlie  wealth  of  tlie  countries  wliich  tliey  might  discover,  a^  their 
rightful  pluudei',  and  tlic  inhabitants,  if  cliristians,  iis  subjects; — if  inii- 
dcls,  as  their  slaves."  "Experience  shows  that  corpor;itioii^,  \\liellier 
commercial  or  proprietary,  are  tlie  worst  sovereigns;  gain  being  tiieir 
object  If  skillfully  administered,  tlie  colonists  are  made  subservient  to 
commercial  avarice,  and  are  pillaged  by  faithless  agents.  Corporate  amlii- 
tiou  is  deaf  to  mercy  and  insensible  to  shame." 

Mr.  Palfrey  says  :*  "  It  would  be  an  error  to  suppose  tiiat  tlie  C'>mjn  i- 
nity  at  Plymouth  was  strictly  of  a  religious  character.  The  Londi>n  .I'>;ii'. 
Stock  Company  had  business  ol)jeets,  and  was  by  no  means  solelv  sw.im.I 
by  religions  sympatliies  There  is  no  proof  that  these  Leydeii  pr.>i<!e  h.id 
any  control  in  the  selection  of  their  copartners.  One  of  them.  .Iniin  Hil- 
lington,  was  afterward  hung  for  murder;  and  two  others  were   [)uni>lK-l 

*JJancrofl'.-i  History  of  tlie  L'liitici  States,  cli.  v. 
t  History  of  Xcw  Eiij;laiul,  cli.  v. 
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forfiLchting  with  swords  and  daggers.  Of  the  twentj'-seven  who  survived 
the  first  winter  after  being  kuided  from  tlie  Mayflower,  eleven  only  were 
favorably  known.  All  the  rest  are  either  known  unfavorably,  or  only  by 
name." 

But  certainly  their  piety  and  self-sacriflce  in  leaving  their  native  land 
and  fleeing  to  Holland  for  the  purpose  of  there  enjoying  religious  freedom 
entitles  them  to  esteem  and  veneration. 

The  Dutch  rulers  oflered  to  transport  the  English  emigrants  to  their 
colony  ill  New  York,  and  to  allow  them  the  same  freedom  of  public  wor- 
ship they  had  enjoyed  in  Holland;  but  it  appears  they  could  obtain  uo 
other  guaranty  of  the  same  privilege  in  America  than  the  assurance,  "  there 
are  no  bishops  to  persecute  you."  Theycliosc  New  England  rather  than 
the  Dntcii  (;olony  at  New  York,  because,  as  they  averred,  they  desired  to 
preserve  their  English  language  and  relationships.  They  became  copart- 
ners ill  a  grasping  Loudon  company  for  sharing  in  the  profits  of  seizing 
Indian  lands,  and  their  owners  as  heathen  slaves,  and  for  obtaining  a 
wrongful  monopoly  of  the  fisheries  on  the  adjacent  sea.  With  a  desire  to 
believe  paternal  ancestors  were  solely  actuated  by  religious  motives  in 
coining  to  Plymouth,  the  indexible  records  of  the  early  history  of  New 
England  demonstrate  that  they  came  to  America  like  the  myriads  of  emi- 
grants who  have  since  arrived  here,  for  the  primary  worldly  purpose  of 
bettering  their  condition  in  life. 

To  judge  aright  of  their  motives  and  action,  it  is  necessary  to  revert  to 
the  circumstances  and  times  when  speculative  maritime  adventurers 
obtained  buccaneering  licenses  for  saUing  over  the  seas  to  capture  and 
plunder  feebler  countries. 

A  recent  report  of  the  civil  service  in  Great  Eritain  aflir-ns:  "Charters 
and  monopolies,  in  a  fit  of  good  humor,  were  once  tossed  by  a  king  to 
some  favorite  person  at  court,  who  might  have  pleased  him;  and  these 
patents  were  as  arbitrarily  revoked  in  a  lit  of  anger  or  drunkenness.  An 
English  king  could  once  enrich  a  great  baron  or  favorite,  not  only  with 
spoils  of  foreign  lands,  but  with  those  of  fellow  subjects.  The  great 
lords  and  ecclesiastics  looked  down  haughtily  upon  the  half-enslaved  com- 
mon people.  Reactions  against  such  tyranny  culminated  in  the  riots 
under  Watt  Tyler,  Jack  Cade,  and  in  the  rebellion  under  Cromwell;  and 
finally  in  the  execution  of  King  Charles*.  America  was  given  away,  and 
colonized  under  royal  grants  and  patents  to  trading  monopolists." 

Pilgrims  and  Puritans  alike,  by  virtue  of  their  Christianity,  assumed 
themselves  to  be  the  saints  of  the  Lord,  and  that  "the  earth,  with  the 
15 
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fiilucss  Inercof,  is  the  Lord's  and  the  inheritance  of  his  saints."  Tlicj- 
practically  attempted  to  cstablisli  the  Jewish  doctrine  in  the  new  world 
which  the  Saviour  came  to  abolish  in  the  old  world,  in  accordance  with  the 
precept:  "  The  law  was  given  by  Moses;  but  grace  and  truth  came  by 
Jesus  Christ." 

After  the  unsuccessful  experiment  of  carrying  out  these  doctrines  in 
Virginia  and  riymoutli,  few  emigrants  were  willing  to  make  another  sim- 
ilar experiment  in  Massachusetts.  A  few  fi.'-hermen  located  themselves  at 
Nauml.-eag,  (Salem),  under  Mr.  White  and  Mr.  Conant  in  1G28,  and  Endi- 
cottwas  sent  out  there  in  1(J2D,  by  the  new  company  in  England;  but  the 
hardships  of  a  fislierman's  life  on  the  ocean  waves  deterred  new  settlers 
from  joining  this  small  settlement,  especially  after  learning  the  sutferiugs 
and  miseries  of  all  similar  joint  stock  colonists  under  the  management  of 
a  board  of  directors  in  England.  Emigrants  were  unwilling  to  lca\  e  the 
comforts  of  their  English  homes  and  the  security  under  English  courts,  to 
subject  themselves  to  the  arbitrary  power  of  mercenary  joint  stock  direc- 
tors, three  thousand  miles  away.  Having  realized  that  the  Virginia  and 
Plymouth  colonists  had  never  prospered  while  they  continued  to  be  ruled 
by  directors  in  England,  and  tliat  they  immediately  begun  to  thrive  after 
the  management  of  their  affairs  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  colonists, 
to  elect  their  own  officers,  the  new  company  of  the  Council  of  riymoutli 
in  England  despaired  of  success,  unless  they  allowed  similar  privileges  of 
self-government  to  induce  emigrants  of  wealth  and  influence  to  enibark 
for  settling  their  proposed  colony  on  INlassachusetts  Bay.  The  English 
directors  proQered  to  actual  settlers  not  only  the  privileges  of  self-gov- 
ernment and  of  titled  olfices  of  distinction,  but  also  the  unimaginable 
extent  of  profits  from  sharing  llie  Indian  lands  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Tacific  oceans,  which  constituted  the  capital  stock  of  tlie  new  Massachu- 
setts Bay  Company.  The  idea  of  becoming  independent  rulers  in  New 
Enghind,  as  governors,  legislators,  judges,  etc.,  and  of  obtaining  lillc>  ol 
honor  and  pi-ofits,  from  which  they  were  excluded  by  the  civil  and  ecil<-- 
siastical  aristocracy  iu  Old  England,  was  fascinating  to  wealtliy  and 
ambitious  men.  Coveting  such  distinctions  and  honors,  layiiuii  :iiui 
clergymen  alike  now  ardently  came  forward  to  seek  their  forlunes  in  th<- 
New  World. 

As  it  was  entirely  contrary  to  the  policy  and  feelings  of  the  royal  rn.er> 
and  Parliament  of  England  to  concede  any  formal  grant  of  iiuh^p-iulence 
to  the  colonists,  this  result  could  only  have  been  brouglil  al).)nl  indirectly. 
by  considering  the  settlers  to  be  members  of  an  incorporated  j>'inl  .>^t(ick 
company,  to  which  the  appointment  of  agents  and  other  olllcers  is  com- 
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moiily  conveyed  by  legal  acts  of  incorporation,  as  being  essentially  neces- 
sary for  the  Jiulicious  management  of  their  ati'airs.  To  accomplish  the 
proposed  plan  of  estal)lisliing  an  independent  company  on  the  shores  of 
Massachusetts  B:iy,  the  directors  of  the  Council  at  Plymouth  in  England 
sold  to  Sir  Henry  lioswell,  John  Young,  John  Humphrey,  John  Endicott, 
and  about  forty  others,  a  portion  of  their  vast  original  patent;  "bounded 
northerly  by  a  Hue  three  miles  north  of  every  part  of  the  ri.  er  Mcrrimac, 
and  by  another  line  three  miles  south  of  the  river  Charles  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  and  extending  westerly  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific 
ocean  "*  This  long  and  narrow  belt  of  land  somewhat  resembled  a  tape 
line  in  relative  dimensions.  To  give  a  color  of  authority  to  the  convey- 
ance ''  the  signature  of  King  Charles  I  was  obtained  after  much  labor  and 
expense."  "  To  his  eyes  the  transfer  was  only  that  of  a  trading  corpora- 
tion."    "  Not  a  single  line  alludes  to  freedom  of  religious  worship."  f 

These  liberal  terms,  with  advertisements  of  the  profits  from  sales  of 
lands,  and  of  the  pleasures  of  free  hunting  and  tishing  on  their  own  lands, 
excited  such  a  rush  of  emigrants,  that  nearly  three  thousaiid  came  over  in 
lC29andlG30;  including  gentlemen  of  wealth  and  influence,  and  clergy- 
men. John  Wiuthrop  was  elected  governor,  and  the  civil  government  was 
organized.  The  ministers,  Skelton  and  lligginson,  who  were  clergymen 
of  the  Church  of  England,  organized  also  an  independent  ecclesiastical 
government.  These  clergymen,  who  had  taken  au  allectionate  leave  of 
their  "dear  mother  church"  on  embarking,  after  disembarking  cast  off 
their  dear  old  mother  for  a  new  step  mother,  by  a  speedy  wedding  between 
their  reorganized  church,  and  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  They  at  once 
began  to  exercise  their  usurped  ecclesiastical  power  as  supreme  rulers,  or 
popes  in  Boston.  This  was  protested  against  by  two  t.i-others;  Brown, 
shareholders  iu  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Company.  They  were  arrested  by 
the  civil  rulers  on  complaint  of  the  co-ecclesiastical  rulers,  and  were  sent 
back  to  England  by  the  same  vessel  that  brought  tllem,  with  warning  that 
"  this  is  no  place  for  such  as  you."  They  only  desired  the  liberty  of  going 
to  church  as  they  had  been  accustomed  to  do.  For  this  reason,  Mr.  Ban- 
croft aflirms,  "Episcopacy  had  no  inducements  to  emigrate  to  Massachu- 
setts, for  it  was  only  Pui:itanism  that  emigrated  to  obtain  ecclesiastical 
power."  The  ecclesiastical  power  then  usurped  by  Skelton  and  lliggin- 
son was  maintained  iu  Massachusetts  two  hundred  years,  until  finally 
abolished  by  a  popular  vote,  establishing  tlie  Bill  of  Bights,  that  now  ex-

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empts  all  persons  from  being  taxed  to  support  any  church  which  they  do 
not  attend. 

To  strengthen  their  authority  l>y  connection  with  tlic  civil  power  of  t!ie 
State,  the  ministers  in  Boston,  like  the  priests  in  Jernsalcm  and  the  Pope 
in  Rome,  assnined  to  he  interpreters  of  God's  will,  and  tlms  established  a 
kind  of  Tlieocracy,  enforcing  their  doctrines  witli  tlie  frequent  use  of 
the  term,  "  Thus  saith  tlie  Lord." 

That  the  Puritans  did  not  come  to  New  England  to  estaijlisli  "  religious 
freedom  "  and  "  for  conscience"  sake,"  as  is  commonly  nuuutained  by  their 
descendants,  was  immediately  manifest  by  their  commencing  to  persecute 
the  Baptists,  Quakers,  and  other  dissenters. 

The  principal  motives  that  induced  our  forefathers  to  come  to  New 
England,  as  previously  narrated,  were  the  profits  of  the  sea-coast  fisheries 
aud  the  possession  of  a  great  extent  of  laud  under  the  royal  license,  de- 
noted a  Patent.  The  immediate  motive  of  the  emigration  of  tlie  weallliy 
and  influential  leaders  was  personal  ambition  to  better  their  condition  in 
life,  and  to  act  as  independent  rulers  in  tlie  new  world. 

That  the  main  object  of  the  first  settlers  of  New  England  was  the  profit- 
able coast  fishery  is  evidenced  by  their  early  suspending  a  hui;c  codli-h 
from  the  ceiling  of  their  General  Assembly  room,  over  their  heads,  as  a 
memorial  of  their  devotion  to  their  staple  business  pursuit.  This  Puritan 
codfish  is  still  reverently  preserved  by  their  descendants  in  Boston,  anvl 
may  be  now  seen  suspended  over  the  heads  of  the  representatives  in  the 
State  House,  covered  with  the  dust  of  ages.  The  ancient  Jews  similarly 
set  up  and  idolized  a  golden  calf  as  an  emblem  of  tlieir  devotion  to  thci 
staple  business  of  raising  cattle.  Likewi'^e  a  great  bale  of  wool  is  placi-d 
conspicuously  in  the  House  of  Lords  in  England,  and  tve  presiding  oilicer 
mounted  thereon,  to  serve  as  an  emblem  of  their  devotion  to  the  ifrinci- 
pal  staple  manufacture  of  Great  Britain. 

"The  pursuit  of  fishing  is  an  honest  and  honorable  business,"  ar. 
affirmed  by  the  King  on  signing  the  royal  patent,  "for  it  was  the  avoca- 
tion of  the  early  christian  disciples."  The  seizing  possession  of  the  I"- 
dian  lands  without  compensating  the  owners,  as  was  expr^■s^ly  enjcnn  •! 
on  the  grantees  of  the  royal  patents,  was  not  an  honest  or  honnralil^-  ti:;-.- 
ness,  and  was  opposed  by  the  teachings  of  Roger  Williams.  ^<'^■  oppo- 
ing  the  unjust  seizure  of  the  Indian  land,  which  aflocted  the  pecuniary 
value  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Company  under  tli<ir 
patent,  Williams  was  indicted  for  treasonably  "teaching  certain  .-trange 
doctrines,  denying  tlie  authority  of  the  magistrates,"  and  sentenced  to  I'C 
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sent  back  to  England  by  a  vessel  then  ready  to  sail;  precisely  as  the 
brothers  Brown  had  beCn  sent  back  for  similarly,  denying  the  authority  of 
the  ministers  in  Boston. 

The  following  protest  was  addressed  by  Williams  to  the  rnlers  at  a 
later  date : 

"  In  the  sight  of  God  you  will  find  this  question  at  bottom  to  be,  First— 
a  depraved  appetite  for  the  great  vanities,  dreams  and  shadows  of  this 
vanishing  life  by  the  acquisition  of  great  portions  of  land  in  this  wilder- 
ness; as  if  men  were  in  great  necessity  and  danger  for  want  of  land,  like 
the  poor  thirsty  and  hungry  seaman  on  a  starving  passage.  Land  is  one 
of  the  gods  of  New  England,  for  the  idolatry  of  which  the  Most  High  will 
punish  the  transgressors." 

Having  practically  realized  the  despotic  power  wielded  by  the  union  of 
church  and  State,  it  thenceforth  became  the  life-long  labor  of  Williams  to 
found  a  new  colony  upon  the  constitutional  basis  of  separalion  of  the 
ecclesiastical  from  the  civil  power.  At  that  time  the  cslal.ilislied  church 
of  England  predominated  in  Great  Britain  under  the  rigid  rule  of  Charles 
I.  His  tyranny  excited  the  rebellion  that  caused  liis  execution  in  1C.49, 
and  the  subsequent  triumph  of  Puritanism  in  England  under  Cromwell. 
The  Massachusetts  colonists,  in  becoming  independent  of  the  British  rule 
in  church  and  State,  in  1630,  set  up  a  new  independent  dynasty  for  them- 
selves, in  which  Furitanism  superseded  the  old  established  church  with 
increased  exacting  rigor.  During  this  period  of  revolutionary  troubles  in 
England,  the  little  colony  planted  by  Williams  at  Providence  struggled  for 
existence,  in  villages  governed  by  mutual  and  conventional  agreements  on 
democratic  principles.  In  1C43  an  act  of  incorporation  of  Providence, 
with  several  towns  under  one  government,  was  obtained.-  As  liistorically 
stated,  "the  settlers  were  careful  to  conciliate  the  goodwill  of  all  the 
Indians  who  claimed  any  sort  of  interest  in  the  lands.  Those  who  had 
built  Avigwams,  or  tilled  the  soil,  received  gratuities,  in  addition  to  what 
had  been  paid  to  the  sachems.  Confirmatory  deeds  from  the  successors 
of  the  first  grantors  were  olitained;  every  new  deed  recpiiring  some  fur- 
ther gratuity."  Amity  was  thus  maintained,  and  the  settlers  built  their 
houses  alongside  of  the  Indian  wigwams. 

The  Rhode  Island  colonists  continually  struggled  against  the  encroach- 
ments of  the  Four  United  Colonics  around  them,  uutil  a  royal  charter  was 
obtained,  in  1GG2,  from  Charles  II,  granting  them  civil  and  religious  free- 
dom. The  King  desired  to  secure  religious  freedom  for  puV)lic  worsliip  to 
the  Catholics  in  England,  and   gladlv  signed   the  charter  conveying  this 
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privilege  to  the  people  of  the  little  colojy,  as  "  a  lively  experiment"  for 
showing  that  a  civil  government  may  best  l)e  e.stablislicd  and  maintained 
with  a  comijlete  freedom  of  opinion  in  all  religions  conccrnnionts  The 
Pnritans  in  England  delayed  the  final  passing  of  the  charter  nnder  the 
great  seal,  fearing  that  this  liberal  concession  might  be  a  precedent  for 
tlie  free  worship  of  the  Koman  Catholics;  but  "  the  roaring  of  the  lion 
finally  prevailed  and  brought  it  about,"  as  Williams  narrates. 

A  similar  resistance  to  the  establishment  of  religious  freedom  in  Enghnid 
was  made  afterward  by  the  sectarians,  when  James  II.  attempted  to  pro- 
claim religions  toleration  for  the  benefit  of  all  dissenters  from  the  est;ib- 
lished  church,  including  the  Roman  Catholics.  "A  convocation  of  tlie 
leading  dissenters  thanked  his  majesty  for  liis  courtesy,  but  answered, 
they  preferred  to  remain  as  they  were.  Then  the  King  tore  up  with  his 
own  liands  the  proclamation  he  had  prepared."*  The  ecclesiastics  verititd 
the  origin  of  their  name  from  the  original  Greek  word,  kkki.kio  :  I  exclude. 

To  prevent  ecclesiastical  tyranny  in  onr  republic  the  people  made  the 
first  amendment  to  their  constitution,  forbidding  "  any  establishment  of 
religion,  and  any  law  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof." 

The  adoption  of  the  iMouroe  Doctrine,  in  1823,  virtually  checks  the 
arrogant  assumption  of  absolute  power  by  ICuropeans  over  the  land  and 
people  of  America,  as  they  have  been  accustomed  to  do  in  ages  past.  The 
last  attempted  was  by  a  French  emperor  to  place  Maximilian  on  a  throne. 
By  opposing  the  right  of  European  maritime  adventurers  to  seize  the 
lands  and  property  of  the  Indians  in  America,  Roger  Williams  api^ears  to 
have  taken  the  lead  in  this  Monroe  Doctiine,  as  well  as  in  establi>hing 
freedom  from  ecclesiastical  tyranny  in  the  separation  of  Church  and 
State. 

While  the  leaders  of  the  New  England  settlers  have  often  erred  in  not 
adhering  to  principles  of  justice  and  christian  beneficence,  the  common 
people  have  steadfastly  persevered  with  intelligence  and  skill  in  inakiii:.; 
the  wilderness  to  blossom  as  tlie  rose.  They  have  manifested  vigor  and 
virtues  that  have  honored  the  human  race 

Relying  on  (he  gratitude  of  the  Indian  chiefs  for  his  sacrillccs  in  ih.  it 
cause,  Williams  fled  from  his  home  in  Salem  in  mid-winter,  to  <  ■>!  •<;"■ 
deportation,  and  sought  shelter  beneath  the  hospitable  roof  of  >!::>•  ■>.i>oit 
in  Warren  during  fourteen  weeks.  The  grateful  sachem  g:i\e  to  \\iv  nl.i- 
gee  a  tract  of  land  on  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Seekouk  river  by  the  --idf 
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of  a  little  cove.  After  phuiting  corn  there,  Williams  was  notified  by  Gov- 
ernor Wiiislow  that  this  location  was  within  the  boniuls  of  the  Massachu- 
f-elts  patent.  lie  was  then  provided  with  anotlier  tract  of  land  b.y  the  In- 
dian chief  Cauonicus,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Seekonk  river,  beyond  the 
boundary  line  of  the  Massachusetts  claim.  Here  he  linally  settled  the  new 
colony,  which  he  named  "  Providence,"  as  providing  a  place  of  refuge 
from  injustice  and  from  civil  and  religious  tyranny  for  the  oppressed  of  all 
the  nations  of  the  earth. 

By  thus  anticipating  the  Massachusetts  Puritans  in  gaining  possession 
of  the  much  coveted  Indian  lands,  their  hostility  to  him  and  his  colonists 
became  intcnsilicd  to  such  a  degree,  that  all  commercial  as  well  as  friendly 
intercourse  with  them  was  prohibited  by  penal  laws.  Williams  writes : 
"They  intruded  upon  the  Providence  settlers  in  an  unchristianly  way, 
contrary  to  their  own  laws  and  ours."  They  armed  some  of  the  Indians 
to  join  the  ranks  of  their  soldiers  iu  inarching  across  the  border  of  tlie 
colony  to  seize  Samuel  Gorton  and  his  associates  at  Warwick,  and  to  carry 
them  as  prisoners  to  Eoston  for  trial  by  the  chief  ministers  for  alleged 
blasphemy.  It  afterward  appeared  to  have  been  a  righteous  retribution, 
that  the  arms  thus  put  into  tlie  hands  of  the  Indians  to  kill  Khode 
Islanders,  M"ere  the  lirst  used  in  King  Philip's  war  against  their  employers. 

The  Plymouth  colonists  joined  the  Massachusetts  aggressors  on  the 
east  side  of  Ifhode  Island,  and  the  Connecticut  colonists  on  the  west,  1o 
seize  the  intermediate  lands  included  iu  the  Rhode  Island  patent.  They, 
with  the  New  Haven  colony,  formed  an  alliance  under  the  title  of  "the 
Four  United  Colonies  of  New  England,"  and  while  warring  against  the 
Indians  rigidly  excluded  the  Khode  Island  colonists  from  their  alliance 
and  protection.  Arnold  says  :  "  The  surrounding  colonics  continued  their 
grasping  attempts  to  gain  possession  of  the  Indian  lands  included  within 
the  Ilhode  Island  patent."*  The  sole  object  of  the  seizure  of  Gorton's 
lands  and  of  his  cattle  and  furniture  was  to  break  up  his  possession  and 
title  obtained  from  Miautonomo.  An  honest  historian  of  .Massachusetts, 
Judge  Savage,  records:  "I  regret  to  acknowledge  the  belief  is  forced 
upon  me  that  Miautonomo  was  condemned  to  death  because  he  favored 
Gorton  and  his  associates  iu  transfeiiing  to  them  his  lands  at  Pawtuxet." 
The  seizure  of  Gorton  by  armed  soldiers  on  the  accusation  of  "blas- 
phemy," was  manifestly  only  a  [)retence,  as  evidenced  hy  the  tinai  result 
of  his  discharge  by  a  majority  of  two  votes  of  the  commissioners  of  the 

•  II  isf ory  of  Uliode  Island,  pp.  StiMJSS. 
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other  three  colonies,  after  a  j'ear's  imprLsoniiicnt.  and  bj'  the  suhsequcnt 
order  for  hhn  to  quit  Boston  within  two  hours  under  penalty  of  death, 
after  he  began  to  address  the  people  tliere,  and  naiiate  to  them  the 
wrongs  and  ruin  Inflicted  on  him  by  their  ministers  and  magistrates.  In 
describing  this  act  of  sending  a  military  force  to  bring  Gorton  and  his 
companions  to  Boston  to  be  tried  for  "blasphemy,"  and  then  giving  him 
only  two  hours'  notice  to  quit  under  penalty  of  death  for  disobedience, 
Arnold  says,  page  ISD  :  "The  details  of  this  memorable  trial  remind  us  of 
the  application  of  a  nursery  rhyme,  as  made  by  the  late  Archbishop  of 
Dublin  :— 

'Old  Fritlicr  I,ong-lcgs  wouliln't  say  his  prayers  : 
Take  liini  by  the  rijjht  leg — 
Take  Iiim  by  the  left  leg- 
Take  him  fast  by  both  legs— 
AniJ  throw  him  clown  stairs!' 

"There,  said  his  Grace,  in  that  nursery  verse  you  may  see  an  epitome  of 
the  history  of  nil  religions  persecutions.  Father  Long-legs  refusing  to 
say  the  prayers  that  were  dictated  and  ordered  by  his  little  tyrants,  is  re- 
garded as  a  heretic  and  suffers  martyrdom.  Who  slinll  say  hereafter  that 
there  is  no  moral  conveyed  in  Mother  Goose's  melodies?" 

As  a  pretence  for  seizing  the  lands  of  the  Indians,  the  Puritans  contin- 
ued to  trump  up  pecuniary  claims  against  them,  in  order  to  levy  execu- 
tions for  sale  of  their  property  under  color  of  lawful  debts  due  from  Ihem. 
On  complaint  of  a  neighboring  tribe  of  Mohegan  Indians,  Arnold  says, 
page  275:  ".V  great  wrong  was  committed  upon  the  Xarragansett  Indian^ 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Four  United  Colonies,  by  levying  a  line  of 
five  hundred  and  ninety-five  firthoms  of  wampum-peage  as  a  penalty  for 
alleged  ofl'ences  against  other  Indian  tribes;  and  by  then  forciui;  tiie 
chiefs  to  mortgage  their  lands  to  a  joint  stock  company  Qomposed  of  their 
leading  politicians,  — Humphrey,  Atherton,  John  Winthrop,  Jr.,  Governor 
of  Connecticut,  John  Hudson,  Richard  Smith,  Amos  Richardson,  .-inil 
others.  Then,  on  default  of  due  payment,  the  Indians  were  finally  com- 
pelled  to  deliver  "formal  possession  of  twig  and  turf  accordlML,'  to 
English  law,  in  the  year  IGGO."  Arnold  says  they  thus  attempted  t.> 
wrench  possession  of  the  Indian  lands  within  the  Rhode  Island  cliarlir  lim- 
its, in  order  to  gain  possession  of  the  whole  of  Rhode  Island.  Tliis  was 
the  foundation  of  claims  persisted  in  during  more  than  forty  years,  until 
finally  annulled  by  special  royal  comiuissioners." 
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Afterward  a  Narragaiisctt  sachem,  to  avenge  the  dcatli  of  Jliantononioby 
tlicliands  of  Uiicas,  gave  notice  to  tlic  Cjniniissioiicr.s  of  the  United  ColO: 
nies  of  his  intention  to  nialvc  war  on  the  Moliegans.     This  occasion  otT.Ted 
anr)thcr  very  favorable  opportunity  for  destroying  botli  tribes,  and  getting 
their  h\nds,  by  joining  Uncas  with  a  force  of  three  hundred  soldiers,  to 
defeat   the   more  powerful  Narragausett  chief,   Pessicus.     Pessicus  was 
then  ordered  to  appear  in  Boston,  and  was  fined  by  the  Vuritans,  as  the 
French  were  lined  by  tlie  Prussians,  for  the  cost  of  tlic  wai'.     While  in  du- 
ress he  was  obliged  to  sign  an  agreement  to  pay  two  thousand  fathoms  of 
wanipuin  within  two  years.     Being  unable  to  pay  this  imposition  when 
due,    "the  Four  United  Colonics  sent   Humphrey  Atherton,  with  twenty 
soldiers,  pistol  in  hand,  to  obtain  payment.     He  forced  his  way  into  his 
wigwam,  and  seizing  him  by  the  hair,  dragged  him  out,  threatening  instant 
death  if  any  resistauce  were  made."*     .\  conveyance  of  his  hind  was  made 
by  Pessicus  to  Atherton,  the  agent  of  the  joint  stock  land  company,  com- 
posed of  John  Winthrop,  Jr..  the  Governor  of  Connecticut,  and  others  of  the 
principal  colonial  rulers.     Koger  Williams  states  that  this  company  offered 
him  a  share  of  their  profits;  and  he  replied,  "that  the  whole  transaction 
was  illegal."     This  same  company  afterward  legally  bought  lands  of  the 
Indian   sachems   and    owners  at    "Boston   Neck"   in    the    Narragau^ctt 
country,  which  was  sanctioned  by  the  Rhode  Island  government. 

The  Connecticut  colonists  profited  as  mercenary  soldiers  under  Uncas, 
and  were  paid  by  him  in  his  title  deeds  to  tracts  of  land.  Trumlnill 
states:  "Mr.  Ledingwell  received  a  conveyance  of  nearly  the  whole 
township  of  Norwich  for  his  services  to  Uncas." 

King  Philip  told  Mr.  John  Borden  of  the  wrongs  he  had  suffered,  in  the 
following  words:  "After  I  became  Sachem,  the  English  disarmed  all  my 
people,  tried  them  by  their  judges  for  damages  done  by  cattle,  there  being 
no  fences.  They  assessed  damages  which  they  could  not  pay;  and  then 
took  their  lands.  I  was  seized  and  confined  until  I  sold  tract  after  tract 
to  pay  clain)S  for  damages,  until  only  a  small  part  of  the  dominion  of  my 
ancestors  remains.  I  am  determined  not  to  live  until  I  have  no  country." 
A  plan  was  devised  for  obtaining  possession  of  all  the  Indian  lands  in 
tlie  Narragansett  country  by  the  Governor  of  Connecticut,  John  Winihror., 
Jr.,  by  going  to  England  and  procuring  a  new  charter  for  the  colony,  ^o 
altered  as  to  hiclude  all  the  territory  previously  granted  to  the  Itliode 
Island  colonists  by  their  royal  patent.     The  Colonial  Pa'cords  of  Connec-

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tictit  show,  page  5S1,  that  John  Wiuthrop,  Jr.,  vent  to  Enghuul  in  lCGi.>  u> 
obtain  a  new  charter  "  which  should  be  bounded  eastward  by  tlie  I'ly- 
moutli  line,  and  northerly  by  the  Massachusetts  line."  This  proposed 
change  of  boundary  lines,  which  would  have  included  the  whole  of  l^hode 
Island,  proved  to  be  too  open  a  disregaj'd  of  the  rights  of  Knglishnicu 
under  chartered  grants,  and  AVinthrop  failed  in  this  aitenipt.  Not  dis- 
couraged iu  zeal  for  getting  possession  of  all  the  Indian  huids,  the  next 
attempt  was  to  get  possession  of  half  of  Khode  Island  with  all  the  lands 
of  the  Narragansett  Indians,  by  obtaining  a  new  charter  and  surrepti- 
tiously interpolating  an  explanatory  description  of  the  cast  boundary  line 
of  Connecticut.  The  old  Connecticut  charter  dellned  the  east  line  to  be 
bounded  by  "  Narragansett  river,"  which  received  its  name  originally  from 
its  forming  the  division  line  between  Connecticut  and  the  Narragansett 
country.  The  new  scheme  was  to  be  eft'ectcd  by  interpolating  after  the 
name  Narragansett  river,  this  super-added  explanation  :  "  co'inrno)ihj  calh.d 
Narragansett  Bay."  This  bay  being  twenty-four  miles  further  east  than 
the  Narragansett  river,  now  known  as  the  Pawcatuck  river,  this  change 
would  have  brought  the  whole  of  the  Narragansett  lauds  within  the  juris- 
diction of  Connecticut.  The  letters  of  John  Wiuthrop,  Jr.,  and  of  his  agent 
in  London,  John  Scott,  published  iu  Arnold's  History  of  Khode  Island,* 
reveal  the  details  of  the  whole  plot,  and  the  employment  of  a  "potent 
gentleman"  and  actual  bribery  to  accomplish  their  purpose  of  obtaining  a 
new  charter  with  the  King's  signature,  and  with  this  inter])olation. 
Triumphing  in  this  achievement,  Connecticut  ofliccrs  were  sent  to  take 
possession  of  the  Narragansett  cou)]try  under  this  fraudulent  reissue  oi 
the  Connecticut  charter.  Arnold  says:  "The  Athertou  Conipauy  had 
accomplished  their  selfish  purposes  by  a  baseness  that  cannot  easily  be 
surpassed." 

John  Clark,  the  agent  in  England  of  the  Rhode  Island  colonists,  not i lied 
them  of  these  proceedings.  They  appointed  their  Deputy  Govtnuir, 
Joseph  Jenckes,  to  make  their  protest  to  the  royal  council  in  the  folio"  lug 
words:  "Through  the  private  and  clandestine  deception  of  the  agcni  u! 
Connecticut,  John  Wiuthrop,  Jr.,  the  new  Comiecticut  charter  i>  >'* 
altered  as  to  bound  upon  the  Narragansett  Bay;  and  tliis  is  done  coutr.ii) 
to  the  solemn  promise  to  our  agent,  Mr.  John  Clark. "f 

It  is  stated  :  "The  King  was  surprised  by  this  interpolation,  and  com- 
missioners  were  appointed  to  rectify  the  boundary  line;  so  as  to  nearl\

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coincide  willi  tlio  original  charter  line  of  Kliode  Island,  Avhich  was  tinally 
.confirint'd  in  170S  bj'  agreement  between  tlie  two  adjacent  colonies." 

"  The  evil  that  men  do  lives  after  them";  and  the  wrong  committed  b,v 
the  Puritan  rulers  of  Xew  England,  in  seizing  the  lands  of  Pessicns  and 
transferring  them  to  the  Athcrton  Company,  was  perpetuated  by  the  lat- 
ter in  attempting  to  profit  by  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  them  to  forty-flve 
families  of  Huguenots,  who  were  dchidcd  into  settling  thereon.  The 
Atliertou  Company  contracted  with  a  committee  of  refugees,  who  had  fled 
from  Eiance  after  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  to  seek  a  peace- 
ful asylum  in  America,  wiiere  they  might  freely  worship  their  Creator. 
In  "The  History  of  the  Huguenot  Settlers  in  Rhode  Island,"  by  the  Hon. 
E.  R.  Potter,  (recently  published  by  Mr.  Sidney  S.  Rider,)  it  is  stated: 
'•The  Athe)'ton  Company,  in  the  year  ICST),  contracted  'to  lay  out  A  meet 
and  Considerable  tract  of  Land,  whereon  Each  Family  shall  have  a  hun- 
dred Acres  on  payment  of  twenty-five  Pounds.'  They  were  located  on 
the  border  of  Narragansett  Baj',  oil  land  now  constituting  F>ast  Green- 
wich, and  still  retaining  the  name  of  '  Frenchtown.'  They  soon  built 
twenty-five  houses  there,  and  prepared  for  a  church  and  school-house, 
vineyards  and  orchards;  but  after  finding  that  the  General  .Vsscmbly  of 
Rhode  Island  had  previously  granted  the  land  to  other.s,  and  that  they  had 
been  deceived  in  the  validity  of  the  claims  of  the  Atherton  Company,  they 
became  discouraged,  and  sulVered  greatly  by  being  necessitated  to  become 
refugees  a  second  time.  Some  went  to  New  Rochelle,  others  to  New 
York,  where  they  originated  'The  French  Church,'  that  long  flourished 
there.  Philadelphia,  Virginia,  and  Sonth  Carolina  became  the  abodes  of 
others,  where  their  posterity  are  respectal:)le  inhabitants  at  the  present 
day.  Allaire  went  to  New  York,  Ai/raidt  to  Newport,  Lc  dioine  (Ma^Y- 
ncy),  Tourije,  Collin,  Tourtellot,  Toitrbeaitx  (anglicised  Tarbox),  Bom- 
passe  (changed  to  Eunipus  and  Bump),  Gancau  (to  Gano),  Despeau, 
and  a  few  others,  lingered  in  Rhode  Island."  The  sad  breaking  up  of 
tliis  Huguenot  colony,  which  promised  to  become  a  centre  of  refinement 
and  civilization,  was  lamented  by  Rhode  Islandei's. 

Another  Huguenot  colony  at  Oxford,  in  Massachusetts,  was  in  like 
in:\nner  broken  up  by  Governor  Dudley,  who  gained  experience  in  Indian 
land  speculations  by  serving  on  a  committee  of  claims  of  the  Atherton 
Company.  It  appears  that  the  leading  political  Puritans  in  New  England 
took  an  active  part  in  profiting  by  the  seizure  of  the  Indian  lands;  and 
that  Governors  Dudley  and  Stonghton,  like  Governor  "\Vinthrop  of  Con- 
necticut, made  a  business  of  dealing  in  such  acquisitions.     Dudley  sug- 
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gested  to  the  General  Court  of  Massacliusetts  the  feasibility  of  obVaiiiiiiLf 
possession  of  tlie  Indian  lands  in  the  westerly  part  of  the  .'assaclui.-eUs 
Baj'  patent,  from  the  Blackstoue  I'iver  to  the  Connecticut  ri\'er,  t)y  pur- 
chase of  the  tribe  of  Nipnuick  Indians;  and  was  appointed  with  William 
.Stoiij;hton  and  TJoljert  Thompson,  Colonial  Agent  on  Lands,  to  make  tlie 
purchase.  The  Colonial  records  show  that  tliey  obtained  a  conveyance  of 
the  whole  Nipmuck  country,  ranch  larger  than  the  territory  of  Kliude  I,^!- 
and,  "  for  fifty  pounds  and  a  black  coat,"  from  "  Black  James,"  a  NiiHimck 
Indian,  and  Waban  and  his  triljc  of  Xatic  Indians.  TIic  Committee  were 
rewarded  l^y  a  grant  of  one  thousand  acres  of  the  hind  each,  for  their 
efilcient  services. 

No  question  was  made  of  the  authority,  or  right  of  "Black  James,"  or 
of  the  Natic  Indians  to  sell  out  all  the  hunting  grounds  and  homes  of  the 
adjacent  tribe  of  Nipmuck  Indians. 

The  next  move  that  appears  on  record,  was  the  petition  of  Governor 
Dudlcj',  William  Stoughtou,  a  political  minister  and  afterward  governor, 
and  Robert  Thompson,  for  a  grant  of  eight  square  miles  of  these  Indian 
lands,  containing  forty-one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres.  This 
grant  was  readily  made  to  them  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts 
in  1CS2,  (constituting  the  present  township  of  New  Oxfonl  in  Worcesiir 
county),  on  the  proposed  conditions  of  "the  settlement  thereon  of  an 
orthodox  minister  and  thirty  families  within  four  years." 

On  being  nolhied  of  tliis  transfer  of  their  hunting  grounds  and  h'mu  s, 
the  Nipmuck  tribe  became  exceedingly  exasperated,  and  so  hostile  t'>  all 
intruders,  that  the  Land  Company,  composed  of  Dudley,  Stoughtou  and 
Thompson  as  copartners,  could  not  induce  any  families  to  remove  and 
settle  on  their  grant  of  land  within  the  stipulated  term  of  four  year--. 
They  consequently  obtained  an  extension  of  time  for  three  years  longer 
to  obtain  settlers. 

Tailing  to  find  any  colonists,  who  knew  the  circumstances  of  the  U''iut 
and  the  vindictive  hostility  of  the  Nipmuck  tribe  toward  all  intruders,  ii 
became  necessary  for  the  copartners  to  look  abroad  for  emigrants.  \\li" 
were  ignorant  of  the  wrong  done  to  the  natives,  and  of  their  cousCi'i.-ut 
hostility  to  settlers.  The  London  copartner,  Robert  Thompson,  tli<  u  l..id 
recourse  to  inveigling  some  of  the  families  of  French  refugees,  wli)  bad 
fled  thither  after  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  in  1*'.^."',  and  woe 
seeking  a  home,  where  they  might  peacealjly  worsliip  theii;  Creator,  one 
Isaac  Bertrand  du  TulVeau  was  found  willing  to  attempt  enlisiiiiir  the 
thirty  families  required  by  the  terms  of  the  grant.      The  origin  of  tlic 
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Iliigncnot  Colony,  which  was  sctllcd  at  Oxford,  is  stat.  d  Ijy  one  of  the 
principal  emigrants;  wlio.in  after  years  thus  detaiU-d  his  losses  unC  siifter- 
ings  in  a  petition  to  Governor  Shnte  :  — 

"  Your  petitioner  humbly  begs  your  Excellency  graciously  to  assist  him 
in  his  great  necessities.  Your  petitioner,  on  the  revocation  of  tlie  Edict 
of  Names,  fled  to  London,  where  he  ^vas  presented  by  the  Ti-easurer  of 
the  Protestant  Church  of  France  to  the  "  Society  for  the  propagation  of  the 
Gospel  among  the  Indians  of  New  England."  of  which  Mr.  Robert  Thomp- 
son, the  Tresident,  offered  to  install  him  as  a  member;  and  also  olTered 
land  in  tlie  government  of  the  iMassachiisetts  Bay.  'J'hereupon,  one  Isaac 
Bcrtrand  du  Tnfleau  desired  your  petitioner  to  assist  him,  the  siud  Du 
Tufleau,  to  go  over  to  New  England  to  settle  there  a  Plantation  of  the 
French  Refugees.  This  your  petitioner  did,  by  advancing  to  the  said  Da 
TiilYi-au  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  Pounds  Stciliug." 

"The  said  Isaac  du  Tnfleau,  after  arriving  in  Boston  with  letters  of 
credit  from  s;ud  Major  Thompson 'and  your  humble  petitioner,  delivered 
them  to  his  late  excellency  Joseph  Dudley,  Esq.,  and  to  the  Hon.  William 
Stonghton,  deceased ;  who  did  grant  to  the  said  Du  Tufleau  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  acres  of  land  at  New  Oxford  conjointly  with  j-our  peti- 
tioner." (They  thus  secured  the  zeal  of  the  agent  by  giving  him  one- 
half  of  the  land,  and  at  the  same  time  a  control  of  the  management.) 

"Your  petitioner  being  excited  by  the  letters  of  said  Du  Tuffeau,  did 
ship  himself  and  family,  with  servants,  and  paid  to  Captains  Foye  and 
Ware  passages  for  above  forty  persons. 

"  Your  petitioner  being  arrived  at  Boston,  presented  letters  from  Major 
Thompson  aforesaid  to  tlie  aforesaid  Dudley  and  Stoughton,  Esquires ; 
who  were  pleased  to  grant  to  your  petitioner  1750  acres  more;  and  for 
authentic  security,  did  accompany  him  to  New  Oxford,  and  put  him  in 
pos^cssion  of  the  said  twenty-five  hundred  acres  of  land :  these  he  has 
held  for  better  than  thirty  years  last  past,  and  has  spent  above  Two 
Tliousand  Pounds  to  defend  the  same  from  the  Indians  ; —who  at  divers 
times  have  ruined  the  said  plantation  and  murdered  settlers  :  —  Your  peti- 
tioner most  humbly  represents  that  some  of  the  inhabitants  do  now  dis- 
pute his  right  and  title,  for  the  purpose  of  hindering  him  from  the  sale  of 
the  said  plantation;  which  puts  him  to  the  utmost  extremity;  being  now 
near  eighty  years  of  age,  and  having  several  children,  and  children  of 
children  depending  ou  him  (under  God)  for  subsistence,  after  having 
spent  more  than  ten  thousand  pounds  towards  the  beuefit  of  the  country 
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in  building  ships,  niaJciiig  nails,  and  promoting  miiuiifacture  of  stuffs, 
hats  and  resiu. 

"Your  petitioner  doth  most  humbly  beg  your  cxccllenc.,'s  compassion 
in  confirming  the  said  two  thousand  five  liundred  acres  of  hind  free  from 
molestations  by  the  inhabitants  and  any  pretensions  of  said  Du  Tuffeau; 
who  abandoned  said  plantation,  selling  out  the  cattle  and  other  movables 
for  his  own  particular  use  and  went  to  London ;  where  lie  died  in  a 
hospital." 

The  following  authentic  details  will  show  how  all  these  troubles  were 
Avrougfully  brought  upon  the  principal  IIugLicnot  settlers,  and  how  the 
whole  Huguenot  settlement  was  broken  up  and  repossessed  by  Dudley 
and  his  copartners. 

The  records  of  deeds  in  SulTolI;  County,  Mass.,  volume  xxx,  page  2G8, 
show  that,  on  the  2-ltli  of  May,  1688,  Joseph  Dudley,  AVilliam  Stoughlon, 
and  liobert  Thouipsou  signed  a  deed  of  twenty-eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  acres  of  land,  "selected  by  said  Bertrand  da  Tuffeau  for  himself  and 
for  Gabriel  Bernon  within  a  tract  called  'New  Oxford  Village,'  ou  the 
condition  of  building  a  corn  mill  thereon  and  paying  a  nominal  quit  rent 
of  forty  shillings,  New  England  currency,  and  with  an  appended  proviso : 
♦In  case  of  the  relinquishment  or  abandonment  of  said  lands,  this  grant 
shall  thenceforth  cease  and  be  utterly  null  and  void;  and  the  lands  shall 
revert  unto  the  said  parties  of  the  First  Part,  and  may  be  lawfully  entered 
upon  by  them  as  their  former  estate.'  " 

After  the  completion  of  the  contract  for  settling  the  thirty  families  and 
building  the  mill,  the  record  shows,  Feb.  Cth,  1C90,  that  all  the  copartners 
of  the  Land  Company  except  Governor  Dudley,  duly  acknowledged  the  deed 
before  a  magistrate,  to  give  it  validity;  but  Governor  Dudley  withheUl 
•  both  his  acknowledgment  and  the  delivery  of  the  deed  itself,  until  the  oth 
of  February,  171G,— a  period  of  twenty-seven  years  and  nine  moullis 
after  it  was  signed.  During  all  of  this  time  Gabriel  Bernon  and  the 
thirty  refugee  families  were  deprived  of  a  title  valid  in  courts  of  law. 
Trespassers  upon  the  land  could  not  be  ejected,  and  the  Huguenot  set- 
tlers here,  as  in  Uhode  Island,  became  disheartened  without  a  legal  titlr. 
After  waiting  in  vain  for  three  or  four  years  for  Dudley's  deed,  they  be^ran 
to  abandon  the  settlement.  Governor  Dudley  not  only  wiihluld  lii-« 
acknowledgment  and  the  delivery  of  the  deed,  but  encouraged  otlKi>  to 
dishearten  the  I'rench  families,  and  cause  them  to  abandon  and  desert 
the  lands;  as  appears  by  his  regaining  possession  of  most  of  Hi--  I'rop- 
erty,  mills,  and  improvements  under  the  clause  of  the  grant  pr.ividing 
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against  abandonment.  This  deliberately  contrived  course  of  Governor 
Dudlej-  is  stated  in  a  remonstrance  addressed  by  Bernou  to  him,  dated 
.March  1,  1707,  stating:  "Mr.  Hagborn,  your  brother,  i.as  done  his 
ntmost  to  ruin  my  interest  in  said  Oxford.  He  has  cai-sed  Cooper  to 
abandon  the  old  mill,  and  Thomas  Allerton  to  leave  my  other  honse,  de- 
claring I  had  no  power  to  settle  them.  When  I  made  complaint  of  this, 
he  threatened  to  drive  me  from  the  place,  myself."  "  It  is  notorious  that 
the  said  Hagl^orn,  your  brother,  has  caused  the  planks  of  my  granary  to 
be  torn  up  and  conveyed  elsewhere,  and  ordered  the  oxen  to  be  worked," 
etc.  Superadded  to  this  were  the  continual  annoyances  of  the  surround- 
ing families  of  Xipmuck  Indians,  who  appear  by  the  remonstrauce  of  the 
French  miuisler,  Daniel  Bondet,  to  the  General  Court,  to  liave  been  sup- 
plied "with  rum  without  limits,  so  that  they  fought  like  bears  with  each 
other."  The  traders  from  Boston  bought  the  game  and  furs  they  took. 
Some  of  the  Indians  worked  as  laborers,  and  the  women  gathered  berries 
and  made  baskets  and  mats  for  sale. 

It  appears  "  the  Selectmen  of  Woodstock,  an  adjacent  town,  Peti- 
tioned the  General  Court  against  the  sale  of  Rum  by  the  Traders:  to 
.prevent  the  riotous  drunkenness,  and  lightings,  uutil  they  are  brought  to 
death's  door.     There  are  none  here  to  prevent  this  woeful  conduct." 

The  Massacliusetts  ruk-rs  having  annulled  the  power  of  the  sachems  to 
maintain  order  and  justice,  by  granting  their  lauds  to  the  Dudley  Land 
Company,  they  were  left  to  themselves  without  any  magistrate  to  restrain 
them,  and  literally  lawless.  Beruon  petitioned  Governor  Dudley,  as  the 
ruling  mcn)ber  of  the  Land  Company,  as  well  a^  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Company,  for  his  aid  and  influence  in  restraining  the  Indi:uis,  and  only 
received  a  letter  in  reply,  dated  July  7th,  1702,  including  the  commission 
of  a  captain  at  Oxford,  with  orders  to  "take  care  to  arm  the  people,  and 
garrison  tliem  in  your  ov:n  Itousc,  with  a  palisade."  To  quiet  the  fc:i'.s 
of  the  French  settlers  at  Oxford,  Bernou  built  a  strong  fort,  partly  of 
stone,  the  ruins  of  which  remain  to  this  day.  Tlie  alarm  at  this  time 
was  caused  by  the  exodus  of  most  of  the  Indian  families  to  another 
distant  place.  That  French  emigrants  were  able  to  cope  with  the  Indians 
of  America  is  manifest  by  their  wonderful  success  in  living  among  the 
natives  from  Quebec  to  the  river  Mississippi,  where  they  established 
themselves  permanently  before  New  England  was  settled.  It  is  to  be 
remembered,  too.  that  when  the  Johnson  family  was  munlered  on  Ber- 
iion's  plantation  in  Id'JG,  tlie  power  of  the  New  England  Indi:ins  had 
been  nearly  annihilated  by  the  war  and  death   of  King  rhilii>   in    lf>7G, 
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twenty  j'ears  before,  and  bj-  the  externiinatioii  of  tlic  Narragiuisetls  and 
otlier  tril)es;  so  tliat  y\c  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  Huguenot  colony 
in  Mass^aclinsetts  was  not  broken  up  by  the  Indians,  but  Tik;  the  IIugULnot 
colony  in  Ithode  Island,  by  the  fraudulent  conduct  of  the  :"uritan  ruler. 

Although  the  border  Indians  of  Canada,  during  the  war  between  France 
and  England,  sent  scalping  ptirties  to  devastate  the  frontiers  of  jNIaiue 
and  New  York,  yet  there  is  no  authentic  account  of  their  penetrating  so 
far  south  as  Oxford.  If  the  Nipniuck  Indians,  excited  by  ruin,  riotously 
killed  one  another,  it  is  not  surprising  that  they  may  have  murdered  a 
family  living  among  them.  At  the  time  of  the  abandonment  of  Oxford 
there  was  no  Indian  war  to  threaten  the  settlers  with  special  danger. 
This  belief  is  contirmcd  by  the  statement  of  the  French  minister  at  Ox- 
ford, Daniel  Bondct,  in  his  communication  to  the  General  Courtof  Massa- 
chusetts, as  follows :  "  Tlie  inhabitants  know  that  all  tin;  disturbances 
that  have  been  in  this  plantation  have  happened  because  some  people  give 
the  Indians  drink  without  limit.  We  most  humbly  supplicate  that  you 
give  orders  to  stop  this;  which  puts  us  in  great  danger  of  our  lives." 

This  danger  of  their  lives,  by  the  neglect  of  the  Puritan  rulers,  and 
the  withholding  of  their  title  to  their  land  by  the  Governor  for  twenty- 
seven  years  and  nine  months,  are  sufficient  reasons  for  the  disper^ion  of 
the  Huguenot  colony  at  Oxford 

A  touching  account  is  given  by  George  T.  Daniels,  Esq..  of  the  final 
departure  of  the  body  of  the  cclouisis  from  their  homes  at  Oxford: — 

"Tradition  says,  early  in  tlie_  morning  of  the  day  of  their  departure, 
each  family  bade  adieu  to  its  plantation  and  home,  and  then  assembled  at 
the  chnrcli  for  a  season  of  worship.  Next  they  repaired  to  the  buryinu' 
ground,  to  take  leave  of  the  graves  of  departed  friends.  Finally  rejuin- 
ing  in  a  procession,  they  went  away  over  the  rough  forest  road  to 
Boston." 

"  On  that  August  morning  in  ICOG  the  scene  of  leave  taking  at  ihi-^ 
sacred  spot  may  be  imagined.  As  we  look  westward  across  the  meadow-, 
the  lonely  liouses  appear  with  their  closed  doors  and  blank  wimb'"-. 
Near  at  hand  stands  the  rude  chapel,  wlicre  just  now  the  farewell  ^<'!i^-< 
and  prayers  have  been  otfcred  up.  In  the  middle  foreground  an-  '.h- 
graves  of  the  dead;  and,  here  and  there,  friends  bending  ti:irfiil!y  <>\.r 
them."— "  We  shall  have  to  look  far  in  Xew  England  hist(uy  to  lind  :in 
incident  more  full  of  dramatic  interest  and  genuine  pathos  than  ihi>. ' 

Pescribiug  the  conduct  of  Governor  Dudley  in  withholding  the  died  ot 
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the  lands  at  Oxford  nearly  twenty-eiglit  years,  Mr  Daniels  remarks  :  "  It 
will  be  renieinborcd  the  deed  was  drawn  Jlay  24,  1(5SS,  probably  on  the 
completion  of  the  contract  to  settle  the  thirty  families.  Two  days  after 
the  date  of  the  receipt  for  building-  the  mill,  we  find  two  of  tl,.  i^rantors 
acknowledging  the  deed  before  a  magistrate;  but  still  it  was  not 
delivered  Years  passed.  The  first  colony  flourished  awhile  and  became 
extinct;  the  second  was  begun  and  continued  five  years,  was  abandoned 
and  lay  waste  for  nine  years."  *  Then,  in  1712,  Governor  Dudley  and  the 
heirs  of  William  Stoughton,  the  surviving  copartners  of  the  Land  Com- 
pany, accomplished  their  purpose  in  taking  possession  of  all  the  lands, 
with  improvements,  except  the  portion  on  which  Eernon  had  kept  ten- 
ants for  securing  uninterrupted  possession.  They  issued  ''  A  Proclama- 
tion," declarjng  that :  "  Having  established  a  number  of  French  Refugees, 
who  have  since  deserted  the  place,  we  do  hereby  ofler  to  thirty  English 
Families  that  shall  settle  thereon,  all  the  lands  of  the  said  village,  except 
what  is  held  by  possession  ot  Mr.  Bernou."  "Then  the  thirty  English 
families  came  in.  took  the  places  of  the  thirty  original  French  families; 
and  Bcrnon  surrendered  to  them  all  his  rights  to  the  mills."! 

After  the  departure  of  the  French  families,  it  appears  that  Beruon 
struggled  to  preserve  the  possession  of  his  houses  and  laud  adjacent,  by 
keeping  two  tenants  thereon.  To  break  up  also  this  remaining  claim  by 
twenty  years'  possession.  Governor  Dudley  wrote  a  letter  to  Bernon, 
dated  INIay  20,  1707,  tlireatening  to  "  turn  out  of  the  place  your  two  ten- 
ants, if  you  do  not  remove  them  yourself" ; —with  the  obvious  intent  of 
breaking  up  his  continuous  possession,  that  the  plantation  might  revert 
to  the  grantors,  under  the  clause  of  abandonment. 

After  narrating  the  hard-handed  dealing  of  Dudley,  Mr.  Daniels  sa3-s : 
"  We  cannot  avoid  the  conclusion,  that  in  business  matters  Bernou  had 
more  than  his  equal  in  Governor  Dudley."  J 

*  rage  n2.  t  I'robably  to  secure  flic  acknowleilginent  of  Dudley. 

J  I'age  113,  "  Huguenots  ia  the  >'ipiuuck  Country."  The  unscrupulous  conduct  of  Gov- 
ernor Dudley,  as  a  predominant  Puritan  leader  and  a  crafty  lawyer,  is  adverted  to  by  the 
Iiinorian,  Bancroft,  (vol.  iii,  pp.  09-lOfi),  .is  remarkable  for  "profound  sclli<hness."  He 
was  denominated  "a  u-olf,"  and  liancroft  calls  liim  "  Massachusetts'  own  apostate  sou." 
Cotton  Matlier,  who  at  first  admired  him  for  liis  efficiency  in  sustaining  the  ecclesiiistical 
power,  and  who  promoted  liis  appointment  to  the  office  of  Governor,  after  finding  liiiii 
to  lie  too  scllisli,  sets  liim  down  in  his  private  diary  as  ".\  wretch."— (Massaeliusetts 
lli-torical  Collections.)  He  addressed  a  letter  to  liim  January  L'Otli,  1707,  chaighig  liini 
with  "an  unliallowed  liunger  for  riches";  with  "setting  up  a  reign  of  bribery,  which  I 
know  you  have  been  guilty  of."  "The  horrible  trade  carried  on  at  the  castle  readies  to 
17 
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lie  continues:  "At  last,  after  Beruon's  hopes  and  expectations  had 
been  again  and  a.^ain  disappointed,  and  lie  had  grown  old,  and  from  lack 
of  nieans  unahle  to  assist  tlic  settlement  fiirtJier,  on  Fel:).  5th,  171G,  nearly 
twenty-eight  years  after  the  deed  was  written,  it  was  acknowledged  hy 
Dudley,  and  passed  over  to  him."  This  was  done  only  after  Dudley  had 
been  deposed  by  tlie  king  and  deprived  of  all  fnrther  al)ility  to  exercise 
the  authority  of  a  Governor  to  shield  his  duplicity'  as  a  man. 

After  describing  his  conduct  in  tlie  "  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  the 
Nipnuick  Country,"  Mr.  Daniels  remarks  :  "  We  can  hardly  withhold  our 
sympathy  from  Bernon";  "Oxford,  as  a  town,  uever  questioned  the 
rights   of  Bernon." 

After  yielding  up  tlic  legally  executed  deed  to  Bernon,  Dudley  next 
endeavored  to  regain  the  grant  at  a  nominal  price,  by  deterring  pur- 
chasers from  buying  it.  So  ellectually  did  his  agents  at  Oxford  exert 
themselves,  that  Bernon,  in  despair,  appealed  to  the  symiiathies  of 
Dudley's  son,  in  a  letter  dated  October  2Clh,  1720,  as  follows  :  "  Sir, 
I  entreat  you  to  assist  rnc  in  my  petition  to  His  Excellency  Governor 
Shutc  and  the  General  Court,  to  sustain  my  title  to  the  Oxford  lands.  I 
can  make  it  appear  by  Major  Buor,  that  when  he  would  have  bought  my 
plantation,  they  told  him  not  to  do  it;  that  my  title  was  nothing  worth." 
"I  see  myself  about  ruined  by  such  hostility ;  I  entreat  you,  sir,  to  aid 
me  in  obtaining  the  assistance  of  the  Governor,  your  father,  tliat  I  may 
sell  the  lands."  He  also  made  efforts  to  counteract  adverse  inlluences  by 
obtaining  testimonials  in  Boston  from  his  "fellow  Huguenots,  cerlifyin'.' 
the  facts  of  his  paying  valuable  considerations  for  the  estate,  and  of  hi>< 
title  by  possession."  Among  the  twenty  or  more  signers  appear  liie 
names  of  J.  Bou-doin,  Si'journcy,  DailU,  and  Fanenil,  wlto  marri'  ,1 
Bernon's  sister.  At  last,  on  the  IGth  of  jMarch,  1725,  a  sale  of  wliai  wm^ 
left  of  the  original  grant  was  made  to  Thomas  Mayo,  Samuel  Davi.>  r.if.l 
William  Weld  for  twelve  hundred  pounds,  and  thus  the  Huguenot  Cvdony 
at  Oxford  ended. 

That  religious  freedom,  the  boon  sought  for  by  the  Iluguem-ts,  did  n-t 
exist  in  Boston,  where  Bernon  resided  while  establishing  the  thirty  i:i:>!.- 
lies  of  refugees  at  Oxford,  he  appears  by  his  diary  to  have  early  ri.din-... 

the  ears  of  tlic  Lord  of  Sabaotli,"  (pp.  130,  etc.),  adding  :    "The  Attorn.  y'.«  i-"*l  >'•"' 
son,  lias  done  infanions  tilings  iu  this  way."    Dr.  Increase  Matlur  c).:'r-i  -   ..i.i'u.i 
gross  duplicity,  aiul  tells  liim:    "Some  ycM*  have  pioniotcd  will  ::iy  jou  :ir'-  1  n- .  iJ.»<j. 
man  in  the  (ro)7(/."— (Mass.  Hist.  Coll.,  I.  Scries,  vol.  iii,  pp.  V:~'^.) 
These  arc  samples  of  a  few  of  the  charges  made  agaiust  Dudley  by  hi-  cou  nii-.r.irie*. 
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The  same  intolerance  that  had  shipped  bacli  to  England  the  two  brothers, 
Browne,  and  pcrsccnled  non-conformists,  was  still  exercised  ajrainst 
dissenters.  On  refusing  to  pay  a  tax  for  tlie  support  of  a  church  which 
he  did  not  attend,  and  whose  services  his  people  did  not  understand,  it 
appears  by  his  diary  :  "  They  seized,  (among  other  property),  my  wife's 
riding  hood  and  my  leather  breeches"  to  support  I'uritanism.  In  this 
way  he  took  occasion  to  make  an  early  protest  against  taxation  for 
religious  sects,  and  against  the  union  of  Church  and  State.  This  protest 
has  been  in  after  times  sustained  by  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  the 
first  amendment  of  tlie  national  Constitution,  and  afterward  by  the  people 
of  Massachusetts,  in  1834,  by  the  adoption  of  a  Bill  of  Eights  by  a  popu- 
lar vote,  in  tlie  year  1832. 

This  independent  course  marked  him  for  a  dissenter  at  once,  and 
incurred  the  hostility  of  both  the  ecclesiastical  and  civil  rulers,  causing 
not  only  a  forfeiture  of  sympathy  for  his  sufferings  as  an  exile  for  his 
faith,  but  also  of  liis  claim  to  civil  rights  in  his  adopted  country.  This 
determined  his  removal  to  Newport,  Itliode  Island.  This  second  exile 
riveted  tiie  hostility  to  him,  and  to  the  Huguenot  colony  at  Oxford. 
At  one  time,  so  inveterate  were  the  feelings  of  the  Puritans  toward 
the  Khode  Island  Colonists,  that  all  commercial  intercourse  was  pro- 
hibited with  them.  One  of  the  earliest  acts  of  the  Ehode  Island  Colonists 
was  a  treaty  with  the  Dutch  at  Manhattan  for  a  supply  of  necessaries. 
To  get  rid  of  the  thirty  families  of  non-conforming  Huguenots,  Dudley 
and  his  associates  issued  the  proclamation  for  >'  Thirty  English  Families 
to  take  the  places  of  the  thirty  French  families.''  At  that  time  Indians 
and  Bhode  Islanders  stood  on  a  par  in  the  estimation  of  the  Puritans 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  neither  having  any  right  which  was  respected 
by  them. 

After  the  arrival  of  the  aged  Huguenot  in  Ehode  Island,  ]Mr.  Arnold 
states:  "To  the  i)ersevering  piety  and  untiring  zeal  of  Gabriel  Ber- 
nou,  the-  first  three  Episcopal  churches  in  Rhode  Island  owed  their 
origin,"*  viz.  :  Trinity  Church  in  Newport,  the  Narragansett  Church,  and 
St.  John's  Cliurch  in  Providence. 

^Yhile  history  shows  that  the  progress  of  civilization  is  evidenced  by  a 
corresponding  progress  in  the  arts  of  peace  and  war,  from  the  age  of 
stone  to  that  of  bronze,  of  iron,  stcd,  gunpowder  and  steam,  history 
does  not  show  that  christian  virtues  and  beneficence  have  correspondingly

kept  pace  with  moileni  civilization.  Iii,the  liingurigo  of  llogei-  \Yilliams  : 
"A  depraved  appetite  for  acquisitions  of  great  tracts  of  land  in  this 
wilderness  is  one  of  the  gods  of  New  England,  which  the  Most  High  will 
punish."  The  punishment  is  speedily  brought  about  by  the  reaction  of 
the  animal  instinct  for  self-preservation,  which  exacts  prompt  vengeance 
for  wrongs,  and  renders  the  ways  of  transgressors  proverbially  "hard." 
The  millions  of  losses  by  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  as  stated  by  President 
Lincoln,  were  tlic  equivalent  of  the  unrefiuitcd  toil  of  slaves;  and  "every 
dro])  of  blood  drawn  by  the  lashjis  compensated  foji;ij.y-.'pne  drawn  by  the 
sword."  The  robbery  and  nnirder  of  the  Indians  by  the  Plymouth 
settlers  cost  them  the  lives  of  half  their  number  by  starvation,  Avhich 
might  have  been  saved  by  IViemlly  intercourse  in  obtaining  a  supply  from 
the  Indians;  anil  the  wrongs  done  by  the  Four  Unitetl  Colonies  of  New 
England  to  the  natives,  cost  them  the  lives  of  more  than  fourteen  hundred 
of  the  settlers  and  millions  of  dollars  in  losses  of  property,  besides  the 
fear.s  and  anguish  of  anticipated  vengeance  from  lurking  foes.  It  was 
the  wrong  committed  by  the  Puritan  leado's,  in  robbing  Pessicus  of  his 
Narragansett  lands,  "pistol  in  hantl,"  as  described  by  Arnold,  and  by 
transferring  them  to  the  Atherton  Company,  that  ruined  tlie  forty-five 
families  of  the  Huguenot  Colony  in  IJhode  Island;  and  the  similar 
transaction  iu  robbing  the  Nipmuck  Indians  and  granting  their  lands  to 
political  leaders,  enabled  them  to  inveigle  thirty  families  of  Trench 
refugees  in  London  to  come  to  Oxford  to  fnliill  the  conditions  for  holding 
possession  of  the  Indian  lands,  with  a  like  disastrous  result. 

The  bold  enterprise  and  vigorous  action  of  our  Puritan  ancestors  would 
have  proved  more  successful,  with  less  of  trouble  and  suffering,  had  they 
adopted  for  their  guidance  the  Chri?.lian  instead  of  the  Jewish  code. 

History  has  not  been  silent  as  to  their  merits,  iu  making  the  wilderness 
to  blossom  as  the  rose.  We  now  note  their  frailties,  and  the  barbarous 
cruelties  of  the  religious  persecution  they  practiced,  only  as  far  as 
necessary  to  take  warning  from  their  example. 

As  said  by  Nathaniel  Hawthorne: — "While  thanking  God  for  having 
given  us  such  ancestors,  e.ich  successive  generation  may  thank  Ilim  nut 
less  fervently  for  being  one  step  farther  from  them  in  the  march  of  ago>." 
In  accordance  with  tliis  historical  estimate,  Mr.  Charles  Sumner  advi-i-'d, 
in  an  Address  to  the  City  Authorities  of  Boston :  "Cease  to  vaunt  .'f 
Avliat  you  have  done,  and  of  what  has  been  done  for  you;  and  Karn  to 
walk  humljly,  and  think  meekly  of  yourselves." 
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STATK   OK   CIVILIZATION,  CUSTOMS  AND   MODKS   OF    LIVING    OF   TIIF,  INDIANS 
IN    NEW    KNGLANU. 

The  earliest  accounts  of  the  natives  of  North  America  show  tliat  they 
were  an  agriciiUural  people,  and  lived  in  villages  in  a  rude  stale  of  civili- 
zation. The  first  exploring-  party  of  the  Plymouth  settlers  found  their 
houses  furnished  with  supplies  of  corn,  beans,  tobacco,  and  other  pro- 
ducts of  agriculture,  and  witli  rude  materials  for  manufacture.  As  previ- 
ously noticed,  the  Plymouth  settlers  first  robbed  the  Indians  of  corn,  and 
then  were  furnished  by  tliem  Avith  seed  corn  and  instructed  how  to  culti- 
vate it.  The  settlers  of  Hartford,  in  Connecticut,  obtained  a  supply  of 
corn  when  destitute  during  the  first  year  after  their  arrival,  by  sending  a 
sloop  around  to  Xarragau.sett  Bay  to  purchase  a  cargo  from  Canonicus. 
These  facts  indicate  that  the  natives  of  New  England  relied  on  agriculture 
as  well  as  on  hunting  and  fishing  for  their  support. 

The  atlenijits  to  produce  wheat  on  the  sea-board  of  New  England  have 
not  proved  successful  on  account  of  the  open  winters  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  warm  water  of  the  Gulf  Stream.  Consequently  Indian  corn  still  con- 
stitutes the  principal  cereal  cultivated  in  New  England. 

AGIUCULTUUE    OF   THE   INDIANS, 

The  system  of  agriculture  pursued  by  the  Indians  is  described  by  Roger 
Williams  as  being  "  a  social  and  loving  way  of  breaking  up  the  hind  for 
planting  corn.  All  the  men,  -women  -and  children  of  a  neighborhood  join 
to  lielp  speedily  with  their  hoes,  made  of  shells  with  wooden  handles. 
After  the  land  is  broken  up,  then  the  women  plant  and  hoc  the  corn, 
beans,  and  vine  apples  called  squas-h,  which  are  sweet  and  wholesome; 
being  a  fruit  like  a  young  pumpkin,  and  serving  also  for  bread  when  corn 
is  exhausted."  This  account  shows  that  our  familiar  "  squash  "  is  by 
nature  and  name  a  native  of  Khode  Island.  Williams  says  :  "  For  winter 
stores  the  Indians  gather  chestnuts,  hazelnuts,  walnuts,  and  acorns;  the 
latter  requiring  much  soaking  and  boiling.  Tlie  walnuts  they  use  both 
for  food  and  for  obtaining  an  oil  for  their  hair.  Strawberries  and  Mhortle- 
berries  were  palatable  food  freshly  gathered;  and  were  dried  to  make 
savory  corn  bread."  Wood  states  in  his  "New  England  Prospects": 
"The  Indians  excel  our  farmers  in  keeping  the  ground  clear  with  their 
clam-shell  hoes,  and  hoes  made  of  the  shoulder-blades  of  the  moose,  as  if 
it  were  a  garden  rather  than  a  cornfield.     They  do  not  sulfer  a  choking 
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weed  to  advance  its  audacious  licad  above  tlieir  infant  corn."  Williams 
says:  "The  agricultural  labors  were  mostly  imposed  upon  the  women ; 
as  was  also  the  toil  of  carrying  the  burthens  of  game  and  lish,  taken  by 
their  husbands.  In  the  annual  removals  of  their  wigwams  from  the  win- 
ter residences  in  sheltered  valleys  and  dense  cedar  swamps,  to  the  vicinity 
of  their  cultivated  fields,  the  wives  carry  the  burthens  of  tlie  mats  and 
furniture."  Williams  says:  '-They  are  the  caterers  for  their  husbamls, 
lugging  liome  deer  and  other  game  for  belly  timber;  for  a  husband  will 
leave  a  deer  to  be  eaten  by  wolves  rather  than  impose  the  load  on  his  own 
shoulders."  He  adds  :  "  The  mothers,  in  addition  to  otlier  burthens,  carry 
about  their  infant  pajipooses,  -wrapped  in  a  beaver's  sldn  and  tied  to  a 
board  two  feet  long,  and  one  foot  broad,  with  its  feet  heeled  up  to  its 
back.  The  face  is  left  exposed  to  tlie  cold  winds.  Tlio  motln-r  carrii-s 
about  with  her  the  piiupoose  when  only  three  or  four  days  old;  even  wlicn 
she  goes  to  the  clam  beds  and  paddles  in  the  cold  water  for  the  clams." 
Truly  the  lot  of  woman  was  hard  iu  uncivilized  life. 

In  a  Canadian  Indian  village,  whicli  I  visited  in  1820,  I  saw  several  piip- 
pooses  bound  to  boards  set  on  end  and  leaned  against  the  side  of  a  catiiu, 
while  the  mothers  made  a  call  within.  While  J  was  curiously  regarding 
them,  a  dog  came  along,  and,  from  a  curiosity  like  my  own  to  ascertain 
what  they  were,  ran  up  to  smell  of  their  unprotected  faces.  Having  no 
use  of  hands  or  feet  for  self  defence,  all  tlie  pappooses  could  do  wa>  to 
wink  and  yell  when  the  dog's  nose  approached  their  faces.  The  owners 
speedily  came  out  to  the  rescue.  During  twelve  or  fifteen  months  after 
birth  the  pappooses  are  kept  most  of  the  time  (like  the  Italian  bablo) 
bandaged  by  swaddling  clothes. 

IXDIAX   HOUSES. 

The  Indian  houses  discovered  by  the  Plymouth  settlers  arc  describi-d  in 
Monrt's  Journal:  "  They  are  made  round,  like  an  arbor,  with  louir  yncuu 
saplings  stuck  iu  the  ground  and  bended  over,  covered  down  to  'lie 
ground  with  thick  and  well  wrought  mats.  The  door,  aliout  a  y.inl  l.:-li. 
is  made  of  a  suspended  mat.  An  aperture  at  the  top  served  f<>r  a  cliiuni'  y. 
which  is  provided  also  with  a  covering  of  a  mat  to  rrtaiii  ilif  \>arnii)i. 
In  the  middle  of  the  room  are  four  little  crotchets  set  in  tin-  -i-xii.d,  sup- 
porting cross-sticks,  on  wliich  are  hungwhat  tlieyhave  to  r":i-!.  Around 
the  fire  are  laid  tlie  mats  tliat  serve  for  beds.  The  frame  uf  polis  is 
double-matted;  those  witliin  being  fairer  " 
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Williams  says:  "The  frames  of  their  lioiises,  constructed  of  poles,  are 
set  in  the  ground  by  the  men.  Then  the  women  cover  them  Avitli  coarse 
mats,  and  line  the  inside  with  embroidered  mats,  like  a  fair  show  of  hang- 
ings Avith  lis.  The  mat  hung  before  the  opening  of  the  door  is  lifted  aside 
on  entering," — like  the  ancient  doors  of  classic  Greece  and  Eome. 

To  protect  these  frail  liouses  from  the  cold  blasts  of  winter,  they  are 
removed  to  sheltered  valleys  or  to  dense  cedar  swamps ;  wherein  they 
also  made  their  forts,  secured  by  wet  ditches.  It  was  to  one  of  these 
cedar  swamps  that  the  Narragansett  Indians  retreated,  and  were  therein 
surrounded  and  exterminated  by  the  four  confederated  New  England  colo- 
nies; who  excluded  the  l>hode  Island  people  from  their  confederacy,  and 
purposely  left  them  exposed  to  extermination  by  the  exasperated  Indians. 

Williams  says:  "The  Indian  houses  are  removed  in  a  few  hours  in  the 
summer  to  the  vicinity  of  the  cultivated  fields ;  so  that  on  returning  at 
night  to  lodge  at  one  of  them,  it  was  gone,  and  I  was  necessitated  to  sleep 
under  an  adjacent  tree."  "Their  houses  are  kept  \varm  by  fues  during 
the  night  as  well  as  the  day,  for  avoiding  the  necessity  of  warm  clothing. 
Instead  of  shelves  and  closets  they  have  baskets  to  contain  their  house- 
hold stuff;  and  their  stores  of  corn  arc  contained  in  great  hempen  bags, 
capable  of  holding  five  or  six  bushels.  They  paint  their  valuable  deer 
and  moose  skins  ornamentally  with  figures  in  various  colors.  The  Indian 
women  are  ingenious  and  skillful  in  braiding  mats  of  flags  and  corn 
husks." 

I  remember  several  old  Indian  women  who  went  around  to  rc-seat  flag- 
bottomed  chairs  with  neatness  and  dexterity,  and  to  sell  ornamented  bas- 
kets and  mats. 

INDIAN   CLOTHING. 

In  Summer  and  Winter,  and  in  their  warmed  houses,  the  Indians,  as  de- 
scribed by  Williams,  "  wear  aprons  after  the  pattern  of  their  and  our  first 
parents;,  they  have  also  fur  skins  on  their  backs,  capable  of  being  readily 
wrapped  about  thera.  A  coat  or  mantle,  interwoven  curiously  with  bright 
colored  feathers,  is  to  them  what  a  velvet  mantle  is  to  us." 

The  female  children,  from  their  birth,  as  said  by  Williams,  "  tliey  iu  a 
modest  blush  cover  with  a  little  apron  of  a  hand  breadth."  * 

»  ruder  tlio  more  fervent  lieat  of  the  torrid  zone,  the  Mexican  Indi.ins  .similarly  disiicnse 
with  suijcrfluous  clothing,  according  to  tlic  narrative  of  a  traveller,  who  describes  a  niod- 
f-rn  Aztec  belle  "reposing  in  a  hammock,  with  no  other  attire  than  an  elegant  diamond 
rinjr." 
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Williams  says  "  the  youn|?  Indian  virgins  wear  tlieir  hair  falling  down 
bashfully  over  their  foreheads  and  eyes,"  similar  to  the  present  fashion  of 
"banging"  the  hair.  Williams  testifies  to  "  the  always  modest  behavior 
of  the  Indian  girls  and  women  in  all  circnmslances  of  life." 

Winslow  writes:  "On  visiting  the  neighbouring  Indians  near  Plymouth, 
the  Avomen  were  induced  to  sell  us  their  coats  from  their  backs,  and  then. 
with  much  shame-facedness,  tied  leafy  boughs  about  them.  Indeed,  Ihey 
are  more  modest  than  some  of  our  English  women  are."  "  To  preserve 
their  fur  skins  from  injury  by  wet  in  rains,  they  economically  prefer  to  Avet 
their  own  naked  skins." 

INDIAN    M.VP.UIAGKS,  AND    FAMILY  RELVTIONSIlirS. 

Williams  describes  the  social  relationships  of  the  natives  as  follows : 
"The  Indians  generally  have  only  one  wife;  although  there  is  an  induce- 
ment to  have  more,  for  the  prollt  of  their  labor.  The  loss  of  the  labor  of 
daughters  to  parents  is  compensated  for  by  customary  presents  from  hus- 
bands, as  was  done  in  Israel." 

Arnold  states:  "Daring  all  the  Indian  wars  the  Englishwomen,  when 
captured,  were  uniforndy  treated  with  respect,  and  in  not  a  single  instance 
was  violence  oft'ered  to  their  persons.  Inviolable  protection  was  given 
with  chivalrous  honor." 

The  constant  labor  and  anxiety  to  procure  the  means  of  daily  subsist- 
ence so  continually  occupied  the  time  and  strength  of  the  men  and  women. 
that  little  leisure  was  left  for  the  idle  dissipation  and  immoralities  that 
characterize  civilized  society  in  modern  times. 

l>OMESTIC   LIl'K  AMONG   THE   NATIVES   OF   THK   INTEIUOII. 

The  abundance  of  food  from  the  shores  and  fisheries  of  Narragansett 
Bay  aflbrded  resources  to  the  natives  not  available  to  the  interior  tribes, 
whose  principal  supply  of  food  was  derived  from  hunting.  An  early  ex- 
plorer of  the  colder  regions  of  the  Northwest,  occupied  by  the  tribes 
mainly  dependent  on  the  chase  for  subsistence,  gives  a  graphic  account 
of  the  toilsome  and  anxious  life  of  the  fathers  and  mothers  having  families 
of  children  to  provide  for.  The  father  is  described  as  ever  anxious,  during 
the  long  northern  winters,  to  obtain  deer  and  other  wild  game.  "  He  goes 
out  at  the  first  gleam  of  morning  light  to  traverse  the  snowy  forests  in  imr- 
suit  of  game,  and  continues  roaming  until  late  in  the  evening;  often  return- 
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I  ing  unsuccessful  to  his  disappointed  and  faithful  wife.     She  kindly  cheers 

\  him  when  tlius  fatigued  and  cold,  draws  oil'  his  moccasins, — perhaps  wet  and 

I  stifleucd  with  frost, — and  then  rubs  his  feet  to  restore  circulation.    She  puts 

I  awaj'  his  bow  aud  arrows,  and  quietly  takes  a  scat  by  his  side  in  front  of 

I  the  fire.     Having  no  means  of  satisfying  his  hunger  and  that  of  the  family 

I  of  children,  by  cooking  the  expected  game,  to  soothe  him  she  hands  him 

some  water  to  drink  and  his  pipe  to  smoke.     Then  his  children  gather 

around  him  lovingly,  and  a  little  one  climbs  on  his  knee  to  liear  about  his 

hunting  wild  animals.     He  tells  them  he  has  wallced  all  day  long  through 

the  woods,  but  the  Great  Spirit  has  sent  no  deer  in  his  way.     To-morrow 

he  might  get  plenty  for  them  all.     Tlien  they  retire  cheerless,  and  creep 

beneath  their  coverings  of  skins  and  furs.     The  careful  wife  remains  to 

dry  the  moccasins  and  leggings  before  the  fire,  and  desolately  listens  to 

the  plaintive  tones  of  the  voice  of  her  husband  while  attempting  to  sing 

himself  to  sleep  at  midnight,  aud  to  oI)tain  rest  and  strength  for  renewed 

toils  at  the  dawn  of  day." 

The  Indians  of  the  far  West  had  advantage  of  abundance  of  bufl'alo  in 
their  annual  summer  migrations.  In  the  cold  nortlierly  regions  the 
Mohawks  obtained  scanty  supplies  of  corn  from  agriculture,  and  uncertain 
supplies  of  game,  and  consequently,  often  suflcred  from  destitution,  as 
described  by  Roger  Williams  :  '•  Up  in  the  West,  two,  tliree  and  four  hun- 
dred miles  from  us,  the  ^Moliawks  mix  the  bark  of  trees  with  animal  fat  to 
satisfy  the  cravings  of  huugcr,  and  at  times  arc  necessitated  to  become 
cannibals.  For  this  reason  they  are  called  '  man-eaters,' from  the  Indian 
name  Moho,  I  eate." 

A  kind  of  tuber,  growing  in  the  ground  like  potatoes  at  the  extremities 
of  roots  of  a  shrub,  and  denoted  "  ground  nuts,"  varying  in  size  from  that 
of  a  gooseberry  to  a  heu's  egg,  aO'orded  a  palatable  food  when  boiled  or 
roasted. 

HOSPITALITY   or    THE   INDIANS. 

i  Whatever  food  they  obtained  was  freely  shared   with  less   fortunate 

I  neiglibors;  aud  whoever  came  in  during  their  meals  was  invited  to  par- 

I  ticipate,  even  when  there  was  not  enough  for  themselves.     Williams  says  : 

I  "  When  I  have  arrived  in  the  night  the  men  and  their  wives  have  risen  to 

I  prepare   refreshments    for   me."     When   banished   by  the   Massachusetts 

I  Puritaus  into  the  wilderness  in  mid-winter,  he  was  hospitably  received 

I  under  the  roof  of  Massasoit  in  Warren,  until  tlie  returu  of  Spring.    Then

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the  kind  old  chief  gave  him  land  for  a  plantation  in  Seekonk,  near  the 
cove  of  Ten  I\Iile  lUver.  There  he  planted  corn  in  May,  but  was  warned 
again  to  leave  tlie  jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts.  He  then  went  aronnd 
to  another  place  at  the  moutli  of  Moshassuck  river,  whicli  was  freely  pre- 
sented to  him  by  tlie  Narragansett  chief  Canonicus.  There  he  founded 
the  colony  of  Providence  riantatious,  where  wc  now  arc. 

The  debt  of  gratitude  due  to  the  good  old  chief  Massasoit  as  a  benefac- 
tor to  the  founder  of  our  State  has  recently  been  recognized  by  the  people 
of  Warren,  who  are  engaged  in  erecting  a  monument  to  him.* 

When  justly  and  kindly  treated  it  appears  that  the  Indians  on  tlie 
shores  of  Narragansett  Bay  have  been  friendly  and  gentle  toward  the 
European  settlers.  Williams  says  :  "I  have  been  gratefully  requited  for 
Iciudnesscs  rendered  to  Indians,  many  years  after  I  had  forgotten  them. 
They  lovingly  greet  tlie  English  in  the  woods  on  meeting  them,  and  also 
each  other,  by  the  word  '  Xetop,'— friend."  "They  enjoy  stopping  to 
chat  with  one  another  in  their  forest  paths,  and  will  strike  a  fire  with 
stones  or  sticks  and  take  a  smoke  together."  This  description  of  their 
friendly  meetings  affords  a  contrast  to  their  unfriendly  meetings  with  the 
maritime  adventurers  from  Europe,  "  who  visited  every  convenient  port 
of  the  present  United  States  to  capture  Indians  for  slaves,"- as  affirmed 
by  Mr.  Bancroft,  and  as  narrated  by  Morton  in  the  History  of  Plymouth: 
who  says  the  spot  where  the  settlers  first  met  the  Indians  was  called  by 
the  name  of  "  First  Encounter  "  with  the  Enemy. 

The  Indians  had  their  annual  festivals  after  harvest,  corrcspoiuliiii: 
with  Thanksgiving,  which  custom  may  have  been  the  example  copied  by 
the  New  England  settlers.  Williams  says:  "The  Indians  showed  tlieir 
grateful  feelings  by  shoutings  for  their  bountiful  god.  Cowtautowit,  aii'i 
made  general  distribution  of  presents,  corresponding  with  Cliri>tiiia'< 
presents  with  us."  They  had  their  social  gatherings.  The  great  Coum:  1 
House  of  the  Narragansetts  was  fifty  feet  in  diameter.  Tliey  deliglit.d  to 
assemble  in  general  meetings  in  temporary  structures  of  arbors,  one  <>i 
two  hundred  feet  long.  There  they  had  public  games  and  amnsiimn'.-.. 
In  their  public  councils  they  are  seated  in  a  circle,  commonly  ur.niiM 
fire,  hence  denoted  "the  council  fire."  They  formed  sevoial  inf.<- 
listen  to  the  news,  and  hear  debates  on  business  atlairs.     It   ai>i"-"" 

*Iii  noticing  tliis  bonofiecnt  work,  the  editor  of  a  Cincinnati  joiirnul  mmii    ' 
the  pt-ojile  of  Utiodo  Island  arc  pitparing  a  monument  for  tlie  Indians  tlu-  j«  -iiK'  o 
rado  are  prciniring  Indians  for  a  monument." 
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woincu  attended  some  of  these  council  debates,  and  influenced  decisions. 
After  deciding  trials  of  \Yrong  doers,  their  punishments  were  inflicted  l)y 
the  hands  of  tlie  Saclienis  as  tlie  executive  rulers. 


The  Indians  believed  in  the  existence  of  a  Great  Spirit,  denominated 
I^r.vNrrou,  and  in  an  all-pervading  diffusion  of  a  portion  of  this  intelligence 
in  living  animals,  and  even  in  lifeless  material  objects,  somewhat  corres- 
ponding with  Greek  and  Roman  mythology.  Williams  satirically  remarks  : 
"  Like  the  Papists  they  have  their  He  and  She  Saints,  as  Saint  Patrick, 
Saint  Dennis.  They  have  their  Fire  God,  who  leaps  in  a  spark  out  of  a 
stone,  to  warm  a  poor  Indian,  to  cook  his  food,  and  burn  him  when  he 
oftends."  "  They  have  a  good  custom  not  to  disturb  any  one  in  their  relig- 
ious worship."  What  a  blessing  it  might  have  been  had  the  first  settlers 
of  New  England  adopted  this  Indian  custom? 

A  contentment  with  their  humble  lot  prevailed,  according  to  Williams's 
account  of  their  creeping  thankfully  at  night  into  a  coat  of  fur  skins, 
counting  it  a  felicity  to  be. sung  therein. 

IXDIAX   LANGUAGES. 

It  is  stated  the  Indian  languages  were  remarkably  copious,  regular  in 
inflections,  and  diversified  by  combining  words  together.  Tour  dialects 
existed  hi  North  America, —  the  Esquimaux  and  Delaware,  spoken  on  the 
sea-coast,  the  Ii-oquois  in  the  interior.  The  Delaware  language  was 
spoken  throughout  several  hundreds  of  miles  north  and  south  of  Rhode 
Island. 

To  open  missionary  communications  with  the  natives,  Eliot  translated 
the  Bible  into  the  Indian  language  of  New  England,  with  unwearied  zeal; 
and  Kogcr  Williams  wrote  an  Indian  dictionary,  which  he  entitled  "A  Key 
to  the  Languages  of  ximerica,"  and  it  now  constitutes  one  of  the  most  in- 
structive works  relating  to  Indian  history. 

INDIAN   MANUFACTUinCS   AND    THADES. 

Tlie  Narragausett  Indians  are  described  by  Wood,  an  early  hi><torical 
writer,  as  being  "  the  most  uumoi'ous  as  well  as  the  most  industrious  and 
richest  of  the  Indian  tribes.  They  catch  beavers,  otters  and  musquashes 
for  furs  to  sell  to  the  English,  and  receive  commodities  which  they  sell  to 
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remote  Indians  for  double  profit.  They  seek  rather  to  grow  rich  by  iudus- 
try  than  to  become  famous  in  war.  Some  matce  bows  and  arrows,  wooden 
dishes,  and  earthen  vessels  and  pipes.  Some  on  the  Bay  shore  store  up 
shells  in  summer  for  making  wampum  money  in  winter.  They  dressed 
the  skins  of  animals  to  serve  as  leather  (commonly  produced  by  tanning) 
by  using  the  brains  of  animals  instead  of  oak  bark.  Their  snow  shoes 
were  copied  by  European  settlers  for  their  usefulness." 

«' Narragansett,"  says  Wood,  "is  the  manufactory  of  all  kinds  of  rude 
merchandize  for  the  Indians  of  those  parts,  especially  great  stone  pipes 
holding  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  tobacco.  With  the  steel  awl-l)lades  they 
obtain  from  the  Dutch  and  English  tliey  perforate  the  stems  with  such  ex- 
cellent art  in  imitating  English  pipes  of  green  stone,  that  it  is  hard  to  dis- 
tinguish the  dirtcrence.  Some  of  the  stone  pipes  carved  are  so  massy 
that  a  man  might  be  hurt  by  one  of  them  falling  upon  him ;  and  swung  by 
the  stem  might  be  sufficient  to  beat  out  the  brains  of  an  ass."  He  adds 
this  moral  reflection  :  "  IIow  many  men's  brains  are  smoked  out,  and  asses' 
brains  smoked  in  by  tobacco  pipes  in  England."  Another  old  writer  adds  : 
•'They  account  it  odious  for  boys  to  smoke,  while  our  young  men  often 
smoke,  not  being  so  well  trained." 

The  Calumet  of  Peace  is  described  by  Hennepin  as  "  a  large  tobacco 
pipe  of  red,  black  or  white  stone,  with  the  bowl  finely  polished,  and  a 
stem  or  reed  of  cane  two  feet  and  a  half  long,  adorned  with  bright  col- 
ored feathers,  interlaced  with  women's  hair."  "This  pipe  is  a  safe  con- 
duct among  all  the  allies  of  the  nation,  whicli  furnishes  the  calumet  as  a 
symbol  of  peace." 

The  arrow-heads,  hatchets,  and  other  stone  implements  found  in  Ohio, 
are  described  by  Mr.  Atwater  to  be  precisely  similar  to  those  found  in  all 
■  the  Atlantic  States.  Plates  of  copper,  copper  pipe  tube,  and  silver  arti- 
cles have  been  found  in  the  works  of  the  mound  builders  of  the  Missis- 
sippi valley.  These  relics  arc  supposed  to  have  been  procured  from  the 
copper  mines  of  Lake  Superior,  and  probably  some  of  the  pots  and  earthen 
vessels  were  obtained  from  the  spoils  of  the  Aztecs  in  Mexico  by  th<>e 
northern  invaders. 

The  material  of  flint  stone  for  arrow-heads,  I  believe,  is  foun.l  nnwln  ro 
in  New  England  except  on  the  northern  border  of  .Moosohead  J.ak<-  ju 
Maine.  There  the  precipitous  Mount  Kineo,  two  thousand  f<'i-t  a'-ov.-  the 
level  of  the  sea,  is  composed  of  a  vast  mass  of  pure  flint  stoiif. 

"Tomahawks"  were  originally  made  somewhat  resemliliuu'  tho  South 
Sea  Island  clubs,  terminating  in  a  heavy  knob;  and  flint  hatchets  were 
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I  originally  used  in  ^Yarf:lre  before  the  introduction  of  the  steel  implements 

f  bj-  Europeans. 


THE   IXDIAX   MODKS   OF   TnAVEI.LIXG,  AND  TRANSMITTING   INTELLIGENCE. 

•Tor  speedily  transmitting  important  intelligence  the  Indian  messen- 
gers run  swiftly ;  and  at  every  town  fresh  messengers  are  speeded  away 
to  reach  the  chief's  house.  When  within  a  mile  the  messenger  commences 
hallooing,  and  all  who  hear  begin  to  halloo;  whereby  a  great  concourse  is 
soon  gathered  to  hear  the  news;  for  all  men  have  an  itching  desire  for 
news."  Williams  continues  :  "  It  is  admirable  to  see  what  smooth  paths 
their  naked,  hardened  feet  have  worn  in  trails  leading  through  the  wilder- 
ness, even  among  stony  places.  Guides  and  porters  arc  found  for  hire  to 
conduct  to  remote  hunting-houses  for  lodging  in  the  vast  forests  at  night. 
I  have  often  been  lost  in  the  woods  and  guided  by  them.  The  Indians 
are  quick  of  foot,  being  from  boyhood  trained  to  practice  running.  To 
save  the  wear  of  shoes  they  often  carry  them  on  their  backs.  I  have 
known  Indian  messengers  to  run  four  score  to  an  hundred  miles  in  a 
summer  day,  and  return  in  two  days  afterwards." 

These  feats  of  pedcstrianisni  excel  modern  walking  matches,  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  Indian  trails  were  uneven  forest  pathways.  They 
demonstrate  that  men  can  walk  one  hundred  miles  per  day.  Williams 
states:  "  Notwithstanding  their  agility  the  natives  covet  the  possession 
of  horses  more  than  of  cattle  and  cows;  preferring,"  as  he  quaintly  says, 
"  the  comfort  of  ease  to  their  legs  to  that  of  the  belly  from  milk." 

"They  are  punctual  to  their  appointments,  and  have  sometimes 
charged  me  with  a  lie  for  failing  to  keep  time  punctually  with  appoint- 
ments." 

«'In  conversation  they  have  often  asked  me  why  came  the  Englishman 
here?  Is  it  because  you  want  wood  for  fire?  When  they  have  burnt  up 
the  wood  around  them,  they  are  faine  to  remove  to  a  fresh  place  to  get 
more." 

INDIAN    CANOES   AND   FISHERIES. 

In  traversing  the  rivers  as  well  as  forests  the  natives  were  active  and 
expert;  and  even  adventured  on  the  ocean  waves  in  fleets  of  canoes. 
Williams  affirms  :  "  They  had  naval  conflicts  of  thirty  or  forty  canoes  ou 
each  side.     I  have  divers  times  been  aided  by  them  in  crossing  rivers  and 
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Ijays.     They  harpoon   sturgeons   and   kill  bass   with  arrows  from  their 
canoes,  after  cooping  thcni  in  some  little  cove  or  river  by  nets." 

The  Narragansetts  made  canoes  of  large  chestnut,  white  wood,  and 
trunks  of  pine  trees,  hollowed  out  by  stone  adzes  and  chisels,  and  by 
burning  out  the  middle  part  and  scraping  the  charred  surface.  To  accom- ' 
plish  the  labor  ten  or  twelve  days  and  much  skill  are  requisite,  and  conse- 
quently a  large  "  dug  out"  canoe  was  prized  as  valuable  property.  The 
Canadian  and  eastern  Indians  had  recourse  to  the  thin  sheets  of  bark 
stripped  from  the  peculiar  kind  of  birch  which  abounds  in  those  regions, 
and  serves  to  form  sheets  that  were  sewed  together,  and  rendered  water 
tight  by  turpentine  or  pitch.  These  sheets  being  sewed  by  withs  and 
deer-sinews  to  ribs  of  bended  hoops  of  wood,  were  so  light  as  to  be  read- 
ily transported  from  the  sources  of  adjacent  rivers  across  ridges,  deucjled 
"carrying  places";  so  that  there  were  thus  established  regular  lines  of 
communication  by  water  for  transferring  furs  and  food,  (like  those  of 
modern  civilization,)  by  "  the  coureurs  des  hois." 

rather  lleimepin  explored  the  wild  regions  of  the"  West  by  journeys  of 
thousands  of  miles,  as  he  states,  "in  small  canoes  made  of  bark  of  birch 
trees,  carrying  nothing  witli  me  but  a  blanket  and  a  mat  of  rushes,  which 
served  as  bed  and  quilt." 

Williams  says  :  "  The  sea-board  Indians  made  their  dug  out  canoes  sulli- 
ciently  large  for  carrying  forty  men,  who  propelled  them  by  paddles,  and 
by  sails  made  of  mats  upheld  by  poles  for  masts.  In  them  they  crossed 
the  sea  to  Block  Island 

INDIAN  JiONKY,  on  ■sv.v:MruM-i'i;AGi':. 

The  currency  adopted  by  the  natives  of  New  England  to  represent  inter- 
changeable values,  denominated  wampum,  was  manufactured  from  >^a 
shells,  somewhat  after  the  Asiatic  models  of  perforated  discs  of  metal,  to 
be  strung  like  beads  for  readiness  of  handling  and  counting.  The  Naira- 
gausett  Indians  being  skillfid  in  making  arrow-heads,  pots,  hatchet-  ■•n..! 
other  articles  of  commerce,  and  having  intercourse  with  the  Dui'h  i""" 
distributing  European  connnodities  among  the  Indians  of  the  iiiurl.'r. 
appear  to  have  taken  the  lead  in  establishing  a  kind  of  currency  f.>r  <-.'•- 
mating  values  by  a  common  money  standard.  They  gathered  tli>'  -!:•■.■- 
summer  and  employed  their  leisure  time  in  winter  in  rounding  i.m  ]'■' ' ' '' 
of  shells  into  little  discs,  and  making  small  holes  through  t!ie  ml.l.Uo  of 
them  for  stringing  them  toecther.     The  conical  apex  of  the  p.'n«inkl.- 
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shell  served  to  facilitate  the  work  of  rouucliug  the  edges  fliul  iiiakiii;^  the 
hole  through  the  middle.  Tlie  circular  discs  thus  made  constituted  the 
irhite  wampum,  and  from  the  facility  of  manufacture  was  estimated  at  only 
half  of  the  value  of  the  dark  or  blue  wampum,  made  of  the  central  part 
of  the  quahog  shell.  When  the  Dutch  furnished  the  steel  awl-blades  to 
the  natives  for  perforating  the  holes  through  the  solid  shell,  the  dark  blue 
wampum  was  moi-e  easily  made  than  before.  The  white  wampum  was 
estimated  at  only  half  of  the  current  value  of  the  black  wamjium.  Both 
were  strung  on  deer's  sinews,  and  estimated  at  a  certain  number  per  foot 
or  fathom. 

Williams  says:  "Six  of  tlie  small  white  beads,  with  holes  to  string 
them  like  bracelets,  are  current  with  the  English  for  one  penny,  and  three 
of  the  black  ones,  inclining  to  blue,  make  an  English  penny."  "The 
white  they  call  Wampxim,  the  black  Sarkaltoc."  "  When  strung  or 
wrought  into  girdles  they  are  denoted  ]Vampnm-2'>eage.''' 

"Before  ever  the  Indians  had  awl-blades  from  Europe  tliey  made  shift 
to  bore  holes  in  their  shell  money  with  stone,  such  as  used  witli  wooden 
handles  to  fell  trees." 

In  the  early  history  of  Kew  England  frequent  mention  is  made  of  pur- 
chases of  land,  etc.,  for  a  certain  number  of  fathoms  of  wampum;  but  I 
have  been  unable  to  find  a  specification  of  any  standard  number  of  shells 
or  coins  contained  on  a  string  of  six  feet,  or  one  fathom.  To  obtain  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  number  I  had  recourse  to  measuring  the  thick- 
ness of  each  disc  in  the  most  perfect  specimens  now  obtainable. 

There  appears  to  be  a  diversity  of  dimensions  of  tlie  discs,  as  might  be 
expected  from  the  rude  process  originally  employed  to  grind  them  by 
hand  on  the  surfaces  of  stones.  In  tins  respect  they  are  much  less  uni- 
form than  coins  from  steel  dies.  Some  coarse  specimens  are  found  nearly 
half  an  inch  thick,  and  others  about  one-fourth  and  three-sixteenths  of  an 
inch;  and  the  diameters  about  live-sixteenths  of  an  inch.  To  obtain  the 
most  authentic  average  dimensions  of  these  little  primitive  coins  I  meas- 
ured a  fac-simile  engraving  of  "  the  William  Benu  AVampum  Bell,"  on 
which  there  appear  to  be  very  nearly  five  hundred  in  one  fathom;  so  that 
probably  a  standard  fathom  of  wampum  represented  half  a  thousand 
coined  shells. 

The  remarkable  resemblance  between  the  shell  wampum  beads  made  in 
Ilhode  Island  and  in  the  islands  of  the  Pacilic  ocean,  attracted  my  atteu- 
tiou.     Those  made  by  the  South  Sea  Islanders  are  very  perfect  and  even 
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ornamental  as  strings  of  beads  for  bracelets  and  necklaces.  Tliey  also 
are  made  of  black  and  wliite  colors ;  the  former  being  of  only  onc-fourtli 
the  thickness  of  the  latter,  and  of  the  uniform  diameter  of  one-fifth  of  an 
inch,  pierced  with  very  small  central  holes.  About  eighteen  hundred  of 
the  white  shell  discs  make  a  string  of  one  fathom,  and  nearly  four  thou- 
sand of  the  black.  The  beauty  of  this  line  shell  work,  with  interlaced 
black  and  white  beads  fancifully  arranged,  seems  to  indicate  their  use  for 
ornament  rather  than  money. 

The  black  and  white  shell  beads  were  interwoven  on  strings,  ornamen- 
tally, to  form  belts  an.d  bracelets,  which  were  worn  by  the  men  and  women, 
and,  like  diamonds,  represented  the  wealth  of  the  wearer.  Captain 
Church  gives  a  graphic  account  of  the  belts  and  circlets  of  wampum  which 
constituted  the  regalia  of  King  Philip,  delivered  up  i^y  Auawau,  after  his 
capture.  Captain  Church  states  that  the  belts  were  tastefully  wrought  in 
black  and  white  into  figures  of  birds  and  animals,  with  fanciful  border 
designs.  'Williains  describes  an  elaborate  wampum  belt  woven  of  the 
width  of  several  inches,  and  valued  at  more  than  ten  pounds. 

AYood  states  :  "  The  wealtliy  natives  preserve  their  wampum  with  anxic-ty 
and  care  as  their  Mealtli.  The  wealthy  natives  having  no  strong  cheats 
for  securing  this  kind  of  wealth  or  money,  carefully  wore  their  wam- 
pum constantly  in  the  day  time.  At  night  they  keep  it  under  their  beads 
while  they  slee])."  Thus  the  care  of  riches  were  even  more  burthensome 
to  the  Indians  than  to  modern  capitalists,  who  have  their  iron  chests  and 
vaults. 

These  traits  of  Indian  character  for  economy  and  thrift  are  evidences  ol 
their  capability  of  taking  care  of  themselves,  were  they  allowed  a  fair 
chance  under  the  protection  of  courts  of  justice  and  a  police,  like  that 
established  in  the  British  dominion  in  Canada,  as  described  in  Govcnior 
Laird's  speech  to  the  Indians  at  Fort  ]McLeod  in  1877,  in  the  f.)llo\\niu 
words : — 

"If  j-ou  sign  the  treaty  for  the  sale  of  your  lands,  every  man,  wy.u.ui 
and  child  will  get  twelve  dollars  each,  paid  to  the  head  of  the  fnnily;  "id 
ever  afterwards  each  Indian  will  get  five  dollars.  Chiefs  will  .::i :  •"'  *  '■ 
clotlies,  a  silver  medal  and  flag;  and  every  third  year  an>>ti'^T  s'.s. 
clothes.  To  every  five  persons  one  square  mile  will  be  allott- d  a-<  a  n- 
serve,  from  which  all  trespassers  will  be  excluded.  Koads  will  b«-  UKid.-, 
cattle  given,  and  potatoes  for  planting;  and  as  soon  as  you  mi:'!-^''  :»  >^<^^^- 
meut  teachers  will  be  sent  to  instruct  your  children."'     "  Vou  all  know 
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you  can  rel3'on  tlio  Qneon's  promises  being  fiiHUIed,  for  no  promise  to  jou 
has  ever  been  broken."  * 

"Tlie  Indian  cliiefs  replied :  'Your  treatment  of  ns  has  always  been 
good.  If  you  had  not  sent  the  Police  to  our  country,  bad  men  would  have 
killed  us  with  whiskey,  and  what  should  we  all  have  been  this  day?'" 

A  siuiihir  equitable  systeni  has  been  niagnaniniousjy  adopted  by  British 
rulers  in  Australia. 

By  paying  each  individual  for  improvements  made,  and  an  cfpiitable  com- 
pensation for  loss  of  hunting  grounds,  if  the  reckless  and  dissolute  fail  to 
retain  their  proi)crty,  the  fault  will  be  their  own,  and  not  imputable  to  the 
rapacity  of  the  political  financiers  of  a  great  Kepublic,  who  place  the 
natives  under  guardianship,  and  entail  their  property  for  the  future  profit 
of  the  Ixepublic  by  removing  them  from  one  reservatioit  to  another  less 
valuable,  until  they  are  exterminated  by  trespassers.  While  the  sons  of 
rich  white  men  are  ])urposely  left  free  to  squander  their  inheritance  under 
special  laws  against  entailments,  tending  to  perpetuate  a  money  aristoc- 
racy under  a  democratic  form  of  government,  the  sons  of  the  ]!ed  men 
are  strictly  restrained  from  selling  their  lands,  and  discouraged  from  hopes 

*Tliis  system  of  justice  and  good  faith  was  originally  adopted  by  tlie  founder  of  the 
State  of  I?hode  Island  in  obtaining  lands  from  the  Indians,  with  the  result  of  the  ino>l 
kindly  intercourse  with  them,  until  the  Four  United  Colonies  comnionced  a  war  of  exter- 
mination against  Iheui.  In  a  letter  to  the  Commissioners  of  these  Colonies,  dated  in  iror, 
ho  explains  Iiisjust  and  peaceful  Intercourse  W"ith  the  natives,  as  follows: — 

"I  mortgaged  my  house  in  Salem  (worth  some  lumdreds)  for  sui>pliis  of  gifts  to  Massa 
soit,— yea,  and  to  all  his;  and  also  to  Canonicus  and  all  his,  in  tokens  and  pre-ents,  niany 
years  before  I  came  in  person  to  Xavragansett.  And  when  I  arrived,  I  \vas  wiUiiun  d  by 
both  of  them."  "  I  also  bore  the  charge'?  and  venture  of  all  giutuilies,  wlach  I  gave  lu  the 
great  Sacheuis  round  about  us, and  to  a  peaceable  and  loving  neiglib'irlioddhiy  chl'ml'i  d  lur 
my  great  charge  and  travel  among  them."  (Backus,  vol.  i,  p.  IH.)  .\fter  the  dt  atli  of  Wil- 
liams, his  son  stated  in  a  letter:  ", My  father  gave  away  all;  and  being  amieiit,  hi^  u~<<\'^ 
must  pinch  somewhere.  He  gave  to  me  only  about  three  acres  of  hind.  It  looki  d  hard, 
that  out  of  so  much  at  his  disposal,  he  should  \ia\e  had  so  little."  i.overnur  \Niii-l"w,  on 
visiting  Williams,  in  Providence,  as  noticed  in  a  letter  written  to  >!:i.ior  M;im.u,  "kindly 
melted,  and  put  a  piece  of  gold  into  the  hands  of  my  wife  for  the  supply  of  our  ii.oi-i- 
ties." 

This  self-denying  spirit  of  true  christian  beneficence  was  the  means  of  subduing  the 
natives  to  reciprocal  acts  of  kindness, and  of  breaking  up  an  alliance  bi  tweeu  the  I'.-.picis 
and  Narragansetts  against  the  l^ur  t'nited  Colonies,  which  would  lun  e  ^wc  pi  an  ay  n.  arly 

all  the  European  .settlers  of  Xew  England.    In  the  final  war  of  King  I'hiliii  he  u.  nt  -nil  ly 
amid  the  army  of  exasperated  warriors,  and  extorted  from  them  this  precious  <ii1.';.miiim  : 

"You  are  a  good  man,  and  not  a  hair  of  your  head  shall  be  injured." 
19 
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of  bettering  their  condition  by  economy  and  industry.     A  gradual  exter- 
mination of  the  race  is  the  sure  result. 

The  Puritan  rulers  of  the  Four  United  Colonies  contrived  to  gain  pos- 
session of  the  much  coveted  Narragansett  lands  under  the  pretence  of 
involving  the  sachems  in  debt,  payable  in  wampum,  their  own  coin;  and 
then,  in  default  of  payment,  they  levied  on  their  lands  by  a  process  of 
civil  execution,  instead  of  military  conquest;  this  being  a  quieter  way  of 
accomplishing  their  purpose.  As  previously  noticed,  the  rulers  took 
advantage  of  inciting  Uncas  to  attack  the  Narragansetts,  and  took  their 
paj'  in  deeds  of  lands.  Then  when  the  Narragansetts  made  war  in  retal- 
iation, the  colonists  sent  tiiree  hundred  soldiers  to  arrest  him,  and  then 
fined  him  for  the  costs,  as  the  Prussians  did  the  French,  and  imposed  a 
fine  of  two  thousand  fathoms  of  wampum,  equal  to  more  than  two  miles 
in  length  of  coins.  The  poor  sachem  being  unable  to  produce  such  a 
quantity,  was  made  to  sign  a  bond  and  mortgage,  and  then  in  default  to 
sun-endcr  his  land  as  previously  stated.  This  was  truly  a  Shylock  jilan 
of  procedure;  but  the  injustice  was  checked  and  tlieproceedings  annulled 
by  the  royal  commissioners. 

Calculating  the  number  of  white  wampum  at  five  hundred  to  the 
fathom,  Pessicus  was  fined  a  million  of  the  shell  coins,  payable  at  a  short 
credit. 

Williams  refers  to  the  financial  abilities  of  some  of  the  natives  as  fol- 
lows :  "  Tis  admiiable  how  quick  the  Indians  are  in  casting  up  great 
numbers,  without  the  help  of  letters,  figures,  or  pens,  by  using  grains  of 
corn.  They  are  subtle  in  bargains,  and  will  try  difierent  markets,  going 
thirty  miles  to  save  a  sixpence." 

"  Some  are  honest,  but  most  of  tliem  will  never  pay  a  debt  unless  fol- 
lowed up  to  their  houses.  They  partake  of  the  general  folly  of  mankiml. 
by  running  into  tormenting  debts,  not  only  for  necessary,  but  also  for  un- 
necessary things  " 

The  measures  of  the  time  of  day,  were  designated  by  the  position  "I 
the  sun  in  the  heavens.  The  number  of  days  by  "  suns,"  of  month-;  l'\ 
"  moons,"  and  years  by  "  Winter  snows  or  harvests." 

FOI5MS    OF   INDIAN    GOVKRNMF.NT. 

The  tribal  system  of  Indian  government  was  necessarily  di'nuM  rati.-, 
and  somewhat  paternal.  Councils  of  the  people  were  helil  tnr  cMii-iiIta- 
tion,  at  which  it  appears  the  women  were  sometimes  pre.-ent,  on  tlie  ton- 
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voyance  of  lands  and  making  treaties.  The  cliiefs  rarely  acted  in  making 
laws  and  regulating  tribal  aflairs,  witliout  convening  the  v^cople  for  tlieir 
assent  and  ralilication.  Their  "ayes  and  rays"  were  expressed  by  pecu- 
liar guttural  sounds,  corresponding  with  cheering  and  the  goose-like  hiss- 
ings in  modern  po)mlar  assemblies.  The  executive  functions  were  per- 
formed by  the  sachems;  and  also  the  duties  of  a  sherifl'  in  punishing 
criminals  devolved  upon  them.  They  did  not  lack  debaters  in  their  discus- 
sions or  poicicoirs,  and  discords  occurred  like  those  in  our  modern  assem- 
blies of  the  people. 

MEDICAL    PRACTICl':    OF    TJIK  INDIANS. 

The  Indians,  having  no  experience  with  chemical  compounds,  confined 
their  treatment  of  the  sick  to  herbs  and  roots  iu  doctoring.  As  described 
by  air.  Douglas  :  "They  pursued  the  old  women's  treatment  as  practised 
in  country  villages  iu  England  in  ancient  times,  by  using  decoctions  of 
vegetables  for  emetics,  for  cathartics,  and  sudorilics.  The  use  of  steam 
baths  in  caves,  or  beneath  mats,  by  heating  stones  and  pouring  water 
thereon,  was  deemed  a  health  restoring  expedient.  But  vvitli  little  reli- 
ance on  human  skill,  the  superstitious  natives  placed  more  hope  on  the 
spiritual  influence  of  their  religious  quack  doctors,  or  Towwow  men,  who 
performed  mystical  ceremonies  over  invalids  with  shoutings  and  howl- 
ings,  as  if  to  scare  away  allirighted  demons  of  diseases.  Their  services 
were  paid  for  like  lawyers'  fees,  the  amount  paid  being  also  in  proportion 
to  the  continuance  of  vociferations. 

nSHIXG    AND   lIUNTiXG. 

Tlie  al)undance  of  fish  iu  the  Bay,  and  tlic  wild  game  on  tlie  land, 
formed  a  principal  part  of  the  subsistence  of  the  Narragansett  huiian-;. 
They  used  nets  made  of  twisted  fibres  of  hemp,  and  of  deer's  sinews; 
and  fish-hooks  made  of  sharpened  bones  of  birds  aud  of  certain  fish  bones. 
AVilliams  says:  "  Tliey  were  dexterous  in  using  scoop  nets  and  in  spear- 
ing  fishes  in  the  night  by  alluring  them  to  the  surface  by  tho  glare  of 
light  from  burning  torches  placed  in  front  of  their  canoes.  They  w.-re 
successful  in  catching  the  several  kinds  of  fish  still  found  iu  the  Bay,  and 
known  by  their  Indian  names  of  tautog  aud  scuppaug.  Bass,  and  >nia!Ur 
fish  called  smelt  and  frost  fish  were  pcrseveringly  sought  for  by  night  and 
by  day.  "  They  patiently  lie  down  with  their  nearly  naked  bodies  on  tlir 
cold  shores,  and  wade  in  icy  water  to  set  their  nets." 
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Tlie  clam-bakcs  on  the  shores  of  Narnigaiisctt  Lay  were  as  much  appre- 
ciated and  ciijoj'cd  by  the  natives  in  former  days,  as  by  tlie  present  nuilti- 
tudes  of  exenrsioDJsts.  AVillJauis  doscrilK-s  chuns  as  "  a  sweet  kind  of 
sliell-flsh,  readily  dif^ged  out  from  the  siiorc-sands  at  low  water  by  the 
women,  and  delightfully  relished  by  all  Indians  for  the  savory  l^rolli  made 
by  them,  which  serves  Instead  of  salt  for  seasoning  llieir  nassaunip  and 
corn  bread." 

Williams  adds:  "The  Indian  women  and  ]:ny,lisli  swine  go  to  the 
shores  at  low  water  to  dig  and  root  out  the  clam<,  and  are  competitors. 
The  swine  are  therefore  hated  by  the  Indian  women." 

"The  English  have  learned  to  make  a  dainiy  dish  of  the  brains  of  a 
bass,  resenjbling  marrow." 

INDIAN   COOKEilY    AND    INDIAN    IJKKAD. 

"To  kindle  a  fire  for  cooking,  the  natives  strike  vioh-ntly  together  tv.o 
stones,  with  sonic  punk  intervening  between  them.  After  kindling  a  lire, 
they  place  therein  several  stones  or  boulders  in. a  hiyer :  and  after  l;eeom- 
iug  liot  the  stones  are  dropped  in  Nvater  containing  lisli  or  rte^h  in  a 
wooden  vessel,  thus  causing  tJie  water  to  boil.  The  soapstone  pots  were 
in  like  manner  placed  in  a  lire  until  they  became  Imt,  and  then  the  water 
was  poured  in  and  the  food  to  be  boiled  was  placed  therein." 

The  original  mode  of  Indian  cookery,  by  heating  stones,  is  still  prac- 
tised by  the  shore  parties  at  their  picnics  on  the  borders  of  Xarrauan>eii 
Bay.  The  heated  stones  are  arranged  like  a  pavement  on  the  grouinl, 
some  sea-wei'd  is  spread  upon  them,  and  then  layer?,  of  clams,  li.-h,  ear^ 
of  corn,  potatoes,  and  other  articles  of  food,  are  added  in  suece>.-ivL- 
layers,  until  a  little  mound  is  raised,  with  a  thick  covering  of  sea-wenl. 
Then  a  pailful  of  water,  dashed  upon  the  top  of  it,  percolates  to  th<-  la't 
stones,  and  produces  abundance  of  steam,  that  is  diffused  throu-iioat  lii'- 
whole  mass.  After  a  suitaide  time  the  mound  is  opened  and  the  eoiitrni- 
carefully  withdrawn  and  served  ou  the  festive  board.  Some  littli'  j.r.ir- 
tice  is  requisite  before  novices  and  dainty  young  ladies  can  grai  <'!ui:>  1:!' 
the  clam  from  its  native  shell  by  the  neck,  and  suspend  it  on  a  poi-'-  .>'"'•'• 
the  parted  liiis,  with  the  face  and  eyes  luriied  heavenward,  as  if  \\  it!'  !•.■";"> 
devotion  to  the  idolized  clam. 

To  reduce  the  lUnfy  kernels  of  corn  to  meal  for  niakinu'  bn  .ul.  tl.r  In- 
dians use  the  stone  pestles,  such  as  arc  here  exhibited  In-fore  \o"-  I'levj- 
ously  to  the  introduction  of  mill-stones,  wooden  lustles  >IioiU\i:h  Ir.-n  and 
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I  lifted  bj-  water  wheels,  were  used  by.tlic  pioneers,  and  denominated  "  Stanip- 

\  ing  :MiIls  "     The  fust  water-wheel  made  in  Uhode  Island,  soon  after  the 

I  arrival  of  Williams,  was  for  a  stamping  mill  near  Steven's  bridge  on  the 

\  Jloshassnck  river.     The  street  leading  to  that  i)lace  still  bears  the  deserip- 

I  tive  name  of  "  Stamper  Street."     The  water  privilege  below  was  given 

iby  the  original  proprietors  to  John  Smith  in  consideration  of  his  building 
thereon  a  mill  for  grinding  corn.  The  first  inill  built  in  Massachusetts 
was  for  grinding  corn  at  Plymouth  in  163C,  as  appears  by  the  colonial 
records. 

The  Indians  rendered  the  corn  more  l)rittle  (or  being  pulverized  by  pes- 
tles, and  at  the  same  time  prepared  for  eating,  by  parching  it  in  hot  ashes, 
'  and  then  sifting  it  out.     Like  modern  ■'  pop-corn"  tliis  parched  meal  was 

I  ready  cooked  for  food,  and  required  only  to  be  moisteneil   wilh  water. 

Williams  says  :  "  I  have  made  many  a  good  dinner  and  supper  of  parched 
^  meal,  moistened  by  a  spoonful  of  water  from  a  brook.     With   no  other 

I  food  I  have  travelled  with  two  hundred  Indians  an  hundred   miles;  each 

one  carrying  a  hollow  leather  girdle  around  his  waist,  or  a  little  basket  on 
his  back,  filled  with  parched  meal." 

This  parched  meal,  kneaded  with  water,  and  baked  on  a  hot  stone,  or 

before  a  fire,  constituted  the  bread  thev  called  "  JN'oAvV,-,"—  strangely  angli- 
f 
A  cised  into  Ko  CaJcc     The  nnparched  meal  makes  Journey  Cake,  or  Johnny 

i  Cake.     In  his  description   of  the  mode  of  making  a  Johnny  Cake,  Roger 

'  Williams  omits  an   essential  part  of  the  preliminary  process,  which  re- 

quires the  use  of:  hnUinj  water  instead  oT  cold  water  in  kneading  the  meal. 
This  knowledge  was  acquired  by  me,  under  peculiar  difiiculties,  while 
floating  down  the  Ohio  river  from  Pittsburgh  to  Cincinnati  on  a  fiat  boat 
or  ark  in  1817,  before  steamboats  were  in  use  there.  Our  party  bought  a 
boat  aud  were  their  own  navigators  and  cooks.  To  our  surprise  and  in- 
dignation our  first  Johnny  Cake  became  meal  again  when  ])aked  before 
the  lire.  To  learn  the  art  and  mystery,  I  rowed  the  skitf  from  the  Hal 
boat  to  a  house  on  the  shore,  and  there  under  tlie  instruction  of  the  smiling 
wife  of  an  Ohio  farmer,  I  finished  my  scientific  education  in  this  special 
department.  She  ])oured  hoiliiig  water  upon  the  corn  meal,  and  invited 
me  to  test  the  quality  by  partaking  of  the  cake.  Some  of  the  gentlemen 
here  present  may  be  as  ignorant  as  I  was,  aud,  profiting  by  tliis  lesson, 
may  leave  the  hall  wiser  if  not  better  men. 
The  introduction,  by  Europeans,  of  light  metallic  kettles,  adapted  for 
I  being  hung  over  a   lire,  atlbrded  desiral>le  facilities  for   onvi'nii'nec  of 

I  transportation,  and  for  more  ([Uickly  boilinir  food  in  traversing  wild  forests. 

I 
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An  opportunity  was  aflbrded  of  inspecting  tlie  process  of  cooking  in  tliesc 
kettles  by  a  parly  of  Sioux  Indians,  near  tlie  Falls  of  St.  Antliony,  in  the 
year  IS  17.  A  \\i\v  party,  returning  from  an  attack  on  a  tribe  of  Cliippeway 
Indians,  liad  elected  their  lodges  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
Tlie  cai)taiii  of  the  steamboat  landed  afewof  u.s  to  visit  the  eiicanipineiit  of 
the  painted  warriors  beneath  the  shade  of  the  forests  They  exhibited  a 
surprising  spectacle  with  their  peculiar  attire,  Vermillion  streaked  faces, 
and  feathers  iu  their  hair.  Many  of  them  were  gathered  around  their 
boiling  pots  suspended  over  blazing  fires,  resembling  the  weird  scene  of 
the  witches'  caldron  i»  Macbeth.  They  severally  contributed  to  the  boil- 
ing caldrons  such  articles  as  they  IkuI  procured  from  the  foiest  and  river. 
The  whirling  ebullition  of  this  boiling  compound  brought  to  light  succes- 
sively the  materials  of  v.hich  the  soup  was  composed ;  showing  the  bill 
of  fare  to  be  pieces  of  meat,  tlsh,  and  whole  turtles,  that  seemed  swim- 
ming amid  the  boiling  currents.  The  view  of  this  compound  was  suffi- 
cient to  cure  the  appetite  of  a  hungry  Englishman. 

The  lodges  were  made  by  inserting  four  poles  in  the  ground,  about 
twelve  feet  apart,  and  by  tying  their  inclined  tops  together,  and  then  lean- 
ing additional  poles  to  rest  against  the  tops  of  the  fcnir  standard  poles, 
with  the  lower  ends  spread  out  to  a  circle  at  the  bottom.  Buli'alo  skins 
sewed  together  in  large  sheets  were  wrapped  around  the  conical  frames  of 
the  poles,  and  a  rope  wound  spirally  around  the  outside,  like  hoops,  bound 
them  all  tightly  t(jgether.  The  oulsides  of  the  skins  were  painted  with 
figures  of  animals.  Some  few  presents  made  to  the  Indians  conciliated 
them  to  acts  of  courtesy  instead  of  scalping.  One  of  the  stalwart  plumed 
warriors  gallantly  advanced  towai'd  a  beautiful  St.  Louis  belle,  and  mak- 
ing a  formal  bow,  took  an  eagle's  feather  from  his  hair,  and  eliivalrou^ly 
inserted  it  in  the  tresses  of  the  confused  and  blushing  girl,  rausing  a 
moment  to  gaze  admiringly  upon  her,  and  making  another  formal  liow,  lie 
slowly  turned  and  strode  away  to  rejoin  his  wild  companions. 

This  tribe  of  Sioux  were  compelled  by  the  United  States  governnii'iit  t" 
pay  a  penally  to  the  tribe  of  Chippeway  Indians  for  this  a>sault  d!""' 
them. 

ju)i;kxings  roi;  thk  i>i;ad. 

That  the  natives  of  New  England  had  kindly  feelings  and  alf-  etioiw.  ua> 
manifested  by  their  sensibilities  for  the  death  of  friends,  ^\'il;';.llll•^  ^.ivs  : 
"  When  they  come  to  the  grave  they  lay  the  body  down.     Tlun  all  j'-iu  in 
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lamentations.  I  have  seen  tears  run  clown  the  clieeks  of  stoutest  cap- 
tains as  well  as  of  little  children.  .After  the  body  i.s  laid  in  the  grave, 
soniclinu's  per.sonal  tflects  arc'  deposited  with  it,  as  a  solemn  sacrilice.' 
On  the  deatli  of  his  son,  I  sawtlie  aged  chief,  Canonicus,  as  a  great  sacri- 
fice to  him,  burn  liis  residence.  Their  mourning  is  continued  for  months." 
Black  appears  to  have  been  selected  for  an  emblem  of  grief,  as  devoid 
of  cheeiful  radiance  and  reflection  of  light,  alike  by  the  natives  of  Europe 
and  America.  The  Indians  used  soot  mingled  with  oil  for  consistency  as 
a  pigment.  The  memory  of  the  dead  was  cherished,  as  manifest  b.v  the 
return  of  the  Indians  at  times  to  visit  and  honor  the  graves  of  tlieir 
fathers.  Xow  the  mourners  and  tlieir  graves  have  disappeared,  except  in 
the  far  West,  where  the  mounds,  like  the  pyramids,  have  survived  as 
memoiials  of  the  builders. 

"They  grieved;  —  but  no  wail  from  their  slumbers  ni;i3'  come; 
Tliey  joyed  :  Imt  the  voice  of  tlieir  gladuess  is  done. 
They  died,—  aye  they  died ;  and  we  things  that  are  now, 
Who  walk  on  the  Inrf  that  lies  over  their  brow, 
AVho  wake  in  their  dwellings  our  transient  abode, — 
Meet  the  changes  they  met  in  their  pilgrinnige  road  " 

We  now  occupy  their  places  for  our  transient  abode,  as  others  will  soon 
succeed  us,  and  make  in  our  dwellings  their  equally  transient  abode. 

These  fleeting  scenes  of  continual  changes  in  our  pilgrimage  road,  con- 
stitute the  history  of  mankind.  To  preserve  memorials  of  the  race  of 
lied  men,  who  once  owned  and  occupied  the  jilcasant  shores  of  N'arrai;a- 
sett  ]5ay,  now  our  enjoyable  homes,  is  a  special  object  and  duty  of  the 
members  of  our  Historical  Society,  as  has  been  set  forth  by  our  esteemed 
associate,  Mr.  lOenison  : — 

"  We,  children  of  a  favored  day, 
Inheriting  theii'  homes, 
Would  guard  their  history  from  decay, 
And  niark  their  mouldering  tombs." 
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
